THE    PUBLIC  .SERVICE   COMMISSION 
FOR  THE  FIRST  DISTRICT, 


><•  Monday,  July  i,  1907, 

AT  320  Broadway, 
Borough  of  Manhattan,  City  of  New  York. 


There    were    present — Chairman    William    R.    Willcox,    Commissioners    William 
McCarroll,  Edward  M.  Bassett,  Milo  R.  Maltbie,  John  E.  Eustis. 


The  Commission  met  at  the  office  of  Chairman  Willcox  and  received  their  certifi- 
cates of  appointment  from  Governor  Hughes,  through  Mr.  Edgar  L.  Murlin,  Executive 
Clerk. 

They  at  once  proceeded  to  the  chambers  of  Judge  Dayton,  Justice  of  the  Supreme 
Court,  and  took  the  oath  of  office. 


In  the  afternoon  the  office  of  the  State  Inspector  of  Gas  Meters  was  visited,  and 
Mr.  Jastrow  Alexander,  formerly  State  Inspector  of  Gas  Meters,  was  authorized 
to  receive  and  hold,  until  further  notice,  all  correspondence,  papers,  documents  and 
other  property  belonging  to  the  Commission,  received  since  12  o'clock  midnight  of 
June  30. 


The  New  York  office  of  the  Commission  of  Gas  and  Electricity  of  the  State  of 
New  York  was  next  visited,  the  Commission  being  received  by  Mr.  Hoxsey,  who 
informed  the  Commission  that  all  of  the  property  in  that  office  had  been  turned  over 
to  the  Public  Service  Commission  of  the  Second  District  of  the  State  of  New  York, 
according  to  the  provisions  of  the  Public  Service  Commissions  Act. 


The  Commission  then  visited  the  office  of  the  Rapid  Transit  Commission,  and 
acknowledged  the  transfer  of  all  contracts,  books,  maps,  plans,  papers  and  records 
belonging  to  the  Board  of  Rapid  Transit  Railroad  Commissioners.  The  Commission 
asked  Mr.  Bion  L.  Burrows,  formerly  Secretary  to  the  Board,  to  take  charge  of  the 
property  belonging  to  the  Commission,  until  further  notice,  which  he  agreed  to  do. 
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Proceeding  to  the  office  of  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners,  the  Commission 
was  informed  by  a  former  Clerk  of  the  Board  that  the  property  had  been  turned 
over  to  the  Public  Service  Commission  for  the  Second  District,  as  required  by 
statute. 


At  that  place  the  Commission  organized,  Commissioner  Willcox  having  been  ap- 
pointed Chairman  by  Governor  Hughes. 


On  motion  of  Commissioner  McCarroll,  seconded  by  Commissioner  Eustis, 
Commissioner  Maltbie  was  elected  Secretary  pro  tem.  to  serve  until  the  appointment 
of  a  Secretary  by  the  Commission. 


On  motion  of  Commissioner  Bassett,  seconded  by  Commissioner  McCarroll,  it 
was  voted  that  when  the  Commission  adjourn,  it  adjourn  to  meet  to-morrow,  July  2,  at 
11.30  a.  m. 


On  motion,  the  Commission  adjourned.

Commissioner  Bassett,  as  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Budget,  submitted  the 

following : 
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Report  of  the  Committee  on  Budget  and  Method  of  Obtaining  Funds  for  Expenses 

of  Commission  and  Salaries  other  than  those  of  the  Commission,  its  Counsel 

and  Secretary. 

Messrs.  Bassett,  Whitney  and  Hollmann  have  compared  the  provisions  of  the 
Rapid  Transit  Act  touching  the  subjects  referred  to  this  Committee,  and  the  Public 
Service  Law,  and  find  that  in  regard  to  this  subject  the  provisions  are  substantially 
identical.  On  this  account  your  Committee  have  inferred  that  the  method  hereto- 
fore employed  by  the  Board  of  Rapid  Transit  Commissioners  in  this  regard  will  be 
presumably  correct  to  be  adopted  by  the  present  Commission,  and  it  is  likely  that 
the  Board  of  Estimate  will  prefer  this  method  of  caring  for  this  subject. 

The  requests  for  estimates  for  budget  lieretofore  sent  out  by  the  Board  of  Esti- 
mate apply  to  City  Departments,  Bureau  and  Boards.  As  ours  is  a  State  Board 
with  a  separate  provision  for  its  expenses,  this  request  does  not  relate  to  us.  The 
method  followed  by  the  Rapid  Transit  Board  has  been : 

First — In  the  latter  part  of  each  year  it  has  made  up,  as  nearly  as  possible,  an 
estimate  of  its  needs  for  expenses  the  following  year.  This  was  done  in  order  to 
facilitate  the  work  for  the  Finance  Department,  so  that  it  might  not  have  to  pass 
on  a  large  number  of  small  requisitions.  Last  year  this  requisition  was  made  Decem- 
ber 27,  and  was  for  the  sum  of  $826,500^  Of  this  amount  the  Board  of  Estimate 
assented  to  $742,500,  leaving  about  $84,000  to  be  assented  to  later,  if  necessary,  on 
account  of  the  planning  and  letting  of  new  work. 


Second — For  the  salaries  of  the  Rapid  Transit  Commissioners  an  application  was 
made  each  year  to  the  Appellate  Division  of  the  First  District.  The  salaries  of  the 
new  Commissioners,  their  Counsel  and  Secretary  are  paid  by  the  State  Treasurer. 

Third — If  the  requisitions  of  the  Rapid  Transit  Board  for  expenses  were  not 
complied  with,  they  had  the  right  to  place  the  requisitions  before  the  Appellate 
Division,  whose  decision  would  be  final.  We  understand,  however,  that  this  was 
never  done. 

To  come  now  to  the  method  that  we  should  employ  to  obtain  funds  for  pay- 
ment of  expenses  and  salaries  other  than  those  of  the  Commission,  Counsel  and 
Secretary : 

First — There  is  no  necessity  of  making  up  a  present  budget  and  submitting  it 
to  the  Board  of  Estimate. 

Second — We  may  expend  the  unexpended  balance  for  any  proper  purposes  of  our 
Commission,  and  during  the  remainder  of  this  year,  if  this  fund  is  not  sufficient, 
we  may  make  a  requisition  for  a  further  sum. 

Third — In  the  month  of  December  we  should  serve  upon  the  Board  of  Estimate 
and  Apportionment  a  statement  of  requisition  which  will  approximately  cover  our 
needs  for  the  year  1908.  This  will  not  prevent  olir  making  further  requisitions  in 
the  year  1908,  if  they  become  necessary. 

Fourth — In  case  the  Board  of  Estimate  does  not  comply  with  this  request  and 
honor  this  requisition,  it  will  be  our  duty  to  make  our  request  to  the  Appellate 
Division,  whose  determination  will  be  final.

The  Chairman  reported  progress  as  to  the  acquirement  of  permanent  quarters. 


Commissioner  Bassett  reported  progress  as  to  the  matter  of  badges  for  the 
employees  of  the  Commission. 

The  Chairman  reported  that  Chief  Engfineer  Rice  would  soon  submit  a  report  as 
to  the  present  condition  of  rapid  transit  work,  and  as  to  all  problems  pending  or 
considered  and  not  finished. 


Commissioner  Bassett  reported  progress  as  to  rules  of  procedure. 


Commissioners  Bassett  and  Eustis,  to  whom  were  referred  the  matter  of  dis- 
position of  communications  as  to  the  increase  of  rates  on  the  New  York  Central, 
reported.  The  question  involved  is  whether  this  Commission  has  jurisdiction  over 
the  question  of  rates  over  a  railroad  between  points  outside  of  this  district  to  a 
point  within  this  district.  This  seems  to  be  clearly  provided  for  in  section  5,  sub- 
division 6,  paragraph  2 : 

"All  jurisdiction,  supervision,  powers  and  duties  under  this  Act  not  specially 
granted  to  the  Public  Service  Commission  of  the  First  District  shall  be  vested  in 
and  be  exercised  by  the  Public  Service  Commission  of  the  Second  District,  including 
the  regulation  and  control  of  all  transportation  of  persons  or  property  and  the  in- 
strumentalities connected  with  such  transportation  on  any  railroad  other  than  a  street 
railroad  from  a  point  within  either  district  to  a  point  within  the  other  district." 

• 

By  section  5,  subdivision  3,  the  Commission  for  the  First  District  is  given  juris- 
diction over  such  portions  of  the  lines  of  railroads  other  than  street  railroads  "so 
far  as  concerns  the  construction,  maintenance,  equipment,  terminal  facilities  and  local 
transportation  facilities  and  local  transportation  of  persons  or  property  zvitltin  that 
district." 

Under  these  provisions  it  is  clear  that  complaints  as  to  fares  between  points 
outside  of  this  district  and  points  within  this  district  over  railroads  other  than  street 
railroads  should  be  referred  to  the  Commission  for  the  Second  District.

Secretary,  resigned,  and  with  the  exception  of  Harry  S.  Craven  and  George  F.  Raeburn, 
Temporary  Rodmen,  who  are  to  be  retained  at  their  present  salaries  until  their 
positions  can  be  filled  from  an  appropriate  eligible  list,  furnished  by  the  State  Civil 
Service  Cpmmission.

The  list  referred  to  in  the  above  resolution,  and  therein  incorporated,  and  the 
letter  of  George  S.  Rice,  Chief  Engineer,  transmitting  the  said  list,  are  as  follows: 
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New  York,  July  6,  1907. 

The  Honorable  William  R.  Willcox,  Chairman,  Public  Service  Commission  for  the 
First  District: 
Dear  Sir — I  enclose  copy   of  a  list  showing  the  name,   rank  and  salary  of  the 
different   employees   who   have  been   connected   with   the   Rapid   Transit   Engineering 
Department  and  the  Commissioners  on  June  30,  1907. 
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All  these  men,  with  the  exceptions  which  are  noted  on  the  several  sheets,  have 
been  appointed  under  Civil  Service  rules;  fifteen  of  these  are  in  the  exempt  class,  but 
all  the  remaining  names  were  supplied  through  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission. 

When  this  department  was  formed  in  1900  special  provision  was  made  to  have 
men  particularly  competent  to  carry  on  the  rapid  transit  work,  which,  although  nomi- 
nally a  railroad,  combines  almost  every  class  of  municipal  work,  and  special  examina- 
tions were  held  at  that  time  so  that  the  staff  could  be  able  and  competent  to  conduct 
the  work,  which,  at  the  time,  was  the  largest  of  its  kind  ever  started.  The  organization 
and  the  personnel  of  this  staff  have  been  exceptional ;  men  have  only  been  kept  who 
have  proved  themselves  competent  and  devoted  to  their  work. 

At  the  present  time  the  force  is  not  sufficient  to  conduct  the  work  which  is  already 
in  progress.  A  great  many  of  the  staff  have  been  transferred  to  other  City  depart- 
ments, and  the  force  of  inspectors  has  been  reduced  during  the  last  year  owing  to 
the  completion  of  a  certain  portion  of  contracts  Nos.  i  and  2,  which  are  the  original 
McDonald  contracts,  and  the  extension  to  Brooklyn,  During  the  last  few  months, 
however,  new  work  has  been  ordered,  and  while  the  engineering  force  is  very  nearly 
equal  to  what  may  be  desired,  the  force  of  inspectors  will  have  to  be  increased.  A 
great  many  capable  men  who  have  been  trained  in  this  particular  class  of  work  have 
gone  to  other  City  departments,  and  are  only  waiting  to  come  back  to  the  work  as 
soon  as  contracts  for  new  work  arc  in  full  operation,  and  it  would  be  a  great  advan- 
tage to  the  Commission  if  these  men  could  be  re-employed.  I  suggest  that  it  would 
be  important  to  have  some  way  devised  by  which  the  State  Civil  Service  Commission, 
in  their  deliberations  in  reference  to  the  transfer  of  the  force  from  the  Rapid  Transit 
Railroad  Commissioners  to  the  Public  Service  Commission  for  the  First  District,  be 
empowered  to  arrange  for  the  transfer  of  men  now  engaged  in  City  work  to  the 
Public  Service  Commission  work  or  vice  versa.  A  number  of  men  in  the  employ 
of  the  Commission  have  been  over  twenty  years  in  the  service  of  the  City,  have 
gained  an  invaluable  experience,  and  the  carrying  on  of  the  Rapid  Transit  work  has 
been  benefited  by  having  such  an  exceptional  corps  of  assistants. 

Since  its  organization  in  1894  the  expenses  of  the  whole  Rapid  Transit  Commission, 

including  the  salaries  of  the  Commissioners,  legal  expenses,  engineering  expenses,  rent, 

etc,  have  been  less  than  8  per  cent,  of  the  total  cost  of  the  work.   This  is  unprecedented ; 

no  work,  to  my  knowledge — and  I  have  been  associated  with  Jarge  public  works  for 

over  thirty-eight  years — has  ever  been  conducted  in  such  an  economical  manner;  and 

I  am  pleased  to  direct  attention  to  the  fact  that  there  has  never  been  the  least  amount 

of  scandal  in  any  way  connected  with  the  work,  which  has  been  done  under  adverse 

circumstances.

Complaints. 

First — The  Commission  may,  or  will,  on  its  own  motion,  investisfate  or  make  in- 
quiry, in  a  manner  to  be  determined  by  it,  in  accordance  with  section  48,  subdivision  i, 
of  the  act. 

Second — Complaints  made  {rarsuant  to  section  48  of  the  act  by  any  person  or  cor- 
poration, must  be  by  petition  or  complaint  in  writing,  setting  forth  briefly  the  facts 
claimed  to  constitute  a  violation  of  the  act.  The  name  of  the  person  or  corporation

Third — Complaints,  to  secure  investigation  by  the  Commission,  against  gas  or 
electric  corporations  as  to  the  illuminating  power,  purity,  pressure  or  price  of  gas,  or 
the  initial  efficiency  of  the  electric  incandescent  lamp  supply,  or  the  regulation  of  the 
voltage  of  the  supply  system  used  for  incandescent  lighting,  or  price  of  electricity  sold 
and  delivered,  must  be  made  under  the  provisions  of  section  71  of  the  act  by  the 
Mayor  of  New  York,  or  by  complaint  in  writing  of  not  less  than  one  hundred  cus- 
tomers or  purchasers  of  gas  or  electricity.

Service  of  Complaint. 

The  Commission  will  cause  a  copy  of  a  complaint  to  be  forwarded  to  the  person 
or  corporation  complained  of,  accompanied  by  an  order  directed  to  such  person  or 
corpon<tion  requiring  that  the  matters  complained  of  be  satisfied,  or  that  the  charges 
be  answered  in  writing  within  a  time  to  be  specified  by  the  Commission.

Answers. 

A  person  or  corporation  complained  against  must  answer  within  ten  days  of  the 
date  of  the  order  above  provided  for,  but  the  Commission  may,  in  a  particular  case,  re- 
quire the  answer  to  be  filed  within  a  shorter  time. 

The  original  answer  must  be  filed  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Commission  at  its 
office,  and  a  copy  thereof  at  the  same  time  served,  personally  or  by  mail,  upon  the 
complainant,  who  must  forthwith  notify  the  Secretary  of  its  receipt.  The  answer  must 
specifically  admit  or  deny  the  material  allegation  of  the  petition,  and  also  set  forth  the 
facts  which  wilt  be  relied  upon  to  support  any  such  denial. 

If  a  person  or  corporation  complained  against  shall  make  satisfaction  before  an- 
swering, a  written  acknowledgment  thereof,  showing  the  character  and  extent  of  the 
satisfaction  given,  must  be  filed  by  the  complainant,  and  in  that  case  the  fact  and  manner 
of  satisfaction,  without  other  matter,  may  be  set  forth  in  the  answer.    If  satisfaction 
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be  made  after  the  filingr  and  service  of  an  answer,  such  written  acknowledgment  must 
also  be  filed  t^  the  complainant,  and  a  supplemental  answer  setting  forth  the  facts  and 
manner  of  satisfaction  must  be  filed  by  the  person  or  corporation  complained  against.

The  parties  to  any  proceeding  or  investigation  before  the  Commission  may,  by 

stipulation  in  writing,  filed  with  the  Secretary,  agree  upon  the  facts  or  any  portion 

thereof  involved  in  a  controversy  which  stipulation  shall  be  regarded  and  used  as 

evidence  on  the  hearing.    It  is  desirable  that  the  facts  be  thus  agreed  upon  whenever 

practicable.

Hearings. 

Upon  issue  being  joined  by  the  service  of  an  answer  or  notice  of  hearing,  on  a 
petition  or  complaint,  the  Commission  will  assign  a  time  and  place  for  hearing  the 
matter,  which  will  be  at  its  office  unless  otherwise  ordered.  Witnesses  will  be  ex- 
amined orally  before  the  Commission  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  this  Commission, 
or  unless  the  facts  be  agreed  upon  as  provided  for  in  these  rules.

The  person  or  corporation  complained  against  must  also  prove  facts 
alleged  in  the  answer,  unless  admitted  by  the  petitioner  and  fully  disclose  its  defence 
at  the  hearing. 

In  case  of  failure  to  answer,  the  Commission  will  take  such  proofs  of  the  facts 
as  may  be  deemed  proper  and  reasonable,  and  make  such  order  thereon  as  the  cir- 
cumstances of  the  case  appear  to  require. 
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.  Cases  shall  be  argued  orally  upon  submission  of  the  testimony  unless  a  different 
time  shall  be  ag;reed  upon  by  the  parties  or  directed  by  tlie  Commission,  but  all  argu^ 
ments  may  be  omitted  in  the  discretion  of  the  Commission.

The  Chairman  laid  before  the  Commission  the  following  report  from  Chief  Engi- 
neer Rice,  which  was  read  by  the  Secretary  and  referred  to  the  Committee  of  the 

Whole : 

July  6,  1907. 

The  Hon.  William  R.  Willcox,  Chairman,  Public  Service  Commission,  for  the  First 
District:  ♦ 

Dear  Sir — For  the  information  of  the  Commission,  I  have  made  a  statement  in 
condensed  form  of  the  work  which  is  now  under  construction  and  in  direct  charge  of 
the  Public  Service  Commission  for  the  First  District  and  which  had  formerly  been 
under  the  charge  of  the  Rapid  Transit  Board. 

In  March,  1900,  Contract  No.  i,  which  has  formerly  been  called  the  McDonald 
contract,  was  executed  by  The  City  of  New  York  through  the  Rapid  Transit  Board,  and 
that  work  is  almost  done,  two  small  portions  of  elevated  road  in  the  vicinity  of  Broad- 
way and  One  Hundred  and  Thirtieth  street,  and  One  Hundred  and  Eighty-second 
street  and  Boston  road  remaining  to  be  completed.  The  whole  road,  however,  is  under 
operation,  and  delay  in  the  completion  of  these  elevated  stations  was  due  to  a  change 
in  the  contract  after  its  execution.  The  original  contract  contemplated  ending  the  road 
at  Kingsbridge  station,  but  since  that  time  the  road  had  been  continued  up  Broadway 
to  the  north  to  Van  Cortland  Park.  At  the  other  terminus  of  the  road  at  Bronx  Park 
the  same  condition  of  affairs  exists.  The  station  at  One  Hundred  and  Eightieth  street 
is  a  temporary  station  and  the  road  is  in  operation  to  this  point;  but  owing  to  the 
Zoological  Park  authorities  having  bought  certain  additional  lands  for  park  purposes 
the  station  was  made  a  temporary  station  and  the  plans  have  just  been  made  for  a 
permanent  station,  and  this  work  will  be  under  construction  in  a  short  time  and  will 
probably  take  from  six  to  eight  months  to  complete  near  One  Hundred  and  Eighty- 
second  street. 

There  are  some  small  matters  in  connection  with  this  Contract  No.  i  which  have 
not  been  finished,  but  they  are  of  little  moment  and  do  not  affect  the  operation  of  the 
road.  Owing  to  the  non-completion  of  the  work  no  final  estimate  for  Contract  No.  i 
has  been  rendered  by  the  Engineer  of  the  Commission.  Monthly  estimates,  however, 
have  been*rendered  to  the  contractor,  and  almost  all  the  moneys  have  been  paid.  There 
are  some  points  relating  to  the  final  payments  of  the  work  where  there  is  disagreement, 
the  contractor  having  put  in  bills  to  the  amount  of  nearly  $5,000,000,  which  are  now 
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under  adjustment  and  are  to  be  reported  on  by  the  Chief  Engineer  within  the  next  two 
months. 

In  connection  with  Contract  No.  i,  in  the  latter  part  of  1906,  th'e  Board  authorized 
the  construction  of  an  elevated  extension  to  the  Rapid  Transit  Railroad  north  of  Two 
Hundred  and  Thirtieth  street.  This  work  is  now  under  construction,  and  involves  an 
expenditure  of  nearly  $700,000,  and  there  remains  nearly  half  a  million  dollars  of  this 
work  to  be  completed.  This  railroad  will  be  in  operation  in  the  fall — probably  some 
time  in  October — and  the  terminus  of  the  road,  instead  of  being  at  Kingsbridge,  will  be 
transferred  to  Van  Cortland  Park  at  that  time.  Although  this  work  will  be  in  opera- 
tion then,  it  will  not  be  completed,  as  the  detailed  work  for  the  stations  will  require 
considerable  time  after  commencement  of  operation. 

In  1902  an  extension  of  the  subway  was  continued  from  the  Post  Office  southerly 
down  Broadway,  under  the  East  river,  through  Joralemon  and  Fulton  streets  and  Flat- 
bush  avenue  to  the  Long  Island  station  at  the  junction  of  Fourth  avenue  and  Atlantic 
avenue  in  Brooklyn.  This  contract  is  called  Contract  No.  2  and  the  amount  which  the 
contractor  bid  for  this  work  was  $3,000,000,  $2,000,000  for  construction  and  $1,000,000 
additional  for  equipment,  the  value  of  the  work  being  about  $10,000,000.  The  portion 
of  the  contract  lying  in  the  Borough  of  Manhattan  has  been  in  operation  for  a  con- 
siderable time.  The  tunnel  under  the  river  has  not  been  completed,  nor  has  the  sub- 
way extending  easterly  from  the  tunnel  to  the  Long  Island  station  been  in  a  condition 
yet  for  operation. 

The  contract  time  for  the  completion  of  this  work  is  May  8,  1908,  and  it  is  prob- 
able that  the  road  will  be  in  operation  in  four  or  five  months,  although  the  work  will 
not  be  entirely  complete  along  Flatbush  avenue  at  that  time.  The  original  time  for  this 
contract  was  September,  1906,  but  owing  to  the  original  contract  having  contemplated 
a  two-track  system  through  Fulton  street  and  Flatbush  avenue,  the  Rapid  Transit 
Board,  on  account  of  a  change  in  plans,  authorized  the  construction  of  a  four-track 
road  through  this  section  of  the  borough.  This  added  an  amount  of  over  two  and  a 
quarter  millions  of  dollars  to  this  contract. 

The  tunnel  under  the  river  has  been  under  construction  from  the  very  commence- 
ment of  the  letting  of  the  contract,  and  although  the  Rapid  Transit  Subway  Con- 
struction Company  were  the  contractors,  this  section  of  the  work,  like  the  other 
section  each  side  of  it,  was  let  to  some  subcontractors.  The  City  was  fortunate  in 
obtaining  tw^o  good  contractors  on  two  ends  of  this  contfact,  but  unfortunate  in  getting 
lh€  subcontractor  for  the  work  under  the  river,  where  there  have  been  delays  and 
mismanagement,  and  which  have  been  reported  to  the  Board  for  the  last  three  years 
by  the  Engineering  Department;  but  the  work  has  been  well  done  and  is  equal  to 
any  work  of  its  kind  now  being  executed.  A  great  deal  has  been  said  in  connection 
with  this  tunnel  contract  owing  to  its  having  been  subjected  to  publicity  through  being 
a  City  contract.     The  conditions  that  exist  there  are  no  more  unfavorable  than  any- 
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where  else,  nor  have  any  greater  difficulties  been  encountered  than  are  found  in  any 
other  place.  The  work  is  a  well  designed  and  well  executed  piece  of  work,  some  varia- 
tions  in  grades  as  are  encountered  in  every  tunnel  which  is  built  with  a  shield  exist,  but 
these  portions,  although  slight  in  extent,  have  been  corrected,  and  the  work  is  now 
nearing  completion.  The  portions  west  of  the  centre  of  the  river  and  east  of  the  line 
of  docks  on  the  Brooklyn  side  are  open  to  inspection  to  anybody,  there  being  no  air 
pressure  now  used  in  these  sections  of  the  work.  In  the  remaining  portion  the  joints 
are  being  caulked,  and  in  a  comparatively  short  time  this  whole  portion  will  be  relieved 
from  the  air  pressure  and  the  work  of  caulking  can  be  pushed  with  much  more  vigor. 
This  work  is  being  done  by  men  who  have  made  a  specialty  of  doing  work  under 
compressed  air,  and  we  are  limited  to  this  class  of  men,  who  are  not  very  numerous; 
the  work,  however,  is  now  being  pushed,  and  the  tracks  are  being  laid,  and  the  ducts 
for  transferring  the  power  are  being  put  in  position  on  the  sides  of  the  tunnel. 

A  serious  delay  in  this  work  has  been  occasioned  during  the  last  year  owing  to 
the  trouble  in  getting  a  ventilating  shaft  on  Joralemon  street,  four  locations  having 
been  selected  and  plans  made,  and  three  of  them  were  abandoned  owing  to  objections 
by  property  owners  and  on  account  of  the  delay  by  injunction  proceedings.  The 
contractor  has  acceded  to  the  demands  of  the  abutting  property  owners  in  those  three 
cases.  A  location  has  now  been  found,  however,  where  arrangements  have  been  made, 
and  this  work  is  now  progressing  with  rapidity.  Inasmuch  as  this  is  the  location 
where  the  cables  go  from  the  transformer  station,  this  is  necessarily  the  limiting  place 
where  the  work  will  be  delayed.  I  anticipate  that  this  work  will  not  be  finished  for  a 
couple  of  months,  after  which  the  other  portions  of  the  tunnel  can  be  completed. 

There  remains  upon  this  Contract  No.  2  about  three  million  dollars'  worth  of  work 
to  be  done,  and  I  anticipate  that  this  work  will  be  completed  late  in  the  spring  of  1906. 

During  the  last  few  months  the  Rapid  Transit  Board  has  let  five  contracts  in 
Manhattan  for  what  is  called  the  "Brooklyn  loop  lines,"  and  this  system  of  subways 
is  really  a  four-track  road  connecting  the  Williamsburg,  Brooklyn  and  Manhattan 
bridges  with  systems  of  railroads  in  Brooklyn.  These  contracts  involve  an  ex- 
penditure of  about  ten  million  dollars,  nine  million  dollars  having  been  authorized  in 
the  letting  of  the  five  different  contracts.  This  work  is  very  complicated  in  con- 
struction, and  the  designing  department  of  the  engineering  force  is  now  engaged  in 
making  detailed  drawings  for  construction. 

In  addition  to  the  work  enumerated  above,  in  accordance  with  an  Act  of  the 
Legislature  of  1906,  the  Rapid  Transit  Board  was  ordered  to  study  the  problem  of 
the  elimination  of  the  tracks  of  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad 
where  they  were  laid  at  grade  in  the  public  streets  and  highways.  The  Act  contem- 
plated the  condemnation  of  this  New  York  Central  property  in  the  streets  and  highways 
if  plans  for  a  satisfactory  removal  were  not  agreed  upon  last  March.     Since  May  14 
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the  engineering  force  has  been  busy  making  surveys  preparatory  to  the  condemnation 
of  this  property.  This  work  will  be  continued,  and  I  anticipate  that  it  will  be  two 
months  before  it  can  be  completed. 

In  addition  to  the  work  on  Contract  No.  i,  the  Rapid  Transit  Board  at  its 
last  meeting  completed  the  contract  for  the  building  of  additional  tracks  between 
Ninety-sixth  street  and  One  Hundred  and  Third  street,  on  Broadway.  There  will 
be  two  additional  tracks  on  the  west  side,  and  one  on  the»east  side,  so  arranged  that 
the  congestion  which  has  existed  since  the  opening  of  the  subway  in  this  section  of 
the  city  will  be  entirely  obviated.  This  contract  is  almost  all  in  rock  and  will  cost  in 
the  vicinity  of  $900,000. 

At  the  same  meeting  the  Board  authorized  the  improving  of  the  condition  of  the 
subway  between  Ninety-sixth  street  and  One  Hundred  and  Forty-fifth  street,  on 
Broadway.  These  improvements  relate  to  the  making  of  openings  in  the  roof  of  the 
subway  so  that  a  freer  circulation  of  air  can  be  had.  This  improvement  was  recom- 
mended some  time  ago,  but  it  was  thought  best  to  wait  until  the  results  obtained  from 
the  previous  work  on  ventilation  had  been  under  trial.  This  work  will  cost  about 
$90,000. 

These  are  the  remaining  portions  of  the  work  which  are  now  in  course  of  either 
construction  or  study  at  the  present  time  and  involve  an  expenditure  of  nearly 
$15,000,000. 

In  the  last  few  months  of  the  life  of  the  Rapid  Transit  Railroad  Commissioners 
the  extension  of  a  system  of  railroads  was  authorized  for  that  portion  of  the  system 
as  recommended  by  the  Commission  in  1905  for  a  comprehensive  plan  for  rapid  transit 
in  that  portion  of  the  Borough  of  Brooklyn  east  and  south  of  Manhattan  Bridge. 
The  plans  for  -fourteen  sections,  comprising  the  routes  along  Manhattan  Bridge  approach 
and  through  Fourth  avenue  to  Fort  Hamilton,  and  with  a  connection  at  Fortieth 
street  easterly  to  Coney  Island,  were  completed  in  June,  and  the  Commission  authorized 
the  holding  of  a  public  hearing,  in  accordance  with  the  law,  on  July  25  on  five  of  these 
fourteen  sections.  Thesje  five  contracts  are  ready  for  printing,  and  I  am  proceeding 
with  the  writing  of  these  other  contracts.  The  letting  of  these  contracts  was  author- 
ized not  only  by  the  Rapid  Transit  Board,  but  by  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Appor- 
tionment, and  they  involve  an  expenditure  of  about  $23,ocx),ooo.  This  work  is  a  four- 
track^subway  connecting  the  east  end  of  Manhattan  Bridge  with  the  subway  now  being 
built  in  Flatbush  avenue,  and  also  extending  through  Willoughby  street  and  Ashland 
place  to  the  junction  of  Atlantic  avenue  and  Fourth  avenue;  thence  a  four-track  road 
southerly  on  Fourth  avenue  to  Fortieth  street,  and  then  continuing  southerly  as  a  two- 
track  road  to  Fort  Hamilton.  On  Fortieth  street  the  four  tracks  continue  easterly  to 
about  Ninth  avenue,  where  they  become  a  two-track  system  through  New  Utrecht 
avenue  and  Eighty-sixth  street  and  Stillwell  avenue  to  Coney  Island. 
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From  the  above  it  will  be  seen  that  the  Public  Service  Commission  for  the  First 

District,  in  finishing  the  work  now  under  contract  and  carrying  out  the  plans  formulated 

for  the  extension  in  Brooklyn,  will  have  an  amount  of  work  of  construction  more 

than  that  involved  in  the  first  subway  already  built  in  Manhattan  and  The  Bronx 

boroughs.

The  Hon.  William  R.  Willcox,  Chairman,  Public  Service  Commission  for  the  First 
District: 
Dear  Sir — At  your  request  I  submit  a  list  of  the  problems  which  confront  the 
Public  Service  Commission  for  the  First  District  at  the  present  time  relating  to  rapid 
transit  matters. 

I  have  already  in  a  letter  to  you  of  even  date  made  mention  of  the  proposed 
subway  which  has  been  ratified  not  only  by  the  Rapid  Transit  Board,  but  by  the 
Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment,  for  an  extension  to  the  rapid  transit  system 
from  the  Manhattan  Bridge  easterly  and  southerly  to  Fort  Hamilton  and  to  Coney 
Island,  for  which  a  public  hearing  has  been  called  on  July  25  for  five  sections,  and 
for  which  the  contract  and  specifications  are  now  ready  and  being  printed. 

It  may  not  be  known  to  you,  but  one  of  the  most  pressing  necessities  for  rapid 
transit  in  Greater  New  York  prevails  now  in  connecting  Manhattan  with  The  Bronx. 
Plans  and  specifications  were  gotten  out,  and  public  hearings  were  held  for  the 
building  of  a  four-track  system  on  the  east  and  west  sides  of  Manhattan  connecting 
with  The  Bronx  early  in  this  year.  No  bids  were  received,  but  the  Board  and  City 
authorities  devoted  themselves  to  finding  some  relief  for  the  extension  of  some  rapid 
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transit  system  which  would  be  included  within  the  debt  limit  of  the  City,  and  the 
Fourth  avenue.  Fort  Hamilton  and  Coney  Island  section  was  decided  upon  as  an 
adequate  increase  to  th^  system.  It  is  imfortunate  that  the  City  could  not  get  some 
relief  at  this  time  for  Manhattan  and  The  Bronx,  as  the  travel  is  increasing  to  an 
alarming  extent,  as  will  be  plainly  seen  by  reading  that  part  of  the  Engineer's  annual 
report  for  the  year  1906  to  the  Board  relating  to  the  increase  of  travel  and  the 
necessities  for  new  work.  Inasmuch  as  Manhattan,  from  Tenth  street  up  to  One 
Hundred  and  Third  street  is  underlaid  by  rock  which  is  near  the  surface,  additional 
subway  construction  for  any  north  and  south  line  will  necessarily  take  about  four 
years  to  construct.  The  only  possible  relief  on  that  account  is  to  put  additional 
tracks  on  the  elevated  roads  on  the  east  side  of  the  City,  that  is,  on  the  Third  and 
Second  avenue  lines,  which  extend  from  The  Bronx  to  the  lower  end  of  Manhattan. 
This  addition  to  the  elevated  facilities  has  been  urged  for  a  number  of  years,  and 
the  Rapid  Transit  Board  at  a  recent  meeting  sent  communications  to  the  Interborough 
Company  notifying  t'.iem  that  they  were  willing  to  negotiate  in  reference  to  the 
affording  of  additional  facilities  by  means  of  additional  tracks  under  certain  con- 
ditions. This  problem  is  the  greatest  problem  which  the  Commission  has  at  the 
present  time;  it  means  the  granting  of  privileges  as  suggested,  with  provisions  which 
will  not  only  compensate  the  City  but  protect  the  City  in  the  granting  of  additional 
facilities  for  the  franchise  given  in  perpetuity. 

In  the  upper  part  of  The  Bronx  the  Board  has  laid  out  several  lines  of  elevated 
connections,  not  only  with  the  subway  system,  but  also  with  the  elevated  system. 
These  are  necessities  and  are  also  urgent  on  account  of  a  wonderful  growth  of  travel 
between   the  Boroughs  of  Manhattan  and  The   Bronx. 

The  Rapid  Transit  Board  have  recently  laid  out  a  subway  system  through  Centre 
and  Delancey  streets  for  the  purpose  of  affording  a  quick  and  adequate  system  of  con- 
necting the  railroads  in  Brooklyn  with  Manhattan.  Five  contract3  for  this  work 
are  under  construction,  and  this  line  contemplates  not  only  a  possible  connection  with 
the  BrookK-n  Rapid  Transit  and  Interborough  systems  in  Brooklyn,  but  also  a  con- 
nection with  a  proposed  subway  system  into  the  northern  and  eastern  part  of  the 
Borough  of  Brooklyn,  besides  affording  communication  with  the  west  side  of  Man- 
hattan south  of  Fourteenth  street,  and  also  making  additional  connections  with  the 
southiern  part  of  Manhattan  below  the  City  Hall. 

■ 

For  a  considerable  time  a  patented  system  of  elevated  railroad  called  the  **Behr 
Monorail  System"  has  been  suggested  to  the  Rapid  Transit  Board.  This  proposed 
road  starts  from  South  Ferry,  at  the  foot  of  Atlantic  avenue  in  Brooklyn,  along  At- 
lantic avenue  to  Fourth  avenue,  thence  through  private  property  to  Dean  street,  near 
Fifth  avenue,  through  Dean  street,  Washington  avenue,  Prospect  place,  Rogers  avenue, 
Flatbush  avenue,  Nostrand  avenue,  private  property  from  the  intersection  of  Nostrand 
avenue  and  Avenue  R  to  the  intersection  of  East  Nineteenth  street  and  Avenue  U, 
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through  East  Nineteenth  street  to  Voorhees  avenue,  through  private  property  to 
Emmons  avenue,  through  Neptune  avenue,  West  Twelfth  street  to  terminus  near  Surf 
avenue.  ^ 

After  due  deliberation  on  the  application  for  a  franchise  for  this  proposed  road, 
the  Rapid  Transit  Board  made  arrangements  by  which  the  Behr  Monorail  Company 
should  pay  $25,000  to  guarantee  the  City  against  any  failure  on  the  part  of  the 
fichr  Monorail  Company  to  carry  out  its  plan,  but  the  Behr  Monorail  Company  evi- 
dently have  been  unable  to  raise  the  $25,000  which  the  Rapid  Transit  Board  .deemed 
necessary  to  protect  the  City  against  a  failure  of  that  scheme.  The  Rapid  Transit 
Board  have  never  laid  out  a  route  as  suggested  by  the  Behr  Monorail  Company. 
Even  if  the  road  were  built,  it  would  have  to  be  built  under  competition,  and  some 
other  form  of  elevated  road  might  be  the  successful  bidders.  The  requirements  as 
demanded  by  the  Rapid  Transit  Act  would  prohibit  the  entering  into  a  contract  with 
the  Behr  Monorail  Company  without  public  competition,  and  other  people  interested 
in  patented  devices  for  railroads  have  manifested  their  desire  to  be  competitors 
in  any  scheme  which  may  be  proposed. 

The  Rapid  Transit  Board  in  connection  with  the  City  authorities  have  within 
the  last  few  years  perfected  franchises  for  the  McAdoo  tunnels  and  to  the  Pennsyl- 
vania, New  York  and  Long  Island  Railroad  Companies,  connecting  the  State  of  New 
Jersey  with  the  neighboring  territory  across  the  North  and  East  rivers.'  These 
franchises  are  all  in  active  construction,  and  have  been  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Rapid  Transit  Board ;  more  particularly  the  McAdoo  tunnel  connection  up  Sixth  avenue 
from  Christopher  street  to  Thirty-fourth  street,  one  of  the  conditions  of  their  charter 
being  that  the  City  could  in  twenty-five  years  buy  at  cost  this  portion  of  the  McAdoo 
Railroad.  A  portion  of  the  Pennsylvania  tunnel  in  the  vicinity  of  Broadway  and 
Thirty-second  and  Thirty-third  streets  has  also  been  particularly  under  the  observation 
of  the  Board,  on  account  of  some  trouble  having  been  had  in  connection  with  the  rock, 
more  particularly  in  the  vicinity  of  Fifth  avenue  and  the  two  streets  named  above. 

A  large  amount  of  work  has  been  done  and  is  now  being  done  in  connection  with 
the  rebuilding  and  enlargement  of  the  terminal  facilities  of  the  New  York  Central 
Railroad  near  Forty-second  street.  This  construction  did  not  come  under  the  control 
of  the  Rapid  Transit  Board,  but  is  a  part  of  the  work  under  the  Public  Service 
Commission  for  the  First  District,  as  well  as  the  tunnel  which  has  been  under  con- 
struction for  about  two  years,  called  the  "Belmont  Tunnel,"  which  started  under  the 
franchise  given  to  Mr.  Steinway  in  the  early  go's. 

These  are  the  main  problems  which  occur  to  me  in  which  the  Commission  will  be 
interested,  without  referring  to  the  elevated  system  and  surface  system  in  Manhattan, 
.which  are  manifestly  of  interest  to  the  Public  Service  Commission.

The  Secretary  presented  the  following  communication  from  the  Chief  Engineer, 
regarding  a  complaint  of  Commissioner  O'Brien,  of  the  Department  of  Water  Supply, 
Gas  and  Electricity,  which,  on  motion,  was  referre^l  to  the  Committee  of  the  Whole: 
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July   II,   1907. 

The  Hon.  William  R,  Willcox,  Chairman,  Public  Service  Commission   for  the  First 
District: 

Dear  Sir — I  have  read  the  letter  of  Mr.  John  H.  O'Brien,  Commissioner  of  the 
Department  of  Water  Supply,  Gas  and  Electricity,  of  July  9,  1907,  in  reference  to  the 
laying  of  the  water  main  on  Broadway,  between  Two  Hundred  and  Thirtieth  and 
Two  Hundred  and  Forty-second  streets. 

I  will  first  call  your  attention  to  an  error  on  the  part  of  Mr.  O'Brien  and  where 
he  states  that  the  present  grade  of  Broadway  "was  done  to  meet  the  plans  of  the 
Rapid  Transit  Commission,  which  provided  for  the  placing  of  a  superstructure  on  this 
avenue."  I  know  of  no  action  on  the  part  of  the  Rapid  Transit  Board  or  its  Engineers 
on  which  Mr.  O'Brien  can  base  the  above  statement;  we  simply  adapted  our  work  to 
the  street  grades  as  we  found  them.  We  knew  of  the  existence  of  the  present  12-inch 
water  main,  which  Mr.  O'Brien  speaks  of  as  having  been  covered  up  by  the  grading, 
but  were  given  to  understand  that  this  water  main  would  be  replaced  by  a  new  one, 
so  that  there  would  be  no  necessity  on  the  part  of  our  contractors  to  move  this  main 
to  another  location.  It  was  necessary  to  remove  the  gas  main  referred  to  as  it 
interfered  with  the  construction  of  the  Rapid  Transit  Railroad,  and  after  a  con- 
sultation with  the  owners  of  the  main  it  was  placed  in  a  position  satisfactory  to 
them  and  to  your  Engineers. 

On  May  13,  1907,  I  addressed  a  letter  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Rapid  Transit  Board 
in  reference  to  the  laying  of  a  new  water  main  on  Broadway.  I  objected  to  its  being 
laid,  however,  until  our  work  is  finished  as  it  might  interfere  with  or  delay  the  work 
of  our  contractor;  and  in  reference  to  this  point  I  beg  to  call  your  atfention  to  the 
contract  and  specifications  under  which  this  work  is  being  done,  under  the  head  of 
subdivision  relating  .to  "Maintenance  of  Street  Railroad  Tracks  and  other  Surface 
or  Subsurface  Structures,"  in  which  it  is  provided — 

"In  the  event  of  the  companies  or  the  City  being  required  to  make  any  alterations 
to  their  structures  as  above  provided,  or  in  case  they  shall  consider  it  is  necessary  or 
desirable  to  make  any  further  alterations  in,  or  do  any  work  to  or  in  connection  with 
surface  or  subsurface  structures  owned  by  them  or  it,  at  the  time  the  work  under 
this  contract  is  in  progress,  the  contractor  shall  give  said  company  or  City  all  reason- 
able opportunity  to  perform  such  work,  provided  such  work  or  alteration  for  the 
benefit  solely  of  the  owners  of  subsurface  structures  does  not  cause  the  contractor  any 
serious  loss  or  delay,  as  shall  be  determined  by  the  Board." 

A  representative  of  the  Water  Department  at  a  later  date  called  at  this  office 
and  the  question  of  this  water  main  was  discussed  in  a  general  way,  but  nothing 
was  determined  in  regard  thereto. 

In  reference  to  the  rights  of  the  Board  in  the  matter,  I  will  call  your  attention 
to  a  decision  of  the  Corporation  Counsel  as  given  on  page  4226  of  the  minutes  of  the 
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Rapid  Transit  Board,  and  again  to  report  of  Counsel  on  page  4077  of  the  minutes 
of  the  Board.  It  would  appear  from  these  decisions  that  the  Rapid  Transit  Board  and 
you  as  its  successors  have  absolute  jurisdiction  over  the  streets  on  which  a  contract 
has  been  let  to  build  a  Rapid  Transit  Railway. 

I  am  always  glad  to  advise  with  the  Department  of  Water  Supply,  and  to  do 
everything  that  is  possible  in  the  matter  of  rendering  them  any  assistance  and  giving 
them  the  preference  wherever  it  is  possible  to  do  so.  In  this  case,  however,  I  am 
of  the  opinion,  that  there  is  plenty  of  room  in  Broadway  to  lay  the  water  main  with- 
out interfering  with  the  gas  main  in  question,  as  it  has  already  been  laid. 

As  to  the  rights  of  the  Westchester  Lighting  Company,  to  lay  a  pipe  on  the 
street,  that  is  something  I  am  not  informed  about.  We  found  the  pipe,  however, 
in  existence,  during  our  construction,  and  have  to  take  care  of  it  under  the  terms 
and  provisions  of  the  contract. 

Upon  reading  the  opinions  of  the  Corporation  Counsel  referred  to,  you  will 
observe  that  the  question  of  the  rights  of  other  Departments  in  the  streets  where 
rapid  transit  railroads  are  being  constructed,  has  been  the  source  of  numerous  con- 
troversies. I  cannot  see,  however,  how  this  case  differs  from  others;  still  it  may  be 
advisable  to  again  refer  to  counsel. 

There  have  been  other  decisions  of  Counsel   in  somewhat  similar   cases,   but   I 

think  the  one  first  referred  to  covers  the  ground  sufficiently.     I  will  refer  you  also 

to  the  Rapid  Transit  Act,  Laws  of  1891,  chapter  4,  section  6,  pages  9  and   10,  and 

to  section  33,  pages  36  and  37.

Travis  H.  Whitney,  Esq.,  Secretary,  Public  Service  Commission  for  the  First  Dis- 
trict: 
Dear  Sir — This  morning  at  about  5  o'clock  the  capped  end  of  the  20-inch  water 
main  in  Adams  street,  just  north  of  the  subway  structure  at  Fulton  street,  blew  out,  and 
the  street  w^as  flooded.  A  large  quantity  of  water  found  its  way  through  manhole 
openings  into  the  lower  track  spur  east  of  the  Borough  Hall  station,  and  also  dis- 
tributed itself  in  various  directions  on  the  street  surface,  in  some  cases  flooding  cellars 
on  Fulton  street  and  on  Willoughby  street.  No  structural  damage  was  done,  except 
to  the  cables  of  the  telephone  company  which  were  located  in  a  manhole  near  the  inter- 
section of  the  streets  mentioned  above.  I  understand  that  there  were  about  1,700  sta- 
tions put  out  of  commission,  and  it  will  take  the  rest  of  the  day  before  these  connec- 
tions can  be  restored. 
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I  have  not  yet  ascertained  that  much  damage  has  been  done  where  cellars  were 
flooded,  but  I  understand  that  some  goods  of  various  kinds  were  slightly  injured. 

The  water  main  in  question  formerly  connected  with  the  30-inch  main  running 

along  Fulton  street,  but  was  capped  by  the  Water  Department  about  two  years  ago  in 

anticipation  of  subway  work.

Hon.  William  R.  Willcox,  Chairman,  Public  Service  Commission,  No.  320  Broadway, 
Borough  of  Manhattan: 
Sir — With  reference  to  the  traffic  problems  in  connection  with  the  bridges  over  the 
East  river  in  The  City  of  New  York,  I  desire  to  present  to  your  Honorable  Commis- 
sion for  consideration  the  following,  viz.: 

Williamsburg  Bridge. 

Certain  work  is  in  progress  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Department  of  Bridges 
which,  when  completed,  which  I  expect  will  be  by  the  latter  part  of  this  year,  will  re- 
sult in  the  operation  over  the  bridge  of  elevated  railroad  trains  from  Brooklyn  to  and  into 
the  subsurface  railroad  station  in  Manhattan  extending  on  Delancey  street,  from  Clin- 
ton street  to  Essex  street.  Upon  the  completion  of  the  said  terminal  and  the  other 
improvements  now  under  way  in  connection  therewith,  thirty  (30)  8-car  elevated  trains 
per  hour,  which  can  deliver  25,000  people  per  hour  at  the  Manhattan  terminal,  may  be 
operated  across  the  bridge.  This  traffic  will  be  entirely  in  addition  to  tiie  present 
traffic  over  the  surface  trolley  cars  crossing  the  bridge.  The  transportation  facilities 
to  and  from  the  Manhattan  terminal  of  the  bridge  for  the  present  traffic  are  hardly 
adequate,  and  with  the  addition  of  the  elevated  railway  traffic  will  be  altogether  inade- 
quate. Until  the  completion  of  the  subway  now  under  construction  in  Manhattan, 
which  is  to  connect  with  the  Williamsburg  Bridge,  some  additional  facilities  should  be 
provided  for  taking  passengers  to  and  from  the  station. 

Manhattan  Bridge. 

In  the  case  of  ihe  Manhattan  Bridge,  which  it  is  expected  will  be  completed  by  the 
31st  of  December,  1909,  provision  is  made  on  the  structure  for  eight  (8)  railway  tracks 
in  all,  four  on  the  lower  roadway  level  and  four  on  the  upper  level.  Of  these  tracks 
the  four  on  the  lower  level  can  be  used  interchangeably  for  subway,  elevated  or  surface 
car  traffic.  The  four  on  the  upper  level  may  be  used  interchangeably  for  elevated  and 
surface  cars.     It  will  be  necessary  to  know  in  ample  time  before  the  bridge  is  com- 


pleled  just  how  the  tracks  over  the  bridge  are  to  be  allotted  to  the  different  transporta- 
tion companies. 

Il  is  of  no  small  importance  to  provide  adequate  facilities  upon  this  bridge  and  at 
its  terminals  for  roadway  traffic,  and  the  disposition  of  the  subway  tracks  at  tlie  Brook- 
lyn and  Manhattan  terminals  should  be  developed  so  as  not  to  seriously  interfere  with 
this  traffic. 

The  contract  already  let  by  the  former  Board  of  Rapid  Transit  Railroad  Commis- 
sioners for  the  subway  route  g-0-2  contemplates  constructing  the  subway  i-ntratice  to 
the  Manhattan  Bridge  on  the  Manhattan  plaza  as  far  as  Chrystie  street,  and  this  en- 
trance is  so  located  as  to  seriously  affect  the  roadvay  approach  to  the  bridge.  It  is 
my  conviction  that  this  subway  entrance  in  Manhattan  should  be  so  located  as  not  to 
interfere  in  the  least  with  any  of  the  uses  to  which  the  bridge  will  be  put  other  than 
for  railway  traffic 

BlackuvU's  Island  Bridge. 

The  track  construction  as  contemplated  on  this  bridge  will  provide  upon  comple- 
tion of  the  bridge  for  operation  of  cars  six  (6)  tracks,  viz.:  Two  tracks  for  elevated 
railway  trains,  two  tracks  for  surface  trolley  cars  and  two  tracks  which  may  be  used 
for  either  surface  trolley  cars  or  for  trains  operated  from  the  subway  to  and  over  the 
bridge.  In  addition  to  these  tracks  and  to  meet  future  demands  there  is  sufficient 
space  on  the  structure  for  two  additional  (racks  for  the  operation  of  elevated  railway 
trains. 

In  determining  upon  the  track  plans  for  this  bridge  I  have  endeavored  to  ascertain 
the  intentions  of  (he  transportation  companies  with  regard  to  their  operation  to  and 
over  the  bridge.  So  far  as  I  am  advised  by  them  it  is  not  contemplated  that  use  may 
be  made  of  any  of  these  tracks  except  one  pair  for  the  operation  of  surface  trolley 
cars  from  the  Borough  of  Queens  over  the  bridge  and  to  Manhattan  into  a  subsurface 
terminal  which  (he  Department  of  Bridges  is  constructing. 

The  rapid  development  of  the  Borough  of  Queens  will  certainly  require  in  the  im- 
mediate future  more  adequate  facilities  over  this  bridge  than  the  t  ran  importation  com- 
panies   contemplate    furnishing,   and    I    would    suggest    that    this    matter    receive    the 
earnest  consideration  of  your  Honorable  Commission.

Gentlemen — On  April  19  last,  the  State  Railroad  Commission  gave  a  hearing 
to  the  South  Brookljm  Board  of  Trade  in  its  complaint  against  the  Coney  Island 
and  Brooklyn  Railroad  Company  (Smith  street  line).  At  that  hearing  the  South 
Brooklyn  Board  of  Trade  was  represented  by  a  committee,  of  which  I  had  the  honor 
of  being  chairman,  and  we  presented  facts  under  oath  as  to  the  condition  of  the  equip- 
ment, cars  and  track  of  this  railroad.  The  facts  as  we  presented  them  were  ad- 
mitted by  the  railroad  people  and  were  confirmed  by  the  State  Railroad  Commission's 
own  expert,  the  Inspector  who  inspected  the  road.  These  conditions  were  and  are 
so  outrageous  that  they  call  for  immediate  abatement,  and  it  was  understood  that 
the  State  Railroad  Commission  would,  before  it  went  out  of  office,  report  its  find- 
ings against  this  railroad  company,  and  compel  it  thereunder  to  put  on  proper  equip- 
ment as  regards*  cars,  repair  and  renew  the  tracks  and  do  away  with  the  outrageous, 
nerve-racking,  noise-producing,  ramshackle  cars  they  are  running. 

Presumably  the  State  Railroad  Commission  was  unable  to  accomplish  this  be- 
fore it  went  out  of  office,  and  the  matter,  hence,  stands  as  unfinished  business,  and 
we  therefore  respectfully  ask  that  your  Honorable  Commission  take  up  this  ques- 
tion promptly  and  compel  this  road,  in  decency's  sake,  to  do  its  duty  to  the  public 
All  the  proofs  and  data  are,  no  doubt,  in  your  possession  as  part  of  the  records  of 
the  State  Railroad  Commission,  and  the  Secretary  of  that  Commission,  Mr.  Kennedy, 
is  quite  familiar  with  the  subject. 

If  there  is  anything  that  the  South  Brooklyn  Board  of  Trade,  my  committee  or 
myself  can  do  to  bring  about  the  results  we  have  fought  for  for  years,  we  respect- 
fully ask  you  to  call  upon  us  and  our  services  will  be  promptly  given.  Otherwise 
I  would  respectfully  ask  you  to  favor  me  with  a  report  of  the  present  status  of  this 
matter,  and  inform  me  of  when  your  Honorable  Commission  will  give  its  decision 
or  findings  on  this  subject.

Gentlemen — On  behalf  of  the  Committee  of  Fifty,  which  has  been  agitating  to 
bring  about  the  removal  of  the  New  York  Central  tracks  from  the  surface  of  Eleventh 
avenue  and  other  streets  and  along  Riverside  and  other  parks,  and  which  was  respon- 
sible for  the  Saxe  Law  now  in  force,  we  respectfully  request  your  early  and  careful 
attention  to  the  duty  of  completing  the  plans  for  the  condemnation  of  the  said  tracks, 
which  have  been  in  progress  under  Engineer  Rice,  and  which,  because  of  the  pressure 
upon  him  in  the  matter  of  plans  for  contracts  let  in  the  closing  days  of  the  Board  of 
Rapid  Transit  Commissioners,  have  been  somewhat  retarded.

Mr.  Travis  H.  Whitney,  Secretary,  Public  Service  Commission,  for  the  First  District: 
Dear  Sir— I  have  your  letter  of  July  9,  1907,  transmitting  a  communication  from 
Mr.  Harry  Robitzck,  Corresp(Miding  Secretary  of  the  Taxpayers*  Alliance  of  The 
Bronx,  in  reference  to  installing  and  maintaining  an  escalator  at  the  West  Farms  or 
the  One  Hundred  and  Seventy-seventh  street  subway  station. 

The  two  train  platforms  of  the  One  Hundred  and  Seventy-seventh  street  station 
are  served  by  one  ticket  house,  just  underneath  the  tracks.  This  ticket  house  is  acces- 
sible by  stairways  from  both  sides  of  the  street.  Passengers  using  the  station  ascend 
approximately  32  feet  from  the  street  surface  to  the  ticket  house,  thence  15  feet  more  to 
the  train  platforms;  altogether  about  47  feet  before  they  can  board  the  trains. 
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The  contract  with  Mr.  John  B.  McDonald  provides  that  wherever  station  platforms 
arc  located  at  a  depth  or  height  exceeding  30  feet  from  the  surface  of  the  street,  con- 
tractor shall,  if  required  by  the  Board,  establish  an  approved  plan  of  elevators  not  ex- 
ceeding four  in  number. 

When  the  plans  for  this  station  were  prepared  in  1904  no  provision  was  made  for 
cither  elevators  or  escalators,  though  they  might  have  been  required  of  the  contractor 
under  his  contract  with  the  City. 

The  station  is  now.  entirely  completed  in  accordance  with  the  plans  prepared  by 
the  Board.  It  is  entirely  practicable,  however,  to  provide  either  elevators  or  escalators 
for  this  station  for  a  very  small  additional  cosi*ovcr  what  the  cost  would  have  been  if 
they  had  been  installed  when  the  station  was  first  constructed. 

Since  both  train  platforms  are  served  through  one  ticket  house,  access  to  both  north 
and  south  bound  trains  would  be  had  by  elevators  or  escalators  constructed  on  one  side 

of  the  street. 

■• 

One  of  the  following  plans  might  be  adopted: 

First — Property  may  be  secured  on  one  side  of  the  street,  preferably  on  the  west 
side,  and  an  elevator  building  constructed  which  will  contain  at  least  two  elevators 
operating  to  the  level  of  the  ticket  house  floor;  a  bridge  or  passageway  can  be  con- 
structed over  the  sidewalk  to  the  building  connecting  with  the  ticket  house.  If  this 
plan  were  carried  out,  passengers  would  then  ascend  or  descend  by  elevators  to  or  from 
the  ticket  house  level  and  thence  to  or  from  either  train  platform  by  stairway  15  feet 
high.  This  plan  would  involve  a  minimum  change  in  the  present  structure.  The  pres- 
ent stairways  running  from  the  ticket  house  level  to  the  street  would  not  have  to  be  dis- 
turbed; all  the  work  to  be  done  would  be  additional  work.  Private  property  would 
have  to  be  acquireci,  however,  in  which  to  install  the  elevators.  The  cost  of  the  two 
elevators,  exclusive  of  the  elevator  house  and  private  property  for  the  same,  would 
probably  be  about  $25,000  or  $30,000. 

Second — One  of  the  stairways  ascending  from  the  street  to  the  ticket  house  level, 
preferably  on  the  west  side  of  the  street,  can  be  removed  and  an  ascending  escalator 
substituted  for  it.  Passengers  would  then  ascend  by  escalator  to  the  ticket  house  level 
and  thence  to  either  train  platform  by  the  stairway  15  feet  high.  Disembarking  pas- 
sengers would  use  the  same  stairways  between  the  train  platforms  and  the  ticket  house 
level,  and  thence  descend  to  the  street  by  the  exit  stairway. 

An  ascending  escalator  can  first  be  provided,  and  if  subsequent  conditions  warrant 
it,  a  descending  one  can  be  built  as  a  substitute  for  the  remaining  stairway  on  the  same 
side  of  the  street.  This  plan  would  not  require  the  purchase  of  any  private  property. 
One  ascending  escalator  could  probably  be  constructed  for  about  $30,000,  which  repre- 
sents the  whole  construction  cost. 
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It  is  obvious,  therefore,  that  the  second  plan  is  the  more  preferable  of  the  two.  The 
work  would  probably  have  to  be  ordered  as  an  extra,  under  the  contract  with  Mr.  John 
B.  McDonald,  and  additional  money  provided  to  defray  the  cost  of  the  same,  since  the 
station  at  the  above  mentioned  point  has  already  been  completed  under  the  plans  ap- 
proved by  the  Rapid  Transit  Board.

Dear  Sir — I  beg  to  call  your  attention  to  a  condition  existing  in  this  Borough,  on 
Richmond  road  (Concord),  between  Ninth  street  and  Vanderbilt  avenue,  where  there 
is  laid  an  asphalt  pavement.  Owing  to  escaping  electricity  beneath  the  tracks  of  the 
Richmond  Light  and  Railroad  Company  (Midland  Branch),  the  water  service  pipes, 
due  to  electrolysis,  are  continually  eaten  away,  thereby  causing  bad  leaks,  which 
necessitates  a  continual  ripping  up  of  the  road  to  repair  the  leaks  at  an  unnecessary  exr 
pense  to  the  City,  as  well  as  to  the  individual  property  owner.  There  is  one  case,  that 
of  an  orphan  girl,  who  owns  a  small  building  occupied  by  a  laundry,  who  has  spent  at 
least  ninety  dollars  within  the  last  three  years  in  this  connection. 

The  attention  of  the  railroad  company  has  been  repeatedly  called  to  this  condi- 
tion, but  to  no  avail.  Deeming  this  complaint  a  matter  for  the  consideration  of  your 
Commission,  I  beg  leave  to  write  you  in  the  hope  that  the  Commission  may  take  the 

necessary  remedial  steps.

Dear  Sir — I  have  been  directed  by  the  Vice-President  of  the  Zoological  Society 
to  confer  with  your  Honorable  Board  concerning  the  proposed  extension  of  the  subway 
elevated  structure  northward  from  One  Hunded  and  Eightieth  street,  West  Farms. 
Pending  the  formulation  of  any  definite  request  in  the  matter,  I  have  conferred  with 
your  Chief  Engineer,  Mr.  Rice,  and  from  him  received  full  information  regarding  the 
status  of  the  terminus  up  to  the  present  time.  We  have  been  made  aware  of  the  recent 
request  of  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Interborough  Railway  Company  for  plans  for  the 
erection  of  a  terminal  station  at  One  Hundred  and  Eighty-second  street.  It  is  because 
of  this  request  of  the  Interborough  Company  that  I  have  been  directed  by  the  Zoo- 
logical Society  to  take  up  the  matter.  At  this  juncture,  I  will  only  take  up  your  time 
sufficiently  to  advise  you  that,  in  the  estimation  of  the  Zoological  Society,  the  erection 
of  a  terminus  at  One  Hundred  and  Eighty- second  street,  on  the  lines  proposed  by  the 
contract  between  the  City  and  the  Interborough  Railway  Company  would  be  a  very 
grave  calamity,  and  in  the  Society's  view,  highly  detrimental  to  the  best  interests  of 
the  public.  We  earnestly  hope  that  some  arrangement  can  be  made  which  will  obviate 
the  technical  necessity  of  erecting  a  terminal  as  now  shown  on  the  contract  plans. 
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With  a  view  to  harmonizing  all  interests  in  the  matter  I  have  taken  up  the  ques- 
tion with  the  Interbo rough  Railway  Company,  and  at  the  present  moment  the  matter 
is  under  friendly  consideration.  I  sincerely  hope  that  it  will  be  possible  for  us  to 
arrive,  informally,  at  a  conclusion  which  will  satisfy  the  Interborough  Railway  Com- 
pany and  the  Zoological  Society,  and  which  also  will  meet  the  approval  of  your  Hon- 
orable Board. 

I  take  the  present  opportunity  to  "submit  these  facts  for  your  information,  and  that 

of  your  Chief  Engineer,  inj  order  that  you  may  be  advised  that  the  whole  subject  is 

under  diligent  consideration.    I  hope  to  be  in  a  position  to  submit  to  the  Public  Service 

Commission  at  an  early  date,  a  sugsrestion  for  a  final  plan  for  the  terminus  which  will 

meet  your  approval.

The  Honorable  Convmission  of  Gas  and  Electricity  of  the  State  of  Neiv  York : 

Gentlemen — ^Differences  having  arisen  between  certain  members  of  this  asso- 
ciation  and  the  New  York  Edison  Company  as  to  the  obligation  of  the  Company 
to  supply  so-called  "break-down  service,"  the  Edison  Company  requested  the  Mer- 
chants' Association,  through  its  Committee  on  Gas  and  Electricity,  to  examine  into 
the  subject,  with  a  view  to  developing  the  equitable  considerations  which  should 
govern  the  relations,  in  the  particular  cited,  between  the  company  and  the  public. 

This  committee  accordingly  made  such  examination  as  was  practicable,  and  em- 
bodied the  result  of  its  inquiries  in  a  report,  a  copy  of  which  is  transmitted  here- 
with. 

The  conclusions  and  recommendations  of  the  report  are  as  follows : 

"It  is  our  opinion  that  the  New  York  Edison  Company  should  be  required  to 
furnish  its  services  to  all  applicants,  irrespective  of  the  use  to  which  such  service 
is  to  be  put;  that  it  should  not  discriminate  in  any  way  against  the  users  of  private 
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plants;  that  especially  it  should  be  required  to  supply  'break-down  service/  but  that 
the  legal  restrictions  now  imposed  upon  it  as  to  charge,  if  found  to  be  inequitable, 
should  be  so  modified  as  to  permit  it  to  exact  for  'break-down  service'  a  rate  that 
would  be  fairly  remunerative  for  such  service. 

"We  therefore  recommend  that  the  subject  be  presented  to  the  State  Gas  and 
Electric  Commission,  and  that  that  body  be  requested  to  make  a  full  investigation  into 
the  cost  of  supplying  'break-down  service'  and  into  the  conditions  under  which  it 
is  supplied,  with  a  view  to  determining  a  fair  charge  for  such  service.  We  further 
recommend  that  if  the  Commission  should  find  the  present  legal  rate  inadequate 
for  'break-down  service'  the  subject  be  thereafter  presented  to  the  Legislature,  with 
a  view  to  modifying  existing  law  and  establishing  a  proper  rate  of  charge  for  such 
service." 

The  report  has  been  approved  by  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Merchants' 
Association,  and  this  committee  has  been  instructed  to  give  effect  to  its  recom- 
mendations. 

We  therefore  have  the  honor  to  request  that  you  make  a  full  investigation  into 
the  cost  of  supplying  break-down  electric  service  in  this  City  and  into  the  conditions 
under  which  it  is  supplied,  with  a  view  to  ascertaining  the  equitable  charge  for  such 
service ;  and  that  you  thereafter  make  such  order  or  recommendations  in  relation  to 
the  subject  matter  as  the  facts  may  warrant.

Preliminary  Report  Regarding  Auxiliary  Electric  Service. 

To  the  Board  of  Qircctors  of  the  Merchants'  Association  of  New  York: 

Gentlemen — By  the  action  of  your  Executive  Committee,  your  Committee  on 
Gas  and  Electricity  was  instructed  to  examine  into  and  report  upon  the  conditions 
relating  to  the  supplying  by  the  New  York  Edison  Company  of  auxiliary  electric 
current  (or  "break-down  service")   to  consumers  having  private  plants. 

This  inquiry  was  undertaken  at  the  instance  of  several  members  having  private 
plants  and  of  the   New  York  Edison  Company. 

I. 

Scope  of  Inquiry. 

It  was  alleged  by  the  complainants  that  the  New  York  Edison  Company  gen- 
erally refuses  to  supply  occasional  electric  current  to  consumers  having  private  plants, 
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and  that  in  the  cases  where  exceptions  are  made  the  conditions  attached  are  onerous 
and  unreasonable. 

It  was  contended  by  the  company  that  consumers  having  private  plants  are  in 
effect  competitors  of  the  company;  that  the  proper  operations  of  such  private  plants 
to  assure  effective  service  whenever  needed,  requires  duplicate  installation  of  appara- 
tus and  large  additional  investment  as  a  guarantee  against  stoppage;  that  such  ad- 
ditional  investment  would  not  be  required  if  the  service  of  the  company,  as  a  sub- 
stitute, could  be  compelled  whenever  a  private  plant  became  disabled;  that  to  make 
the  service  of  the  company  thus  available  in  the  case  of  disabled  private  plants, 
would  remove  the  necessity  for  adequate  private  installation,  greatly  reduce  the 
private  investment  now^  necessary,  and  strongly  tend  to  promote  private  competition 
by  enabling  the  Company's  facilities  to  be  employed  for  the  benefit  of  its  alleged 
competitors  to  its  own  great  detriment. 

It  was  further  contended  that  the  cost  to  the  company  of  supplying  occasional 
auxiliary  service  is  extremely  disproportionate  to  the  revenue  which  can  be  derived 
from  such  service,  the  charges  of  the  company  being  restricted  by  law,  whereby  it 
is  precluded  from  imposing  a  charge  justly  proportioned  to  the  extraordinary  cost 
of  the  occasional  service. 

The  company  therefore  contends  that  it  is  justified  in  generally  refusing  to  supply 
so-called  **break-down  service,"  and  in  attaching  to  the  erratic  and  occasional  supply 
of  auxiliary  current  conditions  which  tend  to  discourage  its  use  and  compel  private 
plants  to  rely  upon  their  own  resources. 

II. 

Practice  and  Obligation  of  the  Company. 

The  general  policy  of  the  New  York  Edison  Electric  Light  Company  is  to  with- 
hold its  services  as  far  as  possible  from  consumers  having  private  plants.  Some  of 
its  contracts  for  service  bind  the  consumer  not  to  install  a  private  plant  or  derive 
any  part  of  the  service  from  any  other  source  than  the  company  during  the  term  of 
the  agreement.  In  some  cases  this  restriction  has  been  disregarded  by  consumers 
and  the  company  has  deprived  such  consumers  of  its  service.  In  other  cases  the 
company  has  modified  its  restrictions  and  has  contracted  to  supply  part  of  the  ser- 
vice, stipulating  that  the  consumer  should  pay  monthly  for  an  agreed  minimum  quan- 
tity of  current,  whether  consumed  or  not,  and  that  the  service  of  the  company  should 
be  continued  for  a  term  of  years. 

We  cannot  concur  in  the  Company's  contention  that  it  may  rightfully  refuse 
sen'ice  to  any  class  or  take  into  consideration  the  use  to  which  the  service  supplied 
by  it  may  be  put. 
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The  New  York  Edison  Electric  Light  Company  is  a  public  service  corporation 
enjoying  certain  privileges,  in  consideration  of  the  performance  by  it  of  a  certain 
obligation.  That  obligation  is  to  provide  for  a  certain  public  need.  Its  duty  is  to 
the  whole  public.  In  discharging  its  obligation  it  cannot  rightfully  discriminate  against 
individuals  or  classes;  it  cannot  elect  to  supply  certain  classes  with  service  and 
refuse  that  service  to  other  classes.  It  must  supply  the  needs  of  all  upon  terms  pro- 
portioned to  the  extent  of  the  service  and  the  conditions  under  which  that  service 
is  supplied. 

The  company  violates  this  fundamental  duty  of  supplying  service  to  all.  It  seeks 
to  withhold  the  benefit  of  its  service  from  any  who  decline  to  deal  with  it  exclu- 
sively. It  seeks  to  preclude  the  use  of  its  services  in  the  manner  which  a  certain 
class  of  consumers  finds  most  beneficial,  on  the  ground  that  such  use  tends  to  re- 
strict the  operations  of  the  company. 

The  plea  that  in  supplying  a  certain  class  of  service  it  is  promoting  competition 
against  itself  is  wholly  beside  the  question.  If  it  receives  adequate  compensation 
for  a  specific  class  of  service,  it  is  bound  to  supply  that  service,  irrespective  of  the 
use  to  which  it  may  be  applied,  and  irrespective  of  the  indirect  limitation  of  the 
company's  business  which  may  ensue.  While  denying  the  right  of  the  company  to 
refuse  "break-down  service"  on  the  ground  that  it  will  promote  the  use  of  private 
plants,  we  wish  to  point  out  that  the  company  can  largely  restrict  the  use  of  private 
plants  by  supplying  electricity  at  rates  which  will  make  resort  to  private  plants 
unprofitable — an  alternative  that  should  be  well  within  the  company's  power,  as  the 
great  relative  economy  of  large  electric  plants  is  well  established. 

The  doctrine  that  public  service  corporations  must  render  service  alike  to  all 
is  too  well  established  to  be  disputed.  A  railroad  company  cannot  supply  transpor- 
tation to  some  and  refuse  it  to  others ;  a  water  company  cannot  refuse  water  to  any ; 
a  gas  company  cannot  withhold  light  from  whosoever  wants  it.  Similarly,  an  electric 
company  cannot  rightfully  refuse  service;  cannot  rightfully  exact  as  a  condition  of 
supplying  service,  that  only  its  services  shall  be  used ;  cannot  rightfully  require  that  its 
services  shall  be  contracted  for  during  a  period  of  years. 

Our  inquiry  leads  us  to  the  belief  that  "break-down  service"  entails  upon  a 
company  increased  elements  of  expense.  The  existing  plant  of  the  New  York 
Edison  Company,  like  the  plants  of  gas  and  water  companies,  is  based  upon  a  fairly 
well  defined  normal  consumption,  with  provision  for  supplying  the  normal  maximum 
demand  during  the  months  when  consumption  is  at  its  greatest.  The  rate  of  con- 
sumption for  ordinary  purposes  at  various  hours  of  the  day,  and  during  the  differ- 
ent seasons  of  the  year  is  fairly  constant,  and  in  definite  proportion  to  the  entire 
number  of  lamps.  It  is,  therefore,  a  comparatively  easy  matter  to  determine  a  proper 
rate  of  charge  per  unit  of  such  normal  service,  derived  from  the  aggregate  of 
capital   and   operating  charges,   in   the   case   of   a   plant   constantly    employed   to    its 


average  capacity  in  turniiif?  out  a  fixed  product  for  which  there  is  a  certain  market. 
The  factors  indicated  determine  the  charj^e  in  the  case  of  the  ordinary  service  of  the 
New  York  Edison  Company,  namely,  definite  cost  of  production  and  fairly  constant 
consumption. 

In  tjie  case  of  "break-down  service,"  the  company  asserts  that  the  factors  arc 
materially  different.  This  service  is  used  only  when  accidents  disable  private  plants. 
The  occurrence  of  these  accidents  is  somewhat  erratic.  None  may  happen  for  weeks. 
During  this  period  of  exemption,  there  is  no  demand  whatever  for  current.  On  the 
other  hand,  there  might  be  a  cumulation  of  break-downs,  and  therefrom  might  re- 
sult large  demand  for  extra  current.  Because  of  the  erratic  frequency  of  these  de- 
mands and  the  uncertainty  of  their  extent,  the  company  declares  that  provision  must 
be  made  to  meet  them.  The  installation  should  be  large  enough  to  meet  the  maxi- 
mum demand.  Moreover,  this  installation  must  be  kept  in  a  general  condition  of 
fitness  to  supply  the  maximum  current,  irrespective  of  whether  it  is  actually  re- 
quired or  not,  except  at  seasons  of  low  general  consumption,  as  from  March  i  to 
December  i. 

m 

For  ordinary  service  the  New  York  Edison  Company  says  that  the  average  yearly 
use  of  each  lamp  is  about  i,ooo  hours;  for  the  small  extent  of  ."break-down  service" 
nqw  in  use  the  average  yearly  use  per  lamp,  as  stated  by  the  Edison  Company,  might 
fall  to  only  about  twenty  hours.  Nevertheless,  the  installation  to  provide  the  "break- 
down service"  must  be  kept  ready. 

It  is  obvious  that,  if  the  conditions  of  service  outlined  above  by  the  company  are 
jorrectly  stated,  a  greater  expense  upon  the  company  would  be  entailed  than  under 
normal  circumstances;  and  it  is  likewise  obvious  that  a  charge  per  unit,  which  would 
be  fair  for  ordinary  service,  would  perhaps  be  inadequate  for  "break-down  service." 

The  company  states  that  it  has  an  installation  of  4,000,000  lamps;  that  its  station 
capacity  is  something  in  excess  of  100,000  horse  power;  that  one  horse  power  on  its 
system  furnishes  about  fifteen  lamps,  so  that  its  station  capacity  would  supply  1,500,000 
lamps.  In  installing  4,000,000  lamps,  when  it  has  a  capacity  for  supplying  1,500,000,  it  is 
proceeding  upon  the  theory  established  by  its  experience,  that  it  does  not  require 
generating  machinery  for  4,000,000  lamps,  because  that  number  of  lamps  is  not  likely 
to  be  operated  at  the  same  time.  The  same  theory  might  perhaps  be  applicable  to  the 
"break-down  service"  upon  a  like  law  of  averages,  for  break-downs  would  probably 
not  be  simultaneous  all  over  the  city. 

In  view  of  the  highly  technical  nature  of  the  subject  it  is  impracticable  for  your 
committee  to  reach  a  definite  conclusion  as  to  what  additional  cost,  if  any,  might  be 
imposed  upon  the  company  in  supplying  "break-down  service."     It  seems  to  us  that 
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the  proper  rate  of  charge  could  only  be  determined  after  an  exhaustive  inquiry  into 
the  following  elements  of  cost : 

1.  The  extent  of  additional  installation,  if  any,  required  in  order  to  enable  the 
company  to  be  at  all  times  prepared  to  supply  the  demand  likely  to  be  made  upon  it 
for  ''break-down  service." 

2.  The  additional  operating  charges,  if  any,  necessarily  imposed  upon  the  company 
in  supplying  such  service. 

To  ascertain  these  data  would  require  a  more  minute  examination  of  technical 
detail  than  is  practicable  for  us  to  give. 

III. 

Conclusions  and  Recommendations. 

It  is  our  opinion  that  the  New  York  Edison  Electric  Light  Company  should  be 
required  to  furnish  its  service  to  all  applicants,  irrespective  of  the  use  to  which  such 
service  is  to  be  put ;  that  it  should  not  discriminate  in  any  way  against  the  users  of 
private  plants;  that  especially  it  should  be  required  to  supply  "break-down  service," 
but  that  the  legal  restrictions  now  imposed  upon  it  as  to  charge,  if  found  to  be  in- 
equitable, should  be  so  modified  as  to  permit  it  to  exact  for  "break-down  service"  a 
rate  that  would  be  fairly  remunerative  for  such  service. 

We  therefore  recommend  that  the  subject  be  presented  to  the  State  Gas  and 
Electric  Commission,  and  that  that  body  be  requested  to  make  a  full  investigation 
into  the  cost  of  supplying  "break-down  service"  and  into  the  conditions  under  which 
it  is  supplied,  with  a  view  to  determining  the  fair  charge  for  such  service.  We 
further  recommend  that  if  the  Commission  should  find  the  present  legal  rate  inadequate 
for  "break-down  service"  the  subject  be  thereafter  presented  to  the  Legislature  with 
a  view  to  modifying  existing  law  and  establishing  a  proper  rate  of  charge  for  such 
service.  *  * 

Your  committee  also  has  under  consideration  other  phases  of  the  conditions  under 
.which  electric  light  is  now  supplied,  upon  which  it  will  render  a  further  report.

Dear  Sir — With  reference  to  the  inquiry  of  the  Public  Service  Commission  for 
the  First  District,  dated  July  15-,  concerning  the  discontinuance  of  the  operation  of 
the  Seventh  avenue  cars  to  the  Brooklyn  Bridge,  I  beg  to  state  that  we  commenced 
running  the  cars  of  this  line  in  question  to  the  bridge  on  September  i,  1905.  This 
line  was  established  by  us  with  the  hope  that  it  might  prove  to  be  a  convenient  and 
expeditious  form  of  transit  from  the  upper  west  side  as  well  as  from  the  Brooklyn 
Bridge  to  the  shopping  district ;  this  did  not  prove  to  be  the  case,  however,  and  in  • 
consequence  the  line  was  but  poorly  patronized,  and  because  of  the  fact  that  the 
operation  of  cars  over  the  route  in  question  necessitated  their  being  moved  over 
tracks  where  great  congestion  prevailed,  a  regard  for  the  interest  of  the  greatest 
number  seemed  to  require  that  we  could  cease  to  operate  the  line  involved. 

The  situation  existing  on  Twenty-third  street,  between  Sixth  and  Seventh  avenues 
and  at  Columbus  Circle  seemed  particularly  to  demand  action  of  this  character. 
These  Seventh  avenue  cars  proceeded  southward  on  Seventh  avenue  to  Twenty-third 
street,  thence  eastward  on  Twenty-third  street  to  Sixth  avenue  and  southward  on 
Sixth  avenue,  returning  in  the  opposite  direction;  this  fact  added  materially  to  the 
congestion,  which  by  reason  of  the  other  factors  entering  into  the  situation  at  Twenty- 
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^'^cf     street  and   Sixth  avenu<i  is  very  great  in  that  locality.     Each   time  a   Seventh

availing  themselves  of  the  opportunities  afforded. 

The  retarding  influence  of  the  Seventh  avenue  cars  at  the  Columbus  Circle  was 
also  a  factor  taken  into  consideration  by  us;  the  cars  of  five  other  lines  pass  the 
point  in  question,  and  in  each  case  are  obliged  to  cross  two  double  track  intersections, 
hence  the  Seventh  avenue  car  was  taking  the  place  of  a  Broadway  car,  notwithstanding 
the  fact  that  the  latter  afforded  greater  accommodation  and  that  the  Broadway  line 
is  far  more  popular  than  were  tlie  cars  of  the  Seventh  avenue  line. 

Briefly,  then,  the  reasons  which  actuated  us  in  discontinuing  the  Seventh  Avenue- 
Brooklyn  Bridge  service  were  the  relatively  small  number  of  persons  whose  con- 
venience it  served,  the  far  greater  number  of  persons  to  whom  its  operation  caused 
inconvenience  by  limiting  the  carrying  capacity  of  other  popular  lines,  and  the  fact 
that  the  route  followed  by  the  Seventh  Avenue  Brooklyn  Bridge  car3  was  and  is 
now  covered  by  other  lines  of  cars,  so  that  the  same  trip  may  be  taken  on  payment  of 
a  single  fare  as  heretofore.  In  other  words,  the  operation  ♦of  the  Seventh  avenue 
line  was  nothing  less  than  a  negative  element  in  the  transportation  situation  and  the 
interest  of  the  public  at  large  demanded  the  change  which  has  been  made.

Dear  Sir — Communication  from  the  United  Cities  Realty  Company,  transmitted 
with  yours  of  July  13  in  regard  to  their  building  at  No.  64  Flatbush  avenue,  I  return 
herewith  with  the  information  that,  upon  investigation,  it  has  been  found  that  there 
has  been  no  hole  made  in  the  foundation  wall  of  this  building  as  stated.  There  is, 
however,  an  opening  in  the  front  foundation  wall  below  the  sidewalk,  which  formerly 
served  as  a  cellar  entrance,  at  the  foot  of  a  flight  of  steps  leading  up  to  the  sidewalk. 
As  the  subway  excavation  extends  to  the  building  line,  the  steps  have  been  removed 
and  the  cellar  entrance  boarded  up  substantially  with  a  two-inch  plank. 

I  doubt  very  much  if  the  owner  desires  to  have  this  entrance  bricked  up,  as  we 
are  intending  to  restore *the  steps  when  the  subway  work  is  finished,  as  it  is  likely  to  be 
opposite  this  point  in  a  few  weeks.  Backfilling  is  now  in  progress.  If  the  entrance 
is  to  be  bricked  up  the  owner  should  notify  us  stating  that  he  does  not  wish  to  have 
the  cellar  steps  restored,  and  I  will  see  that  the  contractor  is  properly  instructed. 

It  has  been  ascertained  by  inquiries  made  that  when  the  building  was  entered  by 
thieves  recently  entrance  was  not  made  through  the  opening  in  the  foundation  wall 
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referred  to  but  through  a  window  on  the  ground  floor,  where  the  glass  was  found*  to 
be  broken  the  following  morning.

The  Secretary  presented  the  following  report  with  photograph  annexed,  from  the 
Qiief  Engineer,  relative  to  the  complaint  of  William  Wise  &  Son  as  to  the  condition  of 
the  street  in  front  of  their  place  at  Flatbush  avenue  and  Nevins  street,  Brooklyn :

Dear  Sir — I  have  had  investigated  the  complaint  of  Messrs.  Wise  &  Son  as  to  the 
condition  of  street  in  front  of  their  place  at  Flatbush  avenue  and  Nevins  street,  Brook- 
lyn, communication  regarding  which,  transmitted  with  yours  of  July  13,  I  return  here- 
with, and  submit  the  following  report : 

Inclosed  is  a  print  of  photograph  No.  1940  showing  the  condition  of  Flatbush 
avenue  in  front  of  Wise's  store.  This  picture  was  taken  last  November,  but  the  same 
conditions  exist  at  present  as  are  shown  in  the  picture.  Out  of  consideration  for  Mr. 
Wise,  as  well  as  the  other  merchants  in  this  vicinity,  I  gave  orders  last  fall  that  Flat- 
bush avenue  should  be  decked  over,  which  was  done  except  for  such. small  openings 
as  were  heeded  for  ventilation,  and  the  picture  was  taken  after  the  decking  was 
finished. 

At  the  right  of  the  picture  is  Nevins  street  and  just  around  the  'corner,  but  not 
shown,  are  two  hydrants.  As  the  specifications  forbid  the  storage  of  material  within 
10  feet  of  a  hydrant  the  side  of  Nevins  street  next  to  Mr.  Wise's  store  for  a  distance 
of  about  30  feet  has  been  and  is  available  for  his  unobstructed  use  as  a  carriage 
stand.  There  is  space  in  front  of  his  store  on  the  Flatbush  avenue  side  which  can  be 
used  for  the  same  purpose. 

Until  the  Nevins  street  station  is  finished,  it  will  be  absolutely  necessary  for  the 
contractor  to  use  Nevins  street  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  street  from  Wise's  store 
for  the  purpose  of  mixing  concrete  and  storing  daily  supply  of  materials,  as  this  is 
the  only  place  in  ^his  vicinity  that  can  be  used  for  this  purpose. 

The  statement  that  Nevins  street  is  almost  blockaded  by  material  is  not  borne  out 
by  the  facts;  it  is  always  possible  for  a  team  to  get  through,  the  contractor  having 
been  given  instructions  to  keep  his  material  within  such  limits  to  permit  of  this. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  Wise's  store  has  no  entrance  on  Nevins  street  and  the 
consideration  shown  him  in  decking  over  the  station  has  caused  him  to  be  less  incom- 
moded than  any  one  else  in  that  vicinity,  his  complaint  would  seem  to  be  uncalled  for.

Without  getting  a  permit  from  the  Department  of  Water  Supply,  Gas  and  Elec- 
tricity, or  any  other  City  department,  but  upon  conferring  with  the  Board  of  Rapid 
Transit  Commissioners,  a  12-inch  main  was  laid  on  the  easterly  side  of  the  street  be- 
tween the  curb  and  the  foundation  of  the  elevated  portion  of  the  subway.  A  former 
pipe  had  been  maintained  by  the  gas  company  in  this  same  street.  The  space  now 
occupied  by  this  12-inch  pipe  is  needed  by  Mr.  Bull  of  the  Water  Department  for  the 
laying  of  a  36-inch  water  main  some  time  in  the  next  two  or  three  years.  Mr.  Rice 
claims  that  this  gaspipe  was  properly  moved  by  reason  of  the  supreme  authority  which 
the  Rapid  Transit  Board  had  over  pipes  in  this  street  after  it  once  let  a  contract. 
Mr.  Bull  thinks  that  his  Department  should  have  been  consulted,  and  that  without  a 
permit  from  his  department  the  gas  company  is  an  intruder  and  can  be  forced  to  move 
their  pipe. 

1  ^uggest  that  this  l>e  taken  up  by  Counsel  at  an  early  date  and  that  space  be  made 
for  thf  large  water  main,  if  possible.

of  the  Committee  on  City  Streets  of  the  Automobile  Club : 
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New  York,  N.  Y.,  July  16,  1907. 

Public  Service  Commission,  No.  320  Broadway,  New  York: 

Gentlemen — A  recent  severe  automobile  accident  in  which  Mr.  Thomas  was 
seriously  injured  and  a.  young  woman  companion  was  so  seriously  hurt  as  to  require 
the  amputation  of  her  leg,  calls  attention  for  the  second  time  to  the  dangerous  condition 
of  Jerome  avenue  at  the  point  where  the  accident  occurred.  This  point  is  about  oppo- 
site to  the  Woodlawn  Cemetery  entrance  gate,  at  which  point  Jerome  avenue  makes  an 
almost  right  angle  turn.  The  tracks  of  the  Union  Trolley  Company  in  Jerome  avenue 
arc  laid  in  the  centre  of  the  avenue  up  to  the  turn  referred  to,  and  there  diverge,  the 
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westerly  track  running  out  to  the  westerly  side  of  Jerome  avenue,  and  the  easterly 
track  to  the  easterly  side  of  Jerome  avenue.  The  trolley  road  is  operated  by  the  over- 
head wire  system,  supported  on  poles,  which,  south  of  the  turn,  are  placed  in  the  centre 
of  the  highway  between  the  trolley  tracks.  These  poles  continue  to  about  the  point 
where  the  tracks  diverge,  opposite  the  cemetery  gate,  and  from  that  point  on  the  wires 
are  supported  from  poles  erected  on  either  side  of  the  highway.  A  person  coming 
south  on  Jcrc-me  avenue  from  a  point  north  of  this  turn  has  a  free  and  unobstructed 
roadway,  and  there  is  nothing  to  indicate  that  it  docs  not  continue  unobstructed  till  one 
gets  to  the  sharp  turn  where  the  tracks  diverge,  and  at  this  point,  directly  in  the  centre 
of  the  highway,  is  the  first  trolky  pole.  In  the  day  time,  cui  a  clear  day,  these  poles  arc 
plainly  discernible  and  are  not  a  menace  to  vehicles  coming  down  Jerome  avenue,  but 
on  a  foggy  day,  or  at  night,  they  make  the  point  an  extremely  dangerous  one,  as  was 
shown  by  the  recent  accident,  which  was  not  the  I'lrst  accident  at  this  point,  as  a  serious 
accident  took  place  there  some  months  since,  the  details  of  which  I  have  not  preserved. 
I  inclose  rough  diagram  showing  the  locality  referred  to,  the  location  of  the  trolley 
tracks  and  the  location,  approximately,  of  the  trolley  poles.  It  will  be  seen  from  this 
diagram  that  human  ingenuity  could  hardly  have  devised  a  cleverer  trap  for  users  of  this 
much  frequented  highway. 

Th'e  trolley  company  should  be  required  to  remove  the  poles  on  the  curve  at  once 
from  the  centre  of  the  road  to  the  sides,  and  the  first  pole  should  be  indicated  by  lights 
at  night  until  the  company  is  ready  to  remove  it.  After  it  has  been  removed  the  first 
pole  on  the  series  left  standing  should  be  indicated  by  lights,  so  their  presence  may  be 
perfectly  apparent,  no  matter  how  obscuie  the  night  may  be.

Hon.  William   R.  Willcox,  ChaWnvan  of  the  Utilities  Commission,  New  York  City, 
N.  Y.:  . 

Dear  Sir — In  behalf  of  the  Twenty-eighth  Ward  Board  of  Trade,  the  undersij?iied 
have  the  honor  to  address  you,  and  to  invite  the  attention  of  the  Commission  to  the 
following  facts : 

That  work  upon  the  Williamsburg  Bridge  and  at  the  Manhattan  Terminal  of  such 
bridge  tcf  provide  for  operation  of  elevated  £er\'ice  thereon  (apart  from  the  subway 
loop  to  connect  the  two  bridges,  as  provided  by  the  Rapid  Transit  Board),  is  far  ad- 
vanced, and  that  it  will  soon  become  necessary  for  the  City  to'  enter  into  negotiations 
with  the  Brooklyn  Rapid  Transit  Company  in  respect  to  the  terms  of  a  contract  or 
franchise  for  such  operation. 

That  the  terms  of  this  contract  or  franchise  are  of  vital"  importance  to  the  people 
of  that  section  of  Brooklyn  tributary  to  Broadway,  Brooklyn,  numbering  about  600,000. 

That  it  is  of  the  utmost  importance  there.be  unity  of  effort  in  respect  to  this 
bridge,  betweeh  the  City  authorities  and  the  Commission. 

That  the  plans  of  each  should  be  studied  by  the  other,  and  that  the  public  should 
have  an  opportunity  of  expressing  opinion  on  such  plans  in  advance  of  consummation 
of  contracts,  etc. 

That  nothing  should  be  included  in  the  contract  about  to  be  let  by  the  City  pro- 
viding for  elevated  service  across  the  bridge,  which  might  interfere  in  any  way  with 
any  future  routes  the  Commission  may  determine  upon. 

That  nothing  should  be  included  in  such  contract  which  will  prevent  the  operation 
of  an  independent  system  across  the  bridge  in  the  event  of  any  such. entering  upon 
the  field  in  the  future. 

That  nothing  should  be  included  in  such  contract  which  will  jeopardize  the  rights 
of  the  City  to  operate  a  municipal  road  upon  the  bridges. 

That  in  view  of  these  facts  we  respectfully  petition  that  measures  be  taken  to  ac- 
quaint yourselves  with  the  full  provisions  of  the  contract  or  franchise  about  to  be  let 
in  Hdvance  of  its  execution  with  a  view  of  safeguarding  the  interests  of  the  people  so 
far  as  your  jurisdiction  extends. 

This  communication  is  addressed  to  you,  with  a  full  appreciation  of  the  limitations 
of  the  powers  of  the  Commission,  and  with  the  knowledge  that  the  Board  of  Estimate, 
and  possibly  the  Bridge  Department,  in  respect  to  this  bridge,  have  conflicting  powers, 
but  it  is  respectfully  submitted  that  this  very  situation  emphasizes  the  necessity  of  the 
action  we  ask  for,  and  possibly  points  to  the  desirability  of  placing  the  entire  matter  of 
passenger  transportation  across  the  bridges  by  public  serv'ice  corporations  in  the  hands 
of  a  single  body,  and  that  body  the  Utilities  Commission. 
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Attention  is  further  invited  to  the  fact,  that  according  to  the  report  of  the  State 
Railroad  Commission  for  1906,  the  Bridge  Operating  Company,  operating  cars  across 
the  Williamsburg  Bridge,  has  filed  no  report  with  the  Commission,  though  it  has  been 
operating  for  some  years,  a  circtunstance  which  is  cited  to  show  the  degree  of  inde- 
pendence which  a  corporation  holding  a  contract  with  the  Bridge  Department  can 
assume  and  maintain. 

It  would  appear  to  be  within  the  power  of  the  authorities  controlling  the  bridges 
to  enter  into  contracts  with  similar  operating  companies,  which  would  greatly  em- 
barrass the  work  of  the  Commission,  if  they  would  not  in  fact  prevent  the  utilization  of 
the  bridge  altogether,  except  in  conformity  with  the  plans  of  such  contracting 'parties.

Commissioner  Bassett  announced  that  a  hearing  would  be  given  at  2  p.  m.,  on  July 
18,  1907,  on  the  matter  of  the  New  York  Central  tracks  on  Eleventh  avenue. 


Chairman  W'illcox  offered  certain  resolutions,  and  said  in  support  of  them: 

1531 
**I  believe  that  the  resolution  which  I  now  offer  speaks  for  itself,  and  sufficiently 

formulates  the  necessity  for  its  passage. 

"In  taking  up  the  work  which  this  Commission  has  inherited  from  the  Board  of 
Rapid  Transit  Commissioners,  as  well  as  the  performance  of  the  new  functions  vested 
in  it  by  tfce  law  under  which  we  are  organized,  we  meet  a  series  of  fundamental  Ques- 
tions, questions  of  fact  growing  out  of  the  manner  in  which  the  railway  corporations 
in  Greater  New  York  are  organized,  capitalized,  controlled  and  operated.  I  regard  it 
as  fundamental  to  the  proper  performance  of  the  duties  of  this  Board  that  it  should, 
at  the  earliest  possible  day,  familiarize  itself  thoroughly  through  proper  investigation 
and  report,  with  all  of  the  conditions  of  fact  and  of  law  which  are  raised  or  created  by 
the  present  actual  organization  and  operation  of  *he  street  railways  in  this  city.  This 
can  only  be  done  by  the  most  thorough  investigation,  and  a  report  of  the  facts  to  this 
Board,  which  report  of  facts,  when  completed  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Board,  will 
constitute  the  basis  for  its  determination  as  to  the  manner  in  which  it  shall  perform 
its  duty,  not  only,  but  what  its  duties  actually  are,  and  the  extent  to  which  and  the 
manner  in  which  it  can  treat  or  deal  with  the  existing  railway  companies  in  respect 
of  future  franchises,  as  well  as  in  respect  to  the  operation  of  the  railways  of  the  city 
under  the  franchise  as  already  enjoyed  by  each  corporation. 

"It  will  undoubtedly  be  the  duty  of  this  Board,  at  some  time  in  the  future,  and  I 
believe  in  the  near  future,  after  proper  hearing,  to  issue  specific  orders  to  increase  the 
adequ?cy  of  the  service  now  performed  by  these  companies ;  but  to  enable  the  Commis- 
sion to  take  up  these  lines  of  inquiry,  and  to  afford  hearings  preparatory  to  the  issuing 
of  orders,  I  regard  it  as  absolutely  necessary  that  this  general  investigation  be  now 
made  in  the  aid  of  the  performance  by  this  Board  of  practically  all  the  duties  which 
are  to  be  imposed  upon  it  by  the  Rapid  Transit  law,  as  well  as  by  the  Public  Service 
Commissions  law  in  respect  of  railroads.  And  I  think  this  investigation  should  be 
welcome  to  the  railway  corporations  as  offering  them  an  opportunity  to  disclose  the 
facts,  just  as  I  am  sure  it  will  be  welcomed  by  the  public,  which,  as  well  as  this  Com- 
mission, should  know  the  facts." 

The  resolutions  presented  by  Chairman  Willcox  were  as  follows : 

Order  No.  6. 

Whereas,  This  Commission  is  vested  by  law  with  the  general  supervision  of  all 
common  carriers,  street  railroads,  railroad  corporations  and  corporations  controlling 
and  operating  street  railroads  within  its  jurisdiction,  and  not  only  has  the  power,  but  is 


charged  with  the  duty  to  keep  informed  as  to  the  general  condition  of  all  such  rail- 
roads and  corporations,  their  capitalization,  their  franchises,  and  the  manner  in  which 
their  lines,  owned,  leased^  controlled,  or  operated,  are  managed,  conducted  and  operated, 
not  only  with  respect  to  the  adequacy,  security  and  accommodation  afforded  by  the 
service,  but  also  with  respect  to  their  compliance  with  all  the  provisions  of  law;  and 

Whereas,  Practically  the  entire  street  railroad  service  of  the  Boroughs  of  Man- 
hattan and  The  Bronx  are  controlled  by  the  Interborough  Metropolitan  Company,  and 
operated  in  its  interest;  and 

Whereas,  The  Brooklyn  Heights  Railroad  Company,  Brooklyn,  Kings  County  and 
Suburban  Railroad  Company,  Coney  Island  and  Gravesend  Railway  Company^  Transit 
Development  Company,  American  Railway  Traffic  Company,  South  Brooklyn  Railway 
Company,  Sea  Beach  Railway  Company,  Nassau  Electric  Railway  Company,  Brooklyn 
Union  Elevated  Railroad  Company,  Brooklyn  City  Railroad  Company,  Prospect  Park 
and  Coney  Island  Railroad  Company  in  the  Boroughs  of  Kings  and  Queens,  are  all 
owned  and  controlled  and  operated  in  the  interests  of  the  Brooklyn  Rapid  Transit 
Company ;  and 

Whereas,  All  of  the  corporations  herein  before  referred  tc  are  required  by  law 
to  furnish  such  service  and  facilities  as  shall  be  safe  and  adequate,  and  in  all  re- 
spects just  and  reasonable,  and  are  also  reqr.ircd  by  law  to  interchange  passengers, 
freight  and  property  traffic  between  the  lines  owned,  operated,  controlled  or  leased 
by  every  such  corporation;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  necessary  for  this  Commission  to  determine  whether  it  shall  make 
certain  orders  to  enforce  the  performance  of  adequate  service  by  the  street  railway 
corporations  within  its  jurisdiction,  and  take  steps  to  compel  the  transfer  of  passengers 
under  the  provisions  of  section  35  of  the  Public  Service  Commission  law ;  and 

Whereas,  ^t  is  necessary  to  inform  itself  as  required  by  law  as  to  precisely  the 
manner  in  which  corporations  within  its  jurisdiction  are  operated  and  controlled  as 
well  as  the  manner  and  the  measure  of  their  capitalization  and  financial  condition,  and 
their  ability  to  render  those  public  services  for  which  they  were  chartered; 

Now  Therefore  Be  It  Resolved,  That  this  Commission  shall  forthwith,  as  required 
by  sections  45  and  48  of  the  Public  Service  Commission  law,  investigate  and  examine 
the  general  condition  of  the  Interborough  Metropolitan  Company,  and  the  Brooklyn 
Rapid  Transit  Company,  and  of  all  companies  controlled  by  and  operated  in  the 
interest  of  either  of  the  said  companies,  their  capitalization,  their  franchises,  and 
the  manner  in  which  their  lines,  owned,  leased,  controlled,  or  operated,  are  managed, 
conducted  and  operated,  including  the  adequacy,  security  and  accommodation  afforded 
by  their  service,  and  with  respect  to  their  compliance  with  all  provisions  of  law,  and 
also  for  the  purpose  of  determining  as  a  result  of  such  investigation  whether  the 
said   corporations    do    in    fact    illegally   and   as   monopolies   control    and   operate   the 
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several  properties  now  under  their  control  and  operated  in  their  interest;  for  the 
purpose  of  determining  what  is  the  capacity  of  each  of  the  individual  corporations  so 
owned  and  controlled  to  render  adequate  service  as  required  by  law  and  for  the 
purpose  of  determining  and  performing  the  duties  of  this  Board  in  the  premises.

Complaint  In  Re  Defective  Pavement. 

Travis  H.  Whitney,  Esq.,  Secretary,  Public  Service  Commission  for  the  First  District: 

Dear  Sir — I  return  herewith  the  statement  received  from  the  oflScc  of  the 
President  of  the  Borough  of  Manhattan,  transmitted  with  your  letter  of  July  13,  and 
beg  leave  to  report  that  from  a  careful  examination  made  of  the  alleged  settlement 
of  the  wood  block- pavement  over  the  sewer  built  by  the  Rapid  Transit  Commission  in 
front  of  No.  6  State  Street,  it  has  been  found  that  it  is  not  a  case  of  settlement,  but 
apparently  of  a  broken  concrete  base  under  the  pavement,  and  that  it  is  neither  over 
the  sewer  nor  over  the  subway,  but  between  the  sewer  and  the  curb  line.  The  enclosed 
blue  print  will  show  the  relative  location  of  the  broken  pavement,  the  sewer  and 
the  subway. 

No  depression  in  the  pavement  exists,  but  simply  an  irregularity  on  the  surface. 
A  heavy  load  passing  over  it  shows  a  movement  which  would  indicate  a  broken  base. 
The  concrete  base  put  down  under  this  pavement  seems  to  be  too  poor  for  the  kind 
of  soil  that  is  found  in  this  vicjnity,  which  is  wet  and  spongy.  This  was  apparent 
from  a  depressed  wave  moving  along  with  the  wheels  of  heavy  trucks  passing  over 
the  stone  pavement  which  existed  before  the  wood  block  was  put  down.  Similar 
conditions  to  those  complained  of  in  front  of  No.  6  State  Street  exist  at  several  other 
points  along  State  Street  and  Whitehall,  only  in  a  less  degree. 

It  will  therefore  be  seen  that  this  alleged  defective  pavement  is  not  due  to  rapid 
transit  construction.

William  R.  Willcox,  Chairman,  Public  Service  Commission  for  the  First  District: 

Dear  Sir — The  Citizens'  Union  of  The  City  of  New  York  has  since  1897  taken 
an  active  interest  in  the  subject  of  the  granting  of  franchises  for  public  utilities  within 
the  limits  of  this  district,  and  during  that  period  has  frequently  given  public  expression 
to  its  views  in  relation  to  this  subject.     These  may  be  summarized  as  follows: 
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That  grants  of  franchises  for  public  utilities  shall  be  for  limited  periods  only,  in 
order  that  increase  of  value  therein  shall  accrue  to  the  people,  and  with  option  reserved 
to  the  City  to  retake  such  franchises  on  definite  terms,  so  that  it  shall  be  free  to  adopt 
such  future  policy  as  to  municipal  or  private  operation  as  it  shall  then  deem  best. 

The  Citizens'  Union  initiated  and  successfully  pressed  to  enactment  the  so-called 
"Elsberg  Bill,"  chapter  472  of  the  Laws  of  1906,  amending  the  Rapid  Transit  Act, 
and  which  provides,  viz. : 

1.  That  franchises  and  renewals  thereof  be  limited  to  short  terms. 

2.  That  contracts  for  construction  may  be  let  separately  from  contracts  for  opera- 
tion, with  power  in  the  City  to  itself  operate  in  case  of  necessity. 

3.  That  construction  may  be  provided  for  in  its  entirety  by  a  single  contract,  in 
order  that  the  City  may  secure  the  best  terms  that  the  times  and  circumstances  may 
permit. 

4.  .  That  operating  contracts  may  be  let  during  the  progress  or  upon  the  completion 
of  construction,  in  order  that  the  City  may  have  full  opportunity  to  ascertain  the  value 
of  the  franchise  before  granting  same  and  of  determining  as  to  the  advisability  of 
municipal  operation  thereof. 

The  Citizens'  Union  deems  the  Elsberg  amendments  to  be  wise  in  the  light  of 
experience. 

The  separation  of  construction  and  operation  will  allow  greater  competition  in 
the  matter  of  construction.  Not  every  contractor  able  to  construct  is  also  able  and 
willing  to  both  construct  and  operate. 

The  experience  of  Boston  shows  that  subway  construction  and  operation  may 
successfully  be  separately  provided  for.  The  first  Boston  subway  was  constructed 
in  sections  under  the  direct  charge  and  supervision  of  the  Boston  Transit  Commission 
and  the  contract  for  operation  was  not  let  to  one  of  the  three  bidders  therefor  until 
the  work  of  construction  was  about  two-thirds  completed. 

The  construction  and  operation  of  the  New  York  subway  was  provided  for  by  a 
contract  with  John  B.  McDonald.  He  was  free  to  act  without  the  aid  of  the  Elsberg 
bill  and  promptly  therefore  separated  construction  and  operation  by  letting  out  the 
construction  in  sections  to  several  different  sub-contractors  familiar  with  such  work, 
and  assigning  the  franchise  for  operation  to  a  railroad  company. 

The  Citizens'  Union  therefore  urges  upon  your  Honorable  Commission : 

That,  in  order  to  obtain  the  advantage  of  actual  competition  by  small  as  well 
as  by  large  contractors,  bids  for  the  new  subway  construction  contracts  are  let,  namely, 
for  sections,  also  for  the  entire  work,  also  for 

Equipment,  maintenance  and  operation  altogether,  also  for 
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Construction,  equipment,  maintenance  and  operation  as  a  whoJe,  thus  utilizing  the 
advantages  provided  hy  the  Elsberg  amendments.

Hon.  Louis  F.  Happen,  President  of  the  Borough  of  The  Bronx: 

Sir — I   return  herewith  memorandum  from  you  in  relation  to  leak  in  sewer  in 
One  Hundred  and  Forty-ninth  street,  at  northeast  corner  of  Third  avenue,  and  in 
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regard  thereto  have  to  say  that  the  sewer  referred  to  consists  of  a  6-inch  pipe  line 
alongside  the  exterior  of  the  northerly  wall  of  the  subway  at  this  locality,  which 
sewer  was  built  by  the  Rapid  Transit  Railway  Company  and  connects  with  a  sewer 
manhole  in  Bergen  avenue. 

General  Foreman  Schaufelberger  reports  as  follows? 

"1  would  report  that  in  reference  to  complaint  of  sewer  being  stopped  at  One 
Hundred  and  Forty-ninth  street,  cast  of  Third  avenue,  find  that  a  6-inch  pipe  put  in 
by  the  subway  on  north  side  of  street,  connecting  with  Bergen  avenue  sewer,  has  been 
so  clogged  that  it  will  be  impossible  to  clean  the  same  without  taking  up  same. 
I  would  state  that  the  pipe  makes  such  a  'turn'  that  we  find  it  impossible  to  clean  same, 
and  also  state  that  said  6-inch  pipe  is  entirely  too  small.  We  are  pumping  out  sewer 
on  Third  avenue  to  keep  the  cellars  clear;  two  houses  connected  with  the  same." 

In  view  of  the  foregoing  it  is  respectfully  recommended  that  the  Rapid  Transit 
Railway  Commission  be  requested  to  at  once  take  up  the  6-inch  pipe  line  and  pro- 
vide in  place  thereof  a  12-inch  sewer,  as  I  do  not  conceive  that  it  should  be  for  this 
bureau  to  do  this  work.  We  will  do  the  best  we  can  toward  keeping  the  existing

Report  of  Committee  on  One  Hundred  and  Sixth  Street  Accident. 

Public  Service  Commission,  for  the  First  District: 

Gentlemen — Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  matter  of  investigat- 
ing the  accident  on  the  i8th  inst.,  on  Third  avenue  and  One  Hundred  and  Sixth 
street,  begs  to  report: 

That  your  committee  has  received  a  report  on  such  accident  from  one  of  the 
Division  Engineer^  under  Chief  Engineer  Rice,  and  your  committee  has  also  re- 
ceived a  report  from  the  Interborough  Rapid  Transit  Company,  and  a  copy  of  the 
affidavit  of  the  motorman  on  the  train,  and  a  copy  of  the  memorandum  and  report 
of  the  general  manager  to  the  president  of  the  road,  all  of  which  are  herewith  sub- 
mitted.  And  your  committee  has  also  visited  the  place  and  questioned  various  em- 
ployees on  duty  at  the  time  of  day  when  the  accident  occurred,  and  from  those  in- 
vestigations it  is  shown  that  the  accident  occurred  under  the  follo\vinp  conditions: 

There  was  a  five-car  train  stopping  at  One  Hundred  and  Sixth  street  a  little 
after  11  p.  m.,  on  the  i8th  of  July,  1907,  which  was  very  heuvily  loaded,  mostly  with 
Italians  returning  from   the  festival;  there  was  another  three-car  train,  which  was 
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a  short  train  running  from  One  Hundred  and  Twenty-ninth  street,  which,  when  it 
left  One  Hundred  and  Sixteenth  street,  was  boarded  by  a  great  many  Italians,  several 
of  whom  piled  over  the  front  gate  in  front  of  the  motorman  and  crowded  the  front 
platform  to  such  an  extent  that  he  refused  to  start  the  train  until  they  moved;  after 
they  had  moved  to  one  side  he  started  Iris  train,  and  then  the  people  in  front  of  hini' 
began  to  jostle  and  fight,  and  when  he  had  gone  but  a  short  distance  they  broke 
the  glass  in  front  of  him,  which  occurred  when  the  train  was  near  One  Hundred 
and  Tenth  street;  by  the  time  he  had  gone  two  blocks  further  the  door  to  his  quart- 
ers was  beaten'  in  upon  him,  and  he  was  thrust  over  against  the  side  of  the  car  and 
his  hand  knocked  off  the  controller.  As  soon  as  he  could  recover  himself  from  this 
and  get  control  the  train  was  within  lOO  feet  of  the  train  in  front  of  him,  and,  as  it 
was  a  down  grade,  he  could  not  apply  sufficient  restraining  force  to  stop  the  train 
before  it  ran  into  the  one  in  front  of  him.

Dear  Sir — In  reply  to  yours  of  July  22,  enclosing  copy  of  communication  from 
the  President  of  the  Borough  of  The  Bronx  with  accompanying  communications  from 
Mr.  Charles  H.  Graham,  Engineer  in  Charge  of  Sewers, '  relative  to  replacement  of 
six-inch  sewer  by  a  twelve-inch  sewer  on  the  north  side  of  One  Hundred  and  Forty- 
ninth  street,  I  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows : 

The  sewer  complained  of,  which  is  a  six-inch  sewer,  was  clogged  the  latter  part 
of  June,  and  the  Sewer  Bureau-  of  The  Bronx  found  that  a  piece  of  wood  lodged  in 
the  pipe  was  the  cause  of  the  obstruction.  This  was  removed,  after  which  the  sewer 
rendered  good  service. 

Originally,  before  the  construction  of  the  Rapid  Transit  Railroad,  a  twelve-inch 
sewer  existed  in  the  middle  of  One  Hundred  and  Forty-ninth  street  between  Third 
and  Bergen  avenues,  and  when  the  railroad  was  constructed  two  connections  with, 
the  building  near  the  corner  of  One  Hundred  and  Forty-ninth  street  and  Third  avenue 
were  diverted  to  a  sewer  on  Bergen  avenue.  The  clearance  between  the  Rapid  Transit 
Railroad  and  private  property  at  the  corner  of  One  Hundred  and  Forty-ninth  street  and 
Bergen  avenue  was  only  0.54  of  a  foot,  and  for  that  reason  a  six-inch  pipe  was  installed 
with  a  grade  of  2.08  per  cent.,  there  being  only  these  two  connections  on  this  particular 
portion  of  the  sewer. 

Realizing  that  to  keep  this  sewer  in  good  working  order  a  sufficient  amount  of 
water  must  be  furnished  for  flushing  purposes  near  the  end  of  the  sewer,  which  was 
designed  with  the  idea  of  having  a  flush  tank  placed  in  One  Hundred  and  Forty-ninth 
street  directly  opposite  the  property  which  was  to  be  served  by  these  connections.  The 
six-inch  pipe  is  abundantly  able  to  take  care  of  the  sewage  which  comes  from  this 
building,  but  evidently  the  occupants  of  the  building  have  not  been  cautious  in  the  use 
of  this  sewer. 
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In  1904  the  Division  Engineer  in  Charge  of  Sewers  for  the  Rapid  Transit  Board 
communicated  with  the  Principal  Assistant  Engineer  of  the  Bureau  of  Sewers  in  The 
Bronx  in  connection  with  the  construction  of  this  sewer,  and  the  Principal  Assistant 
Engineer  approved  of  the  plan  as  presented,  but  unfortunately  Mr.  N.  S.  Hill,  Jr., 
then  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Water  Department,  would  not  give  permission  to  have 
water  served  to  the  flush  tank,  and  for  that  reason  nothing  was  done  toward  furnishing 
;<  flushing  device,  although  a  manhole  was  built. 

On  May  26,  1904,  a  letter  addressed  by  the  Division  Engineer  in  Charge  of  Sewers 
to  the  Principal  Assistant  Engineer  of  Sewers  of  The  Bronx,  contained  the  following 
statement : 

*'We  are  now  placing  a  manhole  at  the  westerly  end  of  the  six-inch  drain  pipe 
on  the  north  of  One  Hundred  and  Forty-ninth  street,  east  of  Third  avenue,  as  re- 
quested  by  you  some  time  ago,  at  which  time  you  stated  that  this  sewer  would  be 
satisfactory  if  we  placed  this  manhole.  In  cleaning  out  this  sewer  I  wish  to  call  your 
attention  to  the  extreme  carelessness  of  the  people  on  the  northeast  corner  of  One 
Hundred  and  Forty-ninth  street  and  Third  avenue. 

"My  inspector  reports  that  they  removed  from  the  house  connection  the  cotten 
end  of  a  mop,  four  handkerchiefs,  one  pair  of  socks,  one  piece  of  'cotton  batting,' 
apparently  the  end  of  a  quilt,  six  inches  in  diameter,  and  quite  a  large  amount  of 
sludge  which  naturally  collected  back  of  such  an  obstruction.  These  would  be  suffi- 
cient to  stop  a  much  larger  than  a  six-inch  pipe;  unless  the  people  are  made  to  con- 
form to  the  sanitary  regulations  trouble  will  be  caused  at  short  intervals." 

In  view  of  the  foregoing,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  a  twelve-inch  sewer  would 
furnish  no  greater  relief  even  if  there  were  sufficient  clearance  to  build  it  between  the 
subway  and  the  northwest  comer  of  Bergen  avenue  and  One  Hundred  and  Forty- 
ninth  street,  since  it  is  not  a  question  of  capacity,  but  of  sufficient  quantity  of  water 
to  properly  flush  the  sewer,  and  that  an  automatic  flush  tank,  such  as  is  shown  on 
the  drawing  of  May  24,  1904,  and  which  was  approved  by  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the 
Rapid  Transit  Board  in  1904,  is  the  solution  of  the  problem.  The  Bureau  of  Sewers 
of  the  Borough  of  The  Bronx  approved,  through  its  Principal  Assistant  Engineer,  of 
the  sewer  as  constructed,  and  I  have  no  doubt  that  if  a  flush  tank  is  installed  as 
suggested  and  as  originally  planned,  which  would  cost  but  very  little,  about  $100,  that 
this  entire  matter  would  be  satisfactorily  adjusted.

Dear  Sir — Referring  to  the  public  hearing  before  your  Honorable  Commission 
on  Thursday,  July  18,  in  regard  to  the  removal  of  the  tracks  of  this  company  from  the 
grade  of  the  streets  and  avenues  on  the  west  side  of  the  Borough  of  Manhattan,  I 
beg  to  relate,  for  the  information  of  the  Commission,  the  recent  history  of  this 
matter. 

In  January,  1906,  Senator  Saxa  introduced  in  the  Legislature  a  bill  having  for  its 
object  the  removal  of  these  tracks  from  grade.  The  bill  passed  both  houses  and  in 
due  course  was  placed  upon  the  statute  books  as  chapter  109  of  the  Laws  of  1906. 
With  the  provisions  of  this  law  the  Commission  is  undoubtedly  familiar.  It  might 
be  stated,  however,  that  the  railroad  company,  while  conceding  that  the  professed 
purpose  of  the  bill  (the  removal  of  the  tracks  from  the  grade  of  streets  and  avenues) 
was  good  and  should  be  accomplished,  insisted  that  the  bill  itself  was  bad  in  form 
and  substance,  and  that  under  it  the  company  would  not  be  protected  in  making  the 
large  investment  which  would  be  required.  On  these  grounds  it  opposed  the  bill 
vigorously,  not  only  in  the  Legislature,  but  before  the  Mayor  of  The  City  of  New 
York  and  the  Governor  of  the  State,  Although  the  bill  received  the  executive  ap- 
proval of  both  these  officials,  that  they  were  not  wholly  convinced  of  its  soundness  is 
indicated  by  their  comment  in  extending  such  approval.  Mayor  McClellan,  in  accept- 
ing the  bill  for  the  City,  said: 

"While  many  of  the  provisions  of  the  proposed  bill  are  open  to  criticism,  and 
while  there  are  some  doubts  as  to  whether  its  enactment  will  accomplish  the  object 
which  is  sought,  I  consider  that  it  is  a  step  in  the  right  direction,  and  tlierefore 
have  no  hesitation  in  accepting  it  on  behalf  of  The  City  of  New  York." 

The  late  Governor  Higgins,  in  the  memorandum  filed  upon  signing  the  bill,  ap- 
parently concedes  that  it  is  unconstitutional  in  some  respects,  and  says  that  he  is  "not 
seriously  concerned  with  the  engineering  problems  presented  in  the  plan  for  the 
proposed  .subway."  Senator  Wliite,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Aflfairs  of  Cities, 
which  had  charge  of  the  bill  in  the  Senate,  in  reporting  it  said : 
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"This  bill  was  framed*  to  meet  a  public  emergency,  but  it  is  a  very  radical  bill. 
On  account  of  its  drastic  terms  I  fear  it  will  lead  to  endless  litigation.  This  will 
delay  the  improvement  that  is  so  much  needed.  Also,  I  believe  that  in  passing  this 
bill  we  are  establishing  a  dangerous  precedent — ^that  the  Legislature  should  arbitrarily 
determine  how  a  great  piece  of  engineering  work  must  be  done.  Wc  have  not  suffi- 
cient competent  engineering  knowledge  to  be  able  to  determine  such  a  purely  technical 
question.  However,  it  seemed  impossible  to  amend  the  bill,  and  I  shall  not  oppose 
it." 

Chapter  109  of  the  Laws  of  1906  became  a  law  on  March  26,  1906.  On  June  11, 
1906,  William  H.  Newman,  the  President  of  this  company,  wrote  to  Hon.  Alexander 
E.  Orr,  President  of  the  Board  of  Rapid  Transit  Railroad  Commissioners,  to  which 
body  was  committed  the  execution  of  the  provisions  of  that  law,  assuring  him  that 
the  attitude  of  the  company  and  its  •  officers  would  be  to  at  all  times  facilitate 
the  work  of  the  Board  in  carrying  out  the  duties  imposed  upon  it  by  the  statute  in 
question,  and  offering  the  cooperation  of  the  company. 

The  Board  having  directed  its  Chief  Engineer,  Mr.  George  S.  Rice,  to  proceed 
with  the  work  of  making  the  plans  mentioned  in  the  Act,  he  undertook  that  work, 
the  railroad  company  cooperating  in  every  possible  way,  and  on  November  14,  1906,  his 
report  was  presented  to  the  Board.  In  that  report  he  substantially  found  that  it  was 
both  impracticable  and  undesirable  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  chapter  109.  With 
reference  to  that  part  of  the  line  between  Seventy-second  street  and  Spuyten  Duyvil, 
where  the  railroad  is  on  its  own  private  right-of-way,  Mr.  Rice  said: 

"It  would  be  a  far  more  practicable  method  of  dealing  with  the  subject  to  have 
the  tracks  remain  at  the  present  elevation,  except  at  the  crossing  of  Manhattan  Valley, 
between  One  Hundred  and  Twenty-ninth  and  One  Hundred  and  Thirty-eighth  streets, 
where  I  should  propose  to  elevate  the  tracks.  At  the  other  street  crossings  of  this 
portion  of  the  route,  I  should  propose  to  elevate  the  streets  and  have  the  same  cross 
above  the  railroad  tracks,  and  from  the  west  side  of  the  railroad  each  street  would 
go  down  on  an  incline  parallel  to  the  railroad  until  it  reached  the  level  of  the  wharves 
or  piers  along  the  river  front.  The  above  seems  to  be  the  most  practical  mode  of 
avoiding  any  grade  crossing  of  streets  and  railroad  tracks  for  this  portion  of  the 
route,  although  it  will  require  an  amendment  to  the  Act;  but  such  amendment  would 
not  appear  to  be  inconsistent  with  the  main  purpose  of  the  Legislature. 

"Subways  at  these  crossings  could  be  built,  but  the  expense  would  be  very  great, 
and  it  does  not  seem  to  be  a  desirable  thing  to  do,  as  the  main  object  of  the  Act 
can  be  obtained  at  a  much  lower  expense." 

Concerning  the  tracks  south  of  Fifty-ninth  street,  where  the  railroad  ccmipany 
desired  to  build  an  elevated  structure,  Mr.  Rice  said: 

"The  reason  for  tl:is  preference  is  obvious,  as  besides  being  cheaper  to  build,  such 
a  road  would  offer  opportunities  for  convenient  connections  to  the  river  piers,  in- 
volving better  facilities  for  taking  care  of  the  river  traffic  than  any  other  way. 
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"Mr.  William  Barclay  Parsons  recommended  an  elevated  railroad  along  the  river 
front  in  his  report  to  the  Rapid  Transit  Board  dated  February  19,  1903." 

Some  of  the  disadvantages  of  the  subway  plan  may  be  learned  from  the  follow- 
ing comment  in  Mr.  Rice's  report: 

"In  considering  the  practical  working  of  a  subway  railroad  in  connection  with  the 
piers  along  the  Hudson  river,  it  is  to  be  observed  in  every  case,  except  at  the  railroad 
yard  near  Thirtieth  street,  the  number  of  cars  that  can  be  operated  in  connection 
with  any  one  pier  must  necessarily  be  governed  by  the  length  of  the  tracks  located 
upon  private  property  acquired  for  this  purpose.  The  best  method  of  getting  up  from 
the  grade  of  the  subway  to  the  surface  of  the  piers  would  be  by  a  switch  curving 
easterly  into  private  property,  and  there  forming  a  Y  with  a  track  leading  westerly 
back  towards  the  pier  and  over  the  surface  of  the  subway  and  upon  the  surface  of  the 
street. 

"In  the  lower  part  of  the  City,  south  of  Bloomfield  street,  the  blocks  at  right 
angles  to  the  river  are  about  360  feet  in  length  or  less.  With  this  length  at  our 
disposal,  it  would  not  be  practicable  to  operate  more  than  two  cars  at  a  time  in 
connection  with  the  piers,  which,  of  course,  would  be  slow  and  expensive. 

"Connections  with  private  enterprises  along  the  road  would  be  by  a  subway  siding 
from  the  main  line,  and  in  many  cases  it  would  be  necessary  to  acquire  private 
property  for  this  purpose.  To  connect  such  a  subway  siding  \xitii  the  surface,  elevators 
would  have  to  be  used." 

Upon  the  receipt  of  a  copy  of  this  report  from  the  Rapid  Transit  Commissioners 
by  the  railroad  company,  the  matter  immediately  became  a  subject  of  careful  study 
and  earnest  consideration,  and  the  position  of  the  railroad  company  in  respect  thereto 
was  stated  in  a  letter  written  by  President  Newman  to  Mr.  Orr  on  January  7,  1907. 
This  letter  is  printed  in  full  in  the  pamphlet  inclosed. 

Thereupon  the  Rapid  Transit  Commissioners  appointed  a  Committee,  consisting  of 
Mayor,  Mr.  Morris  K.  Jesup  and  Mr.  Charles  Stewart  Smith,  to  consider  the  sub- 
ject with  the  representatives  of  the  railroad  company.  This  Committee,  with  Mr. 
George  L.  Rives,  Counsel  of  the  Board,  and  Mr.  J.  A.  Benscl,  Commissioner  of  Docks, 
took  up  with  the  officials  of  the  railroad  company  the  discussion  of  the  subject 
of  the  removal  of  the  tracks  in  Eleventh  avenue,  and  after  numerous  interviews 
agreed  upon  a  plan  whereby  the  tracks  between  Thirtieth  and  Sixtieth  streets  were 
to  be  placed  in  a  subway;  north  of  Sixtieth  street  yard,  from  Seventy-second  street 
to  Spuytcn  Duyvil,  in  accordance  with  the  plan  suggested  by  Chief  Engineer  Rice, 
t'  e  tracks  were  to  remain  at  their  present  grade,  except  across  Manhattan  Valley, 
where  they  were  to  be  clev.ited ;  and  the  situation  south  of  Thirtieth  street  was  re- 
served for  further  consideration.  This  Committee  reported  its  agreement  to  the  full 
Board  on  February  25,  1907,  and  its  report  was  unanimously  adopted. 
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On  February  19,  1907,  the  Mayor,  in  a  letter  addressed  to  the  President  of  the 
railroad  company,  after  stating  that  the  general  features  of  the  plan  agreed  upon 
seemed  to  be  satisfactory  and  fair  to  the  City,  asked  for  assurance  that  in  case  of 
the  enactment  of  proper  legislation  the  railroad  company  would  promptly  proceed 
with  the  execution  of  the  work  contemplated.  Such  assurance  was  contained  in  the 
letter  of  President  Newman  to  the  Mayor,  dated  February  20,  1907. 

A  bill  designed  to  authorize  the  plan  thus  agreed  upon  was  drafted  by  Mr.  Rives 
and  submitted  to  the  Rapid  Transit  Board  on  March  14,  1907,  and  on  that  date  the 
Board,  having  previously  held  several  public  hearings,  and  being  assured  by  the 
representatives  of  the  so-called  Committee  of  Fifty  that  it  was  satisfactory  to  their 
association,  unanimously  approved  the  said  draft.  On  March  18,  1907,  the  bill,  so 
approved,  was  introduced  in  the  Senate  by  Senator  Saxe,  as  No.  871,  and  in  the 
Assembly  by  Assemblyman  Bohan,  as  No.  1621.  After  various  amendments  offered 
had  been  rejected,  the  bill  was  passed  by  the  Senate  in  substantially  the  same  form 
in  which  it  had  been  introduced,  but  as  No.  1598.  When  the  bill  was  sent  to  the 
Assembly,  opposition  from  the  so-called  Committee  of  Fifty  and  from  other  organiza- 
tions developed,  and  because  of  that  opposition  it  was  not  reported  by  the  Committee 
having  it  in  charge,  and  so  it  failed  to  become  a  law. 

The  Public  Service  Commission  is  the  successor  of  the  Rapid  Transit  Board,  and 
it  now  devolves  upon  it  to  take  up  the  Eleventh  avenue  problem  for  consideration 
and  solution.  The  Act  which  establishes  the  Commission  provides  that  the  Com- 
mission shall  make  recommendations  to  the  Legislature  as  to  legislation  as,  in  its 
judgment,  may  be  required  to  meet  the  different  conditions  with  which  it  has  to 
deal.  If,  therefore,  after  looking  into  the  matter,  the  Commission  and  the  railroad 
company  shall  agree  as  to  what  should  be  done,  the  Commission  may,  pursuant  to 
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the  statute,  recommend  to  the  Legislature  at  its  next  session  the  enactment  of  such 
a  statute  as  will  authorize  the  carrying  out  of  the  agreement. 

The  solution  of  the  problem  is  of  vital  importance  to  a  great  many  interests  and 
should  be  arrived  at  only  after  the  most  thorough  investigation  and  full  and  intelligent 
consideration  of  the  facts  and  conditions  as  they  exist. 

Commercial  Interests. 

It  is  a  well  known  fact  that  t-:e  facilities  for  handling  the  commerce  of  this,  the 
greatest  seaport  on  the  continent,  are  entirely  inadequate  and  inferior  to  those  of  other 
t>orts.  And  by  reason  of  that  very  fact  the  Port  of  New  York  is  daily  losing  to 
other  ports  a  great  deal  of  business  which  should  properly  be  its  own.  Too  much 
stress  cannot  be  laid  upon  the  importance  of  providing  New  York  with  adequate 
terminal  facilities,  and  the  proper  solution  of  the  question  now  before  your  Com- 
mission would  be  a  long  stride  in  that  direction. 
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Industrial  Interests. 
Entering  into  the  situation,  also,  are  the  many  large  industries  served  by  the 
tracks  in  question.  These  industries,  employing  thousands  of  men,  have,  at  the  ex- 
panse of  millions  of  dollars,  established  themselves  where  they  are,  solely  because 
*hcy  either  could  get  a  side  track  to  their  plant  or  because  of  the  advantageous  facili- 
ties afforded  by  the  tracks  of  the  railroad  company  in  receiving  their  raw  materials 
and  in  shipping  their  finished  products.  These  large  investments  were  made  in 
full  faith  that  these  facilities  would  continue  to  be  afforded  to  them. 

Mu nicipal  In  terests. 

That  public  safety  and  convenience  require  the  removal  of  these  tracks  from 
the  grade  of  the  streets  and  avenues  is  at  once  conceded  by  all  interests.  That 
this  end  should  be  sought  in  an  arbitrary  manner,  without  reference  to  the  require- 
ments of  the  varied  interests  involved,  is  quite  another  matter.  Any  action  which 
will  not  conserve  all  the  interests  involved  will  not  be  in  the  truly  municipal  interest. 
From  the  standpoint  of  municipal  interest,  a  great  many  reasons  might  be  advanced 
why  an  elevated  line  would  be  more  advantageous  than  a  subway.  It  could  be  com- 
pleted in  much  less  time  than  a  subway,  thereby  affording  earlier  relief  from  the 
condition  sought  to  be  remedied;  it  would,  in  a  considerable  degree,  obviate  the  con- 
fusion to  street  traffic  necessarily  attendant  upon  the  tearing  up  of  streets  in  sub- 
way  construction,  and  it  would  undoubtedly  enhance  the  value  of  adjacent  property 
for  warehouse  and  manufacturing  purposes,  affording,  as  it  would,  convenient  ship- 
ping and  receiving  facilities. 

Railroad  Interests, 
Some  of  the  railroad  interests  to  be  considered  are  these: 

(i)  Engineer  Questions — While  the  construction  of  a  subway  along  the  water 
front  is  not  from  an  engineering  standpoint  impossible,  the  physical  conditions  along 
the  water  front  south  of  Thirtieth  street  would  render  such  construction  exceedingly 
difficult  and  costly.  Connections  with  the  yards  of  the  railroad  and  with  the  piers 
and  private  industries  would  not  only  be  very  difficult,  but  must  necessarily  be  made 
at  the  grade  of  the  streets  by  expensive  construction. 

(2)  Traffic  Questions — That  the  best  interests  of  the  vast  traffic  which  is  now 
moved  over  these  tracks,  would  undoubtedly  be  better  served  by  an  elevated  structure 
than  by  a  subway  is  apparent.  An  elevated  would  require  less  investment  on  con- 
struction account,  lower  fixed  charges,  lower  cost  of  maintenance  and  operation, 
and  therefore  less  burden  upon  traffic.  Such  construction  would  facilitate  the  inter- 
change of  freight  between  land  and  water  carrier  and  warehouseman  than  would  be 
possible  with  subway  operation.  The  present  congested  condition  of  the  piers  and 
water  front  generally  would  be  relieved  to  a  great  extent  by  elevated  construction 
by  permitting  the  switching  of  cars  from  the  main  tracks  onto  an  elevated  spur  track 
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extending  out  over  the  pier,  from  which  level  freight  might  be  loaded  directly  into 
the  hold  of  the  vessel.  This  would  result  in  the  saving  of  much  needed  space  on  the 
ground  floor  of  the  pier.  This  result,  however,  could  not  be  obtained  in  subway 
construction;  on  the  contrary,  it  would,  in  this  already  congested  district,  very  ma- 
terially complicate  the  handling  of  traffic. 

(3)  Operating  Questions — In  the  handling  of  freight  traffic,  with  its  numerous 
switching  operations,  shunting  of  cars  and  the  necessity  of  having  trainmen  located 
at  different  portions  of  the  train,  where  they  can  give  signals  and  examine  cars  and 
freight,  their  marks,  numbers,  etc.,  with  reference  to  their  disposition,  an  elevated 
line  offers  much  better  facilities  for  the  efficient  and  safe  handling  of  the  business. 
Another  very  substantial  objection  to  a  subway  for  the  handling  of  freight  traffic, 
is  the  absence  of  proper  facilities  in  the  matter  of  space,  light  and  air  to  enable 
the  trainmen  to  promptly  and  safely  handle  this  class  of  traffic.  A  further  serious 
objection  is  that  in  the  district  mentioned,  operation  in  a  subway  would  be  more  or 
less  subject  to  serious  interruption  and  damage  to  freight  in  cars  from  floods  on 
account  of  sewer  and  water  main  troubles,  and  from  the  fact  that  West  street  is 
periodically  flooded  throughout  a  foot  or  more  in  depth  with  water  during  abnormal 
high  tides.  This  is  liable  (especially  with  the  electrical  operation  contemplated) 
to  result  in  very  serious  and  protracted  interruption  to  traffic,  and  there  is  a  possi- 
bility of  extensive  damages  .to  freight  and  to  structure  in  general. 

Much  more  might  be  said  upon  this  whole  subject,  but  the  above  set  forth  briefly 
a  few  of  the  more  important  considerations  to  be  dealt  with,  and  will,  I  trust,  be  of 
service  to  the  Commission. 

I  take  this  opportunity  of  assuring  the  Commission  of  the  continued  co-operation 
of  the  railroad  company  and  its  officials,  and  to  express  the  hope  that  the  solution 
of  this  problem  will  result  in  an  improvement  which  will  meet  the  requirements 
of  the  many  interests  involved.

The  Secretary  presented  the  following  communication  from  Frank  A.  Hutson,  rela- 
tive to  Fourth  avenue  subway,  which,  on  motion,  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Subways : 
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New  Yorx,  July  25,  1907. 

Public  Service  Commission    for  the  First  District,  No.  320  Broadway,  New  York 
City: 

Gentlemen — I  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the  condition  of  what  is  known 
as  the  Coney  Island  and  Bensonhurst  and  Fourth  Avenue  Subway. 
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Some  two  months  ago  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment,  at  a  special 
meeting,  passed  a  resolution  authorizing  the  construction  of  this  line  from  Chrystie 
street,  Manhattan,  over  the  Manhattan  Bridge,  through  the  Flatbush  extension  to 
Fourth  avenue  and  down  Fourth  avenue  to  a  point  at  or  near  Fortieth  street,  where 
two  tracks  diverge  through  Fortieth'  street  to  New. Utrecht  avenue;  thence  through 
Eighty-sixth  street  to  Coney  Island,  and  two  tracks  going  from  Fortieth  street  and 
Fourth  avenue,  down  Fourth  avenue  to  Fort  Hamilton. 

The  Board  authorized  the  construction  of  these  routes  at  an  expense  not  to  ex- 
ceed twenty-three  million  dollars  ($^,000,000),  and  pledged  The  City  of  New  York 
to  construct  this  subway. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Rapid  Transit  Commission  on  June  27,  1907,  the  Chief 
Engineer  reported  that  he  had  divided  for  the  convenience  of  contractors  the  entire 
route  into  fourteen  sections,  of  which  five  sections  were  all  ready  to  advertise  for 
public  hearing  upon  the  form  of  contract. 

The  Board  thereupon  ordered  all  the  contracts  to  be  prepared  at  the  earliest 
possible  date. 

This  has  been  done,  and  your  Board  is  now  advertising  in  the  City  Record 
for  public  hearing,  the  first  five  contracts. 

I  understand  from  the  office  of  the  Chief  Engineer  that  the  other  nine  con- 
tracts covering  the  entire  route  are  ready.  It  is  important  that  construction  upon 
this  route  should  all  be  under  way  at  the  same  time  so  that  practical  relief  will  fol- 
low, and  that  the  operation  of  trains  can  be  speedily  accomplished. 

Therefore,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  these  other  contracts  are  ready  to  go  to  the 
printer,  I  would  suggest  that  your  Board  take  such  action  upon  the  remaining  con- 
tracts of  the  route  as  you  have  taken  upon  the  first  five,  and  order  their  completion 
and  advertise  for  public  hearing,  so  that  bids  may  be  called  for  upon  all  the  contracts 
at  the  same  time.

The  following  communications  from  Hermann  G.  Friedmann  as  to  retransfers 
from  One  Hundred  and  Thirty-third,  One  Hundred  and  Thirty-eighth  and  One  Hun- 
dred and  Forty-third  streets.  Third  avenue  elevated,  to  One  Hundred  and  Forty-ninth 
street  subway;  inadequate  station  platforms.  One  Hundred  and  Thirty-eighth  and 
One  Hundred  and  Forty-ninth  streets.  Third  avenue  elevated;  St.  Ann's  avenue  (The 
Bronx)  trolley,  and  Southern  boulevard  (The  Bronx)  trolley  service,  were  received: 
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New  York,  July  25,  1907. 

Public  Service  Commission,  No.  320  Broadway,  Borough  of  Manhattan,  City: 

Gentlemen — In  behalf  of  the  South  Bronx  Property  Owners'  Association,  of 
which  I  am  counsel,  I  am  requested  to  take  up  the  matter  with  you  of  compelling  the 
Interborough  Rapid  Transit  Company  to  issue  transfers  on  a  five-cent  fare  from 
One  Hundred  and  Thirty-third,  One  Hundred  and  Thirty-eighth  and  One  Hundred 
and  Forty-third  streets,  Third  avenue  elevated  stations,  to  the  One  Hundred  and  Forty- 
ninth  street  subway  at  Third  avenue,  running  west  into  Manhattan.  At  the  present 
time  a  traveler  desiring  to  go  from  any  point  in  the  Borough  of  The  Bronx  south  of 
One  Hundred  and  Forty-ninth  street  to  a  section  accessible  to  the  subway  along 
Lenox  avenue,  and  south  in  Manhattan,  must  either  walk  to  One  Hundred  and  Forty- 
ninth  street  and  Third  avenue  subway  station,  or  else  pay  eight  cents  fare  (by  taking 
Third  avenue  elevated  south  and  then  transferring  to  Third  avenue  surface  railroad 
system),  or  pay  a  double  fare  of  ten  cents  (Third  avenue  elevated  north  to  One 
Hundred  and  Thirty-ninth  street  and  there  an  additional  five-cent  subway  fare). 
This  is  a  discrimination  against  the  public  in  the  southern  part  of  The  Bronx; 
since  a  traveler  can  travel  from  any  portion  of  The  Bronx  north  of  One  Hundred 
and  Forty-ninth  street  and  pass  hence,  via  the  subway,  into  Manhattan  for  a  five- 
cent  fare.  Sometime  ago  the  executive  committee  of  this  association  took  up  this 
matter  with  the  Interborough  officials,  and  they  advanced  some  ludicrous  reasons 
why  this  could  not  be  done. 
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» 

A  different  colored  transfer  would  solve  the  whole  problem  of  protecting  the  rail- 
way company  in  every  way. 

I  respectfully  request,  therefore,  in  behalf  of  the  said  association,  that  your  Com- 
mission direct  the  Interborough  Rapid  Transit  Company  to  issue  such  transfers  at  as 
early  a  date  as  possible. 

Will  you  please  be  good  enough  to  have  me  informed  of  the  action  your  Commis- 
sion has  taken  on  this  letter,  and  oblige,

Gentlemen — ^In  behalf  of  the  South  Bronx  Property  Owners*  Association,  of 
which  I  am  counsel,  I  am  requested  to  call  your  attention  to  the  inadequate  station 
platforms  at  One  Hundred  and  Thirty-eighth  and  One  Hundred  and  Forty-ninth 
streets  of  the  Third  avenue  elevated  railroad.  At  One  Hundred  and  Thirty-eighth 
street  station  there  is  only  one  stairway  with  two  turns  by  which  passengers  can 
enter  and  leave  the  station.  The  traffic  at  this  station  is  very  heavy,  more  than  100 
persons  at  times  leaving  each  train  at  this  station,  and  this  large  number,  meeting  an 
equal  or  perhaps  larger  number  trying  to  reach  the  station  platform,  all  by  means  of  the 
one  comparatively  narrow,  turning  stairway,  unnecessarily  causes  a  great  deal  of  in- 
convenience to  the  public.  The  railway  company  could  easily  provide  adequate  means 
of  entrance  and  exit  to  the  station  l^  constructing  an  exit  at  the  One  Hundred  and 
Thirty-seventh  street  end  of  the  present  platform,  and  if  necessary,  by  extending  the 
platform  north  from  the  southerly  side  of  One  Hundred  and  Thirty-eighth  street  to 
the  northerly  side  nf  the  street,  and  if  necessary,  to  the  southerly  side  of  One  Hun- 
dred and  Thirty-ninth  street,  and  put  another  entrance  or  exit  on  the  northerly  side 
of  One  Hundred  and  Thirty-ninth  street,  and  if  required,  on  the  southerly  side  of  One 
Hundred  and  Thirty-ninth  street. 

Similar  improvement  should  be  made  at  One  Hundred  and  Forty-ninth  street  sta- 
tion, since  the  overcrowding  and  delay,  by  reason  of  inadequate  entrances  to  and  ex~ 
its  from  the  station  platforms,  cause  there,  as  well  as  at  One  Hundred  and  Thirty- 
eighth  street,  serious  delay,  overcrowding  and  inconvenience  to  the  public. 

I  would  be  much  obliged  if  you  would  kindly  notify  me,  in  due  course,  what  action 
your  Commission  has  taken  on  this  letter.

Gentlemen — About  five  years  ago,  the  Union  Railway  Company  laid  trolley  tracks 
in  St.  Ann's  avenue,  from  the  Southern  Boulevard,  where  it  operates  the  Southern 
boulevard  trolley  line,  north  to  One  Hundred  and  Sixty-first  street  and  Third  avenue, 
where  it  operates  the  Third  avenue  trolley  line.  Sometime  after  laying  the  said  tracks, 
the  company  made  application  to  the  City  Department  of  Water  Supply,  Gas  and 
Electricity  for  permission  to  erect  poles  and  string  trolley  wires  along  St.  Ann's  ave- 
nue. The  Commissioner  of  that  department  referred  the  matter  to  the  Corporation 
Counsel,  who  rendered  an  opinion  to  the  effect  that  the  Union  Railway  Company  had 
no  franchise,  or,  at  any  rate,  had  no  right  to  operate  a  trolley  line  on  this  avenue,  and 
the  Commissioner  was,  consequently,  not  authorized  to  issue  a  permit  to  erect  poles 
and  string  wires.  Since  the  laying  of  these  tracks,  the  above  named  association  has 
been  unremitting  in  its  efforts  to  induce  the  Union  Railway  Company  either  to  cure,  if 
possible,  any  defects  in  its  alleged  franchise  in  said  avenue,  or  to  make  application  for 
a  new  franchise,  so  that  it  might  operate  its  said  line.  The  association  met  with  a 
courteous  reception  of  the  officials  of  the  Union  Railway  Company  and  various 
promises  were  given,  but  so  far  as  I  have  been  able  to  learn,  the  company  has  not 
taken  any  steps  to  put  this  line  into  operation,  although  its  tracks  are  still  located  in 
the  avenue.  '."^j 

Public  necessity  and  convenience  require  that  this  line  should  be  put  into  operation 
without  delay,  since  it  traverses  a  thickly  populated  section  which  is  substantially 
dependent  for  transit  facilities  on  the  Southern  boulevard  and  Third  avenue  trolleys 
and  the  Third  avenue  **L"  system,  which  at  many  points  along  St.  Ann's  avenue  are 
considerable  distance  away. 

Pursuant  to  resolution  and  in  behalf  of  said  association,  I  respectfully  request  that 
your  Commission  look  into  this  matter  and  direct  the  Union  Railway  Company  to  take 
such  action  as  will  permit  it  to  obtain  the  consent  of  the  proper  authorities  for  the 
erection  of  poles  and  the  stringing  of  wires  along  the  avenue,  and  thereupon  with  due 
speed  to  erect  such  poles  and  to  commence  the  operation  of  tljis  line. 

Kindly  inform  me  what  action  the  Commission  has  taken  on  this  letter,  and  oblige,

Gentlemen — In  behalf  of  the  South  Bronx  Property  Owners'  Association,  I  desire 
to  bring  to  your  attention  the  poor  service  maintained  by  the  Union  Railway  Company 
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on  its  Southern  boulevard  (Bronx)  line.  Complaint  is  made  that  far  too  few  caw 
arc  in  use,  and  those  which  are  beings  operated  arc  run  very  irregularly.  I  am  in- 
fonned  that  the  period  between  cars  is  sometimes  25  to  30  minutes,  and  that  cars  are 
invariably  overcrowded.

Gentlemen — Pursuant  to  resolution  of  the  South  Bronx  Property  Owners'  Asso- 
ciation, composed  of  more  than  250  real  estate  owners  in  the  Borough  of  The  Bronx, 
and  of  which  association  I  am  counsel,  I  am  directed  to  call  your  attention  to  the  very 
inadequate  means  of  transit  between  the  Boroughs  of  Manhattan  and  The  Bronx  via 
the  existing  elevated  railroads.  The  overcrowding  of  stations  and  trains  during  the 
so-called  rush  hours  in  the  morning  and  in  the  late  afternoon  is  indecent  and  dangerous, 
and  the  (Commissioners  are  respectfully  requested  to  examine  this  problem  as  soon  as 
possible  and  afford  the  people  of  The  Bronx  some  adequate  relief.  I  might  add  that 
the  above  association  repeatedly  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Rapid  Transit  Com- 
missioners the  crying  need  of  The  Bronx  for  immediate  relief  in  this  regard,  and  if 
such  relief  can  be  more  quickly  obtained  by  permitting  the  third  tracking  of  the  ex- 
isting east  side  elevated  structures,  the  association  is  in  favor  of  having  that  done,  pro- 
vided that  action  is  promptly  taken  for  the  construction  of  at  least  one  east  side  sub- 
way; since  the  present  rate  of  increase  of  population  in  the  Borough  of  The  Bronx 
will,  by  the  time  a  new  subway  is  constructed  and  ready  for  operation,  have  so  in- 
creased the  number  of  travelers  that  the  traffic  will  test  to  their  fullest  capacity  the 
present  elevated  structure  third  tracked,  and  also  any  new  subway  or  subways. 
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The  lack  of  proper  transit  facilities  above  referred  to  is  a  very  serious  matter  for 
property  owners  of  The  Bronx,  because  the  present  facilities  are  so  poor  that  it  has 
become  difficult  to  secure  tenants  for  houses  there,  and  in  many  cases  tenants  have 
moved  back  to  Manhattan  from  The  Bronx,  or  else  to  New  Jersey,  rather  than  put  up 
with  the  present  disgraceful  conditions  of  travel  in  The  Bronx.

Orajk  Sir — For  two  years  the  University  Settlement,  the  East  Side  Civic  Club 
and  otHer  East  Side  organizations  have  sought  to  secure  the  electrification  of  the 
numerous  horse  car  lines  which  make  slim  pretence  of  serving  the  needs  of  that  most 
congested  section.  In  the  spring  of  1906  we  appealed  to  the  State  Board  of  Railroad 
Commissioners.  After  a  thorough  investigation  and  a  public  hearing,  that  Board 
ordered  the  electrification  of  three  of  the  four  crosstown  horse  car  lines  below  Four- 
teenth street  (sec  pages  34-37,  Report  of  Railroad  Com.,  1906).  The  railroad 
company  refused  to  comply  with  the  recommendations  of  the  Railroad  Commission. 
T^e  Commission  was  powerless  to  enforce  its  orders. 

Since  your  Board  is  the  direct  successor  to  the  State  Railroad  Commission  and 
is  clothed  with  ample  power  to  order  a  change  in  motive  power,  we  desire  to  have 
you  take  up  the  matter  of  the  electrification  of  these  lines,  and  as  soon  as  may  be, 
Ttmedy  a  disgraceful  and  intolerable  situation. 

The  Franchise  Bureau,  upon  our  request,  investigated  into  the  validity  of  the 
franchises  of  these  lines  and  its  report,  sent  to  the  Corporation  Counsel  in  January, 
I907i  may  be  of  assistance  to  you.

Dear  Sir — Pursuant  to  the  invitations  to  contractors  covering  the  construction  of 
the  subway  loop  lines  connecting  the  Brooklyn,  Manhattan  and  Williamsburg  bridges, 
it  is  provided: 

"Entrances  to  the  stations  are  intended  to  be  placed  within  private  property,  rights 
in  which  will  be  acquired  for  the  purpose.''  The  contract  and  plans  covering  the 
station  work  have  been  prepared  accordingly. 
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Herewith  is  a  copy  of  a  letter  addressed  to  me  under  date  of  July  2,  1907,  with 
reference  to  the  entrance  of  Franklin  and  Leonard  streets  station,  at  the  southeast 
comer  of  Franklin  and  Centre  streets. 

Several  plans  have  been  prepared  indicating  the  different  methods  of  providing 
for  the  entrance  at  this  point,  in  order  to  meet  the  views  of  Mr.  J.  M.  Jones,  as  far 
as  practicable,  within  the  terms  of  the  plans  and  specifications.  None  of  these  plans 
are  satisfactory  to  Mr.  Jones.  He  desires  that  the  stairway  entrances  be  constructed 
on  the  sidewalk  surface  on  Franklin  street,  immediately  adjacent  to  his  building, 
instead  of  through  his  property. 

While  it  is  entirely  practicable  to  do  this,  the  result  will  be  to  reduce  the  width 
of  the  sidewalk,  between  the  stairway  and  the  curb  line,  available  for  the  use  of 
pedestrians,  to  about  six  or  seven  feet. 

Will  you  please  inform  me  if  it  is  the  pleasure  of  the  Commission  to  provide 
for  the  stairways,  as  suggested  by  Mr.  Jones. 

For  your  further  information  regarding  this  matter,  I  beg  to  refer  you  to  Con- 
tract Drawings  for  Route  No.  9-0-2. 

I  might  add  that  if  the  plans  are  modified  to  meet  Mr.  Jones'  views,  the  same 
question  is  likely  to  arise  in  connection  with  all  other  station  entrances  where  the  same 
arc  constructed  through  private  property. 

If  the  policy  of  constructing  the  entrances  through  private  property  is  to  be 
adhered  to,  the  necessary  steps  will  have  to  be  taken  to  secure  the  easements  required 
or  to  condemn  the  property  to  be  used.

To  the  Hon,  William  R.  Willcox,  Chairman,  Public  Service  Commission: 

Dear  Sir — I  beg  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  Union  Railway  Company 
have  established  a  transfer  point  at  the  corner  of  East  Two  Hundred  and  Thirty-third 
street  and  White  Plains  avenue,  which  is  less  than  one-half  male  south  of  the  northern 
boundary  line  of  The  City  of  New  York,  and  have  failed  to  provide  a  shelter  station 
of  any  kind,  which  is  in  direct  violation  of  the  laws  of  Greater  New  York,  compelling 
the  passengers  from  the  "Williamsbridge  Cars,"  operated  only  from  the  elevated 
station  at  One  Hundred  and  Seventy-seventh  street  and  Third  avenue  to  Two  Hundred 
and  Thirty-third  street  and  White  Plains  avenue,  to  remain,  exposed  to  all  kinds  of 
weather  for  a  period  of  from  five  to  twenty  minutes  waiting  for  a  car  from  One  Hun- 
dred and  Twenty-eighth  street  to  take  them  further  on  to  their  destinations,  as  the 
only  other  cars  passing  that  point,  the  "New  Rochelle  Express  Cars,"  absolutely  refuse 
to  accept  transfers. 

The  "Williamsbridge  Cars"  were  until  a  short  time  ago  run  to  South  street,  Mount 
Vernon,  and  were  of  great  convenience  to  the  public  of  this  section,  as  we  could  always 
procure  a  seat  and  ride  in  comfo'rt,  but  now  we  are  compelled  to  walk  six  or  eigirt 
blocks  to  get  this  car,  or  else  hang  on  to  the  bumper  or  running  board  of  the  through^ 
on  One  Hundred  and  Twenty-eighth  street  cars,  which  are  packed  to  suffocation  before 
they  are  allowed  to  leave  the  terminal  at  Mount  Vernon. 

There  is  a  law  regulating  the  number  of  cattle  to  be  packed  in  a  car,  but  there 
seems  to  be  no  law  concerning  the  Human  Being,  and  we  ask  your  Hcnorable  Commis- 
sion to  investigate  this  matter  and  compel  the  Union  Railway  Company  to  give  us  our 
just  rights.,  i.  e.,  run  their  "Williamsbridge  Cars"  to  the  City  line  as  heretofore. 

We  also  ask  your  Commission  to  look  into  the  matter  of  the  New  Rochelle  Express 
Cars,  which  run  as  locals  in  New  Rochelle  and  Mount  Vernon,  but  make  but  four  stops 
at  designated  points  after  getting  into  The  City  of  New  York,  which  means  that  we, 
the  taxpayers  of  New  York  City,  should  pay  for  the  regulating,  grading,  curbing,  wideI^' 
ing,  etc.,  of  the  streets  of  New  York,  after  which  they  will  be  utilized  for  the  benefit 
of  the  residents  of  New  Rochelle  and  Mount  Vernon. 

The  above  mentioned  cars  are  given  the  preference  of  the  road  over  the  regular 
(local)  car,  which,  if  overtaken  en  route,  is  run  at  an  illegal  speed,  not  stopping  far 
any  passenger  for  fear  of  delaying  the  "express"  car  closely  following,  until  tlie 
first  switch  is  reached,  where  the  regular  or  local  car  is  sidetracked  until  the  "ex- 
press" car  has  passed  by. 
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These  "express"  cars  accept  no  transfers  of  any  kind  from  any  line  in  New  York 
City,  and  as  far  as  we  can  learn,  the  Union  Railway  Company  have  no  franchise  to 
operate  such  cars  within  the  limits  of  The  City  of  New  York. 

Hoping  your  Commission  will  take  proper  and  immediate  steps  to  put  a  stop  to

Dear  Sir — For  two  years  the  University  Settlement,  the  East  Side  Civic  Club 
and  other  East  Side  organizations  have  sought  to  secure  the  electrification  of  the 
namerous  horse  car  lines  which  make  slim  pretence  of  serving  the  needs  of  that  most 
congested  section.  In  the  spring  of  1906  we  appealed  to  the  State  Board  of  Railroad 
Commissioners.  After  a  thorough  investigation  and  a  public  hearing,  that  Board 
ordered  the  electrification  of  three  of  the  four  crosstown  horse  car  lines  below  Four- 
teenth street  (see  pages  34-37,  Report  of  Railroad  Com.,  1906).  The  railroad 
company  refused  to  comply  with  the  recommendations  of  the  Railroad  Commission. 
The  Commission  was  powerless  to  enforce  its  orders. 

Since  your  Board  is  the  direct  successor  to  the  State  Railroad  Commission  and 
is  clothed  with  ample  power  to  order  a  change  in  motive  power,  we  desire  to  have 
you  take  up  the  matter  of  the  electrification  of  these  lines,  and  as  soon  as  may  be, 
remedy  a  disgraceful  and  intolerable  situation. 

The  Franchise  Bureau,  upon  our  request,  investigated  into  the  validity  of  the 
franchises  of  these  lines  and  its  report,  sent  to  the  Corporation  Counsel  in  January, 
1907,  may  be  of  assistance  to  you. 

Shall  we  prepare  a  formal  petition  or  will  your  Board  act  on  the  matter  as  it

Dear  Sir — Pursuant  to  the  invitations  to  contractors  covering  the  construction  of 
the  subway  loop  lines  connecting  the  Brooklyn,  Manhattan  and  Williamsburg  bridges, 
it  is  provided : 

"Entrances  to  the  stations  are  intended  to  be  placed  within  private  property,  rights 
in  which  will  be  acquired  for  the  purpose."  The  contract  and  plans  covering  the 
station  work  have  been  prepared  accordingly. 
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Herewith  is  a  copy  of  a  letter  addressed  to  me  under  date  of  July  2,  1907,  with 
reference  to  the  entrance  of  Franklin  and  Leonard  streets  station,  at  the  southeast 
comer  of  Franklin  and  Centre  streets. 

Several  plans  have  been  prepared  indicating  the  different  methods  of  providing 
for  the  entrance  at  this  point,  in  order  to  meet  the  views  of  Mr.  J.  M.  Jones,  as  far 
as  practicable,  within  the  terms  of  the  plans  and  specifications.  None  of  these  plans 
are  satisfactory  to  Mr.  Jones.  He  desires  that  the  stairway  entrances  be  constructed 
on  the  sidewalk  surface  on  Franklin  street,  immediately  adjacent  to  his  building, 
instead  of  through  his  property. 

While  it  is  entirely  practicable  to  do  this,  the  result  will  be  to  reduce  the  width 
of  the  sidewalk,  between  the  stairway  and  the  curb  line,  available  for  the  use  of 
pedestrians,  to  about  six  or  seven  feet. 

Will  you  please  inform  me  if  it  is  the  pleasure  of  the  Commission  to  provide 
for  the  stairways,  as  suggested  by  Mr.  Jones. 

For  your  further  information  regarding  this  matter,  I  beg  to  refer  you  to  Con- 
tract Drawings  for  Route  No.  9-0-2. 

I  might  add  that  if  the  plans  are  modified  to  meet  Mr.  Jones*  views,  the  same 
question  is  likely  to  arise  in  connection  with  all  other  station  entrances  where  the  same 
arc  constructed  through  private  property. 

If  the  policy  of  constructing  the  entrances  through  private  property  is  to  be 
adhered  to,  the  necessary  steps  will  have  to  be  taken  to  secure  the  easements  required 
or  to  condemn  the  property  to  be  used.

Gentlemen— We  have  been  requested  by  the  Taxpayers'  Alliance  of  the  Borough 
of  The  Bronx,  the  largest  representative  association  in  the  Borough,  to  communicate 
with  you  in  regard  to  reduction  of  fares  on  both  the  New  York  Central  and  New  York 
and  New  Haven  Railroads. 

This  matter  has  been  thoroughly  gone  over  by  the  committee  with  the  representa- 
tive railroad  officials,  but  outside  of  the  numerous  promises  received  no  attention  has 
been  paid  to  our  request.  Now  that  both  roads  are  equipped  with  electricity  there 
seems  to  be  no  reason  why  further  delay  should  be  made  in  the  matter,  and  on  behalf 
of  the  alliance  we  request  you  to  give  this  matter  your  serious  consideration. 

We  believe  that  the  fare  from  Grand  Central  Depot  to  the  City  limits  should  be 
no  more  than  five  cents  for  one  continuous  passage.  This  is  not  an  unreasonable  rate, 
in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  New  York  and  Port  Chester  and  the  New  York  and  West- 
chester railroads  have  both  obtained  franchises  and  agreed  to  run  trains  a  like  distance 
for  a  similar  rate.

I  have  no  hesitancy  in  saying  that  there  were  many  more  than  this 
packed  into  the  car  at  this  time,  and  from  an  article  in  the  "Engineering  Record"  of 
July  20,  1907,  it  states  as  follows : 

"A  load  of  seventy-three  men  and  boys  has  been  safely  carried  in  one  of  these  cars 
in  a  period  of  heavy  traffic." 

These  cars,  from  the  dimensions  given  in  this  article,  would  have  been  about  100 
square  feet,  and  with  the  above  number  of  persons  (f.  «?.,  7s),  there  would  be  less  than 
1.5  square  feet  per  person.  It  is  customary  in  elevator  practice  to  allow  about  2  square 
feet  per  person  for  comfort,  and  it  will  be  noted  that,  with  a  capacity  of  8,000  pounds 
and  150  pounds  per  person,  that  this  space  (».  e.,  2  square  feet),  is  given  for  each  person 
in  the  car  when  the  car  is  loaded  to  its  rated  capacity;  that  is,  8,000  pounds. 

Apparently  it  was  a  plain  case  of  overloading  this  elevator  in  question,  and  the 
machine  incapable  of  handling  this  load. 

While  I  know  of  no  serious  result  from  this  incident,  my  familiarity  with  elevators 
causes  me  to  bring  these  important  facts  to  your  respectful  attention  and  consideration.

Dear  Sir— The  members  of  the  East  Side  Civic  Oub  are  deeply  interested  in  the 
investigation  which  you  are  conducting  relative  to  the  unsatisfactory  transportation 
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facilities  in  The  City  of  New  York,  in  general,  and  in  the  Borough  of  Manhattan,  in 
particnlar. 

This  club  for  four  years  carried  on  an  agitation  for  better  street  car  service  on 
the  East  Side,  but  so  far  with  very  little  success. 

On  January  12,  1903,  a  written  protest  was  filed  with  the  State  Railroad  Com- 
mission complaining  of  **the  woeful  lack  of  cars"  and  the  unsanitary  condition  of  the 
cars  that  are  used  on  the  East  Side  cross  town  lines.  The  club  asked  that  more  cars 
be  ordered  on  the  downtown  lines,  and  that  they  be  better  heated,  ventilated  and  lighted. 

To  this  protest  the  Railroad  Commission  officially  replied  under  date  of  January 
I3f  I903»  that  it  "appreciates  the  care  and  intelligence  with  which  the  grievances  arc 
formulated,  and  realizes  that  the  complaints  are  just  and  the  improvements  asked  for 
arc  reasonable." 

Subsequently,  at  the  request  of  this  club  and  of  the  Merchants'  Association,  a 
public  hearing  was  held  by  the  Railroad  Commission,  at  which  representatives  of  the 
Metropolitan  Street  Railway  appeared  and  promised  to  do  everything  possible  to  give 
the  East  Side  better  car  service. 

As  a  matter  of  fact  nothing  was  done.  About  a  year  afterward  the  club  took  the 
matter  up  again  with  Mr.  Root,  and  a  committee  called  on  him  by  appointment,  but 
with  the  exception  of  the  electrification  of  the  Grand  street  line,  on  account  of  the 
opening  of  the  Williamsburg  Bridge,  nothing  more  was  accomplished. 

In  March,  1906,  this  club  again  appeared  before  the  Railroad  Commission  and  com- 
plained that  the  street  car  conditions  on  the  East  Side  were  as  bad  as  fever.  The  Com- 
mission ordered  that  more  cars  be  run  on  the  Spring  and  Madison  street  lines,  that  the 
lights  in  all  cars  be  equipped  with  reflectors  and  kept  clean,  and  that  some  of  the  cross 
town  lines  on  the  East  Side  be  electrified.  These  orders  have  not  been  carried  out. 
We  suffer  just  as  much  now  as  ever  from  a  **woeful  lack  of  cars,"  and  those  cars  that 
are  run  are  small,  dirty,  badly  liprhted  and  not  ventilated. 

It  is  a  sad  commentary  on  the  transportation  facilities  of  New  York  City  that 
when  the  elevated  railroad  installed  electricity  on  its  lines  the  only  place  in  the  wide 
work!  where  it  could  dispose  of  its  old  cars  was  poor  China.  I  know  of  no  place 
where  the  cars  run  on  the  East  Side  at  present  can  be  used  when  they  are  finally  laid 
at  rest. 

Until  the  further  electrification  of  the  East  Side  car  lines,  this  club  respectfully 
recommends  that  your  Commission  order  the  City  Railway  Company  to  run  more  cars 
on  Spring,  Delancey  and  Madison  streets,  that  the  cars  be  cleaned  at  the  end  of  every 
trip,  and  that  the  electric  system  on  Canal  street  be  extended  to  the  East  river,  with  a 
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connection  across  Essex  or  Clinton  street  to  Brooklyn  across  Williamsburg  Bridge. 
This  can  be  done  in  short  time,  at  a  small  expense,  and  will  remedy  the  terrible  over- 
crowding now  going  on  during  rush  hours  on  the  Grand  street  line.

Dear  Sir — You  have  received  from  one  of  our  members,  Mr.  Clyde  R.  Place,  a  de- 
scription of  the  occurrence  which  took  place  at  the  One  Hundred  and  Sixty-eighth 
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street  station,  and  which  he  happened  to  witness,  in  connection  with  one  of  the  ele- 
vators, and  I  desire  to  add  to  that  statement  the  further  information  that  a  similar 
occurrence  was  reported  to  this  association  as  having  taken  place  at  the  One  Hundred 
and  Eighty-first  street  station. 

In  view  of  the  large  number  of  matters  which  have  occupied  the  attention  of  your 
G>mmiss«on,  the  officers  of  our  association  decided  that  we  would  refrain,  for  the 
present,  from  asking  your  attention  to  the  matters  in  connection  with  our  locality,  but 
the  pressing  need  for  some  immediate  action  in  connection  with  the  elevators  and  stair- 
ways at  these  two  deep  tunnel  stations,  as  illustrated  by  the  two  occurrences  above  re- 
ferred to,  leads  us  to  ask  your  kind  attention  to  the  subject  which  is  one  which  we 
have  for  upwards  of  two  years  continued  to  press  upon  the  attention  of  the  late  Com- 
mission and  the  operating  company  without,  so  far,  effecting  results. 

The  writer,  in  company  with  Alderman  Grifenhagen,  interviewed  the  Chief  Engineer 
of  the  late  Commission  on  the  subject  of  the  inadequacy  of  the  elevators  and  stairways 
of  these  two  stations  with  very  disappointing  results,  and  we  will  frankly  state  that  if 
this  matter  is  to  be  dealt  with  in  the  spirit  then  exhibited,  there  would  be  little  hope 
of  the  situation  being  improved. 

We  shall  trust,  therefore,  that  the  personal  examination  of  the  members  of  your 
Commission  will  convince  them  of  the  serious  danger  to  the  public  of  the  inadequate 
.elevator  facilities  and  the  dangerous  winding  stairways. 

I  inclose  a  memorandum  relating  to  the  subject  which  we  had  prepared  to  present 
to  your  Commission,  and  will  be  very  happy  to  afford  any  further  information  which 
we  can  bring  to  bear  upon  the  subject.

Stairways,  Elevators  and  Escalators  at  the  One  Hundred  and  Sixty-eighth  Street 

AND  One  Hundred  and  Eighty-first  Street  Stations. 

An  item  of  pressing  and  immediate  importance  is  the  provision  of  further  stair- 
ways  at  the  local  stations,  and,  in  particular,  of  escalators  at  the  deep  tunnel  stations 
at  One  Hundred  and  Sixty-eighth  street  and  One  Hundred  and  Eighty-first  street 
The  latent  dangers  in  these  two  stations,  from  the  nature  of  the  existing  conditions,  are 
such  that  we  shall  hope  that  the  Public  Service  Commission  will  make  a  very  early 
demand  for  work  to  be  begun  upon  the  installation  of  proper  means  of  ingress  and 
egress. 

The  installation,  as  well  as  the  operation  of  the  elevators,  has  been  defective.  The 
contract  required  the  provision  of  two  elevators  of  a  capacity  of  twenty-five  persons 
each,  on  each  side  of  these  stations,  which  exceed  a  depth  of  30  feet  from  the  street. 
In  place  of  these  the  contractors  were  permitted  to  install  only  two  elevators,  on  one 
side  of  the  stations  at  One  Hundred  and  Sixty-eighth  street  and  One  Hundred  and 
Eighty-first  street,  and  by  making  these  of  a  size  corresponding  to  a  large  number  of 
persons  in  the  car  these  appear  to  have  been  accepted  as  a  substitute. 
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This  is  far  from  being  an  effective  result,  as  a  larger  measure  of  convenience  would 
have  been  afforded  by  four  cars  of  less  standing  area  than  by  the  two  cars  with  large 
platforms.  The  round-trip  time  of  the  smaller  cars  would  afford  a  better  service 
than  the  slower  machines  involved  by  the  large  cars.  The  convenience  of  these 
machines  is  still  further  limited  by  their  landing  15  feet  below  the  street,  requiring  a 
total  climb  of  30  feet,  for  which  permanent  inconvenience  to  the  public  the -Engineers 
of  the  late  Rapid  Transit  Commission  appear  to  be  responsible,  and  which  is  certainly 
inexcusable  at  One  Hundred  and  Sixty-eighth  street,  where  ample  public  space  exists 
for  a  building  on  the  surface. 

The  machines  are  not,  we  are  informed,  provided  with  the  proper  depth  of  pit 
below  the  lowest  landing,  and  the  conditions  do  not  thus  comply  with  the  regulations 
of  the  Building  Department. 

The  operation  of  the  cars  to  the  two  levels  provided  by  the  bridge  and  the  up- 
platform  has  been  hindered,  we  believe,  by  these  matters,  but  the  same  excuse  cannot 
be  alleged  for  the  failure  to  provide  two  operators  to  the  cars,  with  which  view  they 
were  designed.  The  cars  have  front  and  rear  gates,  but,  except  for  a  short  period 
in  the  rush  hours,  the  public  are  admitted  to  and  make  egress  from  the  same  gate, 
causing  delay  and  confusion  of  traffic. 

We  further  ask  the  earnest  attention  of  the  Commission  to  the  subject  of  due 
provisions  for  the  protection  of  the  public  in  case  of  fire  in  the  deep  j)ortion  of  this 
tunnel,  the  exits  from  which  are  so  remote  from  each  other  and,  by  reason  of  the 
action  of  the  high  shafts  as  funnels  for  smoke,  are  so  liable  to  be  unavailing  in  case  of 
a  fire.  This  feature  was  demonstrated  in  the  case  of  the  fire  near  One  Hundred  and 
Sixty-eighth  street  prior  to  the  opening  of  the  subway,  when  the  shaft  became  a  flue 
for  the  smoke. 

The  elevators  and  stairways  should,  we  consider,  be  separated  by  providing  divi- 
sions of  wired  glass,  and  smoke-tight  doors  should  be  provided  for  the  stairway  and 
the  cars.

Dear  Sir — I  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  a  situation  which  has  developed  in 
connection  with  th€  testing  of  electric  meters  under  the  agreement  which  has  existed 
between  the  Department  of  Water  Supply,  Gas  and  Electricity,  and  Columbia  Uni- 
versity. When  this  subject  of  electric  meter  testing  was  first  started  in  June,  1905,  a 
careful  study  of  the  conditions  was  made  and  as  a  result  of  both  this  study  and  the 
recommendations  of  the  Board  of  Gas  and  Electric  Lighting  Commissioners  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  contained  in  their  Seventeenth  Annual  Report,  pages 
8  and  9,  Mr.  Lacombe.  Chief  Engineer  of  Ligat  and  Power,  and  I,  reached  the  de- 
cision that  we  would  consider  all  meters  to  be  correct  if  they  did  not  vary  more 
than  5  per  cent  from  100  per  cent,  of  accuracy.  The  phraseology  of  the  Massachu- 
setts Commissioners  is  important  as  bearing  on  this  subject,  and  I  quote  it  here- 
with: 

"The  delicacy  of  the  mechanical  construction  of  meters  in  common  use  is  so  great 
that  transportation  is  likely  to  disturb  their  accuracy.  This  makes  it  desirable  that 
all  meters  should  be  carefully  adjusted  at  the  company's  station  before  being  installed, 
and  important  that  any  governmental  test  should  be  made  only  when  the  meters  arc 
in  the  place  where  they  arc  to  be  used.  Testing  at  different  loads  is  required  because 
of  the  well-known  fact  that  the  meters  generally  used  for  commercial  work  operate 
at  different  loads  with  varying  degrees  of  accuracy.    The  requirements  of  the  Board

are  intended  to  secure  an  exhibit  of  the  average  work  of  all  meters  examined.  This 
work  requires  for  its  best  performance  a  familiarity  with  electrical  theory  and  ap- 
paratus,-and  skill  in  the  use  of  instruments  which  must  be  liberally  compensated,  and 
the  Board  was  compelled  to  choose  between  running  this  part  of  its  work  at  a  loss 
or  making  the  fees  so  high  as  to  be  virtually  prohibitive.  In  the  opinion  of  the 
Board,  the  fees  established  are  reasonable,  although  much  below  the  prices  previously 
charged  for  work  of  this  character." 

During  the  ten  months  that  the  Department  has  been  testing  ipeters,  66  applications 
have  been  received,  and  the  meters  tested.  Five  out  of  the  66  have  been  found  to 
be  more  than  5  per  cent,  fast,  while  two  were  exactly  5  per  cent,  fast,  the  maximum 
limit  upon  which  we  had  decided.  Those  which  were  over  5  per  cent,  fast  con- 
stituted 7.57  per  cent,  of  the  total.    The  tests  were  made  at  full  load. 

In  the  Public  Service  Commissions  Act,  chapter  429,  section  67,  paragraph  2.  the 
following  provision  obtains : 

"If  any  consumer  to  whom  a  meter  has  been  furnished,  shall  request  the  Com- 
mission in  writing  to  inspect  such  meter,  the  Commission  shall  have  the  same  in- 
spected and  tested;  if  the  same  on  being  so  tested  shall  be  found  to  be  4  per  cent., 
if  an  electric  meter,  or  2  per  cent.,  if  a  gas  meter,  defective  or  incorrect  to  the  preju- 
dice of  the  consumer,  the  Inspector  shall  order  the  gas  or  electrical  corporation  forth- 
with to  remove  the  same  and  to  place  instead  thereof  a  correct  meter,  and  the  extent 
of  such  inspection  and  test  shall  be  borne  by  the  corporation;  if  the  same  on  being 
so  tested  shall  be  found  to  be  correct,  the  expense  of  such  inspection  and  test  shall  be 
borne  by  the  consumer.  A  uniform  reasonable  charge  sJiall  be  fixed  by  the  Com- 
mission for  this  service." 

From  this  provision  you  will  notice  that  the  Public  Service  Commissions  Act 
sets  four  per  cent,  as  the  maximum  limit  for  electric  meters  to  be  considered  correct 

In  order  that  the  Department  and  the  Public  Service  Commission  for  the  First 
District  may  be  in  accord  in  this  important  subject,  I  would  earnestly  recommend 
that  a  communication  be  addressed  to  the  Public  Service  Commission  by  yourself 
asking  for  a  conference,  to  determine  whether  or  not  the  City  shall  use  its  preser' 
standard  of  accuracy,  or  follow  that  which  the  Public  Service  Commissions  Act 
designates. 

In  section  67  of  tl.e  Public  Service  Commissions  Act,  part  of  which  is  quoted 
above,  it  is  required  that: 

"Every  electrical  corporation  shall  provide,  or  keep,  in  and  upon  its  premises, 
suitable  and  proper  apparatus  to  be  approved  and  stamped  or  marked  by  the  Com<- 
mission  for  testing  and  proving  the  accuracy  *  ♦  *  of  electric  meters  furnished  for 
use  by  it,  and  by  which  every  meter  may  or  shall  be  tested  on  the  written  request  of 
the  consumer,  to  whom  the  same  shall  be  furnished,  and  in  his  presence  if  he  desires 
it." 
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In  view  of  the  above  it  would  appear  that  the  law  requires  each  and  every 
electric  meter  about  which  the  consumer  complains,  to  be  removed  and  taken  to  the 
central  testing  apparatus  for  careful  and  accurate  checking  and  measurement.  If  this 
is  the  intent  of  the  law,  it  is  not  that  method  which  is  considered  the  best,  or  the 
most  proper,  for  all  electric  meters  should  be  tested  in  place,  under  the  conditions 
which  locally  obtain.  However,  if  the  law  is  interpreted  that  every  meter  should  be 
tested  at  a  well  equipped  laboratory,  then  4  per  cent,  might  be  the  proper  value  to  set, 
as  the  limit  within  which  meters  are  to  be  declared  correct.  If,  however,  the  methods 
which  are  now  employed  should  continue  to  be  used  and  receive  the  sanction  of  the 
Commission,  I  should  strongly  recommend  that  the  5  per  cent,  which  we  have  been 
using,  and  which  has  met  with  approval  elsewhere,  be  still  recognized  as  the  just 
▼alue  within  which  meters  are  to  be  adjudged  correct. 

I  should  be  very  glad  to  be  present  at  any  hearing  which  the  Commission  will 
grant  you  on  this  subject.  It  is  a  very  important  one  for  us  to  have  settled  at  an 
early  date,  and  the  lighting  and  power  interests,  I  am  sure,  recognize  the  value  that 
our  Department's  inspection  has  been  to  them,  and  would  be  glad  to  have  uniformity 
in  the  methods  of  electric  meter  inspection.

Dear  Sir-^I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  July  29,  advising  me  of  a  resolution  of 
the  Commission,  referring  to  me  the  question  as.  to  whether  the  lease  of  permanent 
offices  by  the  Commission  should  be  submitted  to  the  Sinking  Fund  Commission  for 
approval,  and  also  the  question  of  the  designation  of  newspapers  for  Rapid  Transit 
advertisements. 
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Mr.  Semple,  of  this  office,  in  a  conversation  yesterday  with  Deputy  Comptroller 
Phillips  and  Mr.  Brown,  of  the  Finance*  Department,  Real  Estate  Bureau,  was  informed 
by  them  that  in  their  opinion  leases  by  the  Public  Service  Commission  for  the  First 
District  should  be  submitted  for  approval  to  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund, 
because  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  are  "Trustees  of  Public  Buildings" 
within  the  meaning  of  section  lo  of  the  Public  Service  Commissions  Law,  and  also  be- 
cause under  section  217  of  the  City  Charter,  applications  for  leases  for  the  purposes  of 
The  City  of  New  York  or  any  of  the  counties  contained  within  its  territorial  limits, 
must  be  presented  to  and  passed  upon  by  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund ;  and 
by  section  149  of  the  Charter,  when  such  leases  are  authorized  by  the  Board  of  Sinking 
Fund  Commissioners,  they  must  be  entered  into  by  the  Comptroller  on  behalf  of  the 
City. 

I  am  of  the  opinion,  however,  that  the  reference  in  section  10  of  the  Public  Service 
Commissions  Law  to  Trustees  of  Public  Buildings  applies  only  to  those  officials  who 
are  defined  by  the  Public  Buildings  Law  as  Trustees  of  Public  Buildings,  viz.,  the  Gov- 
ernor, Lieutenant-Governor  and  Speaker  of  the  Assembly,  who  by  that  act  are  en- 
trusted with  the  control  of  specified  public  buildings  in  Albany,  and  that  the  words 
"Trustees  of  Public  Buildings"  do  not  include  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund 
in  The  City  of  New  York. 

The  provisions  of  section  217  of  the  Charter  are  with  respect  to  leases  of  real  estate 
for  the  purposes  of  The  City  of  New  York  or  in  the  counties  contained  within  its  ter- 
ritorial limits.  This  section  was  taken  from  the  Consolidation  Act  of  1882,  chapter 
410,  passed  many  years  prior  to  the  enactment  of  the  Rapid  Transit  Act,  and  in  my 
opinion  it  is  limited  in  its  operation  to  the  purposes  mentioned.  The  lease  of  offices 
for  the  Public  Service  Commission  is  not  for  the  purposes  of  The  City  of  New  York 
or  any  of  the  counties  contained  within  its  territorial  limits,  but  for  the  purposes  of  a 
State  Commission.  It  is  significant  also  that  the  Board  of  Rapid  Transit  Railroad  Com- 
missioners did  not  submit  leases  to  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  for  ap- 
proval, but  made  the  same  directly. 

By  section  149  of  the  Charter,  leases  when  approved  by  the  Commissioners  of  the 
Sinking  Fund  are  required  to  be  entered  into  by  the  Comptroller  on  behalf  of  the  City; 
but  there  is  a  provision  later  on  in  this  section  to  the  effect  that  nothing  therein  con- 
tained shall  affect  the  Board  of  Rapid  Transit  Railroad  Commissioners. 

I  am  therefore  of^  the  opinion  that  the  lease  by  the  Public  Service  Commission  for 
the  First  District  of  its  permanent  offices  need  not  be  submitted  for  approval  to  the 
Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund. 

Respecting  the  further  question  as  to  the  designation  of  newspapers  for  Rapid 
Transit  advertisements,  the  reading  of  the  Rapid  Transit  Act  seems  plain.  The  Mayor 
desicrnates  the  newspapers  in  which  hearings  on  the  form  of  contract  are  advertised, 
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and  the  Public  Service  Commission,  as  the  successor  to  the  Board  of  Rapid  Transit 
Railroad  Commissioners,  designates  the  newspapers  in  which  the  contracts  are  adver- 
tised for  letting.     (See  sections  36  and  37  of  the  Rapid  Transit  Act)

Gentlemen — I  am  informed  that  the  Brooklyn  Rapid  Transit  Company  has  made 
application  to  your  Commission  for  permission  to  install  new  lines  of  tracks  around 
and  in  the  vicinity  of  Borough  Hall  Park, 

This  is  a  matter  which  was  informally  presented  here  with  request  for  a  revo- 
cable permit,  and  the  matter  was  turned  over  to  Mr.  R.  W.  Creuzbaur,  Consulting 
Engineer  of  Public  Works,  who  has  advised  that  some  of  the  tracks  be  allowed,  but 
from  the  information  at  hand  was  not  able  to  agree  that  such  radical  additions  should 
be  made  as  were  requested  by  the  railroad  companies;  but  to  save  time  and  further 
discussion,  he  advised  that  the  Corporation  Counsel  be  asked  for  an  immediate  opinion 
as  to  whether  this  office  could  grant  a  revocable  permit  or  whether  application  should 
be  made  to  the  Board  of  Estimate  for  a  franchise  for  these  lines.  The  matter  was  so 
referred  on  July  22,  with  Mr.  Creuzbaur's  report,  of  which  I  attach  a  copy. 

I  beg  to  say  that  President  Coler  is  anxious  to  go  the  full  limit  of  his  legal 
authority  in  the  matter  in  granting  such  switches,  turnouts  and  sidings  as  can  properly 
be  allowed  under  the  charters  of  the  applicants,  but  he  considers  the  matter  of  much 
importance  in  its  •effects  on  the  streets  in  this  vicinity.

Hon.  Bird  S.  Coler,  President,  Borough  of  Brooklyn: 

Sir — With  regard  to  the  application  of  the  Brooklyn  Rapid  Transit  Company  for 
permission  to  construct  permanent  tracks,  in  addition  to  those  now  occupying  Court 
street  Fulton  street  and  Joralemon  street,  surrounding  Borough  Hall  Park,  with  other 
additional  tracks  at  the  junctions  of  Willoughby  and  Fulton  streets  and  Joralemon  and 
Court  streets,  I  beg  to  present  as  follows : 

No  formal  application  for  or  working  layout  of  these  tracks  has  been  presented, 
but  for  the  purpose  of  speedily  determining  the  important  questions  involved  I  anticipate 
that  the  formal  application  of  the  railroad  company  will  be  for  what  is  shown  by  tracks 
colored  in  red  on  the  attached  blue  print  of  the  first  general  scheme  prepared  in  the 
company's  engineering  department,  Except  that  track  centres  were  to  be  narrowed  to 
about  12  feet  in  Joralemon  street,  avoiding  tearing  out  the  present  curb  on  the  north 
side  of  the  street  to  the  extent  of  8  feet  at  the  Court  street  corner. 

A  merely  superficial  examination  of  this  plan  shows  very  substantial  additions  to 
the  existing  trackage  designed  for  an  improvement  in  the  local  traffic  movement  of 
cars  which  now  results  in  congestion  in  the  rush  hours  about  Borough  Hall.     This 
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congestion  must  be  increased  after  the  Battery  tunnel  is  in  operation  as  far  as  the 
temporary  terminal  at  Borough  Hall.  This  local  condition  will  be  relieved  on  the 
operation  of  the  subway  up  Fulton  street,  but  the  increased  traffic  at  the  Borough 
Hall  station  will  thereafter  probably  be  considerable,  so  far  as  transferring  passengers 
to  and  from  the  subway  and  the  surface  lines  at  this  station  is  concerned. 

In  endeavoring  to  appreciate  the  plans  of  the  railroad  engineers  to  facilitate 
traffic  movement  on  these  surface  lines  during  rush  hours  I  have  conferred  with  their 
Chief  Engineer  to  place  myself  in  a  position  where  I  could  submit  a  report  designed 
to  assist  you  more  materially  in  determining  your  proper  action  on  the  one  hand  in 
preserving  proper  control  over  streets  laid  out  for  the  benefit  of  the  public,  admitting 
full  use  of  such  streets  without  serious  interference  to  pedestrian  and  vehicular  traffic, 
which  decision  might  at  the  same  time  allow  such  reasonable  and  necessary  improvement 
in  the  Brooklyn  Rapid  Transit  system  as  their  charter  rights  and  the  immediate  need 
of  the  traffic  problem  would  justify. 

As  far  as  my  understanding  of  the  local  traffic  problem  is  concerned,  I  am  not 
in  a  position  to  say  that  anything  more  than  a  turnout  from  Willoughby  street  into 
Fulton  street  and  a  new  curve  on  the  outside  track  around  the  west  end  of  Borough 
Hall  Park  need  be  installed.  These  tracks  would  allow  cars  on  the  various  inbound 
lines  converging  east  of  Borough  Hall  to  pass  around  Borough  Hall  through  Joralemon, 
Fulton  or  Court  street,  loading  at  or  near  the  subway  station  and  running  up  Livingston 
street.  It  would  leave  an  unobstructed  area  for  passengers  who  have  left  the  subway 
trains  by  the  two  exits  from  New  York  to  distribute  over  this  length  of  available  street 
surface  more  than  300  feet  in  length  and  about  200  feet  in  width  between  the  tracks 
and  the  curb  lines.  Surface  cars  running  through  Joralemon  street  in  the  evening 
hours  would  probably  block  the  west  bound  track,  but  the  new  tracks  conceded  would 
allow  cars  from  Boerum  place,  Willoughby  street  and  Fulton  street  to  circle  the  Hall 
and  run  south  through  Court  street  to  Livingston  street,  independently  of  the  Jorale- 
mon street  tracks. 

The  plan  of  the  railroad  company  turns  the  street  into  a  terminal,  admittedly  for 
the  purpose  of  occupying  it  with  standing  cars.  Foot  traffic,  with  three  tracks  filling 
the  streets,  must  be  rendered  confusing,  if  not  dangerous,  and  vehicles  could  not  during 
rush  hours  find  a  way  through  Joralemon  street  except  on  the  southerly  side  of  the 
three  tracks  proposed. 

Aside  from  these  features,  as  to  the  proper  handling  of  the  surface  traffic  consti- 
tuting so  great  a  demand  for  the  changes  in  the  interest  of  the  traveling  public,  as 
to  justify  turning  over  great  areas  of  roadways  to  the  corporation — it  seems  not  at 
all  clear  that  you  should  be  called  on  to  grant  a  permit  for  such  extensive  permanent 
track  construction  as  is  requested.  On  your  suggestion  counsel  of  the  Brooklyn  Rapid 
Transit  Company  were  asked  to  submit  memoranda  relative  to  the  provisions  of  their 
charters,  which  has  been  done  in  the  following  language : 
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**As  to  Joralemon  Street. 

The  original  authority  for  a  railroad  on  Joralemon  street  was  chapter  823  of  the 
Laws  of  1866  granting  franchises  to  the  Nassau  Railroad  Company  "with  the  switches, 
turnouts  and  sidings  actually  necessary  and  proper  for  the  operation  of  such  road." 
The  Nassau  Railroad  Company  was  later  consolidated  with  the  Greenpoint  and  Wil- 
liamsburg Railroad  Company  and  finally  into  the  Brooklyn  Crosstown  Railroad  Com- 
pany, which  was  merged  with  the  Brooklyn  City  "Railroad  Company  in  1890.    A  side 
track  did  exist  for  many  years  prior  to  1894  on  the  south  side  of  Joralemon  street 
pursuant  to  this  authority.     It  was  subsequently  removed  when  the  necessity  ceased, 
but  the  right  to  place  a  new  side  tr-ack  still  exists  if  the  necessity  exists.    The  question 
of  a  connection  and  switch  between  Joralemon  street  and  Court  street  was  referred 
to  in   opinion   of    Corporation    Counsel    Burr    (now    Supreme    Court   Judge),   in   an 
opinion  dated  July  13,  i8g6,  to  the  Common  Council  of  Brooklyn,  in  which  the  right 
to  maintain  a  switch  was  affirmed  (see  Common  Cotmcil  proceedings,  1896,  volume  3, 
pages  144  and  145). 

As  to  Court  and  Fulton  Streets. 

The  original  franchise  was  granted  to  the  Brooklyn  City  Railroad  Company  by 
the  Common  Council  on  December  19,  1853.  On  July  16,  1866,  the  Cxsmmon  Council 
passed  resolutions  giving  permission  to  the  Brooklyn  City  Railroad  Company  "to  con- 
struct and  operate  turnouts  and  switches  in  connection  with  their  tracks  on  Court 
street,  Fulton  avenue  and  other  places  in  the  vicinity  of  the  City  Hall."  The  existing 
side  track  layout  with  connections  at  the  junction  of  Court  and  Fulton  streets  adjacent 
to  the  City  Hall  was  laid  in  1897  under  a  permit  from  the  Park  Commissioner,  Mr. 
J.  G.  Dettmar,  with  the  approval  of  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  and  the 
Corporation  Counsel." 

On  these  premises  the  counsel  of  the  Brooklyn  Rapid  Transit  Company  states 
that  "It  will  be  seen  that  not  only  does  specific  authority  exist  for  the  construction  of 
the  proposed  turnouts  and  the  proposed  connections  with  existing  tracks,  but  that 
authority  has  been  repeatedly  recognized  by  the  local  authorities  and  the  Corporation 
Counsel,"  and  furthermore  that  the  Railroad  Law  contains  provisions  adaptable  to 
the  applications  under  discussion. 

As  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Park  Department,  the  question  seems  to  be  an  open 
one  also. 

In  view  of  the  foregoing  it  would  be  advisable  to  refer  this  matter  for  an  opinion 
of  the  Corporation  Counsel  at  the  earliest  possible  moment,  presenting  for  an  approxi- 
mate illustration  blue  print  which  I  attach,  showing  the  location  of  tracks  applied 
for  in  red,  with  existing  trackage  in  yellow  areas,  and  asking  whether  the  language  of 
the  original  franchises  in  their  reference  to  such  switches,  turnouts  and  sidings  as 
arc  actually  necessary  and  proper  for  the  operation  of  the  lines  now  authorized  by  the 
existing  franchises  would  be  taken  as  embodying  so  extensive  an  addition  as  to  justify 
the  parallel  and  additional  tracks  called  for. 
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This  opinion  should  then  determine  whether  the  application  should  be  for  a  permit 
or  for  an  additional  franchise,  which  must  take  the  usual  channels  through  the  Board 
of  Estimate.

Proceedings  for  Wednesday ,  August  7»  1907. 


There  were  present — Chairman  William  R.  Willcox,  Commissioners  William  Mc- 
Carroll,  John  E,  Eustis. 

The  following  business  was  transacted : 

The  Secretary  presented  a  communication  from  Edward  Dixon,  which,  on  motion, 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  of  the  Whole.    It  was  as  follows : 
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« 

New  York,  August  3,  1907. 

The  Public  Service  Commission,  No.  320  Broadway,  City: 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen — I  trust  you  will  not  consider  it  presumptuous 
on  my  part  if  I  call  your  attention  to  some  very  interesting  developments  in  relation 
to  the  question  of  transportation  in  large  cities  and  its  bearing  on  the  Behr  Monorail 
proposal,  and  at  the  same  time  foreshadow  a  possible  danger  which  might  be  avoided 
by  learning  the  lesson  dearly  bought  by  others. 

The  topographical  features  of  this  city  render  the  transit  question  more  complex 
and  difficult  than  in  other  great  cities,  and  at  the  same  time  there  is  the  general  ques- 
tion in  relation  to  this  problem,  depending  upon  the  masses  to  be  moved  from  one 
place  to  another,  which  is  common  to  all  large  centres. 

This  question  is  very  seriously  agitating  the  minds  of  the  people,  including  finan- 
cial  men,  investors,  the  traveling  public,  as  Well  as  the  City  authorities,  both  in  this 
City  and  in  the  City  of  London. 

There  the  traffic  is  practically  unlimited  and  is  increasing  by  leaps  and  bounds. 
But  the  fact  is  that  almost  all  the  London  transportation  systems,  both  municipally 
operated  and  otherwise,  are  working  practicallj'  remuneratively,  and  not  on  account 
of  watered  stock. 

Three  companies  have  already  withdrawn  some  or  all  of  their  motor  omnibuses 
from  the  streets  and  another  similar  company  recently  held  a  meeting  to  arrange  for 
the  voluntary  liquidation  of  their  affairs.  This  was  due  to  the  fact  that  they  were  and 
are  being  operated  practically  at  a  loss,  or  only  returning  most  unsatisfactory  profits. 

This  appears  an  extraordinary  condition,  when  it  is  considered  that  this  applies, 
almost  in  the  same  way  to  the  street  car  systems  and  the  "tubes"  or  underground 
railways. 

The  Metropolitan  and  District  Railways,  are  either  paying  no  dividends  or  but 
what  is  only  an  insignificant  return  to  their  shareholders,  and  this,  despite  a  thoroughly 
good  system  of  trains. 

The  London  United  Tramways  Company  is  paying  an  extremely  small  dividend. 

The  man  in  the  street  does  not  concern  himself  with  this  when  be  desires  to  travel, 
and  up  to  the  present  time  it  has  been  to  him  a  matter  of  indifference.  But  it  comes  to 
him  in  quite  another  light  when  these  facilities  are  withdrawn,  and  he  then  realizes 
that  he  either  has  to  pay  more  or  go  back  ten  years,  unless  some  form  of  relief  can  be 
obtained  which  is  a  commercially  profitable  system. 

The  London  County  Council,  like  the  authorities  of  The  City  of  New  York,  is 
unable  to  burden  itself  with  additional  financial  responsibilities. 
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The  condition  can  be  somewhat  appreciated  when  it  is  considered  that  repre- 
sentatives of  the  chief  underground  railway,  motor  omnibus  and  horse  omnibuSi  com- 
panies, carrying  passengers  in  London  only,  and  representing  over  three  hundred  and 
fifty  million  dollars  ($350,000,000),  get  together  and  call  a  London  trafl&c  conference 
to  create  an  organization  to  consider  the  fares,  routes  and  other  matters  common  to 
their  interests  and  to  seriously  consider  the  increasing  of  their  fares. 

The  first  electric  tube,  or  underground  railway  of  the  modem  type,  was  the  Central 
London  Railway,  and  as  its  name  implies  it  traversed  the  very  best  and  most  paying 
part  of  the  city,  like  the  Interborough  Subway.  That  was  a  gigantic  success  at  the 
outset,  paying  at  once  4  per  cent.  This  at  once  created  a  desire  for  more'  on  the  same 
)>rinciple,  as  there  was  a  great  demand  for  accommodation.  This  is  exactly  the  same 
case  here  in  this  city.  In  London,  this  development  took  place  and  more  underground 
railways  were  built.  Luckily,  New  York  has  not  gone  to  the  same  extent, 
and,  therefore,  a  mistake  may  be  prevented,  as  there  is  a  great  lesson  to  be  learned 
without  being  dearly  bought  by  experience  here. 

There  are  now  in  London  practically  four  parallel  roads  running  east  and  west 
and  four  running  north  and  south,  the  last  of  the  latter  being  opened  about  a  month 
ago,  and  already  the  falling  off  in  traffic  on  the  old  roads  and  the  insufficiency  of  the 
traffic  on  the  new  roads  is  such  that  the  returns  are  barely  sufficient  to  cover  more 
than  the  operating  expenses.  The  effect  has  also  been  felt  by  the  street  cars  and 
omnibuses  and  it  is  evident  now  that  a  crisis  has  been  reached. 

This,  I  think,  will  indicate  that  if  such  a  development  took  place  like  that  here,  even 
the  elevated  railroads  would  decrease  their  returns  very  materially,  and  if  developed 
to  the  limit  it  would  involve  the  whole  transportation  systems  and  force  them  into 
bankruptcy. 

Financial  men  in  this  city  are  very  familiar  with  all  this,  a  number  of  them  being 
involved  in  the  London  enterprises,  so  that  they  will  not  take  up  similar  undertakings 
here. 

The  war  cr>'  of  this  Greater  New  York  is  "A  five  cent  fare  everywhere."  Into 
that  question  I  do  not  propose  to  go,  but  assuming  the  five  cent  fare  as  the  basis  upon 
which  considerations  are  to  be  made,  then  the  capital  cost  of  a  transportation  system 
should  be  such  that  the  normal  traffic  would  pay  a  reasonable  commercial,  dividend 
with  that  fare. 

This  can  be  accomplished  over  long  distances  by  a  judicious  combination  of  sub- 
way,  elevated  and  surface  roads  without  grade  crossings,  according  as  opportunity 
admits  or  occasion  demands.  For  instance:  A  surface  road  could  be  operated  on 
Staten  Island,  a  tunnel  under  the  Narrows  to  Brooklyn,  an  elevated  road  in  Brooklyn 
to  within  two  or  three  blocks  of  the  dense  districts,  subway  and  tunnel  under  the  East 
river  into  subway  in  Manhattan,  and  elevated  in  The  Bronx. 
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Such  a  combination  would  bring  down  the  average  cost  per  mile  of  the  road  to 
such  a  point  that  a  five  cent  fare  would  pay. 

This  is  the  principle  which  has  been  advocated  in  relation  to  the  Behr  Monorail 
System,  which,  on  account  of  its  safety,  and  consequently  its  speed,  which  is  made 
possible  only  on  account  of  its  safety,  introduces  economies  of  operation,  the  relative 
costs  of  the  system  as  applied  in  the  subway  or  on  the  surface  being  the  same  as  for 
an  ordinary  line  and  considerably  less  as  an  elevated  line,  because  of  the  great  reduc- 
tion of  the  amount  of  steel  required  in  the  superstructure  and  its  general  design,  and, 
therefore,  renders  the  Behr  Monorail  System  a  ready  agent  to  come  to  the  relief  in  the 
present  chaotic  condition  of  things. 

Incidentally  the  fact  of  the  lower  cost  and  the  smaller  amount  of  steel  in  thj 
elevated  structure  would  show  that  the  obstruction  to  light  and  air  must  be  consider- 
ably less  than  in  any  two  rail  arrangement  where  cross  girders  and  ties  are  required 
of  wood.  There  is  also  no  reason  why  the  structure  should  not  be  made  artistic  in 
appearance. 

Additional  transportation  systems  are  an  absolute  necessity  here  in  this  city,  and 
the  experience  in  London  in  the  extensive  development  of  subways  has  proved  un- 
remunerative  with  a  cheap  fare  because  of  their  enormous  capital  and  increased  operat- 
ing cost,  and  this  experience  should  have  a  very  large  place  in  the  consideration  of 

your  Commission.

Gentlemen — In  the  matter  of  the  removal  of  the  tracks  of  New  York  Central 
Railroad  from  the  surface  of  the  street,  there  appears  to  be  but  one  project  pending 
before  you,  namely,  the  placing  of  said  tracks  in  the  subway. 

This  association  has  hitherto  given  some  consideration  to  the  subject  of  the  move- 
ment of  freight  upon  the  Hudson  river  water  front  and  the  whole  subject  presents  a 
very  important  problem  of  which  the  disposition  of  the  New  York  Central  tracks  is 
but  one  of  the  elements. 

This  associalion  has  in  contemplation  the  making  of  a  very  careful  study  of  the 
whole  subject,  not  only  with  reference  to  removing  the  danger  to  life  incident  to  the 
operation  of  railroad  tracks  upon  the  street  but  also  with  a  view  to  the  adequate  and 
economical  handling  of  merchandise  and  the  facilitation  of  its  delivery  to,  and  move- 
ment along,  the  water  front. 

As  the  subject  is  a  large  one,  a  competent  study  will  require  some  time,  and  we 
therefore  respectfully  request  tliat  you  will  defer  final  action  in  the  matter  pending  the 
proposed  investigation  by  this  Association  and  the  report  to  it  of  the  experts  it  may 
employ,  whereupon  the  Association  will  endeavor  to  present  to  you  suggestions  which 
will  afford  a  more  adequate  solution  of  the  problem  than  is  presented  by  the  pending 
project  for  a  subway.

Dear  Sras — Your  favor  of  August  5,  together  with  copy  of  letter  signed  by  Walter 
S.  McKinney,  received,  and  in  reply  thereto  will  say  that  previous  to  May  4  of  this 
year  the  easterly  or  southerly  terminal  of  what  was  known  as  the  College  Point  line  was 
at  Broadway  and  Lawrence  street,  Flushing,  and  the  westerly  or  northerly  terminal  was 
At  First  avenue  and  entrance  to  Colle<?e  Point  Ferry.  AH  passengers  who  desired  to  go 
beyond  the  Flushing  terminal  were  compelled  to  transfer  at  all  times  at  this  point. 

On  May  4  additional  cars  were  put  on  and  a  thorough  service  established  between 
College  Point  and  Long  Island  City.  Passengers  bound  west  on  a  Flushing  car  can 
obtain  a  free  transfer  to  College  Point  cars,  bound  to  College  Point — and  passengers 
coming  from  College  Point  cars  can  obtain  a  free  transfer  entitling  them  to  a  ride  on  a 
Flushing  car  bound  east — ^but  a  passenger  boarding  a  Flushing  car  going  east  cannot 
obtain  a  transfer  to  a  College  Point  car  going  in  the  same  direction;  neither  can  a 
passenger  going  east  on  a  College  Point  car  obtain  a  transfer  to  af  Flushing  car  going 
in  the  same  direction. 

In  other  words,  both  the  College  Point  and  Flushing  cars  traverse  the  same  route 
between  Long  Island  City  and  Lawrence  and  Bridge  streets,  Flushing,  at  which  point 
they  diverge,  and  passengers  desiring  to  go  to  Flushing  are  supposed  to  take  a  car  so 
marked,  and  passengers  desiring  to  go  to  College  Point  are  supposed  to  take  a  car 
marked  "College  Point."

The  Secretary  presented  the  following  communication  from  Abel  E.  Blackmar, 
Counsel  to  the  Commission ;  on  motion,  the  Secretary  was  directed  to  request  the  Qvil 
Service  Commission  to  establish  such  classifications  and  grant  such  exemptions  as 
set  forth  in  the  communication,  and  to  transmit  a  copy  of  the  letter: 
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August  8,  1907. 
Public  Service  Commission  for  the  First  District: 

Gentlemen — I  have  now  been  in  office  as  Counsel  to  the  Commission  for  about 
two  weeks  and  have  had  an  opportunity  of  forming  some  judgment  as  to  the  probable 
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amount  of  work  which  will  be  required  of  this  department  and  the  number  of  assistants 
that  I  shall  require  in  the  near  future. 

The  Public  Service  Commission  Law  casts  upon  your  Commission  many  duties 
and  entrusts  it  with  many  powers  which,  before  the  enactment  of  this  law,  were  almost 
unknown,  especially  in  matters  of  investigation  and  regulation  of  the  public  service 
corporations.  My  experience  during  the  last  two  weeks  has  shown  me  that  new  ques- 
tions of  law  continually  arise  which  require  solution  and  in  all  probability  in  the  near 
future  we  will  have  serious  problems  to  meet  and  solve  in  the  courts.  Your  Com- 
mission is  also  vested  with  the  powers  of  the  Board  of  Rapid  Transit  Railroad  Com- 
missioners. As  successors  to  such  Board  you  are  now  engaged  in  the  construction 
of  subways  in  The  City  of  New  York,  specifically  the  subway  loop  which  connects  the 
Brooklyn  Bridge  with  the  new  Manhattan  and  the  Williamsburg  Bridge,  and  the 
subway  under  process  of  construction  beneath  the  East  river,  and  through  Fulton 
street  in  Brooklyn.  This  work  of  construction  creates  may  legal  questions  which  are 
continually  arising  as  to  the  use  and  occupation  of  the  streets,  as  to  the  extent  of 
your  powers  to  condemn  and  take  easements  and  rights  of  way  through  private 
property,  and  also  the  fee  of  the  private  property,  and  also  the  interpretation  and 
enforcement  of  the  contracts  for  construction.  There  is  also  .devolved  upon  your 
Commission  the  work  of  building  the  Fourth  avenue  subway  in  Brooklyn,  which 
will  give  rise  to  many  legal  questions  requiring  prompt  and  accurate  solution,  besides 
the  whole  broad  field  of  the  future  extensions  of  rapid  transit  facilities  in  the  future. 
Your  Commission  is  also  vested  with  the  powers  heretofore  exercised  by  the  Board 
of  Railroad  Commissioners,  by  the  Commission  of  Gas  and  Electricity,  and  by  the 
Inspector  of  Gas  Meters;  and  in  each  of  these  fields  of  activity  you  will  require  the 
aid  and  service  of  counsel. 

In  order  properly  to  administer  the  legal  department,  it  will  be  necessary  to  have 
the  immediate  assistance  of  experienced  and  mature  members  of  the  legal  profession 
as  regular  assistants,  or  that  such  aid  should  be  secured  by  a  special  retainer  of  counsel 
lor  the  particular  work  before  me.  The  latter  course  is  much  more  expensive  and 
unsatisfactory,  and  I  therefore  think  there  should  be  a  material  increase  in  the  staff 
of  assistants  in  this  Department. 

When  I  was  chosen  Counsel  there  was,  as  I  am  informed,  a  provision  made  for 
three  assistants  exempt  from  competitive  examination  under  the  Civil  Service  Law. 
Two  of  these  positions  are  already  filled,  one  by  Mr.  Semple,  who  is  working  on  the 
problems  generally  as  they  present  themselves,  and  the  other  by  Mr.  Walker,  who 
is  devoting  his  time  to  the  investigation  of  franchises  of  some  of  the  railroad  com- 
panies, and  particularly  of  the  rights  of  the  New  York  Central  Railroad  Company  in 
Eleventh  avenue,  and  the  other  streets  in  the  city,  and  who  is  also  aiding  Mr. 
Ivins  in  his  investigation.  I  think  that  a  provision  should  at  once  be  made  for  three 
more  assistants  exempt  from  competitive  examination,  at  salaries  ranging  from 
$3,500  upwards,  so  that  the  positions  may  be  filled  from  time  to  time,  as  occasion 
may  require. 
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I  hope  to  be  able  to  occupy  our  new  offices  some  time  next  week,  and  by  that 
time  I  shall  attempt  to  increase  the  staff  of  this  department  so  as  to  make  it  imme- 
diately eflfective  for  the  work  before  us.  I  think  it  would  be  well  to  communicate  with 
the  State  Civil  Service  Commission  with  a  view  to  establishing  the  following  classi- 
fications and  grades  of  employees  in  this  department  in  the  competitive  class: 

I.  A  classification  for  ten  Junior  Assistant  Counsels  at  salaries  ranging  from 
$1,200  to  $2,500. 

II.  A  classification  of  five  Law  Clerks  at  salaries  ranging  from  $900  to  $1,200 
a  year. 

III.  A  classification  of  one  Filing  Clerk  and  Librarian  at  a  salary  of  $1,000  a 
year. 

IV.  A  classification  of  two  Process  Servers  at  salaries  of  $75  a  month. 

V.  A  classification  for  three  Office  Boys  at  salaries  ranging  from  $500  to  $800 
a  year. 

VI.  A  classification  for  one  Record  and  Docket  Clerk  at  a  salary  of  $1,000 
a  year.  y

The  Secretary  brought  up  the  matter  of  the  slowness  of  the  Brooklyn  Rapid 
Transit  Company  in  reporting  an  accident  on  August  7,  submitting  the  following 
statement : 

On  August  7,  1907,  a  block  occurred  on  the  Brooklyn  Rapid  Transit  line  lasting 
from  about  5.43  p.  m.  to  about  7.45  p.  m.,  caused  by  the  derailing  of  motor  car  No.  734 
of  a  Ridgewood  train. 
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This  delay  was  reported  to  this  office  at  6.56  by  an  employee  of  the  Commission, 
and  an  Inspector  was  sent  to  the  scene  but  found  it  impossible  to  obtain  any  informa- 
tion from  the  employees  of  the  company,  some  of  whom  even  denied  that  there  was 
or  had  been  any  accident  or  tie-up. 

At  8  o'clock  a  citizen  telephoned  to  the  office  in  regard  to  the  matter  and  stated 
that  at  7.50  trains  had  begun  running. 

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  one  hour  and  thirteen  minutes  after  the  blockade  began 
this  Commission  had  notice  of  it,  and  within  ten  minutes  of  the  time  that  it  was  raised 
it  had  notice  to  that  effect,  yet  the  company  did  not  telephone  notice  of  it  until  10.50 
p.  m.,  five  hours  and  seven  minutes  after  it  began  and  three  hours  and  five  minutes 
after  it  ended. 

In  this  connection  it  is  to  be  noted  that  the  same  agent  who  later  reported 
the  tie-up  reported  at  8.49  p.  ra.  that  at  7.20  p.  m.  a  man  had  fallen  from  the 
running  board  of  a  car  on  the  Third  avenue  line  and  been  injured.  This  report  was 
transmitted  here  an  hour  and  twenty  minutes  after  it  happened. 

On  motion,  the  Secretary  was  directed  to  request  the  Chief  Engineer  to  make 
immediate  investigation  as  to  the  cause  of  the  accident  and  to  communicate  with  the 
company  enquiring  as  to  the  delay  in  reporting  the  accident.

District: 
Dear   Sir — Prior   to   letting  contracts   for   the   Brooklyn   Loop   Lines   to   Centre, 
Canal  and  Delancey  streets,  the  Board  of  Rapid  Transit  Railroad  Commissioners  de- 
cided to  include  in  these  contracts  provisions  for  the  construction  of  pipe  galleries. 

While  the  Board  deemed  it  advisable  to  construct  such  galleries  in  Centre  street, 
Canal  street  and  the  extension  of  Delancey  street,  west  of  the  Bowery,  where  prac- 
tically tiie  entire  width  of  the  streets  will  be  included  in  the  construction  of  the  subway 
proper,  there  was  some  question  as  to  the  desirability  of  including  these  pipe  galleries 
on  section  9-0-5,  on  Delancey  street  extending  east  from  the  Bowery,  owing  to  the 
great  width  of  the  street  and  the  uncertainty  at  the  time  as  to  just  what  pipes  would 
be  disturbed  and  be  placed  in  the  galleries. 
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A  further  investigation  of  the  conditions  of  this  portion  of  Delancey  street  leads 
mc  to  consider  the  advisability  of  a  modification  of  the  plans  for  pipe  galleries  or 
their  entire  omission. 

A  modification  of  the  plans  would  lead  to  an  extra  claim  by  the  contractors. 
It  would  necessitate  the  removal  of  a  number  of  the  pipes  not  now  contemplated. 
While  at  the  same  time  there  would  remain  many  pipes  undisturbed  that  we  could 
not  call  upon  the  contractors  to  place  in  the  galleries,  therefore,  they  would  not 
well  serve  the  purpose  for  which  they  are  intended  without  tearing  up  a  great  part 
of  the  street  that  would  not  be  aflFected  by  the  construction  of  the  subway  itself. 
In  this  it  differs  from  the  other  contracts  where  the  construction  of  the  subway 
itself  practically  necessitates  the  changing  of  every  pipe  in  the  street.  I  am,  there- 
fore, of  the  opinion  that  it  would  be  best  to  cancel  so  much  of  the  contract  9-0-5  as 
includes  the  construction  of  pipe  galleries.    This,  I  am  informed,  the  contractors  will 

assent  to.

The  Secretary  presented  a  communication  from  the  Chief  Engineer,  dated  August 
7,  1907,  which,  on  motion,  was  referred  to  the  Committee  of  the  Whole : 
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Travis  H.  Whitney,  Esq.,  Secretary,  Public  Service  Commission  for  the  First  District: 

Dear  Sir — In  accordance  with  the  Commission's  resolution  of  July  31,  1907,  re- 
questing a  report  from  me  as  to  what  extent  inspection  has  been  made  of  the  work 
on  the  tunnel  railroads  of  the  Hudson  and  Manhattan  Railroad  Company  and  the 
New  York  and  Jersey  Railroad  Company,  I  respectfully  submit  the  following: 

The  Hudson  and  Manhattan  Company  is  constructing  tunnels  under  the  Hudson 
river,  from  Jersey  City  to  Manhattan,  with  a  terminal  between  Cortlandt  and  Fulton 
streets,  in  the  vicinitv  of  Church  street.  Construction  has  been  in  progress  for  some 
time,  and  considerable  work  done  on  the  terminal  and  approaches  from  Greenwich 
street,  which  work,  however,  has  about  reached  the  elevation  of  the  surface  of  the 
street.  I  have  personally  visited  and  watched,  in  a  general  way,  the  construction  and 
progress  about  once  a  week,  since  it  was  started. 
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No  work  has  been  done  on  the  Manhattan  lunnels,  except  in  the  middle  of  the 
river,  which  is  only  reached  from  the  Jersey  side.  Shields,  however,  have  been 
placed  and  are  soon  to  be  driven  westward  from  the  terminal  approaches  at  Green- 
wich street  lo  facilitate  the  completion  of  the  tunnel  woric 

The  work  of  the  New  York  and  Jersey  Railroad  Company  consists  of  a  tnimel 
under  the  Hudson  river,  from  Hoboken  to  Manhattan,  in  the  vicinity  of  Morton  and 
West  streets,  thence  continuing  up  Greenwich  street  where  a  terminal  was  to  have 
beer  constructed  near  the  comer  of  Christopher  street;  thence  up  Christopher  street 
to  the  junction  of  Sixth  avenue  and  West  Ninth  street,  the  tunnels  diverging  here, 
one  going  up  Sixth  avenue  to  Thirty-third  street,  and  another  extending  easterly 
along  West  Ninth  street  and  East  Ninth  street  to  Fourth  avenue. 

That  portion  under  the  Hudson  river,  and  extending  to  the  junction  of  Ninth  and 
Christopher  streets  and  Sixth  avenue  is  constructed  under  a  franchise  formerly  given 
to  this  company  and  perfected  by  the  Rapid  Transit  Board  in  the  year  igoi.  The 
sections  north  and  east  of  Ninth  street,  after  an  interval  of  twenty-tive  years,  may  be 
purchased  by  the  City,  the  valuation  not  to  exceed  the  total  (»st  of  the  work,  which 
cost  is  to  be  ascertained  by  vouchers  within  a  short  time  after  the  completion  of 
the  work.  That  portion  which  may  in  time  become  the  property  of  the  City  I  have 
visited  on  an  average  of  about  once  a  week  since  the  starting  of  the  work  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year,  and  one  of  the  Division  Engineers  who  has  been  detailed  to 
look  after  tliis  work,  has  also  visited  it  weekly.  During  the  month  of  July,  however, 
some  constructive  work  was  examined  by  one  of  the  Inspectors  in  addition  to  the 
visits  of  myself  and  the  Division  Engineer. 

In  reference  to  the  actual  cost  of  this  work,  the  method  of  obtaining  its  value 
is  fully  described  in  Article  X,  of  the  franchise  granted  to  the  New  York  and  Jersey 
Railroad  Company,  and  the  Public  Service  Commission  has  the  right,  from  time  to 
time,  to  examine  the  books,  contracts  and  papers  of  the  tuimel  company  relating 
to  that  portion  of  the  railroad  which  it  may  acquire.  The  tunnel  portion  of  this 
work  I  have  visited  before  the  formation  of  the  Public  Service  Commission,  but 
I  did  not  consider  that  I  had  any  legal  right  to  inspect  this  work,  inasmuch  as  the 
franchise  granted  did  not  contemplate  the  supervision  by  the  Rapid  Transit  Board 
and  was  a  perpetual  franchise.

matter  of  the  Westchester  Lighting  Company,  as  follows:

Sir — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  July  24  transmitting  a  copy  of  communication 
of  the  Hon.  John  H.  O'Brien,  Commissioner  of  Water  Supply,  etc.,  requesting 
the  Public  Service  Commission  for  the  First  District  to  take  up  with  the  West- 
chester Lighting  Company  the  question  of  the  removal  of  its  main  on  Broadway, 
between  Two  Hundred  and  Thirtieth  and  Two  Hundred  and  Forty-second  streets,  on 
the  ground  that  the  same  was  laid  without  the  approval  of  the  Commissioner  or 
the  Borough  President,  and  because  the  space  is  soon  to  be  needed  for  the  placing 
of  a  new  twelve-inch  water  pipe,  and  asking  also  that  hereafter  all  contractors  working 
under  the  Public  Service  Commission  be  required  to  submit  their  plans  for  approval 
to  the  Departmeitt  of  Water  Supply  under  section  469  of  the  Charter,  where  it  becomes 
necessary  to  shift  water  or  gas  pipes  or  other  subsurface  structures. 

Upon  investigation  of  the  facts  by  your  Chief  Engineer  and  by  Commissioner 
Bassett,  as  reported  in  writing  and  transmitted  also  to  me  by  you,  it  appears  that 
the  Westchester  Lighting  Company's  pipe  was  relaid  by  a  contractor  for  the  building 
of  superstructure  for  a  rapid  transit  railway  in  that  street  under  the  terms  and 
obligations  of  a  contract  between  the  contractor  and  the  City,  acting  by  the  Board  of 
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Rapid  Transit  Railroad  Commissioners  is  sufficient  authority  for  a  contractor  to 
line  of  improvements  and  necessary  to  be  relocated  at  the  contractor's  expense  by 
the  terms  of  this  contract. 

It  was  so  relocated  without  a-  permit  from  the  Department  of  Water  Supply,  be- 
cause under  his  contract  with  the  City  he  was  authorized  and  was  bound  to  do  it,  and 
the  Corporation  Counsel  and  the  Courts  have  held  that  a  permit  of  the  Board  of 
Rapid  Transit  Railroad  Commissioners  is  sufficient  authority  for  a  contractor  to 
proceed  with  work  and  because  the  permit  of  the  Commissioner  of  Water  Supply  is 
unnecessary. 

I  am  also  informed  by  the  Chief  Engineer's  report  that  the  relocation  and  placing 
of  the  Westchester  Lighting  Company's  pipe  was  with  the  knowledge  of  the  officials 
of  the  Department  of  Water  Supply,  and  that  there  is  sufficient  room  in  the  street 
fol"  the  placing  of  the  proposed  twelve-inch  water  main  without  a  removal  of  the 
gas  main. 

Under  the  circumstances  I  cannot  see  that  the  contractor  or  this  Board  is  under 
a  duty  to  take  up  and  relocate  the  gas  pipe  complained  of,  and  I  cannot  advise  you 
to  undertake  to  do  it. 

The  request  of  the  Commissioner  that  hereafter  contractors  working  imder  the 
Public  Service  Commission  be  required  to  submit  their  plans  for  approval  to  the 
Department  of  Water  Supply  under  section  469  of  the  Charter,  when  it  becomes 
necessary  to  shift  subsurface  structures,  introduces  to  this  Board  the  same  question 
which  was  often  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  of  Rapid  Transit  Railroad  Com- 
missioners, whether  in  prosecution  of  its  duties  under  the  Rapid  Transit  Act  and  con- 
tracts made  thereunder  permits  of  various  City  Departments  are  necessary  to  a  use 
of  the  streets  or  to  opening  the  same  by  the  Board  or  its  officers  or  contractors. 

The  question  was  finally  submitted  to  the  Corporation  Counsel  and  by  the  opinion 
of  Mr.  Delany,  dated  June  19,  1906,  addressed  to  the  Borough  President,  to  be  found 
in  volume  7,  page  4226  of  the  Rapid  Transit  Board's  minutes,  it  was  held  that  that 
Board  alone  had  control  and  that  a  permit  from  such  Board  is  all  that  is  required  to 
enable  a  contractor  to  proceed,  and  it  was  recommended  to  the  Borough  President 
that  for  the  convenience  of  his  office  an  arrangement  be  made  whereby  the  Board 
of  Rapid  Transit  Railroad  Commissioners  should  notify  the  Borough  President's 
office  of  each  permit  issued.  The  same  question  substantially  has  been  in  various 
forms  also  before  the  Courts,  most  recently  in  the  case  in  the  Second  Department, 
Appellate  Division,  not  yet  reported,  brought  by  the  Rapid  Transif  Subway  Con- 
struction Company  against  Bird  S.  Coler,  as  President  of  the  Borough  of  BrookI)m, 
to  restrain  the  removal  of  the  plaintiffs  from  cross  streets  occupied  by  them  for  the 
purposes  of  a  construction  contract  without  the  permit  of  the  Borough  President. 

In  this  case  the  Court  said:  "It  is  apparent  *  ♦  *  that  it  was  the  intent 
of  the  Legislature  to  confer  upon  the  Commission  all  of  the  necessary  powers  properly 
to  construct  the  subway,  and  this  without  concurrent  action  of  the  ordinary  municipal 
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authorities,  except  where  such  action  was  specifically  required  by  the  Act.  The  power 
to  grant  a  valid  permit  to  a  contractor  or  subcontractor  to  occupy  an  adjacent  part 
of  cross  streets  where  such  is  necessary  in  the  prosecuting  of  the  work  is  *  *  *  an 
incidental  power  which  the  Commission  possesses  under  the  Act." 

In  regard  to  the  placing  of  subsurface  structures  in  the  line  of  construction  and 
necessary  to  be  relocated  by  a  contractor  under  such  a  contract  made  by  the  City 
pursuant  to  the  Rapid  Transit  Act,  I  think  the  authority  of  the  Commission  is  final 
and  that  this  Board  or  its  contractor  is  not  required  by  law  to  subnyt  the  plan  of 
such  relocation  to  the  Department  of  Water  Supply,  but  it  would  seem  well  that 
the  practice  be  observed  of  notifying  the  Department  of  Water  Supply  of  any  pro- 
posed action  by  the  contractor  and  of  regarding,  as  far  as  may  be  practicable,  its 
wishes  in  the  matter.

Dear  Sir — I  respectfully  submit  herewith  a  report  on  the  block  of  the  Brooklyn 
Union  Elevated  lines  of  the  Brooklyn  Rapid  Transit  system  on  August  7,  1907 : 

A  Ridgewood  train,  consisting  of  cars  708,  68,  734,  35,  606  and  700,  in  charge  of 
Conductor  Monihan  and  Motorman  Leschhorn,  left  High  street  at  5.39  p.  m.  and  the 
rear  truck  of  motor  car  734  was  derailed  on  Adams  street  in  front  of  platform  No.  i, 
City  Hall  Station. 

The  track  arrangement  at  this  place  consists  of  two  tracks  (eastbound  and  west- 
bound), with  a  cross- over  connection.  On  the  underside  of  the  motor  frame  a  roller 
is  attached  to  act  as  a  fender  for  the  bridge  cable  and  to  keep  the  cable  from  chafing  on 
the  edge  of  the  motor  frame.  This  roller  on  the  rear  truck  of  motor  car  No.  743 
had  worked  loose  and  caught  on  the  rail  of  the  cross-over,  derailing  the  truck.  The 
upper  portion  of  the  wooden  guard  alongside  the  rail  was  badly  damaged,  and  the 
facia  on  the  platform  scraped.  Also  the  contact  rail  was  short-circuited,  which  caused 
the  stoppage  of  all  traf&c  between  High  street  and  Grand  avenue  until  this  section  of 
the  contact  rail  could  be  cut  out  When  this  was  done  the  westbound  trains  were 
switched  to  a  third  track  west  of  Bridge  street  station,  and  from  thence  on  to  the 
eastbound  track.  Some  of  these  trains  were  run  west  on  this  track  as  far  as  platform 
No.  2,  City  Hall  station. 

The  eastbound  track  between  High  street  and  City  Hall  station  was  blocked  until 
7.43  p.  m. 

The  lines  affected  by  this  accident  consisted  of  the  Lexington  avenue,  Myrtle  ave- 
nue. Bay  Ridge,  Culver.  West  End  and  Sea  Beach. 

The  information  embodied  in  this  report  was  procured  in  part  from  Mr.  Menden, 
General  Superintendent  of  the  Brooklyn  Rapid  Transit  and  the  remainder  from  per- 
sonal observation  at  the  time  of  the  block  and  on  the  following  day.

Rule  No.  21,  as  adopted,  is  as  follows : 

Rule  XXI.  Governing  the  procedure  to  obtain  the  permission  and  approval  of 
the  Commission  to  the  construction  and  operation  of  extensions  of  street  surface 
railroads;  wholly  within  the  limits  of  any  city  or  incorporated  village: 


I7S  . 

First — The  application  for  such  permission  and  approval  shall  be  by  petition  veri- 
fied by  the  president  or  other  officer  of  the  street  surface  railroad,  containing  the 
matter  hereinbelow  required,  and  asking  that  the  Commission  determine  that  such 
construction  and  operation  is  necessary  or  convenient  for  the  public  service,  and  give 
its  permission  and  approval  thereto. 

Second — With  the  petition  there  shall  be  filed  with  the  G>mmission: 

(a)  A  copy  of  the  articles  of  association  of  the  street  surface  railroad  corpora- 
tion, certified  by  the  Secretary  of  State  and  the  County  Qerk,  and  showing  the  date 
of  filing. 

(b)  Copies  of  all  statements  filed  at  any  time  in  proctiring  extensions  heretofore 
authorized  and  constructed,  certified  by  the  Secretary  of  State  and  the  County  Clerk, 
and  showing  the  date  of  filing. 

(c)  A  copy  of  the  statement  of  the  names  and  descriptions  of  the  streets,  roads, 
avenues  and  highways  in  or  upon  which  it  is  proposed  to  construct,  maintain  and 
operate  such  extensions  or  branches,  filed  pursuant  to  section  90  of  the  Railroad  Law, 
and  for  which  construction  and  operation  the  permission  and  approval  of  the  Com- 
mission is  sought.  Said  copy  to  be  certified  by  the  Secretary  of  State  and  the  County 
Qerk,  and  to  show  the  date  of  filing. 

(d)  A  certified  copy  of  the  written  application  for  the  consent  of  the  local  au- 
thorities to  the  construction  and  operation  of  such  extension,  and  the  consent  of 
the  local  authorities  granted  thereon,  if  such  consent  has  been  granted;  and  if  not, 
the  petition  shall  contain  a  statement  to  that  effect. 

(e)  A  certified  copy  of  the  report  of  the  Commission  appointed  by  the  Appel- 
late Division  of  the  Supreme  Court  pursuant  to  section  94  of  the  Railroad  Law,  and 
the  order  of  the  Court  thereon,  if  such  report  and  order  have  been  made,  and  if 
such  report  and  order  have  not  been  made,  the  petition  shall  contain  a  statement  to 
that  effect. 

(f)  A  map  of  the  said  extension  as  proposed,  showing  the  streets,  avenues 
and  highways  in  or  upon  which  it  is  proposed  to  construct  such  extension. 

(g)  All  copies  of  documents  so  filed  shall  be  printed  or  typewritten,  and,  so 
far  as  practicable,  shall  be  upon  paper  eight  by  eleven  inches  in  size,  and  bound  on 
the  left  edge. 

Third — The  petitioji  shall 

(a)  Show  whether  the  consent  of  the  abutting  property  owners  has  been  obtained 
and  recorded,  and  if  recorded,  the  time  and  place  thereof. 

(b)  State  that  the  company  has  not  prior  to  June  6,  1907,  received  a  certificate 
of  public  convenience  and  necessity  for  the  construction  of  such  extension. 

Fourth — If  any  of  the  documents  hereinabove  required  have  been  already  filed 
with  the  Commission,  duplicates  need  not  be  filed,  but  the  petition  shall  show  that  they 
have  already  been  filed,  and  the  date  of  filing. 
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Fifth — Upon  receipt  of  such  petition,  the  Commission  shall  appoint  a  time  and 
place  for  a  hearing  upon  such  application,  giving  to  the  applicant  ten  days'  notice 
thereof,  either  personally  or  by  mail;  and  the  applicant  shall  publish,  at  least  three 
days  prior  to  such  hearing,  a  notice  of  such  application  and  hearing,  setting  out  the 
names  and  descriptions  of  the  streets,  roads  and  avenues  in  and  upon  which  it  ii 
proposed  to  construct  and  operate  such  extension  or  such  matter  as  the  Commissioii 
may  require,  in  such  newspapers  and  at  such  times  as  the  Commission  shall  direct 
The  Commission  may,  at  the  request  of  the  applicant,  or  on  its  own  motion,  prescribe 
a  shorter  notice  for  such  hearing  and  modify  the  directions  for  publication  accord- 
ingly. 

Sixth — At  the  hearing,  proof  must  be  made  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Commis- 
sion that  the  construction  of  such  extension  and  the  exercise  of  such  franchise  of 
operating  the  same  is  necessary  or  convenient  for  the  public  service.

Dear  Sirs — On  behalf  of  a  committee  of  property  owners  on  Columbus  avenue, 
which  has  been  formed  with  the  object  of  abating  preventable  noises  of  the  elevated 
railroad  trains  on  that  avenue,  I  beg  hereby  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  wc 
have  received  from  experts  employed  by  us  reports  showing  that  the  traffic  noises 
occasioned  by  the  express  and  other  trains  of  this  avenue  could  be  easily  done  away 
with  at  a  comparatively  reasonable  cost  to  the  road,  by  substituting  wood  filled  wheels 
for  those  now  used  on  the  cars,  and  longitudinal  sleepers  instead  of  the  cross-ties  now 
used  on  the  tracks. 

We  have  already  laid  this  matter  before  the  Mayor,  and,  at  his  direction,  before 
Mr.  Ellison,  recent  incumbent  of  the  office  of  Corporation  Counsel,  to  whose  at- 
tention we  called  the  opinion  of  the  Appellate  Division,  in  the  case  of  Auchincloss 
vs.  Metropolitan  Railroad,  69  App.  Div.,  63,  in  which  it  was  held  that  the 
laying  of  the  additional  express  track  is  in  violation  of  the  Constitution.  Nothing 
has  ever  been  done,  but  it  has  been  estimated  that  this  would  be  a  matter  that  would

Dear  Sir — I  beg  to  acknowledge  receipt  of  your  communication  of  July  24,  1907, 
answering  mine  of  July  22,  1907,  relative  to  the  replacement  of  6-inch  sewer  by  a 
12-inch  sewer  on  the  north  side  of  One  Hundred  and  Forty-ninth  street,  and  would 
say  that  the  report  of  Chief  Engineer  Rice  on  the  subject  was  duly  referred  by  me 
to  Mr.  Graham,  Engineer  in  charge  of  sewers  of  this  borough,  who  reports  as  fol- 
lows : 

"Mr.  Rice  goes  quite  fully  into  the  matter  of  the  construction  of  this  sewer,  which 
is  of  6-inch  pipe,  and  makes  reference  to  certain  approval  of  plans  by  the  officials 
of  the  former  Department  of  Sewers  of  the  Borough  of  The  Bronx.  Upon  in- 
vestigation I  learn  that  such  approval  was,  to  a  large  extent  pro  forma,  inasmuch  as  the 
Rapid  Transit  Commission,  as  I  am  informed,  submitted  its  plans  more  as  a  matter 
of  information  than  for  the  purpose  of  amendment  if  such  were  necessary.  It  appears 
that  the  plan  which  was  approved  included  the  construction  of  a  flush  tank,  as  re- 
ferred to  by  Mr.  Rice;  such  flush  tank,  however,  was  never  built.  I  coincide  with 
Mr.  Rice's  view  that  *if  a  flush  tank  is  installed  as  suggested  and  as  originally 
planned,  it  would  cost  very  little  (about  $100),  this  entire  matter  would  be  satis- 
factorily adjusted.'  It  would^ appear,  however,  that  inasmuch  as  the  original  sewer 
in  One  Hundred  and  Forty-ninth  street  was  removed  owing  to  the  construction  of 
the  subway,  and  the  present  sewer  on  the  north  side  of  the  street  substituted  in 
lieu  thereof,  and  inasmuch  as  this  work  was  never  fully  completed  in  accordance  with 
the  plan  of  the  Rapid  Transit  Commission,  its  successor  (the  Public  Service  Com- 
mission for  the  First  District)  should  be  requested  to  construct  the  flush  tank  re- 
fcrred  to,  thereby  completing  the  work  as  originally  intended.  It  is  believed  that  if 
this  be  done  there  will  be  no  need  for  the  laying  of  a  large  pipe  as  suggested  in 
mine  of  June  26  and  July  i,  1907.  The  difficulty  of  laying  such  large  sewer  is 
recognized  in  view  of  the  statement  of  Mr.  Rice  that  the  clearance  between  the 
Rapid  Transit  Railroad  and  private  property  on  the  northwest  comer  of  One 
Hundred  and  Forty-ninth  street  and  Bergen  avenue  is  only  0.54  feet." 
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The  suggestion  of  Mr.  Graham  is  respectfully  referred  to  the  Public  Service  Com- 
mission for  its  attention.

It  was  my  understanding  that  this  report  should  be  filed  before  September  i. 
As  this  is  our  extremely  busy  season,  it  is  going  to  be  a  very  difficult  matter  for  us 
to  get  this  report  out  on  time,  and  we  would  like  to  ask  whether  we  cannot  obtain 
an  extension  of  time  of  at  least  five  or  six  weeks. 

We  would  not  ask  for  this  delay  were  it  not  for  the  fact  that  this  company  is 
operating  in  a  district,  which  we  believe  is  entirely  dissimilar  to  any  other  district, 
probably,  in  the  United  States. 

We  are  in  the  Greater  City  of  New  York,  but  in  reality  nothing  but  a  country 
district,  and  to  make  matters  very  much  worse,  it  is  a  seashore  resort  with  a  very 
large  population  during  July  and  August,  and  a  particularly  small  population  for 
nine  months  of  the  year.    For  instance,  our  output  of  gas  for  yesterday  (August  8), 
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was  718,000  cubic  feet ;  the  day  after  labor  day  it  will  undoubtedly  be  down  to  5oo>000 
or  below,  and  before  the  end  of  September  below  300,000,  and  before  the  end  of 
October  below  200,000.  So,  just  at  this  time,  all  hands  are  having^  practically  all 
the  work  they  can  possibly  attend  to.

Dear  Sir — ^Referring  to  the  communication  from  the  President  of  the  Borough 
of  The  Bronx,  enclosed  with  your  letter  of  7th  August,  relative  to  the  slow  progress, 
alleged,  of  the  work  on  the  Van  Cortlandt  Park  Extension,  I  beg  to  state  that  this 
work  was  commenced  last  fall,  and  the  Contractor  was  in  such  haste  to  finish  it  that 
he  commenced  before  all  the  legal  steps  had  been  taken  to  entirely  complete  the  con- 
tract, and  on  that  account  a  conflict  arose  with  reference  to  a  Contractor  who  had 
a  contract  with  the  Bureau  of  Highways  for  grading  the  street  on  Broadway  on  this 
same  section  of  work.  On  this  account  advantage  could  not,  at  that  tiipe,  be  taken 
of  this  portion  of  the  work.  During  the  months  of  January,  February  and  March, 
however,  the  Contractor  could  not,  on  account  of  the  bad  weather,  do  much  work, 
but  since  that  time  it  has  been  pushed  with  vigor. 

The  peculiarity  of  the  foundation  work  of  this  contract  is  apparently  the  cause 
of  the  slowness  of  the  work,  in  regard  to  which  complaints  have  been  made.  This 
elevated  structure  is  not  only  obliged  to  span  a  sewer,  but  is  placed  in  a  street  where 
the  foundations,  for  the  most  of  the  distance,  have  to  be  placed  on  piles,  in  many 
cases  the  foundations  going  from  9  to  10  feet  below  high  tide.  This  intricate  work 
has  required  constant  pumping  and  careful  handling. 

I  have  no  criticism  to  make  of  the  way  in  which  the  contractors  pushed  the 
work  since  they  commenced  in  the  spring,  but  the  only  source  of  delay  which  has 
been  in  any  way  troublesome  in  carrying  out  the  plans  of  the  contract  has  been  the 
inability  of  the  contractor  to  get  into  portions  of  the  street  at  Two  Hundred  and 
Thirty-first  and  Two  Hundred  and  Thirty-eighth  streets,  on  account  of  the  City 
authorities  making  necessary  changes  in  the  location  of  the  streets.     The  Board  of 
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Estimate  and  Apportionment  have  passed  the  plans  for  these  changes,  but  have  not 

consummated  the   arrangements   for   acquiring  the   private   property   caused   by  the 

change  in  the  street  lines.     These  changes  necessitated  a  change  of  plans,  and  will 

necessarily  delay  the  completion  of  the  contract,  which  is  not  in  any  way  due  to 

the  contractor.  '

Dear  Sir — Referring  to  the  petition  of  the  Inspectors  of  Masonry  employed  in 
this  Department,  asking  for  a  vacation  of  two  weeks  with  pay,  which  was  referred  to 
me,  I  respectfully  report  as  follows : 

All  Inspectors  of  Masonry  in  this  Department  are  paid  per  diem,  eight  hours 
constituting  a  day's  work. 

Time  worked  in  excess  of  eight  hour«  is  paid  for  pro  rata  on  the  basis  of  an 
eight-hour  day. 

The  Rapid  Transit  Board  in  the  past  has  not  allowed  its  Inspectors  of  Masonry 
a  vacation  with  pay. 

Inquiry  made  at  the  offices  of  the  Aqueduct  Commission,  the  Department  of 
Bridges  and  the  Building  Bureau  of  the  Department  of  Education  (these  Departments 
employ  large  forces  of  Inspectors)  reveals  the  fact  that  they  do  not  grant  per  diem 
employees  vacations  with  pay. 

In  my  opinion  the  general  law  under  which  per  diem  men  are  employed  by 
The  City  of  New  York  provides  that  such  employees  shall  be  paid  only  for  time 
actually  worked  by  them  in  the  performance  of  their  duties. 

All  the  other  employees  in  this  Department,  consisting  of  Engineers,  Draughtsmen 
and  others,  are  employed  on  a  monthly  basis,  and  as  they  are  often  required  to 
work  overtime  or  on  Sundays  or  holidays  without  extra  compensation  they  are 
allowed  a  two-weeks*  vacation  with  pay  every  year. 

My  personal  desire  in  this  matter  would  be  to  allow  these  Inspectors  of  Masonry 

an  annual  vacation  of  two  weeks  with  pay,  but,  in  view  of  the  facts  as  above  noted, 

I  feel  it  my  duty  to  recommend  that  the  request  contained  in  the  petition  at  issue 

be  dc'nied.

A  hearing  was  held  on  the  subject  of  general  transit  conditions  in  The  Bronx. 

Edward  H.  Healey,  Chairman  of  the  Joint  Committee  of  Forty,  read  the  fol- 
lowing resolutions  of  that  Committee: 

First— That  continuous  third  tracks  on  the  existing  Second  and  Third  Avenue 
Elevated  Railroads  be  at  once  constructed  from  Chatham  square  to  the  Harlem  river; 
and  that  the  third  track  be  thence  continued  and  constructed  on  the  elevated  structure 
in  the  Borough  of  The  Bronx,  to  Bedford  Park  station;  and  in  that  connection  that 
the  railroad  company  now  operating  said  roads  be  compelled  to  run  express  trams 
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on  said  third  tracks  at  least  to  and  from  One  Hundred  and  Forty-ninth  street,  in  said 
Borough  of  The  Bronx,  the  entire  day,  and  express  trains  in  like  manner  further  north 
to  Bedford   Park  therein  durinjjf  rush  hours. 

Second — That  provision  be  made  at  once  to  establish  connection  between  the 
Third  Avenue  Elevated  Railroad  and  the  subway  without  change  of  cars  for  pas- 
sengers going  eastward,  by  extending  the  spur  now  located  at  One  Hundred  and 
Forty-fifth  street,  near  Willis  avenue,  through  said  Willis  avenue  and  Bergen  avenue 
to  the  elevated  structure  in  Westchester  avenue,  there  to  be  joined  with  the  existing 
subway  system. .  This  can  be  done  by  continuing  the  present  aforesaid  spur  by  elevated 
or  subway  structures,  whichever  may  be  found  most  feasible. 

Third — ^That  an  elevated  extension  be  built  from  the  present  structure  at  the 
junction  of  Westchester  and  Brook  avenues  to  the  elevated  structure  at  the 
junction  of  Brook  and  Third  avenues,  thus  connecting  the  existing  subway  system 
with  the  Third  Avenue  Elevated  Railroad,  and  facilitating  the  carriage  of  passengers 
northward.  This  will  give  the  operating  railroad  company  the  opportunity  of  run- 
ning part  of  the  subway  trains  to  and  from  Bedford  Park  in  The  Bronx. 

Fourth — That  steps  be  taken  at  once  to  lay  out  and  advertise  for  bids  to  build 
an  extension  of  the. present  subway  system  (by  elevated  structure)  from  Westchester 
avenue  at  the  junction  of  Southern  boulevard  on  and  along  said  Westchester  avenue 
and  Westchester  turnpike  through  the  former  Village  of  Westchester  to  the  westerly 
side  of  Eastern  boulevard  in  The  Bronx. 

Fifth — That  steps  be  at  once  taken  to  advertise  for  bids  to  build  the  route  known 
as  No.  i8,  adopted  by  the  late  Rapid  Transit  Commissions  June  17,  1906,  and  also  known 

as  the  White  Plains  avenue  route. 

Fifth-A — That  steps  be  at  once  taken  to  lay  out  and  advertise  for  bids  to  build^ 
a  spur  in  connection  with  the  White^  Plains  avenue  route  above  named,  from  the 
junction  of  Morris  Park  and  Bronx  Park  avenues,  through  Morris  Park  avenue  to 
Bear  Swamp  road.    This  would  be  a  natural  and  profitable  feeder  to  the  main  line. 

Sixth — ^That  relief  be  given  to  the  west  side  of  The  Bronx  by  necessary  steps 
being  at  once  taken  to  construct  an  elevated  three-track  railroad  upon  Jerome  ave- 
nue connecting  with  and  in  extension  of  the  present  west  side  elevated  system  at 
One  Hundred  and  Fifty-fifth  street,  thus  providing  direct  train  service,  without  change, 
to  and  from  the  lower  part  of  Manhattan  to  or  near  the  City  line  in  The  Bronx,  and 
with  auxiliary  subway  connections,  if  possible.

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The  Secretary  presei>ted  the  following  communication  from  the  Counsel  to  the 
Commission  in  the  matter  of  the  Ninety-sixth  street  situation : 

August  14,  1907. 
Public  Service  Commission  for  the  First  District,  Travis  H.  Whitney,  Esq.,  Secretary: 
Dear  Sir — The  necessity  of  a  plan  to  relieve  the  congested  condition  at  the  Ninety- 
sixth  street  station  of  the  Rapid  Transit  Railway,  in  the  Borough  of  Manhattan,  was 
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discussed  by  the  Rapid  Transit  Board  in  the  fall  of  1906,  and  the  Chief  Engineer,  on 
November  15,  1906,  made  a  report  to  the  Board  which  is  printed  at  page  4454  of  the 
minutes.  The  engineering  problem  was  later  worked  out  between  the  Board  and 
the  Interborough  Company,  and  in  consultations  between  the  respective  Engineers, 
and  on  or  about  April  3,  1907,  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Rapid  Transit  Board  reported 
an  estimate  of  the  cost  of  the  additions  to  be  about  $850,000  (Minutes,  4808). 

The  Counsel  to  the  Rapid  Transit  Board,  in  an  opinion  dated  April  15,  1907,  at 
page  4846  of  the  minutes,  stated  that  the  proposed  addition  involved  a  change  in 
routes  and  general  plan  of  the  subway  and  could  only  be  made  on  obtaining  the  same 
consents  as  are  required  for  an  original  adoption  of  routes  and  plan.  Thereafter 
the  Counsel  and  Chief  Engineer  were  authorized  to  prepare  a  form  of  resolutions, 
with  maps  and  plans,  for  amending  the  original  route  and  plan  of  the  Rapid  Transit 
Railroad  between  Ninety-sixth  and  One  Hundred  and  Third  streets  on  Broadway. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Board,  on  June  27,  1907,  a  resolution  was  passed, 
seven  votes  concurring,  for  the  modification  of  the  route  and  plan  necessary  for  the 
additions  at  Ninety-sixth  street.  This  modification  proposed  by  the  resolution  under 
the  law  must  have  the  following  consents  and  approvals : 

1.  The  consent  of  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment ; 

2.  The  consent  of  the  Mayor; 

3.  The  consent  of  the  majority  in  value  of  the  property  along  the  portion  of 
Broadway  included  in  the  proposed  route,  or  of  the  Appellate  Division  in  lieu  thereof. 

It  is  now,  therefore,  necessary  for  the  Public  Service  Commission  for  the  First 
District,  as  the  successor  of  the  Board  of  Rapid  Transit  Railroad  Commissioners,  to 
transmit  this  resolution  to  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  for  its  approval. 
I  accordingly  submit  herewith  a  draft  of  a  communication  to  be  addressed  to  the 
Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  for  this  purpose,  and  a  resolution  authorizing 
the  officers  of  the  Commission  to  sign  and  transmit  the  same. 

At  the  same  meeting  on  June  27,  1907,  the  same  being  the  last  meeting  held  by 
the  Rapid  Transit  Board,  a  resolution  was  passed  (Minutes,  page  5024)  authorizing 
the  officers  of  the  Rapid  Transit  Board  to  execute  an  agreement  modifying  the  contract 
for  the  construction  and  operation  of  a  rapid  transit  railroad  for  additional  tracks  at 
Ninety-sixth  street  This  proposed  contract  was  later  duly  executed  by  the  President 
and  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Rapid  Transit  Railroad  Commissioners  and  w^as  trans- 
mitted to  the  Corporation  Counsel  for  his  approval  as  to  the  form  of  the  same.  Such 
approval  has  now  been  given  and  the  contracts  returned  to  your  office. 

It  becomes  necessary  now  also  to  transmit  this  contract  for  the  additional  work 
at  Ninety-sixth  street  to  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  with  a  requisition 
pursuant  to  section  Z7  o^  the  Rapid  Transit  Act,  for  a  further  issue  of  Bonds  to 
the  amount  of  $850^000,  the  estimated  cost  of  executing  the  same. 
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I  accordingly  send  you  herewith  a  draft  of  a  communication  to  be  addressed  to 
the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment,  transmitting  the  said  proposed  supple- 
mental contract  and  making  the  requisition  aforesaid,  together  with  a  draft  of  the 
resolution  authorizing  the  Chairman  and  Secretary  to  execute  and  to  transmit  the  same.

To  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  of  The  City  of  New  York: 

Gentlemen — ^The  Board  of  Rapid  Transit  Railroad  Commissioners  for  The  City  of 
New  York  heretofore  and  on  or  about  the  4th  day  of  February,  1897,  adopted  certain 
routes  and  general  plan  for  a  rapid  transit  railroad  in  The  City  of  New  York,  and 
submitted  the  same  to  the  Common  Council  of  The  City  of  New  York,  as  then 
constituted,  together  with  a  report  with  respect  to  a  then  proposed  rapid  transit 
railway  in  the  said  City. 

The  said  routes  and  general  plan  were  afterwards  duly  approved  by  the  municipal 
authorities  and  by  the  Appellate  Division  of  the  Supreme  Court  for  the  First  Judicial 
Department,  and  on  the  21st  day  of  February,  1900,  a  contract  for  the  construction 
and  operation  of  said  rapid  transit  railroad  was  duly  made  with  John  B.  McDonald. 
On  or  about  the  loth  day  of  July,  1902,  the  said  John  B.  McDonald  assigned  the 
operating  part  of  the  said  contract  to  the  Interborough  Rapid  Transit  Company, 
which  company  guaranteed  the  performance  by  the  said  John  B.  McDonald  as  such 
contractor  of  other  provisions  of  the  said  contract. 
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The  said  Interborough  Rapid  Transit  Qjmpany  desires,  and  the  said  Board  of 
Rapid  Transit  Railroad  Commissioners  having  duly  made  inquiries  and  investigation 
proper  in  the  premises,  approved,  on  June  27,  1907,  prior  to  its  going  out  of  office  as 
hereinafter  6et  forth,  an  addition  to  the  routes  and  general  plan  for  the  said  railroad 
with  respect  to  additional  tracks  near  Ninety-sixth  street,  and  determined  and  estab- 
lished the  said  addition  by  resolutions  adopted  on  the  27th  day  of  June,  190;^  by  the 
concurrent  vote  of  seven  of  its  members.  The  said  resolutions  and  the  addition  to  the 
routes  and  general  plan  therein  mentioned  are  now  submitted  to  your  Honorable  Body 
for  approval. 

The  proposed  addition  consists  briefly  of  the  following: 

An  additional  track  extending  along  the  easterly  side  of  Broadway,  from  a  point 
near  the  centre  line  of  Ninety-sixth  street  to  a  point  about  £cventy-five  feet  north  of 
the  northerly  line  of  One  Hundred  and  Second  street 

Also  two  additional  tracks  extending  along  the  westerly  side  of  Broadway,  from 
a  point  near  the  centre  line  of  Ninety-sixth  street  northerly  to  a  point  near  the  centre 
line  of  One  Hundred  and  First  street. 

And  also  spurs  or  connections  to  unite  the  said  three  additional  tracks  or  any  one 
or  more  of  them  with  any  of  the  other  tracks  constructed  upon  this  route. 

The  additional  tracks,  spurs  and  connections  to  be  provided  for.  above  briefly  de- 
scribed, are  to  be  built  (except  where  the  same  curve  to  unite  with  or  diverge  from 
any  of  the  four  tracks  constructed  upon  the  route)  between  the  walls  of  the  railroad 
or  subway  and  the  easterly  and  westerly  sides  of  Broadway,  respectively. 

The  reasons  for  this  proposed  addition  to  the  said  route  heretofore  adopted,  are, 
that  it  seems  to  be  impracticable  under  the  present  route  to  increase  the  train  service 
at  or  about  Ninety-sixth  street  so  as  efficiently  and  safely  to  provide  (or  the  great 
increase  of  traffic  crossing  the  junction  and  tracks  at  or  about  the  Ninety-sixth  street 
express  and  local  station.  As  shown  by  the  report  of  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Board 
of  Rapid  Transit  Railroad  Commissioners,  bearing  date  November  15,  1906,  and 
transmitted  to  the  said  Board,  it  appears  that  the  conditions  of  train  movement  under 
the  present  schedule  of  trains  running  into . Ninety-sixth  street  station  are  as  follows: 
"On  both  the  Broadway  and  Lenox  avenue  branches,  southbound  trains  during 
what  are  termed  the  '  rush  hours '  are  run  on  a  two-minute  schedule,  trains  being  alter- 
nately local  and  local  express  trains,  the  latter  being  trains  that  continue  as  express 
trains  only  south  of  Ninety-sixth  street.  This  provides  for  the  arrival  of  a  train  at 
Ninety-sixth  street  every  minute  from  the  north.  Half  of  these  trains,  the  Broad- 
way express  and  the  Lenox  locals,  have  to  cross  over  in  order  to  reach  their  proper 
running -tracks  to  and  south  of  Ninety-sixth  street.  This  results  in  a  congestion  of 
trains  waiting  to  enter  the  station,  sometimes  as  far  north  as  One  Hundred  and  Six- 
teenth street,  on  Broadway.  As  a  result  of  these  conditions,  it  is  impracticable  to  in- 
crease the  train  service  at  Ninety-sixth  street;  in  fact,  an  efficient  service  cannot  now 
be  obtained  from  the  present  running  interval."

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The  piopbsed  addition  to  the  route  and  the  additional  tracks  hereby  provided  for 
have  been  the  result  of  a  careful  investigation  of  the  conditions  both  by  the  Board  of  Rapid 
Transit  Railroad  Commissioners  and  by  the  Interborough  Rapid  Transit  Company,  and 
a  consultation  between  the  Engineers  employed  by  the  Board  and  by  the  said  com- 
pany, and  the  effect  of  the  said  addition  and  the  tracks  proposed  thereunder  will  be 
a  great  increase  in  the  facilities  and  in  the  safety  and  convenience  of  operating  the 
trains.  The  character  of  the  improvement  tersely  stated  is  the  elimination  of  all 
grade  crossings,  and  the  effect  will  be  a  great  increase  in  the  train  service. 

The  Board  of  Rapid  Transit  Railroad  Commissioners,  after  adopting  the  resolu- 
tion herewith  transmitted  on  the  27th  day  of  June,  1907,  went  out  of  office,  being 
abolished  by  chapter  429  of  the  Laws  of  1907,  and  the  said  act  further  provides  that 
the  Public  Service  Commission  for  the  First  District,  as  created  by  the  said  act,  should 
have  and  exercise  all  powers  heretofore  conferred  upon  the  Board  of  Rapid  Transit 
Railroad  Commissioners  under  chapter  4  of  the  Laws  of  1891,  and  acts  amendatory 
thereto,  and  that  all  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  Board  of  Rapid  Transit  Railroad 
Commissioners  conferred  and  imposed  by  any  statute  of  this  State,  should  be  exer- 
cised and  performed  by  the  PuWic  Service  Commission  for  the  First  District. 

In  pursuance  of  such  authority,  the  Public  Service  Commission  for  the  First 
District  transmits  to  you  herewith  the  annexed  certified  copies  of  the  said  resolution 
and  addition  to  the  routes  and  general  plan  adopted  as  aforesaid  on  the  27th  day  of 
June,  1907,  «ind  the  drawing  therein  referred  to,  and  the  same  are  now  submitted  to 
your  Honorable  Body  for  approval,  and  such  approval  and  consent  thereto  is  hereby 
requested.

($850,000),  said  sum  being  the  amount  heretofore  reported  by  the  Chief  Engineer  of 
the  late  Board  as  sufficient  to  meet  the  requirements  of  such  contract,  in  addition  to 
all  obligations  heretofore  incurred  and  to  be  satisfied  on  bonds  issued  under  the  au- 
thority of  the  said  section;  be  it  further 
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Resolved.  That  ihe  Chairman  and  the  Secretary  be  and  they  are  hereby  author- 
ized to  execute  and  transmit  for  the  purpose  aforesaid  the  communication  to  the 
Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  herewith  presented.

The  communication  referred  to  in  the  foregoing  resolution  and  read  before  its 
adoption  was  as  follows :

Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  of  The  City  of  New  York: 

Ge.ntlemen — The  Pubjic  Service  Commission  for  the  First  District  hereby  makes 
requisition  on  your  Honorable  Body,  pursuant  to  section  y;  of  the  Rapid  Transit  act 
for  an  issue  of  bonds  by  the  said  City  to  the  amount  of  $850,000,  for  the  purpose  of 
providing  necessary  means  for  the  construction  at  the  public  expense  of  a  certain  ex- 
tension of  the  Rapid  Transit  Railway  in  the  Borough  of  Manhattan,  from  a  point  at  or 
near  the  intersection  of  Broadway  with  West  Ninety-sixth  street,  and  running  thence 
northerly  along  and  under  Broadway  to  a  point  on  Broadway  between  One  Hundred 
and  First  street  and  One  Hundred  and  Second  street. 

The  said  Public  Service  Commission  for  the  First  District  also  submits  herewith  a 
proposed  supplemental  contracjt  to  be  entered  into  with  John  B.  McDonald  and  the 
Interborough  Rapid  Transit  Company  for  the  construction  of  the  said  extension,  and 
requests  your  Honorable  Body  to  consent  thereto  and  to  prescribe  a  limit  to  the  amount 
of  bonds  available  for  the  purpose  of  such  construction,  which  shall  be  sufficient  to 
meet  the  requirements  of  such  contract. 

The  Rapid  Transit  Board  on  January  14,  1897,  and  February  4,  1897,  adopted 
certain  routes  and  general  plan  for  a  rapid  transit  railroad  in  The  City  of  New  York. 

The  said  routes  and  general  plan  were  afterward  duly  approved  by  the  Municipal 
authorities,  and  were  duly  consented  to  by  Commissioners  appointed  by  the  Appellate 
Division  of  the  Supreme  Court,  which  consent  was  duly  confirmed  by  the  said  Appellate 
Division  in  lieu  of  the  consent  of  the  owners  of  a  majority  in  value  of  the  property 
along  the  said  route. 

On  or  about  February  21,  1900,  The  City  of  New  York  did,  by  the  Rapid  Transit 
Board,  enter  into  a  certain  contract  with  John  B.  McDonald  for  the  construction  and 
operation  of  said  rapid  transit  railroad. 

On  or  about  July  10,  1902,  the  said  John  B.  McDonald,  with  the  written  consent 
of  the  Rapid  Transit  Board,  concurred  in  by  six  members  thereof,  duly  assigned  the 
right  or  obligation  to  maintain  and  operate  the  said  rapid  transit  railroad  for  the  term 
of  years  specified  in  the  said  contract,  and  all  rights  included  in  the  leasing  provisions 
of  the  said  contract,  together  with  the  obligation  to  provide  equipment  for  the  said 
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railroad/ unto  the  Interborough  Rapid  Transit  Company,  which  company  also  guaran- 
teed the  performance  by  the  said  John  B.  McDonald  as  such  contractor  of  other  pro- 
visions of  his  said  contract. 

The  Board  of  Rapid  Transit  Railroad  Commissioners  adopted  a  resolution  on 
the  27th  day  of  June,  1907,  for  modifying  the  routes  and  general  plan  theretofore 
adopted  as  aforesaid,  so  as  to  provide  for  additional  tracks  near  Ninety-sixth  street, 
and  a  certified  copy  of  the  said  resolution  for  modifying  the  said  routes  and  addition 
to  the  same  was  transmitted  to  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  of  The  City 
of   New   York,   with   a   request   for   its   consent  and  approval   of  the    same   on   the 

day  of  August,  1907,  by  the  Public  Service  Commission  for  the  First  District, 

acting  as  the  successor  and  in  place  of  the  Board  of  Rapid  Transit  Railroad  Commis- 
sioners, under  authority  of  chapter  429  of  the  Laws  of  1907. 

The  work  now  proposed  is  extra  work,  under  t!ie  contract  of  February  21,  1900,  in 
pursuance  of  said  routes  and  plan  as  so  modified,  and  as  such  is  provided  for  in  that 
instrument.  The  said  contract  expressly  provides  that  the  Rapid  Transit  Board,  or  its 
successor,  shall  have  the  right  for  any  section  of  the  railroad  to  require  additional 
work  to  be  done  or  additional  materials  to  be  furnished,  or  both.  If  such  additional 
work  or  materials  shall  be  required,  then  the  reasonable  value  thereof  shall  be  addi- 
tionally paid  to  the  contractor. 

The  contract  further  provides  that  the  reasonable  value  of  any  additional  work 
or  material  required  by  the  Board  shall  be  determined  in  the  first  instance  by  the  Chief 
Engineer,  subject  to  an  appeal  by  either  the  contractor  or  the  City  to  a  Board  of  Arbi- 
tration. The  composition  and  mode  of  procedure  of  such  Board  of  Arbitration  are 
fully  provided  for  in  the  said  contract.  All  payments  made  for  additional  work  are 
to  be  included  in  the  cost  of  the  construction,  and  the  rent  payable  upon  the  contract  is 
a  percentage  upon  the  total  cost. 

In  this  supplemental  contract  it  is  proposed  to  make  to  the  said  routes  additions, 
briefly  described,  as  follows: 

An  additional  track  extending  along  the  easterly  side  of  Broadway,  from  a  point 
near  the  centre  line  of  Ninety-sixth  street  to  a  point  about  seventy-five  feet  north  of 
the  northerly  line  of  One  Hundred  and  Second  street. 

Also  two  additional  tracks  extending  along  the  westerly  side  of  Broadway,  from 
a  point  near  the  centre  line  of  Ninety-sixth  street  northerly  to  a  point  near  the  centre 
line  of  One  Hundred  and  First  street. 

And  also  spurs  and  connections  to  unite  the  said  three  additional  tracks  or  any  one 
or  more  of  them  with  any  of  the  other  tracks  constructed  upon  the  route. 

The  additional  tracks,  spurs  and  connections  to  be  provided  for,  above  briefly  de- 
scribed, are  to  built  (except  where  the  same  curve  to  unite  with  or  diverge  from  any 
of  the  four  tracks  constructed  upon  the  route)  between  the  walls  of  the  railroad  or 
subway  and  the  easterly  and  westerly  sides  of  Broadway,  respectively. 
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The  estimated  cost  of  the  extension  is  $850,000,  as  made  by  the  Chief  Engineer  of 
the  Board  of  Rapid  Transit  Railroad  Commissioners.  It  will  thus  be  seen  that  the 
proposed  extension  will  involve  an  additional  cost  to  the  City  of  $850,000.  Under 
the  terms  of  the  proposed  supplemental  contract,  the  amount  of  the  additional  payment 
to  the  contractor  is  to  be  determined  in  the  manner  provided  for  in  the  said  contract  of 
February  21,  1900,  that  is  to  say,  by  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Rapid  Transit  Board  or 
its  successors,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  arbitrators. 

The  proposed  agreement  has  been  approved  as  to  form  by  the  Corporation  Counsel 
of  The  City  of  New  York. 

The  Rapid  Transit  act  as  originally  passed  provided  that  bonds  to  be  issued  for 
construction  should  not  bear  a  higher  rate  of  interest  than  3^  per  cent.  This  act 
was  amended  at  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature,  so  as  to  provide  for  the  issue  of 
bonds  for  construction  purposes  at  a  rate  of  interest  to  be  fixed  by  the  Commissioners 
of  the  Sinking  Fund. 

The  proposed  supplemental  contract  now  transmitted  expressly  provides  that  the 
additional  cost  to  the  City  for  the  proposed  extension  shall  be  included  in  the  total 
cost  of  the  construction  of  the  railroad  in  determining  the  amount  of  rental  to  be 
paid,  and  that  in  computing  such  rental  the  interest  actually  paid  by  the  City  on  bonds 
heretofore  issued  or  that  may  hereafter  be  issued  for  construction,  shall  be  the  basis 
of  computation,  notwithstanding  the  rate  of  interest  so  paid  may  exceed  3^  per  cent. 

The  Board  of  Rapid  Transit  Railroad  Commissioners  was  abolished  by  chapter 
429  of  the  Laws  of  1907,  which  further  provided  that  the  Public  Service  Commission 
for  the  First  District,  as  created  by  the  said  act,  shall  have  and  exercise  all  powers 
heretofore  conferred  upon  the  Board  of  Rapid  Transit  Railroad  Commissioners,  under 
chapter  4  of  the  Laws  of  1891,  entitled  "An  act  to  provide  for  rapid  transit  railways 
in  cities  of  over  one  million  inhabitants,"  and  acts  amendatory  thereto,  and  it  is  herein 
further  provided  that  alt  of  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  Board  of  Rapid  Transit 
Railroad  Commissioners  conferred  and  imposed  by  any  statute  of  this  State,  are  di- 
rected to  be  exercised  and  performed  by  the  Public  Service  Commission  of  the  First 
District. 

By  that  act,  it  is  provided  that  wherever  the  term  "Board  of  Rapid  Transit  Com- 
missioners" occurs  in  any  law,  contract  or  document,  or  whenever  in  any  law,  contract 
or  document  reference  is  made  to  such  Board,  such  term  or  reference  shall  be  deemed 
to  refer  to  and  include  the  Public  Service  Commission  as  established  by  the  said 
chapter  429  of  the  Laws  of  1907,  so  far  as  such  law,  contract  or  document  pertains  to 
matters  which  are  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  said  Public  Service  Commission. 

In  pursuance,  therefore,  of  the  said  act,  and  of  the  authority  thereby  conferred 
and  directed  to  be  exercised,  the  Public  Service  Commission  for  the  First  District 
herewith  submits  the  said  proposed  supplemental  contract  for  the  said  tracks  at  Ninety- 
sixth  street,  to  be  entered  into  with  John  B.  McDonald  and  the  Interborough  Rapid 
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Transit  Company,  and  requests  your  Honorable  Body  to  consent  thereto,  and  to  pre- 
scribe the  limit  to  the  amount  of  bonds  available  for  the  purpose  of  such  construction, 
which  shall  be  sufficient  to  meet  the  requirements  of  such  contract.

Proceedings  for  Monday,  August  19t  1907. 


There  were  present — Chairman  William  R.  Willcox;  Commissioners  Edward  M. 
Bassett,  Milo  R.  Maltbie,  John  E.  Eustis,  Secretary  Travis  H.  Whitney.  There  was 
also  present,  George  S.  Rice,  Chief  Engineer. 

The  Secretary  stated  that  the  Counsel  had  transmitted  certain  additional  rules 
of  procedure  for  adoption  by  the  Commission.  The  Secretary  then  presented  pro- 
posed Rule  No.  22,  as  follows: 
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RULE  xxn. 

Governing  Applications  for  the  Permission  and  Approval  of  the  Commission  for 
THE  Construction  of  a  Railroad  or  of  a  Street  Railroad  or  an  Extension 
of  a  Railroad  or  of  a  Street  Surface  Railroad  Not  Wholly  Within  the 
Limits  of  any  City  or  Village,  or  for  the  Exercise  of  a  Franchise  or 
Right  Not  Theretofore  Lawfully  Exercised. 

First — The  application  for  such  permission  and  approval  shall  be  by  petition  veri- 
fied by  the  president  or  other  officer  of  the  corporation,  containing  the  matter  herein- 
below  required  and  asking  that  the  Commission  determine  that  such  construction  or 
the  exercise  of  such  franchise  is  necessary  or  convenient  for  the  public  service  and 
give  its  permission  and  consent  thereto. 
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Second — With  the  petition  shall  be  filed  all  documents  required  by  the  provisions 
of  Rule  XXI  to  be  filed  in  proceedings  under  such  rule,  and  any  other  documents  or 
certified  copies  of  records  evidencing  the  franchise  or  right  in  question  and  its  nature 
and  extent,  or  extending,  modifying  or  changing  any  of  the  purposes  or  powers  of 
the  applicant  corporation. 

Third— The  petition  shall 

(a)  Show  w^hether  in  a  proper  case  the  consent  of  the  abutting  property 

owners  has  been  obtained  and  recorded,  and  if  recorded,  the  time  and 
place  thereof. 

(b)  Show  whether  the  company  has  prior  to  June  6,  1907,  received  any  certi- 

ficate of  public  convenience  and  a  necessity  for  any  purpose,  and  if 
so  a  certified  copy  of  the  same  should  be  annexed. 

(c)  If  the  application  is  for  permission  to  exercise  a  franchise  or  right  not 

theretofore  lawfully  exercised,  the  reason  why  said  franchise  or  right 
has  not  been  theretofore  exercised. 

(d)  Any  other  matter  pertinent  to  the  application. 

Fourth — If  any  of  the  documents  herein  required  have  been  already  filed  with  the 
Commission,  duplicates  need  not  be  filed,  but  the  petition  shall  show  that  they  have 
already  been  filed,  and  the  date  of  filing.  All  copies  of  documents  filed  shall  be 
printed  or  typewritten  and  so  far  as  practicable  shall  be  upon  paper  eight  by  eleven 
inches  in  size  and  bound  on  the  left  edge. 

Fifth — Upon  filing  such  petition  the  Commission  shall  fix  a  time  and  place  for  a 
hearing  thereon,  giving  the  applicant  ten  days'  notice  thereof,  either  personally  or  by 
mail,  and  the  applicant  shall  publish  at  least  three  days  prior  to  such  hearing  a  notice 
of  such  application  and  hearing,  setting  forth  specificiilly  the  route  of  the  railroad  or 
street  railroad  or  the  extension  thereof  which  it  is  proposed  to  construct,  or  the 
nature  of  the  franchise  or  right  which  it  is  proposed  to  e.xercise,  or  such  other  matter 
as  the  Commission  may  require,  in  such  newspapers  and  jit  such  times  as  the  Commis- 
sion may  direct.  The  Commission  may  at  the  request  of  the  applicant  or  of  its  own 
motion  prescribe  a  shorter  notice  for  such  hearing  and  modify  the  directions  for  publi- 
cation accordingly.  The  Commission  may  at  the  hearing  or  any  adjourned  session 
require  the  applicant  to  file  any  other  documents  or  records  and  to  produce  any 
evidence  or  proof  which  the  Commission  may  deem  pertinent  to  the  application. 

Sixth — At  the  hearing  proof  must  be  made  by  the  applicant  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  Commission  of  full  compliance  with  all  provisions  of  law,  respecting  its  organiza- 
tion and  its  right  to  construct  the  railroad,  street  railroad  or  extension,  and  its  right 
to  exercise  such  franchise  or  right,  and  that  the  construction  and  operation  of  the 
railroads  or  street  railroad  or  extension  or  the  exercise  of  the  franchise  or  right,  is 
necessary  or  convenient  for  the  public  service.  If  the  application  is  for  the  extension 
of  a  street  surface  railroad  beyond  the  limits  of  any  city  or  incorporated  village,  the 
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applicant  must  show  whether  it  will  be  practically  parallel  with  a  street  surface  rail- 
road already  constructed  and  in  operation.  In  all  cases,  proof  must  be  made  of  the 
bona  fides  of  the  enterprise  and  of  the  financial  ability  of  the  applicant  to  construct 
the  railroad,  street  railroad  or  extension  or  to  operate  or  use  the  franchise  or  right  in 
such  way  as  to  benefit  the  public  service. 

It  was  moved  and  duly  seconded  that  Rule  No.  22  be  adopted.

The  Secretary  then  presented  proposed  Rule  No.  23,  as  follows: 

RULE  XXIII. 

Governing  Applications  under  Section  54  of  the  Public  Service  Cohimissions  Law. 

First — The  applications  shall  be  by  petition  verified  by  the  president  or  other 
officer  of  the  corporation,  containing  the  matter  hereinbefore  required  and  asking  that 
the  Commission  give  the  approval,  permission  or  consent  which  the  applicant  desires. 

Second — With  the  petition  shall  be  filed  the  following  papers : 

(a)  A  copy  certified  by  the  Secretary  of  State  and  County  Clerk,  or  other 

officer  with  whom  the  same  are  by  law  required  to  be  filed,  of  the 
Articles  of  Association  of  the  corporations  which  are  parties  to  the 
proposed  assignment,  transfer,  lease,  contract  or  agreement,  or  which 
propose  to  be  parties  to  the  purchase,  sale,  acquisition  or  taking  or 
holding  the  capital  stock. 

(b)  Duly  certified  copies  of  all  certificates,   statements  or  other  documents 

which  modify,  extend  or  change  the  purpose  or  powers  of  such  cor- 
porations, or  any  of  them. 

(c)  A  form  of  the  proposed  instrument  of  assignment,  transfer,  lease,  con- 

tract or  agreement  which  shall  contain  a  detailed  description  of  the 
franchise  or  rights  referred  to  or  affected  by  such  proposed  assign- 
ment, transfer,  lease,  contract  or  agreement. 

(d)  If  the  application  is  made  for  authority  to  hold  stock  as  collateral,  a 

certified  copy  of  the  certificate  of  organization  of  the  proposed  pledges. 

Third — The  petition  shall  contain  a  full  and  complete  statement  of  the  reasons 
for  such  assignment,  transfer,  lease,  contract  and  agreement  and  the  purposes  thereof. 
If  the  petition  asks  for  the  authorization  of  the  Commission  of  the  purchase  or  acquisi- 
tion, or  taking  or  holding  by  a  railroad  corporation  or  street  railroad  corporation  of 
any  part  of  the  capital  stock  of  a  like  corporation  or  common  carrier,  or  for  a  stock 
corporation  to  take  or  hold  more  than  ten  per  centum  of  the  capital  stock  of  a  railroad 
or  street  railroad  corporation  or  a  common  carrier  as  collateral  security,  the  petition

shall  contain  a  full  statement  of  the  proposed  transaction  and  the  reasons  therefor. 
The  petition  shall  contain  any  other  statement  or  information  which  may  be  pertinent 
to  the  application. 

Fourth — If  any  of  the  documents  hereinabove  required  have  been  already  filed 
with  the  Commission,  duplicates  need  not  be  filed,  but  the  petition  shall  show  that 
they  have  already  been  filed  and  the  date  of  filing.  The  Commission  may,  in  its  dis- 
cretion, dispense  with  filing  any  of  the  foregoing  papers.  All  papers  filed  should  be 
printed  or  typewritten  on  paper  eight  by  eleven  inches  in  size,  and  bound  on  the  left 
edge. 

Fifth — On  filing  the  said  petition,  the  Commission  may  grant  the  application  ex 
parte  and  give  its  consent,  permission,  authorization  or  approval  as  the  case  may  be, 
or  it  may  fix  a  time  and  place  for  hearing  the  application,  and  the  applicant  shall  give 
such  notice  thereof  either  by  publication  thereof  or  service  upon  specified  persons,  or 
both,  as  the  Commission  may  direct. 

Sixth — At  the  hearing  proof  must  be  made  that  such  assignment,  transfer,  lease, 
contract  or  agreement  or  the  purchase  or  acquisition  of  stock,  as  the  case  may  be,  is 
for  the  benefit  of  the  public  service. 

It  was  moved  and  duly  seconded  that  Rule  No.  23  be  adopted.

RULE  XXIV. 

Governing  applications   under   Section   55  of  the   Public   Service   Commissions 
Law,  for  the  approval  of  the  issue  of  stock,  bonds,  notes  and  other 
evidence  of  indebtedness. 
First— All   applications   shall  be  by   petition   verified  by  the   president   or   other 
officer   of   the  corporation,   containing  the   matter   hereinbelow    required   and   asking 
for  an  order  authorizing  the  issue  desired. 
Second — With  the  petition  shall  be  filed 

(a)  A   copy  of  the  Certificate  of  organization  of  the  petitioning  cor- 

poration, certified  by  the  Secretary  of  State  and  the  County 
Clerk. 

(b)  Duly  certified  copies  of  all  certificates,  statements  or  records  which 

modify,  change  or  extend  the  purposes  or  powers  of  such 
corporation,  showing  when  and  where  such  documents  were 
filed  or  entered. 

(c)  Duly  certified  copies  of  any  certificate,  record  or  order  required  by 

law  to  be  made  or  filed  in  order  to  authorize  the  corporation 
to  exercise  any  of  its  franchises  or  rights. 
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(d)  If  the  application  is  in  regard  to  an  increase  or  reduction  of  capital 

stock,  a  certificate  of  the  proceeding's  at  the  meeting  of  the 
stockholders,  or  the  unanimous  consent  thereof. 

(e)  If  the  application  is  in  regard  to  a  mortgage,  proof  of  the  consent 

of  the  stockholders  under  the  statute. 

Third — The  petition  shall  contain 

(a)  A  sworn  statement  in  detail  of  the  financial  condition  of  the  com- 

pany, giving  the  amount  and  kinds  of  the  capital  stock  out- 
standing and  the  rate  and  amount  of  dividends  declared  thereon 
during  the  past  five  years,  the  outstanding  indebtedness,  whether 
and  how  secured,  and  if  secured  by  mortgage  or  pledge,  a  copy 
of  the  instrument  shall  be  annexed  to  the  petition,  a  descrip- 
tion of  the  road,  and  in  general  terms  of  its  equipment,  and  a 
statement  of  the  cost  of  its  existing  property.  It  shall  contain 
a  statement  of  the  amount  of  any  of  its  stock  held  by  other 
corporations  and  their  names  and  the  amount  held  by  each. 

(b)  A  statement  of  the  amount  and  kind  of  stock  which  the  corporation 

desires  to  issue,  and,  if  preferred,  the  rate  of  dividends  secured 
to  be  paid  by  it,  and  whether  cumulative,  a  statement  of  the  amount 
of  bonds,  notes  and  other  evidence  of  indebtedness  which  the 
corporation  desires  to  issue,  the  terms,  the  rate  of  interest  and 
whether  and  how  to  be  secured,  and  if  to  be  secured  by  a 
mortgage  or  pledge,  the  terms  thereof. 

'  (c)  A  statement  of  the  use  to  which  the  capital  to  be  secured  by  the 
issue  of  such  stock,  bonds,  notes  or  other  evidence  of  indebted- 
ness is  to  be  put  with  a  definite  statement  of  how  much  is 
to  be  used  for  the  acquisition  of  property,  how  much  for  the 
construction,  completion,  extension  or  improvement  of  facilities, 
how  much  for  the  improvement  of  its  service,  how  much  for 
the  maintenance  of  its  service,  and  how  much  for  the  discharge 
or  refunding  of  its  obligations. 

(d)  A  statement  in  detail  of  the  property  which  is  to  be  acquired,  with 
its  value,  a  detailed  description  of  the  construction,  completion, 
extension  or  improvement  of  facilities  set  forth  in  such  a 
manner  that  an  estimate  may  be  made  of  its  cost,  a  statement 
of  the  character  of  the  improvement  of  its  service  proposed, 
and  of  the  reasons  why  the  service  should  be  maintained  from 
its  capital;  if  it  is  proposed  to  discharge  or  refund  its  obliga- 
tions, a  statement  of  the  nature  and  description  of  such  obli- 
gations, including  their  par  value  and  the  amount  for  which 
they  were  actually  sold  and  the  application  of  the  proceeds. 
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(e)  A   statement  showing  whether  any   contracts   have  been  made   for 

the  acquisition  of  such  property,  or  for  such  construction, 
completion,  extension  or  improvement  of  facilities,  or  for  the 
disposition  of  any  of  the  stock,  bonds,  notes  or  evidence  of 
indebtedness  which  it  is  proposed  to  issue  or  the  avails  thereof, 
and  if  any  such  contracts  have  been  made,  copies  thereof 
should  be  annexed  to  the  petition. 

(f)  A  statement  showing  whether  any  of  the  outstanding  stock  or  bonds 

or  other  obligations  of  the  company  have  been  issued  or  used 
in  capitalizing  any  franchise  or  any  right  to  own,  operate  or 
enjoy  any  franchise  or  any  contract  for  consolidation  or  lease, 
and,  if  so,  the  amount  thereof  and  the  franchise,  right,  contract 
or  lease  so  capitalized. 

(g)  If  the  stock  is  to  be  issued  by  a  corporation  formed  b^'  the  merger 

or  consolidation  of  two  or  more  other  corporations,  the  peti- 
tion shall  contain  a  complete  statement  of  the  financial  con- 
dition of  the  corporations  so  consolidated,  of  the  kind  required 
by  subdivision  (a)  hereinabove  set  forth,  and  of  their  capital 
stock  at  the  par  value  thereof. 

(h)  The  petition  shall  contain  a  statement  of  any  other  facts  pertinent 
to  the  application. 

Fourth — If  any  of  the  documents  have  been  filed  with  the  Commission,  duplicates 
need  not  be  filed,  but  the  time  of  filing  shall  be  givep.  All  papers  should  be  printed 
or  typewritten,  and  so  far  as  practicable  be  on  paper  eight  by  eleven  inches  in  size 
and  bound  on  the  left  edge. 

Fifth — On  receipt  of  the  petition,  the  Commission  shall  fix  a  time  and  place  for 
a  hearing  thereon,  and  shall  give  to  the  applicant  not  less  than  ten  days'  notice  thereof, 
cither  personally  or  by  mail;  the  applicant  shall  publish  a  notice  of  the  application 
and  the  time  and  place  of  the  hearing,  in  such  newspapers  and  at  such  times  as 
the  Commission  shall  direct.  The  Commission  may  prescribe  the  terms  and  contents 
of  such  publication.  The  Commission  may,  at  the  request  of  the  applicant  or  on  its 
own  motion,  prescribe  a  shorter  notice  for  such  hearing  and  modify  its  directions 
for  publication  accordingly. 

Sixth — At  the  hearing  the  applicant  shall  produce  such  witnesses  and  furnish 
such  books,  papers,  documents  and  contracts  as  the  Commission  shall  at  any  time 
before  final  decision  on  the  application  require,  and  must  establish  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Commission  that  the  proposed  issue  of  stocks,  bonds,  notes  or  other  evidence 
of  indebtedness  is  for  the  b<inefit  of  the  public  service. 

It  was  moved,  and  duly  seconded,  that  proposed  Rule  No.  24  be  adopted.

Public  Service  Commission  for  the  First  District,  Travis  H.  Whitney,  Esq.,  Secretary: 
Dear  Sir— I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  August  12  inquiring  as  to  the  pro- 
vision of  section  23  of  the  Public  Service  Commissions  Law,  respecting  notice  of  cor- 
porations to  the  Commission  of  the  receipt  of  certified  copies  of  orders,  and  referring 
to  a  letter  of  William  Grccnough,  said  to  be  an  attorney  for  the  New  York,  New 
Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad. 
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I  think  that  in  the  case  of  such  a  corporation,  the  notification  to  the  Public 
Service  Commission  of  the  receipt  of  its  order  given  by  the  corporation  to  which  it 
is  addressed  must  be  signed  by  a  person  or  officer  duly  authorized,  and  should 
be  acknowledged  by  him  in  the  form  prescribed  by  law  for  the  acknowledgment  of 
deeds  by  corporations  to  be  used  in  this  State.  I  think,  however,  that  the  provision 
for  acknowledgment  is  merely  directory,  and  that  a  communication  admitting  the 
receipt  of  an  order,  if  signed  by  the  President,  Secretary  or  General  Manager  of  the 
corporation,  may  be  accepted  by  you  without  acknowledgment,  if  you  wish  to  do  so, 
but  I  do  not  think  an  attorney  can  be  presumed  to  have  any  authority  to  admit  receipt  of 
such  orders  except,  perhaps,  after  proceedings  before  the  Commission  have  been 
instituted,  in  w^hich  he  has  entered  formal  appearance,  and  that  in  his  case  a  formal 
acknowledgment  of  the  notification  should  be  required. 

It  will  not  be  proper  for  you  to  state  to  Mr.  Greenough  that  such  notification 

may  be  sent  to  the  Public  Service  Commission  by  mail.    It  is  the  duty  of  the  railroad 

company  to  give  the  notification  to  the  Commission  required  by  the  section  of  the 

law«  and  it  is  not  material  how  the  notice  is  transmitted,  provided  it  is  received, 

but  you  may  not  authorize  any  corporation  to  commit  its  required  notification  to  the 

risk  of  the  mails.

Dear  Sir— Referring  to  your  letter  of  August  3d,  transmitting  copy  of  resolu- 
tion of  the  Public  Service  Commission,  dated  August  2,  1907,  and  to  your  conference 
yesterday  with  our  secretary,  Mr.  Frank  E.  Haff,  and  myself,  as  to  just  what  would 
be  required  of  us  in  compliance  with  the  resolution  referred  to,  I  beg  to  inquire 
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whether  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Long  Island  Railroad  Company  is  a  steam  sur- 
face railroad,  incorporated  in  1834,  under  a  special  act  of  the  Legislature  of  that  year, 
and  operating  throughout  the  territory  over  which  your  Commission  has  jurisdiction, 
upon  a  private  right  of  way,  and  not  along  or  upon  public  streets  and  highways,  it 
will  not  be  entirely  satisfactory  to  you,  if  we  omit  from  among  the  other  documents 
to  be  -supplied  to  the  Commission  in  compliance  with  its  resolution,  deeds  and  other 
documents  in  the  chain  of  our  title.  I  make  this  suggestion  in  view  of  ybur  statement 
to  us  that  the  primary  object  of  your  Board  in  asking  public  service  corporations 
for  the  data  and  information  called  for  b}'  the  resolution,  is  to  procure  accurate  and 
complete  information  as  to  franchises  owned  and  operated  by  the  various  railroad 
companies. 

As  explained  to  you  yesterday,  it  will  be  not  only  a  difficult  but  an  extremely 
burdensome  and  expensive  task  for  us  to  supply  certified  copies  of  deeds  for  our 
right  of  way  and  property,  and  in  view  of  the  purpose  of  your  inquiry,  may  I  be  per- 
mitted to  respectfully  suggest  that  it  would  not  enlighten  or  aid  the  Commission  for 
us  to  do  so? 

Will  you  be  kind  enough  to  take  the  matter  up  with  the  members  of  your  Board 
and  let  me  know  whether  the  filing  by  the  Long  Island  Railroad  Company  with  your 
Board,  of  such  data  and  documents  asked  for,  as  are  applicable  to  our  company, 
exclusive  of  the  deeds  of  its  property,  will  not  be  entirely  satisfactory?

The  report  indicates  generally  that  the  express  service  on  Sundays  is  adequate 
for  the  larger  part  of  the  day,  but  is  not  sufficient  during  the  rush  hours,  and 
especially  during  the  evening. 

The  local  service  is  sufficient  at  all  hours  during  the  day.  The  conditions  can 
be  improved  by  an  increase  in  the  car  make-up  of  the  trains,  and  in  the  number  of 
trains  per  hour  during  the  crowded  period.

Dear  Sir — Herewith  are  three  copies  of  a  report  of  Assistant  Engineer  James 
P.  Locke,  relative  to  subway  traffic  observations  taken  Sunday,  August  4,  1907,  and 
three  (3)  sets  of  blue  prints  of  the  charts  and  tables  referred  to  therein,  except  the 
tabulation  of  the  time  observations  showing  the  length  of  stops  at  each  station,  etc 
These  tabulations  are  now  being  prepared  and  will  be  transmitted  as  soon  as  com- 
pleted. 

The  observations  show  the  service  is  inadequate  during  the  following  periods: 

1.  Lenox  Avenue  Expresses — On  downtown  trains  leaving  Ninety-sixth  street, 
between  10  and  11  a.  m.  On  downtown  trains  leaving  Grand  Central  station  between 
9  and  II  p.  m.  On  uptown  trains  leaving  Brooklyn  Bridge,  Grand  Central  station 
and  Ninety-sixth  street  stations,  between  9  and  12  p.  m. 

2.  Broadway  Expresses— On  downtown  trains  leaving  Ninety-sixth  street,  be- 
tween 7  and  9  p.  m.  On  downtown  trains  leaving  Grand  Central  station  between 
3  and  4  p.  m.,  and  between  8  and  11  p.  m.  On  uptown  trains  leaving  Brooklyn  Bridge 
station,  between  10  and  12  p.  m.,  and  on  uptown  trains  leaving  Ninety-sixth  street 
station  between  2  and  3  p.  m. 

3.  All  Local  Trains — ^The  service  on  all  local  trains  is  fully  adequate. 

The  crowded  conditions  prevalent  during  the  above  mentioned  periods  of  inade- 
quate service  could  easily  be  eliminated  if  the  six-car  ten-train  per  hour  schedule 
were  maintained  until  twelve  o'clock  Sunday  night.

Dear  Sir — I  have  to  submit  the  following  report  on  subway  traffic  observations 
taken  on  Sunday,  August  4,  1907 : 

Observations  were  made  at  each  of  the  following  stations : 

Brooklyn  Bridge,  Grand  Central  and  Ninety-sixth  Street  Stations,  from  10  p.  m., 
Saturday,  August  3,  to  2  a.  m.,  Monday,  August  5.  At  each  station  observations  were 
made  of  the  downtown  local  and  express  and  uptown  local  and  express  trains. 

The  destination,  mmiber  of  first  car,  time  of  arrival  and  departure  of  each  train, 
and  the  load  condition  of  each  car  in  every  train  were  recorded. 

The  time  observations  have  been  tabulated  in  such  form  as  to  show'  the  length  of 
stop  at  each  of  the  three  stations,  and  the  running  time  of  each  train  between  stations. 
The  load  condition  observations  have  been  plotted  so  as  to  show  graphically  for  each 
hour  the  average  loading  of  each  car  of  an  average  train,  and  the  average  train  loading 
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for  each  hour.  There  are  also  four  sheets  showing  in  tabular  form  the  increase  and 
decrease  in  number  of  scheduled  and  observed  trains  from  March,  1906,  when  previous 
observations  were  taken: 

Chart  No.  i. 
This  shows  the  average  train  loading  of  each  line  for  every  hour  in  the  day  (Sun- 
day) : 

Lenox  Avenue  Expresses — Downtown  trains  leaving  Ninety-sixth  street  show  full 
and  one-third  more  passengers  standing  than  sitting  between  10  and  11  a.  m.  Trains 
leaving  Grand  Central  Station  between  9  and  11  p.  m.  show  all  seats  occupied  and  from 
one-third  to  two-thirds  more  people  standing. 

Uptown  trains  leaving  Brooklyn  Bridge,  Grand  Central  and  Ninety-sixth  street 
show  all  scats  occupied  and  one-third  as  many  people  standing  as  were  sitting  from 
9  to  12  p.  m. 

Broadway  Expresses — Downtown  trains  leaving  Ninety-sixth  street  had  all  seats 
occupied  and  one-third  as  many  people  standing  as  sitting  between  7  and  9  p.  m. 
Leaving  Grand  Central  Station  all  seats  were  occupied  and  one-third  as  many  people 
standing  as  sitting  between  3  and  4  p.  m.,  and  from  8  to  11  p.  m.  one-third  to  two- 
thirds  as  many  people  standing  as  sitting. 

Uptown  trains  leaving  Brooklyn  Bridge  between  10  and  12  p.  m.  had  all  seats  occu- 
pied and  one -third  as  many  people  standing  as  sitting ;  also  trains  leaving  Ninety-sixth 
street  between  2  and  3  p.  m.  were  full  and  had  one-third  as  many  people  standing  as 
sitting. 

Charts  Nos.  2  and  3. 

Car  loading  of  Broadway  and  Lenox  avenue  expresses : 

These  charts  show  in  more  detail  the  average  load  conditions  of  each  car  in  an 
average  train  for  the  different  hours  of  the  day. 

Chart  No.  2,  Broadway  Expresses. 

Southbound — Between  10  and  11  a.  m.  an  average  train  leaving  Ninety-sixth  street 
shows  one-third  as  many  people  standing  as  sitting  in  the  third  car.  This  standing  was 
unnecessary,  as  the  last  car  averaged  only  two-thirds  full,  and  passengers  could  have 
found  seats  by  going  back.  Between  7  and  9  p.  m.  the  cars  were  all  filled  and  from 
one-third  to  two-thirds  as  many  people  were  standing  as  sitting  in  the  majority  of  cars. 
Between  7  and  8  p.  m.  the  number  of  trains  was  reduced  from  ten  to  nine,  and  between 
8  and  9  o'clock  p.  m.  still  further  reduced  to  seven  trains.  Between  8  and  9  p.  m. 
trains  were  reduced  from  six  to  five.  During  these  same  hours  (7  to  9  p.  m.)  and  9  to 
10  p.  m.,  the  cars  were  more  crowded  leaving  Grand  Central  than  at  Ninety-sixth 
street;  also  between  2  and  4  in  the  afternoon  passengers  were  obliged  tto  stand 
on  trains  southbound  from  Grand  Central  Station. 
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Northbound — Between  lo  and  12  p.  m.  passengers  had  to  stand  from  Brooklyn 
Bridge  to  Grand  Cdntral.  Leaving  Grand  Central  and  Ninety-sixth  street,  cars  were 
full  but  not  crowded.  At  Ninety-sixth  street  between  2  and  4  p.  m.  cars  had  passen- 
gers standing. 

Chart  No.  3,  Lenox  Avenue  Expresses, 

Southbound — Passengers  standing  in  trains  leaving  Ninety-sixth  street  between 
9  and  II  a.  m.  and  10  and  11  p.  m.,  five-car  trains.  Leaving  Grand  Central  Station, 
passengers  standing  in  trains  from  8  to  12  p.  m.  Between  9  and  10  p.  m.  the  number  of 
trains  was  reduced  and  the  number  of  cars  reduced  from  six  to  five  in  each  train. 

Northbound — Passengers  standing  in  trains  leaving  Brooklyn  Bridge,  Grand  Cen- 
tral and  Ninety-sixth  street  from  9  to  12  p.  -m.  Number  of  trains  reduced  from  ten 
to  eight  between  9  and  10  p.  m.,  and  to  seven  between  10  and  11  p.  m.,  and  increased  to 
eight  again  between  11  and  12  p.  m.  Six-car  trains  reduced  to  five  cars  between  10 
and  II  p.  m. 

Charts  Nos,  4,  5,  6  and  J—Local  Service,  Broadway  and  Lenox  Avenue. 

These  charts  show  the  local  cars  seldom  were  more  than  two-thirds  full  and  the 
trains  averaged  below  two-thirds  of  their  seating  capacity  during  the  entire  day. 

On  all  of  the  charts  submitted  the  figures  in  the  upper  right  hand  corner  of  each 
square  show  actual  number  of  trains  observed  in  the  different  hours.  The  figures  in 
upper  left  hand  comer  of  Ninety-sixth  Street  Station  squares  show  scheduled  number 
of  trains  at  Ninety-sixth  street  (obtained  from  the  Interborough  Company). 

The  express  service,  while  adequate  for  the  larger  part  of  the  day,  was  not  suf- 
ficient in  the  rush  hours,  and  especially  during  Sunday  evening. 

If  the  six-car,  ten-train  per  hour  schedule  were  maintained  until  12  o'clock  Sun- 
day night,  most,  if  not  all,  of  the  standing  would  be  avoided. 

Comparing  this  year's  results  with  those  obtained  in  March,  1906,  it  is  seen  that 
while  the  local  schedule  has  been  reduced,  the  service  is  still  fully  adequate.  The 
express  schedule  has  been  materially  increased,  but  is  not  yet  sufficient.

Deax  Sir — I  submit  herewith  drawing  No.  4,  Section  9-0-2  of  the  Brooklyn 
loop  lines,  showing  proposed  slight  changes  in  grade  on  Centre  street,  between  Worth 
and  Walker  streets,  with  copy  of  correspondence  in  reference  thereto. 

This  suggested  change  in  grade  is  principally  due,  as  you  will  see  by  reference 
to  the  profile  and  cross-section  at  White  street,  to  the  depression  of  the  east  side  of 
Centre  street  at  White  street  where  there  is  a  very  bad  grade  condition.  By  reference 
to  the  correspondence  referred  to,  you  will  note  that  this  matter  has  been  submitted 
to  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Department  of  Highways,  and  also  to  the  Degnon 
Contracting  Company  who  are  concerned  in  doing  the  work. 

The  entire  street  surface  on  Centre  street  will  be  disturbed  at  these  points  in- 
dependent of  this  change  of  grade,  and  the  Degnon  Contracting  Company  have  ex- 
pressed their  willingness  to  restore  the  street  surface  on  the  new  lines  without  any 
extra  claim,  for  the  reason  that,  while  it  will  necessitate  some  slight  changes  in  the 
cross  streets  adjacent  to  Centre  street,  it  will  give  the  contractors  more  headroom  to 
handle  pipes,  surface  railroad  tracks,  etc. 

Chief  Engineer  Tillson  of  the  Highway  Department,  who  approves  of  this 
change,  suggests  that  these  plans  be  first  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Estimate  and 
Apportionment  for  their  approval,  and  I  consider  this  advisable. 

I  will,  therefore,  recommend  that  these  changes  in  the  grade  be  made  as  in- 
dicated.

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Paragraph  IX  of  the  said  certificate  at  page  24  of  the  printed  pamphlet,  inclosed 
herewith,  provides  as  follows: 

"These  franchises  are  granted  upon  the  express  condition  that  the  Railroad  Com- 
pany within  sixty  (60)  days  after  the  date  on  which  they  are  accepted  by  the  Railroad 
Company,  or  such  other  period  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  Board,  and  before  any- 
thing is  done  in  exercise  of  the  rights  conferred  hereby,  shall  file  with  the  Comptroller 
of  the  City  a  bond  in  the  penal  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  ($5,000)  in  a  form  to  be 
approved  by  the  Board.  Such  bond  shall  be  executed  by  the  Railroad  Company  and 
by  a  surety  or  sureties  approved  by  the  Board.  The  Railroad  Company  may,  at  its 
option,  in  lieu  of  such  bond,  deposit  with  the  Comptroller  the  sum  of  five  thousand 
dollars  ($5,000),  either  in  moneys  or  securities  approved  by  the  Board.  The  said  bond 
and  the  moneys  or  securities  deposited  in  lieu  thereof  shall  be  security  for  the  perform- 
ance by  the  Railroad  Company  of  all  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  franchise  hereby 
granted,  especially  those  terms  and  conditions  which  relate  to  the  annual  payments  to 
be  made  to  the  City  as  hereinbefore  provided." 

I  understand  that  you  have  among  the  records  turned  over  to  you  by  the  Rapid 
Transit  Board  three  identical  originals  of  this  certificate  of  franchise. 

As  the  certificate  and  franchise  were  accepted  by  the  Company  on  June  25,  1907, 
the  time  within  which  the  bond  .must  be  filed  with  the  Comptroller  of  the  City  expires 
on  August  24,  1907.  On  behalf  of  the  Long  Island  Railroad  Company  I  inclose  its  bond 
in  the  penal  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  ($5,ooo\  executed  by  that  Company  and  by 
the  American  Surety  Company  of  New  York  as  surety.  If  the  form  of  this  bond  be 
satisfactory  to  the  Commission  I  would  be  glad  if  its  approval  be  indorsed  upon  the 
bond,  in  order  that  we  may  file  it  with  the  Comptroller  within  the  time  required  by  the 
certificate.

I  will 
say  in  connection  with  the  latter,  that  I  have  all  these  claims  in  detail,  and  they  are 
now  under  consideration  by  me,  and  I  expect  to  be  able  to  report  on  them  in  about 
four  weeks. 

In  connection  with^he  extra  claim  above  referred  to,  there  is  also  a  claim  for 
ducts  under  the  contract,  and  for  both  of  these  claims  I  have  a  large  amount  of  detail 
matter  in  the  form  of  bills  from  the  contractor.  These  require  careful  consideration 
and  investigation  before  I  can  report  on  them  to  the  Commission  as  to  what,  in  my 
opinion  should  be  paid  or  not  be  paid,  and  a  great  many  of  them  will  undoubtedly 
have  to  go  to  arbitration  as  provided  in  the  contract.

Dear  Sir — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  August  12,  transmitting  an  application 
made  by  Mr.  Burton  Thompson  for  the  privilege  of  putting  a  window  in  the  subway 
wall  at  building  No.  i  Wall  street.  He  apparently  makes  his  application  on  behalf  of 
a  corporation  known  as  the  "No.  i  Wall  Street  Corporation."  On  June  12,  1907,  he 
made  a  similar  application  to  the  3o«ird  of  Rapid  Transit  Railroad  Commissioners. 
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The  No.  I  Wall  Street  G)rporation,  under  a  contract  with  the  Board  of  Rapid 
Transit  Railroad  Commissioners,  which  appears  at  page  4364  of  the  Minutes  in  October 
last,  appears  to  have  an  entrance  from  its  building  to  the  Rector  street  station  of  the 
subway,  constructed  under  the  Brooklyn-Manhattan  contract,  known  as  Contract  No.  2. 
The  contractor,  the  Rapid  Transit  Subway  Construction.  Company,  and  the  assignee  of 
the  lease  portion  of  that  contract,  namely,  the  Interborough  Rapid  Transit  Company, 
are  also  parties. 

Your  inquiry  is  as  to  what  procedure  should  be  followed  in  applications  for  win- 
dows of  this  character,  and  includes  the  question  whether  it  is  necessary  for  the  Inter- 
borough Rapid  Transit  Company  first  to  consent  before  the  consent  of  the  Commis- 
sion  is  given. 

I  *have  no  doubt  that  before  a  show  window  or  any  window  of  the  character  de- 
sired by  this  applicant  can  be  constructed  in  the  wall  of  the  subway  structure  the  con- 
sent of  the  lessee,  in  this  case  the  Interborough  Rapid  Transit  Company,  is  essential. 
I  think,  also,  inasmuch  as  the  Brooklyn- Manhattan  contract  is  not  yet  entirely  com- 
pleted, that  the  consent  of  the  contractor  for  construction,  the  Rapid  Transit  Subway 
Construction  Company,  would  also  be  essential. 

As  to  procedure,  I  suggest  that  the  consent  of  these  corporations  should  be  re- 
•quired  fr'xor  to  an  application  being  made  to  this  Commission  for  its  consent  and  ap- 
proval, though  it  would  be  practicable,  if  the  terms  of  the  application  were  satisfactory, 
to  pass  a  resolution  approving  the  application  and  stating  specifically  that  the  same 
should  be  subject  to  the  consent  of  the  Interborough  Rapid  Transit  Company  and  the 
Rapid  Transit  Subway  Construction  Company,  which  in  each  case  should  be  ac- 
knowledged and  filed  with  the  Commission. 

I  find  that  in  the  case  of  previous  applications,  after  investigation  by  the  Standing 
Committee  on  Plans  and  Contracts  of  the  late  Board,  it  was  suggested  that  applicants 
should  pay  a  uniform  rate  of  one  dollar  per  square  foot  per  month  for  show  window 
space,  the  owner  of  the  window  to  pay  all  expenses  of  installation  and  the  work  to  be 
done  in  accordance  with  plans  approved  by  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Board;  that  the 
terms  should  be  subject  to  renewal  annually,  and  the  privilege  subject  to  revocation 
by  the  Board  on  sixty  days*  notice  in  writing,  and  that  the  owners  of  the  show  windows 
save  the  City  harmless  from  any  and  all  injury  which  might  be  sustained  to  said 
show  windows  or  premises  in  the  rear  of  the  same,  or  in  any  building  erected  thereon, 
by  reason  of  anything  of  any  nature  or  kind  whatsoever  happening  to  said  premises 
by  reason  of  such  show  windows  fronting  on  the  subway.  The  consent  of  the  Inter- 
borough Rapid  Transit  Company  was  also  required,  inasmuch  as  that  company  had 
called  the  attention  of  the  Board  to  the  provision  of  the  Brooklyn-Manhattan  contract, 
page  169,  denying  in  general  advertising  privileges  to  that  company,  and  suggesting  that 
it  was  not  consistent  to  grant  such  privileges  to  exceptional  property  owners. 
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I  am  now  advised  by  the  Chief  Engineer  that  no  show  window  privileges  of  this 
description  have  ever  been  granted,  though  in  cases  where  property  owners  conveyed 
property  or  rights  to  the  City  some  such  privileges  have  been  obtained.

Commissioner   Bassett  presented  the   following   report  from   the   Committee  on 

Surface  of  Fulton  Street  and  Flatbush  Avenue: 

1003 

The  street  surface  work  connected  with  the  Brooklyn  subway,  from  Fulton  street 
at  Borough  Hall  station  through  Flatbush  avenue  to  the  Long  Island  station,  referred 
to  this  committee,  was  begun  on  Wednesday,  July  18.  At  that  time,  although  the 
subway  for  almost  the  entire  distance  of  Fulton  street  was  completed  and  considerable 
progress  had  been  made  in  paving  and  finishing  the  surface,  the  following  objection- 
able features  remained: 

(i)  In  front  of  the  Hall  of  Records  on  Fulton  street  large  piles  of  material  had 
accumulated  and  the  sidewalk  was  in  bad  condition.  At  the  intersection  of  Willough- 
by  and  Fulton  streets  several  large  openings  existed  which  were  in  the  way  of  traffic, 
and  almost  all  of  the  street  at  this  point  was  planked  over  and  had  not  been  back 
filled. 

(2)  Between  Court  street  and  Smith  street  large  piles  of  paving  stones  and  other 
material  impeded  trafiic. 

(3)  The  Smith  street  crossing  was  in  bad  shape  owing  to  the  work  of  the  Coney 
Island  and  Brooklyn  Railroad. 

(4)  At  Hoyt  street  station  large  clumsy  bridges  encumbered  the  sidewalks  on 
both  sides  of  Hoyt  street.  Part  of  the  sidewalk  between  Hoyt  street  and  Elm  place 
was  not  paved,  most  of  the  street  remained  planked  over  and  had  not  been  back  filled. 
On  the  north  side  of  the  street  another  bridge  encumbered  the  sidewalk  and  Duffield 
street  was  full  of  material. 

(5)  At  intersection  of  Gold  street  and  DeKalb  avenue  a  large  space  still  remained 
planked  over  and  had  not  been  back  filled,  by  reason  of  misunderstandings  betw^een 
the  subway  contractors  and  the  railway  companies.  The  DeKalb  avenue  shaft  was  also 
located  at  this  intersection  and  will  remain,  owing  to  the  siding  at  this  point,  and  was 
planned  to  take  care  of  the  Flatbush  avenue  excavating. 

(6)  At  Bond  street  a  large  opening  existed,  running  for  some  distance  up  the 
street,  which  was  held  open  on  account  of  the  Edison  Company's  work. 

(7)  Approaching  Hanover  place  the  work  was  in  bad  condition,  sidewalks  and 
vaults  being  uncompleted  and  littered  with  material  and  the  street  being  unpaved  and 
in   most   places   planked   over.     Hanover  place   was   encumbered    with    old   building 
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material,  some  of  which  the  property  owners  claimed  had  been  there  for  months, 
and  although  the  subway  was  roofed  over  for  200  feet  east  of  Hanover  place,  no 
finishing  had  been  attempted  whatsoever. 

(8)  From  Nevins  street  to  State  street  the  entire  length  of  Flatbush  avenue 
was  given  over  to  the  subway  contractors,  including  the  adjacent  side  streets,  and 
only  the  minimum  allowable  space  was  given  to  traffic  and  to  property  owners. 

(9)  At  the  Long  Island  station  excavating  had  just  begun,  so  that  conditions 
at  this  point  were  not  serious. 

(10)  Our  first  effort  was  to  give  immediate  relief  to  Fulton  street  from  Borough 
Hall  station  to  Hanover  place  by  compelling  the  contractors  and  various  corporations 
to  agree  on  minor  points  causing  delays,  by  forcing  completion  of  many  small  items 
of  work  that  were  keeping  large  portions  of  the  street  impassable,  and  by  causing  the 
contractors  to  clear  up  useless  materials  and  reset  the  pavements  over  the  whole. 
This  work  was  completed  by  August  6.  The  paving  as  now  relaid  is  not  in  perfect 
condition  and  should  be  improved. 

A  careful  observation  of  that  portion  of  the  subway  which  yet  remains  to  be 
completed  clearly  shows  that  a  similar  cleaning-up  process  can  be  carried  on  at 
Flatbush  avenue,  from  a  point  100  feet  south  of  the  intersection  of  Nevins  street  to 
the  end  of  State  street,  and  while  this  work  cannot  be  done  with  the  rapidity  of  the 
Fulton  street  work,  there  is  no  reason  why  by  October  i  this  section  cannot  be  put  into 
exactly  the  condition  of  Fulton  street  at  the  present  time. 

This  will  afford  a  great  deal  of  relief,  both  to  upbound  department  store  traffic, 
through  Livingston  street  and  Schermerhorn  street,  and  also  to  the  property  owners 
in  the  immediate  neighborhood,  who  have  suffered  more  and  longer  than  any  others 
along  the  subway. 

This  work  should  be  immediately  pushed  with  the  following  aims  in  view : 

Complete  opening  up  of  Nevins  street  to  through  traffic  direct  to  Fulton  street; 
the  opening  up  of  Livingston  street  through  to  Lafayette  avenue  and  the  absolute 
completion  of  the  new  trolley  lines  through  these  streets  at  not  later  than  Septem- 
ber 25,  the  paving  over  the  sidewalks  and  streets  of  Flatbush  avenue  for  the  entire 
distance,  and  removal  therefrom  of  all  building  materials,  as  also  from  the  adjoining 
side  streets. 

After  careful  study  of  all  the  conditions  which  govern  the  completion  of  this 
work,  including  the  completion  of  the  subway  proper,  the  work  of  the  Sewer  and 
Water  Departments,  and  of  the  telephone,  gas  and  electric  light  companies,  we  arc 
confident  that  there  is  no  reason  why  this  work  cannot  be  accomplished.  It  also 
seems  necessary  to  open  up  Nevins  street  immediately  on  account  of  the  narrowness 
of  the  thoroughfare,  but  the  contractors  should  be  allowed  to  use  the  other  side 
streets  until  October  i  in  order  that  they  will  have  no  obstruction  to  the  rapid 
completion  of  the  work;  providing,  however,  that  a  free  passageway  for  teams  should 
always  be  open. 
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The  cleaning  up  of  Fulton  street,  which  to-day  is  practically  accomplished,, 
followed  by  the  cleaning  up  of  Flatbush  avenue  in  the  section  mentioned  by  October  i,. 
will  leave  but  two  sections,  namely,  the  intersection  of  Flatbush  avenue  and  Fulton 
street  and  the  Long  Island  station,  to  be  completed.  At  Flatbush  avenue  and  Fulton 
street,  owing  to  the  great  difficulty  of  the  work,  the  delay  will  be  longest,  and  the 
work  at  the  Long  Island  station,  owing  to  its  rather  open  location,  will  not  afford 
serious  inconvenience;  and  both  of  these  points  are  well  taken  care  of  by  the  work 
of  the  contractors  and  the  engineers  and  are  being  pushed  with  consistent  vigor. 

We  submit  with  the  report  a  number  of  proposed  resolutions  to  advance  the  work 
of  clearing  up  Flatbush  avenue.

Resolved,  That  the  Rapid  Transit  Subway  Construction  Company  be  required  to 
remove  all  material  from  Nevins  street  at  once  and  allow  that  street  to  be  kept 
entirely  open  for  traffic,  and  that  a  direct  passageway  from  Nevins  street  to  Fulton 
street  wide  enough  to  permit  two  trucks  to  pass  each  other  shall  immediately  be 
planked  over  and  kept  open; 

And  further.  That  the  said  company  be  required  to  forthwith  remove  the  boiler 
plant  from  the  middle  of  Livingston  street  to  some  point  preferably  to  the  south  and 
out  of  the  way  of  the  proposed  new  Livingston  street  surface  line; 

And  further.  That  the  said  company  be  required  to  complete  on  or  before  Octo- 
ber I,  1907,  the  work  upon  the  surface  of  Flatbush  avenue  from  a  point  approximately 
ICO  feet  south  of  Nevins  street  to  State  street;  that  all  back  filling,  sidewalks,  curbs 
and  street  paving  be  completed  by  that  date  with  the  exception  of  the  shafts  at  Living- 
ston street  and  Lafayette  avenue,  which  are  to  be  neatly  enclosed,  and  a  ventilating 
opening  at  Lafayette  avenue,  the  work  upon  which  is  confined  to  a  smaller  space ; 

And  further,  That  said  company  be  required  to  employ  night  shifts  of  workmen, 
if  necessary  so  to  do,  to  complete  this  work  by  October  i,  1907; 

And  further.  That  after  October  i,  1907,  all  material  of  any  sort  shall  be  removed 
from  Flatbush  avenue  from  a  point  approximately  100  feet  from  Nevins  street  (except 
that  the  space  at  Journeay  &  Burnham's  former  store  may  be  used  as  long  as  that 
is  vacant),  and  also  the  following  side  streets:  Livingston  street,  Third  avenue,. 
Schermerhorn  street,  Lafayette  avenue,  Rockwell  place,  and  that  these  streets  shall 
be  and  remain  entirely  clear  as  to  sidewalks,  car  tracks  and  pavements. 
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Commissioner  Bassett  here  stated  that  the  Commission  had  power  to  enforce 
this  clearing-up  process  and  that  the  only  probable  cost  to  the  Commission  would 
be  in  the  removal  of  the  boiler  plant. 

George  S.  Rice  stated  that  when  the  contractor  commenced  on  that  work  he  sub- 
mitted a  plan  and  secured  a  permit  to  put  his  plant  where  it  is  in  the  street. 

Commissioner  Bassett  stated  that  the  street  is  under  the  Commission's  control, 
and  now  that  Livingston  street  has  been  widened  the  plant  stands  exactly  where  the 
new  trolley  tracks  are  to  be  laid,  and  this  resolution  is  virtually  a  command  to  a 
contractor  of  ours  to  do  certain  work. 

It  was  moved,  and  duly  seconded,  that  the  report  be  received  and  that  the  reso- 
lutions be  adopted.

Resolved,  That  no  street  openings  of  any  sort  shall,  while  subway  construction 
is  going  on,  be  made  in  Fulton  street  or  Flatbush  avenue,  after  the  pavement  is  once 
reset  over  the  subway,  without  a  special  permit  from  this  Commission. 

It  was  moved  and  duly  seconded  that  the  resolution  be  adopted.

Commissioner  Bassett — "I  have  another  matter.     It  is  this  matter  of  the  bill  due 

to  Mr.  Flagg,  as  clerk  for  a  condemnation  commission.     This  has  been  referred  to 

us  for  payment,  and  I  was  asked  to  look  into  it.     A  resolution  was  passed  July  18, 

one  year  ago,  appointing  Mr.  Flagg  as  Secretary  of  this  commission  at  one  hundred 
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dollars  per  month,  the  sum  to  be  paid  by  our  predecessors.  Under  the  law  the  Com- 
mission is  given  the  power  of  appointing  its  own  assistants  of  this  sort.  The  bill 
comes  to  us  after  taxation  by  the  Court  and  we  must  pay  it.  We  can  be  compelled 
to  pay  it.  I  want  to  bring  up  the  subject  of  condemnation.  There  are  two  con- 
demnation proceedings;  one  of  these  has  been  sitting  three  years,  the  other  sitting 
over  one  year.  It  would  be  entirely  improper  for  me  to  say  that  they  are  sitting 
too  long.  The  Commission  has  power  under  the  law,  subject  to  the  Court,  and  it 
does  seem  to  me  that  this  Board,  at  the  beginning  of  our  work,  should  examine  the 
subject  of  condemnations  as  long  as  we  must  pay  them.  In  the  matter  of  these  clerks* 
fees,  regardless  of  meetings  held  or  not,  it  is  extravagance,  and  if  possible  for  us 
to  do  it,  I  should  like  to  see  it  stopped.  These  clerks  do  virtually  nothing.  They 
draw  twelve  hundred  dollars  a  year  for  the  small  amount  of  work  they  do.  It  seems 
to  me  it  is  improper.  Perhaps  it  does  not  lie  in  our  power,  but  we  can  memorialize 
those  who  have  the  power.    I  wish,  therefore,  to  submit  the  following  resolution: 

'Resolved,  That  a  Committee  of  One  be  appointed  to  inquire  into  the  subject 
of  condemnations,  the  expense  of  which  is  paid  by  this  Commission,  with  a  view 
to  saving  both  time  and  money  wherever  the  ability  to  do  so  lies  in  this  Commission.' " 

It  was  moved  and  duly  seconded  that  the  resolution  be  adopted:

The  report  and  recommendation  were  as  follows : 

Report  of  Committee  on  Request  of  Long  Island  Railroad  Company  to  Omit  Fur- 
nishing Copies  of  Deeds — Presented  August  26,  IQ07,  and  adopted. 

On  August  19,  1907,  the  undersigned  was  appointed  a  Committee  of  One  to  in- 
vestigate the  report  upon  the  subject  matter  of  the  letter  dated  August  14,  1907,  from 
the  Long  Island  Railroad  Company,  a  copy  of  which  is  attached.  I  have  taken  up  the 
matter  personally  with  Messrs.  Keany  and  Haff  of  the  Long  Island  Railroad  Company. 
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It  appears  that  the  deeds  to  that  company  within  Greater  New  York  would  number 
about  two  thousand.  These  are  practically  all  deeds  of  the  fee  simple  of  land.  Prob- 
ably this  is  a  larger  number  than  run  to  any  other  corporation  in  this  City,  certainly 
larger  than  any  number  in  the  Boroughs  of  Brooklyn  and  Queens.  After  hearing  their 
statement,  I  told  them  that  I  did  not  think  the  Commission  would  be  willing  to  make  an 
exception  in  their  case,  although  we  appreciated  that  it  placed  an  especially  large  task 
upon  them.  The  discussion  was  then  limited  to  determining  an  order  in  which  various 
deeds  should  be  provided,  for  instance,  deeds  of  lands  now  within  streets,  deeds  of 
easements,  etc.,  but  as  nearly  every  deed  conveys  property  now  within  mapped  street 
lines,  even  though  the  street  may  not  be  opened,  it  would  seem  to  make  an  unnecessary 
amount  of  labor  to  differentiate  between  the  classes  of  deeds.  Most  of  these  deeds  will 
need  to  be  procured  from  the  Queens  County  Gerk's  office,  which  is  about  four 
months  behind  in  its  work.  The  Kings  County  Register's  office  is  even  more  behind. 
T  pointed  out  that  the  respective  Clerks  would  charge  as  much  for  preparing  and 
certifying  copies  as  they  would  for  certifying  them  alone.  This  being  the  case  they 
thought  that  it  would  be  best  to  throw  the  entire  task  upon  the  Queens  County  Clerk 
and  the  Kings  County  Register,  and  pay  the  legal  fees.  If  they  do  this,  it  will  re- 
quire considerably  more  than  a  month  to  comply  with  our  order  in  this  regard. 

It  was  brought  out  in  the  course  of  the  conference  that  on  Atlantic  avenue  this 
corporation  operates  under  a  lease,  and  has  no  deeds.  The  deeds  will  be  found  to  run 
to  the  Brooklyn  and  Jamaica  Railroad  Company,  beginning  about  1832.  The  Atlantic 
Avenue  Railroad  Company,  now  under  control  of  the  Brooklyn  Rapid  Transit,  and  the 
Nassau  Electric  Railroad  Company,  under  the  same  control,  have  to  do  with  the  title 
along  Atlantic  avenue,  and  in  the  course  of  time  request  should  be  made  upon  these 
three  companies  for  information. 

I  therefore  report  that,  in  my  opinion,  the  Commission  should  not  comply  with 
the  request  of  the  Long  Island  Railroad  Company,  but  should,  from  time  to  time,  as  it 
may  be  found  necessary,  extend  the  time  for  supplying  these  deeds  upon  proof  being 
furnished  that  the  order  of  this  Commission  is  being  complied  with  by  them  as  rapidly 
as  possible.

Dear  Sir — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  two  letters  of  August  16  and  20,  trans- 
mitting letters  of  the  Realty  Associates,  bearing  date  respectively  August  12  and  19, 
asking  that  for  their  use  in  taking  down  the  front  part  of  their  building,  at  No.  605 
Fulton  street,  under  a  contract  which  they  have  with  the  City  to  take  down  the  same, 
in  preparation  for  the  City's  extension  of  Flatbush  avenue,  the  subway  contractor,  under 
the  Brooklyn-Manhattan  contract  in  Fulton  street,  be  required  by  the  Commission  to 
plank  over  his  excavation  in  front  of  their  building,  and  also  asking  the  Commission's 
permission  to  bridge  the  subway  excavation  at  that  point  for  the  same  purpose.  They 
also  state  that  the  decking  over  and  bridging  is  necessary  because  they  cannot  take 
their  material  out  and  in  except  at  the  front.  With  this  letter  you  transmit  a  report 
of  Mr.  Norton,  Assistant  Secretary,  which  indicates  that  he  has  looked  into  the  matter 
and  considers  that  the  request  of  the  Realty  Associates  may  possibly  be  reasonable,  but 
says  that  the  expense  of  the  work  demanded  may,  if  required,  be  extra  work  to  be 
paid  for  under  the  contract,  and  added  to  the  cost  of  the  subway  upon  which  rental  is 
computed. 

You  ask  my  opinion  as  to  the  powers  of  the  Commission  in  this  matter. 

I  find  that  by  the  terms  of  the  Brooklyn-Manhattan  contract  under  which  this 
work  is  being  done,  the  City  assures  to  the  contractor  the  right  to  construct,  according 
to  the  contract,  free  from  the  claim  or  interference  of  abutting  property  owners.  The 
contract  provides  that  between  the  Borough  Hall  and  Flatbush  avenue  before  construc- 
tion is  begun  the  contractor  shall  furnish  to  the  Engineer  and  receive  his  approval 
thereto,  a  plan  indicating  his  method  of  procedure.  This  plan  was  duly  submitted  and 
approved  by  the  late  Chief  Engineer,  Mr.  Parsons,  as  I  am  informed  by  our  Engineer, 

and  it  did  not  provide  for  covering  the  excavation  at  this  point  or  for  the  support  of 
any  roadway  sufficient  to  hold  up  trucks  and  traffic  in  building  materials  of  this  de- 
scription. At  this  point  the  elevated  railroad  pillars  have  to  be  supported,  and  the  plan 
above  mentioned,  which  has  been  approved,  has  been  worked  out  in  careful  detail. 

My  opinion  is  that  any  requirement  now  by  the  Commission  that  the  contractor 
cover  or  bridge  the  subway  excavation  at  this  point  for  the  purposes  of  the  Realty  As- 
sociates will  be  extra  work  necessary  to  be  paid  for  as  such  under  the  terms  of  the 
contract,  and  that  the  contractor  is  not  bound  under  the  contract  to  vary  the  plan  of 
construction  which  has  been  properly  approved,  in  order  to  give  access  to  the  property 
of  the  Realty  Associates,  for  the  purposes  they  mention.  It  is,  however,  within  the 
power,  no  doubt,  of  the  Commission,  to  require  the  work  to  be  done  under  the  direction 
of  the  Chief  Engineer  as  extra  work,  if  it  sees  fit  to  do  so. 
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I  have  been  aided  in  this  matter  by  a  report  of  the  Chief  Engineer  furnished  to  me 
at  my  request,  as  to  the  situation  at  this  point.  The  same  is  herewith  submitted  to  you, 
and  it  appears  from  that  report  that  there  is  reason  to  think  that  the  facts  have  not 
been  fully  set  forth  to  the  Commission  by  the  Realty  Associates,  and  that  the  direction 
to  the  contractor  which  they  ask  for  is  not  really  necessary. 

In  regard  to  their  request  for  permission  to  bridge  over  the  sidewalk  in  their  letter 
of  August  19,  which  they  say  was  stopped  by  the  contractor,  who  required  that  they 
should  first  give  a  guaranty  against  injury  or  damage  resulting  from  their  work,  it 
appears  that  the  request  of  the  contractor  was  that  they  should  state  in  writing  that 
they  would  be  responsible  for  the  safety  of  their  own  work,  and  that  they  should  not 
place  any  load  upon  the  timber  work  of  the  subway.  They  refused  to  write  such  a 
letter,  stating  that  they  had  given  a  bond  to  the  City,  and  that  that  was  the  only  obli- 

* 

gation  that  they  would  assume. 

I  think  that  such  a  bond  to  the  City  does  not  sufficiently  indemnify  the  contractor 
in  the  prosecution  of  the  work  which  has  been  committed  to  him  by  the  City,  in  the 
construction  of  the  subway  in  Fulton  street,  and  that  unless  the  Commission  is  dis- 
posed to  require  the  extra  work  necessary  to  be  done  by  the  contractor  for  the  cover- 
ing of  his  excavations  and  making  the  same  sufficient  to  support  the  additional  weight 
required,  it  should  not  authorize  the  Realty  Associates  to  construct  or  maintain  a 
bridge  or  covering  of  the  character  requested.

Dear  Sir — In  accordance  with  your  request,  I  have  had  an  examination  made  into 
the  matter  of  planking  over  the  street  in  front  of  property  Nos.  605  and  607  Fulton 
street,  as  requested  by  Mr.  Clifford  S.  Kelsey,  Second  Vice-President  of  the  Realty 
Associates  of  Brooklyn. 

Mr.  Noble,  Division  Engineer  in  charge  of  the  work  in  Brooklyn,  has  submitted  a 
report,  copy  of  which  I  inclose,  wherein  he  states  that  the  conditions  as  presented  by 
Mr.  Kelsey  are  misrepresented.  You  will  see  by  Mr.  Noble's  report  that  not  only  can 
the  building  be  approached  from  the  rear  and  side,  but  that  the  work  of  demolition  is 
already  in  progress.  Material  can  be  removed  through  the  rear  of  the  building,  which 
opens  on  Hudson  avenue,  or  it  can  be  taken  through  Flatbush  avenue  extension  to 
DcKalb  avenue.    The  new  material  can  be  brought  in  by  both  of  these  ways. 
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I  do  not  think  it  will  be  necessary  to  plank  over  the  subway  on  Fulton  street,  nor 
-will  it  be  advisable,  in  my  opinion,  to  underpin  the  street  and  the  elevated  structure.

Gentlemen — In   carrying  out  the   improvements   on  Livingston  street,   between 

Court  street  and  Flatbush  avenue,  it  has  not  been  found  possible  to  lay  the  new 

asphalt  block  pavement  at  the  easterly  end  of  the  work  in  the  vicinity  of  Flatbush 

avenue  to  the  extent  provided  in  the  contract  plan,  from  the  fact  that  the  street  is 
opened  and  subway  construction  is  incomplete  at  this  location. 

The  contractors  for  this  paving  have  requested  that  the  work  done  by  them  on 
Livingston  street  be  accepted  and  that  the  contract  be  closed. 

Aside  from  the  necessity  of  completing  this  improvement  and  opening  the  street 
for  vehicular  traffic,  the  more  important  question  of  the  operation  over  the  Nassau 
Electric  Railroad  Company's  tracks  through  Livingston  street  and  Flatbush  avenue 
to  and  through  Lafayette  avenue  to  Fulton  street  is  of  primary  importance.  Under 
the  permits  for  the  construction  of  this  line  recently  issued  by  me  and  limited  to  a 
period  of  forty-five  days,  so  as  to  insure  the  rapid  completion  of  the  railroad  work, 
it  is  important  that  arrangements  should  be  made  so  that  the  railroad  company 
may  complete  their  trackage  at  the  earliest  possible  date. 

For  this  purpose  I  would  request  that  steps  be  taken  to  insure  the  rapid  com- 
pletion of  the  subway  and  the  surfacing  of  the  street  at  the  location  named,  that  is, 
from  about  the  north  line  of  Livingston  street  to  the  southerly  side  of  Lafayette

Dear  Sir — I  beg  to  acknowledge  receipt  of  copy  of  resolution  adopted  by  the 
Public  Service  Commission  of  the  First  District  requiring  the  new  tracks  in  Lafayette 
avenue  and  Livingston  street  to  be  completed  ready  for  operation  on  or  before 
September  25,  1907. 

I  have  to-day  personally  examined  the  situation  with  our  Chief  Engineer  and 
find  the  conditions  under  which  this  work  is  being  and  will  have  to  be  done  such 
as  to  make  it  highly  improbable  of  completion  by  the  date  named. 

In  Lafayette  avenue  our  forces  can  only  work  upon  one  track  at  a  time  in  order 
to  leave  sufficient  room  in  the  street  for  public  traffic  while  the  work  is  in  progress. 

In  Livingston  street,  on  account  of  our  being  required  by  the  City  to  put  the 
conduit  feeder  lines  between  the  tracks  in  the  centre  of  the  street  instead  of  the 
side,  as  is  usually  done,  no  track  can  be  laid  until  the  conduit  work  is  out  of  the  way. 
This  is  being  pushed  as  rapidly  as  possible.  When  track  laying  begins  the  traffic 
requirements  of  the  street  are  such  as  to  make  it  there  also  impracticable  to  lay  more 
than  one  track  at  a  time,  as  the  large  amount  of  material  to  be  handled  in  preparing 
the  grade,  etc.,  will  require  the  occupation  of  all  the  spare  room  outside  of  the  single 
track  space  that  can  be  reserved  from  public  use. 

Be  assured  that  we  shall  diligently  prosecute  this  work  and  bring  it  to  com- 
pletion at  the  earliest  possible  date.  I  fear,  however,  that  with  our  best  efforts 
IS  or  20  days'  more  time  will  be  required  than  is  allowed  in  the  resolution  of  the

Dear  Sir — The  Fidelity  Development  Company  owns  the  prqperty  known  as 
Morris  Park,  situated  in  the  Borough  of  The  Bronx,  New  York  City.  The  property  is 
bounded  on  the  southwesterly  side  (the  City  side)  by  Bronxdale  avenue  (Bear  Swamp 
road),  and  the  main  avenue  of  approach  to  it  from  the  City  is  Morris  Park  avenue, 
which  terminates  at  Bronxdale  avenue,  as  above. 

A  portion  of  the  Morris  Park  Race  Track  grounds  has  been  cut  up  in  the  course 
of  development,  but  the  large  portion  of  it  still  remains  as  a  race  track,  and  is  to  be 
used  on  Friday  and  Saturday  of  this  week  for  automobile  races. 

The  Union  Railway  Company  holds  franchises  and  operates  electric  surface  cars 
on  Morris  Park  avenue  and  on  Bronxdale  avenue. 

About  two  years  ago  or  so  the  Union  Railway  Company  apparently  abandoned 
its  lines  on  Bronxdale  avenue,  since  the  overhead  wires  have  been  taken  down,  and 
no  cars  have  been  run  on  that  avenue  since  that  time. 
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A  desultory  service  was  maintained,  however,  up  and  down  Morris  Park  avenue, 
a  car  beinj?  run  every  once  in  a  while.  Last  year  the  City  began  the  work  of  widen- 
ing Morris  Park  avenue  to  one  hundred  feet,  and  that  work  is  in  progress  now.  The 
Union  Railway  Company  thereupon  tore  up  its  tracks,  and  has  relaid  only  one  of  them 
in  the  middle  of  the  road,  and  maintains  a  car  running  back  and  forth  on  the  same  as 
a  shuttle,  but  without  connecting  the  same  with  the  main  line  which  runs  up  from 
the  One  Hundred  and  Seventy- seventh  street  station  of  the  subway  and  turns  up  the 
White  Plains  road. 

The  result  is  that  a  passenger  wishing  to  go  from  the  One  Hundred  and  Seventy- 
seventh  street  station  to  the  head  of  Morris  Park  avenue  must  take  the  car  up  West 
Farms  road  to  a  point  on  Morris  Park  avenue,  get  off  there,  walk  about  a  block,  get 
the  shuttle  at  Morris  Park  avenue,  go  on  that  for  about  four  blocks,  get  off  and  walk 
the  rest  of  the  distance,  about  a  block  and  a  half  or  so  to  the  point  adjoining  the 
Morris  Park  grounds  at  which  the  car  line  formerly  terminated. 

In  view  of  the  large  crowds  expected  at  the  Morris  Park  track  on  Friday  and 
Saturday  of  this  week  to  attend  the  automobile  races,  application  was  made  last  week 
to  the  president  of  the  Union  Railway  Company,  Mr.  Maher,  for  the  maintenance  of 
the  old  service  direct  from  One  Hundred  and  Seventy-seventh  street  to  the  race  track. 
Various  promises  were  received  from  Mr.  Maher  from  day  to  day  to  the  effect  that 
the  work  would  be  done,  etc.,  etc.,  and  arrangements  for  the  race  meet  were  made 
accordingly.  This  morning,  however,  two  days  before  the  race  meet  Mr.  Maher  states 
over  the  telephone  that  the  work  cannot  be  done,  that  the  street  is  in  the  hands  of  the 
City  Contractors,  etc. 

The  condition  is  one  of  peculiar  and  aggravated  oppression.  There  is  no  way 
of  getting  to  the  track  from  the  City  except  by  way  of  the  Morris  Park  avenue  cars; 
the  Morris  Park  avenue  cars  are  on  the  street,  but  they  do  not  connect  at  either  end. 
The  railroad  officials  claim  the  street  is  in  the  hands  of  the  City  Contractors,  yet  they 
find  no  difficulty  in  running  on  part  of  this  street.  We  naturally  depend  upon  having 
this  transportation;  without  it  our  race  meet  must  be  a  complete  failure. 

We  believe  this  is  a  case  for  the  exercise  of  the  discretion  lodged  in  your  Com- 
mission by  the  statute  creating  the  same,  and  respectfully  request  an  order  to  be  issued 
to  the  Union  Railway  Company  directing  said  company  to  immediately  connect  up  its 
lines  on  Morris  Park  avenue  and  restore  the  surface  in  full,  and  to  give  complete 
service  from  One  Hundred  and  Seventy-seventh  street  to  the  Morris  Park  Race 
Track  gates  on  the  days  of  Friday  and  Saturday,  September  6  and  7.

relative  to  the  question  whether  the  City  should  pay  for  various  ducts,  which,  on  motion, 

was  referred  to  the  Counsel : 
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August  28,  1907. 
The  Hon.  W^illiam  R.  Willcox,  Chairman,  Public  Sen'ice  Commission  for  the  First 
District : 
Dear  Sir— In  the  contract  with  John  B.  McDonald  of  February  21,  1900,  there 
was  no  provision  made,  either  in  the  contract  or  ^lan,  for  the  construction  of  the  Rapid 
Transit  ducts  which  are  now  used  for  the  cables  forming  a  part  of  the  equipmenH  of 
the  railroad. 
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It  was,  however,  subsequently  decided  to  increase  the  width  of  the  tunnel  and 
build,  in  the  side  walls  thereof,  ducts  for  the  installation  of  the  power  cables.  The 
question  then  arose  as  to  whether  the  cost  of  building?  these  ducts  in  the  side  walls 
of  the  tunnel  should  be  charged  against  construction  or  should  be  a  part  of  the  equip- 
ment of  the  railroad. 

In  the  Supreme  Court,  Appellate  Division,  First  Department,  February, 
1903.  a  decision  was  rendered  practically  to  the  effect  that  the  construction  of  these 
ducts  in  the  side  walls  of  the  tunnel  should  be  paid  for  as  a  part  of  the  construction 
of  the  railroad,  and  in  accordance  with  this  decision  certain  payments  have  been  made 
already  on  these  ducts. 

I  now  have  under  consideration  a  requisition  from  the  contractor  for  the  payment 
for  Rapid  Transit  ducts,  and  also  a  statement,  in  detail,  from  the  contractor  of  the 
cost  of  same,  and  shall  in  due  time  report  to  the  Commission  my  determination  as  to 
the  amount  to  be  paid. 

In  addition  to  the  payment,  however,  for  ducts  built  in  the  walls  of  the  tunnel, 
the  contractor  has  submitted  a  bill  for  payment  of  a  large  number  of  ducts  built  in 
the  street  entirely  independent  of  the  construction  of  the  railroad  itself.  The  former 
counsel  of  the  Rapid  Transit  Railroad  Commissioners  had  always  expressed  a  doubt 
as  to  whether  these  lines  of  ducts  built  in  the  street  independently  of  the  construction 
of  the  railroad  itself  should  be  paid  for  as  construction,  but  was  inclined  to  the  opinion 
that  they  did  not  form  a  part  thereof  but  belonged  to  equipment.  Before  reporting  on 
this  part  of  the  claim  of  the  contractor,  I  would  respectfully  suggest  that  this  question 
be  submitted  to  your  counsel  for  decision.  I  can  explain  to  Mr.  Blackmar  all  the 
different  conditions  under  which  these  ducts  were  laid,  and  will  be  pleased  to  do  so. 

The  decision  of  the  Appellate  Division  of  the  Supreme  Court  referred  to  will  be 
found  in  Volume  IV  of  the  Minutes  of  1903,  beginning  on  page  1988.

My  Dear  Mr.  Whitney — As  I  notified  you  verbally  a  hearing  was  held  in  Albany 
last  week  before  the  Public  Service  Commission  of  the  Second  District  on  the  subject 
of  testing  electric  meters.  On  the  evening  before  the  hearing  a  meeting  of  operating 
companies  was  held  under  the  auspices  of  this  Association  and  it  was  decided,  as  the 
matter  was  one  of  very  great  importance,  to  suggest  to  the  Commission  that  a  com- 
mittee be  appointed  to  represent  the  companies,  that  this  committee  should  investigate 
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the  question  thoroughly,  obtain  data,  and  either  submit  a  very  full' report  with  their 
recommendations  or  appear  informally  before  tho  Commission.  Of  course,  this  com- 
mittee represents  only  the  companies  operating  in  the  Second  District,  but  as  at  least 
two  companies,  the  Westchester  Lighting  Company  and  the  Queens  Borough  Gas  and 
Electric  Company  are  under  the  jurisdiction  of  both  Commissions,  it  is  very  desirable 
that  a  uniform  method  of  carrying  out  this  provision  of  the  law  should  be  enforced 
throughout  the  entire  State. 

The  committee  are  to  hold  their  first  meeting  in  Albany  next  Monday,  and  as  they 
will  have  their  investigations  under  way  as  speedily  as  possible,  it  occurred  to  me  that 
your  Commission  might  be  willing  to  await  their  report  before  issuing  any  order  on 
this  subject. 

Of  course  the  situation  in  Manhattan  and  in  Brooklyn  is  considerably  different 
from  anywhere  else  in  the  State,  but  within  the  jurisdiction  of  your  Commission  are 
quite  a  number  of  smaller  companies  operating  under  exactly  the  same  conditions  as 
the  companies  in  the  Second  District.  The  committee  will  endeavor  to  devise  some 
method  which  will  comply  with  both  the  wording  and  the  spirit  of  the  law,  but  at  the 
same  time  will  not  be  a  hardship  on  the  companies  or  too  great  an  expense  to  the 

State.  It  is  a  very  difficult  proposition  and  one  which  undoubtedly  will  require  very 
careful  investigation  and  study,  but  I  think  the  committee  appointed  represents  nearly 
every  class  of  operating  companies,  and  should  be  able  to  to  devise  some  method  which 
would  be  acceptable  both  to  the  companies  themselves  and  the  Commissions  and  the 
public.  I  know  that  an  earliest  effort  will  be  made  to  arrive  at  some  satisfactory  solu- 
tion of  the  question  with  as  little  delay  as  possible.

Gentlemen — Since  writing  to  your  Honorable  Board  on  August  14,  calling  to 
your  attention  the  necessity  of  providing  for  additional  elevated  extensions  of  the 
rapid  transit  system  along  Jerome  avenue,  Westchester  avenue  and  White  Plains  ave- 
nue, the  question  of  providing  elevated  railroad  extensions  in  the  Borough  of  The 
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Bronx  in  the  section  south  of  One  Hundred  and  Sixty-first  street  and  east  of  Willis 
and  Third  avenues,  has  been  brought  to  my  notice  by  a  committee  of  property  owners 
and  citizens  living  in  the  section  of  our  borough.  After  much  thought  and  considera- 
tion devoted  to  the  subject,  I  have  caused  to  be  prepared  a  sketch,  herewith  enclosed, 
which  embodies  my  views,  and  which  I  submit  for  the  consideration  of  your  Honorable 
Board:  my  object  being  to  suggest  extensions,  which  will  promote  direct  access  to  ele- 
vated and  subway  lines  without  the  payment  of  an  additional  fare,  relieve  congestion 
at  certain  overcrowded  stations,  and  provide  rapid  transit  railroad  facilities  for  a 
section  notably  without  such  accommodations  except  by  trolley  and  inadequate  steam 
road. 

The  plan  proposed  may  not  be  free  from  financial  difficulties  because  of  the  ex- 
pense  involved  in  the  river  crossings;  but  it  should  be  considered  in  view  of  the  re- 
lief which  will  be  afforded  the  overtaxed  portion  of  the  present  line  between  the 
Harlem  river  and  Third  avenue  at  One  Hundred  and  Forty-ninth  street,  and  because 
justice  demands  that  the  wants  of  the  residents  of  a  thickly  populated  section  of  the 
Borough  covering  about  a  thousand  acres  in  extent,  entirely  without  rapid  transit  rail- 
road accommodations,  should  be  heeded  and  relieved. 

I  transmit  with  this  letter  a  sketch  showing  the  lines  of  plan  proposed,  also  copy 

of  'North  Side  News*  of  September  i,   1907,  where  the  plan  is  discussed  at  some 

length.

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The  said  permanent  and  perpetual  underground  right,  easement  and  right  of  way 
include  the  right  to  construct  and  permanently  and  perpetually  maintain  said  subway 
or  structure,  and  to  construct  and  permanently  and  perpetually  maintain  and  operate 
a  railroad  through  said  subway  so  to  be  constructed,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  chapter  4  of  the  Laws  of  1891  and  its  amendments,  and  the  provisions  for  the 
operation  of  said  railroad  lawfully  made  pursuant  thereto. 

The  said  temporary  rights  or  easements  continue  until  December  i,  1909,  and  in- 
clude the  right  to  enter  upon  and  occupy,  for  the  purpose  of  the  construction  of  said 
railroad,  said  adjacent  parcels  of  land  and  said  land  over  and  above  said  permanent 
and  perpetual  underground  right,  easement  and  right  of  way,  and  over  and  above  said 
adjacent  parcels  of  land,  hereinabove  described."

Dear  Sir — Pursuant  to  your  request  I  beg  to  inform  you  that  the  bill  of  June  27 
is  for  professional  services  rendered  by  Messrs.  Latey  &  Slater  for  the  last  three 
months  as  Consulting  Electrical  Engineers  to  the  former  Commission  in  accordance^ 
with  their  appointment  which  took  effect  January  i,  1907,  and  which  terminated  with 
the  retirement  of  the  Rapid  Transit  Commission. 

The  bill  of  August  to  is  on  account  of  special  investigation  made  by  Mr.  Latey  in 
conjunction  with  Dr.  Turner  on  the  Coney  Island  and  Brooklyn  Railroad,  as  per  my 
report  to  the  Public  Service  Commission  on  July  15,  1907. 

On  July  12,  pursuant  to  the  request  of  the  Commission  for  a  report,  I  instructed 
Mr.  Latey  to  make  the  necessary  investigation  into  the  electrical  equipment  of  the 
Coney  Island  and  Brooklyn  Railroad,  being  under  the  impression  at  the  time  that  the 
firm  of  Latey  &  Slater  were  still  Consulting  Electrical  Engineers  to  the  Commission. 
Their  names  as  Consulting  Electrical  Engineers  were  transmitted  by  me  to  the  Com- 
mission in  my  memorandum  of  my  staff,  prepared  for  the  information  of  the  Com- 
mission, and  I  was  not  informed  that  the  consulting  experts  were  not  retained  in  the 
service  of  the  Commission  with  the  remainder  of  my  staff.  Upon  my  reporting  this 
fact  to  the  Commission  I  was  instructed  to  have  Mr.  Latey  render  a  bill  for  his 
services  in  connection  with  the  above  mentioned  investigation.    The  bill  of  August  10 

covers  such  services.

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The  Secretary  presented  a  communication  from  Chief  Engineer  Rice  with  reference 
to  the  matter  of  additional  stairways  at  One  Hundred  and  Thirty-seventh  street  and 
One  Hundred  and  Forty-fifth  street,  stating  that  this  was  a  supplemental  report  on 
the  subject,  and  that  the  report  came  in  in  compliance  with  the  resolution  passed 
some  time  ago.  The  communication  on  motion,  duly  seconded,  was  referred  to  Com- 
missioner Maltbie  for  verification  of  the  facts  therein  stated :

The  Hon.  Wm.  R.  Willcox,  Chairman,  Public  Service  Commission  for  the  First  Dis- 
trict: 

Dear  Sir — On  August  22,  1907,  I  wrote  to  you  concerning  the  above  additional 
stairways.  The  matter  was  referred  back  to  me  for  further  report,  which  I  respect- 
fully submit  as  follows: 

One  Hundred  and  Thirty-seventh  Street  Station. 

Plan  No.  T-339  indicates  the  additional  stairway  which  it  is  proposed  to  provide 
at  this  point.  As  noted  in  my  previous  letter,  this  stairway  is  to  be  constructed 
entirely  within  the  station,  an  opening  being  cut  in  the  vault  light  to  permit  the 
stairway  to  land  on  the  street  surface.  The  clearway  width  of  the  stairway  will  be 
S  feet  8  inches.  This  is  the  maximum  width  which  can  possibly  be  obtained  within  the 
limits  of  the  vault  light  well.  The  present  stairway  runs  up  through  the  same  well; 
its  width  is  therefore  the  same  as  that  of  the  proposed  additional  stairway.  These  two 
stairways  will  permit  about  175  passengers  per  minute  to  leave  the  station,  and  they 
will  provide  ample  facilities  for  some  time  to  come.  If  at  a  later  period  more  stair- 
ways are  required,  they  would  have  to  enter  the  stations  through  new  openings  cut 
through  the  present  station  walls.  If  a  new  stairway,  wider  than  that  called  for  in  the 
present  plan,  were  provided,  the  cost  would  probably  be  double,  because  any  increase 
of  width  whatsoever  in  the  stairway  would  require  the  reconstruction  of  a  portion  of 
the  station.  Furthermore,  it  is  not  desirable  to  encroach  to  any  greater  extent  upon 
the  sidewalk  surface.  The  stairway  now  in  and  the  new  starway  proposed  occupy  a 
width  of  about  8  feet  in  from  the  curb  line,  leaving  a  16- foot  unobstructed  roadway 
between  the  stairway  kiosks  and  the  building  line.  Again,  since  the  stairways  were 
constructed  as  close  as  practicable  to  the  curb  line  it  is  desirable  that  the  two  stair- 
ways encroach  to  the  same  degree  upon  the  sidewalk  surface,  especially  on  account 
of  appearances. 

The  estimated  cost  of  $3,650  for  this  stairway  has  been  checked  and  found  to 
be  a  reasonable  estimate  of  the  cost  of  the  work.  Closer  figures  cannot  be  furnished 
until  actual  proposals  have  been  obtained  for  doing  the  work. 

One  Hundred  and  Forty-fifth  Street  Station. 
The  new  stairway  proposed  at  this  station  is  shown  both  on  plans  Nos.  T-329  and 
T-330 — on  the  latter,  in  detail.    The  new  stairway  is  about  5  feet  5  inches  in  the 
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clear,  of  the  same  width  as  the  stairway  now  in  use;  it  is  3  inches  narrower  than  the 
stairway  proposed  at  One  Hundred  and  Thirty -seventh  street  station.  It  has  been 
designed  to  conform  to  the  dimensions  of  the  stairway  now  in  place,  and  in  order 
to  continue  the  same  line  of  construction  of  the  rear  wall  of  the  station,  also  to  make 
the  stairways  symmetrical  both  as  to  their  locations  with  respect  to  the  curb,  and 
encroachments  upon  the  sidewalk  on  account  of  appearances.  The  capacity  of  the 
two  stairways  would  be  about  the  same  as  at  One  Hundred  and  Thirty-seventh  street, 
175  passengers  per  minute,  an  adequate  provision  for  some  time. 

In  studying  the  new  stairway,  however,  the  matter  of  providing  additional  «tair- 
ways  has  also  been  considered.  Such  an  additional  stairway  is  indicated  on  Plan  No. 
T-32Q,  this  latter  stairway,  if  conditions  should  ever  require  its  construction,  would 
run  east  and  west  parallel  with  the  curb  line  of  One  Hundred  and  Forty-fifth  street 
and  east  of  the  east  building  line  along  Broadway. 

As  previously  pointed  out,  the  ticket  house  portion  of  the  station  will  have  to 
be  reconstructed  in  order  to  accommodate  the  proposed  new  stairway.  This  in- 
volves extending  the  ticket  house  north  for  a  distance  of  about  40  feet,  and  adding 
to  the  width  the  same  station  within  these  limits  about  18  feet.  The  ticket  booth 
will  also  have  to  be  reconstructed. 

As  a  result  of  this  reconstruction  work,  an  existing  brick  sewer  and  a  12-inch 
water  main  will  have  to  be  relocated. 

In  making  studies  for  the  relocation  of  the  sewers  and  water  pipes  the  con- 
struction of  a  possible  east  and  west  stairway  was  considered,  and  it  was  found  that 
it  would  be  as  cheap  to  make  further  alterations  in  the  alignment  of  the  sewer  and 
water  pipe  when  such  east  and  west  stairway  should  be  built,  as  it  would  be  to 
do  the  work  at  the  present  time.  It  is  because  of  the  station  reconstruction  work 
and  the  realignment  of  the  sewer  and  water  pipes  that  this  additional  stairway  will 
cost  over  four  times  as  much  as  the  one  at  One  Hundred  and  Thirty-seventh  street. 
The  Interborough's  estimate  of  $16,000  is  also  reasonable  for  the  cost  of  this  work. 
It  is  sufficiently  close  for  your  information. 

General 

It  does  not  seem  desirable  to  provide  for  the  above  additional  entrances  through 
private  property.  The  sidewalks  on  Broadway  where  these  stations  are  located,  are 
about  25  feet  wide.  If  the  stairways  are  constructed  as  planned,  only  a  third  of  this 
width  will  be  utilized.  In  my  opinion  the  stairways  should  not  be  made  any  wider. 
If  other  stairways  are  required  they  should  either  be  constructed  on  the  side  streets 
or  located  in  tandem  with  the  other  stairways  along  the  Broadway  curb  line. 

The  busiest  station  north  of  Ninety-sixth  street  is  the  One  Hundred  and  Sixteenth 
street  and  Lenox  avenue  station.  The  number  of  passengers  using  this  station  is  20 
per  cent,  greater  than  at  the  One  Hundred  and  Thirty-seventh  and  One  Hundred  and 
Forty-fifth  street  stations  combined.    There  are  only  two  stairways  on  each  side  of  the 
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One  Hundred  and  Sixteenth  street  station,  each  about  a  foot  wider  than  those  at 
One  Hundred  and  Thirty-seventh  and  One  Hundred  and  Forty-fifth  street  stations. 
There  have  been  no  complaints  regarding  the  inadequacy  of  the  stairways  at  One 
Hundred  and  Sixteenth  street. 

If  the  Commission  desires  to  permit  the  Interborough  Rapid  Transit  Company  to 
construct  the  additional  stairways  at  One  Hundred  and  Thirty-seventh  and  One 
Hundred  and  Forty-fifth  street  stations  as  an  extra  under  Contract  No.  i,  I  respectfully 
recommend  that  the  Interborough  Company  be  requested  to  obtain  proposals  from 
several  bidders  for  doing  the  work  in  accordance  with  our  plans  and  specifications. 
The  Commission  can  then  approve  the  execution  of  the  work  based  upon  the  ac- 
ceptance of  the  best  of  the  said  proposals.

The  Secretary  presented  the  following  communication  from  the  President  of  the 

Borough  of  Brooklyn,  which,  on  motion,  duly  seconded,  was  referred  to  the  Committee 

of  the  Whole :

Brooklyn,  September  10,   1907- 

The  Honorable  the  Public  Service  Commission: 

Gentlemen — Since  your  Honorable  Body  has  undertaken  the  heavy  and  numerous 
burdens  placed  upon  you  by  the  act  which  the  Governor  has  so  wisely  advocated,  I 
have  refrained  from  adding  to  these  burdens  by  laying  before  you  even  the  most  im- 
portant matters  which  so  broadly  affect  the  future  welfare  of  the  borough  of  which 
I  am  the  President,  knowing  that  considerable  of  your  time  must  be  devoted  to  an 
analysis  of  existing  conditions  to  properly  apply  the  best  ways  and  means  of  secur- 
ing relief.  I  have  all  along  felt  that  your  action  in  these  Brooklyn  matters  would,  when 
taken,  be  wise  and  far-reaching  in  importance,  and  in  this  very  critical  stage  of  your 
proceedings  you  will  appreciate  my  great  interest  and  the  necessity  for  laying  before 
you  only  a  few  points  as  affecting  the  use  of  the  bridges,  the  extension  of  the  ele- 
vated lines,  and  the  construction  of  the  municipally  owned  subways  designed  and 
proposed  for  immediate  construction  by  the  former  Rapid  Transit  Commission. 
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At  the  very  beginning  of  my  administration  as  President  of  this  Borough,  con- 
gestion on  the  Brooklyn  Bridge  had  reached  such  an  extreme  point  that  some  quick 
rcJief  was  imperative.  I  advocated  an  adaptation  of  the  Poulson  four-track  stub- 
end  terminal,  which,  when  operated  in  sequence,  would  give  the  greatest  efficiency 
for  receiving  and  dispatching  the  passengers  and  would  allow  through  operation  of 
six-car  trains  during  the  rush  hours.  Careful  study  and  some  experiment  on  the 
lines  of  tliis  plan  have  made  no  change  in  my  first  understanding  of  the  matter,  and 
while  the  extension  of  two  of  the  tracks  at  the  Manhattan  terminal  of  the  Brooklyn 
Bridge  is  now  being  made,  it  is  as  a  matter  of  fact  a  poor  substitute  for  the  plan 
which  I  speak  of,  and  will  not  give  the  convenience  or  increase  in  service  which  the 
Poulson  plan  would  surely  accomplish  in  a  very  short  time,  and  on  a  much  smaller 
expenditure  of  money. 

As  to  elevated  connections  between  the  bridges  in  Manhattan,  I  have  been  and 
am  strongly  of  the  opinion  that  a  permanent  elevated  loop  is  a  necessity,  so  as  to  carry 
the  Brookl3m  elevated  traffic  in  and  through  the  lower  section  of  Manhattan,  dis- 
tributing and  receiving  passengers  between  City  Hall  and  Delancey  street  as  near 
the  business  houses  as  possible.  Under  the  present  circumstances  the  Baxter  street 
elevated  connection  is  the  best  and  most  feasible  route  for  this  purpose.  If  the  west 
side  elevated  connection  is  practicable  in  crossing  Broadway,  this  would,  of  course, 
add  very  much  as  a  feeder  to  the  service  over  all  three  bridges.  Assemblyman  Dow- 
ling  and  some  of  his  colaborers  on  the  elevated  loop  connection  have  appreciated 
this  Baxter  street  line  which  I  brought  to  their  attention  last  winter,  and  the  original 
Dowling  bill  was  amended,  substituting  this  plan  for  the  Bowery  line.  The  Bowery 
line,  in  my  opinion,  was  never  a  favorable  proposition,  and  caused,  unfortunately, 
complications  with  the  Interborough  interests,  seeking  to  increase  their  trackage  to 
the  Harlem  river,  as  a  consideration  for  the  City's  occupancy  of  a  double-deck  struct- 
ure on  the  Bowery  to  Delancey  street. 

As  to  the  Centre  street  subway  now  under  construction,  I  am  strongly  of  the 
opinion  that  this  line  should  be  reserved  for  subway  trains,  and  that  it  is  of  fundamen- 
tal importance  in  the  proper  utilization  of  the  three  East  river  bridges  to  give  the 
subway  trains  full  service  on  the  lower  decks.  This  is  especially  true  of  the  Manhat- 
tan Bridge,  where  three,  if  not  four,  of  the  eight  trades  should  be  reserved  for  sub- 
way use. 

The  plans  now  under  way  practically  abandoned  the  four  upper  tracks,  and  there 
is  no  physical  connection  possible  at  the  Manhattan  end  for  these  tracks  unless  an 
elevated  line  is  built  through  Delancey  street. 

The  contracts  of  the  Department  of  Bridges  now  being  carried  out  in  the  tearing 
down  of  about  half  a  mile  of  the  elevated  structure  at  the  Manhattan  terminal  of  the 
Williamsburg  Bridge,  for  which  connection  is  now  practically  completed  at  the  Brooklyn 
end  of  the  bridge,  up  Broadway,  are,  in  my  opinion,  very  radical  blunders,  which  will 
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be  extensive  in  importance  unless  immediate  steps  are  taken  to  provide  an  independ- 
ent Manhattan  connection  for  the  elevated  trains,  and,  at  the  same  time,  leave  the 
Centre  street  subway  for  the  purpose  primarily  intended— that  is,  for  the  Manhattan 
service  requisite  in  the  so-called  McDonald  loop,  and  for  the  Fort  Hamilton  and 
Coney  Island  subway  extensions  over  the  Manhattan  Bridfi^e. 

My  successor  in  the  Comptroller's  office  first,  I  believe,  pointed  out  the  import- 
ance of  connecting  the  Fourth  avenue  subway  with  the  Manhattan  Bridge.  It  is  a 
proposition  entirely  inimical  to  the  Belmont  interests,  and  the  physical  construction 
of  the  short  spur  of  the  Belmont  line  in  Brooklyn,  near  the  Long  Island  Railroad 
station,  is  designed  to  make  such  future  connection  difficult.  At  the  same  time  it  is 
not  impossible,  and  the  plans  of  the  Tri-Borough  route,  which  I  first  presented  to  the 
Board  of  Estimate  on  May  31,  1906,  provide  fully  for  the  utilization  of  the  lower  tracks 
of  the  Manhattan  Bridge. 

In  speaking  of  the  Tri-Borough  route,  I  call  your  attention  to  another  im- 
portant  feature  involving  possible  connection  with  the  Borough  of  Queens,  which  is 
the  only  borough  not  served  by  this  line  approved  by  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  the 
Rapid  Transit  Commission  for  immediate  construction.  In  the  event  that  there  is 
no  legal  right  for  the  construction  of  the  Steinway  tunnels,  it  would  seem  entirely 
feasible  for  the  City  to  acquire  this  property,  without  any  shade  of  confiscation,  by 
making  every  allowance  for  the  actual  cost  of  construction  and  supervision,  with  a 
fair  profit  for  the  able  management  which  has  produced  such  admiral  results  in  a 
short  space  of  time.  By  connecting  the  Tri-Borough  route  at  Third  avenue,  it  is 
believed  a  favorable  grade  can  be  found  to  meet  the  tunnel  grade,  and  a  very  valua- 
ble connection  could  be  secured  for  a  one-fare  service  into  Queens,  with  its  great  ex- 
tent of  back  country,  meeting  with  such  rapid  development  on  the  slightest  encourage- 
ment from  transportation  extensions. 

Lastly,  I  wish  to  present  for  your  most  earnest  consideration  the  matter  of 
advertising  immediately  for  the  actual  construction  of  the  Fort  Hamilton-Coney  Island 
subway,  for  which  forms  of  contracts  were  advertised  on  July  30,  1907.  In  laying 
before  your  Board  a  number  of  criticisms  of  these  forms,  it  was  with  the  belief  that  much 
better  results  and  considerable  economy  could  be  effected  in  some  modifications,  but 
I  was  satisfied  that  your  Board  would  make  at  least  some  of  these  changes  recorrj- 
mended,  and  proceed  immediately  in  calling  for  bids  on  these  sections  in  these  routes. 
The  Fort  Hamilton  route  has  long  been  considered  as  the  next  extension  in  Brooklyn, 
and  some  years  ago  I  advocated  its  construction,  and  have  on  many  occasions  since 
done  all  that  was  possible  in  my  official  position  to  bring  about  these  conditions  which 
you  found  to  exist  on  taking  office. 

In  reporting  with  the  Comptroller  as  a  Select  Committee  to  the  Board  of  Esti- 
mate on  December  4,  1906,  some  of  the  advantages  of  this  route  were  set  forth. 
I  attach  copy  of  this  report.

The  Coney  Island  line  is  a  natural  branch  of  the  Fort  Hamilton  line  and  will 
serve  a  very  large  and  permanent  population. aside  from  the  heavy  earnings  during 
the  summer  season  due  to  the  immense  traffic  to  the  seaside. 

You  are  aware  that  the  increase  in  population,  in  building  and  in  general  develop- 
ment of  this  borough  is  very  rapid,  and  it  is,  I  think,  in  advance  of  almost  any  other 
city  or  borough  in  the  United  States.  Much  of  this  development  has  been  in  the  very 
sections  which  the  subways  mentioned  would  serve,  and  this  development  has  been, 

in  spite  of  the  service,  which  is  entirely  inadequate,  so  that  the  working  population 
suffers  long  delays. 

Considering  the  value  of  sites  for  home-seekers  in  these  suburbs  of  Brooklyn 
as  compared  with  property  a  greater  distance  from  the  business  centres  of  lower  Man- 
hattan, it  must  certainly  be  conceded  that  the  first  actual  steps  for  construction  of  these 
subways  by  the  City  would  result  in  enormous  increases  in  building  and  in  popula- 
tion, which  would  spread  out  along  the  line  to  be  built.  If  a  good  express  service 
is  assured,  the  development  still  further  out  would  be  of  the  best  residential  class, 
and  I  think  all  arrangements  should  be  made  to  extend  the  express  tracks  as  origi- 
nally laid  out  and  approved  by  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  the  Rapid  Transit  Com- 
mission, both  to  Fort  Hamilton  and  to  Coney  Island.

Tri-Borotigh — Comptroller  Mets  and  Borough  President  Colcr  to  the  Board  of 
Estimate  and  Apportionment ^  recommending  approval  of  Tri-Borough  Route, 
as  amended  by  Rapid  Transit  Railroad  Commission. 

December  4,   1906. 
To  the  Committee  of  the  Whole,  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment: 

Gentlemen — At  a  meeting  of  your  committee,  held  October  19,  1906,  a  communi- 
cation  from  the  Board  of  Rapid  Transit  Railroad  Commissioners  under  date  of 
October  11,  1906,  was  referred  to  the  undersigned  as  a  Select  Committee.  This 
communication  of  the  Rapid  Transit  Commission  was  called  for  by  resolution  of  the 
Board  of  Estimate  on  June  22,  which,  in  effect,  recommended  that  the  Rapid  Transit 
Commission  provide  a  subway  system  in  a  contract  or  contracts  which  would  insure 
independent  operation  and  transportation  from  a  point  in  the  upper  section  of  The 
Bronx,  through  the  Borough  of  Manhattan  and  over  the  Manhattan  Bridge,  by 
Flatbush  avenue  and  Fourth  avenue  to  Fort  Hamilton,  with  connection  at  Fortieth 
street  for  extension  to  Coney  Island. 

The  resolution  read  in  part  as  follows: 

"Reswlved,  That  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  recommends  to  the 
Rapid   Transit  Commission  that  the  said   rapid  transit  system  be  provided  for  in   a 
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contract  or  contracts  which  shall  insure  the  operation  of  the  entire  system  as  recom- 
mended by  one  corporation,  whether  said  corporation  be  a  private  corporation  or  the 
Corporation  of  The  City  of  New  York." 

The  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  included  in  the  plan  recommended 
a  connection  from  this  route  (located  on  the  east  side  of  Manhattan)  with  the  Wil- 
liamsburg Bridge,  and  through  Broadway  (Brooklyn)  to  Jamaica  avenue.  This  last 
named  route  has  not  been  agreed  upon  by  the  Rapid  Transit  Commission  as  an 
essential  part  of  the  system,  and  future  provision  will  be  made  for  the  line  named 
in  connection  with  the  so-called  Brooklyn  Bridge  loop  through  Broadway,  Bedford 
and  Lafayette  avenues  to  Flatbush  avenue,  by  Flatbush  avenue  and  other  extensions 
to  the  Manhattan  and  Brooklyn  bridges. 

Your  committee  have  carefully  considered  the  various  features  of  the  Pelham 
Bay-Bowery-Fort  Hamilton-Coney  Island  route,  as  recommended  by  the  Rapid  Transit 
Commission,  and  the  developments  and  extension  which  will  become  possible  in  the 
future. 

It  is  believed  that  progress  in  the  construction  of  the  Manhattan  Bridge  will  be 
such  that  operation  of  subway  trains  from  the  Bowery  over  this  bridge  and  through 
Flatbush  avenue  extension  will  be  provided  at  the  completion  of  the  subway  route 
planned,  and  that,  while  the  system  is  independent  and  fully  operative  as  a  unit, 
future  connections  in  Manhattan  and  The  Bronx  may  be  readily  provided  in  devel- 
oping the  details  of  the  construction  plans.  The  Brooklyn  connections  with  the 
Joralemon  street  tunnels  and  with  the  subway  now  under  construction,  and  with  the 
East  river  tunnels  as  now  planned  by  the  Rapid  Transit  Board  through  Cranberry 
street.  Pineapple  street  and  Montague  street,  may  be  fully  provided  for  in  the 
construction  of  the  "Tri-Borough  Route,"  as  well  as  the  connection  with  the  Lafayette- 
Bedford  Avenue-Broadway  route  to  the  Williamsburg  Bridge,  and  by  another  short 
spur  to  the  Brooklyn  Bridge,  when  reinforced. 

In  thus  linking  the  construction  and  operation  of  the  routes  as  before  adopted 
in  the  several  boroughs,  the  Board  of  Rapid  Transit  Commissioners  have  apparently 
made  provision  for  the  greatest  possible  amount  of  benefit  to  the  City  at  large. 
The  complete  route,  when  operated,  will  develop  a  very  desirable  residential  section 
in  The  Bronx,  extending  to  the  Sound  at  Pelham  Bay  Park.  The  line  by  Westchester 
avenue,  Southern  boulevard  and  One  Hundred  and  Thirty-eighth  street,  proceeding 
down  through  Third  avenue  and  the  Bowery,  is  apparently  a  commendable  arrange- 
ment to  serve  the  First  avenue  property  interests  and  those  along  Lexington  avenue, 
for  which  subway  routes  have  been  laid  out,  and  the  Third  avenue-Bowery  route 
is  the  only  one  which  can  be  properly  connected  with  the  three  bridges  for  Brooklyn 
service.  The  full  utilization  of  these  bridges  by  the  subway  tracks  is,  in  the  opinion 
of  your  committee,  a  very  wise  provision,  effecting  a  saving  of  many  millions  in 
cost  of  tunnels.     The  plans  of  the  Department  of  Bridges  provide  for  four  subway 
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tracks  over  the  Williamsburg  Bridge  and  four  tracks  over  the  Manhattan  Bridge, 
contemplating  also  all  possible  connections  over  the  Brooklyn  Bridge  when  this  structure 
is  reinforced,  as  provided  for  by  his  Honor  the  Mayor. 

An  inspection  of  the  plan  shows  that  on  the  Manhattan  side  provision  is  made 
for  full  connections  without  change  for  both  the  Bowery  line  (Route  No.  3)  and  the 
Centre  street  line  (Route  No.  9)  over  the  three  bridges. 

The  extension  of  the  Third  avenue-Bowjry  route  (No.  3),  as  confirmed  by  the 
Appellate  Division,  is  not  contemplated  below  the  Brooklyn  Bridge  in  the  present 
scheme,  and  the  legal  conflicts  on  Nassau  and  William  streets  will  not  affect  the 
present  proceedings,  the  Rapid  Transit  Board  having,  it  is  believed,  authority  to 
immediately  construct  portions  of  the  adopted  routes  and  make  separate  provision 
for  the  full  extensions  thereafter. 

At  the  time  bids  were  taken  for  the  short  Brooklyn  route  now  under  construction 
by  the  Joralemon  street,  Fulton  street,  Flatbush  avenue  line,  competition  was  such 
that  the  engineers'  estimate  of  cost  was  reduced  to  the  amount  of  about  $6,000,000, 
and  it  was  generally  understood  that  Brooklyn's  requirements  justified  the  promise 
that  the  next  extension  of  the  subway  system  should  be  through  Fourth  avenue.  Such 
a  proposed  line,  from  the  northerly  end  of  Fourth  avenue  to  Fort  Hamilton,  known 
as  Route  No.  11,  was  adopted  by  the  Rapid  Transit  Board  on  June  i,  1905,  and  ap- 
proved by  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  by  the  Mayor  and  by  the  Appellate  Division 
of  the  Second  Judicial  Department  by  an  order  entered  June  18,  1906. 

The  location  of  this  route  has  peculiar  physical  advantages  in  the  great  width 
of  the  avenue,  the  character  of  the  material  encountered  and  the  desirable  gradients, 
as  well  as  from  the  fact  that  the  central  parkways  extending  southerly  to  Sixtieth 
street  will  give  admirable  facilities  for  complete  ventilation  of  the  subway,  which 
may  be  economically  constructed  by  cut  and  cover  work  through  an  unobstructed 
section  of  the  avenue. 

The  better  development  of  this  large  area  of  the  City  is  advisable,  and  it  is  also 
of  importance  to  carry  this  route  to  Fort  Hamilton,  even  if  the  tunnel  under  the 
Narrows  is  not  completed  at  an  early  date,  from  the  fact  that  a  very  desirable 
section  of  the  Borough  of  Richmond  on  the  southerly  side  would  be  brought  into 
quick  communication  by  a  short  ferry  crossing  the  Narrows,  and  these  transit 
facilities  will,  in  the  opinion  of  your  committee,  add  greatly  to  the  development  of 
that  section  of  the  Borough  of  Richmond. 

The  Rapid  Transit  Commission,  in  report  under  consideration,  have  also  advocated 
the  immediate  construction  of  the  Coney  Island  extension,  beginning  at  Fourth  avenue, 
extending  through  Fortieth  street.  New  Utrecht  avenue.  Eighty-sixth  street  and 
Stillwelf  avenue,  to  Surf  avenue.  Coney  Island.  While  this  route  will  especially 
serve  summer  traffic  and  increase  largely  the  facilities  for  enjoyment  of  the  general 
public  during ^the  summer  season,  it  is  a  fact  that  a  very  great  part  of  the  territory 
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is  much  in  need  of  transportation  facilities,  including  the  Bensonhurst  section,  and 
it  is  believed  that  this  branch  of  the  route  will  prove  attractive  to  the  bidders  for 
operation  at  all  times. 

We  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  City's  interest  will  be  best  served,  and  inde- 
pendent bidders  attracted  to  the  opportunities  afforded  for  investment  of  capital  in 
the  construction  and  operation  of  this  route  by  the  publication  of  full  engineering 
data,  and  construction  costs  accumulated  by  the  Rapid  Transit  Board  from  the 
experience  in  subway  work  already  finished  and  under  construction,  and  it  is  recom- 
mended that  the  Rapid  Transit  Board  be  requested  to  take  suitable  action  in  this 
master. 

Your  committee  recommends  the  approval  of  the  amended  "Tri-Borough  Route," 
as  reported  by  the  Rapid  Transit  G)mmission  on  October  ii,  1906,  and  advise  that, 
in  accordance  with  the  action  of  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  of  June 
22,  1906,  immediate  steps  be  taken  for  the  preparation  of  full  contract  plans  and 
specifications,  and  that  bids  be  advertised  for  the  construction,  and  for  the  construction, 
equipment  and  operation,  of  the  entire  "Tri-Borough  Route,"  as  named,  so  far  as 
the  legal  status  of  the  proceedings  will  permit,  and  that  bids  be  taken  on  all  remaining 
portions  at  the  earliest  subsequent  date,  consistent  with  the  legal  procedure  in  the 
premises.

Gentlemen — The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  complaint  of  Hermann 
G.  Friedmann,  Counsel  for  the  South  Bronx  Property  Owners'  Association,  complaining 
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that  the  station  platforms  at  One  Hundred  and  Thirty-eighth  and  One  Hundred  and 
Forty-ninth  streets,  Third  Avenue  Elevated  Railroad,  were  inadequate  and  inefficient, 
makes  the  following  report : 

A  copy  of  the  complaint  was  transmitted  to  the  officials  of  the  elevated  railroad, 
and  they  replied  at  that  time  that  they  were  then  making  plans  for  improvements 
upon  those  stations. 

This  question  was  also  somewhat  investigated  in  the  public  investigation  of  the 
Intcrborough-Metropolitan  Railroad  Company,  and  in  personal  interviews  with  Mr. 
Bryan  and  Mr.  Hedlcy,  of  said  company. 

Your  Committee  has  received,  through  Engineer  Rice,  proposed  plans  or  changes  at 
those  two  stations.  The  proposed  relief  to  be  given  at  One  Hundred  and  Thirty-eighth 
street  does  away  with  the  winding  stairs  through  which  passengers  had  to  enter  and 
leave  this  station,  and  substituted  in  place  thereof  a  straight  stairway  for  entrance 
of  passengers  only,  and  the  construction  of  a  new  s-foot  stairway  from  the  platform 
directly  dow^n  under  the  ticket  office  and  out  to  the  street.  This  alteration  completely 
divides  the  passengers  coming  to  and  from  the  trains  so  that  they  will  not  come 
together  in  the  small  station  building  as  heretofore. 

The  plans  for  the  changes  at  One  Hundred  and  Forty-ninth  street  provide  for  a 
new  downtown  exit  platform,  extending  from  the  north  side  of  One  Hundred  and 
Forty-ninth  street  down  to  the  centre  of  the  present  centre  platform.  From  this  plat- 
form  there  is  an  exit  at  the  north  end  directly  to  the  street  and  also  leading  down  into 
a  subway  passage  that  connects  with  the  subway  platform,  so  that  passenge«rs 
coming  on  the  downtown  "L"  trains  wishing  to  transfer  to  the  subway  will  be  abso- 
lutely given  a  private  passageway  of  their  own,  and  naturally  no  one  else  would  use 
this  passageway,  as  it  would  not  be  convenient  for  any  other  purpose.  There  is  also 
an  exit  made  from  the  centre  of  the  present  platform  in  the  middle  of  the  tracks, 
with  double  stairways  under  the  downtown  tracks,  crossing  over  the  west  sidewalk 
of  Third  avenue  to  the  street  and  thence  by  stairway  into  a  passage  tunnel  leading 
to  the  platform  of  the  subway  for  all  trains,  so  that  passengers  can  leave  the  elevated 
trains  going  uptown  and  take  this  entrance  track  to  the  subway  platform,  giving  a 
double  amount  of  entrance  space  for  this  purpose,  as  heretofore  such  passengers  were 
limited  to  the  east  side  exit  platform. 

And  your  Committee  begs  to  report  that  in  its  opinion  the  plan  submitted  for 
both  of  these  stations  will  very  greatly  relieve  the  present  congestion,  and  that  the 
same  should  be  put  into  effect  as  rapidly  as  possible,  and  submits  the  following  reso- 
lution : 

Resolved,  That  these  plans  be  approved  by  the  Commission  and  that  the  Secretary 
transmit  the  same  to  the  railroad  company  with  the  request  that  the  work  be  pushed 
to  completion  at  the  earliest  possible  date.

Dear  Sir — ^The  accompan3nng  plan,  No.  161 7,  a  foot  bridge  and  treatment  of  street 
surface  at  Gerard  street  portal,  section  9-B,  work  to  be  done  under  Contract  No.  i 
with  John  B.  McDonald,  was  prepared  September  28,  1905,  and  revised  October  7, 
1905.  It  was  approved  by  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Borough  of  The  Bronx,  who 
considered  some  such  improvement  desirable  for  the  reason  that  the  construction  of 
the  subway  practically  destroyed  what  was  to  have  been  an  ornamental  plaza. 

The  contractor  for  the  subway  was  then  directed  to  proceed  with  the  work,  and 
some  months  ago  completed  the  foot  bridge  and  its  approaches,  but  has  lately  raised  the 
question  as  to  the  propriety  of  charging  the  cost  of  Treatment  of  Street  Surface'  as 
an  extra  under  the  contract  to  be  capitalized  against  the  subway  construction.  After 
considerable  correspondence  I  am  now  informed  that  the  contractor  has  ordered  this 
work  done,  which  will  cost  about  $6,500. 

I  consider  this  a  necessary  piece  of  work  and  a  desirable  thing  to  do,  and  wish 
to  inform  you  of  what  has  been  done  in  the  matter,  leaving  the  question  as  to  its 
cost  being  capitalized  against  the.  contractor  or  not  still  an  open  one. 

Two  photographs,  showing  the  obstruction  to  the  street  caused  by  the  subway  roof 
and  walls,  are  hereto  annexed.

Dear  Sir — In  re  the  communication  from  Mr.  Joseph  M.  Lawlor,  C.  E.,  Architect 
to  the  Public  Service  Commission  for  the  First  District,  in  which  he  writes  tliat  there 
is  a  clearance  of  about  six  inches  between  the  concrete  platforms  and  the  platforms 
of  the  cars  when  being  loaded  at  the  southbound  express  station  in  the  subway  at 
Seventy-second  street. 

Acting  under  your  instructions  I  went  to  the  Seventy-second  street  station  and 
investigated  the  clearance  between  the  platform  of  the  downtown  express  and  the 
steps  of  the  cars.  I  made  a  large  number  of  measurements  between  the  platform  and 
the  steps  between  all  the  cars  on  the  trains.  Because  of  the  necessary  clearances  be- 
tween the  wheels  and  the  track  and  between  the  axles  and  their  boxes  and  other 
reasons,  ihe  measurements  from  the  same  part  of  the  platform  to  steps  of  different 
cars  varied  considerably,  but  in  no  case  did  I  find  a  clearance  of  six  inches. 

At  120  to  135  feet  from  the  south  column  on  the  centre  of  the  platform,  I  have 
four  measurements  which  arc  from  5  to  55^  inches. 

At  245  to  267  feet  fronif  the  south  column  on  the  centre  of  the  platform  I  have 
measurements  from  3%  to  5^2  inches. 

At  228  feet  from  the  above  column  I  have  a  measurement  of  2^  inches,  while  at 
229  feet  I  have  a  measurement  of  sH  inches  made  at  a  different  time.  This  indicates 
that  there  is  a  variation  of  3  inches  between  different  cars  or  the  same  cars  at  different 
times. 
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Except  at  the  curve  6  to  8  feet  from  the  above  column  where  I  have  measure- 
ments of  5  inches,  the  above  measurements  were  the  only  ones  above  4}4  inches. 

From  the  above  it  will  appear  that  a  narrow  strip  might  be  put  in  on  the  edge 

of  the  platform  near  125  ^eet  from  the  south  column,  and  another  near  260  feet 

from  the  same  column.  The  safe  width  of  this  strip  can  be  told  only  by  tell-tales 
fastened  to  the  platform.

Dear  Sir — I  have  had  under  con.^^ideration  for  some  time  complaints  transmitted 
to  me  by  you  regarding  the  burning  of  soft  coal  in  locomotives  at  the  freight  yards  of 
the  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad,  situated  at  the  Harlem  river, 
in  which  has  been  involved  the  question  of  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Public  Service  Com- 
mission for  the  First  District  in  respect  to  such  complaints. 

I  refer  to  the  complaints  of  Henry  G.  Kost,  of  No.  472  East  One  Hundred  and 
Thirty-fourth  street,  transmitted  to  me  by  you  on  July  28,  1907,  and  of  Hermann  G. 
Friedmann,  transmitted  to  me  by  you  on  August  26,  1907,  on  behalf  of  the  South  Bronx 
Property  Owners*  Association,  against  the  same  company. 

It  at  first  seemed  to  me  that,  generally  speaking,  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Commis- 
sion was  intended  to  be  limited  to  matters  directly  relating  to.  transportations,  and  that 
there  was  some  question  as  to  whether  a  smoke  nuisance  came  within  the  limits  of 
jurisdiction  bestowed  upon  the  Commission.  In  view,  however,  of  the  powers  vested  in 
the  Commission  in  relation  to  terminal  facilities  situated  within  the  First  District  and 
matters  relating  to  the  equipment  of  railroad  companies  operating  within  the  First 
District,  I  am  disposed  to  think  that  the  Commission  should  assume  jurisdic- 
tion of  complaints  of  this  character. 

I  therefore  return  to  you  herewith  the  papers  transmitted  to  me  by  you  regarding 
the  complaint  of  Mr.  Henry  G.  Kost,  and  advise  you  that  in  my  opinion  the  Commis-

Dear  Sir — In  accordance  with  Mr.  Whitney's  letter  of  September  s,  relative  to 
the  accident  on  the  line  of  the  Richmond  Light  and  Railroad  Company  at  Staten 
Island,  on  August  23,  1907,  I  directed  Assistant  Engineer  M.  H.  Ryan,  to  investigate 
the  conditions  and  report  thereon.  Herewith  are  four  copies  of  his  report,  with  blue 
print  attached,  showing  approximately  the  location  of  the  curve  in  question. 

The  curve  is  a  dangerous  one  on  account  of  its  radius  of  curvature  and  lack  of 
transition  curve  approaches  and  super-elevation,  and  should  not  be  operated  at  a 
greater  speed  than  four  or  five  miles  an  hour.  Furthermol^,  the  distance  from  cen- 
tre to  centre  of  tracks  is  such  that  cars  going  in  the  opposite  direction  cannot  pass 
on  the  curve.  On  account  of  this,  cars  should  be  always  under  control  in  approaching 
the  curve  in  both  directions,  in  order  to  avoid  a  possible  collision. 

By  referring  to  the  sketches  inclosed  herewith,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  conditions 
at  this  point  are  such  that  the  northbound  track  could  be  deflected  to  the  south  a 
sufficient  amount  to  enable  cars  going  in  opposite  directions  to  pass  each  other  on  the 
curve.  It- is  practicable  to  provide  transition  curves  at  the  approaches  of  the  curve  and 
also  to  super-elevate  the  tracks;  but  in  order  that  this  may  be  done,  the  relocation 
of  the  street  curb  line  must  be  made  as  suggested  by  Mr.  Ryan — ^to  provide  for  the 
passage  of  vehicles  without  the  necessity  of  their  crossing  the  curve.  The  super-ele- 
vation of  the  tracks  is  only  possible,  because  Richmond  avenue  does  not  extend  farther 
to  the  east  into  the  reservation,  and  the  driveway  entering  the  reservation  at  this  point 
need  not  be  approached  over  the  curve.  If  the  tracks  were  super-elevated,  a  guard 
fence  would  have  to  be  placed  inside  of  the  curve  to  prevent  vehicles  from  going  upon 
the  same. 

I  am  informed  by  Colonel  Crawford,  Commandant  of  Fort  Wadsworth,  that  the 
tracks  upon  this  point  are  located  upon  government  reservation;  also,  for  some 
distance  north  and  west  of  this  curve;  that  the  Richmond  Light  and  Railroad  Com- 
pany have  been  ordered  to  remove  their  tracks  to  a  location  outside  of  the  fort 
reservation,  and  that  it  is  expected  that  the  service  over  these  tracks  will,  be  dis- 
continued within  a  reasonably  short  time,  probably  during  the  fall. 

In  view  of  these  facts,  in  my  opinion,  the  best  method  of  effecting  the  removal 
of  this  dangerous  curve  is  to  suggest  to  the  railroad  company  the  desirability  of 
their  expediting  the  discontinuance  of  service  over  these  tracks,  otherwise  they  will 
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be  required  to  remodel  the  curve  in  such  manner  as  above  suf^gested.  They  should 
immediately  be  required,  however,  to  protect  the  curve  by  placing  an  inspector  there 
and  requiring  all  cars  to  approach  the  curve  under  control  and  to  take  it  at  low  speed.

Dear  Sir — I  submit  the  following  report  of  the  layout  of  the  tracks  of  the  Rich- 
mond Light  and  Railroad  Company  at  the  corner  of  New  York  and  Richmond  avenues, 
Borough  of  Richmond: 

There  are  two  tracks,  one  for  northbound  and  one  for  southbound  cars,  spaced 
ten  feet  centre  to  centre  on  both  tangents  and  curves.  The  angle  formed  \yy  the 
intersection  of  the  tangents  is  a  little  less  than  go  degrees.  The  curves  are  circular, 
or  very  nearly  so.  There  are  no  transition  curves  between  the  tangents  and  the 
circular  cur\'es.  The  radius  of  the  curves  on  the  northbound  track  (to  St.  George) 
is  about  66  feet;  and  of  the  southbound  track  (to  South  Beach)  about  56  feet.  Sec 
appended  sketch. 
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The  track  is  in  good  condition,  and  the  curves  are  smooth,  except  that  the  gauge 
of  the  west  rail  of  the  northbound  track  is  slightly  worn  at  the  point  of  curve.  There 
is  no  apparent  super-elevation  of  the  rail  of  the  northbound  track.  The  rail  of  the 
southbound  track  has  a  super-elevation  of  about  one-tenth  of  a  foot.  There  is  a  down 
grade  for  northbound  cars,  of  something  less  than  i  per  cent,  for  a  distance  of  several 
hundred  feet  before  reaching  the  curve.  The  macadam  pavement  between  the  rails 
and  to  the  northwest  of  the  tracks  is  good,  and  there  are  no  loose  stones  lying  about. 
An  arc  light  is  located  at  this  corner. 

With  the  present  street  layout  it  is  impossible  to  make  the  tracks  at  this  curve 
safe  for  cars  crttering  upon  the  curjire  at  any  considerable  speed.  Transition  curves 
and  super-elevation  of  rails  would  improve  the  tracks,  but  even  with  these  improve- 
ments it  would  not  be  safe  to  approach  the  curve  at  a  speed  of  more  than  four  or  five 
miles  an  hour.  Cars  can  be  successfully  operated  on  the  present  tracks  if  the  motor- 
men  use  ordinary  care. 

Danger  of  Collision — As  the  tracks  at  this  curve  are  spaced  10  feet  centre  to  cen- 
tre, cars  going  in  opposite  directions  cannot  pass  on  the  curve,  owing  to  the  overhang 
of  the  cars.  This  condition  makes  a  collision  possible  if  it  is  attempted  to  operate  cars 
at  a  high  rate  of  speed  in  passing  around  this  curve.  The  local  conditions  are  such 
that  the  tracks  could  be  laid  so  as  to  allow  cars  going  in  opposite  directions  to  pass 
each  other  on  the  curve. 
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Changes  in  Street  Layout — A  change  in  the  street  corner  at  this  point,  as  indi- 
cated on  sketch  in  dotted  lines,  would  tend  to  lessen  the  danger  of  collision  between 
cars  and  vehicles  at  this  corner.     There  are  no  buildings  on  the  corner,  and  the 

change  would  not  be  expensive.

Dear  Sir — In  accordance  with  the  request  of  the  Commission,  I  respectfully  sub- 
mit a  report  on  the  present  condition  of  the  work  on  the  East  river  tunnel,  as  follows : 


r 
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This  tunnel  contract  is  a  portion  of  the  contract  made  by  the  Board  of  Rapid 
Transit  Railroad  Commissioners  with  the  Rapid  Transit  Subway  Construction  Com- 
pany, for  an  extension  from  the  first  rapid  transit  railroad  from  the  Post  Office  to 
the  Long  Island  Railroad  station  in  Brooklyn.  This  contract  was  sublet  in  three  sec- 
tions, the  first,  the  subway  in  Manhattan  from  the  Post  Office  to  Battery  Park; 
the  second,  the  tunnel  extending  from  Battery  Park  to  the  Borough  Hall  in  Brooklyn, 
and  the  third,  from  the  Borough  Hall  to  the  Long  Island  Railroad  station  at  the  junc- 
tion of  Flatbush  and  Atlantic  avenues. 

The  first  section,  in  Manhattan,  has  been  completed  for  a  considerable  time,  and 
is  in  operation. 

The  third  section,  in  Brooklyn,  has  been,  largely  modified  and  is  well  advanced 
towards  completion. 

The  second  section,  the  tunnel  under  the  East  river,  the  completion  of  which  has 
been  delayed,  is  now  in  a  fair  way  of  being  put  in  operation  within  a  period  of  two 
months. 

The  contract  time  for  the  whole  work,  extending  from  the  Post  Office  in  Man- 
hattan, to  the  Long  Island  Railroad  station,  in  Brooklyn,  will  expire  on  the  ist  of  May, 
1908. 

The  condition  of  the  work  on  the  tunnel  contract  is  practically  as  follows : 

This  tunnel  is  a  double  tunnel,  so  designed  that  trains  will  run  in  separate  tubes 
^  Roing  to  and  from  Brooklyn.  The  Manhattan  approach,  w^hich  begins  at  Battery 
Park  and  extends  to  the  shaft  situated  at  the  lower  end  of  the  park,  is  practically 
finished,  except  for  the  laying  of  a  short  section  of  track  in  the  north  tube.  The  second 
section  in  Manhattan,  which  has  been  excavated  in  rock,  extends  from  the  shaft  above 
mentioned  in  Battery  Park  to  the  end  of  the  rock  formation  almost  in  the  middle  of  the 
East  river.  This  section  has  been  lined  with  concrete,  including  the  benches,  except  for 
1  sViort  stretch  in  the  vicinity  of  the  lowest  "sump"  near  the  east  end  of  the  rock 
section. 

In  the  south  tube  of  this  Manhattan  section  in  rock  the  concrete  track  bed  and  the 
cast-iron  drain  pipes  are  in  place  for  the  same  distance  as  the  concrete  lining.  Over 
the  same  stretch  in  this  tube  the  ties  and  some  rails  have  been  distributed. 

The  midriver  section,  which  extends  from  the  end  of  the  rock  formation  in  Man- 
hattan to  the  cross-connection  for  the  sump  in  the  rock  reef  located  on  the  Brooklyn 
side  of  the  river,  includes  about  500  feet  where  the  foundation  of  the  tubes  is  in  fine 
sand.  In  these  stretches  there  are  seventeen  concrete  pile  bents  under  the  north  tube 
and  fifteen  under  the  south  tube,  spaced  about  30  feet  apart,  and  extending  to  hard 
material  at  depths  ranging  from  5  feet  to  60  feet.  The  calking  in  this  section  is  in 
Kood  condition.  The  reinforced  concrete  bottom  and  the  drain  pipes  are  in  place  over 
the  whole  extent  of  the  piled  stretch  in  the  north  tube,  and  over  the  westerly  half  of 


,* 
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Changes  in  Street  Layout — A  change  in  the  street  comer  at  this  point,  as  indi- 
cated on  sketch  in  dotted  lines,  would  tend  to  lessen  the  danger  of  collision  between 
cars  and  vehicles  at  this  corner.

The  Secretary  reported  that  he  had  several  communications  on  the  Fourth  avenue 
subway  matter,  one  from  the  Brooklyn  Real  Estate  Brokers,  complaining  about  delay; 
one  from  the  Twelfth  Assembly  District  Democratic  Club  of  Brooklyn,  protest- 
ing against  delay;  one  from  the  Lefferts  Park  Improvement  League,  asking  for  favor- 
able consideration,  and  one  from  James  Simons,  calling  attention  to  the  fact  that  the 
subway  will  pass  through  an  undeveloped  section. 

On  motion,  duly  seconded,  they  were  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Fourth  Avenue. 


The  Secretary  presented  the  following  communication  from  Chief  Engineer  Rice 

in  regard  to  the  condition  of  the  work  on  the  East  river  tunnel,  and,  on  motion,  duly 

seconded,  it  was  referred  to  the  Committee  of  the  Whole:

The  Hon.  Wm.  R.  Willcox,  Chairman,  Public  Service  Commission,  for  the  Firsi 
District: 

Dear  Sir — In  accordance  with  the  request  of  the  Commission,  I  respectfully  sub- 
mit a  report  on  the  present  condition  of  the  work  on  the  East  river  tunnel,  as  follows: 
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This  tunnel  contract  is  a  portion  of  the  contract  made  by  the  Board  of  Rapid 
Transit  Railroad  Commissioners  with  the  Rapid  Transit  Subway  Construction  Com- 
pany»  for  an  extension  from  the  first  rapid  transit  railroad  from  the  Post  Office  to 
the  Long:  Island  Railroad  station  in  Brooklya  This  contract  was  sublet  in  three  sec- 
tions, the  first,  the  subway  in  Manhattan  from  the  Post  Office  to  Battery  Park; 
the  second,  the  tunnel  extending  from  Battery  Park  to  the  Borough  Hall  in  Brooklyn, 
and  the  third,  from  the  Borough  Hall  to  the  Long  Island  Railroad  station  at  the  junc- 
tion of  Flatbush  and  Atlantic  avenues. 

The  first  section,  in  Manhattan,  has  been  completed  for  a  considerable  time,  and 
is  in  operation. 

The  third  section,  in  Brooklyn,  has  been,  largely  modified  and  is  well  advanced 
towards  completion. 

The  second  section,  the  tunnel  under  the  East  river,  the  completion  of  which  has 
been  delayed,  is  now  in  a  fair  way  of  being  put  in  operation  within  a  period  of  two 
months. 

The  contract  time  for  the  whole  work,  extending  from  the  Post  Office  in  Man- 
hattan, to  the  Long  Island  Railroad  station,  in  Brooklyn,  will  expire  on  the  ist  of  May, 
1906. 

The  condition  of  the  work  on  the  ttmnel  contract  is  practically  as  follows : 

This  tunnel  is  a  double  tunnel,  so  designed  that  trains  will  run  in  separate  tubes 
in  going  to  and  from  Brooklyn.  The  Manhattan  approach,  which  begins  at  Battery 
Park  and  extends  to  the  shaft  situated  at  the  lower  end  of  the  park,  is  practically 
finished,  except  for  the  laying  of  a  short  section  of  track  in  the  north  tube.  The  second 
section  in  Manhattan,  which  has  been  excavated  in  rock,  extends  from  the  shaft  above 
mentioned  in  Battery  Park  to  the  end  of  the  rock  formation  almost  in  the  middle  of  the 
East  river.  This  section  has  been  lined  with  concrete,  including  the  benches,  except  for 
a  short  stretch  in  the  vicinity  of  the  lowest  "sump"  near  the  east  end  of  the  rock 
section. 

In  the  south  tube  of  this  Manhattan  section  in  rock  the  concrete  track  bed  and  the 
cast-iron  drain  pipes  are  in  place  for  the  same  distance  as  the  concrete  lining.  Over 
the  same  stretch  in  this  tube  the  ties  and  some  rails  have  been  distributed. 

The  midriver  section,  which  extends  from  the  end  of  the  rock  formation  in  Man- 
hattan to  the  cross-connection  for  the  sump  in  the  rock  reef  located  on  the  Brookljm 
side  of  the  river,  includes  about  500  feet  where  the  foundation  of  the  tubes  is  in  fine 
sand.  In  these  stretches  there  are  seventeen  concrete  pile  bents  under  the  north  tube 
and  fifteen  under  the  south  tube,  spaced  about  30  feet  apart,  and  extending  to  hard 
material  at  depths  ranging  from  5  feet  to  60  feet.  The  calking  in  this  section  is  in 
good  condition.  The  reinforced  concrete  bottom  and  the  drain  pipes  are  in  place  over 
the  whole  extent  of  the  piled  stretch  in  the  north  tube,  and  over  the  westerly  half  of 
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it  in  the  south  tube.  About  300  feet  of  bench  have  been  placed  in  the  north  tube,  and 
about  100  feet  in  the  south  tube.  No  roof  concrete  lining  has  been  placed  in  this  sec- 
tion in  either  tube. 

In  the  section  of  the  river  on  the  Brooklyn  side  extending  from  the  reef  to  the 
vicinity  of  Furman  street  in  Brooklyn  is  included  a  stretch  of  about  700  feetjn  each 
tube  where  the  foundation  is  in  fine  sand  and  day.  In  these  stretches  there  arc  fifteen 
concrete  pile  bents  under  the  north  tube  and  fourteen  under  the  south  tube,  spaced 
about  50  feet  apart,  and  extending  to  hard  material  at  depths  ranging  from  3  feet  to 
75  feet. 

In  the  north  tube  the  calking  is  in  good  condition,  and  in  the  south  tube  the  calking 
was  tested  yesterday  by  reducing  the  air  pressure,  and  the  test  has  proved  satis- 
factory. 

The  reinforced  concrete  bottom  and  drains  have  been  placed  over  the  whole  ex- 
tent of  the  piled  stretch  in  the  north  tube.  Over  the  same  distance  the  concrete  bench 
is  in  place,  except  for  a  stretch  of  about  100  feet  near  the  middle. 

In  the  Brooklyn  land  section,  which  extends  from  the  shafts  in  Furman  street  to 
the  end  of  the  section  at  Clinton  street,  both  tubes  have  been  lined  with  concrete,  in- 
cluding the  benches  and  track  foundation  concrete,  and  drain  pipes  embedded  for  the 
whole  of  this  stretch,  except  for  a  short  distance  east  of  the  shaft  in  the  north  tube. 
The  tubes  are  in  good  condition.  ^        » 

The  excavation  for  the  ventilating  shaft  on  the  Manhattan  side  of  the  tunnel  at 
South  Ferry  is  complete,  and  concrete  has  been  placed  in  the  sides  and  bottom 
preparatory  to  the  waterproofing.  The  excavation  for  the  Joralemon  street  shaft  just 
east  of  Willow  placeis  complete.  This  shaft  is  being  built  in  caisson  under  compressed 
air.  The  waterproofing  of  the  bottom  is  practically  finished,  some  concrete  bottom  is 
in  place,  and  considerable  of  the  steel  work  for  the  lower  portion  is  set  up. 

There  are  three  sumps  besides  those  which  are  to  be  at  the  ventilating  shafts.  Two 
of  those  are  located  in  the  rock  section  on  the  Manhattan  side,  and  one  in  the  Brook<> 
lyn  reef.  The  westerly  Manhattan  sump  is  finished,  except  for  installing  the  pumps. 
The  easterly  Manhattan  sump  is  excavated,  but  is  not  yet  lined  with  concrete.  The 
Brooklyn  sump  in  the  rock  reef  is  now  in  process  of  excavation. 

Generally  speaking,  the  tubes  are  practically  complete  and  ready  for  track  laying 
and  the  installation  of  the  signal  system,  except  for  the  section  from  the  middle  of  the 
river  to  the  Brooklyn  shore. 

.  In  this  particular  stretch  of  the  tunnel  all  kinds  of  work  are  rapidly  being  done  to 
finish  the  tubes.  The  reconstruction  work  is  entirely  finished,  the  piles  are  all  in,  and 
the  lining  has  been  made  water-tight. 

The  principal  work  now  remaining  to  be  done  before  laying  track  consists  in 
lining  the  roof  and  sides  of  the  tunnel  with  reinforced  concrete  over  the  two  sections 
where  the  bottom  is  in  fine  sand,  and  finishing  the  ventilating  shaft  in  Brooklyn. 
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So  much  has  been  said  lately  in  connection  with  the  tunnel  work  that  I  think 
this  an  opportune  time  to  make  some  statements  in  reference  to  this  work.  The  public 
evidently  have  a  wrong  impression  of  the  condition  of  the  tunnel,  which  impression 
is  due  principally  to  the  delay  which  has  been  occasioned  in  this  part  of  Contract 
No.  2. 

In  the  subletting  of  Contract  No.  2,  excellent  selections  were  made  of  subcon- 
tractors, with  the  exception  of  the  tunnel  portion.  The  contract  was  sublet  to  the  New 
York  Tunnel  Company;  the  influential  factor  of  the  company  being  Andrew  Onder- 
donk,  who  had  assumed  charge  of  the  work  when  in  ill  health  and  afterwards  died. 
Such  an  occurrence  naturally  interfered  with  the  carrying  on  of  the  work,  and  about 
a  year  and  a  half  ago  the  New  York  Tunnel  Company  was  confronted  with  troubles 
which  have  since  resulted  in  their  not  meeting  their  obligations;  liens  were  placed 
upon  the  payments  due  them,  and  several  months  ago  the  company  went  into  bank- 
ruptcy. The  original  contractor,  however,  advanced  the  necessary  funds,  and  the  work 
has  progressed  slowly  due  to  unfavorable  conditions. 

The  contractor  for  this  work,  as  on  the  first  contract,  has  spared  no  expense  in 
order  to  make  the  work  complete  in  all  its  parts,  and  in  many  cases  assuming  ex- 
penses which  were  not  strictly  included  in  the  contract  in  order  to  faithfully  carry  out 
the  work. 

The  contract  as  originally  drawn  contemplated  the  construction  of  a  double  tube 
tunnel  about  ISJ4  feet  in"  diameter.  The  details  of  the  interior  finish  of  this  work  were 
not  determined  at  the  time  of  letting  the  contract,  as  at  that  time  the  exact  conditions 
which  would  be  necessary  for  the  proper  operation  of  the  road  were  not  known.  Cars 
had  not  been  designed,  nor  had  the  form  of  contract  for  them  been  decided  upon. 

For  over  a  year  the  engineers  of  the  Rapid  Transit  Subway  Construction  Com- 
pany were  in  consultation  with  the  Engineers  of  the  Rapid  Transit  Board  in  perfecting 
the  details  for  this  particular  work,  and  the  plans  for  the  construction  of  the  interior 
of  the  tubes  have  been  carefully  designed.  These  plans  contemplate  the  building  of  a 
concrete  lining  over  the  entire  length  of  the  tunnel  in  the  bottom  and  sides  and  top  of 
the  tubes. 

The  section  of  tunnel  as  originally  designed  was  made  large,  so  that  in  case  of 
changes  of  alignment  and  variation  in  the  grade  the  operation  of  the  trains  would  not 
be  seriously  affected.  On  account  of  the  methods  pursued  by  the  subcontractor,  the 
extent  of  the  variation  provided  for  was  exceeded,  and  those  portions  of  the  tube  in 
sand  have  been  reconstructed  in  parts,  so  that  a  clearance  of  4  inches  as  a  minimum 
can  always  be  maintained  throughout  the  work.  In  almost  all  cases  this  clearance  ex- 
ceeds 4  inches,  but  the  minimtun  was  made  to  conform  to  the  clearance  which  exists  all 
along  the  rapid  transit  subway  in  Manhattan,  of  which  this  work  has  been  made  a 
part. 
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The  work  has  been  well  executed,  but  like  all  tunnel  work  where  the  conditions 
are  questionable,  the  time  for  completion  has  been  extended  beyond  the  contract 
time. 

For  some  distance  under  the  tube  the  contractor  deemed  it  wise  to  construct 
piles  as  hereinbefore  described.  These  piles,  in  my  judgment  and  in  the  judgment  of 
most  of  those  who  have  looked  into  the  matter,  are  unnecessary,  but  have  been  con- 
structed by  the  contractor  merely  for  the  sake  of  an  additional  safeguard.  If  the  tube 
is  made  water-tight  there  is  no  danger  of  its  getting  out  of  grade.  The  tube  has  been 
constructed  of  many  thousand  different  sections  which  have  been  calked  under  air 
pressure,  and  which,  before  the  work  is  completed,  are  made  absolutely  tight  The 
calking  of  these  joints  has  been  made  under  varying  pressures,  and  after  the  construc- 
tion of  the  tube  the  pressures  are  greatly  reduced,  bringing  out  any  defects  which  may 
be  found  in  calking.  When  these  defects  are  found  they  are  immediately  made  good. 
At  the  present  time  tfie  entire  length  of  the  tunnel  is  without  any  air  pressure  except 
for  a  short  distance  in  the  south  tube  near  the  Brooklyn  shore,  where  there  is  com- 
paratively little  pressure,  and  this  is  to  be  taken  off  within  a  very  short  time.  When 
this  is  done  all  parts  of  the  work  can  be  rapidly  finished,  as  it  will  then  be  possible  to 
put  men  into  this  work  without  air  pressure,  which,  to  many,  is  very  objectionable. 

The  tunnel  is  an  excellent  piece  of  constructive  work,  and  is  practically  the  first 
of  its  kind  which  has  been  designed  for  the  transportation  of  persons  from  Manhattan. 
In  building  it  a  great  many  problems  have  been  solved  whidi  were  entirely  new  and 
conditions  met  which  have  not  been  encountered  before. 

The  contractor  has  always  manifested  a  desire  and  an  inclination  to  construct  his 
work  in  a  substantial  and  proper  manner,  and  he  has  endeavored  in  every  way  to 
further  his  interests  by  completing  the  work.  The  subcontractor  has  no  interest  what- 
ever in  the  operation  of  the  road,  and  naturally  is  inclined  to  complete  it  at  a  cost  in- 
side of  his  contract. 

On  account  of  the  way  the  work  in  the  tunnel  has  been  managed  it  has  been  done 
at  a  loss,  and  on  this  account  alone  the  delays  in  carrying  out  the  work  have  been 
caused. 

Early  in  the  year  I  stated  that  I  thought  it  would  be  some  time  in  October  before 
the  tunnel  would  be  ready  for  the  operation  of  trains.  Since  that  time  conditions  have 
been  changed  somewhat  by  the  introduction  of  plans  for  reinforcing  and  supporting  the 
tubes,  and  while  it  is  still  my  belief  that  it  will  be  possible  to  start  operation  of  cars 
in  October  in  at  least  one  of  the  tubes,  it  now  seems  more  likely  that  this  will  not  take 
place  until  later,  probably  sometime  in  November.

The  requisition  for  $389.02  is  the  first  requisition  for  work  under  Contract  Sec- 
tion 9-0-4,  and  this  is  for  amount  of  earth  excavation  amounting  to  133  cubic  yards,  at 
the  unit  figure  of  $3.25  per  yard,  less  10  per  cent,  retained  by  the  City.

The  requisition  for  $8,605.35  is  for  Requisition  No.  i,  under  Contract  for  Section 
9-0-5,  and  for  work  performed  during  the  month  of  July  amounting  to  2,942  cubic 
yards  of  earth,  based  on  $3.25  per  yard,  amounting  to  $9,561.20,  less  10  per  cent,  re- 
tained by  the  City,  leaving  $8,605.35,  the  amount  of  the  requisition. 

The  requisition  for  $22,237.42  is  the  second  requisition  under  contract  for  subdivi- 
sion 9-0-5,  for  work  done  during  the  month  of  August,  amounting  to  10,035  cubic 
yards  of  earth  excavation.  This  requisition  shows  that  the  total  amount  of  excavation 
of  earth  to  date,  at  $3.25  per  yard,  amounts  to  $32,613.75,  and  with  92  feet  of  4-foot 
sewer  which  had  been  built,  for  which  $18  per  foot  had  been  allowed,  amounting  to 
$1,656,  making  a  total  of  $34,269.75,  from  which  deduct  the  amount  of  the  previous 
estimate  of  $9,561.50,  leaving  $24,708.25,  value  of  the  work  done  during  the.  month  of 
August;  10  per  cent,  of  this  being  deducted,  leaves  $22,237.42,  the  amount  of  the 
requisition. 

The  contracts  with  the  Bradley  Contracting  Company  for  these  two  sections  are  in 
bulk  form  and  the  unit  figure  upon  which  payments  are  being  allowed  has  been  fixed 
by  the  Engineer  of  the  Commission.  They  report  that  they  have  gone  over  the  various 
kinds  of  work  being  performed  under  these  contracts  and  fixed  a  unit  figure  for  the 
same  upon  which  to  base  estimates  for  payments  as  the  work  progresses. 

They  also  state  that  this  figure  from  time  to  time  will  be  revised  in  case  it  should 
appear  to  them  to  be  necessary  after  the  work  progresses  to  certain  stages,  and  this 
custom  has  prevailed  on  all  of  the  subway  construction  work  where  contract  has  been 
let  in  lump  amounts.  Even  when  there  was  no  retention  on  their  contracts  of  10  per 
cent.,  the  Engineer  reports  that  they  were  found  to  be  satisfactory,  and,  therefore,  they 
made  reports  that  in  this  case  it  would  appear  that  the  City  is  amply  protected  in  the 
passing  of  these  requisitions.

Public  Service  Commission  for  the  First  District: 

Gentlemen — Your  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  matter  of  the  traffic 
bridge  over  the  Harlem  Railroad  at  East  One  Hundred  and  Sixty-seventh  street  begs 
to  make  the  following  report : 

This  matter  started  in  1904,  and,  in  compliance  with  the  request  of  the  local 
authorities  of  the  Borough  of  The  Bronx,  the  State  Railroad  Board  gave  a  public 
hearing  on  October  26,  1905,  and  the  matter  were  thereafter  adjourned  to  July,  1905, 
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to  give  the  railroad  company  an  opportunity  to  be  heard,  and  on  July  17,  1905,  the 
railroad  company  wrote  the  State  Railroad  Board  that  diey  would  not  produce  any 
witnesses  and  that  the  Board  could  go  ahead  and  make  its  determination  for  an  over- 
crossing,  pursuant  to  section  61  of  the  Railroad  Law. 

On  October  11,  1905,  the  State  Railroad  Board  made  its  determination  under 
section  61  of  the  Railroad  Law,  in  effect  that  East  One  Hundred  and  Sixty-seventh 
street,  Borough  of  The  Bronx,  New  York  City,  shall  cross  the  New  York  and  Harlem 
Railroad  above  the  grade  of  said  railroad,  and  on  the  overhead  bridge  for  foot  passen- 
gers only;  reserving  the  right  thereafter  to  determine  as  to  the  height,  length  and 
character  of  materials  to  be  used  for  the  approaches  and  the  bridge.  Very  shortly  after 
this  determination  was  made  by  the  State  Railroad  Board  the  property  owners  pro- 
tested vigorously  against  the  order  limiting  the  bridge  to  a  footbridge  only,  and 
demanded  that  the  bridge  be  made  a  traffic  bridge  for  pedestrians  and  carriages  a$ 
well,  which  resulted  in  the  City  making  a  new  application,  by  resolution  of  the  Local 
Board  of  Morrisania,  for  a  traffic  bridge  on  East  One  Hundred  and  Sixty-seventh 
street  over  the  Harlem  Railroad  tracks;  and  thereafter  the  State  Railroad  Board 
gave  a  public  hearing  on  March  12,  1907,  and  from  that  time  down  to  July  i,  1907, 
the  Engineers  of  the  City  and  the  railroad  were  occupied  in  trying  to  agree  on  plans  and 
specifications  for  the  proposed  bridge.  Not  having  come  to  any  agreement  on  July  17, 
1907,  the  Public  Service  Commission  for  the  Second  District  transmitted  all  the  papers 
in  this  matter  to  this  Commission,  including  all  the  correspondence  and  the  testimony 
taken  upon  the  various  hearings,  and  the  matter  was  referred  to  your  Committee, 
together  with  numerous  complaints  that  had  been  sent  in  by  property  owners  on  account 
of  the  delay  in  having  this  work  advanced  to  completion. 

Your  Committee  at  once  brought  the  matter  to  the  attention  of  the  railroad 
officials,  and  they  requested  that  the  matter  lay  over  until  September,  until  the  return 
of  their  engineers  who  were  assigned  to  prepare  the  necessary  plans,  etc. 

On  September  5  this  Commission  received  from  the  Vice-President  of  the  New 
York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad  Company  communication  transmitting  plans 
for  the  construction  of  the  proposed  bridge  at  One  Hundred  and  Sixty-seventh  street 
over  the  New  York  and  Harlem  Railroad  tracks,  also  estimates  of  the  costs  and  a 
statement  of  the  distribution  of  expenses  in  triplicate. 

Your  Committee  has  examined  these  plans  and  the  accompanying  estimates,  and 
begs  to  report  that  your  Committee  has  also  examined  the  location  and  finds  that 
the  proposed  structure  is  very  much  needed,  and  will  be  a  great  benefit  to  not  only 
the  property  owners  in  that  immediate  vicinity,  but  also  to  a  large  section  lying  directly 
east  and  west  of  the  said  proposed  bridge. 

The  estimated  expense,  including  the  allowance  of  $25,500  damages  to  property, 
amounts  to  $90,000,  distributed  one-half  on  the  City  and  one-half  to  be  paid  by  the 
railroad  company. 
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And  your  Committee  would  further  report  that  in  his  opinion  the  bridge,  as  well 
as  the  plan,  should  receive  the  approval  of  this  Commission,  and  submits  for  adoption 
the  following  resolution: 

Whereas,  The  State  Railroad  Board,  at  the  time  it  went  out  of  existence  and 
its  duties  were  transmitted  to  this  Commission,  had  under  consideration  an  appli- 
cation from  the  City  authorities  for  permission  to  construct  a  traffic  bridge  in  East 
One  Hundred  and  Sixty-seventh  street.  Borough  of  The  Bronx,  New  York  City,  over 
the  Harlem  Railroad  tracks,  and  had  given  the  necessary  public  hearing  thereon,  and 
were  awaiting  the  preparation  of  plans  for  the  construction  of  the  same  by  the 
engineers  representing  the  railroad  company  and  the  Engineers  representing  the 
Borough  of  The  Bronx;  and

authorities  of  the  Borough  of  The  Bronx  have  agreed  upon  plans  and  specifications 
for  the  construction  of  the  bridge  over  the  Harlem  Railroad  tracks  on  East  One 
Hundred  and  Sixty-seventh  street,  together  with  the  estimated  cost  of  the  expense 
of  such  construction,  and  the  equal  distribution  of  the  same  between  The  City  of 
New  York  and  the  said  railroad  company ;  be  it 

Resolved,  That  this  Commission  determines,  under  section  6i  of  the  Railroad  Law, 
that  East  One  Hundred  and  Sixty-seventh  street,  Borough  of  The  Bronx,  New  York 
City,  shall  cross  the  New  York  and  Harlem  Railroad,  now  leased  to  and  operated 
by  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad  Company,  above  the  grade  of 
such  railroad,  and  on  an  overhead  bridge  for  general  traffic,  and  that  the  plans  submitted 
by  the  said  railroad  company,  duly  approved  by  them  and  by  the  Borough  President 
of  the  Borough  of  The  Bronx,  be  and  they  hereby  are  approved  by  this  Commission, 
and  that  the  Secretary  be  and  he  hereby  is  directed  to  sign  the  same  in  the  name  of 
this  Commission.

Dear  Sirs — I  ask  that  you  appoint  provisionally  and  assign  to  my  ofl&cc  Miss 
Mary  E.  Gaston,  of  No.  212  West  One  Hundred  and  Thirty-fifth  street,  Manhattan, 
in  the  position  of  File  Clerk.  This  appointment,  like  that  of  Law  Clerk,  is  one 
which,  under  the  law,  is  made  by  the  Commission,  not  by  Counsel.  Among  her  duties 
will  be  to  keep  the  books  for  entering  requisitions,  requests  for  opinions,  correspond- 
ence, proceedings  in  pending  actions,  and  on  orders  issued  by  the  Commission,  and 
attend  to  the  proper  filing  of  documents  in  the  same,  so  that  immediate  access  to 
them  may  be  assured.  % 

The  chief  duties  of  this  Clerk  will  be  this  entering  and  filing,  but  I  plan  to  add 
some  functions  in  connection  with  the  indoing  and  care  of  the  books  in  the  law 
library.  The  title  of  the  position,  as  the  Civil  Service  Commission  has  stated  it  for 
examination  to  be  held  on  the  28th  of  this  month,  is  Filing  Clerk  and  Librarian. 

There  is  no  eligible  list  for  this  position,  and  I  therefore  ask  you  to  appoint 
provisionally  to  this  position,  subject  to  Rule  VIII,  subdivision  4  of  the  rules  of  the 
Civil  Service  Commission,  and  assign  to  this  office  Miss  Mary  E.  Gaston,  at  a  salary 
of  $90  a  month.

H.  H.  Whitman,  Esq.,  Assistant  Counsel,  Public  Service  Commission,  Tribune  Build- 
ing, New  York  City: 

Dear  Sir — In  considering  the  various  questions  which  arise  relating  to  the  values 
of  property  on  Centre  street,  Walker  street,  Qeveland  place,  Broome  street  and  Mul- 
berry street,  the  easements  under  which  are  to  be  taken  by  your  Board  for  a  subway. 
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we  would  state  that  it  is  impossible  for  us  to  give  you  accurate  information  concerning 
the  value  of  the  buildings  after  the  railway  has  been  built  under  these  properties. 

The  buildings  on  them  will  unquestionably  be  damaged  and  that  damage  will  be 
the  cost  to  repair  them  and  bring  them  to  their  present  condition,  and  in  addition 
another  claim  for  damage  must  be  accounted  for  in  the  loss  of  rents  and  damage 
to  machinery,  etc.  No  one  but  an  architect,  engineer,  or  a  builder  can  determine 
what  that  cost  is,  and  in  our  opinion  it  would  be  unwise  for  us  to  try  to  go  into  the 
question.  We,  therefore,  send  you  a  list  of  the  property,  putting  on  it  what  we  con- 
sider, first,  the  present  market  value  of  each  piece,  separating  the  building  from  the 
land,  and  second,  what,  in  our  opinion,  will  be  the  market  value  of  the  land  after 
the  easements  are  taken  and  after  a  tunnel  is  built.  In  this  connection,  we  have 
supposed  that  a  claim  yrill  be  made  that  each  piece  of  property  should  be  so  strongly 
supported  by  your  subway  that  a  building  of  at  least  twenty  stories  in  height  may 
be  erected  on  it,  and  our  estimates  are  based  on  the  supposition  that  the  substructure 
will  carry  such  a  weig:ht,  and,  therefore,  the  damage  caused  by  the  easement  will  be 
greater  than  if  it  is  only  expected  to  supply  a  support  strong  enough  to  carry  a 
building  say  seven  stories  high.  We  show,  third,  what  in  our  judgment  the  damage 
to  the  land  value  would  be  supposing  you  do  not  put  in  such  a  foundation  as  outlined 
above,  but  simply  support  the  present  structures  and  leave  the  possible  height  of 
any  future  buildings  to  be  determined  by  thfe  land  owner  at  the  time  he  contemplates 
putting  up  a  new  building;  in  other  words,  that  the  foundation  which  you  will  put  in 
will  simply  support  structures  of  the  size  now  on  the  lots.  With  such  an  arrangement 
for  foundations  certain  peculiar  conditions  arise  in  considering  each  lot  and  therefore 
the  percentage  of  damage  varies  greatly.  If  the  determination  of  the  various  damages 
is  left  to  a  Commission  appointed  by  the  Court,  we  think  the  award  of  the  Commission 
will  be  greater  than  the  damages  we  have  named.  We  think  it- would  be  wise  for 
your  Commission  in  most  of  the  cases  in  question  not  to  support  and  repair  the 
buildings,  but  tear  them  down.  When  torn  down,  your  work  can  be  done  quicker 
and  better  and  cheaper  and  besides,  the  buildings,  when  repaired  will  not  be  appropri- 
ate to  the  business  which  will  require  them.  The  exception  to  this,  perhaps,  is  in 
the  case  of  the  building  on  the  southeast  corner  of  Walker  street  and  Centre  street, 
and  we  are  told  by  your  Engineer  that  it  is  possible  to  underpin  it  and  build  the  sub- 
way satisfactorily  under  it.  This  building  is  strong  and  large  and  we  are  not  clear 
whether  it  would,  or  would  not,  be  wise  to  tear  it  down,  our  feeling  rather  being 
that  it  is  wise  to  wreck  it.

Report  of  Condemnation  of  Parcels  of  Land  Along  Centre  Street. 

This  is  a  matter  brought  up  by  our  Counsel  upon  the  attached  letter  from 
Douglas  Robinson,  Charles  S.  Brown  &  Co.,  regarding  easements  along  Centre  street 
I  have  gone  over  the  letter  and  figures  carefully.  It  would  cost  seven  hundred  thou- 
sand dollars  or  more  to  buy  all  of  the  buildings  affected  by  the  proposed  easements.  I 
have  talked  with  the  Comptroller  and  our  Engineer  on  the  subject.  If  we  should 
buy  this  property  and  later  then  sell  it,  retaining  the  subway  easement,  the  avails 
would  need  to  be  covered  into  the  Sinking  Fund.  Mr.  Metz  was  of  the  opinion  that 
we  should  be  very  chary  of  buying  the  entire  property  when  an  easement  would  be 
iuflicient,  although  he  recognized  that  upon  the  condemnation  we  might  have  to  pay 
about  as  much  for  the  easement  as  for  the  entire  property. 
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Our  Counsel  suggests  that  it  would  be  well  to  negotiate  for  the  purchase  of  cer- 
tain of  these  pieces  of  property,  and  that  in  that  case  it  mi^ht  be  well  if  he  should 
be  authorized  to  have  one  of  the  title  companies  to  ascertain  the  owners  of  record. 
It  seems  to  me  that  this  suggestion  is  a  wise  one  and  should  be  followed.  He  also 
asks  us  to  consider  whether  it  would  not  be  well  to  authorize  his  Department  to 
make  an  offer  for  these  properties  uoon  the  figures  submitted  by  Douglas  Robinson, 
Charles  S.  Brown  &  Co.  It  seems  to  me  that  it  would  be  better  that  the  Counsel 
should  make  no  offer  that  would  bind  the  Commission,  and  that  this  might  be  done 
in  a  tentative  manner  by  the  Counsel  without  any  authority  from  this  Board.  I  there- 
fore recommend  the  following  resolution:

Public  Service  Commission    for  the  First  District: 

Gentlemen — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  regarding  the  complaints 
made  by  the  Mutual  Inspection  and  Adjustment  Company  in  behalf  of  Henri  Mouquin 
and  of  Messrs.  Vogler  &  Vogler,  both  against  the  New  York  Edison  Company.  The  first 
of  these  complaints  refers  to  an  alleged  discrimination  in  charges,  and  the  second  to  an 
arbitrary  discontinuance  of  the  electric  light  connectioi^ 

It  seems  to  me  that  both  of  these  complaints  are  well  founded.  It  was  decided 
in  the  case  of  Armour  Packing  Company  against  the  Edison  Electric  Illuminating 
Company,  115  App.  Div.,  51,  that  electric  lighting  companies  are  by  law  under  an 
obligation  to  furnish  service  without  discrimination  in  price  under  similar  circumstances 
and  conditions.  In  that  case,  the  plaintiff  sued  to  recover  payment  made  to  the  defend- 
ant, on  the  allegation  ^hat  the  defendant  was  at  the  same  time  and  under  similar 
circumstances  and  conditions  furnishing  electricity  to  others  at  a  less  rate,  and  upon 
demurrer  the  Court  upheld  the  sufficiency  of  the  complaint. 

The  complaint  of  Messrs.  Vogler  &  Vogler  is  also  well  founded.  In  Mr.  Norton's 
letter  to  Mr.  Whitney,  accompanying  the  complaint,  he  suggests  that  a  report  be  made 
upon  the  following  "fundamental  legal  points  involved: 

"(a)  The  right  of  the  New  York  Edison  Company,  a  monopolistic  public  ser- 
vice corporation,  to  cancel  their  agreement  and  disconnect  service  on  thirty  days'  notice, 
if  a  customer  has  paid  all  bills  presented  in  full. 

"(b)  The  right  of  the  New  York  Edison  Company  to  increase  its  rates  to  cus- 
tomers after  contract  has  been  once  entered  into." 

Regarding  the  first  of  these  propositions,  I  would  report  that  in  my  opinion  an 
electrical  corporation  has  no  right  to  cancel  and  disconnect  service  arbitrarily,  unless 
the  customer  is  in  default  in  payment  of  bills  duly  rendered. 

Section  65  of  chapter  566  of  the  Laws  of  1890,  known  as  chapter  40  of  the  General 
Laws,  requires  that  gas  companies  and  electric  lighting  companies  furnish  service 
on  demand  to  persons  who  apply  for  it  in  writing,  and  whose  premises  are  within  one 
hundred  feet  of  a  gas  main  or  electric  wire. 

Section  66  provides  that  the  lighting  companies  may  require  a  reasonable  deposit 
to  secure  the  payment  for  two  months'  service.  If  the  applicant  for  service  is  willing 
to  make  the  deposit,  and  makes  a  formal  demand,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  lighting  com- 
pany to  make  the  connection  and  furnish  the  service;  and  it  necessarily  follows  that 
such  a  company  is  without  right  to  disconnect  the  service  arbitrarily.  It  seems  to 
me  equally  plain  that  they  have  not  the  right  to  require  a  yearly  contract  as  a  condi- 
tion for  making  the  service,  for  such  a  requirement  in  many  instances  would  prac- 
tically nullify  the  provisions  of  section  65  of  the  law  above  referred  to. 
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I  am  also  of  the  opinion  that  the  New  York  Edison  G>mpany  has  no  right  to  in- 
crease its  rates  to  customers  after  contract  has  once  been  entered  into.  The  law 
of  1905  established  a  maximum  of  10  cents  per  kilowatt  hour;  but  even  if  the  rate 
established  had  been  an  absolute  one,  contracts  theretofore  legally  made  for  a  less 
rate  would  remain  binding  upon  the  company.  It  is  elementary  that  a  legislative 
act  cannot  impair  the  obligation  of  valid  contracts  already  made. 

In  both  of  these  cases  the  complainants  have  a  complete  remedy  in  the  courts. 
In  the  case  of  discrimination  a  suit  may  be  brought,  under  the  authority  of  the  Armour 
Packing  Company  case  above  cited,  to  recover  back  the  excess  paid.  In  the  case  of 
disconnection  of  service  the  complainant  may  make  format  written  demand  for  the 
connection,  and  if  the  company  refuses  to  furnish  such  service  he  may,  under  the 
authority  of  the  section  above  cited,  recover  a  penalty  of  $10  and  $5  for  each  day 
during  which  the  refusal  continues. 

I  now  consider  the  power  of  this  Commission  in  dealing  with  these  complaints. 
The  provisions  regarding  the  supervision  and  control  of  gas^  and  electrical  corpora- 
tions are  different  from  those  regarding  the  control  of  railroads  and  street  railroads. 
The  only  provision  in  the  act  for  orders  against  gas  and  electrical  corporations  is 
contained  in  section  72.    It  is  there  provided  that: 

"The  Commission,  within  lawful  limits,  may,  by  order,  fix  the  maximum  price 
of  gas  or  electricity  to  be  charged  by  such  corporation  or  person,  or  may  order  such 
improvement  in  the  manufacture  or  supply  of  such  gas,  in  the  manufacture,  trans- 
mission or  supply  of  such  electricity,  or  in  the  methods  employed  by  such  person  or 
corporation  as  will   in  its  judgment  improve  the  service." 

It  is  obvious  that  these  orders  are  such  as  refer  to  the  general  service  and  not  to 
the  enforcement  of  the  rights  of  an  individual  against  a  corporation  in  isolated  cases. 

If  it  is  claimed  that  a  general  method  exists  requiring  yearly  contracts  as  a  con- 
dition to  service,  an  investigation  might  be  ordered  under  section  72,  and  if  such  method 
is  found  to  exist,  it  could  be  prohibited  by  order.  The  same  might  be  said  of  dis- 
crimination in  service,  although  the  concrete  case  presented  seems  to  me  to  be  an  iso- 
lated case,  which  would  not  be  made  the  basis  of  a  general  order. 

If  the  Commission  desires,  I  will  frame  an  order  for  such  investigation.

avoiding  the  necessity  of  the  Inter-state  Commerce  Commission  formulating  any  set  of 
rules  at  all  for  business  of  that  nature.

Deak  Sir — At  the  request  of  Chief  Engineer  Rice  of  your  Board,  the  contractor 
employed  by  this  Department  in  laying  the  high  pressure  fire  service  mains  has  been 
notified  to  postpone  the  laying  of  that  section  of  the  mains  on  Centre,  from  Chambers 
street  to  Broome,  and  on  Walker  street  from  Centre  to  Mulberry. 

It  has  been  discovered,  on  examining  the  plans  of  the  subway  now  under  con- 
struction at  this  location,  that  the  tunnel  will  be  built  so  close  to  the  street  surface  it 
win  be  impossible  at  some  places  for  the  water  pipe  to  be  laid  over  the  roof  of  it  to 
connect  with  the  main  to  be  placed  in  the  pipe  gallery,  without  a  partial  redesigning 
of  the  roof  of  the  tunnel,  particularly  where  stations  are  to  be  located. 

Before  the  construction  of  this  subway  extension  advances  too  far,  it  is  respect- 
fully requested  that  the  plan  of  the  roof  be  altered  so  as  to  permit  of  the  placing  of 
the  high  pressure  fire  service  mains  over  it  on  Centre  and  Canal  streets.

Dear  Sir — ^The  New  York  Team  Owners'  Association  is  composed  of  the  ntajority 
of  persons,  firms  and  corporations,  engaged  in  the  cartage  of  merchandise  in  and  about 
The  City  of  New  York,  and  particularly  to  and  from  the  stations  and  piers  of  the 
several  transportation  companies  having  terminals  in  The  City  of  New  York,  and  is 
organized  for  the  purpose  of  improving  the  conditions  under  which  its  members  con- 
duct their  business. 

The  New  York  Team  Owners'  Association  hereby  complains  to  the  Public  Service 
Commission  that  the  New  York  City  Railway  Company  maintains  on  several  of  the 
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streets,  in  the  Borough  of  Manhattan,  street  car  rails,  many  of  which  are  not  used  at 
all,  while  a  few  are  used  only  for  a  single  car  operated,  not  for  the  accommodation  of 
the  public,  but  to  preserve  the  franchises  of  the  Company  in  the  streets.  These  rails  are 
a  serious  obstruction  to  vehicle  traffic  and  dangerous  to  horses.  Many  of  these  streets 
are  very  narrow  and  should  be  as  free  as  possible  from  obstruction,  and  practically 
all  of  them  are  situated  in  districts  devoted  to  the  wholesale  trade,  and  consequently 
used  by  heavy  vehicles  in  the?  cartage  of  merchandise. 

We  respectfully  call  to  the  attention  of  the  Public  Service  Commission  the  con- 
dition of  the  following  main  streets  upon  which  the  New  York  City  Railway  Company 
continues  to  maintain  unused  rails:

Gentlemen — The  undersigned,  on  behalf  of  the  Twenty-eighth  Ward  Board  of 
Trade,  beg  leave  to  invite  your  attention  to  the  following  matters  in  respect  to  the 
elevated  system  in  Brooklyn,  and  to  suggest  investigation  thereof  and  action  thereon. 

I.  The  absence  of  toilet  accommodations  throughout  the  entire  .system.  Though 
practically  every  elevated  station  in  Manhattan  is  provided  with  toilet  accommodations, 
there  are  lione  provided  on  the  Brooklyn  elevated  lines. 

We  submit  that  the  necessity  is  as  great  in  Brooklyn  as  in  Manhattan. 

Suggestion — That  the  company  be  required  to  provide  suitable  toilets  for  all  sta- 
tions, one-third  to  be  provided  in  1908,  one-third  in  1909,  and  the  remainder  in  1910; 
the  most  important  stations  on  the  several  lines,  to  be  selected  by  the  Commission,  to 
be  installed  in  1908. 

That  inadequate  service  is  provided  on  Sundays  and  holidays  througliont  the 
entire  system,  yet  none  of  the  lines  are  operated  on  such  days  to  their  maximum 
capacity. 

Suggestion — More  trains. 

That  between  the  morning  and  evening  rush  hours,  during  the  middle  of  the  day, 
and  after  the  rush  hours  at  night,  the  headway  between  trains  is  too  great,  so  that 
travel  by  the  elevated  is  slow  and  would-be  passengers  arc  forced  to  travel  by  over- 
crowded trolleys.  The  more  rapid  movement  of  elevated  trains  is  more  than  lost  by 
the  time  spent  in  waiting  for  them. 

Suggestion — That  instead  of  running  trains  of  three  or  more  cars  durinj;  slack 
hours  at  long  intervals,  trains  be  made  up  of  but  two  cars  and  nm  at  short  intervals. 
That  is  approximately  the  same  number  of  cars,  but  made  into  more  trains  with  shorter 
intervals  between  trains. 

Standard  of  Employees — It  is  noted  that  there  has  been  a  marked  depreciation  of 
the  personnel  of  trainmen  during  the  last  two  j'ears.  Foreigners  are  employed  who 
speak  our  language  so  imperfectly  that  it  is  frequently  impossible  to  understand  the 
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names  of  the  stations  as  called  out  by  them,  and  there  seems  no  adequate  effort  on  the 
part  of  the  company  to  compel  either  proper  announcement  of  stations  or  the  desti- 
nation of  trains.  ^ 

Suggestion — That  signs  be  suspended  from  tJie  roofs  of  cars,  or  affixed  thereon, 
immediately  over  the  gates,  so  as  to  be  plainly  visible  from  the  stations,  and  showing 
the  destination  of  the  train,  to  supplement  the  signs  now  displayed  on  the  front  plat- 
forms of  the  first  cars.  Further,  that  more  signs  bearing  the  names  of  stations  be 
displayed  thereon,  at  a  height  where  they  may  be  readily  seen  by  passengers  within 
the  cars,  and  that  these  signs  he  not  obscured  by  billboards,  advertising,  etc. 

At  the  Brooklyn  Bridge — That  the  crush  during  the  evening  rush  hours  is  greatly, 
and  apparently  unnecessarily,  increased,  the  utilization  of  but  two  of  the  five  platforms 
in  the  Manhattan  terminal,  and  all  passengers  bound  to  Brookl.vn  are  compelled  to 
board  their  trains  on  a  platfrom  having  an  area  of  approximately  5,000  square  feet, 
while  the  neighboring  and  larger  platfornis  stand  idle.  The  anomojy  is  presented 
that  at  the  busiest  hours  the  smallest  area  is  in  use  and  at  slack  hours  the  largest. 

Suggestion — That  at  least  one  of  these  unused  platforms,  namely  that  on  the  south 
side,  parallel  with  the  "island  platforms,"  could  be  utilized  to  advantage  without  any 
change  in  the  tracks  or  switching  arrangements  or  dispatch  of  trains,  but  by  the  em- 
ployment of  a  few  additional  platform  men. 

'That  the  crush  at  the  bridge  is  commonly  maintained  longer  than  necessary  by  the 
fact  that  the  number  of  trains  operated  across  the  bridge  is  not  maintained  at  the  mini- 
mum headway  covering  the  full  period  of  heavy  travel.  Trahis  arc  taken  off  before 
the  rush  ceases  so  that  the  crush  is  prolonged  in  the  trains  that  remain. 

Suggestion — That  the  rush  hour  minimum  headway  should  be  maintained  until 
7  p.  m. 

That  there  is  a  second  crush  at  the  bridge  .at  7  p.  m.,  when  the  through  service 
takes  the  place  of  the  rush  hour  service. 

Suggestion — That  the  change  from  the  shuttle  service  to  through  car  service  should 
be  postponed  to  7:30  p.  n». 

During  the  morning  rush  hours  delay  and  discomfort  are  caused  by  the  failure  to 
open  all  the  side  doors  of  the  shuttlt  cars  on  their  arrival  at  the  new  pUtform  upon 
the  north  side  of  the  Manhattan  terminal.  Passenijcrs  are  now  discharged  at  this  plat- 
form from  the  ends  of  the  cars,  but  no  men  have  been  stationed  there  to  open  the  side 
doors,  and  only  those  passengers  can  utilize  this  platform  who  can  effect  exit  from  the 
ends  of  the  cars ;  at  least  until  they  are  released  by  fellow  passengers  who,  after  effect- 
mg  their  escape  from  the  doors  at  the  ends,  take  the  trouble  to  open  the  side  doors  for 
those  remaining  in  the  cars. 

Suggestion — That  men  be  stationed  on  the  north  platform  during  the  rush  hours 
in  the  morning  to  open  the  side  doors  as  the  cars  arrive. 
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Great  discomfort  is  caused  passengers  on  cars  crossing  the  bridge  at  rush  hours, 
packed  in  to  the  suffocating  point,  by  the  windows  being  closed  even  during  the  hot 
weather,  and  the  unhealthy  condition  inside  the  cars  leads  to  an  overcrowding  of 
the  platforms.  The  ventilation  within  the  cars  is  so  bad,  that  even  when  the  weather  is 
intensely  cold,  the  platforms  are  overcrowded. 

Suggestion — That  the  windows  be  kept  open  during  the  rush  hours  w^hen  the 
weather  is  mild,  and  that  superior  ventilation  be  provided  at  all  times. 

The  Broadway  Elevated. 

This  line  begins  at  the  foot  of  Broadway,  where  it  meets  several  ferry  lines, 
and  during  the  rush  hours  the  passengers  received  from  these  ferries  fill  the  cars  to 
their  seating  capacity,  yet  at  the  Marcy  avenue  station,  which  is  the  station  sought  by 
the  crowds  arriving  by  means  of  the  Manhattan  cars  from  the  Williamsburg  bridge,  an 
equal  number  of  passengers  demands  transportation,  with  the  result  that  there  is  a 
great  overcrowding,  which  is  at  times  as  bad  as  that  experienced  at  the  Brooklyn 
bridge.    There  is  no  physical  obstacle  to  the  operation  of  more  cars  on  this  line. 

Suggestion — That  the  company  be  required  to  furnish  cars  up  to  the  needs  of  the 
service. 

Upon  the  completion  of  the  Manhattan  Subway  terminal  of  the  Williamsburg 
bridge,  the  contract  for  which  calls  for  its  completion  August  .31,  1907,  though  there 
!s  excellent  reason  to  believe  the  work  will  not  be  completed  until  spring,  it  is  proposed 
to  provide  facilities  for  eight  car  trains  on  the  Broadway  line,  yet  some  of  the  platforms 
along  the  route  of  the  elevated  are  only  long  enough  for  four  car  trains. 

Suggestion — That  the  company  be  required  to  at  once  extend  its  platforms  so  that 
work  upon  them  will  be  completed  simultaneously  with  the  Manhattan  terminal.  The 
capacity  of  the  road  will  be  limited  to  the  capacity  of  the  Broadway  stations  irrespective 
of  the  magnitude  of  the  terminal. 

Formerly  trains  were  run  through  to  Cypress  Hills  from  the  Broadway  ferries,  but 
this  service  has  been  discontinued.  During  non-rush  hours  all  cars  are  run  from  the 
ferries  to  Canarsie,  so  that  passengers  for  Cypress  Hills  have  to  transfer  at  Gates  ave- 
nue or  some  other  point  where  the  Cypress  Hills  trains  can  be  obtained,  from  the  Lex- 
ington avenue  line.  During  rush  hours  trains  are  run  alternately  from  the  ferries  to 
Van  Siclen  avenue  and  Canarsie,  necessitating  the  transfer  of  passengers  destined  for 
Cypress  Hills  or  points  on  the  Fulton  street  section,  at  Van  Siclen  avenue  or  one  of 
the  stations  connecting  with  the  Lexington  avenue  line. 

Suggestion-^That  through  trains  be  run  from  the  Broadway  ferries  to  Cypress 
Hills,  alternating  with  the  trains  to  Canarsie. 

m 

The  exits  from  both  the  Gates  avenue  station  and  the  Halsey  street  station  arc 
wholly  inadequate.  Much  delay  is  caused  at  both  points,  both  to  incoming  and  out- 
going passengers  by  the  narrowness  of  the  stairway.  At  Gates  avenue  the  Broadway 
line  unites  with  the  Lexington  avenue  line,  so  that  at  this  station  and  the  Halsey  street 
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station,  which  is  beyond  the  point  of  junction,  the  two  systems  have  to  be  provided  for, 
and  there  is  danger  of  serious  accident  under  the  present  conditions  owing  to  the  con- 
gestions which  occur  daily  .on  the  stairs. 

Suggestion — ^That  at  each  station  an  additional  exit  and  stairway  be  provided, 
leading  west  in  both  cases. 

During  the  last  few  months  the  Broadway  elevated  road  has  been  strengthened  by 
steel  girders  of  large  dimensions,  which,  instead  of  being  substituted  for  those  which 
have  proved  too  weak,  have  been  placed  beneath  the  same,  with  the  result  that  the 
clearance  in  the  roadway  has  been  diminished,  and  owing  to  the  massiveness  of  the 
girders  the  middle  of  the  street  converted  into  a  veritable  tunnel,  to  ihe  great  detriment 
of  the  thoroughfare. 

Suggestion — As  the  road  is  to  be  reinforced  in  other  places,  precautions  should  be 
taken  to  prevent  any  further  spoliation  of  Broadway. 

The  Marcy  and  Driggs  avenue  stations,  for  trains  bound  west,  though  used  by 
passengers  leaving  trains,  are  not  guarded  by  any  station  men  or  others. 

Suggestion — That  platform  men  or  guards  should  be  placed  at  both  points. 

Lexington  Avenue  Road. 

A  very  great  annoyance  is  caused  to  passengers  during  the  evening  rush  hours, 
who  live  beyond  the  Gates  avenue  station,  by  the  switching  back  of  cars  from  the 
Brooklyn  Bridge  when  they  reach  Gates  avenue,  instead  of  continuing  the  same  as 
during  the  non-rush  hours,  every  other  train  on  the  Lexington  avenue  line  being  thus 
arrested,  necessitating  the  transfer  of  thousands  of  persons  under  adverse  conditions 
with  much  delay,  confusion  and  discomfort.  There  is  no  congestion  beyond  Gates 
avenue  and  the  only  possible  excuse  that  can  be  offered  is  the  lack  of  sufficient  cars 
to  give  adequate  service  over  the  entire  route.  The  crowds  are  so  great  at  Gates 
avenue  when  the  passengers  of  two  trains  are  forced  into  one  that  it  is  frequently  a 
matter  of  great  difficulty  to  close  the  gates,  and  the  trains  are  held  while  the  guards 
struggle  with  passengers. 

Suggestion — That  all  cars  on  the  Lexington  avenue  line  be  required  to  run  at 
least  as  far  as  Manhattan  Junction  during  rush  hours  in  the  evening,  with  a  minimum 
headway  possible  under  the  conditions  which  prevail  at  the  Brooklyn  Bridge,  the 
despatching  point. 

At  the  present  time  all  express  trains  on  this  road  stop  at  both  DcKalb  and 
Franklin  avenues,  assumably  for  the  reason  that  at  these  points  the  Lexington  avenue 
line  is  crossed  by  the  opposition  lines  of  the  Coney  Island  and  Brooklyn  Railroad 
Company  (DeKalb  and  Franklin  avenue  lines),  and  it  is  believed  that  the  interest 
of  the  public  would  best  be  served  by  having  but  one  stop. 

Suggestion — That  instead  of  the  two  stations  named,  express  trains  stop  at 
Greene  avenue,  this  being  between  the  two  and  close  to  the  curve  where  it  is  necessary 
for  trains  to  diminish  speed  in  any  event,  whether  trains  stop  or  not. 
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At  present  six-car  trains  are  run  on  the  express  service,  but  only  five-car  trains 
^n  the  local  service  (ordinarily),  yet  the  necessity  is  as  great  for  six-car  trains  on 
^c  local  service  as  on  the  express.    This  refers  to  rush  hours. 

Suggestion — That  all  trains  during  the  rush  hours  be  made  up  of  six  cars. 

At  the  Cypress  Hills  terminal  of  the  Lexington  avenue  road  much  inconvenience 
^nd  discomfort  is  caused  passengers  who  are  obliged  to  transfer  in  large  numbers  to 
^oJley  cars  in  order  to  continue  on  to  Jamaica  and  intervening  points,  the  facilities  at 
^*s  point  being  deplorable. 

Suggestion — That  the  company  be  required  to  utilize  its  property  there,  on  which 

J     ^  the  incline  formerly  used  when  through  elevated  cars  were  run  to  Jamaica,  and 

jv    ^^uire  such  additional  property  as  may  be  necessary  in  order  to  effect  an  arrange- 

L        ^'hereby  the  trolleys  may  be  brought  to  the  level  of  the  elevated,  or  the  elevated 

^^d  to  the  grade  of  the  surface  cars,  similar  to  the  plan  adopted  at  Sixty-fifth  street, 

^^^^Aere  the  surface  cars  are  brought  to  a  uniform  level  with  the  elevated  in  the 

Bosto"*^     system. 

On     the  Lexington  avenue  line  the  headway  after  rush  hours  and  during  the  night 
necessit.ates  long  waits,  which  are  particularly  hard  on  the  patrons  of  the  road  who 
take  tHe  cars  at  the  bridge  entrance  during  the  winter,  where  there  are  no  waiting  rooms 
or  suit  able  protection,  and  the  headway  diminishes  until  at  about  i  a.  m.  there  is  a  head- 
way of  but  half  an  hour.    (The  same  condition  exists  on  practically  all  the  other  lines.) 
^^*8:gestion — That  the  trains  be  divided  into  units  of  twa  cars  and  run  at  more 
frequent  intervals  and  in  numbers  to  provide  seats  for  all,  and  not  less  frequently  than 
tvtry  fifteen  minutes.

^^e  Brooklyn   Bridge   are   obliged   to  climb   to  the  level  of   the  elevated   tracks   to 
ascertain  when  the  next  train  will  leave,  so  it  is  impossible  to  determine  at  the  street 
level  whether  it  is  better  to  take  a  surface  car  or  to  wait  for  an  elevated  train. 

Suggestion — ^That  time  tables  of  the  elevated  lines  be  displayed  at  the  approaches 
to  the  bridge  on  the  level  with  the  surface  cars,  and  that  a  system  of  dials  or  lights 
be  adopted  to  indicate  the  number  of  minutes  before  the  departure  of  the  next  elevated 
train  on  each  of  the  several  lines.

Fulton  Street  Elevated, 

.  On  this  line  the  stations  at  Tillary  street  and  Lafayette  avenue  have  been  aban- 
doned, but  the  stations  and  stairways  have  not  been  removed. 

Suggestion — ^That  the  stations  be  reopened  or  that  the  company  be  required  to 
remove  them  and  the  stairways. 

Fifth  Avenue  Elevated. 

This  road  crosses  the  Fulton  street  system,  and  it  would  be  a  great  convenience 
to  the  public  to  have  a  transfer  system  between  them.  The  conditions  where  the  Fulton 
street  and  Fifth  avenue  lines  meet  are  similar  to  those  under  which  the  Myrtle  avenue 


and  Broadway  systems  meet,  and  though  the  company  has  erected  staircases  and  trans- 
fers in  the  one  case  there  is  no  physical  connection  or  transfer  system  in  the  otlier. 

Suggestion — That  the  company  be  required  to  build  a  staircase  connecting  the 
Fulton  street  and  Fifth  avenue  elevated  lines  and  to  transfer  passengers  between  the 
two  systems.

Dear  Sir — Last  March  the  following  ordinance  was  passed  by  the  Board  of  Alder- 
men: 

AN  ORDINANCE  to  minimize  danger  to  passengers  boarding  and  alighting  from 

railroad  cars  on  Broadway,  between  Fifty-ninth  and  Manhattan  streets  in  the 

Borough   of  Manhattan. 

Be  it  Ordained  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  The  City  of  New  York,  as  follows: 

Section  i.    For  the  purpose  of  minimizing  danger  and  in  order  that  passengers 

may  more  conveniently  board  and  alight  from  the  railroad  cars  operated  on  Broadway, 
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between  Fifty-ninth  and  Manhattan  streets,  in  the  Borough  of  Manhattan,  the  rail- 
road company,  or  companies,  operating  cars  on  said  thoroughfare  shall  require  the 
conductor  to  open  the  gate  on  the  rear,  end  of  each  and  every  car  on  the  side  nearest 
the  parkways  or  small  parks  in  the  centre  of  said  Broadway. 

Sec.  2.  A  failure  on  the  part  of  the  company,  or  companies,  operating  cars  on 
said  Broadway,  or  on  the  part  of  any  employee  or  employees  thereof,  to  comply  with 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  shall  subject  the  company,  companies  or  other  per- 
sons so  offending  to  a  penalty  of  twenty-five  dollars  for  each  and  every  failure  so  to 


Sec.  3.  All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  or  conflicting  with 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  4.    This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  immediately. 

Adopted  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  February  26,  1907. 

Received  from  his  Honor,  the  Mayor,  March  12,  1907,  without  his  approval  or  dis- 
approval thereof;  therefore,  as  provided  in  section  40  of  the  Greater  New  York 
Charter,  the  same  took  effect  as  if  he  had  approved  it. 

The  railroad  company  carried  out  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  until  about 
the  first  of  June,  when  they  boldly  refused  to  perform  it  any  longer,  and  I  was  going 
to  begin  proceedings  against  them. 

The  ordinance  was  passed  through  the  efforts  of  the  West  End  Association,  and  is 
favored  by  everybody  on  the  west  side  of  New  York.  I  should  like  to  have  this 
ordinance  now  made  effective  by  an  order  of  the  Utilities  Commission.  If  you  desire 
that  I  should  appear,  I  would  be  very  glad  to  do  so,  as  I  think  that  it  is  a  regula- 
tion that  will  save  a  good  many  lives  on  the  west  side  of  the  City.  •

chises, which  by  law  were  authorized  to  be  so  sold,  were  on  or  about  May  12,  1884,  duly 
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sold  under  and  by  virtue  of  a  judgment  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  this  State  rendered 
in  an  action  in  said  Court  for  the  foreclosure  of  a  mortgage  of  such  property  and 
franchises,  which  were  thereupon  conveyed  to  and  acquired  by  said  Brooklyn  Elevated 
Railroad  Company.  Sai4  Brooklyn  Elevated  Railroad  Company  thus  reorganized  had 
been  incorporated  by  the  special  act  of  the  Legislature  of  this  State  known  as  chapter 
585  of  the  Laws  of  1874,  with  the  name  of  the  Brooklyn  Elevated  Silent  Safety  Rail- 
way, which  name,  by  a  special  act  of  the  Legislature  of  this  State  known  as  chapter 
422  of  the  Laws  of  1875,  was  changed  to  Brooklyn  Elevated  Railway  Company.  An 
elevated  railroad  was  constructed  and  owned  prior  to  the  year  1899  in  the  former 
city  and  present  Borough  of  Brooklyn,  from  Myrtle  avenue  on  Grand  avenue  to  Lex- 
ington avenue;  thence  on  Lexington  avenue  to  Broadway;  thence  on  Broadway  to 
Alabama  avenue,  and  thence  on  Fulton  street  to  Crescent  street,  by  said  corporation 
known  orighially  as  Brooklyn  Elevated  Silent  Safety  Railway,  and  afterwards  as 
Brooklyn  Elevated  Railroad  Company  as  aforesaid,  and  by  the  said  successors  thereof, 
the  Brooklyn  Elevated  Railroad  Company,  under  and  in  pursuance  of  and  with  the 
powers,  rights,  privileges  and  franchises  granted  by  the  general  laws  of  this  State  by 
the  said  special  acts  of  the  Legislature  of  this  State,  and  also  by  the  further  special 
acts  of  the  Legislature  of  this  State  known  as  chapter  585  of  the  Laws  of  1874,  as 
amended  by  chapter  539  of  the  Laws  of  1885;  and  the  Brooklyn  Union  Elevated  Rail- 
road Company  since  on  or  about  January  30,  1899,  has  been  and  still  is  the  owner  of  the 
said  elevated  railroad  with  all  of  the  said  powers,  rights,  privileges  and  franchises, 
which  by  law  it  was  authorized  to  become  the  owner  of.

tween the  former  City  of  Brooklyn  and  the  former  Town  of  Newtown  at  Ridgewood; 
also  on  Broadway,  from  Broadway  ferry  to  Lexington  avenue;  also  on  Hudson  ave- 
nue, from  Myrtle  avenue  to  Flatbush  avenue;  thence  on  Flatbush  avenue  to  Fifth  ave- 
nue; thence  on  Fifth  avenue  to  Thirty-eighth  street. 

The  Brooklyn  Union  Elevated  Railroad  Company  since  on  or  about  January  30, 
1899,  has  been  and  still  is  the  owner  of  the  said  elevated  railroad,  with  all  the  powers, 
rights,  privileges  and  franchises  of  the  several  railroad  corporations,  respectively,  con- 
structing said  railroads,  which  said  Brooklyn  Union  Elevated  Railroad  Company  and 
its  predecessor  companies  were  authorized  by  the  said  laws  to  succeed  to,  on  full  com- 
pliance with  such  laws.

franchises  theretofore  owned  by  the  said  Kings  County  Elevated  Railroad  Company,  and 
which  said  Brooklyn  Union  Elevated  Railroad  Company  was  authorized  by  law  to 
become  the  owner  and  possessed  of,  on  full  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  law,  in- 
cluding the  following  elevated  railroads,  which  had  theretofore  been  constructed  by  the 
following  companies : 

(a)  The  Kings  County  Elevated  Railway  Company  was  duly  incorporated  on  or 
about  January  6,  1879,  by  filing  on  that  day  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  its 
certificate  of  incorporation  under  and  in  pursuance  of  chapter  606  of  the  Laws  of  i875» 
and  the  acts  amendatory  thereof  and  supplementary  thereto,  and  thereafter  under  and 
in  pursuance  of  the  general  laws  of  this  State,  constructed,  and  until  on  or  about  July 
7,  1899,  owned  the  elevated  railroad  in  the  former  city  and  present  Borough  of 
Brooklyn,  on  Fulton  street,  from  Fulton  ferry  to  the  former  boundary  line  between  the 
former  City  of  Brooklyn  and  the  former  Town  of  New  Lots. 

(b)  The  Fulton  Elevated  Railway  Company  was  duly  incorporated  on  or  about 
July  6,  1888,  by  filing  on  that  day  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State  its  certificate 
of  incorporation  under  and  in  pursuance  of  chapter  606  of  the  Laws  of  1875  2ind 
the  acts  amendatory  thereof  and  supplementary  thereto,  and  thereafter  under  and 
in  pursuance  of  the  general  laws  of  this  State,  constructed,  and  until  on  or  about 
July  7,  1899,  owned  the  elevated  railroad  in  the  former  city  and  present  borough 
of  Brooklyn,  from  the  boundary  line  between  the  city  of  Brooklyn  and  the  town 
of  New  Lots,  on  Fulton  street  to  Williams  place,  thence  on  Williams  place  to 
Snediker  avenue,  thence  on  Snediker  avenue  to  Pitkin  avenue,  thence  on  Pitkin  avenue 
to  Euclid  avenue,  thence  on  Euclid  avenue  to  Liberty  avenue,  thence  on  Liberty  avenue 
to  the  former  boundary  line  between  the  city  of  Brooklyn  and  the  town  of  Jamaica.

The   Application. 

The  Brooklyn  "Union  Elevated  Railroad  Company  has  applied  to  the  Board  of 
Estimate  and  Apportionment  for  the  right  to  use  two  of  the  tracks,  together  with 
the  sidings,  turnouts,  switches  and  terminals  to  be  constructed  by  The  City  of  New 
York  on  the  Manhattan  Bridge  and  to  be  used  for  the  operation  of  the  elevated 
railroad  trains,  and  this  application  is  for  the  right  to  construct  the  following 
elevated  structures  in  the  extension  of  Flatbush  avenue,  more  particularly  described 
as  follows : 

I. 

A  double  track  elevated  structure  connecting  with  the  elevated  structure  on 
Fulton  street  at  or  near  the  intersection  with  Flatbush  avenue  with  said  Fulton  street 
and  extending  northerly  along  the  extension  of  Flatbush  avenue  over  and  above  the 
elevated  railroad  structure  in  Myrtle  avenue  to  a  point  distant  about  one  hundred 
feet  north  of  where  the  northerly  side  of  Myrtle  avenue  intersects  what  is  known  as 
the  extension  of  Flatbush  avenue,  where  said  tracks  merge  into  the  two  elevated 
tracks  next  described.

Two  elevated  tracks  connecting  with  the  petitioner's  elevated  structure  turning 
out  of  Myrtle  avenue  and  extending  northerly  along  the  extension  of  Flatbush  avenue 
to  be  constructed  between  the  tracks  last  described  to  where  the  same  will  merge 
into  the  tracks  last  described  at  a  point  distant  about  one  hundred  feet  north  of 

Johnson  street. 

IV. 

The  right  to  construct,  maintain  and  operate  all  the  necessary  turnouts,  sidings, 
switches,  crossovers  and  connections  with  its  elevated  structure  on  Flatbush  avenue, 
Fulton  street  and  Myrtle  avenue,  together  with  the  further  right  to  maintain  all 
signal  towers,  plants,  equipment,  platforms  and  stations  necessary  in  the  operation 
of  said  elevated  railroad. 

V. 

That  a  diagram  and  plan  is  hereto  annexed  showing  the  layout  of  said  structure, 
as  the  same  is  desired  to  be  constructed,  maintained  and  operated,  and  is  herewith 
referred  to  and  made  a  part  hereof. 

VI. 

That  your  Honorable  Board  has  authority  to  grant  said  application,  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment,  by  virtue  of  chapter  4 
of  the  Laws  of  1891  and  acts  amendatory  thereof  and  supplementary  thereto,  which 
power  devolved  upon  your  Honorable  Board  by  chapter  429  of  the  Laws  of  IQ07. 

VIL 

That  your  petitioner  has  not  as  yet  acquired  the  consents  of  any  property  owners 
for  the  construction  of  said  elevated  structure. 

Wherefore,  it  is  respectfully  asked  that  a  franchise  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  Laws  of  this  State  be  granted  to  your  petitioners  at  as  early  a 
date  as  possible.

Whereas,  Although  the  need  of  Brooklyn  for  better  transit  facilities  has  been 
for  years  and  is  now  obvious  to  all  Brooklynites  and  was  for  over  eight  years  past 
persistently  and  continuously  brought  by  Brooklyn  citizens  to  the  attention  of  the 
late  Board  of  Rapid  Transit,  the  said  Board  did  fail  and  refuse,  except  as  below  stated, 
to  pay  any  heed  to  Brooklyn's  demand  for  relief  in  matters  of  transit;  and 

Whereas,  Because  of  such  failure  and  because  of  the  plain  incompetency  and 
neglect  of  duty  of  said  Board,  the  Legislature  of  this  State  did  by  statute  duly 
enacted  abolish  the  said  Board,  and  vest  its  powers  in  a  new  body  known  as  the 
Public  Service  Commission;  and 

Whereas,  After  the  passage  of  such  act  and  on  the  eve  of  its  passing  out  of 
existence,  the  said  old  Board  of  Rapid  Transit,  in  order  to  forestall  action  on  the 
part  of  the  Public  Service  Commission,  did  pass  a  resolution  for  the  construction  of 
the  subway,  commonly  called  the  Fourth  avenue  and  Coney  Island  subway.

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Commissioner  Bassett — "I  should  like  to  make  a  statement  on  that,  and  propose 
a  resolution.  After  this  order  was  issued,  and  evidence  having  been  taken,  the  Coney 
Island  and  Brooklyn  Railroad  Company  began  to  look  about  for  more  cars  than  they 
had,  in  order  to  purchase  these  new  cars  to  go  on  the  Smith  street  line.  They  found, 
in  order  to  buy  ten  cars,  they  would  have  to  buy  some  of  one  make  and  some  of 
another.  They  have  brought  in  an  expert  designer,  particularly  to  prepare,  not  only 
these,  but  for  cars  to  be  put  on  the  Smith  street  line  and  other 'lines.  They  want 
to  have  a  uniform  pattern.  I  have  talked  it  over  with  them  and  they  request  that 
we  should  change  this  item  of  the  order  so  that  it  would  apply  to  a  new  sort  of  car 
and  to  give  somewhat  further  time  in  order  that  they  might  be  obtained  all  of  a 
uniform  pattern.  I  showed  them  our  order  must  stand  and  was  not  subject  to  amend- 
ment and  must  be  carried  out,  or  else  it  must  be  opened  and  any  change  made  upon 
evidence  properly  introduced.  It  would  hardly  seem  to  be  right  to  compel  this  rail- 
road to  get  cars  of  a  different  design.  They  want  them  alike  and  seem  to  be  seeking 
to  secure  additional  equipment  for  the  Smith  street  line.  They  assured  me  there 
would  not  be  the  loss  of  a  day  in  going  on  with  their  plans  and  making  arrangements 
with  manufacturers,  if  wc  would  take  testimony  on  this  one  item.  I  therefore  move 
that  this  order  be  reopened,  touching  the  one  item  of  the  ten  new  cars  and  that  the 
Coney  Island  Railroad  Company  be  permitted  to  introduce  new  testimony,  touching 
their  new  designs  of  cars,  and  that  a  Committee  of  One  be  given  full  charge  of  such 
a  hearing  as  to  its  being  reopened."

Hon.  \ViLLi.\M  R.  WiLLcox,  Chairman  of  the  Public  Service  Commission  for  the  First 
District: 

Dear  Sir — Shortly  after  the  organization  of  the  Public  Service  Commission  for 
the  First  District,  and  prior  to  the  appointment  of  Counsel  by  the  Commission,  the 
Degnon  Contracting  Company,  contractors  for  section  9-0-2  of  the  Brooklyn  loop  lines, 
applied  to  me  as  Chief  Engineer  for  permission  to  enter  on  the  property  adjacent  to 
the  subway  in  order  to  do  the  necessary  shoring  preparatory  to  underpinning  such 
property,  an  application  for  such  permission  being  based  upon  that  clause  in  the  con- 
tract contained  on  pages  164  to  165,  contract  9-0-2.  As  such  a  permit  had  never  been 
issued  on  the  general  contracts  i  and  2,  I  did  not  feel  at  liberty  to  issue  such  permit. 
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In  order  to  enable  the  contractor  to  proceed  with  his  work,  it  was  arranged  after 
a  conference  between  myself  and  the  contractor  and  his  counsel,  that  where  buildings 
required  underpinning,  an  order  for  such  underpinning  would  be  issued  bj-  me  in 
accordance  with  the  power  given  me  under  clause  on  page  156  of  the  contract.  Upon 
the  receipt  of  such  an  order  the  contractor  forwarded  a  notice  to  the  owner  of  the 
property  with  the  request  that  he  be  afforded  permission  to  enter  upon  the  property 
and  shore  the  same  it  being  assumed  that  the  subsequent  procedure  would  be  in 
accordance  with  or  follow  the  rule  provided  for  in  section  22  of  the  Building  Code. 

I  am  now  informed  by  the  contractor  that  necessary  access  to  the  building,  Nos. 
174  and  176  Canal  street,  has  not  been  afforded  him.  I  enclose  herewith  copy  of  the 
contractor's  letter  relative  to  this  matter. 

As  there  appears  to  be  some  doubt  as  to  the  limits  of  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Public  Service  Commission  for  the  First  District  and  the  Building  Department  of  the 
City  of  New  York,  it  is  desirable  that  the  authority  of  the  Commission  be  definitel}' 
determined.  The  contractor  is  now  being  delayed  at  the  point  above  mentioned,  and 
it  is  important  that  some  action  be  immediately  taken  to  enable  him  to  proceed  forth- 
with.

Dear  Sir — The  Degnon  Contracting  Company,  who  are  the  contractors  for  the 
subway  loop  section  known  as  9-0-2,  have  made  an  examination,  in  connection  with  the 
engineering  department,  of  the  building  at  Nos.  188  and  190  Canal  street,  and  it  is 
believed  that  the  condition  of  this  building  is  such  that  any  attempt  to  underpin  it  or 
disturb  the  front  walls  would  be  dangerpus,  and  that,  therefore,  the  building  should 
be  condemned  to  enable  the  Contractors  to  proceed  with  their  work. 

The  condition  of  this  building  raises  a  question  of  jurisdiction,  which  in  my 
opinion  should  be  submitted  to  the  Counsel  of  the  Commission.  In  former  times  the 
question  as  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Rapid  Transit  Board  as  against  the  jurisdiction 
and  authority  of  the  Borough  President  or  other  City  Departments,  has  arisen  during 
the  construction  of  Contracts  Nos.  i  and  2,  and  it  has  been  definitely  settled  by  suc- 
cessive Corporation  Counsels  that  the  old  Rapid  Transit  Board  had  sole  jurisdiction 
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of  the  streets  where  subways  were  being  built.  The  Rapid  Transit  Board  was  also 
advised  by  its  Counsel  that  it  had  sole  jurisdiction  in  the  matter  of  underpinning 
buildings  adjacent  to  the  structure  being  built.  Reference  to  pages  4077  and  4226  of 
Volume  VII  of  the  Minutes  of  the  Rapid  Transit  Board  confirms  the  above  statement. 
In  the  case  to  which  I  call  your  attention,  where  it  appears  that  the  condition  of  the 
building  is  unsafe  and  should  possibly  be  condemned,  the  question  arises  as  to  the 
authority  for  carrying  on  such  condemnation  proceedings,  if  same  should  be  necessary. 
Considerable  difficulty  and  delay  were  experienced  during  the  summer  and  fall  of 
1904  in  obtaining  definite  action  by  the  Building  Department  in  regard  to  the  building 
at  Xo.  157  Grand  street,  adjacent  to  the  Grand  Street  Ventilating  Chamber. 

To  avoid  delay  in  the  construction  of  section  9-0-2,  and  with  the  corresponding 
loss  to  the  City  therefrom,  it  is  imperative  that  the  question  as  to  whether  the  authority 
of  the  Public  Service  Commission  is  broad  enough  to  cover  the  matter  of  condemna- 
tion of  defective  buildings  along  the  line  of  the  work,  or  whether  such  condemnation 
should  be  carried  on  by  the  Building  Department  of  Manhattan,  should  be  settled. 
If  the  Building  Department  has  jurisdiction  in  this  matter,  it  is  important  that  action 
by  said  Department  be  taken  at  once  to  avoid  delay  in  constructing  the  subway 
adjacent  to  Nos.  188  and  190  Canal  street.

Dear  Sir — At  the  time  of  letting  the  contract  known  as  section  9-0-4,  Brooklyn 
loop  lines,  the  property  on  the  east  side  of  Mott  street,  to  the  north  as  well  as  to  the 
south  of  Delancey  street  extension,  was  unimproved.  DuHng  the  current  work  excava- 
tion has  been  begun  on  the  property  located  on  the  northeast  corner  of  Mott  street 
and  Delancey  street  extension,  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a  building,  and  I  am  in- 
formed  that  another  building  is  to  be  erected  on  the  vacant  lot  now  located  at  the 
southeast  corner  of  Mott  street  and  Delancey  street  extension. 

The  contract  known  as  9-0-4  provides  on  pages  15,  16  and  17,  under  the  description 
of  "Work  to  be  done,"  that  the  contractor  shall  "protect  and  support,  during  construc- 
tion, all  buildings  and  other  structures  *  *  *  to  as  useful  and  good  a  condition  as 
existed  before  construction  shall  have  been   begim."  The   erection  of  new  buildings 
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alonja:  the  line  of  this  contract  will  raise  the  question  as  to  the  responsibility  of  the 
contractor  building  the  subway  for  the  support  and  underpinning  of  buildings  subse- 
quent to  the  signing  of  this  contract.  As  this  question  is  very  likely  to  come  up  at 
other  points  on  this  section,  it  seems  desirable  that  a  ruling  of  the  Commission  should 
be  obtained — 

First — As  to  whether  the  Bradley  Contracting  Company  is  required  under  their 
contract  to  provide. underpinning  for  these  new  buildings,  (a)  as  part  of  and  for  the 
price  of  their  lump  sum  contract,  or  (b)  as  extra  work,  or 

Second — Whether  the  owner  erecting  new  buildings  along  the  line  of  the  subway 
should  himself  provide  such  a  foundation  for  his  building  as  would  obviate  the 
necessity  of  its  being  underpinned  by  reason  of  the  excavation  adjacent  thereto  to  be 
made  in  order  to  construct  the  Rapid  Transit  subway.

Dear  Sir — When  the  contract  for  building  the  subway  loop  through  Centre  and 
Delancey  streets  was  made,  provision  had  not  been  made  for  laying  the  high-pressure 
water  mains  by  the  City  and  the  contractors  naturally  have  called  attention  to  the  fact 
that  extra  payment  will  be  required  for  this  work. 

In  my  opinion  there  is  no  question  but  that  the  subway  contractor  is  entitled  to 
an  allowance  for  the  maintenance  or  moving  of  these  mains,  in  view  of  the  fact  that 
they  were  laid  subsequent  to  his  signing  the  contract  with  the  City.  Should  it  be  de- 
cided that  the  maintenance  or  moving  of  the  high-pressure  mains  is  to  be  allowed,  the 
method  as  to  determining  the  allowance  to  be  made  should  be  settled  upon.  The  allow- 
ance for  this  extra  work  could  be  based  either  upon  a  rate  per  linear  foot,  to  be  agreed 
upon  with  the  contractor,  or  upon  force  account,  and  a  reasonable  percentage  for 
profit.  In  either  case,  however,  imdcr  the  terms  of  the  contract  an  agreement  would 
have  to  be  entered  into  between  the  contractor  and  the  Commission,  and  I  should  like 
to  be  advised  as  to  how  this  work  is  to  be  paid  for  so  that  I  can  make  the  necessary 
provisions  for  having  it  looked  after.

Deak  Sir — Mr.  George  W.  Simpson,  attorney  for  the  Automobile  Supply  Com- 
pany at  Nos.  1733-37  Broadway,  has  represented  to  me  that  the  women  customers  using 
his  client's  place  have  complained  of  the  gratings  which  have  been  constructed  along  the 
edge  of  the  sidewalk  over  the  ventilating  chamber  at  this  point.  He  desired  to  have  a 
portion  of  the  grating  closed  up  permanently.  I  pointed  out  to  him  that  it  was  neces- 
sary that  the  full  effective  opening  through  the  gratings  be  obtained  for  the  proper 
ventilation  of  the  subway,  particularly  during  the  night  hours,  and,  therefore,  no  por- 
tion of  the  gratings  could  be  closed  permanently. 

After  several  conferences,  I  suggested  to  Mr.  Simpson  that  there  would  be  no 
material  objection  to  his  clients  covering  a  portion  of  the  grating  about  six  feet  long 
longitudinally  with  a  rubber  matting  which  could  be  placed  in  position  during  the 
business  hours  of  the  day  and  removed  at  night.  I  further  pointed  out  that  the  per- 
mission to  use  such  a  mat  would  be  revocable  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Commis- 
sioner. 

I  respectfully  recommend,  therefore,  that  a  permit  be  issued  to  the  Automobile  Sup 
ply  Company  to  cover  a  portion  of  the  gratirj  six  feet  long  temporarily  in  front  of 
their  entrance,  with  a  rubber  mat  during  the  business  hours  of  the  day,  from  9  a.  m.  to 
7  p.  m.,  it  being  understood  that  such  company  assume  all  responsibility  for  placing  and 
removing  such  a  mat  and  maintaining  the  same  in  a  safe  condition. 

For  your  further  information,  herewith  is  a  blue  print  of  plan  No.  1650  with  tht 
outline  of  the  grating  designated  in  red  and  indicating  an  assumed  location  for  the 

proposed  mat.

of  any  railway  by  steam  locomotive  power,  and  to  that  end  to  make  an  agreement 
with  any  railroad  company  for  the  construction  by  said  railroad  company,  at  its  own 
cost,  of  a  subway  under  the  roadbed  of  the  present  tracks  or  under  other  streets  or 
places  to  which  by  agreement  such  tracks  should  be  removed,  all  under  the  conditions 
provided  in  the  said  law ;  and 

Whereas,  The  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad  Company  is  now 
operating  by  steam  locomotive  power  a  railroad  over  tracks  laid  in  the  public  streets 
of  the  Borough  of  Manhattan,  City  of  New  York,  at  grade ;  and 

Whereas,  The  Board  of  Rapid  Transit  Commissioners  were  unable  within  twelve 
months  after  said  Act  took  effect,  to  wit:  before  the  26th  day  of  March,  1907,  to 
agree  as  therein  provided  with  such  railroad  company,  and  the  said  railroad  company 
is  still  operating  its  railroad  by  steam  locomotive  power  in  such  streets,  and 

Whereas,  The  said  Act  requires  the  Board  of  Rapid  Transit  Commissioners,  if 
unable  to  so  agree,  to  condemn  any  and  all  rights,  privileges  and  franchises  of  any 
such  railway  company  or  companies  to  operate  by  locomotive  using  steam  or  other 
power,  cars  or  trains  for  carrying  freight  and  passengers  at  grade  on,  across,  through 
or  along  streets,  avenues,  public  parks  or  places  of  The  City  of  New  York,  Borough 
of  Manhattan,  and  cause  the  tracks  of  such  railroad  or  railroads  to  be  removed 
therefrom;  and 
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Whereas,  This  Commission  has  given  this  matter  careful  consideration  and  caused 
preliminary  surveys  and  maps  to  be  made  showing  the  trackage  operated  at  grade  by 
the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad  Company,  and  also  prepared 
copies  of  acts,  ordinances  and  leases  relative  thereto ;  now  be  it 

Resolved,  That  three  similar  maps  or  plans  be  prepared  showing  the  streets, 
avenues,  public  parks  and  places  on  which  such  railroad  company  now  operates  or 
has  any  franchise  or  right  to  operate  such  steam  railway  at  grade,  in  said  City  and 
Borough,  and  showing  the  location  thereon  of  the  tracks,  if  any,  of  such  railway, 
whose  tracks  or  appurtenances  or  whose  rights  to  conduct  such  railway  are  to  be 
condemned,  as  by  the  said  Act  provided,  and  that  said  maps  and  plans  when  prepared 
be  presented  to  the  Commission  for  its  approval." 

Commissioner  Bassett — **Mr.  Chairman,  those  maps  are  now  substantially  com- 
pleted, and  the  work  has  gone  on  since  before  this  Commission  was  appointed,  and 
in  proposing  this  resolution,  and  carrying  it,  we  are  acting  strictly  according  to  the 
mandatory  provisions  of  the  so-called  Saxe  Law,  and  the  power  remains  under  that 
law  in  this  Commission  any  time  before  the  final  report  to  stop  the  proceedings  of 
the  condemnation.  But  it  seems  right,  after  careful  investigation  of  this  matter  and 
the  holding  of  several  hearings,  that  we  should  not  delay  to  carry  out  the  mandatory 
provisions  of  the  Saxe  Law."

Proceedings  for  Tuesday,  September  J4«  i907< 


There  were  present — Chairman  William  R.  Willcox,  Commissioners  William 
McCarroll,  Edward  M.  Bassett,  Milo  R.  Maltbie,  John  E.  Eustis,  Secretary  Travis  H. 
Whitney. 
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Commissioner   Bassett   presented   the   following   report,   which,   on   motion,    duly 
seconded,  was  adopted : 

On  the  occasion  of  the  presentation  of  the  bill  of  Mortimer  K  Flagg  for  $100  for 
the  month  of  July,  1907,  for  services  as  Clerk  to  the  Condemnation  Commission  ap- 
pointed to  appraise  easements  taken  for  rapid  transit  work  along  Southern  boulevard 
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and  Boston  road,  The  Bronx,  the  entire  subject  of  condemnation  under  the  Rapid  Tran- 
sit Act  was  referred  to  me,  as  a  Committee  of  One,  for  investigation  and  report.  Since 
that  time  I  have  conferred  with  a  large  number  of  officials,  some  in  our  office,  some 
in  the  Corporation  Counsel's  office  and  some  in  the  office  of  the  Comptroller. 

Condemnations  initiated  by  the  Public  Service  Commission,  as  successors  to  the 
Board  of  Rapid  Transit  Railroad  Commissioners,  are  governed  by  paragraph  40  of 
the  Rapid  Transit  Act  and  subsequent  sections.  This  Board  is  directed  to  prepare 
maps  and  certify  them  to  the  Corporation  Counsel,  whereupon  the  Corporation  Counsel 
applies  to  the  Supreme  Court  for  the  appointment  of  a  commission,  usually  sug- 
gesting one  name. 

The  law  provides  that  the  Commissioners  shall  receive  as  compensation  the  sum 
of  $10  per  day  for  each  day  actually  employed,  and  they  may  employ  the  necessary 
Clerks,  Stenographers  and  Surveyors.  The  Charter  provisions  governing  condemna- 
tion of  streets,  parks  and  sites  for  public  buildings  do  not  apply  in  any  degree'  to  rapid 
transit  condemnations. 

A  custom  has  grown  up  whereby  commissions  to  condemn  property  under  the 
Rapid  Transit  Law  take  advantage  of  the  latter  provision  to  appoint  a  Clerk  to  the 
Commission  at  $100  per  month.  While  it  is  possible  that^  in  large  and  intricate 
proceedings  this  may  be  desirable,  it  still  remains  the  fact  that  in  ordinary  cases  the 
amount  of  work  does  not  demand  any  such  expenditure.  It  is  customary  for  the 
Commissioners  to  pass  a  resolution  employing  a  certain  Clerk  and  fixing  his  salary 
at  $100  per  month.  It  should  be  noticed  that  the  law  gives  the  Commissioners  no 
power  to  fix  the  salary ;  but  a  later  provision  states  that  all  such  expense  must  be  taxed 
by  the  Court  after  notice  to  the  Corporation  Counsel  and  paid  by  the  Rapid  Transit 
Board.  Therefore,  when  the  bills  of  such  condemnation  commissions  are  taxed  by 
the  Court,  whether  for  this  or  any  other  lawful  purpose,  it  becomes  obligatory  upon 
the  Public  Service  Commission  to  pay  them.  Our  only  method  of  bringing  the 
matter  up  would  be  to  request  the  Corporation  Counsel  to  oppose  such  items. 

There  are  two  condemnations  now  proceeding  wherein  such  Clerks  are  employed; 
one  which  has  been  working  about  three  years  on  the  easements  along  Joralemon 
and  other  streets,  in  the  Borough  of  Brooklyn  (in  this  proceeding  George  N.  Young 
has  been,  and  is,  acting  as  Clerk  at  $100  per  month)  ;  the  other  is  the  proceeding  in 
The  Bronx,  wherein  Mr.  Flagg  is  Clerk.  Both  of  these  proceedings  are  intricate 
and  involve  a  very  large  number  of  parcels,  and  would  justify  the  employment  of 
Gerks  if  such  employment  were  ever  justifiable. 

In  some  months  there  are  numerous  meetings  and  considerable  work  for  the 
Clerk  to  do  between  meetings-;  in  others,  and  during  the  summer  months,  there  is 
practically  no  work,  but  the  pay  continues.  It  should  be  remembered,  however, 
that  a  single  Clerk  should  cover  the  entire  proceeding,  and  that  it  would  be  difficult 
to  put  his  pay  on  a  per  diem  basis. 
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The   Finance   Department,    in    order    to    save   expense   on    such    condemnations 
other    than  street  openings,  which  are  in  a  large  bureau  under  J.  P.  Dunn,  organized 
a  distinct  bureau,  called  the  Commissioners  of  Estimate  and  Appraisal,  having  offices 
^^  ^o.   257  Broadway,  Manhattan,  and  occupying  a  position,  to  some  extent,  inter- 
niediat€  between  the  Comptroller  and  Corporation  Counsel.    This  Bureau,  now  under 
the    cHarge  of  Joseph  M.  Schenck,  attends  to  the  clerical  work  for  the  various  com- 
missions appointed   on   school   sites,   docks,   etc.     Several   minor   condemnation   pro- 
ceedirigs  under  the  Rapid  Transit  Act  have  also  been  attended  to  by  this  Bureau 
witHoi^it  outside  assistance.    This  Bureau  makes  a  pro  rata  charge  against  the  various 
Boa.T-cis  for  which  it  works,  but  thus  far  has  made  the  expense  materially  less  than 
iie*icrl-i.  Commission  had  continued  to  employ  its  own  clerical  assistants. 

It:    is  clearly  in  the  interest  of  economy  to  use  this  newly  organized  Bureau  wherever 

possitHe^  although   the   absolute  power  of   the  condemnation   commissions   appointed 

under     the  Rapid  Transit  Act  to  select  their  own  clerical  help  must  be  recognized. 

^*     thiis  end  I  have  had  a  conference  with  Joel  Squier,  Esq.,  Assistant  Corporation 

Coxirisel  in  charge  of  rapid  transit  condemnations,  and  he  has  agreed  that  so  far 

as  li^    is  able  he  will  see  that.no  more  special  Clerks  are  appointed,  and  that  in  general 

tne    new  Bureau  shall  be  used  to  the  utmost  possible  advantage.     I  think  that,  with 

tne    eo-operation  of  the  Corporation  Counsel  and  our  Counsel,  and  an  oral  interview 

^'^^H     the  various   Commissioners  as   soon  as   appointed  by  the   Court,   this   can  be 

^^complished.     It  does  not   seem  advisable  to  me  that  we   should   formally  request 

^^«  Corporation  Counsel  to  protest  against  the  bills  of  Messrs.  Young  and  Flagg. 

The  duty  of  favoring  or  protesting  against  these  and  other  similar  bills  rests 
'^'ith  the  Corporation  Counsel,  and  while  it  would  certainly  be  our  privilege  to  pro- 
test against  any  flagrant  charges,  I  do  not  consider  that  it  would  be  wise  to  make 
these  specific  items  the  subject  of  protest  at  this  time.  I  believe  that  we  can  accom- 
plish more  by  co-operation  with  the  Corporation  Counsel  along  this  line. 

The  Brooklyn  commission  referred  to  has  now  been  sitting  more  than  three 
years,  and,  although  it  should  be  recognized  that  this  work  has  been  enormous, 
it  would  seem  entirely  proper  that  we  should  communicate  with  the  Corporation 
Counsel  urging  that  this  work  shall  be  completed  and  final  report  filed  at  the  earliest 
possible  date.    To  this  end  I  recommend  the  passage  of  the  annexed  resolution. 

The  City  Charter  has  recently  been  substantially  amended  with  a  view  of  hastening 
street  and  park  condemnations  and  lessening  expense.  Provision  has  been  made  that 
$5  instead  of  $10  shall  be  the  compensation  for  each  Commissioner  in  sessions  lasting 
less  than  half  an  hour;  a  limit  of  time  has  been  placed  upon  proceedings,  and  the 
power  of  the  commissions  to  select  Clerks  has  been  taken  away.  The  provisions  of  the 
Rapid  Transit  Act  giving  unnecessary  powers  to  the  Commissioners,  such  as  employing 
Clerks  and  Surveyors,  etc.,  is  now  unique,  and,  as  far  as  I  know,  does  not  apply  to  other 
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condemnations  in  this  City.  It  will  be  well,  in  my  opinion,  to  see  that  an  amendment 
to  the  Rapid  Transit  Act  in  this  respect  is  submitted  at  the  next  session  of  the 
Legislature.

Deak  Sir — I  return  herewith  petition  for  the  regulating,  grading  and  curbing 
where  necessary,  and  the  construction  of  a  bridge  on  Sixty-fifth  street,  between 
Fourth  and  Fifth  avenues,  with  the  following  report: 

Sixty-fifth  street,  between  Fourth  and  Fifth  avenues,  is  not  a  legally  opened 
street,  nor  is  it  physically  opened.  About  85  per  cent  of  the  land  within  the  lines  of 
Sixty-fifth  street,  between  Fourth  and  Fifth  avenues,  is  occupied  by  the  Long  Island 
Railroad  and  the  New  York  and  Sea  Beach  Railroad  Company,  whose  property  lief 
diagonally  across  the  street  in  deep  cuts,  and  the  question  of  bridging  these  roads 
should  properly  be  brought  before  the  Public  Service  Commission,  in  order  that  a 
hearing  might  be  given  to  the  railroad  companies  and  others  interested  in  the  matter 
of  deciding  at  what  grade  the  street  and  tracks  should  be  put  to. 

Until  this  street  has  been  legally  opened,  and  the  matter  of  grade  crossing  settled,  I 
do  not  deem  it  advisable  to  take  up  the  matter  of  grading  the  small  triangular  portions 
of  land  in  this  street  not  occupied  by  the  railroad  companies.

York  City: 

Sirs— We,  the  undersigned,  beg  leave  to  respectfully  submit  the  subjoined  com- 
plaints against  the  present  condition  of  transit  and  other  matters  believed  to  be  within 
your  jurisdiction,  in  the  Boroup^h  of  Richmond,  as  follows: 

The  transportation  facilities  afforded  by  the  two  trolley  roads  (the  Staten  Island 
Midland  Railway  Company  and  the  Richmond  Light  and  Railroad  Company),  and  by 
the  steam  road  (the  Staten  Island  Rapid  Transit  Railway  Company)  ar«  utterly  in- 
adequate to  meet  the  demands  at  present  made  upon  them;  and  the  roads  give  no 
evidence  of  any  intention  to  provide  for  the  greatly  increased  demand  of  the  imme- 
diate and  inevitable  future.  Our  complaints  in  detailed  form,  both  as  to  sins  of  omis- 
sion and  commission,  are  embodied  in  the  following  demand  for  relief  and  recom- 
mendations, to  wit: 

First — We  respectfully  demand  that  transfers  be  given  by  the  Staten  Island  Mid- 
land Railway  Company  to  all  points  on  the  Richmond  Light  and  Railway  Company  and 
vice  versa.  Both  lines  are  owned  or  controlled  by  the  same  interests,  and  their  tracks 
and  cars  are  used  interchangeably ;  but  they  do  not  exchange  transfers.  The  result  is 
that  in  many  instances  a  double  fare  must  be  paid  for  a  short  ride. 

Second — We  respectfully  demand  that  the  Richmond  Light  and  Railroad  Company 
be  required  to  double-track  its  line  upon  Richmond  turnpike,  between  Broome  street 
and  Clove  road,  and  its  line  on  Castleton  avenue  from  Brook  street  to  Columbia 
street.  The  turnpike  is  the  great  artery  of  the  northern  part  of  the  island 
running  east  and  west,  and  was  formerly  part  of  the  stage  route  between  New  York 
and  Philadelphia.  This  lack  of  double  tracks  results  in  congestion  and  delay,  frequent 
and  exasperating,  and  affecting  the  entire  line. 

Third — We  respectfully  demand  that  the  Midland  Railway  Company  be  directed  to 
extend  its  road  by  single  track  along  Richmond  turnpike  from  the  present  turn  at 
Jewett  avenue  to  Bull's  Head,  there  connecting  with  the  line  to  Port  Richmond.  In 
this  territory  within  the  past  fifteen  months,  thousands  of  lots  have  been  sold,  and 
preparations  been  made  for  a  great  population.  Many  new  houses  have  been  erected, 
others  are  building,  and  more  are  planned  awaiting  only  transportation. 

Fourth — We  respectfully  demand  ihat  the  Staten  Island  Rapid  Transit  Railway 
Company  be  directed  to  complete  the  double  tracking  of  its  Perth  Amboy  Division 
from  Annadale  to  Pleasant  Plains. 

Fifth — We  recommend  that  both  the  rapid  transit  and  the  trolley  road  be  di- 
rected to  so  arrange  their  schedule  that  all  boats  shall  have  train  connections,  both 
arriving  and  departing,  on  all  divisions,  so  far  as  is  possible,  and  lo  make  every  effort 
to  maintain  such  conncctiur.s. 

# 
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Sixth — We  recommend  that  the  Richmond  Light  and  Railroad  Company  be  di- 
rected to  run  more  cars  from  the  Elizabethport  Ferry  to  St.  George,  between  the  hours 
of  4.30  and  6  p.  m.  At  present  the  cars  going  to  St.  George  between  these  hours  are 
so  crowded  after  passing  Milliken  Bros'.  Steel  Plant,  that  it  is  usually  impossible  to 
get  a  seat  or  even  find  standing  room. 

Seventh — We  recommend  that  all  passenger  trains  on  the  Arlington  division  of  the 
Rapid  Transit  Railroad  be  run  to  the  end  of  the  road,  namely,  to  Western  avenue. 
The  train  schedule  on  this  division  as  at  present  arranged  shows  but  seven  trains 
daily  to  Western  avenue — ^the  rest  running  only  to  Arlington  and  returning  to  St. 
George;  with  no  train  service  of  any  kind  at  Western  avenue  on  Sunday. 

Eighth — We  recommend  the  Rapid  Transit  Company  be  directed  to  add  at  least 
one  car  to  all  its  trains  during  rush  hours;  and  to  furnish  more  light  at  night  upon 
its  platform. 

Ninth — We  recommend  that  the  Rapid  Transit  Company  be  directed  to  reduce  its 
regular  fares  to  the  southern  part  of  the  Borough.  At  present  the  development  of  that 
portion  of  the  Borough  is  retarded  owing  to  the  high  rates  fixed  by  the  railway  com- 
pany; as  for  instance  the  fare  to  Annadalc  (14.9  miles)  is  35  cents  and  55  cents  ex- 
cursion, and  to  Tottenville  (194  miles)  the  fare  is  35  cents  and  60  cents  excursion. 

Tenth — We  recommend  that  both  the  Rapid  Transit  and  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio 
roads  be  directed  to  cease  using  anything  but  hard  coal  in  their  engines. 

Eleventh — We  recommend  that  all  grade  crossings  along  the  line  of  the  Rapid 
,  Transit  Road  be  eliminated,  especially  at  Clifton  and  Port  Richmond,  as  well  as  at 
Waters  and  Canal  streets,  Stapleton. 

Twelfth— We  recommend  that  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  be  directed  to 
so  arrange  its  schedule  of  freight  trains  or  otherwise  provide  as  not  to  interfere  with 
the  passenger  service  on  the  North  Shore  division  of  the  Rapid  Transit 

Thirteenth— We  recommend  that  the  trolley  roads  be  extended  more  generally 
over  the  island.  There  are  many  locations  thickly  populated  where  there  is  now  no 
trolley  service  whatever.    The  whole  southern  half  of  the  borough  is  in  this  position. 

Fourteenth — We  recommend  that  the  Municipal  Ferry  to  Stapleton  and  Port 
Richmond  be  opened  for  service  as  soon  as  possible  and  arrangements  made  for 
cars  to  run  directly  thereto  instead  of  waiting  until  the  ferry  house  is  completed. 

Fifteenth — We  respectfully  draw  the  attention  of  the  Commission  to  the  fact 
that  the  Richmond  Light  and  Railroad  Company  is  the  owner  of  trolley  franchises 
on  Richmond  avenue,  from  Bull's  Head  to  New  Springville,  and  on  the  Richmond 
turnpike,  from  Bull's  Head  to  Linoleum ville,  and  your  committee  respectfully  recom- 
mends that  these  roads  be  built  as  promised  by  the  company  or  the  franchises  can- 
celled.

Dear  Sir — I  desire  to  thank  you  for  your  courtesy  in  informing  us  of  the  nature 
of  the  purpose  for  which  the  excavation  of  the  park  plot  on  Broadway  at  One 
Hundred  and  Fifty-seventh  street  is  being  made. 

In  reply,  I  would  say  that  our  association  will,  I  am  sure,  be  both  surprised 
by  and  adverse  to  the  construction  of  a  vent  opening  at  this  point,  for  which  we 
have  not  asked,  and  for  which,  further,  no  good  reason  can  be  assigned. 

Our  association  has  recorded  with  the  Rapid  Transit  Commission  a  demand 
for  additional  stairway  accommodation  at  One  Hundred  and  Thirty-seventh  street. 
One  Hundred  and  Forty-fifth  street  and  One  Hundred  and  Fifty-seventh  street 
stations,  in  all  of  which,  the  request  was  based,  not  only  upon  the  need  for  stairway 
space  on  the  up-town  side,  but  on  the  desirability  of  reducing  the  draught  from 
the  tunnel  up  the  existing  single  stairway  on  each  side.  This  feature  is  unpleasantly 
prominent  at  One  Hundred  and  Fifty-seventh  street  station,  but  it  is  not  of  such  a 
character  and  extent  as  should  require  the  spending  of  public  money  on  a  ventilating 
opening  useless  for  any  other  purpose,  the  cost  of  which  could  be  expended  with 
much  greater  public  advantage  in  stairway  openings,  which  will  serve  the  double 
purpose  of  accommodating  the  public  and  reducing  the  force  of  the  draught. 

Our  association  and  the  residents  of  the  locality  will  certainly  strenuously  oppose 
the  mutilation  of  the  park  plot  in  question,  which  occupies  a  position  of  peculiar 
prominence  and  importance,  and  is,  we  hope,  to  be  the  site  of  a  public  drinking 
fountain  or  other  public  monument. 

We  were  not  made  aware  that  any  such  project  was  in  contemplation,  and  had 
we  been  informed  of  the  project,  we  should  certainly  have  petitioned  your  Com- 
mission for  a  hearing  upon  the  subject.

Even 
if  it  should  be  so,  we  would  earnestly  request  the  opportunity  of  a  hearing  before 
your  Board  prior  to  any  further  progress  being  made  upon  this  useless  piece  of 
work.

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Coihmissionef  Miltbie,  as  Committee  on  the  Testing  of  Gas  Meters,  presented 
the  following  final  report,  which  was  approved  and  ordered  on  file:

To  the  Public  Service  Commission  for  the  First  District: 

Sirs — Your  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  question  of  the  testing  of  gas 
meters,  begs  to  submit  the  following  report : 

The  Public  Service  Commissions  Law  of  1907  transferred  the  powers  and  duties  of 
the  State  Inspector  of  Gas  Meters  within  the  area  of  Greater  New  York  to  this  Com- 
mission. It  became  incumbent  upon  the  Commission,  therefore,  to  provide  a  system 
for  the  inspection,  testing  and  sealing  of  gas  meters,  and  a  Committee  was  accordingly 
appointed. 

Your  Committee  first  ascertained  the  methods  which  had  been  used  by  the  State 
Inspector,  hoping  to  be  able  to  recommend  their  continuance,  so  that  the  work  might 
proceed  without  any  interruption  or  delay.  It  was  found,  however,  that  meters  had 
been  stamped  by  the  State  Inspector  that  had  not  been  tested,  i.  e.,  that  a  few  sample 
meters  were  selected  from  a  large  number  of  new  meters  and  the  entire  consignment 
approved  upon  the  basis  of  a  test  of  a  few  meters.  It  was  also  found  that  the  brass  tag 
affixed  to  the  meters  by  the  State  Inspector  was  so  attached  that  a  meter  might  be 
changed,  repaired  or  completely  overhauled  without  destroying  or  affecting  the  tag  in 
any  way.  The  system  of  computing  the  percentage  of  inaccuracy  was  also  found  to 
be  wrong. 

These  facts  made  it  quite  apparent  to  your  Committee  that,  in  order  to  comply  with 
the  purpose  and  letter  of  the  statute,  which  required  that  every  meter  be  "inspected, 
approved  and  sealed,"  an  entirely  new^system  should  be  devised  which  would  provide 
for  thorough  and  accurate  inspection,  impartial  testing  and  a  method  of  sealing  which 
would  not  permit  the  meter  to  be  opened  without  breaking  the  seal. 

Your  Committee  recommended  that  Mr.  A.  E.  Forstall,  a  consulting  gas  engineer, 
be  employed  by  the  Commission  to  prepare  and  submit  such  a  scheme,  and  this  recom- 
mendation was  adopted  by  you.  Mr.  ForstalFs  report,  with  the  exception  of  certain 
blank  forms  and  instructions  to  testers,  is  submitted  herewith.  The  instructions  and 
forms  are  on  file  in  the  office  of  this  Commission. 

With  Mr.  Forstairs  report  as  a  basis,  a  method  of  proving  and  sealing  meters 
was  formulated,  a  staff  of  Meter  Testers  organized  and  actual  work  begun,  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Commission.  This  system  has  now  been  in  operation  over  two  months 
and  has  proved  to  be  satisfactory  except  in  a  few  minor  details,  which  will  need  to 
be  altered  when  sufficient  experience  has  been  had  to  demonstrate  the  precise  way  in 
which  improvements  may  be  made.    The  essential  features  of  the  scheme  are  as  follows : 

I.  That  every  meter  shall  be  inspected,  approved  and  sealed  before  being  put 
into  use. 
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2.  That  the  "sealing"  shall  be  of  snch  a  nature  that  the  meter  cannot  be  opened^ 
altered  or  changed  in  any  way  without  the  breaking  of  this  seal,  thereby  making  it' 
necessary  to  reinspect,  reapprove  and  reseal  before  the  meter  may  again  be  put  into  use. 

■  3.  That  at  present  the  testing  of  meters  be  limited  to  the  accuracy  of  registration, 
ordinarily  called  the  "che<^"  test.  This  seems  to  be  the  best  practice  and  is  generally 
adopted,  with  a  few  exceptions.    This  matter  is  discussed  in  Mr.  Forstall's  report. 

4.  That  any  meter  regarding  which  complaint  shall  be  made  shall  be  tested  by  an^ 
employee  of  the  Commission. 

5.  That  the  fee  to  be  paid  by  the  applicant  if  the  meter  is  slow  or  correct  withitv 
the  limits  allowed  by  the  law,  or  by  the  company  if  the  meter  is  fast  beyond  the  per- 
centage fixed  in  the  statutes,  shall  be  as  small  as  may  be  reasonable. 

6.  That  a  notice  be  sent  to  the  complainant  and  to  the  company  of  the  results  of 
such  inspection. 

7.  That  an  adequate  number  of  Meter  Testers  be  employed,  so  that  there  will  be 
no  delay,  either  to  the  consumer  or  to  the  company  in  the  testing  of  meters. 

In  pursuance  of  this  plan  eleven  testing  stations  have  been  established  already ;  two 
are  at  the  factories  of  two  meter  companies,  and  nine  at  the  shops  of  seven  gas  com- 
panies. At  the  present  moment,  sixteen  Testers  are  at  work,  and  the  number  will  be 
increased  as  rapidly  as  competent  men  can  be  secured.  The  Civil  Service  list  was 
exhausted  some  time  ago  and  difficulty  has  been  encountered  in  securing  a  sufficient 
number  pf  men  to  proceed  with  the  work  as  rapidly  as  desired,  but  a  new  list  has  just 
been  submitted.  The  number  of  testing  stations  will  be  increased  as  soon  as  the  com- 
panies equip  them  and  the  apparatus  approved  by  the  Inspector  of  the  Commission. 

The  wages  paid  Meter  Testers  have  been  fixed  by  the  Commission  temporarily  at  $3^ 
per  day  for  eight  hours  work. 

The  staff  of  the  Commission  will  probably  include  one  Chief  Inspector,  one  Com- 
plaint Inspector,  and  from  fifteen  to  twenty  Testers  at  work  in  the  testing  stations. 
Already  marked  improvement  in  the  work  of  the  Testers  has  been  manifest,  and  the 
number  of  meters  tested  per  day  per  employee  is  about  double  the  number  tested  under 
the  State  Inspector  prior  to  July  i,  1907. 

So  far  as  the  work  of  the  Commission  is  concerned,  there  are  four  classes  of 
meters : 

1.  New  meters ;  those  not  having  been  used  previously. 

2.  Repaired  meters;  those  having  been  used,  removed  from  the  consumers*  prem- 
ises, but  not  on  complaint,  and  repaired  by  the  companies. 

3.  Complaint  meters ;  those  whose  accuracy  has  been  questioned  in  a  complaint  t(y 
the  Commission. 
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4.  Removed  meters;  those  that  have  been  in  use,  removed  from  the  consumers' 
premises,  but  not  on  complaint,  and  not  repaired. 

The  testing  of  these  meters  is  now  being  performed  under  the  following  instruc- 
tions: 

Work  of  Record  Clerk. 

(A)     Complaint  Meiers. 

(i)  When  the  application  is  made  in  person,  the  clerk  may  fill  out  application 
blank,  form  Gi  or  G2,  and  have  it  signed,  one  blank  being  used  for  each  meter.  H 
the  fee  is  paid,  a  receipt  (form  G3)  shall  be  given,  the  stub  being  detached  and  retained 
until  the  complaint  is  settled.  The  companies  are  to  be  billed  monthly  for  the  amounts 
due.  When  the  application  is  made  by  letter,  form  Gi  or  G2  shall  be  filled  out  by  the 
clerk  so  far  as  possible  from  the  data  given  in  the  letter.  When  the  application  is  made 
by  a  company,  the  clerk  shall  fill  out  and  send  to  the  company  form  G17. 

(2)  The  Clerk  shall  then  take  two  cards  (form  G4),  one  white  and  one  yellow, 
which  cards  shall  be  exact  duplicates,  numbered  serially  with  the  application  number 
and  used  in  order  of  these  numbers,  and  enter  upon  them  the  date,  the  name  and  full 
address  of  the  person  making  the  application,  the  name  of  the  gas  company  suppljring 
the  premises,  the  amount  of  the  fee,  and  if  the  size  of  the  meter  is  known,  and  if  the 
fee  is  paid  indicate  it  by  entering  the  date  in  the  proper  space.  If  not,  all  of  the  data 
called  for  on  forms  Gi  or  G2  are  given,  the  Clerk  shall  send  the  forms  Gi  or  (j2,  to 
the  Complaint  Inspector,  to  be  filled  out  and  returned.  When  form  Gi  or  G2  has  been 
returned  by  the  Inspector,  the  missing  data  shall  be  inserted  on  form  G4,  and  the  appli- 
cation shall  be  placed  on  file  in  alphabetical  order  according  to  the  name  of  the  appli- 
cant. When  the  white  sheet  of  form  G5  has  been  returned,  the  Clerk  shall  send  this 
white  sheet  to  the  proper  gas  company  to  constitute  the  removal  order  for  the  meter, 
shall  enter  upon  form  G4  the  date  upon  which  this  order  has  been  sent,  and  shall  then 
send  the  yellow  card  of  form  G4  to  the  proper  Tester  at  the  testing  station  as  a  notifi- 
cation that  the  meter  described  on  the  card  is  to  be  received  and  tested. 

(3)  When  the  card  has  been  returned  from  the  testing  station  after  the  test  has 
been  recorded,  the  Record  Clerk  shall  send  notice  of  the  result  of  the  test  to  the  gas 
company,  using  for  this  purpose  form  G7,  and  shall  also  send  notice  of  the  result  of 
the  test  to  the  consumer,  using  form  G8,  except  when  the  application  for  the  test  was 
made  by  the  gas  company ;  then  he  shall  use  form  G18.  After  filling  out  these  notices, 
he  shall  enter  upon  form  G4  (white  and  yellow)  the  dates  on  which  they  were  sent 
If  the  meter  is  fast  beyond  the  limits  allowed  by  law,  the  fee  deposited  for  the  test  shall 
be  returned  to  the  consumer,  as  provided  in  forms  G8  and  G9,  and  the  Record  Clerk 
shall  enter  upon  form  G4  (white  and  yellow)  and  the  stub  of  G3  the  date  upon  which 
this  fee  was  returned.  He  shall  also  enter  upon  form  G4  the  date  upon  which  the  fee 
for  a  fast  meter  is  paid  by  the  gas  company.  In  the  case  of  a  meter  which  is  correct 
or  slow,  the  last  two  entries  are  not  to  be  made. 
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(4)  When  forms  G4  (white  and  yellow)  have  been  entirely  filled  out,  the  white 
card  shall  be  filed  in  the  proper  place  alphabetically  by  the  name  of  the  consumer,  and 
the  duplicate  (yellow)  shall  be  filed  in  the  numerical  order  of  the  application. 

(5)  The  Record  Clerk  shall  keep  all  fees  until  the  test  has  been  made  and  the 
record  completed.  He  shall  then  deposit  them  monthly  with  the  City  Treasurer,  and 
take  a  receipt  therefor,  to  be  deposited  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Commission. 

(B)    All  Meters. 

(6)  The  Record  Clerk  shall  file  and  have  charge  of  the  daily  reports  made  by  the 
Meter  Testers.  The  yellow  sheets  shall  be  kept  as  records  until  the  books  for  which 
they  are  duplicates  shall  have  been  filled  and  returned  by  the  Testers,  and  then  these 
duplicates  shall  be  destroyed. 

(7)  He  shall  also  make  up  monthly  summaries  of  tests  not  later  than  the  fifteenth  of 
the  month  for  the  month  preceding.  For  this  work  he  shall  use  forms  G13  to  G16, 
and  these  forms  shall  be  kept  by  him  on  file. 

Work  of  Chief  Inspector. 

(8)  All  apparatus  for  the  testing  of  meters  shall  be  examined,  approved  and 
stamped  by  the  Chief  Inspector  before  being  used,  and  he  shall  also  oversee  the  proving 
and  sealing  of  all  meters. 

Work  of  Complaint  Inspector. 
(A)     Complaint  Meters. 

(9)  The  Complaint  Inspector  to  whom  an  application  is  assigned  shall  take  the 
forms  sent  him,  prepare  and  send  out  notices  when  he  will  call  (form  Gio),  and  pro- 
ceed to  the  premises  designated.  On  arrival  there  he  shall  obtain  and  enter  the  missing 
data  for  the  completion  of  the  forms,  shall  locate  the  meter,  enter  its  description  on  the 
forms  and  collect  the  fee,  if  it  has  not  been  paid,  entering  on  the  forms  the  payment  of 
this  fee  with  date  and  giving  the  proper  receipt  for  it  (form  G3)  to  the  consumer.  He 
shall  then  fill  out  form  G5,  detach  the  white  original  sheet  from  the  tag  and  attach  the 
tag  to  the  meter,  entering  in  the  proper  place  on  form  G4  the  date  as  an  indication  that 
the  meter  has  been  tagged.  At  the  end  of  the  day  he  shall  send  to  the  Record  Clerk  all 
the  copies  of  form  G  and  all  the  white  sheets  of  form  G5  for  the  meters  to  which  he  has 
attended,  and  the  receipt  stubs  (form  G3)  which  he  has  used.  At  least  once  each  week 
he  shall  account  to  the  Clerk  for  all  fees  received  by  him. 

Work  of  the  Meter  Testers. 
(A)     Complaint    Meters. 

(10)  Upon  receiving  form  G4  at  the  testing  station,  the  Tester  shall  look  out  for 
the  arrival  of  the  meter  described  on  this  form,  and  when  it  is  received,  shall  enter 
in  the  proper  place  his  name  and  the  date  of  its  receipt.    He  shall  then  test  the  meter, 
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,^Jtcr  allowing  it  to.  remain. in  ;the  station  not  less  than  five  hoursf  in  order  that  the 
.temperature  may  be  eq^^ized»  within  twenty-four  hours  after  its  receipt  unless  the  con- 
sumer desires  to  be  pre3ent^t  the  test  .and  it  cannot  be  arr<^iged  to  secure  his  presence 
within  this  time  limit. 

(ii)  Complaint  meters  should  always  be  given  two  tests,  and  if  these  two  do 
not  agree  with  each  other  a  third  test  should  be  made.  If  the  two  tests  agree,  or  if  the 
three  tests  are  made,  the  average  of  all  the  tests  shall  be  taken  as  representing  the  con- 
dition of  the  meter.  After  the  test  has  been  made,  the  Tester  shall  enter  the  record 
in  the  Meter  Test  Record  Book,  writing  "complaint  meter"  in  the  "remarks"  column 
and  shall  also  enter  upon  form  G4  the  cubic  feet  passed  by  the  meter  and  by  the  provcr 
and  the  percentage  fast  or  slow  shown  by  the  test.  He  shall  also  fill  out  form  G6  and 
paste  it  upon  the  meter,  and  shall  seal  the  meter  in  the  manner  hereinafter  prescribed, 
provided  the  meter  is  accurate  within  the  limits  allowed  by  statute.  At  the  end  of  each 
day  he  shall  send  to  the  Record  Clerk  all  the  copies  of  form  G4  upon  which  he  has' 
recorded  the  results  of  tests  during  the  day. 

(B)     All  Meters. 

(12)  Before  beginning  work  each  morning  the  Tester  should  see  that  the  tempera- 
ture of  the  water  in  the  prover  is  the  same  as  that  of  the  air  in  the  room,  the  tempera- 
ture of  the  water  being  adjusted  if  these  temperatures  are  not  the  same.  For  the  pur- 
pose of  observing  these  temperatures  two  thermometers  must  be  provided,  one  being 
placed  in  the  water  and  the  other  hung  up  in  the  air,  and  these  two  thermometers  should 
be  checked  against  each  other  to  see  that  when  exposed  to  the  same  conditions  their 
readings  are  the  same.  The  Tester  must  also  be  satisfied  that  the  meters  which  he  has 
to  test  have  been  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  the  provers  for  a  sufficient  length  of  time 
to  have  acquired  the  temperature  of  the  air  surrounding  the  provers.  While  testing,  no 
direct  sunlight  should  be  allowed  to  strike  either  the  provers  or  the  meters  to  be  tested 
and  the  observations  of  the  temperature  of  the  water  and  of  the  air  shall  be  made  at 
least  every  fifteen  minutes. 

(13)  Meters  are  to  be  given  the  check  test  only,  but  while  making  this  test  the 
size  of  the  dial  is  to  be  observed,  and  it  is  to  be  noted  whether  this  dial  is  of  the 
proper  size  for  the  size  of  the  meter. 

(14)  After  the  meter  has  been  connected  to  the  prover,  a  test  for  the  tightness 
of  the  connections  must  be  made  by  closing  the  meter  outlet  with  the  hand  and  throwing 
the  prover  cock  wide  open,  so  that  full  pressure  is  thrown  on  all  the  connections 
and  the  meter,  and  then  shutting  the  prover  cock  and  watching  the  pressure  gauge 
to  see  that  the  pressure  holds.  If  the  pressure  does  not  hold,  the  connections  must 
be  gone  over  and  another  test  for  tightness  made  before  the  test  of  the  meter  is  begun.

(16)  The  proving  hand  on  -the  dial  must  be  brought  to,  and  stopped  at,  one 
of  the  divisions  on  the  up  stroke  of  this  dial  and  the  test  started  with  the  hand 
ct  such  a  division  and  concluded  when  the  hand  again  reaches  this  division  after 
making  a  complete  revolution. 

(17)  Metj^s  showing  .on  the  ^t  test  a. proof  of  either  99  or  loi,  or  one. between 
these  limits,  are  to  be  passed  on  this  sin^  test 

(^8)  Meters  showing  en  liie  first  test  a  proof  between  98^^  and  99,  or  between 
loi  and  ioiH»  or  exactly  9854  or  loi^,  are  to  be  given  a  second  test,  the  average  of 
the  prover  readings  and  of  the  peroeiilages  of  errors  for  the  two  tests  being  rtcorded 
and  the  meter  being  passed,  prpvided  the  average  proof  is  more  than  98  and  not  more 
than  102. 

(19)  Meters  showing  on  the  first  test  a  proof  between  98  and  98^,  or  between 
loi^  and  102,  or  exactly  102,  are  to  be  given  a  second  test,  passing  4  cubic  feet 
through  three  and  five-light  meters  on  this  second  test,  and  are  to  be  passed  if  the 
average  proof  shown  by  the  two  tests  is  above  98  and  not  more  than  102,  the  average 
of  the  prover  readings  reduced  to  the  normal  2  feet  basis  for  three  and  five-light 
meters,  and  the  average  of  the  percentages  of  error  for  the  two  tests  being  recorded. 
If  necessary,  a  third  test  may  be  made  with  such  meters, .but  only  when  there  is 
some  doubt  as  to  the  accuracy  of  the  first  two  tests.  If  the  third  test  is  made  the 
average  of  all  three  tests  is  to  be  taken  as  being  correct,  and  the  meter  is  to  be 
passed  or  rejected  on  this  average. 

(20)  Meters  showing  a  proof  of  98,  or  less  than  98,  or  more  than  102  on  the  first 
test,  or  as  an  average  of  either  two  or  three  tests,  as  specified  above,  are  to  be 
rejected  and  returned  for  readjustment  by  the  company  presenting  them  for  test. 
Form  G6  shall  be  filled  out  and  attached  to  each  meter  rejected.  After  such  readjust- 
ment the  meters  are  to  be  again  tested. 

(21)  The  bell  of  the  meter  prover  should  be  drawn  to  its  full  height  and  the 
scales  wiped  the  last  thing  at  the  end  of  each  day's  work  and  left  up  during  the 
night.  The  object  of  this  is  to  prevent  discoloration  of  the  body  of  the  bell  and 
of  the  scales.  Care  should  be  taken  that  the  cocks  are  shut  off  tight  so  that  the 
bell  will  remain  up  all  night,  and  by  taking  the  reading  on  the  scale  at  the  time  of 
stopping  work  and  again  when  work  is  begun  the  next  morning  a  test  is  obtained 
of  the  tightness  of  the  prover  and  the  connections  up  to  the  prover  cock  and  of  this 
cock  itself.  In  cr.sc  those  readings  show  that  the  prover  is  not  tight  the  leak  should 
be  found  and  remedied  before  making  any  tests. 
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(22)  The  record  of  every  meter  tested  shall  be  recorded  in  full  in  the  Meter  Test 
Record  Book,  and  in  the  "remarks"  colomn  a  note  shall  be  made  to  show  whether 
the  meter  is  a  new,  repaired,  complaint  or  removed  meter,  wherever  possible. 

(23)  Every  meter  ascertained  to  be  correct  within  the  limits  allowed  by  law  shall 
be  sealed,  and  no  meter  shall  be  sealed  which  has  been  fomid  to  be  incorrect  according 
to  the  preceding  instruction^.  The  Tester  should  see  that  the  ring  is  properly  placed 
upon  the  meter,  so  that  the  ring  will  overlap  the  seam  on  the  cover.  In  no  case  shall 
a  meter  be  sealed  unless  the  ring  is  properly  placed.  Sufficient  wax  should  be  poured 
into  the  ring  so  as  to  permit  the  making  of  a  clear  impression  of  the  seal,  and  the 
impression  should  be  clear  and  easily  legible.

'!)•'•  hfU'iii]  t'^.tiii^  of  fi'ds  meters  has,  in  every  case  with  which  I  am  ^^'V-i-iintcd 
i^x'^'pt  two,  l>een  confmed  to  testing  for  accuracy  of  registration  in  passing  gas  at 
a  normal  rate.  The  two  exceptions  are  those  of  Great  Britain,  where  the  Sales  of 
(sn%  Act,  1857,  which  governs  this  testing,  provides  for  a  test  for  ^'soundness  or 
leakage"  to  determine  whether  or  not  the  meter  registers  a  small  consumption;  and  of 
Minneapolis,  where  both  a  test  for  registration  under  small  consumption  and  one  for 
regularity  of  delivery  under  a  large  consumption  are  provided  for  in  addition  to  tne 
test  for  accuracy  of  registration  when  passing  gas  at  a  normal  rate. 

In  my  opinion  these  exceptions  to  the  general  rule  cover  matters  that  arc  entirely 
wiliioiit  the  sphere  of  an  official  test  of  gas  meters.  The  only  object  of  such  a 
test  in  to  give  the  gas  consumer  an  assurance  that  the  instrument  employed  for  meas- 
uring the  amount  of  gas  that  he  consumes  gives  correct  measure,  and  this  is  fully 
coy e red  by  the  test  for  accuracy  of  registration  when  the  meter  is  passing  gas  at  a 
normal  rate.  A  meter  that  will  not  register  under  a  small  consumption  will  register 
rIow  under  normal  conditions,  and  if  the  fault  is  sufficiently  serious  it  will  cause 
the  meter  to  be  rejected  when  tested  for  accuracy  of  registration.  Irregularity  of 
delivery  under  a  large  consumption  does  not  affect  the  accuracy  of  registration,  and 
if  the  Kus  whicli  is  being  measured  is  to  be  used  for  fuel  purposes  it  does  not  even 
iifTect  the  quality  of  the  service  unless  the  irregularity  is  very  pronounced.  It 
therefore  is  not  a  matter  with  which  the  official  testing  of  the  accuracy  of  the 
meter  uji  a  measure  has  to  do. 

I  would  therefore  advise  that  the  only  test  of  a  gas  meter  made  by  you  be  that 
for  accuracy  of  registration  when  the  meter  is  passing  gas  at  the  rate  of  6  cubic 
feet  per  hour  for  each  "light"  of  its  size. 

Method  of  Making  Test.' 

Tliis  test,  which  is  known  technically  as  the  "check"  test,  is  made  by  connecting 
the  meter)  with  its  outlet  capped  by  a  check,  in  which  is  a  circular  orifice  of  such  a 
tilt  that  when  the  pressure  on  the  meter  is  adjusted  to  15-10  inch  of  water  air  will 
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pass  through  this  orifice,  and  consequently  through  the  meter,  at  the  rate  named  above, 
to  a  "meter  p rover"  and  passing  from  the  prover  through  the  meter  the  amount 
of  air  required  to  cause  the  proving  hand  on  the  meter  dial  to  make  one  complete 
revolution.  This  revolution  corresponds  to  the  registration  on  the  meter  dial  of  a 
definite  quantity  of  gas,  which  varies  with  the  size  of  the  meter.  The  "meter  prover," 
which  consists  of  a  holder,  that  is,  an  inverted  sheet  metal  bell,  guided  so  as  to  be 
capable  of  moving  freely  up  and  down  in  a  sheet  metal  tank  which  is  filled  with  water 
to  seal  the  othen^'ise  open  bottom  of  the  holder,  carries  on  the  side  of  the  holder  a 
scale  graduated  in  feet  and  tenths  of  a  foot  over  its  whole  length  and  in  hundredths 
of  a  foot  over  a  certain  portion  of  its  length.  The  diflFerence  between  the  readings  of 
this  scale  at  the  beginning  and  end  of  the  test  shows  the  volume  of  air  that  has 
actually  passed  out  of  the  holder  and  through  the  meter.  If  this  volume  corresponds 
exactly  to  that  registered  by  one  complete  revolution  of  the  proving  hand  of  the  meter 
the  latter  is  correct,  while  if  it  is  larger  the  meter  is  slow,  and  if  it  is  smaller  the 
meter  is  fast,  the  percentage  of  error  in  either  case  being  found  by  dividing  the  dif- 
ference between  the  prover  reading  and  the  meter  reading  by  the  prover  reading.  Thus 
if  the  prover  reading  is  2.02  cubic  feet,  while  that  of  the  meter  is  2  cubic  feet,  the 
meter  is  |:J5  =^0.99  per  cent,  slow,  while  if  the  prover  reading  is  1.98  cubic  feet, 
while  that  of  the  meter  is  2  cubic  feet,  the  meter  is  f:8S=i.oi  per  cent.  fast. 

The  accuracy  of  the  graduation  of  the  scale  on  the  meter  prover  holder  is  as- 
sured by  having  the  graduations  marked  in  the  first  instance  as  the  result  of  a  careful 
calibration  of  the  holder  by  means  of  a  cubic  foot  bottle  certified  by  the  National 
Bureau  of  Standards  at  Washington  and  by  periodical  testing  by  means  of  such  a 
cubic  foot  bottle  in  order  to  provide  against  any  error  arising  through  deformation 
of  the  holder.  The  prover  holders  are  made  with  working  capacities  varying  from 
2  cubic  feet  up  to  10  cubic  feet,  and  sometimes  are  made  even  larger,  for  use  with 
different  sized  meters,  the  5-cubic-foot  size  being  the  most  common. 

Before  making  a  test  it  is  necessary  to  have  the  temperature  of  the  water  in  the 
tank  of  the  prover  the  same  as  that  of  the  air  in  the  room  and  that  of  the  meter  to  be 
tested.  To  insure  the  latter  condition  the  meter  must  be  allowed  to  stand  in  the  testing 
room  at  least  five  hours  before  bein^  tested  and  care  must  be  taken  to  keep  both  the 
prover  and  the  meters  to  be  tested  out  of  the  direct  rays  of  the  sun. 

These  and  other  precautions  that  should  be  taken  to  insure  the  accuracy  of  the 
test  are  covered  in  the  Instructions  for  Meter  Testers  appended  to  this  report. 

Method  of  Sealing. 

Meters  that  have  been  tested  and  found  to  be  correct  within  the  limits  provided  by 
law  should  be  sealed  in  such  a  way  that  it  will  be  impossible  to  open  the  portion  of 
the  meter  containing  the  registering  mechanism  and  adjust  this  mechanism  without  de- 
facing the  seal.  In  my  opinion  this  requirement  can  only  be  met  by  a  sealing  wax  seal 
to  placed  as  to  partly  cover  the  seam  between  the  top  plate  and  the  body  of  the  meter, 
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since  the  registering  mechanism  can  be  gotten  at  only  by  removing  this  top  plate.  Seals 
for  this  purpose  have  been  designed  and  made  under  the  approval  of  Commissioner 
Maltbie  and  are  now  in  use.  Each  seal  bears  a  different  number,  and  as  a  record  is 
kept  of  the  number  of  the  seal  used  by  each  Tester  it  is  a  simple  matter  to  find  out  at 
any  time  by  whom  any  meter  was  sealed. 

From  what  precedes  it  will  be  seen  that  it  will  be  necessary  to  seal  not  only  all 
new  meters  but  also  all  meters  which  have  been  given  repairs  that  necessitate  the  re- 
moval of  the  top  plate  and  the  adjusting  of  the  registering  mechanism,  even  though 
these  meters  had  been  tested  and  sealed  previous  to  such  repairs. 

In  addition  to  the  sealing  wax  seal  the  Massachusetts  Commission  of  Gas  and 
Electricity  use  a  brass  badge  bearing  a  serial  number  which  is  attached  to  each  meter 
when  it  is  sealed  for  the  first  time.  The  object  of  this  badge  is  to  enable  the  record 
of  the  test  of  any  meter  to  be  easily  found  in  the  Record  of  Test  books,  something  that 
would  be  difircult  to  do  in  the  absence  of  such  a  badge.  It  seems  probable,  however, 
that  the  necessity  for  looking  up  such  records  would  so  seldom  arise  that  the  affixing 
of  the  serially  numbered  badges  may  be  an  unnecessary  requirement.  I  would  advise 
that  these  badges  be  not  used  tmtil  further  investigation  is  made  as  to  their  practical 
value.  In  the  meantime  the  Meter  Test  Record  Book  form  has  been  drawn  up  to 
contain  a  column  for  these  numbers,  so  that  in  case  this  system  is  adopted  there  will 
be  a  place  in  the  records  for  entering  the  numbers. 

Probable  Number  of  Meters  to  be  Handled  Per  Year. 

From  information  received  from  the  gas  companies  doing  business  in  the  First 
District,  I  estimate  that  you  will  be  called  upon  to  test  and  seal  each  year  about  66,000 
new  meters  and  177,000  repaired  meters,  apart  from  the  meters  tested  on  applications 
from  individual  consumers.  It  is  difficult  to  tell  how  many  tests  will  have  to  be  made 
on  such  applications  since  the  number  has  varied  very  widely  from  year  to  year,  but 
it  is  not  probable  that  the  maximum  of  about  6,000,  reached  in  1905,  will  be  exceeded. 
Indeed,  the  number  of  meters  tested  on  complaint  in  the  thirteen  months  ending  Decem- 
ber 31,  1906,  was  only  about  5,000,  and  it  is  probable  that  as  soon  as  the  gas  consumers 
understand  that  the  seal  of  the  Commission  on  a  meter  stands  for  an  actual  and  careful 
test  of  its  accuracy  the  number  of  applications  for  the  official  testing  of  individual 
meters  will  fall  much  below  even  the  smaller  amount.  As  bearing  on  this  probability 
the  Massachusetts  figures  are  of  interest  and  show  that  in  1902,  out  of  a  total  of  42,688 
meters  tested  996  were  tested  on  consumers'  complaints,  while  in  1906,  although  the 
total  had  increased  to  61,034  the  number  of  tests  on  complaint  had  dropped  to  424.  It 
is  therefore  probable  that  for  the  first  year  or  two  the  number  of  meters  to  be  tested 
and  sealed  will  not  be  over  250,000  per  year,  or  an  average  of  833  per  day,  counting  300 
working  days  in  the  year.  There  will,  however,  be  times  during  the  months  from  Sep- 
tember to  March  when  meters  will  have  to  be  handled  at  a  rate  of  possibly  1^200  per 
day,  and  correspondingly  there  will  be  times  during  the  rest  of  the  year  when  the  rate 
may  fall  as  low  as  500  per  day. 
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Number  of  Meters  Which  a  Man  Should  Test  and  Seal  Per  Day  of  Eight  Hours. 

Working  at  a  bench  equipment  with  two  provers,  a  good,  active  man  should  be  able  to 
test  and  seal  9  three-light  meters,  ori2  five-light  meters  per  hour,  it  being  possible  to  do 
more  of  the  five-light  than  of  the  three-light,  because  in  both  cases  2  cubic  feet  of  air  has 
to  be  passed  through  the  meter,  and  in  the  five-light  it  is  passed  at  a  rate  of  30  cubic  feet, 
while  in  the  three-light  it  is  passed  at  a  rate  of  only  18  cubic  feet  per  hour.  These 
figures  are  based  upon  giving  each  meter  only  one  test,  but  when,  on  repaired  meters 
especially,  the  first  test  comes  out  close  to  the  limit  of  error  allowed,  a  second  test 
should  be  made  to  make  it  certain  that  the  meter  is  inside  of  these  limits,  and  on  account 
of  these  second  tests  the  number  that  can  be  counted  upon  per  hour  will  not  run  over 
7  three-lights  or  10  five-lights.  As  these  two  sizes  will  make  up  over  two-thirds  of  tlie 
meters  tested,  it  can  be  taken  that  the  average  number  of  meters  tested  and  sealed  per 
day  will  be  about  75.  On  this  basis  it  wiU  be  necessary  to  employ  an  average  of  from 
ten  to  eleven  Testers,  and  this  number  would  have  to  be  increased  to  sixteen  at'  the 
time  of  greatest  activity  in  the  selling  and  repairing  of  meters. 

This  is  the  number  of  men  that  will  be  required  for  testing  only,  and  in  addition  it 
will  be  necessary  to  provide  for  visiting  the  premises  of  the  consumers  making  com- 
plaints for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  the  descriptions  of  the  meters  and  tagging  them  for 
removal.  The  number  of  meters  that  can  be  located  and  tagged  per  man  per  day  will 
depend  so  greatly  upon  the  extent  to  which  the  individual  locations  are  scattered  over 
the  territory  that  it  is  practically  impossible  to  make  any  estimate  of  the  number  of 
men  required  for  this  work  in  advance  of  actual  experience.  I^  the  applications  for 
tests  were  to  continue  to  come  in  at  the  rate  which  prevailed  during  1906,  of  about  384 
per  month,  of  fifteen  per  working  day,  it  would  seem  as  if  at  least  two  men  would  be 
required  for  this  work. 

The  men  assigned  to  this  part  of  the  work  should  be  of  a  higher  grade  of  intelli- 
gence and  education  than  it  is  necessary  to  have  in  men  who  are  to  do  nothing  but  test 
meters.        ^ 

Place  of  Testing. 

I  would  advise  that  all  new  meters  purchased  by  gas  companies  in  the  district  from 
meter  companies  whose  factories  are  also  located  in  the  district  be  tested  at  these  fac- 
tories. It  will  be  more  economical  to  do  this  than  to  wait  until  the  meters  reach  the 
companies  and  test  them  at  their  shops,  because  in  the  case  of  the  small  companies  lo- 
cated on  the  outskirts  of  the  district  the  meters  will  be  purchased  in  comparatively 
small  lots,  and  the  time  occupied  by  a  Tester  in  going  to  and  coming  from  the  com- 
paAies'  shops  will  be  a  very  large  proportion  of  the  total  time  occupied  in  actually 
testing  the  meters.  On  the  other  hand,  the  meter  factories  are  located  in  the  centre  of 
the  district  and  the  Testers  ean  be  expected  to  reach  these  factories  in  their  own  time, 
antf  in  addition  will  be  able  to  test  the  meters  in  larger  batches  and  so  be  able  to  average 
more  for  a  given  length  of  working  time  than  if  they  ar^  tested  at  the  companies'  shops. 
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lr.':rt.  \v.'/:.\*i  b^  no  'frfrc-j'tv  :r.  :'i^r.t:f>-ing  the  meter*  whi:±  arc  t:  be  ci^i  =:  the  f :>- 
trict,  and  there f ''/re  no  danger  of  testini?  and  scaling  meters  which  are  znt  gccac  to  be 
t3«ed  !n  'he  t^ritory  covered  by  you.  As  far  as  I  am  able  to  Icars  tbc  rtih-  raetcr  fac- 
tories in  the  district  are  as  follows :

American  Meter  Company,  Eleventh  avenue  and  Forty-seventh  stieet. 
New  York  Improved  Meter  Company,  No.  306  East  Forty-sevcnta  street. 
United  States  Meter  Company,  No.  229  Chestnut  street,  Brooklyn. 

I  have  not  found  that  the  last  named  factory  is  selling  any  meters  in  the  district, 

Tlie  largest  factory  is  that  of  the  American  Meter  Company,  and  its  manager  tells 
me  that  at  the  busy  time  of  the  year  they  will  sell  to  companies  in  the  district  at  the 
rate  of  8.000  meters  per  month,  although  it  is  not  probable  that  they  will  sell  altogether 
more  than  from  SOfioo  to  SSfiOO  new  meters  per  year  to  companies  in  the  district,  or  an 
average  of  about  170  to  185  per  day. 

The  manager  of  the  New  York  Improved  Meter  Company  was  not  very  definite 
ai  to  the  number  of  meters  that  they  put  out  in  the  district  but  put  his  lowest  sales  as 
being  about  5,000  per  year.  As  the  company's  estimates  show  only  abont  66,000  new 
meters  purchased  per  year,  it  is  not  probable  that  this  factorj-  will  run  over  10,000  to 
15,000  meters  per  year,  or  an  average  of  between  30  to  50  per  day. 

On  the  basis  of  the  figures  given  above  it  will,  therefore,  probably  be  necessary 
to  keep  two  Testers  at  the  factory  of  the  American  Meter  Company  all  the  time  and 
increase  this  numljcr  up  to  four  at  the  time  of  greatest  activity,  while  it  will  not  be 
necessary  to  have  a  man  stationed  at  the  New  York  Improved  Meter  Company's  fac- 
tory all  the  time,  although  at  times  it  may  be  necessary  to  place  two  men  there. 

Testing  of  Repaired  Meters. 

The  meters  which  have  been  repaired  to  such  an  extent  as  to  require  retesting  and 
rescaling  can  be  best  tested  at  the  shops  of  those  companies  who  do  their  own  repairing, 
or  who  have  repairing  done  outside  of  the  district,  and  at  the  factories  when  the  com- 
panies who  do  not  do  their  own  repairing  have  it  done  by  the  factories  in  the  district. 

The  companies  who  do  their  own  repairing  are  as  follows : 

Consolidated  Gas  Company,  which  has  one  large  shop  at  the  corner  of  First  avenue 
and  Twenty-first  street,  where  repairs  are  made  not  only  to  its  own  meters  but  also  to 
those  of  the  New  York  Mutual  Gas  Light  Company.  According  to  the  information 
furnished  by  the  superintendent  of  shops  of  the  Consolidated  Gas  Company  there  arc 
repaired  at  this  shop,  to  an  extent  requiring  retesting  and  resealing,  meters  to  the  num- 
ber of  100,000  per  year,  or  an  average  of  about  330  per  day. 
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Standard  Gas  Light  Company,  the  meter  shop  of  which  is  on  Ninety-first  street 
east  of  First  avenue.  The  number  of  meters  repaired  at  this  shop  and  which  it  would 
be  necessary  to  retest  and  reseal,  was  stated  to  be  about  12,500  per  year,  or  an  average 
of  about  41  per  day. 

New  Amsterdam  Gas  Company,  the  shop  of  which  is  on  Forty-second  street  east  of 
First  avenue.  At  this  shop  it  was  stated  that  the  number  of  meters  repaired  and  which 
would  require  retesting  and  resealing  was  about  13,000  per  year,  or  an  average  of 
about  44  per  day. 

Central  Union  Gas  Company,  the  shop  of  which  is  at  the  corner  of  Alexander  ave- 
nue and  One  Hundred  and  Forty-second  street,  Borough  of  The  Bronx.  This  com- 
pany repairs  not  only  its  own  meters  but  also  those  of  the  Northern  Union  Gas  jCompany, 
and  of  the  Westchester  Lighting  Company,  only  part  of  the  territory  supplied  by  the 
latter  company  being  in  the  First  district.  The  company  informed  me  that  the  number 
of  meters  belonging  in  the  First  district  which  were  repaired  at  this  shop  and  would 
require  retesting  and  resealing  would  be  about  13,000  per  year,  or  an  average  of  about 
44  per  day. 

The  Brooklyn  Union  Gas  Company,  which  has  two  meter  repair  shops,  one  being 
on  Atlantic  avenue  and  the  other  at  the  corner  of  Bedford  avenue  and  South  Second 
street,  both  in  Brooklyn.  The  total  number  of  meters  repaired  by  the  company  during 
a  year  was  stated  to  be  about  35,000,  or  about  117  per  day,  of  which  two-thirds  are 
handled  at  the  Atlantic  avenue  shop  and  the  remaining  one-third  at  the  Bedford  avenue 
shop.  The  Brooklyn  Union  Company  also  repairs  the  meters  belonging  to  its  subsi- 
diary companies,  viz.,  the  Flatbush  Gas  Company,  the  Jamaica  Gas  Light  Company,  the 
Newtown  Gas  Light  Company  and  the  Richmond  Hill  and  Queens  Gas  Company,  and 
the  meters  of  these  companies  are  included  in  the  total  given  above. 

Kings  County  Lighting  Company,  which  has  its  meter  repair  shop  at  its  works  at 
Fifty-fifth  street  and  First  avenue,  Brooklyn,  and  which  repairs,  in  such  a  way  as  to 
require  retesting  and  resealing,  600  meters  per  year,  or  an  average  of  only  2  per  day. 

The  Brooklyn  Borough  Gas  Company,  which  has  a  repair  shop  at  its  works 
on  Sheepshead  Bay,  Coney  Island,  and  which  repairs,  in  such  a  way  as  to  require 
retesting  and  resealing,  about  500  meters  per  year,  or  less  than  2  per  day. 

Queens  Borough  Gas  and  Electric  Company  at  Far  Rockaway,  which  repairs  at 
its  own  shop  an  average  of' 4  meters  a  day,  and  has,  in  addition  to  this,  about  100 
meters  per  year  repaired  at  the  meter  factories. 

The  New  York  and  Richmond  Gas  Company,  which  has  its  office  at  Staplcton, 
and  its  works  at  Clifton,  Staten  Island,  and  which  repairs  at  its  own  works  about 
700  meters  and  has  repaired  at  the  meter  factories  within  the  District  about  600 
meters  per  year. 
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The  companies  which  at  present  do  not  repair  their  own  meters,  but  have  them 
repaired  at  the  meter  factories  within  the  First  District,  arc — 

The  Bronx  Gas  and  Electric.  Company,  Westchester,  and  the  New  York  and 
Queens  Gas  Company,  at  Flushing. 

From  the  figures  given  for  the  companies  which  repair  their  own  meters  it  will 
be  seen  that  it  will  be  necessary  to  keep  an  average  of  between  four  and  five  men 
at  the  shop  of  the  Consolidated  Gas  Company,  and  that  almost  the  full  time  of  two 
men  will  be  required  by  the  Brooklyn  Union  Company,  while  the  Standard  New  A^n- 
sterdam  and  Central  Union  companies  will,  between  them,  come  close  to  requiring 
the  services  of  two  more.  The  number  of  meters  repaired  per  day  by  the  other  com- 
panics  are  so  small  that  their  requirements  during  the  course  of  a  year  will  not  amount 
altogethe?  to  more  than  about  forty  days  for  one  man. 

Testing  of  Complaint  Meters. 

The  complaint  meters,  that  is,  those  which  are  tested  because  of  doubt  in  the 
mind  of  the  consumers  in  regard  to  their  accuracy,  will,  in  every  case,  have  to  be 
tested  at  the  shop  of  the  company  to  which  the  meter  belongs.  The  present  custom 
with  the  Brooklyn  Union  Company  is  to  have  all  these  complaint  meters  tested  at  the 
office  of  the  branch  in  the  territory  to  which  the  consumer  belongs,  and  it  is  possible 
that  this  method  may  prove  as  convenient  as  that  of  having  all  the  complaint  meters 
sent  to  one  or  the  other  of  the  two  meter  repair  shops,  but  this  is  a  question  which 
will  have  to  be  decided  as  a  matter  of  experience. 

It  may  also  be  found,  after  further  experience,  that  it  will  be  more  convenient 
both  for  the  companies  and  the  Commission,  to  have  the  complaint  meters  from  the 
small  companies  operating  in  the  more  distant  parts  of  the  district  sent  to  a  central 
testing  place,  such  as  that  at  the  factory  of  the  American  Meter  Company,  or  that 
at  the  shop  of  the  Consolidated  Gas  Company.  In  case  this  method  of  handling 
complaint  meters  for  the  small  companies  is  adopted  the  consumer  should  be  made 
to  pay  the  cost  of  sending  the  meter  to  thi*  central  testing  place  and  of  returning  it 
to  the  shop  of  the  company  in  addition  to  the  regular  fee  charged  for  the  State  inspec- 
tion. This  is  done  in  Massachusetts,  where  practically  all  of  the  complaint  meters 
from  different  parts  of  the  State  are  sent  to  Boston  to  be  tested. 

Method  of  Handling  Applications  from  Consumers  for  Meter  Tests. 

I  would  advise  that  applications  for  the  testing  of  meters  by  consumers  be  handled 
as  follows:  When  the  application  is  made  in  person  the  clerk  shall  fill  out 
the  application  blank,  form  "A"  (copy  of  all  the  forms  mentioned  is  appended  to 
this  report),  and  have  it  signed.  When  the  application  is  made  by  letter  the  applica- 
tion blank  need  not  be  filled  out,  the  letter  serving  as  the  written  application  required 
bv  law. 
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The  application  having  been  properly  signed,  or  having  been  received  by  letter, 
the  clerk  shall  take  a  card  (form  "B")>  which  cards  shall  be  numbered  serially  with 
the  application  number  and  used  in  order  of  these  numbers,  and  enter  upon  it  the 
date,  the  name  and  address  of  the  person  making  the  application,  and  the  name  of  the 
gas  company  supplying  the  premises  and  the  amount  of  the  fee,  if  the  size  of  the 
meter  is  known,  and  if  the  fee  is  paid  indicate  it  by  entering  the  date  in  the  proper 
space  and  give  the  proper  receipt  for  it.  When  these  data  have  been  entered  the 
clerk  shall  turn  the  card  over  to  the  Chief  Inspector. 

The  Chief  Inspector  will  assign  the  application  to  one  of  his  subordinates,  entering 
the  name  of  the  person  to  whom  this  assignment  is  made  in  the  proper  place. 

After  the  assignment  to  the  proper  Inspector  has  been  entered,  the  clerk  shall 
separate  the  two  parts  of  form  "B,"  file  the  duplicate  in  the  proper  place  in  order 
of  the  application  number  and  turn  the  original  over  to  the  Chief  Inspector. 

If  the  application  is  in  writing  the  clerk  shall  also  fill  out  and  mail  to  the  con- 
sumer form  "L"  as  a  notification  that  the  application  will  be  attended  to. 

All  the  applications  assigned  to  any  one  Inspector  shall  be  turned  over  to  him  at 
the  end  of  each  day. 

The  Inspector  to  whom  an  application  is  assigned  shall  take  form  "B"  and  proceed 
to  the  premises  designated  on  this  form.  On  arrival  there  he  shall  collect  the  fee, 
if  it  has  not  been  paid,  entering  on  form  "'B"  the  payment  of  this  fee  and  giving 
the  proper  receipt  for  it,  and  shall  locate  the  meter  and  enter  upon  form  "B"  its  de- 
scription. He  shall  then  fill  out  form  "C,"  detach  the  white  original  sheet  from  the 
tag  and  attach  the  tag  to  the  meter,  entering  the  date  in  the  proper  place  on  form  *'B" 
as  an  indication  that  the  meter  has  been  tagged.  At  the  end  of  the  day  he  shall 
send  in  to  the  office  all  the  copies  of  form  "B"  and  all  the  white  sheets  of  form  *'C" 
for  the  meters  that  he  has  attended  to. 

When  they  reach  the  office  the  clerk  shall  send  the  white  sheets  of  form  "C" 
to  the  proper  gas  companies  to  constitute  the  removal  orders  for  the  meters,  shall 
enter  upon  the  cards,  form  "B,"  in  the  proper  place,  the  date  upon  which  these 
orders  have  been  sent,  and  shall  then  send  the  cards  to  the  proper  testing  stations  as 
a  notification  that  the  meters  described  on  them  are  to  be  received  and  tested. 

Upon  receiving  form  "B"  at  the  testing  station  the  Tester  shall  look  out  for  the 
arrival  of  the  meter  described  on  this  form,  and,  when  it  is  received,  shall  enter  in  the 
proper  place  the  date  of  its  receipt.  He  shall  then  test  the  meter,  after  allowing  it  to 
remain  in  the  station  not  less  than  five  (s)  hours  in  order  that  the  temperatures  may 
be  equalized,  within  twenty-four  hours  after  its  receipt,  unless  the  consumer  desires 
to  be  present  at  the  test  and  it  cannot  be  arranged  to  secure  his  presence  within  this 
time  limit.  After  the  test  has  been  made  the  Tester  shall  enter  upon  form  "B''  the 
cubic  feet  passed  by  the  meter  and  by  the  prover,  and  the  percentage,  fast  or  slow. 
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The  companies  which  at  present  do  not  repair  their  own  meters,  but  have  them 
repaired  at  the  meter  factories  within  the  First  District,  are — 

The  Bronx  Gas  and  Electric,  Company,  Westchester,  and  the  New  York  and 
Qiieene  Gas  Company,  at  Flushing. 

From  the  figures  given  for  the  companies  which  repair  their  own  meters  it  will 
be  seen  that  it  will  be  necessary  to  keep  an  average  of  between  four  and  five  men 
at  the  shop  of  the  Consolidated  Gas  Company,  and  that  almost  the  full  time  of  two 
men  will  be  required  by  the  Brooklyn  Union  Company,  while  the  Standard  New  Am- 
sterdam and  Central  Union  companies  will,  between  them,  come  close  to  requiring 
the  services  of  two  more.  The  number  of  meters  repaired  per  day  by  the  other  com- 
panics  are  so  small  that  their  requirements  during  the  course  of  a  year  will  not  amount 
altogetheT  to  more  than  about  forty  days  for  one  man. 

Testing  of  Complaint  Meters. 

The  complaint  meters,  that  is,  those  which  are  tested  because  of  doubt  in  the 
mind  of  the  consumers  in  regard  to  their  accuracy,  will,  in  every  case,  have  to  be 
tested  at  the  shop  of  the  company  to  which  the  meter  belongs.  The  present  custom 
with  the  Brooklyn  Union  Company  is  to  have  all  these  complaint  meters  tested  at  the 
office  of  the  branch  in  the  territory  to  which  the  consumer  belongs,  and  it  is  possible 
that  this  method  may  prove  as  convenient  as  that  of  having  all  the  complaint  meters 
sent  to  one  or  the  other  of  the  two  meter  repair  shops,  but  this  is  a  question  which 
will  have  to  be  decided  as  a  matter  of  experience. 

It  may  also  be  found,  after  further  experience,  that  it  will  be  more  convenient 
both  for  the  companies  and  the  Commission,  to  have  the  complaint  meters  from  the 
small  companies  operating  in  the  more  distant  parts  of  the  district  sent  to  a  central 
testing  place,  such  as  that  at  the  factory  of  the  American  Meter  Company,  or  that 
at  the  shop  of  the  Consolidated  Gas  Company.  In  case  this  method  of  handling 
complaint  meters  for  the  small  companies  is  adopted  the  consumer  should  be  made 
to  pay  the  cost  of  sending  the  meter  to  this  central  testing  place  and  of  returning  it 
to  the  shop  of  the  company  in  addition  to  the  regular  fee  charged  for  the  State  inspec- 
tion. This  is  done  in  Massachusetts,  where  practically  all  of  the  complaint  meters 
from  different  parts  of  the  State  are  sent  to  Boston  to  be  tested. 

Method  of  Handling  Applications  from  Consumers  for  Meter  Tests. 

I  would  advise  that  applications  for  the  testing  of  meters  by  consumers  be  handled 
as  follows:  When  the  application  is  made  in  person  the  clerk  shall  fill  out 
the  application  blank,  form  "A"  (copy  of  all  the  forms  mentioned  is  appended  to 
this  report),  and  have  it  signed.  When  the  application  is  made  by  letter  the  applica- 
tion blank  need  not  be  filled  out,  the  letter  serving  as  the  written  application  required 
bv  law. 
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The  application  having  been  properly  signed,  or  having  been  received  by  letter, 
the  clerk  shall  take  a  card  (form  "B"),  which  cards  shall  be  numbered  serially  with 
the  application  number  and  used  in  order  of  these  numbers,  and  enter  upon  it  the 
date,  the  name  and  address  of  the  person  making  the  application,  and  the  name  of  the 
gas  company  supplying  the  premises  and  the  amount  of  the  fee,  if  the  size  of  the 
meter  is  known,  and  if  the  fee  is  paid  indicate  it  by  entering  the  date  in  the  proper 
space  and  give  the  proper  receipt  for  it.  When  these  data  have  been  entered  the 
clerk  shall  turn  the  card  over  to  the  Chief  Inspector. 

The  Chief  Inspector  will  assign  the  application  to  one  of  his  subordinates,  entering 
the  name  of  the  person  to  whom  this  assignment  is  made  in  the  proper  place. 

After  the  assignment  to  the  proper  Inspector  has  been  entered,  the  clerk  shall 
separate  the  two  parts  of  form  "B,"  file  the  duplicate  in  the  proper  place  in  order 
of  the  application  number  and  turn  the  original  over  to  the  Chief  Inspector. 

If  the  application  is  in  writing  the  clerk  shall  also  fill  out  and  mail  to  the  con^ 
sumer  form  "L"  as  a  notification  that  the  application  will  be  attended  to. 

All  the  applications  assigned  to  any  one  Inspector  shall  be  turned  over  to  him  at 
the  end  of  each  day. 

The  Inspector  to  whom  an  application  is  assigned  shall  take  form  "B"  and  proceed 
to  the  premises  designated  on  this  form.  On  arrival  there  he  shall  collect  the  fee, 
if  it  has  not  been  paid,  entering  on  form  '"B"  the  payment  of  this  fee  and  giving 
the  proper  receipt  for  it,  and  shall  locate  the  meter  and  enter  upon  form  "B"  its  de- 
scription. He  shall  then  fill  out  form  "C,"  detach  the  white  original  sheet  from  the 
tag  and  attach  the  tag  to  the  meter,  entering  the  date  in  the  proper  place  on  form  "B" 
as  an  indication  that  the  meter  has  been  tagged.  At  the  end  of  the  day  he  shall 
send  in  to  the  office  all  the  copies  of  form  "B"  and  all  the  white  sheets  of  form  **C" 
for  the  meters  that  he  has  attended  to. 

When  they  reach  the  office  the  clerk  shall  send  the  white  sheets  of  form  "C" 
to  the  proper  gas  companies  to  constitute  the  removal  orders  for  the  meters,  shall 
enter  upon  the  cards,  form  ''B,"  in  the  proper  place,  the  date  upon  which  these 
orders  have  been  sent,  and  shall  then  send  the  cards  to  the  proper  testing  stations  as 
a  notification  that  the  meters  described  on  them  are  to  be  received  and  tested. 

Upon  receiving  form  "B"  at  the  testing  station  the  Tester  shall  look  out  for  the 
arrival  of  the  meter  described  on  this  form,  and,  when  it  is  received,  shall  enter  in  the 
proper  place  the  date  of  its  receipt.  He  shall  then  test  the  meter,  after  allowing  it  to 
remain  in  the  station  not  less  than  five  (5)  hours  in  order  that  the  temperatures  may 
be  equalized,  within  twenty-four  hours  after  its  receipt,  unless  the  consumer  desires 
to  be  present  at  the  test  and  it  cannot  be  arranged  to  secure  his  presence  within  this 
time  limit.  After  the  test  has  been  made  the  Tester  shall  enter  upon  form  "B"  the 
cubic  feet  passed  by  the  meter  and  by  the  prover,  and  the  percentage,  fast  or  slow, 
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By  means  of  these  cards  a  complete  record  of  the  amount  of  work  done  by  each 
Meter  Tester  will  be  available  and  it  will  be  very  easy  to  see  from  them  just  which 
of  the  men,  if  any,  are  not  doing  a  full  day's  work.      « 

Summary  of  Gas  Meter  Tests. 

For  the  purpose  of  keeping  a  summary  of  the  meter  tests  so  as  to  make  it  possible 
to  know  just  how  much  work  has  been  done  at  the  end  of  each  month,  there  should  be 
made  up  books  so  ruled  as  to  show  a  summary  of  all  the  gas  meter  tests  made  on  each 
day.  There  will  be  two  of  these  books,  one  of  which  will  contain  on  each  double 
page  the  record  for  a  month  of  all  the  new  meters  and  all  the  repaired  meters  tested 
during  that  month,  these  meters  being  divided  by  sizes  into  two  classes,  "O.  K.,"  and 
"Needing  Adjusting,"  the  latter  being  the  meters  that  have  been  found  to  be  in  error 
to  a  greater  extent  than  the  limits  allowed  by  law  and  which  have  therefore  been  turned 
back  to  either  the  maker  or  the  gas  company  for  adjustment  and  retest.  A  form  of 
ruling  for  this  book  is  handed  m  with  this  report. 

The  second  book  will  be  so  ruled  as  to  show  on  each  double  page  the  summary  of 
the  complaint  'meters  tested  in  any  one  month,  the  meters  being  separated  by  sizes  and 
there  being  given  under  each  sise  the  number  found  to  be  correct,  fast  and  slow,  and 
the  total  percentage  fast  and  slow.  There  are  also  columns  giving  the  total  number 
O.  K.,  fast  and  stow  and  the  grand  total  percentage  fast  and  slow,  and  in  addition 
columns  in  which  are  to  be  entered  the  number  and  sizes  of  the  meters  which  do  not 
register  or  do  not  pass  gas,  the  nimaber  fast  or  slow  between  definite  percentage  limits 
and  the  maximum  percentage  of  error  fast  and  slow  shown  in  any  test  during  the 
month,  with  the  size  of  the  meter  showing  these  errors. 

These  summary  books,  which  will  be  kept  in  the  office  of  the  Bureau  of  Gas  and 
Electricity,  the  proper  figures  being  prepared  from  the  reports  sent  in  by  the  different 
Meter  Testers,  and  entered  daily,  will  provide  at  any  time  all  the  information  in  regard 
to  the  results  of  the  meter  testing  that  experience  shows  it  is  advisable  to  have. 

In  my  opinion  the  various  forms  and  books  whkh  have  been  described  above  are 
all  that  will  be  required  for  the  handling  of  complaint  gas  meter  tests  and  the  record- 
ing of  the  tests  of  such  meters  as  well  as  those  made  of  new  and  repaired  meters. 

In  addition  to  the  "Instructions  for  Meter  Testers"  and  the  copies  ol  the  various 
forms  and  books  which  have  been  mentioned  above  there  are  also  appended  to  this 
'.eport  "Instructions  for  the  Handling  of  Applications  for  Tests  by  Consumers,"  divided 
into  instructions  as  to  the  work  done  by  each  person  through  whose  hands  the  applica- 
tion, or  the  meter  covered  by  it,  has  to  pass.

In  the  Matter  of  the  hearing  on  the  motion  of  the  Commission  on  the  question  of 
the  adequacy  and  safety  of  the  service  and  equipment  of  the  Richmond  Light 
and  Railroad  Company  in  the  respects  hereinbelow  mentioned. 

It  is  hereby 

Ordered,  That  a  hearing  be  had  on  the  loth  day  of  October,  1907,  at  2  o'clock 
in  the  afternoon,  or  at  any  time  or  times  to  which  the  same  may  be  adjourned,  at 
the  rooms  of  the  Commission  at  No.  154  Nassau  street,  Borough  of  Manhattan,  City 
and  State  of  New  York,  to  inquire  whether  the  tracks,  equipment,  appliances  and  ser- 
vice of  the  said  Richmond  Light  and  Railroad  Company,  in  respect  to  the  transporta- 
tion of  persons  at  and  near  Richmond  and  New  York  avenues,  in  Richmond  County, 
in  the  First  District,  arc  unjust,  unreasonable,  unsafe,  improper  or  inadequate,  and 
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whether  changes  in  any  tracks  used  at  such  place  in  connection  with  such  transporta- 
tion ought  reasonably  to  be  made  by  said  company  in  order  to  promote  the  security 
and  convenience  of  the  public  and  employees,  and  if  so  found  to  be,  then  to  deter- 
mine whether  a  change  in  the  said  tracks  or  service,  in  the  particulars  following, 
at  the  place  aforesaid,  would  be  just,  reasonable,  safe,  adequate  and  proper  to  be  put 
in  force,  observed  and  used  in  the  transportation  of  persons  at  said  place  in  the  First 
District,  namely: 

First — Whether  service  on  the  tracks  at  said  place  as  now  laid  should  be  directed 
to  cease. 

Second — ^Whether  the  northbound  track  should  be  deflected  to  the  south  a  suffi- 
cient distance  or  space  to  enable  cars  going  in  opposite  directions  to  pass  each  other 
on  the  curve. 

Third — Whether  tracks  on  and  near  the  said  curve  should  be  taken  up  and  re- 
laid,  so  as  to  approach  the  circular  curves  on  transition  curves  from  the  tangents. 

Fourth — Whether  any  of  the  tracks  should  be  super-elevated  on  or  near  said 
curves. 

Fifth — Whether  the  speedy  of  cars  approaching  and  rounding  said  curves,  as  the 
tracks  are  now  laid,  should  be  required  to  be  limited  to  a  speed  not  exceeding  four 
miles  per  hour. 

Sixth — Whether  an  inspector  should  be  directed  to  be  placed  and  maintained 
there  to  see  that  the  running  speed  is  reduced  by  each  and  every  car  to  not  exceeding 
four  miles  per  hour  in  approaching  said  curve  and  rounding  same. 

And  if  such  changes  in  tracks  or  service  be  fojmd  to  be  just,  reasonable,  safe, 
adequate  and  proper,  then  to  determine  the  time  within  which  such  changes  should 
be  provided.  * 

All  to  the  end  that  the  Commission  may  make  such  order  or  orders  in  the  prem- 
ises as  shall -be  just  and  reasonable;  and  further 

Ordered,  That  the  Richmond  Light  and  Railroad  Company  aforesaid,  be  given 
at  least  ten  days'  notice  of  such  hearing  by  service  upon  it,  either  personally  or  by 
mail,  of  a  certified  copy  of  this  order,  and  that  at  such  hearing  the  said  Richmond 
Light  and.  Railroad  Company  be  afforded  all  reasonable  opportunity  to  present  evi- 
dence and  to  examine  and  cross-examine  witnesses  as  to  the  matters  hereinabove  set 
forth.

Dear  Sir— Referring  to  the  letter  of  S.  Marks,  dated  September  6,  1907,  which 
I  return  herewith,  complaining  of  the  noisy  night  construction  work  on  that  portion 
of  the  tunnel  now  being  built  by  the  Hudson  and  Manhattan  Railroad  Company, 
which  is  under  Mr.  Marks*  premises,  No.  419  Sixth  avenue,  in  the  Borough  of  Man- 
hattan, transmitted  to  me  with  the  letter  of  the  Secretary  to  the  Commission  of  the 
lOth  inst.,  asking  my  opinion  as  to  the  extent  of  the  Commission's  jurisdiction  over 
such  tunnel,  I  desire  to  advise  you  that,  in  my  opinion,!  such  tunnel  and  the  method 
of  doing  the  work  therein  is  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Commission. 

Without  reference  to  section  48  of  the  Public  Service  Commissions  Law,  which,  I 
think,  is  of  itself  sufficient  to  vest  the  Commission  with  jurisdiction,  the  contract 
between  the  tunnel  company  and  the  City  as  embodied  in  the  certificate  of  the  Board 
of  Rapid  Transit  Railroad  Commissioners  to  the  tunnel  company  of  February  2,  1905, 
provides,  paragraph  V: 

"All  plans  for,  and  the  method  of  doing,  the  work,  including  all  plans  for  sta- 
tions and  station  arrangements,  shall,  from'  time  to  time,  be  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Board." 

And  further,  paragraph  XIII : 

ft 

"The  City,  the  Board  and  all  duly  authorized  representatives  of  the  Citj',  shall* 
have  the  right  at  all  reasonable  times  to  inspect  the  railroad  and  any  part  thereof, 
as  well  during  construction  as  afterwards,  and  to  enter  thereon  when  necessary  for 
the  examination,  supervision  or  care  of  any  property  of  the  Cit>'  oriof  abutting  prop- 
erty owners,  or  for  any  proper  purpose.  Nothing  in  this  franchise  shall  be  deemed  to 
diminish  or  affect  the  sanitary  or  police  jurisdiction  which  the  public  authorities  shall 
lawfully  have  over  property  in  the  City." 

It  would  also  appear  that  by  the  terms  of  the  contract  under  which  the  construc- 
tion work  is  being  done  by  and  on  behalf  of  the  Hudson  and  Manhattan  Railroad 
Company,  of  which  contract  form  a  copy  is  on  file  with  the  Commission,  that  the 
contract  is  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  franchise  and  of  the  certificate  of  the 
Board   of  Rapid   Transit   Railroad   Commissioners  granting  the   same,   and  that  the 
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provisions  thereof  are  superior  to  and  supersede  any  confiictinf?  provisions  of  the 
contract,  and  that  the  contractor  shall  in  the  execution  of  the  works,  and  notwith- 
standing anything  in  the  contract  contained  in  all  respects  conform  to  the  require- 
ments of  the  franchise  and  certificate.  The  contract  also  provides  that  the  methods 
of  doing  the  work  under  the  contract  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board; 
that  the  -contractor  shall  in  all  matters  relating  to  the  works  conform  to  all  valid 
regulations  and  requirements  of  law  or  of  any  State,  municipal  or  other  govern- 
mental or  public  authority;  that  the  blasting  shall  be  carried  out  with  great  care,  so 
as  not  to  disturb  any  adjacent  properties  or  improvements,  either  public  or  private, 
and  that  the  contractor  shall  indemnify  and  save  harmless  the  Hudson  and  Manhat- 
tan Railroad  Company  against  and  from  all  loss  and  damage  arising  from  the  fail- 
ure of  the  contractor  or  of  those  acting  under  him  to  conform  to  the  requirements 

< 

of  the  said  franchise,  and  the  provisions  of  the  certificate  granting  such  franchise, 
or  to  conform  to  the  valid  regulations  and  requirements  of  law  or  of  any  State,  muni- 
cipal or  other  governmental  or  public  authority. 

The  Commission  in  the  light  of  the  above  provisions  can  either  itself  investigate 
the  complaint  or  call  the  matter  to  the  attention  of  the  tunnel  company  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  section  48  of  the  Public  Service  Commissions  Act.

Mr.  Travis  H.  Whitney,  Secretary,  of  the  Public  Service  Commission,  Tribune  Build- 
ing, New  York  City: 

Dear  Sir — In  behalf  of  the  East  Side  organizations  interested  in  the  abolition  of 
crosstown  car  lines,  I  would  suggest  that  the  time  has  come  to  issue  an  order  to  the 
New  York  City  Railway  Company,  to  show  cause  why  the  horse  car  lines,  complained 
of,  should  not  be  electrified. 
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The  State  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  ordered  the  electrification  of  these 
lines  March  28,  1906.  In  a  letter  to  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners,  dated 
January  10,  1907,  H.  H.  Vreeland,  speaking  for  the  company,  said : 

*'I  am  now  pleased  to  advise  you  that  at  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of 
the  New  York  City  Railway  Company,  held  this  afternoon,  a  resolution  was  adopted 
by  said  Board  authorizing  the  officers  of  the  company  to  proceed  with  the  electrifica- 
tion of  the  remaining  horse  car  lines,  and  further  authorizing  them  to  make  the  necessary 
contracts  for  material  and  commence  construction  immediately  upon  the  delivery  of 
the  structural  fixtures." 

March  21,  1907,  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  g^i'^nted  permission  to  the 
New  York  City  Railway  Company  to  issue  $65,000,000  in  bonds.  Of  this  sum 
$11,000,000  was  to  be  used  to  electrify  the  remaining  horse  car  lines.  The  $11,000,000 
in  bonds  to  be  devoted  to  the  electrification  of  the  horse  car  lines  has  been  used,  but 
dilapidated  cars  still  plod  along  our  streets.  Under  the  circumstances  it  w^ould  seem 
that  electrification  could  be  compelled  if  strong  pressure  were  brought  to  bear.

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Richmond  Valley,  New  York  City,  September  28,  1907. 

Honorable  Public  Service  Commission,  Tribune  Building,  New  York  City : 

Gentlemen — I  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the  following  facts  in  regard  to  the 
service  furnished  the  southern  portion  of  the  Borough  of  Richmond  (Staten  Island)  by 
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the  Staten  Island  Railway  Company,  and  to  appeal  to  you  for  some  relief  from  the 
present  situation  which  is  tremendously  retarding  the  development  of  that  section  of 
The  City  of  New  York. 

First  and  most  important  is  the  question  of  fare.  The  present  rate  of  fare  from 
St.  George  to  Tottenvillc  and  nearby  stations  is  thirty  cents,  round  trip  fifty  cents, 
commutation  rate  to  Manhattan  $6.75  per  month,  or  about  twenty-two  cents  per  round 
trip;  family  tickets,  fifty  rides  $12,  or  about  forty-eight  cents  per  round  trip;  school 
and  working  men's  tickets,  special. 

As  a  result  of  this  abnormally  excessive  fare  it  is  next  to  impossible  to  interest 
capital  in  the  development  of  any  section  of  Staten  Island  off  the  trolley  lines,  which, 
crude  as  they  are,  at  least  furnish  cheap  transportation. 

I  suggest  as  a  fair  and  reasonable  change  that  the  round  trip  from  Manhattan  to 
Tottenvillc  be  fixed  at  twenty-five  cents,  or  fifteen  cents  to  or  from  St.  George,  and 
that  all  special  tickets,  except  school  and  working  men's  tickets,  be  dispensed  with, 
with  a  local  five-cent  fare  from  either  terminal  to,  say  Oakwood  and  Whitlock,  and 
a  straight  ten-cent  fare  between  terminals. 

This  would  bring  the  commuters'  monthl}'  expense  about  what  it  now  is  and  would 
open  up  a  vast  section  of  the  Borough  for  early  development. 

Second,  the  train  service,  while  reasonably  good  during  the  rush  hours,  is  very  bad 
at  other  times;  for  example,  there  is  no  train  leaving  Tottenvillc  for  the  Battery  be- 
tween 8.13  and  9.02  a.  m.,  and  no  train  leaving  the  Battery  for  Tottenvillc  between 
7.40  and  9  o'clock  p.  m.,  and  none  between  6.30  and  7.40  p.  m. 

It  would  seem  as  though  the  Staten  Island  Railway  division  should  be  required  to 
furnish  a  train  for  every  boat,  as  is  now  done  on  the  Staten  Island  Rapid  Transit 
division,  but  in  any  event  several  additional  trains  are  badly  needed. 

Under  the  existing  schedule,  if  a  resident  of  the  Fifth  Ward  of  the  Borough  of 
Richmond  desires  to  attend  some  entertainment  in  Manhattan  he  must  leave  home 
by  the  5.43  train  from  Tottenvillc,  as  the  6.45  train  is  almost  invariably  late  and  misses 
its  boat  connection  at  St.  George.  There  is  no  train  arriving  and  departing  from 
Stapleton  at  an  hour  suitable  for  theatre  goers  there. 

The  time  from  Tottenvillc  to  Manhattan  is  too  long,  being  one  hour  and  nine 
minutes  for  most  of  the  trains,  with  a  return  schedule  from  the  Battery  to  Tottenvillc 
of  one  hour  and  five  minutes,  with  the  exception  of  two  trains^-one.  No.  26,  being 
scheduled  to  make  the  time  in  one  hour,  and  No.  28  being  scheduled  to  make  the  time 
in  fifty-three  minutes,  although,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  these  trains  are  almost  invari- 
ably late,  as  are  the  slower  trains  in  many  cases. 
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I  think  the  company  should  be  required  to  adopt  a  semi-express  service  during  the 
rush  hours,  consisting  of  two  trains  leaving  the  terminals  immediately  following  >each 
other— one  running  express  to  a  suitable  point  about  half  way  down  the  line,  and 
making  all  local  stops  from  there  to  the  terminal — the  other  making  all  local  stops 
to  this  particular  point,  and  thence  running  express  to  destination. 

This  would  cut  out  one-half  the  stops  for  both  trains  and  should  decrease  the 
running  time  from  ten  to  fifteen  minutes. 

The  company  should  also  be  required  to  immediately  double  track  its  lines  between 
Annadale  and  Pleasant  Plains,  and  to  relay  and  resurface  its  track  in  such  places 
as  are  now  not  suitable  for  high  speed.  \ 

Seats  and  shelter,  especially  the  latter,  should  be  provided  at  stations  not  now 
so  equipped.  At  present  one  is  obliged  to  disembark  in  the  open  and  as  a  result 
many  times  during  a  sudden  storm  passengers  are  thoroughly  soaked  after  the  train 
leaves  before  they  can  get  to  shelter. 

The  company  should  also  be  required  to  equip  its  coaches  with  air  brakes  in- 
stead of  the  vacuum  brakes  now  used. 

As  a  result  of  this  out-of-date  equipment,  time  is  lost  at  every  station  stop  and 
the  danger  to  passengers  is  much  greater  than  if  equipped  with  air,  as  the  latter  brake 
is  very  much  more  effective  for  emergency  stops. 

Some  provision  should  also  be  made  so  that  passengers  can  have  their  baggage 
checked  to  the  Batter}-,  for  at  present  the  only  way  to  get  baggage  in  is  to  pay  a 
heavy  express  charge  to  the  United  States  Express  Company,  and  the  service  rendered 
by  this  company  in  the  transportation  of  baggage  to  and  from  other  railway  terminals 
is  hopelessly  inadequate. 

If  these  suggestions  can  be  put  into  effect  it  will  mean  an  immediate  building 
up  of  that  section  of  New  York  where  the  cheapest,  mo'st  beautiful  and  most  health- 
ful home  sites  are  still  available.  It  would  also  result  in  an  immense  increase  in 
taxes  to  the  City,  and  the  increase  in  traffic  which  would  certainly  follow  would 
more  than  compensate  the  company  for  the  temporary  loss  occasioned  while  the 
development  was  being  brought  about. 

As  it  seems  unlikely  that  the  Borough  of  Richmond  will  be  favored  with  any 
immediate  relief  from  the  City's  Rapid  Transit  plans,  it  seems  only  just  that  we 
should  be  allowed  a  substantial  improvement  in  the  existing  facilities.

In  order  that  the  scheme 
suggested  may  be  fully  executed  it  is  necessary  to  supplement  the  instructions  given 
to  the  employees  of  the  Commission  by  the  adoption  of  a  number  of  rules  to  be 
followed  by  the  various  gas  companies  under  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Commission. 
Your  Committee  submits,  therefore,  the  appended  order  for  your  consideration  and 
adoption.

Resolved,  That  the  following  be  adopted  and  that  it  is  to  be  served  upon  the 
various  gas  corporations  in  this  district: 

Order  No,  27. 

1.  Each  gas  corporation  shall  provide  and  keep  in  or  upon  its  premises,  to  be 
proved  and  stamped  or  marked  by  the  Commission  for  testing  and  proving  the  ac- 
curacy of  gas  meters,  two  provers  for  each  meter  tester  assigned  to  such  premises, 
and   each   prover   shall   be  equipped   with   thermometers,   washers,   connections,   hose 

and  such  other  appliances  as  may  be  necessary  to  make  each  prover  complete  in  every 
respect   and    ready    for    use.    Each    gas    corporation    shall    further    provide    suitable 

benches  on  which  meters  may  be  placed  when  being  tested  and  scaled,  and  also  suitable 

benches  for  placing  the  record  book  used  by  the  tester. 

2.  Elach  gas  corporation  shall  provide  and  attach  to  each  meter  to  be  tested 
a  suitable  ring  so  placed  that  when  filled  with  wax  and  scaled  by  a  tester  it  will  be 
impossible  to  open  the  meter  without  destroying  the  seal. 
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3.  No  prover  or  other  apparatus  shall  be  used  until  it  shall  have  been  inspected, 
approved,  and  stamped  or  marked  by  the  Commission,  and  notice  posted  to  this 
effect  upon  premises.  All  apparatus  shall  be  inspected  and  approved  at  least  once 
every  year. 

4.  Any  meter  removed  from  a  consumer's  premises  shall  not  be  reinstalled  there 
or  installed  on  the  premises  of  any  other  consumer  until  proved  and  sealed  by  this 
Commission.  When  removed  such  meter  shall  be  replaced  only  with  a  meter  bearing 
the  seal  of  the  Commission,  and  no  meter  shall  be  put  in  use  which  does  not  bear 
the  seal  of  the  Commission. 

5.  When  a  consumer  submits  a  written  request  to  the  Commission  to  test  the 
meter  through  which  gas  is  supplied  to  him,  the  Commission  must  serve  written  notice 
upon  the  gas  corporation  to  remove  the  meter  complained  of  to  a  testing  station, 
where  it  will  be  tested  by  an  Inspector  of  the  Commission.  Said  corporation  shall 
remove  such  meter  to  the  testing  station  within  five  days  after  the  receipt  of  said 
notice.  The  gas  corporation,  at  the  time  of  such  removal,  shall  place  a  meter  sealed 
by  the  Commission  in  the  stead  of  the  meter  removed. 

6.  If  upon  a  test  a  meter  shall  be  found  to  be  incorrect  the  gas  corporation  shall 
cause  such  meter  to  register  correctly  before  the  same  shall  be  sealed  by  an  Inspector 
of  the  Commission. 

7.  When  a  gas  corporation  submits  a  written  request  to  the  Commission  ac- 
cording to  the  forms  prescribed  by  it,  to  test  the  meter,  the  Commission  will  authorize 
its  removal  to  a  testing  station,  and  will  then  proye  it,  providing  a  tag  or  label  be 
attached  or  affixed  to  such  meter  giving  the  name  and  address  of  the  person  from 
whose  premises  it  was  removed.

Your  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  recommendation  of  George  S.  Rice, 
Engineer,  dated  August  7,  1907,  recommending  the  discontinuance  of  the  pipe  galleries 
in  the  contract  for  the  construction  of  Section  9-0-5  of  the  s8-called  "bridge  loop," 
being  that  part  of  the  subway  in  Delancey  street,  begs  to  make  the  following  report : 
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After  examination  of  the  plans  and  specifications,  and  conferring  with  the  En- 
gineer  and  also  with  various  members  of  the  Commission,  while  at  first  it  would  seem 
that  the  recommendation  of  the  Engineer  had  merit,  in  that  the  galleries  on  this  section 
of  the  subway  would  not  be  used  to  any  very  great  extent,  it  does  appear  that  some  of 
the  pipes  along  this  section  of  the  subway  could  be  put  in  the  pipe  galleries,  and  that 
to  leave  out  this  section  would  break  the  continuity  of  the  galleries  extending  from  the 
Brooklyn  bridge  to  Williamsburg  bridge,  and,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  city  owns  the 
bridges  and  will  own  the  subway  and  the  galleries,  it  would  seem  to  be  poor  judgment 
at  this  time  to  leave  such  a  break  in  the  galleries,  and  for  the  further  reason  that  the 
galleries  at  the  contract  price  can  be  constructed  now  at  far  less  cost  than  they  could 
be  supplied  hereafter;  therefore,  your  Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  galleries 
should  not  be  omitted  from  this  section  of  the  contract,  and  that  the  recommendation 
of  the  Engineer  relating  to  the  same  should  be  disapproved,  and  submits  for  adoption 
the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  the  recommendation  of  the  Chief  Engineer,  dated  August  7,  1907, 
that  the  plans  and  contract  for  Section  9-0-S  of  the  "bridge  loop"  be  modified  by 
omitting  from  said  plans  and  contract  the  pipe  galleries,  be  not  approved.

Fourth   Avenue   Subway. 

Commissioner  McCarroll  presented  a  resolution,  and  said: 

"Of  course  it  is  well  known  to  the  Commission,  as  it  is  to  the  public,  that  the 
question  of  the  Fourth  avenue  subway  has  been  under  consideration  by  the  Committee 
of  the  Commission  for  some  little  time.  The  public  has  perhaps  naturally  been  some- 
what impatient,  assuming  that  the  newspapers  may  have  expressed  the  public  senti- 
ment, but  it  seems  to  me,  Mr.  Chairman,  that  the  thinking  public  should  know  that  in 
acting  on  a  matter  of  such  importance  as  this,  this  Commission  was  under  obligation  to 
take  such  time  as  the  Commissioners  deemed  necessary  and  wise  for  the  proper  consid- 
eration of  the  subject,  and  so  while  there  may  have  been  some  impatience  on  the  part 
of  some  of  those  to  know  the  attitude  and  determination  of  this  Commission,  yet  the  , 
Commission  has  proceeded  with  proper  deliberation  and  .discussion,  appropriate  to  the 
importance  of  the  subject.  That  having  been  closed,  I  now  desire  to  oflFer  this  resolu- 
tion :" 
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Rt solved.  That  this  Commission  proceed  at  once  with  the  prosecution  of  the  work 
of  the  Fourth  avenue  subway,  pursuant  to  the  plan  as  laid  out  by  the  Board  of  Rapid 
Transit  Commissioners,  and  duly  approved  in  accordance  with  law  by  the  Board  of 
Estimate  and  Apportionment,  and  that  the  contracts  now  before  us  for  such  con- 
struction be  offered  for  bids  and  duly  let  after  the  same  shall  have  received  the  final 
approval  of  this  Commission. 

The  resolution  was  moved  and  duly  seconded.  Upon  the  roll  call  the  following 
statements  were  made: 

Chairman  Willcox — "In  voting-  on  this  resolution,  I  desire  to  state  that  inasmuch 
as  I  understand,  memoranda  are  to  be  filed  with  the  Commission,  that  the  Fourth 
avenue  subway  plans  were  prepared  and  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Rapid  Transit 
Commissioners  before  they  went  out  of  office  in  July  last.  These  plans  were  adopted 
after  one  or  two  years'  deliberation  by  the  said  Board.  Subsequently,  the  Board  of 
Estimate  and  Apportionment,  by  resolution  unanimously  passed,  approved  of  the  same 
and  practically  set  aside  funds  for  the  construction  of  the  subway  in  question.  It 
seems  to  me,  therefore,  that  this  whole  matter  has  been  duly  passed  upon,  and  that 
the  action  taken  by  these  two  Boards,  if  not  legally,  is  morally  binding  upon  this 
Commission.  While  it  is  doubtless  true  that  this  Commission  could  refuse  to  proceed 
with  the  advertising  of  contracts  now  before  it,  I  believe  that  such  a  step  should 
not  be  taken,  except  for  the  most  weighty  reasons  and  for  causes  which  were  not 
properly  considered  by  the  Board  of  Rapid  Transit  Commissioners  and  the  Board 
of  Estimate  and  Apportionment.  Whether  the  amount  of  money  necessary  for  the 
building  of  this  road,  in  the  judgment  of  any  persqp,  could  be  better  applied  for  the 
building  of  some  other  road,  does  not  seem  to  me  relevant  at  this  time.  This  Com- 
mission has  not  the  power  to  appropriate  money  for  transit  purposes,  and  inasmuch  as 
the  City,  through  its  duly  elected  Board,  has  practically  set  aside  the  funds  for  the 
building  of  this  road  in  accordance  with  the  plans  of  the  Rapid  Transit  Commission 
for  its  construction,  this  Commission  should  now  proceed  to  advertise  for  bidders 
and  to  award  the  contract. 

I  therefore  vote  aye." 

Commissioner  McCarroU — "In  voting  on  this  motion  I  prefer  not  to  make  any 
statement,  and  certainly  not  an  argument,  which  is  scarcely  appropriate  now;  but 
in  view  of  the  fact  that  this  has  been  done,  I  would  like  to  submit  the  following 
reasons : 

As  is  known  to  the  Commission,  I  found  many  reasons  which  decided  my  vote 
for  this  resolution.  I  will  now  specify  four.  I  vote  for  it,  first  and  foremost,  because 
I  am  a  confident  believer  in  the  development  and  growth  of  The  City  of  New  York. 
I  consider  that  we  cannot  be  too  foresighted  and  diligent  in  doing  everything  in  our 
power  to  promote  this,  especially  so  when  enterprising  men  are  spending  many  more 
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millions  to  take  people  to  New  Jersey  and  the  suburbs  than  New  York  has  yet  spent 
altogether  or  will  spend  for  some  time  to  come,  including  this  Fourth  avenue  and 
additional  systems  of  transit. 

Second,  because  this  is  a  part  and  a  beginning  of  a  comprehensive  system  of 
transit  development — the  trunk  of  the  lines,  so  to  speak — reaching  from  one  end  to 
the  other  and  serving  the  whole  City,  the  construction  of  which  we  should  progress 
and  hasten  with  all  possible  dispatch. 

Third,  because  this  Fourth  avenue  route,  going  as  it  does  over  the  Manhattan 
Bridge  and  through  the  congested  section  of  travel  at  Flatbush  avenue  and  Fulton 
street,  supplies  another  outlet,  which  will  distribute  the  travel  away  from  the  Brooklyn 
Bridge  and  thus  give  relief  and  local  facilities  to  a  large  and  crowded  section,  while 
fulfilling  the  larger  purpose  of  development  and  growth  of  the  City. 

Fourth,  because  The  City  of  New  York,  by  its  legally  constituted  authorities, 
namely,  the  Board  of  Rapid  Transit  Commissioners  and  the  Board  of  Estimate  and 
Apportionment,  has  in  due  form  of  procedure  authorized  and  approved  the  construction 
of  this  route.  We  ought  to  give  all  respect  and  weight  to  its  decision  thus  expressed 
and  follow  it  in  the  absence  of  some  commanding  reason  why  we  should  do  other- 
wise. 

I  vote  aye." 

Commissioner  Bassett — "Mr.  Chairman,  in  voting  *no*  on  this  resolution,  I  wish 
to  file  this  memorandum: 

This  resolution  commits  this  Board  to  the  building  of  the  Fourth  avenue  subway 
beyond  the  locality  of  the  Long  Island  Railroad  station,  and  on  this  account  I  wish 
to  register  my  objections  briefly  in  writing.  I  would  be  strongly  in  favor  of  building 
it  to  the  comer  of  Flatbush  and  Fourth  avenues  approximately. 

While  there  is  much  force  in  the  contention  that  decisive  action  has  been  taken 
by  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  our  predecessors,  the  Board  of  Rapid  Transit  Com- 
missioners, and  that  ours  is  the  somewhat  perfunctory  duty  of  carrying  out  what 
has  already  been  determined  upon,  yet  under  the  provisions  of  the  Rapid  Transit 
Act,  which  gives  us  power  to  rescind  or  alter  up  to  the  time  of  signing  a  contract, 
it  seems  to  me  that  if  in  the  opinion  of  any  member  of  this  Commission  the  objections 
to  the  construction  of  this  subway  on  the  plan  proposed  are  so  grave  as  my  own  are, 
he  is  in  duty  bound  to  vote  against  the  proposition.  Under  the  present  law  I  do  not 
think  that  an  operator  will  be  found  for  this  subway  when  completed,  and  I  consider 
that  I  am  bound  by  my  oath  of  office  to  act  according  to  my  best  judgment  under  the 
law  as  it  now  is,  and  without  dependence  upon  expected  future  changes.  If  an  operator 
cannot  be  found,  the  City  will  have  to  operate  the  road,  and  my  belief  is  that  for  an 
indefinite  time  it  will  be  operated  at  a  loss. 
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The  only  coni^eiption  that  the  subway  will  relieve  exists  between  the  Long  Island 
Railroad  station  and  Manhattan,  and  a  short  subway,  about  one  and  one-half  miles  in 
length,  would  accomplish  this  instead  of  building  one  thirteen  and  one-half  miles  long. 
The  Fifth  avenue  elevated  road  south  of  the  Long  Island  station  is  not  used  to  more 
than  one-third  of  its  present  capacity.  Third-tracking  that  road  would  double  its 
present  capacity,  making  it  possible  to  transport  six  times  the  people  that  are  now 
carried. 

South  Brooklyn  suffers  to-day  from  two  things:  (i)  Non-fulfillment  by  the  rail- 
road companies  of  their  franchise  obligation,  and  (2)  extreme  congestion  between 
the  Long  Island  Railroad  depot  and  the  Borough  of  Manhattan.  The  first  item  is 
capable  of  compulsory  remedy;  a  short  subway  would  remedy  the  second  and  leave 
from  fifteen  millions  to  twenty-five  millions  to  construct  and  equip  other  subways  in 
the  downtown  district  and  lower  Manhattan  for  the  benefit  of  all  Brooklyn.  If  twenty- 
five  millions  of  the  City's  money  goes  into  the  construction  of  the  Fourth  avenue  sub- 
way and  fifteen  millions  more  into  its  equipment,  I  fear  that  other  relief  now  urgently 
needed  for'  the  benefit  of  all  Brooklyn  in  the  congested  districts  may  be  indefinitely 
postponed.  A  subway  terminating  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Long  Island  Railroad  station 
could  be  used  by  express  trains  operated  on  the  Fifth  avenue  elevated  road,  which 
could  carry  the  identical  traffic  across  the  Manhattan  Bridge  that  would  be  carried  by 
I  he  proposed  subway,  thus  doing  away  with  any  demand  for  elevated  tracks  on  the 
Flatbush  avenue  extension.  Later,  the  subway  could  be  extended  to  South  Brooklyn, 
when  the  traffic  warrants  it. 

If  the  argument  is  that  a  municipal  subway  is  justified  to  open  undeveloped 
sections  and  increase  assessed  valuations,  then  this  subway  should  run  in  some  direc- 
tion that  now  has  no  rapid  transit,  like  Rugby  or  Eastern  Parkway.  I  do  not  believe 
in  that  argument.  The  Fourth,  avenue  subway  parallels  existing  rapid  transit  lines, 
and  along  New  Utrecht  avenue  it  runs  for  miles  underneath  the  Rapid  Transit  rail- 
road.  Grade  crossings  must  before  long  be  eliminated  on  New  Utrecht  avenue,  which 
will  mean  an  elevated  structure  probably  paid  for  to  the  extent  of  one-half  by  the 
City,  or  else  the  condemnation  at  enormous  figure  of  the  property  and  franchise  now 
owned  by  the  Brooklyn  Rapid  Transit  Company. 

For  several  years  past,  my  opinion  has  been  that  the  solution  of  Brooklyn's  traffic 
problem  lies  in  the  expenditure  of  money  in  the  downtown,  East  river  and  lower  Man- 
hattan districts,  ard  that  this  region  should  be  attended  to  before  running  subways 
to  the  suburbs.  When  I  was  appointed  on  this  Commission  I  was,  like  most  other 
residents  of  Brooklyn,  loath  to  do  or  say  anything  that  might  mean  the  loss  of  the 
twenty- six  millions  dedicated  by  the  Board  of  Estimate  to  the  Fourth  avenue  subway. 
My  position  at  that  time  could  not  be  better  illustrated  than  by  reminding  my  fellow 
Commissioners  that,  early  in  July,  I  spent  a  considerable  time  in  pointing  out  the 
geographical  features  of  Brookl)!!  transit,  and  in  general  strongly  advocated  the  desira- 
bility of  the  Fourth  avenue  subway,  not  having  then  made  a  special  study  of  the 
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relation  of  the  enterprise  to  the  Elsberg  law  and  the  contingency  of  not  finding  an 
operator  under  that  law.  You  will  remember  that  the  Chairman  and  Commissioner 
Maltbie  asked  me,  at  that  time,  to  look  more  especially  into  the  subject  of  the  operat- 
ing contract  under  the  Elsberg  law.  This  I  proceeded  to  do,  with  the  result  that  I 
found  myself  unable  longer  to  favor  the  entire  Fourth  avenue  subway  under  existing 
law,  and  of  course  I  could  not  act  one  way  and  believe  another." 

Commissioner  Maltbie — "I  wish  to  file  the  following  memorandum : 

Mr.  Chairman,  it  is  with  great  regret  that  I  feel  compelled  to  vote  against  the 
majority  of  the  Commission  upon  this  resolution,  and  particularly  because  I  realize 
with^  what  care  and  thoroughness  you  have  considered  every  phase  of  the  questioa 
But  the  facts  have  convinced  me  that  it  would  be  unwise  to  proceed  at  present  with 
the  construction  of  the  Fourth  avenue  and  Bensonhurst  subway,  and  I  must,  there- 
fore, vote  in  the  negative.  In  my  opinion,  The  City  of  New  York  as  a  whole,  and 
Brooklyn  particularly,  would  be  benefited  to  a  far  greater  degree  by  the  construction 
of  subways  in  the  already  congested  portion  of  Manhattan  and  Brooklyn  than  by  the 
construction  of  a  line  which,  in  the  main,  will  run  through  an  undeveloped  and  sparsely 
settled  area,  and  which  will  benefit  only  a  small  part  of  Brooklyn. 

I  do  not  wish  to  be  understood  as  favoring  the  revocation  of  the  route,  for  lines 
must  be  projected  into  undeveloped  suburbs,  but  it  does  seem  unwise  at  this  time  to 
begin  the  expensive  construction  of  a  subway  so  largely  in  an  undeveloped  district, 
when  there  are  other  areas  already  densely  populated  and  already  far  more  in  need 
of  rapid  transit  than  the  southwestern  part  of  Brooklyn. 

Further,  this  district  has  been  provided  with  transportation  facilities  to  a  degree, 
and  with  the  improvements  which  this  Commission  could  order,  they  would  be  more 
nearly  adequate  than  those  in  other  sections  of  Brooklyn,  Manhattan,  and  The  Bronx. 

However,  if  it  were  financially  possible  to  procee4  simultaneously  with  subways  in 
other  parts  of  the  City  where  there  is  greater  need,  the  objections  to  the  immediate 
construction  of  the  Fourth  avenue  subway  would  be  less  serious.  But  the  Comptroller 
has  asserted  that  there  is  no  more  money  available  for  subway  construction,  which' 
means  that  if  the  sum  of  $25,000,000  or  thereabouts  is  used  upon  the  Fourth  avenue 
subway,  the  rest  of  Greater  New  York  must  wait  for  relief  until  the  assessed  value  of 
property  increases  or  the  constitutional  provisions  regarding  the  debt  limit  are 
amended. 

There  is  still  another  point  of  view.  It  has  generally  been  admitted  by  those  who 
favor  the  immediate  construction  of  the  Fourth  avenue  subway  that  no  bids  would 
be  received  if  a  contract  for  construction  equipment  and  operation  were  advertised. 
It  is  also  maintained  that  the  subway  will  not  be  self-sustaining  for  a  considerable 
period  of  time.  If  this  is  true,  and  those  who  have  favored  the  subway  have  pre- 
sented no  tangible  evidence  to  this  Commission  or  its  predecessor  to  prove  it  is  false, 
the  City  will  be  in  the  position  of  having  constructed  a  deficit-producing  subway,  when 
it  is  generally  conceded  that  subways  in  other  parts  of  the  City  would  be  self-supporting 
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from  the  start.  Then,  too,  if  the  City  does  not  find  a  company  willing  to  equip  and 
operate  the  subway  when  built,  the  City  itself  must  equip,  and  this  will  Require  an 
additional  outlay  of  approximately  $15,000,000,  which  may  still  further  delay  the  con- 
struction of  subways  in  other  parts  of  the  City. 

But  assume  that  the  residents  of  Brooklyn  are  entitled  to  an  expenditure  of 
$25,000,000  for  the  relief  of  their  transit  congestion,  where  could  this  sum  be  spent 
most  advantageously  The  Fourth  avenue  subway,  at  least  that  portion  of  it  beyond 
Flatbush  avenue,  will  not  greatly  relieve  congestion,  for  there  is  little  congestion 
beyond  Flatbush  avenue  which  could  not  be  relieved  by  the  present  facilities  when 
improved;  and  the  main  argument  in  favor  of  the  proposed  subway  is  that  it  will 
build  up  a  traffic  of  its  own.  If  this  is  true,  the  line  will  afford  practically  no  relief 
to  the  congestion  in  the  central  portion  of  Brooklyn  or  on  the  Brooklyn  Bridge,  and 
the  vast  majority  of  the  residents  of  Brooklyn — those  who  da  not^  live  in  the  Fourth 
avenue  and  Bensonhurst  district — will  receive  practically  no  benefit  from  the  construc- 
tion of  this  route.  Hence,  far  greater  relief  would  be  obtained  for  Brooklyn  as  a 
whole  if  a  portion,  at  least,  of  the  funds  now  available  were  spent  upon  additional 
lines  in  the  centre  of  Brooklyn  and  the  lower  portion  of  Manhattan  to  relieve  the 
present  crush  at  the  Manhattan  terminal  of  the  Brooklyn  Bridge  and  to  carry  those 
residing  in  Brooklyn  from  their  houses  to  their  offices  without  a  long  walk  from  the 
bridge  to  their  offices,  70  per  cent,  of  which  are  located  south  and  west  of  the  Bridge 
terminal. 

In  the  opinion  of  many,  Mr.  Chairman,  the  question  of  the  advisability  of  letting 
these  contracts  for  construction  only  had  been  settled  by  our  predecessor,  the  Rapid 
Transit  Commission,  and  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  prior  to  July  i, 
when  we  took  office.  It  is  also  held  that  if  a  mistake  has  been  made  the  Public  Ser- 
vice Commission  is  entirely  relieved  from  any  responsibility.  A  brief  resume  will 
show  to  what  extent  these  statements  are  true: 

On  October  11,  1906,  the  Rapid  Transit  Commission  sent  a  communication  to  the 
Board  of  Estimate  suggesting  to  the  Board  that  alternate  bids  be  invited  for  a  number 
of  rapid  transit  lines  which  had  previously  been  approved  by  the  various  authorities; 
one  set  of  bids  for  construction,  equipment  and  operation  combined;  and  another  set 
for  construction  alone. 

The  Board  of  Estimate  adopted  this  suggestion  upon  December  7,  and  made  it 
valid  so  far  as  the  following  seven  lines  were  concerned :

The  Seventh  and  Eighth  avenue  route. 

The  Lexington  avenue  route. 

The  Third  avenue  route. 

The  Jerome  avenue  route. 

The  Fourth  avenue  and  Bensonhurst  route. 

The  Tri-Bnroiigh  route  (so-called). 

West  Farms  and  White  Plains  route. 
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The  Rapid  Transit  Commission  decided  to  proceed  first  with  the  Lexington 
avenue  route,  the  Seventh  and  Eighth  avenue  route,  and  the  Jerome  avenue  route, 
apparently  believing,  as  the  public  did  generally,  that  these  were  the  routes  which 
would  be  of  the  greatest  benefit  to  the  City  and  which  were  most  urgently  needed, 
as  they  would  relieve  areas  of  great  congestion. 

The  contracts  were  prepared  and  alternate  bids  were  invited,  but  no  bids  of  any 
nature  were  received,  not  even  for  the  construction  of  a  single  section. 

The  natural  course  to  have  been  adopted  then,  it  would  seem,  because  of  obvious 
defects  in  the  plan  of  alternate  bidding,  especially  in  this  instance,  was  for  the  Board 
of  Estimate  to  authorize  the  advertising  of  contracts  for  the  same  lines  for  con- 
struction alone,  and  this  had  been  done  successfully  in  the  case  of  the  Bridge  loop 
subway  in  Centre  street.  But  this  was  not  done,  and  the  Rapid  Transit  Commission 
did  not  suggest  that  it  should  be  done,  although  upon  May  31  the  Commission  did 
adopt  a  resolution  requesting  the  Board  of  Estimate  to  rescind  its  resolution  of 
December  7  (authorizing  alternative  bidding),  and  to  empower  the  Commission  to 
let  contracts  for  construction  alone  upon  the  Fourth  avenue  and  Bensonhurst  route. 
This  suggestion  the  Board  of  Estimate  approved  upon  June  4,  1907,  and  upon  June 
27  the  Rapid  Transit  Commission  passed  a  resolution  fixing  the  last  Thursday  of 
July  as  the  date  for  the    hearing  upon  the  form  of  the  contract. 

These  facts  show  that  the  Rapid  Transit  Commission  did  not  attempt  to  go 
further  with  the  lines  considered  most  important  and  indeed  could  not  have  gone 
any  further  until  a  resolution  authorizing  the  Commission  to  do  so  had  been  passed 
by  the  Board  of  Estimate.  But  it  was  possible  for  the  Rapid  Transit  Commission  to 
have  requested  the  Board  of  Estimate  to  pass  a  resolution  permitting  the  advertising 
of  contracts  for  construction  alone  in  small  sections,  if  it  had  been  considered  wise. 
But  instead,  the  Rapid  Transit  Commission  requested  the  Board  of  Estimate  to  rescind 
its  previous  action  upon  the  Fourth  avenue  route  and  to  authorize  the  letting  of 
contracts  for  the  construction  alone,  which  was  done. 

If  the  case  is  to  be  considered  as  having  been  closed  by  this  action,  the  Public 
Service  Commission  is  already  obligated  to  proceed  with  the  advertising  and  letting 
of  the  contract  regardless  of  the  merits  of  the  route  over  all  others.  But  I  cannot 
believe  that  the  Rapid  Transit  Commission  intended  to  take  such  an  important  and 
irrevocable  step  within  one  month  from  the  expiration  of  their  term  of  office.  In  my 
opinion,  they  merely  wished  to  progress  matters  as  rapidly  as  possible,  and  leave 
the  question  to  be  threshed  out  upon  its  merits,  recognizing  that  this  Commission  has 
the  right  at  any  time  to  ask  the  Board  of  Estimate  to  rescind  its  previous  action 
and  authorize  a  different  form  of  contract. 

In  conclusion,  therefore,  Mr.  Chairman,  I  am  forced  reluctantly  to  vote  against 
this  resolution,  because  I  believe  that  there  are  other  routes  which  would  benefit 
the  City  to  a  far  greater  degree  and  which  ought  to  have  the  preference  in  view  of 
financial  conditions,  and  because   I   do  not  believe  that  it   is   incumbent  upon  us   to 
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proceed  at  once  under  the  resolutions  now  in  force,  at  least  not  until  the  Board  of 
Estimate  has  been  requested  to  allow  the  advertising  of  contracts  for  construction 
alone  for  small  sections  of  these  subways  which  admittedly  would  be  of  greater 
service  to  the  whole  City  in  relieving  the  traffic  congestion  which  now  exists  than 
the  Fourth  avenue  subway. 

I  vote  no." 

Commissioner  Eustis — "Mr.  Chairman,  I  have  not  prepared  any  written  statement 
in  explaining  my  vote.  I  ^simply  wish  to  say  if  this  was  a  new  proposition  being 
considered  for  the  first  time,  the  statements  made  by  Commissioners  Maltbie  and 
Bassett  would  be  controlling  with  me,  for  I  consider  they  have  great  bearing. 

Or,  if  this  so-called  Fourth  avenue  route  stood  alone  by  itself  and  was  to  be 
constructed  without  any  connection  with  any  other  line,  I  should  also  feel  con- 
strained to  vote  against  it.  But,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  this  line  is  a  part,  or  a  link, 
of  what  has  been  called  the  Tri-Borough  route,  running  from  near  the  Atlantic 
Ocean,  to  Pelham  Bay  Park,  in  The  Bronx,  I  feel  it  my  duty  to  consider  it  in  that 
connection,  and  if  I  felt  by  voting  against  the  construction  of  this  route,  that  the 
money  that  has  been  granted  for  the  construction  of  it,  could  be  obtained  for  any 
other  section  of  the  Tri-Brough  route,  I  would  then  be  constrained  to  vote  against 
it,  because  I  believe  that  if  ^Jie  Manhattan  or  main  route  had  been  first  constructed,  it 
would  have  been  a  paying  route  from  the  start,  for  everybody  knows  a  subway  on 
Manhattan  Island  would  not  have  to  look  for  passengers  at  any  time  of  the  day. 
But  I  have  not  the  chance,  nor  has  this  Commission,  of  saying  where  we  shall 
begin  the  Tri-Brough  route.  Our  predecessors  appropriated  this  money  for  one  end 
of  it  and  not  the  middle,  and  I  believe  if  w^e  apply  the  money  now  to  the  Brooklyn 
end  of  that  route  and  urge  and  strive  for  the  means  to  construct  the  Manhattan 
and  then  The  Bronx  part  of  it,  it  will  not  be  very  long  that  that  route  will  be  con- 
sidered a  non-paying  one,  and  for  that  reason  I  vote  aye." 

The  Chairman  announced  the  resolution  as  carried.  ^

Gentlemen — I  would  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  the  burning  of  fuel  in 
the  locomotives  employed  by  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  Com- 
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pany  in  their  freight  >'ards,  situated  at  the  Harlem  river,  that  causes  us  residents 
and  citizens  of  the  vicinity,  great  injury  to  our  health  and  property  by  reason  of  the 
poisonous  gas  and  dense  smoke  emitted  therefrom,  day  and  night. 

The  locomotives  are  scattered  over  a  large  section  of  the  river  front;  the  round 
bouse  having  been  roofless  for  several  years  past,  offers  no  means  to  carry  off  the 
smoke  and  Ras,  and,  during  the  spring,  summer  and  fall,  with  windows  necessarily 
open,  our  houses  frequently  become  practically  uninhabitable,  with  the  emanations 
from  the  locomotives  permeating  all  the  rooms,  as  they  do  the  streets  and  avenues 
in  this  vicinity. 

I  have  endeavored,  without  success,  to  have  this  matter  remedied  during  the  past 
two  years.  1  have  written  repeatedly  to  President  Chas.  S.  Mellen  of  the  New  York, 
New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad,  and  he,  and  General  Manager  Higgins  have 
promised  relief,  but  failed  to  keep  their  promises.  I  have  appealed  and  complained  to 
ihc  Local  Board  of  Health  and  to  Commissioner  Darlington  directly.  An  investigation 
was  ordered  by  the  Commissioner  last  summer ;  the  burning  of  soft  coal  was  acknowl- 
edged but  no  relief  was  afforded  us. 

This  year,  again,  I  wrote  a  letter  to  President  Mellen  (a  copy  of  which  I  enclose), 
and  I  also  sent  copies  of  this  letter  to  Commissioner  Darlington,  to  President  Haffen 
of  the  Borough  of  The  Bronx,  and  to  Governor  Hughes,  with  personal  letters  to  each. 

President  Mellen  sent  an  inspector  to  my  residence,  promising  relief,  which  has 
not  been  forthcoming.    Commissioner  Darlington  acknowledged  the  receipt  of  my  letter. 

President  Haffen  had  the  matter  investigated  by  Chief  Engineer  Briggs,  who 
reported  my  complaint  perfectly  well  grounded  and  justifiable,  and  advised  its  refer- 
ence to  the  Department  of  Health. 

Governor  Hughes,  through  Secretary  Fuller,  wrote  as  follows,  under  date  of 
June  10,  IQ07: 

"Governor  Hughes  directs  me  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  8th 
I^.^l.,  with  enclosure. 

Your  complaint  will  be  turned  over  to  the  Public  Service  Commission  for  the 
First  District  w/ien  appointed.  In  view  of  the  present  situation,  this  will  afford  the 
quickest  and  most  direct  way  in  which  the  Governor  may  deal  with  the  matter." 

In  accordance  with  the  suggestion  of  Mr.  Whitney,  your  Secretary,  /  now  make 
direct  and  specific  complaint  to  you  (i)  of  the  burning  of  soft  coal  and  the  emanation 
of  poisonous  gases  in  and  from  the  locomotives  used  and  owned  by  the  New  York, 
New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  Company  in  their  freight  yards  at  the  Harlem 
river;  (2)  of  the  failure  of  this  railroad  to  keep  its  round-house  in  the  freight  yard 
roofed  and  provided  with  chimneys  to  carry  off  smoke  and  gas;  (3)  of  the  unneces- 
sary noise  frequently  made  by  their  (the  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Rail- 
road Company's)   locomotives,  especially  at  night,  and   (4)   of  their   Ohe  New  York, 
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New  Haven  and  Hartford  RaUroad  Company's)   generally  maintaining  a  nuisanc^i 
detrimental  to  our  health,  our  property  and  our  well  being. 

I  inclose  a  petition  drawn  up  by  me  and  signed  by  fifty  residents  of  this  immediate 
vicinity,  and  I  confidently  await  your  prompt  and  decisive  action  in  this  matter  in 
order  to  afford  us  the  relief  I  have  been  vainly  struggling  to  obtain  for  two  years. 

The  original  documents  from  various  officials  are  in  my  hands  and  will  be  presented 
to  your  notice  upon  request.

Dear  Sir — On  April  28  of  last  year  I  wrote  to  you  complaining  of  the  annoyance 
caused  by  the  smoke  and  gas  emitted  by  your  locomotives  in  your  freight  yards  in 
our  vicinity,  and  you  replied  to  me,  through  your  secretary,  to  the  effect  that  my  letter 
had  been  referred  to  the  operating  department  for  necessary  attention.  On  Majp  i,  I 
received  a  letter  signed  by  Mr.  S.  Higgins,  general  manager,  stating  that  he  would 
have  the  matter  investigated,  and  that  all  that  could  possibly  be  done  would  be  done  to 
have  the  trouble  referred  to  remedied. 

I  hold  the  official  communications  to  this  effect  and  would  simply  inform  you  that 
the  trouble  is  worse  than  ever  in  spite  of  the  promises  of  investigation  and  remedy. 

In  my  opinion  the  matter  calls  for  immediate  and  most  rigid  investigation  on  your 
part,  and  prompt,  honest  and  decisive  remedy. 

The  roof  of  the  round-house,  provided  with  chimney  stacks,  at  the  freight  yards, 
was  demolished  or  removed  some  years  ago,  and  the  consequence  is  that  at  any,  or  at 
all  times,  a  dozen  locomotives  or  more  are  standing  around  freely  emitting  a  choking, 
permeating  mass  of  smoke  and  great  quantities  of  noxious  poisonous  gas  that  renders 
the  vicinity  of  the  yard  for  blocks  unfit  for  habitation  and  is  a  constant  menace  to  the 
health  and  well  being  of  the  citizens  of  the  district.  Headaches,  spells  of  dizziness  and 
heart-weakness — symptoms  of  coal-gas  poisoning — ^are  the  order  of  the  day  whenever 
the  wind  is  from  the  direction  of  the  yard,  between  southwest  and  southeast,  and  the 
respiratory  organs  of  the  unfortunate  residents  of  this  section  are  suffering  constantly 
at  the  hands  of  railroad  officials  that  are  indifferent  to  the  absolutely  just  and  natural 
rights  of  others. 
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You  may  be  informed  by  your  employees  at  the  yard  that  conditions  there  are  no 
worse  than  they  were  a  dozen  years  ago.  As  a  resident  of  this  section  and  an 
occupant  of  this  house  since  1895  I  shall  take  direct  issue  with  anyone  making  the 
above  claim. 

Prior  to  1905  the  annoyance  was  comparatively  slight.  There  was  always  noise,  to 
be  sure,  day  and  night,  shifting  and  shunting,  bell  ringing  and  occasional  screeching, 
but  we  grew  accustomed  to  all  of  this  in  the  course  of  time.  The  smoke  and  gas, 
however,  no  living  being  can  get  accustomed  to,  and  I  most  emphatically  protest  against 
their  continuance  on  my  own  part,  on  that  of  my  family  and  on  the  part  of  the  residents 
of  this  neighborhood. 

Where  up  to  two  years  ago  we  could  keep  our  windows  open  in  warm  weather 
without  suffering  inconvenience  or  injury  we  are*  now  compelled  to  close  them  because 
your  company  chooses  to  use  soft  coal  in  violation  of  the  City  ordinance,  mixed  with 
hard  coal  or  coke,  or  in  some  combination  that  is  a  positive  and  absolute  poison  to  our 
system  when  burned  in  your  locomotives.  It  may  be,  moveover,  that  the  type  of  loco- 
motive used  by  you  is  such  that  perfect  combustion  cannot  be  secured.  Is  it  right  that 
we  should  suffer  on  this  account? 

You  may  claim  tliat  you  can  do  what  you  please  on  your  premises ;  burn  what  you 
choose;  use  whatever  locomotives  you  please;  do  without  round-houses  provided  with 
roofs  and  chinmeys;  give  no  orders  to  your  engineers  to  abate  annoyances;  in  other 
words — ^that  it  is  nobod/s  business,  neither  the  authorities'  nor  the  individual's — 
how,  or  in  what  way  you  run  your  road. 

You  certainly  have  the  proprietary  rights  of  direction  and  management,  but,  my 
dear  sir,  though  you  own  the  ground  on  which  your  yards  and  road  are  built,  and  the 
air,  we  will  grant,  directly  above  your  property  for  as  many  miles  as  you  please  or 
choose,  you  cannot — ^paraphrasing  Portia — infringe  by  even  an  inch  on,  or  render 
noxious,  the  air  that  others  must  breathe  in  order  to  live.  You  may  own  the  railroad, 
but  you  do  not  own  the  air  we  need  and  claim  as  human  beings  and  as  citizens  of  a 
civilized  community. 

There  are  certain  City  ordinances,  there  are  certain  State  laws  that  must  be  con- 
sidered in  matters  of  this  kind,  and  I  am  convinced  that  Commissioner  of  Health 
Darlington  is  sincere  in  his  endeavors  to  abate  the  smoke  and  gas  nuisance  within  his 
jurisdiction,  that  President  Haffen  is  very  anxious  to  have  The  Bronx  remain  as  de- 
sirable a  place  of  residence  as  it  used  to  be  and  that  Governor  Hughes  will  listen  to 
any  appeal  of  the  citizens  of  this  State  when  their  health  and  welfare,  their  peace,  com- 
fort and  happiness  are  jeopardized  to  the  extent  to  which  ours  have  been  and  still  are 
at  the  hands  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  Company. 

It  may  interest  you  to  learn  that  I  shall  mail  copies  of  this  letter,  together  with 
your  reply,  to  the  three  public  officials  above  mentioned  since  I  fear  their  aid  and  in- 
terest shall  have  to  be  most  actively  enlisted  before  the  investigation  and   remedies 
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you  promised  a  year  ago  shall  be  realized  for  the  benefit  of  our  long  suffering  and 

long  patient  district.

Travis  H.  Whitney,  Esq.,  Secretary,  Public  Service  Commission  for  the  First  Dis- 
trict: 

Dear  Sir — On  September  18  you  transmitted  to  me  a  copy  of  letter  from  the  Com- 
missioner of  the  Department  of  Water  Supply,  Gas  and  Electricity,  together  with  a 
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blue  print,  relative  to  the  laying  of  high-pressure  fire  service  mains  on  Centre  street, 
from  Chambers  street  to  Broome  street,  and  on  Walker  street,  from  Centre  street  to 
Mulberry  street,  and  I  respectfully  report  as  follows,  returning  the  blue  print  as  you 
requested. 

I  enclose  a  tabulation  which  shows  the  amount  of  "cover"  which  will  be  obtained 
at  each  one  of  the  cross  streets  on  Centre  street,  between  Chambers  and  Broome 
streets,  over  the  high-pressure  mains  transversed  to  the  line  of  the  subway  on  Centre 
street.  The  question  of  the  cover  on  the  high-pressure  mains,  as  affected  by  the  con- 
struction of  the  subway,  may  be  divided  into  three  general  classes: 

First — Those  mains  parallel  to  the  subway  structure. 

According  to  the  present  plans  the  high-pressure  mains  are  to  be  laid  in  the  pipe 
galleries,  and  in  all  cases  ample  cover  for  the  high-pressure  mains  can  be  obtained 
in  the  pipe  galleries. 


Second — Transverse  connections  at  the  cross  streets. 


\ 


As  will  be  seen  by  consulting  the  enclosed  tabulation,  the  cover  that  can  be  ob- 
tained on  the  transverse  mains  will  vary  from  a  minimum  of  2  feet  4  inches  to  over  10 
feet.  There  are  five  points,  namely,  at  Franklin  street.  Walker  street,  Howard  street, 
Hester  street  and  the  Bowery,  where  the  mains  crossing  the  two  central  tracks  will 
have  less  than  3  feet  of  cover,  the  minimum  being  2  feet  4  inches. 

From  experience  obtained  on  our  previous  contracts  the  mains  were  laid  in  cer- 
tain cases  with  cover  running  to  2  feet  as  a  minimum,  and  where  no  difficulty  has 
been  encountered  resulting  from  this  slight  cover  due  to  freezing  of  the  mains  it  is  my 
opinion  that  the  cover  provided  along  Centre  street  will  be  sufficient  to  protect  the 
mains  from  freezing.  While  normally  2  feet  of  cover  is  liable  to  result  in  freezing  of 
a  main,  radiation  of  heat  from  the  subway,  after  the  same  is  in  operation,  tends  to 
modify  general  conditions. 

Third — Cover  for  high-pressure  mains  at  stations. 

This  matter  has  been  under  consideration  by  the  designing  department  and  also 
by  the  Assistant  Engineer  of  the  Department  of  Water  Supply,  Gas  and  Electricity, 
and  it  is  the  intention  to  make  such  modification  in  the  steel  work  of  the  stations  at 
the  cross  streets  or  in  the  dimensions  of  the  wings  of  the  stations  to  provide  for 
adequate  cover  for  all  mains  crossing  the  wings  of  the  stations. 

From  the  above  it  will  be  seen  that  this  matter  has  received  attention,  and  it  is 
my  opinion  that  no  serious  results  from  freezing  are  liable  to  occur  in  connection 
with  the  subway  work.

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Commissioner  Maltbie  presented  the  following  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Accident  Reports  of  Gas  and  Electricity  Companies: 

To  the  Public  Service  Commission  for  the  First  District: 

Sirs— As  the  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  question  of  accident  reports 
from  gas  and  electric  companies,  I  beg  to  submit  the  following  report: 

Under  the  statutes  in  force  prior  to  July  i,  1907,  the  Commission  of  Gas  and  Elec- 
tricity, our  predecessors,  required  every  gas  and  electricity  corporation  to  report  regu- 
larly every  accident  resulting  in  loss  of  life  or  any  injury  to  person  in  connection  with 
the  operation  of  their  plants.    The  statutory  provisions  under  which  the  Commission 


435. 

exercised  this  function  were  incorporated  in  the  Public  Service  Commissions  Law  of 
1907,  but  since  July  i  of  this  year  no  gas  or  electricity  corporation  has  regularly  re- 
ported accidents,  although  the  Commission  of  Gas  and  Electricity  had  adopted  a  form 
o£  report  which  had  not  been  revoked  prior  to  July  i,  and  for  which  no  form  has 
since  been  substituted  by  this  Commission. 

After  thoroughly  considering  the  question,  it  seems  to  your  committee  that  acci- 
dents should  be  promptly  reported,  and  that  a  form  for  such  reports  should  be  adopted 
by  the  Commission.  The  preparation  of  such  reports  will  not  be  a  hardship  upon  any 
corporation,  and  the  reports  will  give  considerable  information  which  can  be  utilized 
by  the  Commission  in  preparing  orders  to  prevent  recurrence  of  accidents. 

I  recommend,  therefore,  that  the  following  resolution  be  adopted  by  the  Com- 
mission: 

Order  No.  28. 

Resolved,  That  the  following  order  covering  the  report  of  accidents  by  gas  and 
electric  corporations  be  adopted,  and  that  copies  thereof  be  served  upon  such  cor- 
porations  within  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Commission: 

Every  gas  and  electric  corporation  over  which  this  Commission  has  jurisdiction 
is  hereby  required  to  give  notice  to  this  Commission  of  every  accident  happening  upon 
its  premises,  or  ig  connection  with  the  manufacture  and  distribution  of  gas  or  elec- 
tricity by  it,  which  result  in  loss  of  life  or  any  injury  to  person,  or  any  interference 
with  the  constant  supply  of  gas  or  electricity  to  any  consumer  or  consumers. 

Such  notice  shall  be  given  by  a  written  statement  addressed  and  mailed  to  the 
Commission  as  soon  as  possible,  and  within  five. days  after  the  accident  has  occurred, 
and  such  written  statement  shall  be  on  a  form  prescribed  by  the  Commission,  and 
shall  contain  the  following  information:

Commissioner  Maltbie — "I  have  another  resolution  which  I  wish  to  present  ^n<f 
will  say  a  few  words  of  explanation.  It  seems  to  me  this  matter  should  be  referred  to 
a  Committee  to  consider  the  question,  owing  to  the  fact  that  evidence  has  been 
brought  out  in  the  hearings  before  the  Commission,  the  one  proceeding  now  and  others 
held  before,  showing  that  the  accounts  have  never  been  audited  publicly;  that  certain 
items  have  been  charged  to  accounts  which  might  be  open  to  criticism.  Where  a  cor- 
poration has  not  been  keeping  its  books  in  a  perfectly  proper  and  logical  form  it 
would  do  no  injustice  to  that  company  to  have  a  public  audit.  I  think  it  would  be 
well  at  thi^  time  to  adopt  this  resolution,  and  I  move  its  adoption."

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Brooklyn  Bridge.  * 

Commissioner  Bassett  presented  the  following  report  on  Brooklyn  Bridge  conges- 
tion, which,  on  motion,  duly  seconded,  was  accepted  and  ordered  on  file: 

Your  Committee  on  the  Brooklyn  Bridge,  after  a  careful  consideration  and  study 
of  existing  conditions,  makes  this  preliminary  report,  for  the  purpose  of  setting  forth 
the  remedies  that  are  being  provided  to  lessen  present  congestion. 

It  should,  from  the  outset,  be  understood  that  our  jurisdiction  extends  only  to 
the  service  afforded  the  public  by  the  opcr*fting  companies,  and  not  to  the  structure 
itself. 

The  extreme  congestion  on  the  Brooklyn  Bridge  is  the  result  of  many  years  growth. 
It  arises  from  the  fact  that  this  Bridge  is  to-day  substantially  the  only  avenue  between 
the  two  greatest  boroughs  of  the  City,  and  when  it  is  considered  that  eight  elevated  lines 
in  Brooklyn  are  focused  into  the  one  elevated  bridge  track  and  twice  as  many  Brooklyn 
surface  lines  are  focused  into  one  trolley  track,  it  can  be  readily  seen  that  some  con- 
gestion is  inevitable  until  the  traffic  can  be  decreased.  Human  ingenuity  cannot,  in  the 
space  of  a  few  months,  bring  relief  to  a  situation,  the  fundamental  cause  of  which  is 
that  too  many  lines  of  transit  and  too  great  a  number  of  people  are  compelled  to  use 
it.  The  only  entire  cure  for  the  Brooklyn  Bridge  crush  is  to  deflect  to  other  river 
crossings  part  of  the  people  that  are  now  compelled  to  use  this  bridge. 

While  it  is  likely  that  various  devices  would  mitigate  the  present  Bridge  crush,  and 
some  of  these  devices  might  well  have  been  put  in  operation  during  the  past  four  or 
•  five  years  to  accomplish  this  result,  the  fact  remains  that  at  the  present  time  and  for 
the  last  nine  months,  the  City  has  been  pursuing  a  definite  policy  of  Bridge  relief,  that 
will  soon  produce  increasing  benefits,  and  it  would  not  be  wise  to  insist  on  the  adoption 
of  minor  alleviations  that  would  require  a  large  expenditure  of  time  and  money  to 
install  and  which  would  run  counter  to  the  plans  which  the  City  authorities  have  de- 
cided upon. 

The  definite  plan  decided  upon  by  the  City  is  that  there  shall  be  through  trains  in 

rush  hours,  so  that  the  extra  change  at  the  Brooklyn  terminal  shall  stop.    This  through 

service  and  the  better  sorting  of  passengers  at  the  Manhattan  terminal  will  later  be 

'facilitated  by  the  construction  of  the  large  station  to,  be  erected  on  the  site  of  the 

Staats-Zeitunsr  Building,  where  the  land  is  now  being  cleared  for  this  purpose. 

We  will  proceed  to  enumerate  the  various  steps  of  relief  now  in  preparation: 

(i)  Under  the  orders  of  this  Board,  the  equipment  of  the  various  operating 
companies  is  being  improved,  to  avoid  break-downs  and  minor  delays. 

(2)  New  types  of  surface  cars  with  double  size  platforms  for  quick  loading  are 
being  designed.  \ 

(3)  Increased  policing,  to  prevent  disorder,  and  increased  traffic  regulation  on 
the  roadways,  to  prevent  delays  to  surface  cars.  This  feature  is  under  the  charge  of 
the  Bridge  and  Police  Departments. 
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(4)  The  elevated  terminal  at  the  Manhattan  end  of  the  Bridge  is  now  being 
lengthened  so  that  six-car  trains  can  be  placed  in  the  pockets  and  entered  more  con- 
veniently than  now  in  the  evening  rush  hours.  It  is  expected  by  the  Bridge  Depart- 
ment that,  on  the  completion  of  this  work  in  a  short  time,  the  change  of  cars  at 
the  Brooklyn  end  of  the  Bridge,  whi^h  has  been  a  source  of  such  annoyance  and 
delays  for  many  years,  will  cease. 

(5)  Plans  for  rearrangement  of  the  Brooklyn  terminals  are  being  prepared  so 
that  on  the  completion  of  the  last  mentioned  improvements  additional  empty  trains  can 
start  in  Brooklyn. 

(6)  The  Sands  street  viaduct,  now  fully  approved  and  about  to  begin  construc- 
tion, will  carry  the  surface  cars  above  Sands  street  and  prevent  constant  delays  from 
grade  crossings  at  that  point. 

(7)  The  completion  of  the  Battery  tunnel  within  the  next  few  months  will  de- 
flect a  considerable  part  of  the  travel  from  the  Brooklyn  Bridge.  This  will  constitute 
the  first  fundamental  remedy  for  the  Bridge  congestion,  inasmuch  as  it  will  be  the 
first  provision  of  an  alternative  method  of  crossitig  the  East  river  by  rapid  transit. 

(8)  The  connection  of  the  Broadway,  Brooklyn,  elevated  road  with  the  Williams- 
burg Bridge,  so  that  through  trains  may  be  run  to  the  station  under  Delancey  street 
The  completion  of  this  connection  and  the"  Delancey  street  station,  both  of  which  arc 
now  under  construction,  will  attract  part  of  the  Williamsburg  and  Ridgewood  travel  to 
come  to  Manhattan  by  that  bridge  instead  of  by  the  Brooklyn  Bridge,  as  at  present 

(9)  The  completion  of  the  Centre  street  subway  leading  from  the  Williamsburg 
Bridge  to  the  City  Hall,  Manhattan,  now  under  construction,  and  expected  to  be  com- 
pleted in  about  two  and  one-half  years,  will  probably  afford  the  greatest  relief  to  the 
Brooklyn  Bridge  of  any  single  improvement  now  under  contract,  except  the  Manhattan 
Bridge.  It  will  deflect  a  large  portion  of  the  Brooklyn  Bridge  travel  to  the  Williams- 
burg Bridge,  as  the  new  route  will  afford  the  more  direct  line  for  Williamsburg, 
Ridgewood,  East  New  York,  Brownsville,  Woodhaven  and  Jamaica. 

(10)  The  completion  of  the  Manhattan  Bridge,  now  in  course  of  construction,  and 
which  is  expected  to  be  finished  soon  after  the  Centre  street  subway,  will  afford  still 
more  substantial  relief  to  the  Brooklyn  Bridge.  This  Bridge  will  have  four  sets  of 
tracks  for  trains,  instead  of  one  set,  as  on  the  Brooklyn  Bridge.  It  will  connect  through 
to  City  Hall,  Manhattan,  by  way  of  the  Centre  street  subway. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  foregoing  that  the  City  is  now  following  a  definite  policy 
of  Brooklyn  Bridge  relief. 

Constant  day  and  night  inspection  is  carried  on  by  this  Commission  as  a  basis 

for  suggestions  or  orders  to  the  operating  companies  for  improvements.

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The  Secretary  presented  a  communication  from  J.  C.  Van  Arx,  Secretary  of  the 
West  Side  Taxpayers'  Association,  Flatbush,  asking  this  Commission  to  investigate 
the  rights  of  the  Coney  Island  and  Brooklyn  Railroad  Company,  to  the  use  of  the 
Coney  Island  avenue  tracks,  Brooklyn,  which,  on  motion,  was  ordered  on  file. 
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The  Secretary  presented  the  following  communication  from  Abel  E.   Blackmar, 

Esq.,  Counsel  to  the  Commission,  relative  to  the  matter  of  the  grade  crossing  of  the 

Long  Island  and  Sea  Beach  Railroad  Company,  on  Sixty-fifth  street,  Brooklyn,  and 

on  motion,  duly  seconded,  the  matter  was  referred  to   Commissioner   Bassett  as   a 

Committee  of  One: 

October  3,  1907. 

Public  Service  Commission  for  the  First  District: 

Gentlemen — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  communication  of  September  27  referring  to  the 

grade  crossing  of  the  Long  Island  Railroad  and  the  Sea  Beach  Railroad  Company 

with  Sixty-fifth  street,  Borough  of  Brooklyn. 

The  report  of  Acting  Chief  Engineer  and  Acting  Superintendent  Sheridan  of 
the  Bureau  of  Highways  shows  that  Sixty-fifth  street,  at  the  point  of  grade  crossing 
(between  Fourth  and  Fifth  avenues),  is  not  a  legally  or  physically  opened  street  The 
report  further  shows  that  the  railroad  tracks  now  cross  the  proposed  street  in 
deep  cuts.  ^ 

Superintendent  Sheridan's  report  refers  to  the  tracks  of  the  New  York  and 
Sea  Beach  Railroad  Company.  This  company  no  longer  exists,  having  been  suc- 
<:eeded  by  tjie  Sea  Beach  Railroad  Company,  which  is  leased  and  operated  by  the 
Brooklyn  Heights  Railroad  Company.  The  Sea  Beach  Railroad  Company  is  classed 
as  a  steam  surface  railroad  company,  although  operated  by  electricity.  (Bamett  vs. 
Brooklyn  Heights  Railroad  Company,  53  App.  Div.,  432.)  The  Long  Island  Railroad 
Company  is  a  steam  surface  railroad. 
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The  procedure  of  the  Board  is  prescribed  in  the  statute,  Railroad  Law,  sections- 
60  to  69. 

Assuming  that  the  City  decides  that  the  construction  of  the  street  is  necessary, 
section  61  of  the  Railroad  Law  (quoted  below  in  full)  requires  the  Board  of  Railroad 
Commissioners  to  determine,  after  a  hearing,  whether  the  street  shall  be  constructed 
over  or  under  such  railroad  or  at  grade. 

If  the  street  is  to  be  carried  over  the  tracks  the  Board  shall  determine^the  height,, 
length  and  the  material  of  the  bridge  or  structure  and  the  length,  character  and  grades 
of  its  approaches. 

If  the  street  is  to  be  constructed  below  grade  of  the  tracks  the  Board  shall  deter- 
mine the  manner  and  method  of  carrying  the  street  under  the  tracks  and  the  grades 
thereof. 

If  the  street  is  to  be  constructed  to  cross  at  grade  the  Board  shall  determine 
the  manner  and  method  of  crossing  at  grade  and  decide  upon  what  safeguards  shall 
be  maintained. 

Your  Commission  has,  of  course,  succeeded  to  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  Board 
of  Railroad  Commissioners. 

Section  62  of  the  Railroad  Law  provides  for  the  alteration  in  manner  of  crossing 
highways. 

Section  64  of  the  Railroad  Law  provides  for  the  maintenance  of  highway  bridges 
over  railroads  and  for  maintaining  highways  passing  under  railroads. 

Section  65  provides  that  when,  under  the  provision  of  section  6r,  a  new  street 
is  constructed  across  two  or  more  existing  steam  surface  railroads,  as  is  the  case 
here,  50  per  cent,  of  the  cost  shall  be  borne  by  the  City  and  the  remaining  50  per 
cent  shall  be  divided  between  the  railroads  in  such  proportions  as  shall  be  determined 
by  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners.  This  section  also  contains  further  details 
for  approval  of  work  and  apportionment  of  expense  by  the  Board  of  Railroad  Com- 
missioners. 

Section  61  of  the  Railroad  Laws : 

"Manner  of  constructing  neiv  streets,  highu^ays,  etc.,  across  steam  surface  rail- 
roads.  When  a  new  street,  avenue  or  highway,  or  new  portion  of  a  street,  avenue 
or  highway,  shall  hereafter  be  constructed  across  a  steam  surface  railroad,  other  than 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  section  sixty-two  of  this  Act,  such  street,  avenue  or  high- 
way, or  portion  of  such  street,  avenue  or  highway,  shall  pass  over  or  under  such 
railroad  or  at  grade,  as  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  shall  direct.  Notice 
of  intention  to  lay  out  such  street,  avenue  or  highway,  or  new  portion  of  a  street, 
avenue  or  highway,  across  a  steam  surface  railroad,  shall  be  given  to  such  railroad 
company  by  the  municipal  corporation  at  least  fifteen  days  prior  to  the  making  of  the 
order  laying  out  such  street,  avenue  or  highway  by  service  personally  on  the 
president  or  vice-president  of  the  railroad  corporation,  or  any  general  officer  thereof. 
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Such  notice  shall  designate  the  time  and  place  and  when  and  where  a  hearing  will 
be  given  to  such  railroad  company,  and  such  railroad  company  shall  have  the  right 
to  be  heard  before  the  authorities  of  such  municipal  corporation  upon  the  question 
of  the  necessity  of  such  street,  avenue  or  highway.  If  the  municipal  corporation 
determines  such  street,  avenue  or  highway  to  be  necessary  it  shall  then  apply  to  the 
Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  before  any  further  proceedings  are  taken,  to  deter- 
mine whether  such  street,  avenue  or  highway  shall  pass  over  or  under  such  railroad 
or  at  grade,  whereupon  the  said  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  shall  appoint  a 
time  and  place  for  hearing  such  application,  and  shall  give  such  notice  thereof  as  they 
judge  reasonable,  not,  however,  less  than  ten  days,  to  the  railroad  company  whose 
railroad  is  to  be  crossed  by  such  new  street,  avenue  or  highway,  or  new  portion  of 
a  street,  avenue  or  highway,  to  the  municipal  corporation  and  to  the  owners  of  land 
adjoining  the  railroad  and  that  part  of  the  street,  avenue  or  highway  to  be  opened 
or  extended.  The  said  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  shall  determine  whethet 
such  street,  avenue  or  highway,  or  new  portion  of  a  street,  avenue  or  highway,  shall 
be  constructed  over  or  under  such  railroad  or  at  grade;  and  if  said  Board  determine 
that  such  street,  avenue  or  highway  shall  be  carried  across  such  railroad  above  grade 
then  said  Board  shall  determine  the  height,  the  length  and  the  material  of  the  bridge  or 
structure  by  means  of  which  such  street,  avenue  or  highway  shall  be  carried  across 
such  railroad,  and  the  length,  character  and  grades  of  the  approaches  thereto;  and 
if  said  Board  shall  determine  that  such  street,  avenue  or  highway  shall  be  constructed 
or  extended  below  the  grade  said  Board  shall  determine  the  manner  and  method  in 
which  the  same  shall  be  so  carried  under,  and  the  grade  or  grades  thereof;  and  if 
said  Board  shall  determine  that  said  street,  avenue  or  highway  shall  be  constructed 
or  extended  at  grade  said  Board  shall  determine  the  manner  and  method  in  which 
the  same  shall  be  carried  over  the  said  railroad  at  grade  and  what  safeguards  shall 
be  maintained.  The  decision  of  the  said  Board  as  to  the  manner  and  method  of 
carrying  such  new  street,  avenue  or  highway  across  such  railroad,  shall  be  final, 
subject,  however,  to  the  right  of  appeal  hereinafter  given.  The  decision  of  said  Board 
rendered  in  any  proceeding  under  this  section  shall  be  communicated  within  twenty 
days  after  final  hearing  to  all  parties  to  whom  notice  of  the  hearing  in  such  proceeding 
was  given  or  who  appeared  at  such  hearing  by  counsel  or  in  person.'* 

From  the  facts  as  stated  in  the  correspondence  it  does  not  appear  that  any  action 
by  the  Commission  is  required  until  the  City  has  determined  that  the  street  is  neces- 
sary, and  applies  to  the  Public  Service  Commission  for  a  determination  of  the  question 
whether  the  street  shall  pass  over,  under  or  across  at  grade. 

I  think  it  would  be  well  to  advise  the  Borough  President  that  the  Commission 
will  consider  the  question  when  application  is  made  by  the  City.

The  Secretary  presented  the  following  complaint: 

Westchester,  N.  Y.,  September  7^  1907. 
Commissioner  Willcox,  Chairman,  Public  Service  Commission,  N.  Y. : 

Deak  Sir — I  desire  to  call  to  your  attention  a  'matter  that  I  believe  should  receive 
your  attention. 

I  reside  on  the  West  Side,  and  I  find  I  can  take  a  train  in  the  subway  and  ride  to 
Westchester  via  Interborough  and  Union  Line  for  eight  cents.  If  I  desire  to  return 
by  the  same  route,  it  costs  me  ten  cents.  I  am  refused  a  three-cent  ticket  by  the  con- 
ductor on  the  Interborough  car.  He  claims  he  is  not  permitted  to  give  a  transfer  on 
a  transfer.    Now,  the  route  followed  both  ways  is  as  follows : 

From  Westchester,  take  a  Tremont  avenue  car  (Union  Line)  to  Third  avenue,  to 
Sedgwick  avenue  car,  to  Interborough  car  at  Burnside  avenue,  ride  to  One  Hundred 
and  Eighty-first  street  station,  subway.  Conductor  will  refuse  to  cfive  three-cent  ticket 
to  subway.     (Cost,  10  cents.) 

From  One  Hundred  and  Tenth  street  station  to  One  Hundred  and  Eighty-first 
street,  on  eight-cent  ticket,  to  Interborough  trolley.  The  conductor  will  issue  a  transfer 
to  Union  Line  car,  which  will  take  a  person  to  Westchester.      (Cost,  eight  cents.) 

I  may  say  that  Commissioner  Eustis  rides  on  this  line  quite  frequently  and  can 
explain  this  better  than  I  may  have  done  in  my  letter. 

The  Interborough  shall  be  ordered  to  issue  tickets  to  the  subways  from  cars  going 
west. 

I  hope  that  you  will  give  this  complaint  consideration.

The  Secretary  presented  the  following  complaint  from  Gilbert  Ray  Hawes : 

New  York,  September  30,  1907. 
Public  Service  Commission,  No.  154  Nassau  Street,  City: 

Gentlemen — Allow  me  to  call  you  attention  to  the  fact  that  at  the  uptown  station 
of  the  Ninth  avenue  elevated  road  at  Cortlandt  street  there  is  only  one  narraw  stair- 
way, hardly  wide  enough  for  two  persons  to  pass  each  other.  In  the  rush  hours  and 
particularly  between  5  and  6  p.  m.,  there  is  a  stream  of  people  coming  down  that  stair- 
way, namely,  those  who  live  in  New  Jersey  and  work  on  the  East  side  and  take  the 
elevated  trains  to  the  Battery  and  then  transfer  to  the  Ninth  avenue  road  to  Cortlandt 
street  to  take  the  ferry.  This  creates  a  congested  condition  of  traffic,  one  line  of 
passengers  going  down  and  another  line  going  up,  and  another  stairway  should  be  con- 
structed on  the  northerly  side  of  the  street  in  order  to  give  proper  relief.  I  have  been 
requested  by  numerous  clients  and  friends  to  send  this  communication  to  you  in  order 
that  the  matter  may  receive  attention.

The  Secretary  presented  the  following  communication  from  Abel  E.  Blackmer, 
Counsel  to  the  Commission,  relative  to  the  matter  of  access  for  the  purpose  of  shor- 
ing buildings  along  the  Brooklyn  loop  lines.  On  motion,  duly  seconded,  the  Secretary 
was  directed  to  transmit  a  copy  of  the  opinion  to  the  engineer  of  the  Degnon  Con- 
tracting Company.

Travis  H.  Whitney,  Esq.,  Secretary,  Public  Service  Commission  for  the  First  Dis- 
trict: 

Dear  Sir — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  September  24  transmitting*  a  com- 
munication of  Mr.  Rice,  Chief  Engineer,  which  forwarded  to  you  a  letter  of  H.  C. 
Sanford,  chief  engineer  of  Degnon  Contracting  Company,  the  contractor  for  Contract 
9-0-2,  Brooklyn  loop.  Centre  street,  from  Pearl  to  Canal  streets,  referring  to  an  obstruc- 
tion to  access  to  property  Nos.  174  and  176  Canal  street,  needed  for  necessary  shoring  of 
the  building.  Mr.  Sanford  saj's  that  tenants  refuse  access  to  the  property  and  that 
one  Max  Weil,  who  appears  on  the  list  as  owner,  gives  no  response  to  letters,  and 
that  the  work  of  the  contractors  is  hampered  by  failure  to  get  access  to  the  building. 
Mr.  Sanford  also  states  that  under  his  contract  the  City  covenants  to  secure  the  right 
to  construct  a  railroad  free  from  the  interference  of  abutting  owners  and  asks  the 
Commission  to  take  the  necessary  steps  so  that  the  contractor  may  not  be  hampered  by- 
having  access  denied  along  the  route  where  necessary  for  shoring  purposes.  Mr.  Rice 
also  intimates  that  some  doubt  exists  as  to  the  limits  of  jurisdiction  of  the  Public 
Service  Commission  and  of  the  Building  Department,  and  that  it  is  desirable  that  the 
authority  of  the  Commission  be  definitely  determined. 

(i)     The  City's  covenant  referred  to  by  Mr.  Sanford  is  in  words  as  follows  (page 
162  of  the  contract)  : 
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"The  City  hereby  stipulates  and  covenants  to  and  with  the  contractor  that  the  City 
will  secure  and  assure  to  the  contractor  so  long  as  the  contractor  shall  perform  the 
stipulations  of  this  contract  the  right  to  construct  and  to  operate  the  railroad  as 
prescribed  in  this  contract,  free  of  all  right,  claims  or  other  interference,  whether  by 
injunction,  suit  for  damages  or  otherwise  on  the  part  of  any  owners,  abutting  owner 
or  other  person." 

Among  the  stipulations  which  the  contract  undertakes  to  perform  are  these 
(page  153)  : 

'*The  contractor  admits  and  covenants  to  and  with  the  City  that  the  plans  and 
specifications  and  other  provisions  of  this  contract  for  construction,  if  the  work  be  done 
without  fault  or  negligence  on  the  part  of  the  contractor,  do  not  involve  any  dangrer 
to  the  foundations,  walls  or  other  parts  of  adjacent  buildings  or  structures,  and  the 
contractor  shall  at  his  own  expense  make  good  any  damage  that  shall  in  the  course 
of  construction  be  done  to  any  such  foundations,  walls  or  other  parts  of  adjacent 
buildings  or  structures  or  to  navigation.  But  this  covenant  is  not  to  be  construed 
as  applying  to  foundations,  walls  or  other  parts  of  buildings  erected  upon  private 
property  through  which  a  railroad  or  any  station  entrance  or  approach  shall  be  con- 
structed." 

And  at  page  156  as  follows: 

"The  contractor  shall  obey  any  order  of  the  Engineer  to  support  or  secure  adja- 
cent property  or  any  surface  or  structure  thereon,  but  the  contractor  shall  not  be 
relieved  of  responsibility  either  by  compliance  with  any  such  order  or  by  any  failure 
or  omission  of  the  Engineer  to  give  any  such  order  or  to  give  notice  of  any  danger." 

The  Building  Code  also  provides  in  respect  of  the  support  of  buildings  as  fol- 
lows  ( chapter  15,  the  Building  Code,  section  22)  : 

"Whenever  an  excavation  of  either  earth  or  rock  for  building  or  other  purposes 
shall  be  intended  to  be,  or  shall  be  carried  to  the  depth  of  more  than  ten  feet  below 
the  curb,  the  person  or  persons  causing  such  excavation  to  be  made  shall  at  all  times, 
from  the  commencement  until  the  completion  thereof,  if  afforded  the  necessary  license 
to  enter  upon  the  adjoining  land,  and  not  otherwise,  at  his  or  their  own  expense, 
preserve  any  adjoining  or  contiguous  wall  or  walls,  structure  or  structures,  from 
injury,  and  support  the  same  by  proper  foundations,  so  that  the  said  wall  or  walls, 
structure  or  structures  shall  be  and  remain  practically  as  safe  as  before  such  ex- 
cavation was  commenced,  whether  said  adjoining  or  contiguous  wall  or  walls,  struct- 
ure or  structures,  are  down  more  or  less  than  ten  feet  below  the  curb.  If  the  neces- 
sary license  is  not  accorded  to  the  person  or  persons  making  such  excavations,  then 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  owner  refusing  to  grant  such  license  to  make  the  adjoin- 
ing or  contiguous  wall  or  walls,  structure  or  structures,  safe,  and  support  the  same 
by  proper  foundations,  so  that  adjoining  excavations  may  be  made,  and  shall  be  per- 
mitted to  enter  upon  the  premises  where  such  excavation  is  being  made  for  that  pur- 
pose when  necessary.     *    *    *    if  the  person  or  persons  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
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preserve  or  protect  any  wall  or  walls,  structure  or  structures  from  injury  shall  neglect 
or  fail  to  do  so  after  having  had  a  notice  of  twenty-four  hours  from  the  Department 
of  Buildings,  then  the  Commissioner  of  Buildings  may  enter  upon  the  premises 
and  employ  such  labor  and  furnish  such  materials  and  take  such  steps  as  in  his  judg- 
ment may  be  necessary  to  make  the  same  safe  and  secure  or  to  prevent  the  same  from 
becoming  unsafe  or  dangerous,  at  the  expense  of  the  person  or  persons  whose  duty 
it  is  to  keep  the  same  safe  and  secure." 

The  contract  also  contains  a  covenant  which  is  in  part  as  follows  (page  159)  : 

"It  is  the  intent  of  this  agreement  that  in  addition  to  indemnifying  the  City  against 
all  claims  for  damages,  the  contractor  shall  also  be  liable  to  the  owners  of  adjacent 
or  abutting  property  or  of  buildings  or  structures  thereon,  and  to  all  tenants  of  or 
persons  in  such  buildings  or  structures,  for  all  physical  injuries  to  property  or  person 
which  may  be  occasioned  by  the  work  of  construction,  even  in  cases  where  such 
owners,  tenants  or  other  persons  have  no  legal  claim  against  the  City  for  such  in- 
juries. *  *  *  In  addition  to  all  other  liability  for  injuries  to  adjacent  or  abutting 
property  or  to  buildings  or  structures  thereon  or  for  injuries  to  persons,  the  con- 
tractor shall  fully  meet  and  duly  pay  the  amount  of  any  loss  or  damage  that  any 
abutting  or  other  owners  or  other  persons  may  suffer  by  reason  of  any  physical 
injury  to  property  or  person  occasioned  by  any  act  or  omission  of  the  contractor 
or  of  any  subcontractor  or  other  person  employed  on  the  work." 

d)  I  think  that  under  the  foregoing  provisions  of  the  contract  the  contractor 
has  undertaken  that  the  work  covered  by  the  contract  involves  no  danger  to  buildings, 
and  that  if  support  of  adjacent  buildings  becomes  necessary  in  the  prosecution  of  his 
work,  it  is  the  contractor's  duty  to  support  the  buildings  and  to  procure  the  license 
from  the  adjacent  owner  referred  to  in  the  building  ordinance  above  mentioned. 

(2)  The  obligation  of  the  Cit>^  to  secure  and  assure  to  the  contractor  the  right 
to  construct  the  railroad  free  from  right,  claim  or  other  interference  whether  by  in- 
junction, suit  for  damages  or  otherwise,  on  the  part  of  owners,  abutting  owners 
or  other  persons,  does  not  require  the  Commission  to  put  the  contractor  into  physical 
possession  of  abutting  property  for  the  purpose  of  underpinning  the  same,  but  re- 
quires the  City  to  protect  him  in  the  performance  of  his  work  against  injunction, 
suit  for  damages  or  otherwise. 

(3)  Under  the  case  of  March  vs.  the  City,  69  App.  Div.,  i,  the  contractor  is 
justified  in  entering  upon  the  property;  and  the  courts  would  not  enjoin  such  entry, 
but  would  leave  the  owner  to  his  action  for  damages  if  there  has  been  a  technical 
trespass. 

(4)  In  so  far  as  these  clauses  in  the  contract  alx)ve  cited  are  for  the  bene- 
fit of  the  property  owner  or  tenant,  a  refusal  on  their  part  to  permit  the  contractor 
to  protect  the  property  would,  I  think,  operate  as  a  waiver. 
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(S)  The  provisions  of  the  Building  Code  (section  22,  chapter  15.  of  the  ordi- 
nances of  The  City  of  New  York)  seem  to  be  applicable  to  this  situation,  and  in 
effect  are  said  so  to  be  by  the  per  curiam  opinion  in  the  March  case.  Recourse  may, 
therefore,  be  had  under  the  provisions  of  the  Building  Code  to  the  Commissioner  of 
Buildings,  to  secure  the  safety  of  the  building  at  the  expense  of  the  party  whose 
duty  it  is  to  keep  the  same  safe  and  secure.

De.xr  Sir — ^Referring  to  the  letter  of  Mr.  Norton,  Acting  Secretary,  of  the  20th 
inst.,  enclosing  copy  of  letter  from  Mr.  Ride,  Chief  Engineer,  calling  the  attention  of 
tlie  Commission  to  the  fact  that  the  Bradley  Contracting  Company,  the  contractor 
for  section  9-0-5  of  the  Brooklyn  loop  (Delancey  street,  between  Bowerj^  and  Nor- 
folk), has  not  complied  with  the  contract  in  respect  to  requiring  laborers  to  work 
more  than  eight  hours  a  day,  despite  the  fact  that  the  Chief  Engineer  has  twice  called 
his  attention  to  this  violation,  I  desire  to  advise  you  that  the  contract  under  which 
the  Bradley  Contracting  Company  is  constructing  this  section  of  the  Brooklyn  loop 
line  provides : 

*'The  contractor  agrees  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the  Labor  Law,  inclnding 
section  3  thereof,  as  re-enacted  by  chapter  506  of  the  Laws  of  1906.  The  contractor 
further  agrees  and  stipulates  that  no  laborer,  workman  or  mechanic  in  the  employ  of 
the  contractor*  sub-contractor  or  other  person  doing  or  contracting  to  do  the  whole 
or  a  part  of  the  work  contemplated  by  this  contract,  shall  be  permitted  or  required 
to  work  more  than  eight  hours  in  one  calendar  day,  except  in  cases  of  extraordinary 
emergency  caused  by  fire,  flood  or  danger  to  life  or  property;  and  further  that  the 
wages  to  be  paid  for  a  leiral  day's  work  as  hereinbefore  defined  to  all  classes  of  sach 
laborers,  workmen  or  mechanics  upon  the  work  contemplated  by  this  contract,  or  upon

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any  material  to  be  used  upon  or  in  connection  therewith,  shall  not  be  less  than  the 

prevailing  rate  for  a  day's  work  in  the  ^ame  trade  or  occupation  in  the  Borough  of 

Manhattan,  where  the  work  hereby  contemplated,  about  or  in  connection  with  such  ! 

labor,   is  performed,   as  in  its  final  or  completed  form  to  be   situated,   erected  or  ! 

used,  and  that  each  such  laborer,  workman  or  mechanic  employed  by  the  contractor 

or  by  any  sub-contractor  or  other  person  on,  about  or  upon  the  work  contemplated  by 

this  coptract,  shall  receive  such  wages  herein  provided  for.     This  contract  shall  be 

void  and  of  no  effect  unless  the  contractor  shall  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this 

paragraph.     In  obedience  to  the  requirements  of  section  13  of  the  Labor  Law,  it  is 

further  provided  that  if  the  provisions  of  the  said  section  are  not  complied  with  this 

contract  shall  be  void." 

This  provision  of  the  contract  is  inserted  in  pursuance  of  the  express  direction  j 

of  the  Legislature,  and  although  the  earlier  statute  of  1897  was  declared  unconstitutional  | 

it  has  been  re-enacted  by  the  Legislature  upon  the  adaption  of  a  constitutional  amend-  | 

ment  authorizing  legislation  of  this  character.    The  amendment  to  the  Constitution,  j 

Article  XII,  section  i,  adopted  at  the  general  election  of  1905,  which  went  into  effect  | 

January  i,  1906,  provides: 

"Section  i.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Legislature  to  provide  for  the  organization 
of  cities  and  incorporated  villages  and  to  restrict  their  power  of  taxation,  assessment,  *  •  • 

borrowing  money,  contracting  debts  and  loaning  their  credit,  so  as  to  prevent  abuses  *.•*  ^'^ , 
in  assessments  and  contracting  debt  by  such  municipal  corporations ;  and  the  Legisla-  •*•••• 
turc  may  regulate  and  fix  the  wages  or  salaries,  the  hours  of  work  or  labor,  and  make  .J * 

provision  for  the  protection,  welfare  and  safety  of  persons  employed  by  the  State  •  •  •  •, 
or  by  any  county,  city,  town,  village  or  other  civil  division  of  the  State,  or  by  any*  •  •  .' 
contractor,  or  sub-contractor  performing  work,  labor  or  services  for  the  State,  or  for 
any  county,  city,  town,  village  or  other  civil  division  thereof." 

Pursuant  to  this  provision  the  Legislature,  by  the  provisions  of  chapter  506  of  the 
Laws  of  1906,  re-enacted  section  3  of  chapter  415  of  the  Laws  of  1897,  which  had  been 
declared  unconstitutional  prior  to  the  adoption  of  the  amendment  to  the  Constitution. 

"Section  3 — Hours  to  Constitute  a  Day's  Work. — ^Eight  hours  shall  constitute  a 
legal  day's  work  for  all  classes  of  employees  in  this  State,  except  those  engaged  in 
farm  and  domestic  service  unless  otherwise  provided  by  law.  This  section  does  not 
prevent  an  agreement  for  overwork  at  an  increased  compensation  except  upon  work 
by  or  for  the  State  or  a  municipal  corporation,  or  by  contractors  or  sub-contractors 
therewith.  Each  contract  to  which  the  State  or  a  municipal  corporation  is  a  party 
which  may  involve  the  employment  of  laborers,  workmen  or  mechanics  shall  contain 
a  stipulation  that  no  laborer,  workmen  or  mechanic  in  the  employ  of  the  contractor, 
sub-contractor  or  other  person  doing  or  contracting  to  do  the  whole  or  a  part  of  the 
work  contemplated  by  the  contract  shall  be  permitted  or  required  to  work  more  than  eight 
hours  in  any  one  calendar  day  except  in  cases  of  extraordinary  emergency  caused  by 
fire,  flood  or  danger  to  life  or  property.    The  wages  to  be  paid  for  a  legal  day's  work

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as  hereinbefore  defined  to  all  classes  of  such  laborers,  workmen  or  mechanics  upon 
all  such  public  works,  or  upon  any  materials  to  be  used  upon  or  in  connection  there- 
with shall  not  be  less  than  the  prevailing  rSte  for  day's  work  in  the  same  trade  or 
occupation  in  the  locality  within  the  State  where  such  public  work  on,  about   or  in 
connection  with  which  such  labor  is  performed  in  its  tinal  or  completed  form  is  to  be 
situated,  erected  or  used.    Each  such  contract  hereafter  made  shall  contain  a  stipu- 
lation that  each  such  laborer,  workman  or  mechanic  employed  by  said  contractor,  sub- 
contractor or  other  person,  on,  about  or  upon  such  public  work,  shall  receive   such 
wages  herein  provided  for.    Each  contract  for  such  public  work  hereafter  made  shall 
contain  a  provision  that  the  same  shall  be  void  and  of  no  effect  unless  the  person 
or  corporation  making  or  performing  the  same  shall  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this 
section;  and  no  such  person  or  corporation  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  any  sum  nor 
shall  any  officer,  agent  or  employee  of  the  State  or  of  a  municipal  corporation  pay  the 
same  or  authorize 'its  payments  from  the  funds,  under  his  charge  or  control  to  any 
such  person  or  corporation  for  work  done  under  any  contract,  which  in  its  form  or 
manner  of  performance  violates  the  provisions  of  this  section,  but  nothing  in  this 
section  shall  be  construed  to  apply  to  persons  regularly  employed  in  State  institutions, 
or  to  engineers,  electricians  and  elevator  men  in  the  department  of  public  buildings 
during  the  annual  session  of  the  Legislature,  nor  to  the  construction,  maiatenance 
^ , ,  •  •  and  repair  of  highways  outside  the  limits  of  cities  and  villages."

bond  of  the  United  States  Fidelity  and  Guaranty  Company,  stating  that  it  is  to  have 
the  same  force  and  effect  as  though  executed  on  May  29,  1900,  the  date  of  the  bond 
first  mentioned.

Dear  Sir — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  October  4,  with  which  you  sent  me 
a  letter  of  the  Lawyers'  Surety  Company,  which  transmits  consents  of  John  B.  Mc- 
Donald and  the  Rapid  Transit  Subway  Construction  Company  to  a  substitution  of 
the  United  States  Fidelity  and  Guaranty  Company  bond  in  place  of  one  of  the  Law- 
yers* Surety  Company,  in  the  sum  of  two  hundred  thousand  dollars.  The  last  named 
bond  was  one  given  originally  for  four  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  as  surety 
for  the  American  Bridge  Company  to  John  B.  McDonald,  the  American  Bridge  Com- 
pany being  a  subcontractor  under  Mr.  McDonald  in  the  work  of  Contract  No.  i. 

The  bond  for  four  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  of  the  Lawyers'  Surety 
Company  was,  with  the  consent  of  the  late  Board  of  Rapid  Transit  Railroad  Com- 
missioners, in  September,  1905,  reduced  to  the  sum  of  two  hundred  thousand  dollars. 
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It  is  now  proposed  to  substitute  for  the  Lawyers*  Surety  Company  as  surety,  the 
United  States  Fidelity  and  Guarantx,  G>mpany,  who  are  to  give  a  bond  in  the  sum  of 
two  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

The  bond  proposed  to  be  substituted  was  approved  as  to  form  by  Mr.  Rives, 
Counsel  to  the  late  Board  of  Rapid  Transit  Railroad  Commissioners,  and  a  resolu- 
tion was  passed  by  the  Board  on  April  ii,  1907,  approving  of  such  substitution  of 
bonds,  subject  to  the  consents  of  John  B.  McDonald,  and  the  Rapid  Transit  Subway 
Construction  Company. 

I  wrote  you  previously  in  nespect  to  this  matter  under  date  of  September  4, 
1907,  making  a  suggestion  that  the  consents  should  be  given  by  an  instrument  exe* 
cuted  and  acknowledged  and  filed  with  the  Commission,  and  that  there  should  be  an 
assignment  of  the  new  bond  to  The  City  of  New  York,  so  that  the  same  might  stand 
in  place  of  the  one  previously  given  by  the  Lawyers'  Surety  Company,  which  had 
been  assigned  to  the  City. 

The  consents  which  you  now  transmit,  and  the  assignment  of  John  B.  McDonald 
to  the  City,  which  is  also  transmitted  by  you  therewith,  are  apparently  forwarded  to 
the  Commission  in  pursuance  of  the  suggestion  in  my  letter. 

I  find  that  the  consents  are  in  proper  form^and  duly  acknowledged,  and  that  the 
assignment  by  John  B.  McDonald  of  the  said  bond  proposed  to  be  substituted  to 
The  City  of  New  York,  is  in  proper  form  and  in  accordance  with  the  practice  fol- 
lowed by  the  former  Board  in  such  matters,  as  appears  at  page  986  of  the  minutes. 
Vol.  II. 

It  will  be  necessary  that  this  assignment  shall  be  also  executed  by  the  Public 
Service  Commission  for  the  First  District. 

These  papers,  that  is  to  say,  the  original  consents,  the  original  assignment  and  the 
bond  of  the  United  States  Fidelity  and  Guaranty  Company,  should  remain  on  file 
together,  with  the  bond  of  the  Lawyers*  Surety  Company,  which,  I  believe  to  be 
already  in  your  files  or  in  those  of  the  auditing  department  of  the  Commission.

Gentlemen — ^We,  the  undersigned,  on  behalf  of  the  Twenty-eighth  Ward  Board  of 
Trade,  bejjf  leave  to  invite  to  your  attention  the  following  matters  in  respect  to  the 
elevated  system  in  Brooklyn,  and  to  suggest  investigation  thereof  and  action  thereon : 

Standard  of  Employees — It  is  noted  that  there  has  been  a  marked  depreciation 
of  the  personnel  of  trainmen  during  the  last  two  years.  Foreigners  are  employed  who 
speak  our  language  so  imperfectly  that  it  is  frequently  impossible  to  understand  the 
names  of  the  stations  as  called  out  by  them,  and  there  seems  no  adequate  effort  on  the 
part  of  the  company  to  compel  either  proper  announcement  of  stations  or  the  destina- 
tion of  trains. 

Suggestion — ^That  signs  be  suspended  from  the  roofs  of  cars  or  affixed  thereon, 
immediately  over  the  gates,  so  as  to  be  plainly  visible  from  the  stations,  and  showing 
the  destination  of  the  train,  to  supplement  the  signs  now  displayed  on  the  front  plat- 
forms of  the  first  cars.  Further,  that  more  signs  bearing  the  names  of  stations  be 
displayed  thereon  at  a  height  where  they  may  be  readily  seen  by  passengers  within 
the  cars,  and  that  these  signs  be  not  obscured  by  bill-boards,  advertising,  etc. 

At  the  Brooklyn  Bridge — That  the  crush  during  the  evening  rush  hours  is  greatly 
and  apparently  unnecessarily  increased  by  the  utilization  of-  but  two  of  the  five  plat- 
forms in  the  Manhattan  terminal,  and  all  passengers  bound  to  Brooklyn  are  compelled 
to  board  their  trains  on  a  platform  having  an  area  of  approximately  5,000  square  feet 
while  the  neighboring  and  larger  platforms  stand  idle.  The  anomaly  is  presented 
that  at  the  busiest  hours  the  smallest  area  is  in  use  and  at  slack  hours  the  largest. 

Suggestion — That  at  least  two  of  these  unused  platforms,  namely,  that  on  the 
south  side,  parallel  with  the  "island  platforms,"  could  be  utilized  to  advantage  witliout 
any  change  in  tl|e  tracks  or  switching  arrangements  or  dispatch  of  trains,  but  by  the 
employment  of  a  few  additional  platform  men. 

That  the  crush  at  the  bridge  is  commonly  maintained  longer  than  necessary  by  the 
fact  that  the  number  of  trains  operated  across  the  bridge  is  not  maintained  at  the 
minimum  headway,  covering  the  full  period  of  heavy  travel.  Trains  are  taken  off 
before  the  rush  ceases  so  that  the  crush  is  prolonged  in  the  trains  that  remain. 

Suggestion — ^That  the  rush  hour  minimum  headway  should  be  maintained  until 
7  p.m. 

During  the  morning  rush  hours  delay  and  discomfort  is  caused  by  the  failure  to  open 
all  the  side  doors  of  the  shuttle  cars  on  their-arrival  at  the  new  platform  upon  the  north 
side  of  the  Manhattan  terminal.  Passengers  are  now  discharged  at  this  platform  from 
the  end  of  the  cars  but  no  men  have  been  stationed  there  to  open  the  side  doors,  and 
those  passengers  can  utilize  this  platform  who  can  effect  exit  from  the  ends  of  the 
cars;  at  least  until  they  are  released  by  fellow  passengers  who,  after  effecting  their 
escape  from  the  doors  at  the  ends,  take  the  trouble  to  open  the  side  doors  for  those 
remaining  in  the  cars. 
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Suggestion — ^That  men  be  stationed  on  the  north  platform  during  the  rush  hours 
in  the  morning  to  open  the  side  doors  as  the  cars  arrive. 

Great  discomfort  is  caused  to  passengers  on  cars  crossing  the  bridge  at  rush  hours, 
packed  in  to  the  suffocating  point,  by  the  windows  being  closed  even  during  the  hot  weather, 
and  the  unhealthy  condition  inside  the  cars  leads  to  an  overcrowding  of  the  platforms. 
The  ventilation  within  the  cars  is  so  bad  that  even  when  the  weather  is  intensely  cold 
the  platforms  are  overcrowded. 

Suggestion — That  the  windows  be  kept  open  during  the  rush  hours  when  the 
weather  is  mild  and  that  superior  ventilation  be  provided  at  all  times. 

The  Broadway  Elevated. 
This  line  begins  at  the  foot  of  Broadway,  where  it  meets  several  ferry  lines,  and 
during  the  rush  hours  the  passengers  received  from  these  ferries  fill  the  cars  to  their 
seating  capacity,  yet  at  the  Marcy  avenue  station,  which  is  the  station  sought  by  the 
crowds  arriving  by  means  of  the  Manhattan  cars  from  the  Williamsburg  Bridge,  an  equal 
number  of  passengers  demand  transportation,  with  the  result  that  there  is  great  over- 
crowding, which  is  at  times  as  bad  as  that  experienced  at  the  Brooklyn  Bridge.  There 
is  no  physical  obstacle  to  the  operation  of  more  cars  on  this  line. 

Suggestion — That  the  company  be  required  to  furnish  cars  up  to  the  needs  of  the 

service.

Fublic  Service  Commission,  New  York  City : 

Gentlemen — ^We,  the  undersigned,  on  behalf  of  the  Twenty-eighth  Ward  Board 
of  Trade,  beg  leave  to  invite  your  attention  to  the  following  matters  in  respect  to 
the  elevated  system  in  Brooklyn,  and  to  suggest  investigation  thereof  and  action 
thereon : 

That  inadequate  service  is  provided  on  Sundays  and  holidays  throughout  the 
entire  system,  yet  none  of  the  lines  are  operated  on  such  days  to  their  maximum 
capacity. 

Suggestion — More  trains. 

That  between  the  morning  and  evening  rush  hours,  during  the  middle  of  the  day 
and  after  the  rush  hours  at  night,  the  headway  between  trains  is  too  great,  so  that 
travel  by  the  elevated  is  slow  and  would-be  passengers  are  forced  to  travel  by  over- 
crowded trolleys.  The  more  rapid  movement  of  elevated  trains  is  more  than  lost  by 
the  time  spent  in  waiting  for  them. 

Suggestion:— That  instead  of  running  trains  of  three  or  more  cars  during  slack 
hours  at  long  intervals,  trains  be  made  up  of  but  two  cars  and  run  at  short  "intervals. 
That  is  approximately  the  same  number  of  cars,  but  made  into  more  trains  with  shorter 
intervals  between  trains. 

Upon  completion  of  the  Manhattan  subway  terminal  of  the  Williamsburg  Bridge, 
the  contract  for  which  calls  for  its  completion  August  31,  1907,  though  there  is  ex- 
cellent reason  to  believe  the  work  will  not  be  completed  until  spring,  it  is  proposed 
to  provide  facilities  for  eight-car  trains  on  the  Broadway  line,  yet  some  of  the  plat- 
forms along  the  route  of  the  elevated  are  only  long  enough  for  four-car  trains. 

Suggestion — That  the  company  be  required  to  at  once  extend  its  platforms  so 
that  work  upon  them  will  be  completed  simultaneously  with  the  Manhattan  terminal. 
The  capacity  of  the  road  will  be  limited  to  the  capacity  of  the  Broadway  stations 
irrespective  of  the  magnitude  of  the  terminal. 

Formerly  trains  were  run  through  to  Cypress  Hills  from  the  Broadway  ferries, . 
but  this  service  has  been  discontinued.    During  non-rush  hours  all  cars  are  run  from 
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the  ferries  to  Canarsie,  so  that  passengers  for  Cypress  Hills  have  to  transfer  at 
Gates  avenue  or  some  other  point  where  the  Cypress  Hills  trains  can  be  obtained 
from  the  Lexington  avenue  line.  During  rush  hours  trains  are  run  alternately  from  the 
ferries  to  Van  Sicklen  avenue  and  Canarsie,  necessitating  the  transfer  of  passengers 
destined  for  Cypress  Hills  or  points  on  the  Fulton  street  section  at  Van  Sicklen 
avenue  or  one  of  the  stations  connecting  with  the  Lexington  avenue  line. 

Suggestion — That  through  trains  be  run  from  the  Broadway  ferries  to  Cypress 
Hills,  alternating  With  the  trains  to  Canarsie. 

The  exits  from  both  the  Gates  avenue  station  and  the  Halsey  street  station  are 
wholly  inadequate.  Much  delay  is  caused  at  both  points  both  to  incoming  and  outgoing 
passengers  by  the  narrowness  of  the  stairway.  At  Gates  avenue  the  Bi;oadway  line 
unites  with  the  Lexington  avenue  line,  so  that  at  this  station  and  the  Halsey  street 
station,  which  is  beyond  the  point  of  junction,  the  two  systems  have  to  be  provided 
for,  and  there  is  danger  of  serious  accident  under  the  present  conditions  owing  to 
the  congestions  which  occur  daily  on  the  stairs. 

Suggestion — That  at  each  station  an"  additional  exit  and  stairway  be  provided, 
leading  west  in  both  cases.  • 

During  the  last  few  months  the  Broadway  elevated  road  has  been  strengtliened 
by  steel  girders  of  large  dimensions,  which  instead  of  being  substituted  for  those 
which  have  proved  too  weak,  have  been  placed  beneath  the  same,  with  the  result  that 
the  clearance  in  the  roadway  has  been  diminished,  and  owing  to  the  massiveness  of 
the  girders  the  middle  of  the  street  converted  into  a  veritable  tunnel  to  the  great 
detriment  of  the  thoroughfare. 

Suggestion — As  the  road  is  to  be  reinforced  in  other  places,  precautions  should 
be  taken  to  prevent  any  further  spoliation  of  Broadway. 

That  Marcy  and  Driggs  avenue  stations,  for  the  trains  bound  west,  though  used 
by  passengers  leaving  trains,  are  not  guarded  by  any  station  men  or  others. 

Suggestion — That  platform  men  or  guards  should  be  placed  at  both  points. 

Lexington  Avenue  Road. 

A  very  great  annoyance  is  caused  passengers  during  the  evening  rush  hours,  who 
live  beyond  the  Gates  avenue  station,  by  the  switching  back  of  cars  from  the  Brooklyn 
Bridge  when  they  reach  Gates  avenue,  instead  of  continuing  the  same  as  during  non- 
rush  hours,  every  other  train  on  the  Lexington  avenue  line  being  thus  arrested, 
necessitating  the  transfer  of  thousands  of  persons  under  adverse  conditions  with  much 
delay,  confusion  and  discomfort.  There  is  no  congestion  beyond  Gates  avenue,  and 
the  only  possible  excuse  that  can  be  offered  is  the  lack  of  sufficient  cars  to  give 
adequate  service  over  the  entire  route.  The  crowds  are  so  great  at  Gates  avenue  when 
the  passengers  of  two  trains  are  forced  into  one  that  it  is  frequently  a  matter  of  great 
difficulty  to  close  the  gates,  and  the  trains  are  held  while  the  guards  struggle  with 
passengers. 
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Suggestion — ^That  all  cars  on  the  Lexington  avenue  line  be  required  to  run  at 
least  as  far  as  Manhattan  Junction  during  rush  hours  in  the  evening,  with  a  minimum 
lieadway  possible  under  the  conditions  which  prevail  at  the  Brooklyn  Bridge,  the 
-despatching  point. 

At  the  present  time  all  express  trains  on  this  road  stop  at  both  DeKalb  and 
Franklin  avenues,  assumably  for  the  reason  that  at  these  points  the  Lexington  avenue 
line  is  crossed  by  the  opposition  lines  of  the  Coney  Island  and  Brooklyn  Railroad 
Company  (DeKalb  and  Franklin  avenue  lines),  and  it  is  believed  that  the  interest 
of  the  public  would  best  be  served  by  having  but  one  stop. 

Suggestion — ^That  instead  of  the  two  stations  named,  express  trains  stop  at 
■Greene -avenue,  this  being  between  the  two  and  close  to  the  curve  where  it  is  necessary 
for  trains  to  diminish  speed  in  any  event,  whether  trains  stop  or  not. 

At  present  six-car  trains  are  run  on  the  express  service,  but  only  five-car  trains 
on  the  local  service  (ordinarily),  yet  the  necessity  is  as  great  for  six-car  trains  on  the 
local  service  as  on  the  express.    This  refers  to  rush  hours. 

Suggestion — That  all  trains  during  the  rush  hours  be  made  up  of  six  cars. 

At  the  Cypress  Hills  terminal  of  the  Lexington  avenue  road  much  inconvenience 
-and  discomfort  is  caused  passengers  who  are  obliged  to  transfer  in  large  numbers 
to  trolley  cars  in  order  to  continue  on  to  Jamaica  and  intervening  points,  the  facilities 
at  this  point  being  deplorable. 

Suggestion — ^That  the  company  be  required  to  utilize  its  property  there,  on  which 
rests  the  incline  formerly  used  when  through  elevated  cars  were  run  to  Jamaica,  and 
to  acquire  such  additional  property  as  may  be  necessary  in  order  to  effect  an  arrange- 
ment whereby  the  trolleys  may  be  brought  to  the  level  of  the  elevated  or  the  elevated 
lowered  to  the  grade  of  the  surface  cars,  similar  to  the  plan  adopted  at  Sixty-fifth 
street,  or  where  the  surface  cars  are  brought  to  a  uniform  level  with  the  elevated 
in  the  Boston  system. 

On  the  Lexington  avenue  line  the  headway,  after  rush  hours  and  during  the  night, 
necessitates  long  waits  which  are  particularly  hard  on  the  patrons  of  the  road  who 
take  the  cars  at  the  Bridge  entrance  during  the  winter,  where  there  are  no  waiting 
rooms  or  suitable  protection,  and  the  headway  diminishes  until  about  i  a.  m.,  when 
there  is  but  a  headway  of  half  an  hour.  (The  same  condition  exists  on  practically  all 
the  other  lines.) 

Suggestion — That  the  trains  be  divided  into  units  of  two  cars  and  run  at  more 
frequent  intervals,  and  in  numbers  to  provide  seats  for  all,  and  not  less  frequently 
than  every  fifteen  minutes. 
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During  the  night,  at  the  present  time,  passengers  from  the  Manhattan  end  of  the 
Brooklyn  Bridge,  are  obliged  to  climb  to  the  level  of  the  elevated  tracks  to  ascertain 
when  the  next  train  will  leave,  so  that  it  is  impossible  to  determine  at  the  street  level 
whether  it  is  better  to  take  a  surface  car  or  to  wait  for  an  elevated  train. 

Suggestion — That  time  tables  of  the  elevated  lines  be  displayed  at  the  approaches 
to  the  Bridge  on  the  level  with  the  surface  cars,  and  that  a  system  of  dials  or  lights 
be  adopted  to  indicate  the  number  of  minutes  before  the  departure  of  the  next  elevated 
train  on  each  of  the  several  lines. 

Fulton  Street  Elevated. 

On  this  line  the  stations  at  Tillary  street  and  Lafayette  avenue  have  been  aban- 
doned, but  the  stations  and  stairways  have  not  been  removed. 

Suggestion — That  the  stations  be  reopened  or  that  the  company  be  reqttired  to 
remove  them  and  the  stairways. 

Fifth  Avenue  Elevated. 

This  road  crosses  the  Fulton  street  system,  and  it  would  be  a  great  convenience  to 
the  public  to  have  a  transfer  system  between  them.  The  conditions  where  the  Ftdton 
street  and  Fifth  avenue  lines  meet  are  similar  to  those  under  which  the  Myrtle  avenue 
and  Broadway  systems  meet,  and  though  the  company  has  erected  staircases  and 
transfers  in  the  one  case  there  is  no  physical  connection  or  transfer  system  in  the 
other. 

Suggestion — That  the  company  be  required  to  build  a  staircase  connecting  the 

Fulton  street  and  Fifth  avenue  elevated  lines  and  to  transfer  passengers  between  the 

two  systems.

Gentlemen — I  beg  to  submit  a  statement  to  you  which  I  also  placed  before  your 
Mr.  Daggett,  Secretary,  one  day  last  week,  he  in  turn  requesting  me  to  place  before 
you  in  writing  a  statement  in  regard  to  ten  men  who  work  from  9  to  12  hours  each 
'day  at  various  towers  as  Switchmen  on  the  Second  and  Third  avenue  elevated  lines,  be- 
longing to  the  Interborough  Rapid  Transit  Company,  which  is  unlawful  as  per  an  act 
limiting  the  hours  of  labor  of  these  and  other  employees  of  railroad  companies  at  8 
hours  a  day,  as  you  will  find  in  chapter  627,  signed  by  Governor  Hughes,  which  became 
a  law  July  19,  1907,  and  which  went  into  effect  on  October  i,  1907. 

Below  you  find  the  number  of  men  who  work  from  9  to  12  hours  and  their 
various  places  of  employment: 

Chatham  Square  Pocket — One  man  works  from  12  o'clock,  midnight,  until  9 
o'clock  in  the  morning;  he  puts  in  9  hours. 

Ninety-ninth  Street  Yard — One  man  works  from  7  o'clock  in  the  morning  until  7 
o'clock  in  the  evening;  the  other  man  works  from  7  p.  m.  until  7  a.  m.,  which  consti- 
tutes 12  hours  for  each  man;  two  men  work  here. 

One  Hundred  and  Twenty-seventh  Street  and  Third  Avenue — But  one  man  is  em- 
ployed here ;  he  works  from  5  a.  m.,  until  12  midday,  and  from  3.30  p.  m  until  7  p.  m. ; 
he  thus  works  10J/2  hours  per  day. 
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One  Hundred  and  Twenty-ninth  Street  Drawbridge — From  12  midnight  until  10 
, o'clock  a.  m.,  and  from  2  p.  m.  until  12  midnight;  thus  two  men  work  10  hours  each 
day. 

One  Hundred  and  Seventy-seventh  Street  Tower — One  man  works  from  9  a.  m. 
until  7  p.  m.,  the  other  from  7  p.  m.  until  5  a.  m.,  and  an  extra  man  fills  in  the  other 
fgur  hours. 

Violations  of  the  acts  are  punishable  by  an  iAimediate  fine  of  not  less  than  $100  in 
each  case,  one  half  to  go  to  the  School  Fund  of  the  State  and  the  other  half  to  the 
informer. 

The  undersigned  does  hereby  respectfully  submit  to  you  these  cases  of  the  viola- 
tion  of  the  law,  and  sincerely  trusts  that  you  will  give  this  matter  your  kind  and  imme- 
diate attention.

Commissioner  Bassett  read  the  following  resolution  and  then  made  a  brief  state- 
ment regarding  it : 

Whereas,  The  Bridge  Department  has  compiled  data  showing  that  heavily  loaded 
vehicles  crossing  Brooklyn  Bridge  in  rush  hours  and  the  use  of  the  surface  tracks 
by  the  lighter  vehicles  are  one  of  the  main  causes  of  delays  and  slow  moving  of 
surface  cars  over  the  Brooklyn  Bridge,  and  these  findings  of  the  Bridge  Department 
having  been  confirmed  by  investigation  made  by  this  Board : 

Resolved,  That  this  Board  earnestly  recommends  to  the  Bridge  Commissioner 
as  a  means  of  increasing  the  usefulness  of  the  Brooklyn  Bridge  for  the  traveling 
public  in  rush  hours,  that  he  put  into  force  two  rules  substantially  as  follows : 

First — That  during  rush  hours,  from  7  to  9  a.  m.,  and  from  5  to  7  p.  m.,  no 
heavily  loaded  wagons  be  allowed  to  cross  the  Brooklyn  Bridge,  and 

Second — That  all  vehicles  crossing  the  Brooklyn  Bridge  •  during  these  hours  be 
required  to  keep  off  the  car  tracks. 

Commissioner  Bassett — "Inspection  during  the  last  two  months  has  discovered  that 
one  of  the  main  causes  for  tne  slow  movement  of  the  trolley  cars  in  rush  hours  is 
this  blocking  on  the  bridge  roadway  by  heavily  loaded  teams  that  break  down  and  by 
lighter  vehicles  that  get  on  the  tracks  between  the  electric  cars.  The  figures  of  the 
loss  of  time  caused  by  overloaded  trucks  show  that  in  July  192  minutes  of  stoppage 
was  caused  from  this  reason  alone,  and  a  total  of  stoppage  due  to  vehicular  trafEc 
on  the  bridge  amounted  to  367  minutes.  In  the  month  of  August  these  figures  were 
20  minutes,  due  to  overloaded  trucks  and  402  minutes  due  to  all  vehicular  traffic. 
Slow  movements  caused  by  vehicular  traffic  amount  to  as  much  more.  The  number 
of  overloaded  trucks  that  go  over  in  rush  hours  is  small,  averaging  only  about  eight 
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vehicles  during  a  single  rush  period,  but  out  of  those  eight  fully  loaded  vehicles,  there 
IS  very  great  liability  of  one  or  more  breaking  down  and  causing  the  delay  of  thousands 
of  people.    We   have    carefully   considered    whether    these    regulations   would    be    a 
hardship  to  the  truckmen  and  merchants  of  the  City,  and  have  concluded  that  as  the 
number  of  these  heavily  loaded  trucks  is  so  small  and  as  it  will  be  possible  for  them  to 
'  go  either  before  or  after  the  rush  hours  or  to  cross  the  other  bridge  or  ferries,  it  will 
benefit  the  greatest  number  to  promulgate  these  rules.    At  the  end  of  a  hard  day's 
work  the  hbrses  seem  to  be  in  a  weakened  condition  and  going  over  the  bridge  with 
its  high  grades  in  the  evening  rush  hours  causes  stoppages.     I  wish  to  say,  too,  that 
the  same  oflfenders  have  broken  down   one  time  after  another  and   in   some  cases 
it  has   almost   looked  as  though  they  depend  upon  getting  in  a   steep  part  of  the 
bridge  and  having  the  cars  push  them  over  with  the  help  of  poles  in  the  height  of  the 
rush  hours.    This  is  a  practice  that  can  so  easily  be  remedied  without  hardship  to 
many  that,  for  the  sake  of  the  travelling  public,  it  seems  entirely  right  to  put  it  into 
force.    We  have  conferred  with  the  Bridge  Commissioner  on  these  matters  and  are 
working  in  entire  harmony  with  him. 

In  the  case  of  the  lighter  vehicles,  the  trouble  is  that  they  dash  into  the  spaces 
between  the  trolley  cars  and  rim  ahead  and  then  cannot  find  an  opening  in  the  line 
of  trucks  to  get  out  and  into  the  stream  of  wagon  traffic  again,  and  the  number  of 
people  rushing  in  in  that  way  often  completely  fills  up  the  space  between  the  trolley 
cars,  destroying  all  freedom  of  movement  and  thus  obstructing  traffic.  Under  the 
Charter,  the  Bridge  Commissioner  is  the  one  to  promulgate  these  rules." 

Chairman  Willcox — "They  could,  however,  be  put  into  effect  by  the  Bridge  Com 
missioner." 

Commissioner  Bassett — "They  could  have  been,  and  will  be  if  the  Bridge  Com- 
missioner, as  he  no  doubt  will,  will  follow  our  suggestions  in  this  respect." 

Commissioner  Eustis — "I  think  he  has  power  to  keep  the  trucks  off  the  bridge  at 
all  times.    I  think  an  overloaded  truck  should  be  kept  off  at  all  times."  j 

Commissioner  Bassett — "We  are  not  using  the  words  'overloaded* — it  is  'heavily 
loaded.' " 

Chairman  Willcox — "Do  you  know  that  the  Bridge  Commissioner  has  any  rules 
relating  to  the  bridge  traffic?"  •  « 

Commissioner  Bassett — "Yes,  he  has." 

Chairman  Willcox — "But  nothing  to  affect  the  points  that  you  wish  to  make." 

Commissioner  Bassett — "There  is  nothing  that  substantially  affects  these  points."* 

It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  the  foregoing  resolution  be  adopted.

Sirs — In  the  prosecution  of  the  construction  of  the  subway  railroad  known  as  the 
Brooklyn  loop  lines  in  Manhattan,  through  Centre  street,  with  connections  to  Manhat- 
tan Bridge  by  way  of  Canal  street,  and  to  the  Williamsburg  Bridge  by  way  of  De- 
lancey street,  for  which  contracts  for  construction  only  were  let  by  t^e  late  Board  of 
Rapid  Transit  Railroad  Commissioners  just  prior  to  said  Board's  going  out  of  office. 
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pursuant  to  appropriations  and  approval  of  contracts  made  by  the  Board  of  Estimate 
and  Apportionment,  the  Public  Service  Commission,  for  the  First  District  now  finds 
that  it  is  necessary  to  pass  over  private  property  at  the  curve  at  Canal  street  and  at  the 
curve  at  Delancey  street  and  to  construct  stations,  in  some  cases,  in  private  property. 

The  appropriations  made  for  the  five  contracts,  known  as  the  Brooklyn  loop  con- 
tracts, by  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment,  are  distinctly  for  the  construction 
of  the  subway  railroad  and  for  the  construction  of  pipe  galleries  in  connection  there- 
with, and  no  part  of  the  appropriations  made  by  the  Board  of  Estimate  for  any  of  the 
said  contracts  is  for  the  acquisition  of  real  estate  necessary  for  the  construction  or 
operation  of  the  road. 

Under  the^plan  of  construction  the  roof  of  the  tunnel  h  so  near  the  surface  and 
some  of  the  structures  upon  parcels  on  the  curves  are  in  such  condition  that  to  support 
the  same  during  the  construction  of  the  railway  will  be  more  expensive  than  to  acquire 
the  property  to  construct  the  road  and  dispose  later  of  the  property,  if  desirable. 
Resolutions  for  the  institution  of  condemnation  proceedings  to  acquire  easements  for 
the  construction  and  operation  of  the  road  have  been  passed  and  transmitted  to  the 
Corporation  Counsel ;  but  a  purchase  of  parcels  at  private  sale  will  enable  the  work  of 
construction  to  be  sooner  advanced,  and  in  the  opinion  of  the  Commission,  be  a  saving 
of  expense  to  the  City  in  case  an  agreement  as  to  the  price  of  same  can  be  made. 

An  appraisement  of  the  value  of  the  parcels  of  property  on  the  curves  at  Canal 
and  Delancey  streets  has  been  procured  by  this  Commission  from  Douglas  Robinson, 
Charles  S.  Brown  &  Co.,  and  it  would  seem  from  such  appraisals  and  negotiations 
with  several  of  the  property  owners  that  the  cost  of  the  property  will  be  about  one 
million  dollars.  The  cost  of  station  easements  cannot  now  be  estimated  and  a  further 
acquisition  may  be  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  acquiring  all  of  them. 

It  is  provided  by  section  37  of  the  Rapid  Transit  act  that  for  the  purpose  of  pro* 
viding  the  necessary  means  to  pay  for  lands,  property,  rights,  terms,  privileges  and 
easements  which  shall  be  acquired  by  the  City  for  the  purposes  of  the  construction  and 
operation  of  such  road,  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment,  on  requisition  of 
the  Board  of  Rapid  Transit  Railroad  Commissioners,  shall  direct  the  Comptroller,  and 
it  shall  thereupon  become  his  duty  to  issue  the  bonds  of  the  said  City. 

The  Board  of  Rapid  Transit  Railroad  Commissioners  was  abolished  and  went  out 
of  office  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  chapter  429  of  the  Laws  oi  1907,  and  the  powers 
and  duties  of  the  said  Board  conferred  and  imposed  by  any  statute  of  the  State  are 
directed  to  be  exercised  and  performed  by  the  Public  Service  Commission  for  the  First 
District.

Dear  Sir — I  beg  to  acknowledge  receipt  of  your  letter  of  October  4,  with  copy  of 
letter  from  J.  J.  Kennedy,  manager  of  the  New  York  Mail  and  Newspaper  Transporta- 
tion Company,  acid  blue  print  O-CI15,  to  illustrate  application  for  permission  to  lower 
the  roof  of  the  subway  between  Bent  No.  755  and  Bent  No.  756,  at  One  Hundred  and 
Twenty-fourth  street  and  Lenox  avenue,  for  the  purpose  of  laying  pneumatic  mail  tubes 
across  the  same. 

I  beg  to  advise  that  the  distance  from  the  top  of  the  subway  to  the  surface  of  the 
street  is  unusually  small  at  this  place  and  we  were  obliged  to  raise  the  surface  of 
street  in  building  the  subway.  While  depressions  have  been  made  in  the  roof  of  the 
subway  for  the  passage  of  water  pipes,  etc.,  as  at  Sixty-sixth  street  and  Broadway, 
they  have  been  at  points  where  adequate  strength  could  be  maintained.  The  design 
shown  in  the  print  is  entirely  too  weak,  and,  if  a  depression  is  to  be  made  in  the  roof 
of  the  subway  to  accommodate  these  pipes,  the  strength  of  the  present  subway  should 
be  maintained.  No  depression  should  be  made  which  would  project  inside  the  interior 
roof  line,  and  the  design  and  workmanship  should  be  subject  to  our  approval.

The  Public  Service  Commission  for  the  First  District: 

Gentlemen — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication,  dated  October  16,  submitting 
to  me  a  copy  of  a  letter  from  the  Chief  Engineer's  office  and  also  one  from  the  Chief 
Engineer  of  the  Degnon  Contracting  Company,  and  a  copy  \of  the  opinion  of  the 
counsel  for  the  contractors. 

I  do  not  see  how  any  good  purpose  can  be  subserved  by  continuing  a  discussion 
regarding  the  rights  and  duties  of  the  contractor  and  the  City  under  the  contract 
I  was  familiar  with  and  had  examined  the  cases  referred  to  and  the  opinions  of  the 
Corporation  Counsel  and  the  Counsel  to  the  Board,  which  are  quoted  at  length  in  the 
opinion  of  the  contractors'  counsel,  and  took  them  into  consideration  when  I  rendered 
my  opinion.  It  is  true  that  no  City  Department  can  interfere  with  or  control  the 
work  of  the  subway  construction  carried  on  under  your  supervision  as  successor  to 
the  Board  of  Rapid  Transit  Railroad  Commissioners,  and  that  the  authority  of  the 
Commission  is  paramount  in  all  matters  of  construction  and  operation  of  the  sub- 
ways. Nevertheless,  the  Commission  has  no  means  at  its  command  of  placing  the 
contractor  in  the  physical  possession  of  abutting  private  property.  The  contractor 
construes  the  contract  as  imposing  a  duty  upon  the  City  of  placing  him  in  possession 
of  the  property.    I  have  pointed  out  an  ordinance  of  the  City  vesting  in  one  of  its 
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departments  power  so  to  do,  but  the  contractor  seems  to  think  it  should  be  ac- 
complished in  some  other  way.  If  he  is  right  that  the  City  has  assumed  this  duty, 
I  do  not  understand  why  he  hesitates  to  appeal  to  the  Department  of  the  City  which 
has  undoubted  power  in  the  premises.  The  paramount  power  vested  in  this  Com- 
mission over  control  of  subway  construction,  is  no  objection  to  the  Building  De- 
partment acting  if  this  Commission  so  desires. 

If  the  contractor  is  right  that  the  City  fails  in  its  duty,  the  contract  by  its  terms 
provides  his  exclusive  remedy,  namely,  a  claim  for  any  damages  which  he  may  suffer 
through  such  default  on  the  part  of  the  City.

Dear  Sirs — The  permit  for  construction  of  section  9-0-4,  Brooklyn  loop  line, 
having  been  issued  to  us  in  June  last  by  Chief  Engineer  Rice,  we  beg  to  inform  you 
that  we  have  only  found  it  practicable  to  commence  work  on  a  small  scale  between 
the  Bowery  and  Lafayette  avenue,  October  14,  1907. 

On  this  date  we  started  two  forces  excavating;  one  in  Elizabeth  street,  working 
west,  and  one  in  Mulberry  street,  working  west,  each  of  which  were  the  only  available 
directions  in  which  we  could  work. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  contract,  your  attention  is  respectfully 
directed  to  the  clause  pertaining  to  acquisition  of  real  estate.  Although  the  portion 
of  the  real  estate  between  Elizabeth  and  Mulberry  street  has  been  acquired  so  much 
of  the  buildings  stand  as  to  offer  serious  obstruction  to  our  progress  in  'planting'  the 
work,  which  we  propose  to  do  in  the  fashion  shown  by  plan  submitted  herewith. 

For  a  better  understanding,  we  submit  herewith  views  taken  October  16,  1907, 
wherein  the  small  black  circle  near  the  centre  of  each  indicates  the  line  of  the  sub- 
way structure.  The  red  circle  includes  the  number  of  the  views  which  are  explained 
on  the  back  of  each  respectively. 

Further,  by  reason  of  conflicting  circumstances,  involving  your  Commission  and 
the  Finance  Department,  the  failure  to  obtain  easements  in  proper  time,  we  contend 
that  though  the  permit  was  issued  to  commence  work  on  Section  9-0-4,  June  27,  1907, 
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"that  by  reason  of  our  inability  to  obtain  possession  thereof,  the  permit  is   either 
mot  in  force  or  else  we  are  entitled  to  an  extension  of  time  for  its  completion.

Dear  Sir— We  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the  refusal  of  the  Brooklyn  Rapid 
Transit  Company  to  issue  transfers  to  southbound  cars  on  Fifth  avenue  at  the  junction 
of  Bay  Ridge  avenue  and  Fifth  avenue,  to  passengers  from  the  Bay  Ridge  avenue  line 
from  Sixty-fifth  street  to  Ulmer  Park. 

On  Friday,  September  13,  at  12.13  p.  m.,  a  passenger  on  the  Bay  Ridge  avenue  line,, 
bound  east,  was  refused  a  transfer  to  Fort  Hamilton  at  the  junction  of  Bay  Ridge 
avenue  and  Fifth  avenue,  by  transfer  agent  No.  10792,  on  boarding  an  Eighty-sixth 
street  car  bound  south;  he  was  compelled  to  pay  additional  fare  or  threatened  with 
ejectment  by  conductor  No.  4248  of  the  Eighty-sixth  street  and  Fifth  avenue  line,  and 
it  was  paid  under  protest. 

We  believe  this  is  a  proper  transfer  point  under  the  intent  of  the  Railroad  Law, 

and  respectfully  request  that  you  take  such  action  as  may  be  necessary  to  enforce  the 

giving  of  transfers  at  this  point.

Street,  New  York  City : 

Dear  Sir — Now  that  the  construction  of  the  Fourth  avenue  subway  in  its  en- 
tirety has  been  definitely  decided  upon  by  the  Commission,  it  seems  fitting  at  this 
time  to  direct  your  attention  to  a  communication  from  this  Board  to  the  old  Bc-ard  of 
Rapid  Transit  Commissioners  under  date  of  January  4,  1907,  relative  to  a  change  in 
the  proposed  location  of  stations  south  of  Thirty-sixth  street. 

At  a  regular  meeting  of  the  West  End  Board  of  Trade,  held  December  31,  IQ06, 
it  was  resolved  that  we  petition  for  an  express  station  to  be  located  at  Si.xty-ninth 
street  (Bay  Ridge  avenue)  and  that  three  stations  be  located  between  the  express 
station  at  Thirty-sixth  street  and  the  suggested  Sixty-ninth  street  station. 

Suggested  locations  that  met  the  approval  of  the  members  of  the  Board  were  as 
follows : 

Forty-fourth  and  Forty-fifth  street  instead  of  Forty-seventh  to  Forty-eighth  street. 
Fifty-second  and  Fifty-third  street  additional  station. 

Sixtieth  to  Sixty-first  street  instead  of  Fifty-sixth  to  Fifty-seventh  street. 
•  Sixty-ninth  street  express  instead  of  Sixty-fifth  street. 
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In  the  'Brooklyn  Daily  Eagle'  of  October  2,  the  express  station  is  designated  at 
Sixty-eighth  and  Sixty-ninth  street,  which  we  presume  is  correct,  but  there  has  been 
no  other  change  made  to  equalize  distances,  and  if  this  be  right  (he  following  is  the 
result : 

Taking  the  stations  between  President  street  and  Thirty-sixth  street,  which  rep- 
resents a  section  by  itself,  there  is  a  station  on  an  average  of  every  8^  blocks. 

Between  Thirty-sixth  street  and  Sixty-eighth  street,  a  built  up  and  thickly  popu- 
lated section,  that  will  eventually  become  more  thickly  populated  than  the  first  named 
section,  the  stations  are  9^  blocks  apart.  The  section  between  Sixty-ninth  street  and 
One  Hundredth  street  has  a  station  every  y%  blocks.  This  is  the  most  sparsely  settled 
section  of  all  the  territory,  with  the  section  from  Ninety-second  street  to  the  bay,  oc- 
cupied almost  entirely  by  the  Government  Reservation  at  Fort  Hamilton. 

H  it  is  deemed  unwise  to  increase  the  number  of  stations  as  planned  by  the 
Engineers,  south  of  Thirty-sixth  street,  we  earnestly  recommend  for  your  consideration 
the  following  location  for  stations: 

Forty- fourth  street  to  Forty-fifth  street. 

Fifty-second  to  Fifty- third  street. 

Sixtieth  to  Sixty-first  street. 

Sixty-ninth  to   Seventieth  street. 

Seventy-eighth  to  Seventy-ninth  street. 

Eighty-sixth  to  Eighty-seventh  street. 

Ninety-ninth  Fo  One  Hundredth  street. 

— as  recommended  in  our  letter  of  January  4,  1907. 

Stations  placed  at  the  streets  mentioned  would  in  our  judgment  best  accommodate 
the  public  resident  along  the  line  of  route,  and  the  established  business  interests  of  the 
Eighth  and  Thirtieth  Wards. 

Our  Board  would  be  pleased  to  have  a  representative  or  Committee  appear  before 
you,  and  go  further  into  the  matter,  if  it  is  so  desired,  as  we  deem  the  location  of 
stations  highly  important,  and  not  to  be  finally  determined,  without  full  consideration 
and  knowledge  of  local  conditions.

Dear  Sir — At  a  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Zoological  Society, 
held  on  October  16,  copies  of  the  preliminary  plans  of  your  Architects,  showing  the 
latest  proposition  for  the  West  Farms  terminus  of  the  subway,  were  submitted  to  thf 
meeting  and  examined  with  great  interest. 

I  am  directed  to  acquaint  vou  with  the  fact  that  the  governing  body  of  the  Zoo- 
logical Society  cordially  approves  the  prch'minarv  design  that  has  been  prepared  by 
your  Engineers  and  Architects,  under  the  direction  of  Chief  Engineer  Rice.  The  Ex- 
ecutive Committee  earnestly  hopes  that  means  may  be  found  to  provide  the  additional 
fund  necessary  for  the  erection  of  the  structure,  as  shown  on  the  latest  plans. 

It  is  our  understanding  that  all  parties  in  interest  agree  that  the  new  station  shall 
be  located  between  One  Hundred  and  Eightieth  and  One  Hundred  and  Eighty-first 
streets,  stopping  short  of  the  southern  property  line  of  One  Hundred  and  Eighty-first 
street.  In  this  agreement  the  Zoological  Society  concurs,  and  we  hope  that  the  new 
location  may  be  formally  approved  and  fixed  by  your  honorable  body.

Dear  Sir — There  has  been  a  request  made  by  parties  interested  to  change  the  loca- 
tion Of  the  present  mail  tubes  on  Centre  street  to  another  street.  I  have  had  the  mat- 
ter investigated  and  have  requested  Division  Engineer  Clark  to  see  all  the  parties  in- 
terested and  report,  copy  of  which  report  is  appended.  This  report  clearly  shows  the 
desirability  of  having  the  change  made. 

The  request  first  came  from  the  Degnon  Contracting  Company,  who,  I  believe,  had 
a  consultation  with  the  New  York  Mail  and  Newspaper  Transportation  Company.  Mr. 
Clark's  report  fully  covers  the  ground. 

If  you  will  approve  of  the  change  as  requested  I  hope  you  will  be  able  to  take  im- 
mediate action  in  the  premises,  as  you  will  see  by  the  report  the  desirability  of  having 
the  work  done  before  the  first  of  December. 
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Accompanying  this  letter  is  a  blue  print  showing  the  subsurface  structures  along 
the  newly  proposed  line,  the  latter  being  indicated  generally  on  a  small  scale  in  red.

Mr.  George  S.  Rice,  Chief  Engineer: 

Dear  Sir — Under  date  of  September  27,  1907,  I  received  a  communication  from  the 
Degnon  Contracting  Company  (copy  of  which  I  inclose  herewith),  advising  me  of  the 
desire  of  said  company  to  locate  the  mail  tubes  which  are  now  in  Centre  street  on  an 
adjacent  street.  Upon  receipt  of  the  letter  above  referred  to  I  took  the  matter  up 
with  Mr.  J.  J.  Kennedy,  manager  and  one  of  the  directors  of  the  New  York  Mail  and 
Newspaper  Transportation  Company,  and  subsequently  with  the  Cranford  Company 
and  the  Bradley  Company.  1  also  prepared  a  drawing  (a  blue  print  of  which  I  inclose 
herewith)  showing  the  subsurface  structures  in  the  streets  through  which  it  was  pro- 
posed by  the  Degnon  Contracting  Company  to  relocate  the  mail  tubes.  The  reasons 
advanced  by  the  contractor  for  desiring  to  lay  the  mail  tubes  in  streets  other  than  those 
in  which  they  are  now  located  and  upon  which  the  subway  is  to  be  built,  were  as 
follows : 

(i)     The  difficulty  of  supporting  the  mail  tubes  during  construction. 

(2)  The  probable  necessity  of  moving  them  several  times  during  construction. 

(3)  The  possible  liability  of  the  contractor  by  reason  of  interference  with  the 
operation  of  said  tubes. 

I  have  had  a  number  of  conferences  with  Mr.  J.  J.  Kennedy,  manager  of  the  Mail 
Tube  Company,  who  has  assured  me  of  the  desire  of  his  company  to  have  the  mail 
tubes  laid  on  a  street  other  than  Centre  street,  his  reasons  being  as  follows: 

(i)  The  difficulty  of  maintaining  continuous  service  while  the  pipes  are  being 
supported  in  order  to  construct  the  subway.  Mr.  Kennedy  informs  me  that  the  con- 
tract of  his  company  with  the  United  States  Government  contains  a  provision  whereby 
a  penalty  amounting  to  $40  an  hour  becomes  effective  in  the  event  of  interference  or 
delay  in  the  operation  of  the  mail  tubes. 

(2)  Expense  involved  in  maintenance  of  the  tubes  after  the  subway  is  con- 
structed, by  reason  of  their  settlement  if  placed  in  backfilled  material,  with  the  con- 
tingent liability  of  the  penalty  above  referred  to.  As  you  are  aware,  the  mail  tubes,  if 
kept  on  Centre  street,  will  be  placed  in  the  pipe  galleries.  1  have  explained  this  fact 
to  Mr.  Kennedy  and  he  is  very  positive  that  if  the  mail  tubes  are  placed  in  the  galleries 
such  a  location  will  not  be  satisfactory  for  the  purposes  of  operation  as  if  laid  in  virgin 
ground.  Practical  experience  has  shown  that  where  the  mail  tubes  are  exposed  to  the 
atmosphere  at  times  of  cold  weather,  moisture  condenses  on  the  interior  of  the  tubes 
and  the  carriers  traveling  through  the  tubes  collect  this  condensation  until  a  point  is 
reached  where  the  accumulation  of  the  condensed  moisture  stops  the  carriers.     At  a 
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conference  which  I  attended  yesterday  morning  with  the  representatives  of  the  three 
contractors  engaged  on  the  work  of  the  Brooklyn  loop  lines,  it  was  agreed  by  said 
contractors  that  it  was  mutually  desirable  that  the  mail  tubes  be  laid  upon  the  follow- 
ing line: 

Beginning  at  a  point  north  of  Reade  street  the  mail  tubes  to  deflect  and  pass  into 
Park  street,  continuing  through  Park  street  to  its  intersection  with  Mulberry  street, 
thence  passing  along  Mulberry  street  to  Broome  street,  where  the  new  line  would  con- 
nect with  the  present  line. 

I  have  the  verbal  assurance  of  Mr.  Kennedy  of  the  Mail  Tube  Company  that  his 
company  desires  this  change  of  alignment  and  will  agree  to  it  and  co-operate  with  our 
contractors  in  every  way  to  have  such  change  effected.  Section  33  of  the  Rapid 
Transit  Act  contains  a  provision,  as  I  understand  it,  that  in  the  event  of  a  substructure 
being  relocate3  upon  or  under  a  street,  highway  or  public  place  other  than  that  upon 
which  the  rapid  transit  subway  is  being  built,  such  location  is  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  head  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  of  the  City.  I  have  gone  into  this  mat- 
ter with  Mr.  Tillson,  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways,  Department  of  Pub- 
lic Works,  of  the  Borough  of  Manhattan,  in  company  with  Mr.  Cranford,  representing 
the  three  contractors  interested  on  the  Brooklyn  loop  lines.  Mr.  Tillson  has  assured 
Mr.  Cranford  and  myself  verbally  that  provided  the  laying  of  the  mail  tubes  on  Park 
street  and  Mulberry  street,  as  proposed,  be  completed  by  December  i,  he  will  recom- 
mend to  Mr.  Thompson,  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works,  that  this  change  be  ap- 
proved. The  reason  for  setting  this  date  is  that  the  Highways  Department  desires  that 
the  street  surface  be  restored  before  cold  weather  sets  in.  It  is  therefore  of  the  utmost 
importance  that  the  question  of  locating  the  mail  tubes  on  Park  street  and  Mulberry 
street  be  presented  to  the  Public  Service  Commission  at  the  earliest  possible  moment 
and  by  them,  should  they  approve  of  this  change,  submitted  to  the  Commissioner  of 
Public  Works  for  his  approval,  to  the  end  that  the  work  of  laying  these  tubes  may  be 
begun  without  unnecessary  delay.  I  have  the  assurance  of  the  three  contractors  and 
also  of  the  manager  of  the  Mail  Tube  Company  that  a  formal  request  for  this  change 
will  be  made  to  me  in  writing  and  that  such  change  will  in  no  way  result  in  a  claim 
for  extra  wdrk  or  extra  compensation  by  reason  of  such  change. 

I  am  bringing  this  matter  to  your  attention  before  obtaining  their  written  reques* 
and  consent,  in  order  that  the  matter  may  be  passed  upon  by  the  Commission  and  by 
the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  expeditiously,  so  that,  should  it  be  generally  con- 
sented to,  the  work  can  be  begun  and  completed  before  December  i,  the  date  set  by 
the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways  as  a  condition  of  his  approval.

Dear  Sir — In  the  construction  of  the  subway  through  the  entire  length  of  Centre 
street  on  our  contract  the  two  8-inch  mail  tubes  will  be  displaced  by  the  new  structure 
and  will  have  to  be  relaid  in  a  new  location.  It  seems  to  us  that  it  will  be  very  diffi- 
cult to  find  a  satisfactory  location  for  these  tubes  over  the  roof  of  the  subway  struc- 
ture, especially  at  street  intersections,  and  the  problem  of  maintaining  these  tubes  in 
service  and  transferring  the  line  from  its  present  position  to  a  new  location  will  also 
be  a  difficult  one. 

It  therefore  seems  to  us  that  all  parties  interested  would  find  it  to  their  advantage 
to  have  a  new  location  designated  for  these  pipes  oflF  of  Centre  street,  in  which  case 
the  new  line  could  be  relaid  at  once  and  the  old  line  abandoned  through  Centre 
street. 

This  matter,  of  course,  would  be  of  equal  importance  to  the  Cranford  Company  as 
to  ourselves  and  would  affect  in  a  considerably  smaller  degree  the  work  to  be  done  by 
Mr.  Bradley  on  Section  i.  We  therefore  ask  that  you  would  take  this  matter  under 
consideration,  and  if,  on  investigation,  it  seems  to  you  advisable  to  relay  these  pipes 
on  some  street  other  than  Centre  street,  we  would  ask  that  you  survey  and  lay  out 
such  a  line.  We  suggest  for  this  new  line  that  a  departure  from  the  present  line  be 
made  at  Centre  and  Park  streets,  and  that  the  new  line  run  through  Park  street  and 
across  Mulberry  Bend  Park  and  through  Mulberry  street  to  a  junction  with  the  present 
mail  tubes  at  Broome  street. 

We  have  conferred  with  Mr.  J.  J.  Kennedy,  who  is  manager  for  the  New  York 
Mail  and  Newspaper  Transportation  Company,  and  we  believe  that  such  a  change  will 
be  acceptable  to  him  and  to  the  Company  owning  the  mail  tubes.

The  Hon.    William    R.    vVillcox^   Chairman,  Public   Service   Commission   for    the 
First  District: 

Dear  Sir — There  is  some  delay  in  our  getting  possession  of  the  property  on  De- 
lancey  street  extension  lying  just  east  of  Mulberry  street.  I  am  informed  by  Mr. 
Baldwin  of  the  Comptroller's  office,  who  has  this  matter  in  charge,  that  is,  for  tearing 
down  and  removing  the  building,  that  failure  to  get  immediate  possession  of  this 
property  is  due  to  a  question  as  to  whether  the  machinery  on  the  property  was  legally 
included  in  the  taking  and  whether  it  can  be  sold.  Mr.  Baldwin  informs  me  that  it 
has  been  referred  to  the  Corporation  Counsel  and  he  has  not  yet  received  a  decision  in 
the  matter. 

I  call  this  to  your  attention,  for  it  is  very  necessary  that  we  should  have  a  decision 
on  account  of  the  terms  of  our  contract  with  the  Bradley  Contracting  Company.  I  am 
of  the  opinion  that  a  communication  coming  direct  from  you  or  the  Commission  to  the 
Corporation  Counsel  or  to  the  Comptroller's  office,  notifying  them  of  the  urgency  of 
our  having  possession  of  this  property,  will  probably  greatly  facilitate  matters,  and 
would  ask  that  you  take  some  action  in  the  matter  if  you  consider  it  proper  to  in- 
terfere.

Commissioner  Maltbie — "Of  course,  every  member  of  the  Commission  is  aware 
that  various  suggestions  have  been  made  to  the  Commission  from  time  to  time  regard- 
ing amendments  of  this  act,  and  in  order  that  every  person  and  every  organization  be 
given  an  opportunity  to  present  their  recommendations,  and  in  order  that  no  action  be 
taken  by  the  Commission  until  full  and  thorough  discussion  has  been  had,  this  resolu- 
tion has  been  offered.    I  move  the  resolution  be  adopted."

Commissioner  Bassett  stated  that  he  had  received  an  opinion  from  the  Counsel  to 
the  Commission,  relative  to  fixing  the  grade  of  the  crossings  of  the  Long  Island 
Railroad  and  the  Sea  Beach  Railroad,  at  Sixty-fifth  street,  Borough  of  Brooklyn,  and 
that  the  Counsel  had  expressed  his  opinion  that  there  was  nothing  that  this  Com- 
mission could  be  called  upon  to  do,  until  the  street  had  been  declared  to  be  necessary 
by  the  City,  and  that  the  request  had  been  made  upon  this  Commission  by  the  City, 
throvigh  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment,  to  have  the  grade  crossings  fixed. 
Thereupon,  on  motion,  duly  seconded,  the  Secretary  was  directed  to  send  a  copy  of 
the  opinion  of  the  Counsel  to  the  Borough  President  of  Brooklyn. 


Commissioner  Maltbie  presented  the  following  report  and  order: 

To  the  Public  Service  Commission  for  the  First  District: 

Sirs — Upon  August  29  the  Commission  adopted  an  order  directing  that  an  inquiry 
be  held  upon  September  16,  to  determine  the  adequacy  of  the  service  and  equipment  of 
the  New  York  City  Railway  Company  upon  the  Broadway  line,  and  upon  certain  other 
lines  in  connection  therewith.  Accordingly,  a  hearing  was  held  and  evidence  taken  upon 
September  16.  The  hearing  was  continued  upon  September  23,  at  which  time  the  Com- 
mission received  notice  that  the  cars  upon  Broadway,  whose  southern  destination  was 
Houston  street — the  ones  primarily  affected  by  the  order — were  operated  by  the  Forty- 
second  Street,  Manhattanville  and  St.  Nicholas  Avenue  Railway  Company,  and  not  by 
the  New  York  City  Railway  Company.  This  was  the  first  notice  the  Commission  had 
had  of  this  fact,  and  as  the  original  notice  for  a  hearing  had  been  served  upon  the  New 
York  City  Railway  Company,  it  became  necessary,  in  order  to  make  the  procedure  valid, 
to  adjourn  it  and  serve  a  new  notice  upon  the  company  which  was  actually  operating 
the  cars. 

A  new  order  for  a  hearing  upon  October  7,  running  against  the  Forty-second  Street, 
Manhattanville  and  St.  Nicholas  Avenue  Railway  Company,  was  adopted  by  the  Com- 
mission on  September  25.  Upon  this  date — October  7 — the  hearing  relating  to  the 
New  York  City  Railway  Company  was  also  reopened,  and  the  agreement  between  the 
two  companies  entered  upon  the  records  of  each  hearing.  The  documents  submitted 
showed  that  the  agreement  had  expired,  but  that  it  was  being  continued  by  mutual 
consent.    Upon  October  9  the  two  hearings  were  merged,  and  further  evidence  taken. 
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Further  hearings  were  held  upon  October  14  and  October  16,  when  the  case  was  closed, 
at  the  request  of  the  railway  company. 

In  the  meantime  the  Commission  had  received  notice  that  receivers  had  been 
appointed  for  the  New  York  City  Railway  Company  by  Judge  Lacombe  of  the  United 
States  Circuit  Court,  and  that  the  operation  of  the  road  was  entirely  in  their  hands. 
Notice  of  the  hearing  was  served  upon  Messrs.  Joline  and  Robinson,  the  receivers,  and 
of  the  increase  of  the  service  proposed,  but  they  did  not  appear  either  personally  or  by 
counsel. 

The  evidence  presented  by  the  inspectors  of  the  Commission  and  Mr.  Oren  Root, 
general  manager  of  the  company,  shows  that  the  service  between  6  a.  m.  and  7  p.  m. 
has  not  been  sufficient  to  provide  seats  for  the  passengers;  that  many  cars  have  been 
switched  back  at  Houston  street  which  should  be  sent  through,  at  least  as  far  as  Murray 
street,  to  accommodate  the  traffic;  that  approximately  one-quarter  of  the  cars  switched 
back  at  Houston  street  should  be  sent  further  downtown,  at  least  to  Murray  street ;  that 
the  cars  which  have  been  run  through  to  South  Ferry  have  borne  no  destination  signs 
indicating  this  fact,  and  that  the  congestion  upon  other  cars  has  been  increased  because 
of  this  fact. 

Sufficient  data  are  not  available  at  this  moment  to  indicate  whether  the  service  upon 
the  lines  run  in  connection  with  the  Broadway  line  is  inadequate.  Further  observations 
will  not  be  taken,  but  an  order  may  be  issued  without  delay  in  relation  to  the  service 
on  Broadway,  south  of  Houston  street,  and  I  beg  to  recommend  the  adoption  of 
the  order  accompanying  this  report,  and  to  say  further  that  the  company  has  been  com- 
plying with  it  for  some  time,  so  far  as  the  increase  of  service  is  required. 

The  evidence  taken  in  these  hearings,  including  the  numerous  exhibits,  is  also  sub- 
mitted herewith.

street,  Manhattanville  and  St.  Nicholas  Avenue  Railway  Company  on  Broadway,  south 
of  Houston  street,  should  be  supplemented  in  the  particulars  hereinafter  set  forth: 

And  it  further  appearing  that  the  regulations,  practices,  equipment,  appliances 
and  service  of  the  Forty-second  street,  Manhattanville  and  St.  Niciiolas  Avenue  Rail- 
way Company,  in  respect  to  transportation  of  persons  in  the  First  District,  are  unjust; 
unreasonable,  improper  and  inadequate  in  that  destination  signs  showing  the  points 
of  destination  of  the  cars  are  not  provided  and  conspicuously«displayed  upon  each 
car  run  over  the  said  Broadway  line,  and  that  it  will  be  just,  reasonable  and  proper 
to  require  the  said  Forty-second  street,  Manhattanville  and  St.  Nicholas  Avenue  Rail- 
way Company  to  display  destination  signs  conspicuously  on  each  car  run  over  its 
Broadway  line: 
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Therefore,  on  motion  of  Abel  E.  Blackmar,  Esq.,  Counsel  to  the  Commission,  it  is 

Ordered,  That  the  service  of  the  Forty-second  street,  Manhattanville  and  St. 
Nicholas  Avenue  Railway  Company  be  supplemented  and  changed  as  follows: 

First — By  running  on  Broadway,  south  of  Houston  street,  at  least  as  far  as 
Murray  street,  no  less  than  one  car  in  every  four  cars  operated  by  it  south  of  Forty- 
sixth  street;  provided,  however,  that  between  the  hours  of  6  o'clock  and  9  o'clock  in 
the  morning,  daily  except  Sundays,  the  said  Forty-second  street,  Manhattanville  and 
St.  Nicholas  Avenue  Railway  Company  shall  run  south  of  Houston  street  at  least  as 
far  as  Murray  street  on  Broadway,  a  minimum  number  of  seventeen  cars;  and  that 
between  the  hours  of  9  o'clock  in  the  morning  and  4  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  daily 
except  Sundays,  the  said  railway  company  shall  run  south  of  Houston  street  at  least

Second — By  providing  and  conspicuously  displaying  on  each  car  run  over  its 
Broadway  line  a  destination  sign  which  shall  clearly  state  and  show  the  destination 
of  the  car,  and  it  is  further 

Ordered,  That  this  order  shall  take  effect  on  November  i,  1907,  and  it  is  further 

Ordered,  That  this  order  shall  continue  in  force  as  long  as  the  Forty-second 
Street,  Manhattanville  and  St.  Nicholas  Avenue  Railway  Company  operates  its  Broad- 
way cars  over  the  Broadway  tracks  of  the  New  York  City  Railway  Company,  but  in 
no  event  for  a  period  greater  than  two  years  from  and  after  the  taking  effect  of  this 
order^  but  without  prejudice  to  an  order  for  further  or  additional  hearings  and  action 
thereon  by  the  Commission  in  respect  of  anything  herein  prescribed  prior  to  the  ex- 
piration of  said  period  of  two  years,  and  it  is  further 

Ordered,  That  before  November  i,  1907,  the  said  Forty-second  Street,  Man- 
hattanville and  St.  Nicholas  Avenue  Railway  Company  notify  the  Public  Service  Com- 
mission for  the  First  District  whether  the  terms  of  this  order  are  accepted  and  will 
be  obeyed.

the  New  York  City  Railway;  and  proof  being  taken  and  by  adjournment  duly  had 
on  the  14th  day  of  October,  1907,  before  Mr.  Commissioner  Maltbie,  Abel  E.  Black- 
mar, Esq.,  appearing  for  the  Commission,  and  Daniel  W.  Patterson,  Esq.,  appearing 
for  the  New  York  City  Railway  Company,  and  proof  having  been  taken ; 

And  it  appearing  that  in  an  action  in  the  Circuit  Court  of  the  United  States 
for  the  Southern  District  of  New  York,  in  equity,  between  the  Pennsylvania  Steel 
Company  and  the  Degnon  Contracting  Company,  as  complainants,  and  the  New  York 
City  Railway  Company,  as  defendants,  an  order  was  duly  entered  appointing  Adrian 
H.  Joline,  Esq.,  and  Douglas  Robinson,  Esq.,  temporary  receivers  of  the  New  York 
City  Railway  Company; 

And  it  further  appearing  that  on  the  Sth  day  of  October,  1907,  the  said  receivers 
were  duly  served  with  notice  of  the  continued  hearing  in  this  matter,  held  at  the  of- 
fice of  the  Commission  on  October  9,  which  notice  advised  the  said  receivers  of  the 
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matters  upon  which  the  hearing  was  had,  and  extended  to  them  an  opportunity  to 
attend,  introduce  testimony  and  examine  and  cross-examine  witnesses; 

And  it  further  appearing  that  the  said  receivers  elected  not  to  attend  at  any  of 
the  hearings, 

Now,  it  being  made  to  appear  by  the  proceedings  upon  the  said  hearing  that 
the  service  of  the  New  York  City  Railw"ay  in  the  transportation  of  persons  in  the 
First  District  on  the  Broadway  line  has  been  and  is  unreasonable,  improper  and 
inadequate,  in  that  between  the  hours  of  6  in  the  morning  and  7  in  the  evening  the 
said  New  York  City  Railway  Company  does  not  run  enough  cars  on  Broadway,  south 
of  Houston  street,  reasonable  to  accommodate  the  traffic  offered  for  transportation 
to  it,  and  that  it  will  be  just,  reasonable  and  proper  that  the  said  service  of  the  New 
York  City  Railway  Company  on  Broadway,  south  of  Houston  street,  should  be  supple- 
mented in  the  particulars  hereinafter  set  forth  upon  the  lines  at  the  points  and  at  the 
times  so  hereinafter  set  forth: 

And  it  further  appearing  that  the  regulations,  practices,  equipment,  appliances  and 
service  of  the  New  York  City  Railway  Company  in  respect  to  transportation  of 
persons  in  the  First  District  is  unjust,  unreasonable  and  improper  and  inadequate 
in  that  destination  signs  showing  the  points  of  destination  of  the  cars  are  not 
provided  and  conspicuously  displayed  upon  each  car  run  over  the  said  Broadway  line, 
and  that  it  will  be  just,  reasonable  and  proper  to  require  the  said  New  York  City 
Railway  Company  to  display  destination  signs  conspicuously  on  each  car  run  over 
its  Broadway  line ; 

Therefore,  on  motion  of  Abel  E.  Blackmar,  Counsel  to  the  Commission,  it  is 

Ordered,  That  the  service  of  the  New  York  City  Railway  Company  on  its 
Broadway  lines  be  supplemented  and  changed  as  follows: 

First— By  running  on  Broadway,  south  of  Houston  street,  at  least  as  far  as 
Murray  street,  all  cars  operated  by  the  New  York  City  Railway  Company  on  its 
Broadway. lines,  between  the  hours  of  6  o'clock  in  the  morning  and  7  o'clock  in  the 
evening,  except  such  cars  as  may  be  disabled,  or  cars  on  which  repairs  may  be  im- 
mediately necessary. 

Second— By  providing  and  conspicuously  displaying  on  each  car  run  over  .nny 
of  its  Broadway  lines  a  destination  sign  which  shall  clearly  state  and  show  the  destina- 
tion c  f  the  cars. 

And  it  is  further 

Ordered,  That  this  order  shall  take  effect  on  November  i,  1907;  and  it  is  further 

Ordered,  That  this  order  shall  continue  in  force  for  a  period  of  two  yeajs 
from  and  after  the  taking  effect  of  the  same,  but  without  prejudice  to  an  order 
for  further  or  additional  hearings  and  action  thereon  by  the  Commission  in  respect 
to  anything  herein  prescribed,  prior  to  the  expiration  of  said  period  of  two  years; 
and  it  is  further 
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Ordered,  That  the  proyisions  of  this  order  shall  apply  to  and  be  binding  upon 
Adrian  H.  Joline  and  Douglas  Robinson  as  receivers  of  the  New  York  City  Railway 
Company,  and  shall  apply  to  and  be  binding  upon  their  successors  in  the  same 
manner  that  the  New  York  City  Railway  Company  would  be  bound  if  the  rcceivcfs 
were  not  in  possession ;  and  it  is  further 

Ordered,  That  before  November  i,  1907,  the  said  New  York  City  Railway 
Company  and  Adrian  H.  Joline  and  Douglas  Robinson,  as  receivers  of  the  New  York 
City  Railway  Company,  notify  the  Public  Service  Commission  for  the  First  Distrid 
whether  the  terms  of  this  order  are  accepted  and  will  be  obeyed. 

Commissioner  Maltbie — *'Now,  the  purpose  of  the  first  order  is  to  increase  <hc 
service,  as  shown  to  be  necessary  by  the  minutes  of  the  proceedings.  The  second 
order  is  for  the  purpose  of  preventing  any  change  being  made  in  the  schedule  so 
that  the  number  of  cars  directed  to  be  run  to  Murray  street  will  not  be  counterbalanced 
by  the  number  of  cars  taken  off  that  are  now  going  south  of  Houston  street.  The 
two  orders  arc  necessary,  one  to  supplement  the  other,  and  see  that  there  is  an  increase 
of  service."

Dear  Sir — I  have  just  received  a  report  from  our  engineer  advising  that  under 
the  permit  issued  by  Chief  Engineer  Rice  of  your  Commission,  the  Cranford  Com- 
pany are  laying  three  8-inch  pipes  through  Howard  street,  between  Lafayette  and 
Centre  streets.  These  pipes,  I  understand,  will  be  used  to  carry  the  compressed  air 
from  their  plant  which  will  be  operated  at  the  corner  of  Howard  and  Lafayette 
streets. 

The  Cranford  Company  failed  to  submit  their  plan  showing  the  proposed  location 
of  these  pipes,  and  I  believe  that  it  is  the  wish  of  your  Commission  that  all  such  plans 
be  examined  by  our  Engineer  before  the  work  is  commenced,  so  that  there  will  be  no 
interference  with  the  existing  water  mains  or  gates.

Hon.  William  R.  ,Willcox,  Chairman,  Public  Service  Commission,  First  District: 

Sir — I  beg  to  acknowledge  receipt  of  a  letter  from  the  Secretary  of  your  Com- 
mission, dated  October  3,  1907,  containing  a  copy  of  resolution  adopted  by  the  Public 
Service  Commission,  First  District,  at  a  recent  meeting  thereof,  as  follows: 

Resolved,  That  the  Corporation  Counsel  be  respectfully  requested  to  make  an 
inquiry  as  to  the  length  of  time  that  the  Commission  of  Appraisal  appointed  under 
the  Rapid  Transit  Act  to  condemn  easements  along  Joralemon  and  other  streets, 
in  the  Borough  of  Brooklyn,  has  been  in  existence,  and  the  amount  of  work  yet  to 
be  done  by  it,  and  the  length  of  time  that  it  will  probably  take  before  the  filing  of 
the  final  report,  all  to  the  end  that  this  important  condemnation  proceeding  may  be 
brought  to  a  close  as  soon  as  possible. 

Replying  to  the  request  contained  in  the  above  resolution,  I  beg  to  state  that 
by  an  order  of  the  Supreme  Court,  Second  Judicial  District,  dated  January  25,  1903, 
John  Lefferts,  Jr.,  William  Brennan  and  W.  C.  De  Witt  were  appointed  Commissioners 
of  Appraisal  to  ascertain  and  appraise  the  compensation  to  be  made  to  the  owners 
and  all  persons  interested  in  the  property  affected  by  the  acquisition  or  extinguish- 
ment by  The  City  of  New  York  of  a  permanent  and  perpetual  underground  right, 
easement  and  right  of  way  acquired  for  the  construction,  maintenance  and  operation 
in  perpetuity,  of  a  rapid  transit  railway  to  be  constructed  in  and  under  Joralemon

street,  from  a  point  therein  between  the  East  river  and  Furxnan  street  to  its  inter- 
section with  Fulton  street;  in  and  under  Fulton  street,  from  its  intersection  with 
Joralemoh  street  to  its  intersection  with  Flatbush  avenue;  in  and  under  Flatbush 
avenue,  from  its  intersection  with  Fulton  street  to  a  point  at  or  near  its  intersection 
with  Atlantic  avenue;  in  and  under  Fulton  street,  from  its  intersection  with  Jorale- 
mon  street  to  its  intersection  with  Court  street;  in  and  under  Court  street,  from 
its  intersection  with  Joralemon  street  to  its  intersection  with  Fulton  street,  in  the 
Borough  of  Brooklyn,  in  accordance  with  the  plans  therefor  adopted  by  the  Board 
of  Rapid  Transit  Railroad  Commissioners  on  the  23d  day  of  October,  1902. 

The  foregoing  statement  as  to  the  extent  of  the  proceeding  shows  that  it  affects 
a  large  amount  of  property  in  the  best  business  section  of  Brooklyn. 

Mr.  \V.  C.  De  Witt  declined  to  act,  which  necessitated  the  appointment  of  another 
Commissioner  in  his  place,  and  for  this  reason  the  Commissioners  did  not  commence 
taking  testimony  until  the  30th  day  of  October,  1903. 

In  May,  1904,  William  Brennan  and  Thomas  J.  McKenna  resigned  as  such  Com- 
missioners, which  necessitated  the  appointment  of  new  Commissioners  in  their 
places. 

By  an  order  dated  June  29,  1904,  Hern/anus  B.  Hubbard  and  Thomas  J.  Redmond 
were  appointed  such  new  Commissioners,  and  on  June  30,  1904,  the  Commission  pro- 
ceeded with  the  taking  of  testimony. 

In  July,  190S,  John  Lefferts,  Jr.,  died,  and  by  an  order  dated  August  6,  1905, 
T.  Ellett  Hodgskin  wAs  appointed  a  Commissioner  and  filed  his  oath  of  office  on 
August  15,  1905. 

As  the  proceeding  affected  a  large  amount  of  very  valuable  property  in  the 
heart  of  the  business  section  of  Brooklyn,  the  owners  of  which  possessed  different 
rights  in  the  streets,  on  which  their  respective  properties  abutted,  the  Commissioners, 
after  taking  considerable  testimony,  decided  to  select  three  separate  cases,  each 
involving  different  rights  of  claimants  to  be  passed  upon  by  them  and  made  a 
decision  in  each  case  and  included  these  three  cases  in  a  separate  report,  which 
they  made  on  November  28,  1905.  The  understanding  between  the  Commissioners 
and  the  attorneys  representing  the  claimants  and  the  City  was  that  an  appeal 
would  be  taken  from  an  order  of  Special  Term  confirming  this  report  in  order  that 
the  principles  involved  should  be  determined  by  the  Appellate  Division,  which  might 
simplify  the  questions  which  the  Comrhissioners  were  called  upon  to  decide. 

The  report  so  made  passed  upon  the  claims  for  damage  made  by  Wilhelmus 
Mynderse,  John  Notman  and  George  B.  Abbott,  each  of  whom  possessed  different 
rights  in  the  land  in  the  bed  of  the  street  upon  which  their  respective  lots  abutted. 

The  report  so  made  was  confirmed  by  Mr.  Justice  Burr  on  May  31,  1906,  and  an 
appeal  was  taken  therefrom  on  June  7,  1906,  by  Wilhelmus  Mynderse;  on  June  12, 
1906,    by   John    Notman;    on    June    14,    1906,    by    George    B.    Abbott;    on    June    18, 
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i9o6,  by  The  City  of  New  York,  and  on  June  25,  1906,  by  Hermanus  B.  Hubbard, 
Thomas  J.  Redmond  and  T.  Ellett  Hodgskin,  as  Commissioners  of  Appraisal,  the 
appeal  by  the  Commissioners  being;  taken  from  that  part  of  the  order  denying  their 
application  for  an  extra  allowance  as  such  Commissioners. 

During  the  summer  and  fall  of  1906,  the  case  on  appeal  was  prepared  by  the 
Corporation  Counsel  and  submitted  to  the  attorneys  for  the  several  claimants.  The 
papers  on  appeal  were  returned  to  this  office  in  November,  1906,  and  were  being 
printed  when  information  was  received  of  the  death  of  Mr.  Mynderse,  which  occurred 
on  November  15,  1906. 

Mr.  Mynderse  left  a  will  which  was  subsequently  proved  before  the  Surrogate 
of  Kings  County  and  letters  testamentary  issued  to  his  widow,  Hannah  G.  Mynderse, 
as  executrix  thereunder.  This  office  requested  Messrs.  Butler,  Notman  and  Mynderse, 
the  attorneys  of  record,  to  enter  an  order  substituting  Hannah  G.  Mynderse  as 
executrix  in  place  of  her  husband,  to  whom  one  of  the  awards  had  been  made,  so 
that  the  executrix  should  be  found  by  the  judgment  to  be  entered  upon  the  appeal 

The  attorneys  for  the  executrix  failed  to  enter  such  an  order  and,  on  January  4, 
1907,  Mr.  Harris,  the  assistant  in  charge  of  this  proceeding,  prepared  the  necessary 
affidavit  and  order  of  substitution  and  sent  the  same  to  Mr.  Notman,  one  of  the 
attorneys.    Before  this  order  was  entered  Mr.  Notman  died,  on  January  6,  1907.  • 

Considerable  delay  resulted  from  the  death  of  Mr.  Notman  before  his  will  was 
probated  and  an  order  entered  substituting  Anna  Warren  Notman,  his  widow,  and 
others,  as  executors  of  his  will,  such  order  of  substitution  not  being  entered  until 
May  31,  1907. 

Thereafter  the  papers  on  appeal  were  completed  and  printed  and  served  by  this 
office  on  August  i,  1907. 

The  appeal  is  on  the  calendar  of  the  Appellate  Division,  Second  Department, 
for  November,  and  it  is  expected  that  the  appeal  will  be  argued  in  November,  1907. 

Since  the  making  of  their  report  on  November  28,  1906,  the  Commissioners  have 
proceeded  to  take  proof  of  title  of  the  numerous  claimants  along  the  line  of  the  road, 
and  practically  all  of  the  titles  of  property  affected  by  the  proceeding  have  been 
proved,  so  that  when  the  decision  of  the  Appellate  Division  is.  made,  proof  of  damage 
can  be  proceeded  with  as  to  the  remainder  of  the  claims  at  once. 

Until  the  decision  of  the  appeal  by  the  Appellate  Division  it  will  be  impossible 
to  even  approximately  estimate  the  probable  length  of  time  required  to  complete 
the  proceeding. 

As  soon  as  a  decision  is  made  on  the  appeal,  I  shall  inform  you  as  to  the  result 
thereof  and  its  effect  on  the  further  proceedings  before  the  Commissioners.  After 
the  appeal  is  decided  the  trial  of  the  remaining  claims  will  be  taken  up  and  prose- 
cuted vigorously  and  the  proceeding  brought  to  a  close  at  the  earliest  possible  date.

The  Secretary  stated  that  the  Commission,  under  date  of  October  9,  1907,  adopted 
Order  No.  30,  directing  that  a  copy  of  the  complaint  of  John  E.  Thompson  be  trans- 
mitted to  the  Union  Railway  Company  and  the  Interborough  Rapid  Transit  Company; 
that  the  order  and  copy  of  complaint  were  duly  transmitted  to  the  said  companies; 
and  that  acknowledgment  of  their  receipt  on  October  12  was  duly  made  by  the  Union 
Railway  Company  and  of  their  receipt  on  October  14  by  the  Interborough  Rapid 
Transit  Company;  and  that  the  said  complaint  alleged  that  it  was  possible  to  go  by 
way  of  subway,  New  York  City  and  Interborough  Rapid  Transit  lines  to  Westchester 
for  8  cents,  but  to  return  cost  10  cents.

Interborough   Rapid   Transit   Company,   answering   the   complaint   in  the   above 
entitled  proceeding,  respectfully  shows  to  the  Commission  and  alleges  as  follows : 
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First — By  the  provisions  of  a  contract  between  Interborough  Rapid  Transit  Com- 
pany and  the  New  York  City  Interborough  Company  a  coupon  ticket  is  sold  at  stations 
on  the  lines  of  the  Interborough  Rapid  Transit  Company  for  8  cents,  which  entitles 
the  holder  to  ride  over  the  lines  of  both  companies  northward.  In  like  manner  the 
conductors  of  the  New  York  City  Interborough  Company  sell  for  8  cents  a  coupon 
ticket  which  entitles  the  holder  to  ride  southbound  over  the  lines  of  both  companies. 

Transfers  between  the  Union  Railway  Company  and  the  New  York  City  Inter- 
borough Company  are  issued  to  passengers  paying  one  full  fare  of  5  cents.  It  has 
been  the  practice  for  the  New  York  City  Interborough  conductors  to  issue  transfers 
good  on  the  Union  Railway  Company's  lines  to  passengers  coming  from  the  subway, 
holding  a  coupon  of  the  8-cent  ticket  good  on  the  New  York  City  Interborough  Com- 
pany's lines.  Passengers  originating  on  the  Union  Railway  Company's  lines  going 
downtown  pay  5-cent  fare  to  the  Union  Railway  conductors,  who  issue  a  transfer 
to  the  New  York  City  Interborough  Company,  but  the  New  York  City  Interborough 
Company  conductors  cannot  issue  a  ticket  good  over  the  Interborough  Rapid  Transit 
Company's  lines  on  a  transfer  from  the  Union  Railway  Company.  Therefore,  the 
passenger,  on  arrival  at  junction  point  of  the  Interborough  Rapid  Transit  Company's 
lines  is  obliged  to  pay  an  additional  fare  of  5  cents  to  continue  his  journey  southbound 
on   the    Interborough   lines,   making   a   total   of    lo  cents   for   his   journey   over   the 

three  lines. 

• 

The  two  surface  companies  transfer  between  each  other  for  a  single  fare  of 
5  cents  in  either  direction.  Interborough  Rapid  Transit  Company  transfers  to  the 
New  York  City  Interborough  Company  in  either  direction  on  an  8-cent  fare,  but 
the  Union  does  not  extend  to  the  subway  at  this  point,  and  has  no  transfer  arrange- 
ment with  Interborough  Rapid  Transit  Company;  hence  the  discrepancy  in  rates. 

Second — Interborough  Rapid  Transit  Company  denies  that  it  violates  any  pro- 
vision of  the  law  or  of  the  terms  and  conditions  of  its  franchise,  or  any  order  of 
this  Commission,  and  alleges  that  its  arrangements  of  transfers,  by  which  passengers 
may  travel  over  the  subway  route  of  its  railroad  and  the  route  of  the  New  York  City 
Interborough  Railway  Company,  in  either  direction,  for  a  single  fare  of  8  cents,  in  all 
respects  conform  to  the  law  and  to  the  franchise  obligations  of  the  respective  com- 
panies. 

Third— Interborough  Rapid  Transit  Company  respectfully  asks  for  a  hearing 
and  an  opportunity  to  present  evidence  and  argument  in  support  of  this  its  answer, 
and  that  a  date  be  set  for  such  hearing  at  a  time  which  will  allow  a  reasonable  oppor- 
tunity to  prepare  such  evidence  and  arguments.

Interborough  Rapid  Transit  Company,  answering  the  complaint  in  the  above 
entitled  proceeding,  respectfully  shows  to  the  Commission  as  follows : 

First — Defendant  admits  that  at  the  uptown  Cortlandt  street  station  of  its  Ninth 
avenue  elevated  road  there  is  only  one  stairway  leading  to  the  street,  as  alleged  in 
the  complaint  herein. 

Second — Defendant  alleges  that  for  some  time  past  it  has  been  negotiating  to 
acquire  the  necessary  legal  rights  and  consents  to  erect  a  stairway  leading  to  said 
station  from  the  northerly  side  of  Cortlandt  street,  but  that  certain  abutting  property 
owners  have  refused  to  give  to  defendants  necessary  consents  to  erect  an  additional 
stairway  at  said  point. 

Third — ^Defendant  further  alleges  that  on  or  about  the  ist  day  of  July,  1907,  the 
Attorney  General  of  the  State  of  New  York  commenced  mandamus  proceedings  to 
compel  the  defendant  to  erect  an  additional  stairway  at  said  point;  that  said  pro- 
ceedings were  adjourned  with  the  consent  of  the  Attorney  General  and  of  the  Court, 
with  the  understanding  that  the  defendant  should  at  once  commence  condemnation 
proceedings  to  acquire  the  easements  necessary  to  erect  an  additional  stairway  at 
said  point;  that  pursuant  to  said  understanding  the  defendant  has  proceeded  with  all 
diligence  to  commence  condemnation  proceedings,  and  has  been  delayed  only  because 
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of  the  difficulty  of  securing  proper  service  on  all  the  necessary  parties  to  this  pro- 
ceeding;  that  upon  a  report  of  these  facts  to  the  Attorney  General  he  has  stipulated 
that  the  said  mandamus  proceeding  should  be  adjourned  to  November  i,  1907. 

Fourth — Defendant  further  alleges  that  it  is  anxious  to  erect  an  additional  stair- 
way to  the  Cortlandt  street  station  at  said  point,  but  that  it  is  impossible  for  it  to  do  so 
until  it  has  acquired  the  necessary  easements,  and  that  defendant  is  proceeding  with 
all  diligence  to  acquire  the  necessary  easements  by  condemnation  proceedings. 

Wherefore,  defendant  asks  that  action  in  the  premises  be  postponed  until  the  final 
determination  of  such  proceedings,  and  that  ij  may  be  given  an  opportunity  to  present 
evidence  and  arguments  in  support  of  this  its  answer,  and  that  a  date  be  set  for  such 
hearing  at  a  time  which  will  allow  a  reasonable  opportunity  to  prepare  such  evidence 
and  arguments.

The  Secretary  stated  that  the  Commission  on  October  11,  1907,  had  adopted 
Order  No.  35,  ordering  that  the  complaint  of  the  officers  of  the  Twenty-eighth  Ward 
Board  of  Trade  be  sent  to  the  Brooklyn  Union  Elevated  Railroad  Company  to  satisfy 
or  answer  within  ten  days;  that  the  order  and  copy  of  the  complaint  were  duly  sent; 
that  acknowledgment  of  their  receipt  by  the  company  on  October  14  was  duly  made 
by  said  company;  that  the  said  complaint  covered  the  following  points: 

Inadequate  service  on  Sundays  and  holidays  throughout  the  entire  system. 

That  platforms  be  lengthened  to  accommodate  eight-car  trains. 

That  through  trains  be  run  from  Broadway  ferries  to  Cypress  Hills. 

That  exits  at  Gates  avenue  and  Halsey  street  stations  are  inadequate. 

That  reconstruction  of  Broadway  elevated  has  cut  down  the  clearings  in  the  road- 
way. 

That  Marcy  and  Driggs  avenue  stations  are  not  guarded  by  station  men. 

That  Lexington  avenue  trains  be  ruti  as  far  as  Manhattan  Junction  during  rush 
hours. 
V     That  all  rush  hour  trains  have   six  cars. 

That  there  be  a  rearrangement  of  Cypress  Hills  terminal,  so  that  trolleys  and 
elevated  may  be  on  the  same  level. 
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That  trains  after  rush  hours  be  run  at  more  frequent  intervals  on  Lexington  avenue 
line. 

That  time  tables  be  displayed  at  Manhattan  end  of  Bridge.    ^ 

That  stations  at  Tillary  street  and  Lafayette  avenue  be  reopened  or  removed. 

That  transfers  be  given  between  Fifth  avenue  elevated  and  Fulton  street  system.

Dear  Sir — The  Brooklyn  Union  Elevated  Railroad  Company  hereby  submits  its 
answer  in  the  matter  of  Order  No.  35,  being  complaint  of  Albert  Firmin,  C.  M. 
Sheehan  and  Joseph  Schreiber  on  behalf  of  the  Twenty-eighth  Ward  Board  of  Trade. 

I  beg  to  take  up  the  matters  mentioned  therein  seriatim. 

We  will  arrange  for  the  operation  of  trains  on  Sundays  and  holidays  as  may 
be  necessary  to  adequately  care  for  traffic. 

The  interval  on  lines  leading  to  the  Brooklyn  Bridge  during  the  middle  of  the 
day  is  7%  minutes.  No  material  decrease  in  this  interval  can  be  made  if  all  of  these 
lines  are  to  be  handled  in  the  Park  row  terminal  for  the  entire  period  of  non-rush 
service.  To  the  extent  that  the  present  service  may  at  any  time  be  inadequate  it  ivould 
be  possible  to  add  sufficient  cars  to  the  respective  trains,  which  will  be  done. 

More  than  two  years  ago  the  work  of  extending  elevated  platforms  was  begun 
in  anticipation  of  being  able  to  operate  six-car  trains  into  bridge  terminals.  These 
extensions  are  completed  and  the  stations  will  be  able  to  accommodate  trains  of  that 
length  as  soon  as  arrangements  at  the  bridge  ends  will  enable  their  operation.  We 
shall  endeavor  to  put  ourselves  in  shape  to  handle  eight-car  trains  as  soon  as  the 
service  requires  and  terminal  facilities  make  possible  such  operation. 

Terminal  facilities  at  Cypress  Hills  are  such  that  we  believe  that  the  interval 
would  be  very  irregular  if  it  was  attempted  to  operate  both  Broadway  and  Lexington 
avenue  trains  into  this  terminal  throughout  the  day. 

As  s«on  as  it  is  necessary  to  operate  eight-car  trains  on  the  Broadway  elevated 
line,  the  station  platforms  will,  as  is  above  stated,  be  extended,  at  which  time  it  will 
be  necessar>'  to  reconstruct  the  station  buildings  and  stairways  at  Halsey  street  and 
Gates  avenue,  when  provision  will  be  made  for  additional  stairways  and  exits.  The 
present  stairways  are  only  crowded  for  a  short  period  in  the  morning. 

The  detail  of  reinforcing  work  on  Broadway  is  Required  in  order  to  provide  ade- 
quate strength  for  the  operation  of  heavy  equipment. 

There  does  not  appear  to  be  any  necessity  for  employment  of  platform  men  or 
guards  at  Driggs  and  Marcy  avenue  stations,  westbound. 
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Trains  going  to  New  York  in  the  morning  start  from  Gates  avenue  because  at 
the  interval  at  which  they  are  run  they  are  fully  loaded  at  stations  between  Gates 
avenue  and  New  York,  and  there  would  be  no  reason  for  starting  them  from  a  point 
beyond  Gates  avenue.  It  is  impossible  to  add  more  trains  at  the  present  time  on  ac- 
count  of  the  congestion  in  Adams  street  and  Myrtle  avenue.  In  the  evening  rush 
hours  trains  originally  sent  to  Gates  avenue  only,  are  now  being  sent  to  Manhattan 
Junction,  as  suggested. 

Very  careful  consideration  was  given  to  the  selection  of  stations  on  Lexington 
avenue  for  express  stops,  and  we  do  not  think  that  the  reason  advanced  in  the  com- 
plaint will  outweigh  the  reports  of  traffic  upon  which  the  selection  was  based.  The 
present  operation  is  apparently  satisfactory  to  the  majority  of  our  passengers. 

The  trains  of  the  Lexington  avenue  line  in  both  morning  and  evening  rush 
hours  now  consist  of  six  cars. 

The  relation  physically  between  surface  tracks  and  elevated  tracks  at  Cypress 
Hills  does  not  permit  oi  a  satisfactory  transfer  station  without  using  stairways  in 
a  manner  similar  to  the  present  arrangement.  In  addition  to  this,  it  is  believed  that 
better  arrangements  can  be  provided  and  a  more  direct  route  obtained  by  taking 
Jamaica  and  Richmond  Hill  traffic  by  means  of  trolley  cars  to  Ridgewood,  there  trans- 
ferring to  the  elevated  line  at  the  grade  of  elevated  tracks. 

With  very  few  exceptions  our  present  midnight  service  consists  of  two-car  trains, 
and  all  lines  are  operated  under  a  thirty-minute  headway,  but  on  account  of  many 
of  these  lines  operating  over  common  tracks  to  certain  points  in  Brooklyn,  a  fifteen 
minute  interval  is  provided  for  this  portion  of  the  route  and  for  certain  lines  less 
than  a  fifteen-minute  interval;  i.  e.,  on  Fulton  street,  from  New  York  to  Franklin 
avenue,  a  fifteen-minute  interval  is  provided  through  the  operation  of  the  Brighton 
Beach  and  Fulton  street  lines  on  these  tracks  between  those  points. 

On  Fifth  avenue,  less  than  a  fifteen-minute  interval  is  provided  to  Thirty- sixth 
street,  and  in  New  Utrecht  avenue,  fifteen-minute  interval  is  provided  to  Sixty-second 
street. 

On  Myrtle  avenue  an  interval  of  fifteen  minutes  or  less  is  provided  from  New 
York  to  Grand  avenue.  The  territory  between  Lexington  avenue  and  Myrtle  avenue, 
and  between  Grand  avenue  and  Broadway  is  served  by  both  the  Lexington  avenue 
and  Myrtle  avenue  lines  by  a  short  walk  from  each  line,  but  giving  this  territorj'  a 
fifteen-minute  interval. 

The  territory  around  East  New  York  and  between  the  Cypress  Hills  line  and 
Fulton  street  line  is  served  by  a  thirty-minute  interval  on  both  the  Cypress  Hills 
line  and  the  Fulton  street  line. 

It  therefore  seems  that  mqst  of  our  territory  is  supplied  with  elevated  service 
on  a  fifteen-minute  interval  after  midnight.  In  any  case  a  reduction  in  intervals  would 
require- the  operation  of  one-car  trains  or  the  operation  of  two-car  trains  in  excess 
of  their  requirements. 
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Time  tables,  etc.,  could  be  posted  as  suggested  at  the  Manhattan  end  of  the 
Brooklyn  Bridge,  but  on  account  of  the  great  number  of  lines  and  the  numerous 
signs  now  displayed  there  it  is  doubtful  whether  they  would  be  of  any  great  value 
to  anyone  not  familiar  with  the  lines,  and  the  information  would  probably  be  unneces- 
sary to  those  who  are  familiar  with  the  schedules.  The  leaving  time  of  trains  after 
midnight  is  shown  on  cards  which  are  posted  at  different  points  in  terminals  and  sta- 
tions. 

The  frequency  of  trains  during  the  day  would  not  apparently  require  the  posting 
of  schedules.  , 

After  local  bridge  service  has  been  adandoned  and  specific  platforms  are  used 
for  specific  lines,  it  is  believed  that  the  posting  of  schedules  or  the  maintaining 
of  a  dial  for  "next  train  out"  might  be  of  some  value. 

The  platform  in  Tillary  street  has  been  left  in  position  on  account  of  some  possi- 
ble use  in  the  future.  There  is  no  immediate  use  for  this  platform  and  it  can  be 
removed  if  thought  necessary. 

The  station  at  Lafayette  avenue  should  not  at  the  present  time  be  placed  into 
service  on  account  of  being  located  at  the  foot  of  a  heavy  grade  and  the  amount 
of  traffic  originating  at  this  point  not  warranting  stopping  trains  there.  We  believe, 
however,  th'at  the  station  should  be  left  in  place  with  a  view  to  using  it  at  some 
future  date.  It  possibly  will  be  required  after  the  Academy  of  Music  has  been  com- 
pleted. 

As  soon  as  the  plans  for  the  approach  and  connection  with  the  Manhattan  Bridge 
and  the  question  of  operating  trains  oVfer  this  structure  is  definitely  settled  this  com- 
pany will  undertake  to  provide  such  rearrangement  of  tracks  and  stations  at  Fulton 
street  and  Flatbush  avenue  as  may  be  best  calculated  to  meet  the  requirements. 

With  the  present  arrangement  of  tracks  and  structures  at  Flatbush  avenue  and 
Fulton  street  it  is  impossible  to  build  the  staircase  as  suggested  without  a  complete 
reconstruction  at  that  point,  which,  we  believe,  would  not  be  warranted  in  view  of  the 
probability  of  the  early  rearrangement  above  referred  to. 

In  certain  cases  where  we  have  found  it  impracticable  to  comply  with  the  sug- 
gestion of  the  complainants,  and  have  submitted  our  objections  thereto,  we  shall  be 
very  glad  to  receive  further  suggestions  in  view  of  the  objections  as  offered. 

We  further  believe  that  many  of  the  conditions  above  referred  to  will  be  greatly 
relieved  with  the  inauguration  of  through  elevated  operation  over  the  Brooklyn 
Bridge  and  the  proposed  rearrangement  of  our  schedules  and  the  addition  to  the 
service  of  loo  new  elevated  cars  which  are  now  being  delivered. 

In  accordance  with  Rule  No.  8  of  the  Commission,  copy  of  this  letter  has  been 
served  by  mail  upon  the  complainants.

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The  elevated  lines  perform  their  function  best  and  with  most  advantage  to  the  public 
in  carrying  the  so-called  long  distance  travel,  and  it  would  be  found  in  practice  that 
any  attempts  to  transfer  between  surface  and  elevated  at  Nostrand  avenue,  especially 
in  rush  hours,  would  inevitably  hamper  and  delay  rather  than  convenience  and  facili- 
tate the  movement. 

Under  present  arrangements  we  believe  good  accommodations  are  provided  by  the 
Brooklyn  Heights  and  other  companies  operating  in  the  Nostrand  avenue  section. 

With  the  present  limited  bridge  accommodations,  it  is  now,  as  you  are  aware,  with 
the  greatest  diflSculty  that  we  are  able  to  handle  the  through  traffic  in  Fulton  street 
during  rush  hours,  and  while  the  suggested  transfer  might  at  first  glance  commend 
itself  to  one  not  acquainted  with  the  conditions  with  which  we  have  to  deal,  we  are 
confident  that  a  careful  study  of  the  subject  would  convince  you  that  from  the  point 
of  view  alone  of  the  public  welfare  it  should  not  be  attempte^d.

Our  present  schedule  for  the  route  in  question  provides  between  the  hours  of 
4  p.  m.  and  7  p.  m.  a  total  of  103  cars,  60  destined  to  WyckoflF  avenue  and  43  to  Halsey 
street  and  Broadway. 

We  now  operate  the  through  route  to  New  York  via  Vanderbilt  avenue,  the  cars 
not  making  use  of  Fulton  street.  As  a  result  users  of  the  local  line  in  Brooklyn  do 
not  have  as  free  use  of  through  cars  to  WyckoflF  avenue  as  will  be  possible  when  the 
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Livingston  street  line  is  put  into  complete  operation,  when  all  cars  of  this  line  will  be 
operated  through  Livingston  and  Fulton  streets,  with  result  that  local  travel  will  have 
the  use  of  additional  through  cars  to  Wyckoff  avenue. 

It  is  our  belief  that  full  use  is  made  of  the  facilities  now  available.  The  employee 
in  charge  at  Broadway  and  Houston  street  is  instructed  to  send  cars  through  to 
Wyckoff  avenue  in  case  of  delay,  and  we  are  unable  to  ascertain  definitely  the  reason 
for  apparent  failure  to  following  these  instructions  in  the  case  cited.

Third — Defendant  admits  that  certain  men  employed  in  certain  of  the  towers 
described  in  the  complaint  herein  are  on  duty  more  than  eight  hours  a  day  in  a  day 
of  twenty-four  hours,  but  the  defendant  further  alleges  that  none  of  said  men  performs 
any  of  the  duties  of  the  classes  of  employees  described  in  chapter  627  of  the  Laws 

of  1907,  and  that  the  employment  of  said  towerman  is  not  in  violation  of  any  of  the 
provisions  of  said  Act. 

Wherefore,  Interborough  Rapid  Transit  Company  respectfully  asks  for  a  hearing 
and  an  opportunity  to  present  evidence  and  argument  in  support  of  this,  its  answer, 
and  that  a  date  be  set  for  such  hearing  at  a  time  which  will  allow  a  reasonable  op- 
portunity to  prepare   such  evidence  and   arguments.

Dear  Sir — Complaint  is  hereby  made  against  the  Brooklyn  Rapid  Transit  Company 
on  account  of  the  manner  of  operating  its  trains  across  the  Brooklyn  Bridge  from 
and  to  the  Manhattan  terminal  on  Saturday  afternoons,  as  follows: 

To  wit :  The  trains  from  Fulton  street  and  the  trains  from  Myrtle  avenue  arrive 
at  the  Brooklyn  terminal  yard  from  their  respective  tracks,  there  to  be  let  in  upon 
the  bridge  either  upon  the  north  or  south  track  of  the  gauntlet  bound  to  New  York. 
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Because  of  the  location  of  platforms  at  Manhattan  terminal  not  more  than  two 
trains  can  be  accommodated  from  one  track  at  one  time,  the  others  must 
wait.    If  more  than  two,  until  one  or  both  of  the  first  have  been  dispatched. 

Upon  an  observation  made  Saturday,  October  19,  1907,  from  1.30  to  3  p.  m.,  and 
others,  this  one  noting  movements  of  78  trains,  338  cars,  shows  at  ten  points  there 
were  three  or  four  trains  for  one  branch  leaving  the  Manhattan  terminal  in  suc- 
cession— this  congested  the  tracks  leading  from  Brooklyn  terminal. 

The  towerman  at  the  Brooklyn  terminal  controls  the  movements  of  trains  en- 
tering upon  the  bridge  and  should  not  pass  more  than  two  upon  either  gauntlet,  as 
there  is  room  to  hold  them  at  Brooklyn,  but  no  room  aftef  leaving  there.  The 
delay  of  holding  one  train  for  another  at  Brooklyn  can  easily  be  made  up  before 

reaching  New  York.

Commissioner  Bassett — "I  next  present  an  order  to  show  cause  for  a  hearing  in 
reference  to  the  Brooklyn  Heights  Railroad  and  the  Brooklyn  Union  Elevated  Rail- 
road,  that  they  shall  have  a  superintendent  of  terminals  on  the  Brooklyn  Bridge,  who 
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shall  be  in  control  of  the  elevated  trains  and  the  passengers  going  to  those  tnioi 
At  present,  there  is  no  regulating  officer,  especially  on  the  Manhattan  end  of  tbe 
bridge  in  the  time  of  the  rush,  or  any  other  time,  and  the  result  is  that  if  there  ii 
an  accident  or  any  undue  holdup,  minor  officials  are  depended  upon  who  have  other 
duties  to  perform,  to  control  the  crowd,  to  make  announcements,  to   decide  when 
people  shall  be  sent  below,  and  so  on.    The  chief  wrecker  is  the  one  really  in  charge, 
and  he  stays  over  on  the  Brooklyn  end  of  the  bridge,  and  when  a  serious  accident 
happens  they  have  to  send  for  him,  and  before  those  in  charge  really  know  what 
to  do  they  have  to  wait  for  him  to  come  over,  sometimes  making  people  wait  for 
long  periods  of  time  before  they  know  what  to  do.    With  a  superintendent  in  charge 
it  will  obviate  this,  and  such  important  terminals  as  these  terminals  are  really  deserre 
to  have  a  real  head  of  terminals."

A  numbver  of  complaints  are  made  daily  by  those  to  whom  this  station  is  a  great 
convenience  that  motormen  and  conductors  disregard  the  usual  signals  given  at  a  sta- 
tion stop,  thereby  causing  a  great  deal  of  inconvenience,  especially  in  stormy  weather, 
by  taking  them  to  the  next  corner,  and  again  there  are  other  complaints,  conductors 
give  the  signal  to  stop,  calling  out  "Clarendon  road,''  and  the  motormen  will  stop  at 
the  station,  and  the  public  get  out  thinking  they  are  at  the  comer,  also  causing 
unnecessary  inconvenience. 

This  looks  very  much  as  if  the  B.  R.  T.  were  trying  to  discourage  the  use  of  this 
station,  which  rightly  (by  law)  belongs  to  us. 

If  the  B.  R.  T.  intends  this  as  a  station  stop,  make  it  so,  and  not  make  a  "make- 
shift'' of  it,  as  it  is  at  present. 

By  kindly  giving  this  your  earnest  attention  you  will  oblige  those  who  feel  grate- 
ful to  you  for  your  past  endeavors  in  getting  back  our  station.

for  use  by  each  of  the  tracks  and  franchises  of  the  other ;  that  the  regulations,  practices 
and  service  of  the  said  Union  Railway  Company  and  Westchester  Electric  Railroad 
Company,  in  respect  to  the  transportation  of  persons  in  the  First  District,  are  unjust, 
unreasonable,  improper  and  inadequate  in  making  Two  Hundred  and  Thirty-third 
street  on  White  Plains  road  the  terminus  of  the  Williamsbridge  line  of  cars,  and  that 
it  is  just,  reasonable,  safe,  adequate  and  proper  to  fix  and  prescribe  regulations, 
practices  and  service  to  be  enforced  and  to  be  observed  in  respect  of  such  transporta 
tion  of  persons  in  the  First  District,  as  hereinafter  set  forth.

At  present,  there  is  no  regulating  officer,  especially  on  the  Manhattan  end  of  the 
bridge  in  the  time  of  the  rush,  or  any  other  time,  and  the  result  is  that  if  there  i« 
an  accident  or  any  undue  holdup,  minor  officials  are  depended  upon  who  have  other 
duties  to  perform,  to  control  the  crowd,  to  make  announcements,  to  decide  when 
people  shall  be  sent  below,  and  so  on.  The  chief  wrecker  is  the  one  really  in  charge, 
and  he  stays  over  on  the  Brooklyn  end  of  the  bridge,  and  when  a  serious  accident 
happens  they  have  to  send  for  him,  and  before  those  in  charge  really  know  what 
to  do  they  have  to  wait  for  him  to  come  over,  sometimes  making  people  wait  for 
long  periods  of  time  before  they  know  what  to  do.  With  a  superintendent  in  charge 
it  will  obviate  this,  and  such  important  terminals  as  these  terminals  are  really  deserve 
to  have  a  real  head  of  terminals."

Whereas,  By  the  present  circuitous  route,  over  two  ntiles  out  of  a  straight  line^ 
the  densely  populated  East  Side  of  Manhattan  and  the  most  thickly  populated  sections 
of  The  Bronx,  south  of  One  Hundred  and  Forty-ninth  street,  are  deprived  of  the 
benefits  of  the  City's  rapid  transit  system,  therefore  be  it

De.\r  Sir — I  desire  to  file  complaint  regarding  the  reckless  and  dangerous  operation 
of  cars  on  the  tracks  of  the  Brooklyn  Heights  Railroad  Company,  Flatbush  avenue 
line,  between  Prospect  Park  Plaza  and  Malbone  street.  ♦ 
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This  complaint  is  based  upon  information  obtained  by  me  in  the  investigation  of 
an  accident  which  occurred  at  2.30  a.  m.,  October  20,  1907,  at  a  point  about  800  feet 
north  of  the  Willinck  entrance  to  Prospect  Park. 

American  Express  car  No.  9554,  operated  by  the  Brooklj^  Heights  Railroad  Com- 
pany, was  either  accelerating  or  coasting  down  the  grade  on  the  Flatbush  avenue  hill. 
The  motorman  did  not  heed  the  'stop*  sign  which  hangs  over  the  track  at  a  point 
about  800  feet  from  the  Willinck  entrance  to  Prospect  Park  and  evidently  attained 
such  speed  on  the  down  gradd  that  the  car  was  rocked  or  lifted  from  the  track  and 
ran  wild  over  the  paving  stones,  a  distance  about  136  feet,  striking  and  breaking  the 
curb  stone,  and  finally  bringing  up  with  tremendous  force  against  a  good  sized  tree 
The  motorman  of  this  car  was  seriously,  perhaps  fatally  injured. 

If  traffic  was  delayed  three  hours,  as  stated  in  the  agent's  report,  it  shows  either 
negligence  or  poor  judgment  on  the  part  of  the  Brooklyn  Heights  Railroad  Com- 
pany, as  the  physical  conditions  were  not  such  as  to  require  any  considerable  time  to 
put  the  line  into  running  order.  There  is  approximately  2,000  feet  of  three  per  cent, 
grade  and  it  is  impossible  to  stop  a  car  within  200  feet  when  moving  at  the  average 
speed  noted  by  the  writer. 

The  reason  for  the  'stop'  sign  is  evident  when  it  is  considered  that  the  Willinck 
entrance  to  Prospect  Park  is  located  only  800  feet  from  the  warning  sign.  Moreover, 
at  a  point  perhaps  100  feet  south  of  Willinck  entrance  is  a  large  transfer  point  where 
the  cars  of  the  Coney  Island  and  Brooklyn  Railroad  and  several  lines  of  the  Brooklyn 
Rapid  Transit  system   intersect,  furnishing  a  further  reason  for  the  'stop*  sign. 

During  my  examination  of  conditions  in  the  vicinity  I  observed  seventeen  cars 
which  passed  over  the  line,  and  of  this  number  only  one  car  stopped  at  the  warning 
point  and  probably  this  stop  was  due  to  the  fact  that  a  policeman  stood  on  the  steps 
of  the  car.  I  found  by  an  examination  of  the  records  of  the  Police  Precinct  that 
sixty  per  cent  of  the  accidents  reported  to  that  station  happen  on  this  grade  in  con- 
nection with  southbound  cars.

The  purpose  of  this  inquiry  was  to  discover  whether  it  would  be  feasible  to 
operate  a  surface  line  from  Manhattan  Post  Office  to  the  Williamsburg  i^laza,  for 
the  purpose  of  deflecting  some  of  the  travel  from  the  Brooklyn  Bridge,  especially  in 
rush  hours. 

I  had  several  conferences  with  Oren  Root,  Jr.,  on  this  subject,  and  he  assented 
to  taking  the  cars  and  men  that  now  operate  between  the  Grand  Central  station  and 
Williamsburg  plaza,  and  placing  them  on  the  proposed  route.  I  have  made  an  inves- 
tigation into  the  number  of  persons  now  carried  by  the  route  running  from  the  Giand 
Central  station,  and  also  the  number  now  crossing  the  Brooklyn  Bndge,  who  would 
be  likely  to  use  the  proposed  line.  The  surface  congestion  is  already  so  great  between 
the  Manhattan  Post  Office  and  Delancey  street  that,  in  my  opinion,  the  new  route 
would  be  apt  to  do  as  much  harm  as  good.  It  would  not  be  proper  to  stop  the  opera- 
tion of  the  line  from  the  Grand  Central  to  the  Williamsburg  Bridge,  as  it  is  now 
largely  used,  especially  in  rush  hours,  and  it  is  quite  possible  that  its  discontinuance 
would  cause  some  of  the  persons  now  using  it  to  go  south  to  the  Brooklyn  Bridge. 
The  number  of  people  who  would  use  the  proposed  line  is  shown  to  be  very  small 

On  this  account,  I  report  that  for  the  present  it  is  not  advisable  to  take  steps 
to  install  a  surface  route,  such  as  has  been  proposed.

Borough  of  Brooklyn,  City  and  State  of  New  York,  by  which  it  appears 
that  said  complainant  is  aggrieved  by  acts  done,  or  omitted  to  be  done,  by  Brooklyn 
Union  Elevated  Railroad  Company,  said  defendant,  and  set  forth  in  said  complaint,  which 
are  claimed  to  be  in  violation  of  some  provision  of  law,  or  of  the  terms  and  conditions  of 
defendant's  franchise,  or  of  an  order  of  this  Commission ;  now,  upon  reading  and  filing

Commissioner  Bassett,  Public  Service  Board: 

Dear  Sir — Culver  trains  are  run  on  15-minute  intervals,  and  on  a  7 J^ -minute  interval 
to  Kensington,  between  the. hours  of  5  and  7  p.  m.  In  other  words,  every  other  train 
goes  to  Kensington  only,  and  people  living  beyond  this  are  obliged  to  wait  15  minutes 
for  a  train  in  either  direction,  and  in  most  instances  no  waiting  rooms  are  to  be  found, 
the  patrons  being  obliged  to  face  the  cold  and  inclement  weather  conditions.  Why  not 
run  through  trains  to  Coney  Island  on  a  75^-minute  schedule,  or  one  car  so  as  to  allow 
people  some  sort  of  transportation. 

During  the  summer  months  six  surface  lines  are  operated  between  New^  York  and 
Coney  Island  for  the  comfort  of  amusement  seekers.  Now  one  line  (Reid  avenue), 
and  this  line  is  operated  between  Coney  Island  and  Delancey  street,  New  York,  and  all 
persons  are  not  destined  to  Delancey  street  bridge;  therefore,  if  a  person  is  late  in 
reaching  this  train,  that  individual  is  subject  to  a  15-minute  delay  until  the  arrival  of 
the  following  train.  I  would  think  it  advisable  to  run  more  trolley  lines,  as  it  is  almost 
incredulous  to  hear  of  such  shocking  conditions  existing  in  a  great  city  like  Brooklyn.

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Commissioner  Maltbie  presented  the  following  report  on  the  matter  of  the  Fourth 
and  Madison  avenue  lines  of  the  New  York  City  Railway  Company : 
To  the  Public  Service  Commission  of  the  First  District: 

Sirs — Upon  August  29  the  Commission  adopted  an  order  directing  that  an  inquiry 
be  held  upon  September  16  to  determine  the  adequacy  of  the  service  and  equipment  of 
the  New  York  City  Railway  Company  upon  the  line  currently  called  "the  Madison 
avenue  line."     In  accordance  therewith  a  hearing  was  held  and  evidence  taken  upon 
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September  i6,  and  continued  upon  September  23  and  September  26,  at  which  time  the 
Commission  received  notice  that  Mr.  Adrian  H.  Joline  and  Mr.  Douglas  Robinson  had 
been  appointed  receivers  for  the  company  by  Judge  Lacombe  of  the  United  States 
Circuit  Court.  An  adjournment  was  then  taken  for  the  purpose  of  notifying  the 
receivers  of  the  hearing  and  of  giving  them  an  opportunity  to  be  present  personally  or 
by  counsel.  Such  notice,  stating  in  full  the  matters  to  be  inquired  into  and  the 
specific  directions  in  which  the  service  might  be  improved,  was  served  upon  the 
receivers  upon  October  5. 

Upon  October  9  the  hearing  was  resumed  and  the  Counsel  to  the  Commission 
presented  a  communication  from  the  receivers  transmitting  a  memorandum  of  instruc- 
tions to  the  leceivers  issued  by  Judge  Lacombe.  This  memorandum  (page  140  of 
evidence  of  October  9)  addressed  to  the  receivers  advised  them  that  it  would  not  be 
necessary  for  them  to  appear  before  the  Commission.  The  receivers  accepted  this  view 
and  did  not  appear  at  any  of  the  hearings,  although  the  officers  and  counsel  of  the  New 
York  City  Railway  Company  did  appear  and  presented  testimony.  Subsequent  hear- 
ings were  held  upon  October  14  and  October  16,  at  which  time  the  hearing  was  closed 
at  the  request  of  the  company,  full  opportunity  having  been  given  to  it  to  present  all  of 
the  data  it  desired  to  submit  (see  page  142,  166  and  200  of  evidence  of  October  9). 

The  evidence  taken  at  the  hearings  was  given  by  Mr.  M.  H.  Ryan,  of  the  engineer- 
ing staff  of  the  Commission,  and  Mr.  Oren  Root,  vice-president  and  general  manager 
of  the  New  York  City  Railway  Company.  Mr.  Ryan,  with  the  assistance  of  a  number 
of  other  engineers  from  the  staff  of  the  Commission,  had  made  a  careful  and  thorough 
investigation  of  the  service  and  equipment  of  the  line  and  of  the  vehicular  traffic, 
extending  over  a  number  of  days  in  July,  August  and  September,  and  presented  a 
summary  of  this  investigation  in  the  form  of  tables  and  diagramatic  charts,  which  were 
placed  in  evidence  and  appear  among  the  exhibits.  Ample  opportunity  was  given  to 
the  counsel  for  the  street  railway  company  to  examine  this  evidence  and  to  cross- 
examine  Mr.  Ryan,  but  the  opportunity  of  cross-examination  was  not  availed  of. 

"The  Madison  avenue  line"  extends  from  One  Hundred  and  Thirty-fifth  street  and 
Madison  avenue,  as  its  northern  terminal,  to  Ann  street,  Broadway  and  Park  row,  as 
its  extreme  southern  terminal.  A  short  branch  runs  from  Fourth  avenue  west  on  Astor 
place  to  Broadway.  From  its  northern  terminus  the  line  runs  down  Madison  avenue 
to  Forty-second  street,  through  Forty-second  street  to  Fourth  avenue,  down  Fourth 
avenue  and  the  Bowery  to  Broome  street,  through  Broome  stret  to  Centre  street,  down 
Centre  street  and  Park  row  to  Ann  street.  The  uptown  cars  follow  the  same  route, 
except  that  they  pass  through  Grand  street,  from  Centre  street  to  the  Bowery  and 
thence  up  the  Bowery.  During  the  evening  rush  hours  some  of  the  cars  turn  off  from 
Forty-second  street  into  Vanderbilt  place,  through  Vanderbilt  place  to  Forty-fourth 
street  and  through  Forty-fourth  street  to  Madison  avenue.  Not  all  of  the  cars  upon 
this  line  are  run   from  the  extreme  northern  to  the  extreme  southern  terminus;   a 


58o 

number  are  switched  back  at  One  Hundred  and  Sixteenth  street  and  others  at  Eighty- 
sixth  street.  Certain  runs  also  terminate  at  Astor  place,  others  at  the  Brooklyn 
Bridge,  and  only  a  few  go  through  to  Ann  street. 

No  other  cars  pass  over  this  line  between  One  Hundred  and  Thirty-fifth  street 
and  Forty-second  street,  except  the  Eighty-sixth  street  crosstown  cars  which  pass 
over  the  same  tracks  between  Eighty-fifth  and  Eighty-sixth  streets.  Three  lines  use 
the  same  tracks  on  Forty-second  street,  between  Madison  and  Fourth  avenues;  two 
other  lines  use  the  Fourth  avenue  tracks  between  Forty-second  street  and  Twenty- 
third  street,  one  branching  off  at  this  point  and  the  other  continuing  down  to  De- 
lancey  street,  where  it  turns  east  to  the  Williamsburg  Bridge.  Two  crosstown  lines 
run  over  the  same  tracks  on  Grand  street.  All  these  facts  are  important  because  of 
the  difficulty  of  running  more  cars  over  a  portion  of  the  line  during  rush  hours. 

The  critical  points  upon  this  line,  from  the  viewpoint  of  a  possible  increase  in 
service,  are  three :  Forty-second  street,  between  Madison  and  Fourth  avenues,  and  the 
intersections  of  Twenty-third  street  and  Fourth  avenue,  and  of  Grand  street  and 
the  Bowery.  The  first  two  points  affect  all  of  the  cars  run  over  the  line,  the  last  only 
those  running  below  Astor  place. 

Mr.  Root  urged,  as  one  reason  why  a  better  service  had  not  been  given,  that  it 
was  impossible  to  pass  a  greater  number  of  cars  through  these  points  than  had 
been  sent  through,  but  he  afterwards  modified  it  (page  19  of  evidence  of  September 
16),  to  say  that  these  limitations  applied  only  to  the  rush  hours  between  5  and 
6.30  p.  m. 

The  observations  taken  by  Mr.  Ryan  and  his  assistants  (Exhibits  30  to  35) 
clearly  show  that  even  during  rush  hours  a  much  larger  number  of  cars  could  be 
sent  north  and  south  at  the  intersection  of  Twenty-third  street  and  Fourth  avenue, 
thus  definitely  removing  this  point  from  consideration  as  a  limiting  factor. 

As  to  Forty-second  street,  between  Madison  and  Fourth  avenues,  Mr.  Ryan's 
evidence  (Exhibits  7,  8  and  9)  shows  that  even  under  present  conditions  it  would 
be  possible  to  pass  many  more  cars  through  Forty-second  street  during  tke  rush 
hours,  and  that  during  the  remainder  of  the  day  a  sufficient  number  of  cars  could 
be  sent  through  to  give  adequate  service.    These  facts  were  not  denied  by  Mr.  Rflot. 

The  congestion  of  vehicular  and  street  car  traffic  was  greatest  at  the  intersection 
of  Grand  street  and  the  Bowery.  Mr.  Ryan's  evidence  (Exhibits  6  and  10)  indicate 
that  no  more  cars  could  be  operated  through  this  intersection  during  the  evening 
rush  l.ours.  The  traffic  upon  other  lines  at  this  point  is  very  heavy,  and  relief  is 
much  more  needed  upon  them  than  upon  the  Madison  avenue  line.  For  this  reason 
I  have  not  recommended  an  increase  in  service  during  the  evening  rush  hours  below 
Astor  place.  It  will  be  necessary  to  consider  this  phase  of  the  problem  more  fully 
and  to  attempt  to  solve  the  congestion  by  rearrangement  of  the  tracks  or  runs. 
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To  determine  whether  the  service  was  adequate  or  inadequate,  Mr.  Ryan  and  his 
assistants  made  a  large  number  of  observations  at  different  points  and  upon  different 
days. 

This  evidence  (see  especially  Exhibits  2  to  5,  9.  13  to  15,  2Sa,  27  to  29,  31  and  32) 
shows  that  the  service  was  inadequate  to  a  greater  or  less  degree  during: 

(i)  The  morning  and  evening  rush  hours:  The  number  of  persons  standing  at 
these  hours  was  often  very  large.  The  congestion  was  worse  during  the  evening  than 
in  the  morning  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  rush  period  in  the  evening  is  shorter  than 
in  the  morning. 

(2)  The  hours  immediately  preceding  and  following  the  rush  hours :  The  extent 
of  inadequacy  was  not  so  great  as  at  the  height  of  the  rush  hours  and  would  have 
been  much  less  if  the  schedule  in  force  at  the  height  of  the  traffic  had  been  extended 
into  the  periods  immediately  preceding  and  following  it. 

(3)  The  early  evening  hours :  An  insufficient  number  of  cars  was  run  to  accommo- 
date the  persons  going  to  and  from  the  theatres  or  to  make  social  calls. 

(4)  The  hours  between  noon  and  midnight  upon  Sundays,  particularly  just  after 
noon  and  in  the  late  evening:  No  explanation  was  offered  for  the  inadequacy  of  the 
serv'ice  upon  Sunday.  The  number  of  passengers  is  very  much  less  than  upon  any 
week  day,  and  there  is  practically  no  vehicular  traffic  to  interfere  at  any  point  upon 
the  line  (see  page  20  of  the  evidence  of  September  23). 

The  service  was  also  shown  to  be  unsatisfactory  in  the  following  regards: 

(5)  Not  infrequently  cars  were  switched  back  at  Eighty-sixth  street  which  con- 
tained a  number  of  passengers,  who  were  unable  to  find  seats  in  the  car  following 
(see  Exhibit  17). 

(6)  Many  of  the  cars  did  not  bear  a  sign  showing  the  destination  of  the  run. 
This  caused  considerable  inconvenience  to  the  public  and  not  infrequently  accentuated 
the  crowding  in  the  other  cars,  for  persons  would  wait  until  they  found  a  car  having 
the  proper  destination  sign. 

(7)  No  "run  numbers"  were  displayed  upon  any  of  the  cars,  rendering  it 
impossible  to  compare  the  actual  operation  of  the  cars  with  the  schedule  (see  pages 
89  and  90  of  the  evidence  of  September  23). 

The  traffic  returns  presented  by  Mr.  Root  (see  Exhibits  20  to  25)  were  not  in  the 
same  form  as  the  returns  presented  by  Mr.  Ryan.  Mr.  Root  reported  for  each  half 
hour  the  total  seating  capacity  of  the  cars  passing  certain  points  and  the  approximate 
number  of  passengers  therein.  The  data  in  this  form  do  not  show  how  many  persons 
were  standing,  or  how  many  cars  were  overloaded,  for  unless  the  total  number  of 
vacant  seats  in  all  cars  for  the  whole  period  was  less  than  the  total  number  of 
persons  standing,  the  service  would  appear  to  be  adequate.  But  every  traffic  manager 
knows  and  Mr.  Root  admitted  (see  pages  98  to  loi  of  the  evidence  of  September  23) 
that  it  would  be  impossible  to  run  the  cars  in  such  a  manner  that  the  seats  would  be 
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filled  in  all  the  cars  without  having  a  large  number  of  persons  standing  on  many  of 
the  cars,  and  also  that  even  where  the  tables  showed  that  the  number  of  vacant  scats 
in  certain  cars  did  not  exceed  the  number  of  persons  standing  in  others,  there  must 
have  been  a  considerable  number  of  cars  in  which  there  were  many  persons  standing. 
Further,  it  is  true  that  at  the  beginning  of  a  given  half  hour  there  might  be  a 
number  of  vacant  seats  and  at  the  end  of  the  half  hour  there  might  be  a  large  number 
of  persons  standing,  but  if  the  two  equalized  each  other  the  diagrams  would  show 
the  service  to  be  adequate.  But  what  satisfaction  is  it  to  a  passenger  to  know  that 
there  is  a  seat  in  some  other  car  or  that  there  is  a  seat  to  be  had  at  some  other  time 
of  the  day,  if  it  is  not  available  when  he  wishes  to  use  it?  Thus  analyzed,  even  the 
evidence  presented  by  Mr.  Root  supports  that  presented  by  Mr.  Ryan  and  demonstrates 
that  for  considerable  periods  during  each  day,  Sundays  as  well  as  week  days,  the 
service  on  the  Madison  avenue  line  was  not  adequate  or  satisfactory. 

To  remedy  the  inadequacy  of  the  service  so  far  as  possible  under  the  present 
conditions  in  Forty-second  street,  and  at  Grand  street  and  the  Bowery,  certain  increases 
in  the  number  of  cars  operated  were  suggested  in  the  original  order  for  the  hearing. 
Before  any  evidence  was  taken  it  was  thought  that  the  company  might  be  unable  to 
comply  with  the  order  through  an  insufficiency  of  cars,  but  Mr.  Root  testified  (page 
21  of  the  evidence  of  September  16)  that  the  company  did  have  sufficient  cars  to 
comply  with  the  increased  service  proposed,  and  that  there  was  no  reason,  with  one 
exception  which  will  be  noted  later,  why  additional  service  could  not  be  given  imme- 
diately if  ordered  by  the  Commission.  I  have  considered  it  advisable,  therefore,  to 
recommend  that  the  order  be  put  into  effect  immediately. 

When  the  exhibits  prepared  by  Mr.  Root  and  Mr.  Ryan  are  examined  and  com- 
pared with  the  suggested  increase  in  the  service,  two  facts  should  be  kept  in  mind. 
The  observations  made  by  the  Commission's  inspectors  were  taken  during  the  summer 
and  the  early  part  of  September,  when  the  traffic  was  lower  than  in  ordinary  months 
and  when  the  open  cars  were  used.  The  seating  capacity  of  an  open  car  is  fifty-five 
and  of  a  closed  car  thirty-six.  Hence,  in  order  to  give  the  same  seating  capacity 
during  the  late  fall,  winter  and  early  spring  it  would  be  necessary  to  operate  three  cars 
for  every  two  operated  during  the  summer.  In  other  words,  when  two  open  cars 
are  taken  off  three  closed  cars  should  be  put  on.  A  still  further  increase  of  about  30 
per  cent,  is  necessary  during  the  fall  months  because  of  the  much  heavier  traffic 
at  that  period  of  the  year  (see  Exhibit  18).  All  in  all,  then,  nearly  twice  as  many 
cars  should  be  operated  during  the  fall  months  as  during  the  summer  months  upon 
the  basis  of  seating  capacity  as  compared  with  the  number  of  passengers  carried. 

Regarding  the  advisability  of  ordering  a  larger  number  of  cars  to  be  run  on 
the  Madison  avenue  line,  Mr.  Root  maintained  that  such  an  increase  would  not  neces- 
sarily increase  the  carrying  capacity  of  the  line,  upon  the  theory  that  the  cars  added 
would  interfere  with  the  maintenance  of  the  head^'ay.     This  point  does  not  appear 
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to  me  to  be  valid  except  possibly  during  the  height  of  the  evening  rush  hours.  At 
other  times  certainly  the  headway  will  not  be  sufficiently  reduced,  even  with  the  addi- 
tional cars  ordered,  to  interfere  materially  with  the  speed. 

The  one  reason  finally  urged  by  Mr.  Root  why  a  larger  number  of  cars  had  not 
been  run,  and  why  the  service  could  not  be  improved,  was  that  sufficient  employees — 
motormen  and  conductors — could  not  be  secured  (pages  i66  to  199  of  the  evidence  of 
October  9,  and  particularly  pages  183,  189  and  191).  It  is,  perhaps,  true  that  with  the 
present  wages,  hours  of  labor,  method  of  payment,  uniforms  and  conditions  of  labor,  a 
larger  number  of  competent  men  could  not  be  secured,  but  as  these  conditions  are 
self-imposed  and  may  be  altered  by  the  company  at  any  time,  and  as  the  work  is  not 
hazardous  or  calling  for  any  unusual  amoun|  of  skill,  it  does  not  seem  that  the 
existence  of  conditions  which  may  be  altered  by  the  company  itself  should  be  con- 
sidered a  bar  to  the  maintenance  of  adequate  service.  If  the  conditions  were  to  be 
made  less  attractive  by  the  company  than  at  present,  a  smaller  number  of  men  would 
work  than  are  now  working,  and  then  this  fact  could  be  offered  as  a  valid  reason 
why  the  service  should  be  made  less  adequate  than  at  present.  If  the  present  condi- 
tions were  bettered,  the  company  would  doubtless  secure  the  requisite  number  of  com- 
petent men. 

The  orders  which  I  recommend  should  be  adopted  in  conformity  with  the  above 
facts  are  appended  hereto,  likewise  the  evidence  taken  in  the  several  hearings  held.

adjournment  duly  had  on  October  9,  1907,  and  by  adjournment  duly  had  on  October 
14,  1907,  and  by  adjournment  duly  had  on  October  16,  1907,  and  at  all  of  said  sessions 
Mr.  Commissioner  Maltbie  presiding;  and  proof  being  taken  and  Abel  E.  Blackmar,  Esq,, 
appearing  for  the  Commission  at  all  of  said  sessions,  James  L.  Quackenbush,  Esq., 
appearing  for  the  New  York  City  Railway  Company  at  the  sessions  of  September  16, 
September  23,  September  26,  and  Daniel  S.  Patterson,  Esq.,  appearing  for  the  New  York 
City  Railway  Company  at  the  sessions  *of  October  9,  October  14,  October  16,  and  it 
appearing  that  in  an  action  in  the  Circuit  Court  of  the  United  States  for  the  Southern 
District  of  New  York,  in  equity,  between  the  Pennsylvania  Steel  Company  and  the 
Degnon  Contracting  Company,  as  complainants,  and  the  New  York  City  Railway 
Comparty,  as  defendant,  an  order  was  duly  entered  appointing  Adrian  H.  Joline  and 
Douglas  Robinson  temporary  receivers  of  the  New  York  City  Railway  Company; 

And  it  further  appearing  that  on  the  5th  day  of  October,  1907,  the  said  receivers 
were  duly  served  with  notice  of  continued  hearing  in  this  matter,  held  at  the  office  of 
the  Commission  on  October  9,  1907,  which  said  notice  advised  the  said  receivers  of  the 
matters  upon  which  the  hearing  was  had  and  extended  to  them  an  opportunity  to 
attend,  introduce  testimony  and  examine  and  cross-examine  witnesses; 

And,  it  further  appearing  that  the  said  receivers  elected  not  to  attend  at  any  of  the 
hearings. 

Now,  it  being  made  to  appear  by  the  proceedings  upon  the  saici  hearing  that 
the  service  of  the  New  York  City  Railway  Company  in  the  transportation  of  persons 
in  the  First  District  on  the  Fourth  avenue  and  Madison  avenue  lines  has  been 
and  is  unreasonable,  improper  and  inadequate,  in  that  the  said  New  York  City 
Railway  Company  does  not  run  cars  enough  on  its  Fourth  avenue  and  Madison 
avenue  line,  between  One  Hundred  and  Thirty-fifth  street  and  Ann  street  and  between 
One  Hundred  and  Thirty-fifth  street  and  Astor  place  reasonably  to  accommodate  the 
traffic  offered  for  transportation  to  it,  and  that  it  is  reasonably  necessary  to  accom- 
modate and  transport  the  passengers  offering  themselves  for  transportation,  and  is 
and  will  be  just,  reasonable  and  proper  that  the  said  service  of  the  said  New  York 
City  Railway  Company  on  Fourth  avenue  and  Madison  avenue  should  be  supplemented 
and  changed  in  the  particulars  hereinafter  set  forth  upon  the  lines,  at  the  points 
and  at  the  times  so  hereinafter  set  forth : 

Therefore,  on  motion  of  Abel  E.  Blackmar,  Esq.,  Counsel  to  the  Commission,  it  is 

Ordered,  That  the  service  of  the  New  York  City  Railway  Company  on  its  Fourth 
and  Madison  avenue  line  be  supplemented  and  changed  as  follows:

Proceedings  for  Wednesday,  October  30,  1907. 


There  were  present — Commissioner  Milo  R.  Maltbie,  Acting  Chairman,  Commis- 
sioners Edward  M.  Bassett,  John  E.  Eustis,  Acting  Secretary  William  J.  Norton.

Public  Service  Commission,  Tribune  Building,  New  York  City: 

Gentlemen — As  the  matter  of  improvement  of  Lexington  avenue  'L'  train  servict 
to  Cypress  Hills  and  connection  there  with  surface  cars  to  points  beyond  to  Jamaica, 
is  occupying  your  attention  just  now,  and  understanding  that  you  have  a  further 
hearing  on  the  subject  to-morrow,  I  venture  to  call  your  attention  to  some  facts  which 
I  believe  will  be  pertinent  to  your  regulation  of  a  vexing  situation  in  local  transit 
affairs.  I  write  as  a  resident  of  Richmond  Hill,  Queens  Borough,  with  nine  years' 
experience  in  regular  travel  to  and  from  business  at  the  foot  of  Broadway,  Brooklyn. 

In  reading  the  newspaper  account  of  your  hearing  on  Wednesday  last,  I  was 
particularly   interested  in   the   suggestion   of   Commissioner   Bassett   that    an    incline 
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miRht  be  made  from  the  street  to  the  elevated  structure.  From  this  it  was  possible 
to  infer  your  lack  of  knowledge  that  an  incline  does  exist  at  this  point.  I  have  reason 
to  believe  that  the  Brooklyn  Rapid  Transit*  will  not  volunteer  information  on  the 
subject,  and  perhaps  you  can  drag  from  the  company  an  explanation  of  why  this 
incline  is  not  made  serviceable.    Thereby  hangs  a  tale. 

Early  in  1903,  we  suburbanites  thought  we  saw  permanent  relief  from  trying 
conditions  of  travel  past  Cypress  Hills,  when  it  become  known  that  the  Brooklyn 
Rapid  Transit  was  building  an  incline  at  that  point  by  means  of  which,  it  was  an- 
nounced, through  'L'  trains  to  Jamaica  would  be  run.  This  improvement  was  hailed 
as  a  great  boon,  and  the  railroad  company  was  given  due  credit  for  enterprise  and  a 
sincere  desire  to  solve  a  perplexing  problem  by  spending  something  like  $100,000  in 
purchasing  property,  building  the  incline,  and  equipping  its  cars  to  run  with  trolley 
pole  on  the  surface  as  well  as  by  third  rail  on  the  *L'  structure. 

This  service  was  put  into  operation  on  Decoration  Day,  1903,  and  it  proved  a 
j^reat  accommodation  to  the  thousands  who  must  travel  daily  to  business  in  Brooklyn 
or  Manhattan  from  beyond  Cypress  Hills.  *No  such  improvement  ever  escaped  objec- 
tion on  the  part  of  some  persons  whose  private  property  interests  were  affected,  and 
so  the  operation  of  the  'L'  trains  on  the  surface  to  Jamaica  called  forth  opposition 
from  a  few  property  owners.  There  was  objection,  too,  on  the  part  of  merchants  in 
Jamaica,  who  frankly  admitted  that  this  through  service  would  make  it  too  easy  for 
people  to  do  their  buying  elsewhere  than  at  Jamaica. 

It  is  with  a  strict  regard  for  the  truth  that  I  say  there  was  objection  from  a 
few  property  owners.  But  while  this  opposition  was  not  at  all  representative  of 
public  sentiment,  it  was  influential,  and  it  was  readily  organized.  The  opposition  to 
the  new  service  got  busy,  and  prevailed  upon  the  Board  of  Aldermen  to  adopt,  on 
November  10,  1903,  an  ordinance  forbidding  the  operation  of  the  *L'  trains  on  the 
surface  along  Jamaica  avenue,  between  Cypress  Hills  and  Jamaica.  Mayor  Low  granted 
a  public  hearing  on  December  3,  and  for  lack  of  organization  the  thousands  who 
thought  the  through  service  a  good  thing  were  not  fairly  represented.  But  the  few 
property  owners  and  some  business  men  of  Jamaica  who  had  no  occasion  to  travel 
daily  to  and  from  Brooklyn  and  Manhattan,  were  on  hand  with  vigorous  condem- 
nation. And  so  it  came  about  that  on  December  8,  at  noon.  Mayor  Low  signed  the 
ordinance,  and  the  running  of  *L'  trains  over  the  incline  to  Jamaica  ceased. 

Then  the  public  awoke  and  realized*  that  it  should  have  been  represented  at  the 
hearing  before  the  Mayor.  After  Mayor  McCkllan  went  into  office  on  January  i, 
1904,  it  was  decided  to  make  an  effort  to  have  the  matter  reopened.  There  was  a 
representative  awakening  of  public  sentiment  in  the  territory  lying  between  Cypress 
Hills  and  Jamaica,  petitions  were  prepared,  and  there  was  no  difficulty  in  getting 
thousands  of  signatures  of  those  who  favored  the  through  *L'  train  service.  The 
Board  of  Aldermen  was  appealed  to,  a  thorough  investigation  was  made  by  the 
Railroad  Committee  of  the  Board,  which  reached  the  conclusion  that  the  public  wanted 
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the  service  as  a  jfreat  convenience,  and  on  March  30,  1904,  the  Board  adopted  the- 
recommendation  of  the  Committee,  and  rescinded  the  ordinance  forbidding  the  opera- 
tion of  the  trains  on  the  surface  of  Jamaica  avenue. 

This  was  brought  about  entirely  by  the  working  of  aroused  public  sentiment, 
independent  of  any  effort  of  the  Brooklyn  Rapid  Transit  which  had  no  part  in  bring- 
ing about  the  rescinding  of  the  ordinance,  and  did  not  even  promise  that  the  through 
service  would  be  resumed  if  the  privilege  of  so  doing  were  restored.  It  was  a  case 
of  the  public  ^putting  it  up'  to  the  railroad  people  to  resume  the  service,  which  they 
have  never  seen  fit  to  do.  The  refusal  to  do  so  was  taken  as  a  hint  of  a  vindictive 
policy  on  the  part  of  the  Brooklyn  Rapid  Transit,  which  showed  itself  more  clearly 
in  the  refusal  of  the  company  to  restore  the  transfer  privilege  from  the  *L'  to  the 
surface  cars  at  Cypress  Hills,  which  had  been  in  effect  before  the  through  service 
was  inaugurated.  The  company  was  forced  to  give  this  transfer  privilege  later,  but 
we  suburbanites  have  been  made  to  feel  that  the  company  was  venting  its  spite  upon 

us  for  the  inconvenience  it  was  put  to  in  having  to  withdraw  the  operation  of  trains 
over  the  incline.  And  this,  notwithstanding  that  the  Brooklyn  Rapid  Transit  knowt 
very  well  that  those  who  have  been  made  to  suffer  took  no  part  in  the  opposition  that 
caused  the  withdrawal  of  the  service. 

For  three  years  and  a  half  the  railroad  company  has  had  the  right  to  make  use 
of  the  incline  at  Cypress  Hills,  but  it  has  never  offered  any  explanation  of  why 
it  has  not  availed  itself  of  the  privilege.  The  company  seems  to  have  adopted  a 
deliberately  negative  policy  toward  the  Cypress  Hills  situation  and  as  if  to  emphasize 
this,  a  fence  is  now  being  built — a  high  fence — at  the  foot  of  the  incline,  along  the 
building  line  of  Jamaica  avenue.  The  object  of  this  step,  presumably,  is  to  hide  the 
incline  from  view  so  that  it  will  not  be  a  constant  reminder  to  the  public  of  what 
might  be.  Meanwhile  the  traffic  demands  for  better  service  to  points  beyond  Cypress 
Hills  has  steadily  increased.  Within  the  past  three  years  100  or  more  houses  have 
been  built  and  occupied  not  more  than  a  couple  of  blocks  from  my  home,  and  this 
sort  of  thing  has  been  going  on  all  along  the  line  of  Jamaica  avenue. 

The  company  has  made  it  appear  that  it  would  resist  as  long  as  possible  doing 
the  obvious  thing  of  resuming  the  use  of  the  Cypress  Hills  incline,  and,  from  neces- 
sarily regular  observations  of  the  slipshod  management  of  its  affairs  at  this  point, 
I  am  convinced  that  in  the  matter  of  a  satisfactory  through  service,  the  Brooklyn 
Rapid  Transit  will  only  do  what  it  is  forced  to  do  for  the  accommodation  of  the 
public. 

*  I  will  not  assert  that  the  through  *L'  train  service  given  for  six  months  following 
Decoration  Day,  1903,  was  an  unqualified  success.  There  were  some  objectionable 
features,  such  as  the  frequent  tooting  of  a  shrill  whistle.  But  it  went  far  toward 
realizing  a  truly  long  felt  want  for  an  improved  service  past  Cypress  Hills,  and,  if 
it  had  been  given  a  fair  trial,  it  might  have  been  so  modified  as  to  eliminate  objection- 
able features. 
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We  suburban  residents  feel  we  have  a  right  to  expect  that  the  use  of  the  incline 

shall  be  resumed  in  the  interest  of  the  public.     At  the  hearing  to-morrow   will  you 

not  insist  that  the  Brooklyn  Rapid  Transit  shall  utilize  the  incline  or  show  cause  why 

it  should  not  do  so.

I  will  say  in  regard  thereto  that  three  of  the  contracts  now 
under  preparation  cover  the  portion  of  Fourth  avenue  from  Atlantic  avenue  to  Forty- 
first  street.    In  constructing  this  route  the  parkways  will  all  be  eliminated  or  destroyed 
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for  the  time  being,  or  until  the  work  is  completed.  We  have  a  clause  in  the  contract,  a 
copy  of  which  clause  I  submit  herewith,  which  I  think  furnishes  the  information  Mr. 
Kennedy  desires. 

The  trees  in  the  parkways  will  be  destroyed  if  not  removed  before  the  contractor 
begins  work,  and  I  can  see  no  reason  why  the  Park  Commissioner  should  not  remove 
them  within  the  district  mentioned.  This,  however,  would  relieve  the  contractor  of  the 
responsibility  to  replace  the  trees,  as  he  is  required  only  to  replace  the  trees  and  shrubs 
destroyed  by  him.

Gentlemen' — The  case  of  Potter  vs.  Board  of  Rapid  Transit  Railroad  Commis- 
sioners was  one  broujfht  to  restrain  the  Board  of  Rapid  Transit  Railroad  Commis- 
sioners from  tearing  down  a  wall  which  was  built  by  the  plaintiff  in  the  entrance  to 
the  subway  on  the  west  side  of  Broadway  at  the  Wall  street  station.  The  intention 
originally  was  to  agree  with  the  owmer  of  the  Empire  Building  for  an  entrance  from 
the  subway  into  his  building.  This  agreement  failed,  and  the  owner  of  the  building 
built  a  wall  cutting  off  tfte  subway  station.  The  Board  claimed  that  the  wall  was 
built  so  as  to  include  a  space  of  twenty-five  feet  by  ten  feet,  which  was  properly 
included  within  the  station  limits,  and  proposed  to  tear  the  wall  down.  The  Potter 
estate,  owning  the  Empire  Building,  brought  an  action  to  enjoin  the  destruction  of 
the  wall.  This  action  was  tried  before  Justice  Fitzgerald  and  resulted  in  a  decision 
for  the  defendant,  thereby  sustaining  our  right  to  this  .«»pace,  and  holding,  as  I  am 
informed,  practically  that  the  wall  was  illegally  erected. 

This  is  not  a  matter  of  great  moment  now.  The  wall  cuts  off  a  space  of  twenty- 
five  feet  by  ten  feet,  which  is  practically  a  recess,  and  which  is  of  no  particular  value 
at  present.  However,  when  the  Brooklyn  tunnel  is  opened,  a  large  passenger  traffic 
will  probably  develop  between  this  Wall  street  station  and  Brooklyn,  and  it  may  be 
necessary  to  enlarge  this  station.  W^hen  this  time  arrives  this  space  will  be  valuable. 
It  is  suggested  by  the  plaintiff  that,  pending  the  appeal,  we  enter  into  a  stipulation 
that  we  will  not  tear  the  wall  down,  except  on  five  days'  notice,  so  that  he  may  have 
an  opportunity  to  apply  to  the  Court  for  a  stay.  If  we  do  not  give  this  stipulation, 
he  will  apply  immediately  for  a  stay.  In  my  opinion,  the  stipulation  should  be  given, 
because,  first,  there  is  no  reason  why  the  wall  should  be  torn  down  at  present,  as  it 
would  simply  deface  the  station ;  and,  second,  if  the  plaintiff  should  now  apply  for 
a  stay  we  would  have  no  practical  reason  for  opposing  it,  whereas,  if  we  should  reach 
a  point  where  this  space  is  needed  for  the  enlargement  of  the  station,  and  then  the 
question  of  the  stay  should  be  brought  before  the  Court,  we  would  have  much  stronger 
ground  for  opposing  it. 

I  therefore  suJ^gcst  that  you  authorize  me  to  enter  into  a  stipulation  upon  these 
lines.

Commissioner  Eustis— "I  have  a  letter  from  Engineer  George  S.  Rice  in  regard  to 
Section  9-0-2  of  the  Brooklyn  Loop  Lines,  stating  that  the  contractors  are  about  to 
start  work  on  the  sewer  on  Canal  street,  between  Mott  street  and  the  Bowery.  I  have 
exammed  the  plans  and  am  satisfied  that  the  request  Mr.  Rice  makes  is  a  very  reason- 
able one  and  that  the  sewer  will  have  to  be  rebuilt.  Therefore,  I  should  recommend 
that  the  contractors  be  allowed  to  substitute  the  street  alongside  of  the  subway  for  this 
sewer,  in  place  of  putting  it  in  as  shown  in  the  plans." 

The  letter  from  Chief  Engineer  Rice  was  as  follows :

The  Hon.  William  R.  Willcox,  Chairman,  Public  Service  Commission  for  the  First 
District: 

Dear  Sir — The  Degnon  Contracting  Company,  contractors  for  Section  9-0-2  of  the 
Brooklyn  Loop  Lines,  are  about  to  start  construction  of  the  15-inch  vitrified  pipe  sewer 
as  required  by  the  contract  on  the  north  side  of  Canal  street,  between  Mott  street  and 
the  Bowery. 

At  the  time  the  contract  drawings  were  made  showing  the  location  of  this  sewer 
along  the  north  side  of  Canal  street,  it  was  contemplated  that  the  subway  for  two  addi- 
tional tracks  north  of  the  present  tracks  would  be  built  in  the  near  future,  and  for  this 
reason  the  sewer  was  located  where  shown  on  the  contract  drawings.  As  these  two 
additional  subway  tracks,  belonging  to  another  route  than  that  now  under  construction, 
may  not  be  built  for  some  time,  it  would  seem  best  to  change  the  location  of  the  sewer. 
If  it  is  to  be  built  where  shown  on  the  plans,  all  the  property  owners  and  tenants  will 
have  to  vacate  their  vaults  and  areaways  in  front  of  their  buildings  to  permit  the  con- 
struction of  the  sewer,  and  at  some  time  in  the  future,  when  the  two  additional  tracks 
may  be  built,  this  annoyance  will  be  repeated. 

I  had  this  matter  taken  up  with  the  contractors,  as  it  invalves  a  slight  change  in 
the  plans,  and  they  have  requested  that  the  location  of  the  sewer  be  changed  so  as  ta 
be  built  on  the  north 'side  of  the  present  two  tracks.  The  estimated  cost  of  this  sewer 
is  about  $10  per  linear  foot,  and  the  length  of  it  is  about  410  feet,  and  the  contractors 
are  willing  to  concede  an  allowance  of  $1  per  linear  foot  if  the  change  is  made.  The 
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cost  is  so  small,  that  it  will  not  be  a  serious  matter  to  construct  the  sewer  now,  next  to- 
the  subway  wall,  and  move  it  out  to  its  final  location  when  the  additional  tracks  men- 
tioned are  built.    I  therefore  recommend  that  the  change  in  location  be  made.

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The  following  report  was  received  from  the  Committee  appointed  to  consider  the 
matter  of  the  transportation  of  ashes  in  the  day  time  in  Brooklyn: 

Your  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  matter  of  the  transportation  of  ashes 
in  the  day  time  by  the  Brooklyn  Rapid  Transit  Company,  would  respectfully  report : 

The  Committee  understands  that  the  contract  betw^een  the  Brooklyn  Rapid  Transit 
Company  and  the  City,  for  this  service,  was  not  the  subject  referred  to  it,  but  merely 
the  question  of  transportation  of  the  ashes.  The  merits  of  the  contract  itself,  therefore, 
were  not  formally,  though  they  were  incidentally,  considered  by  your  Committee. 

Two  hearings  were  given,  the  first  one  being  adjourned  after  notice  of  appearances 
at  the  request  of  the  Counsel  of  the  company,  so  that  the  City  might  be  made  a  party 
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and  heard.  At  the  second  hearing,  the  testimony,  and  particularly  that  of  Commis- 
sioner Bensel  of  the  Street  Cleaning  Department,  and  President  Winter,  disclosed  that 
the  City  had  repeatedly  modified  the  terms  of  the  contract  regarding  the  transportation 
of  the  ashes  and  assented  to  the  same  being  done  in  the  day  time.  Indeed  the  con- 
tract specifies  that  the  work  is  to  be  carried  on  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  City  in 
general. 

It  was  also  disclosed  that  the  Street  Cleaning  Department  was  unable  to  deliver 
the  ashes  to  the  railway  company  at  such  stated  times  and  in  such  ways  as  would  en- 
able it  to  transport  the  same  exclusively  in  the  day  time.  Indeed,  it  seemed  to  be 
established  that  for  the  railroad  company  to  hold  the  gatherings  by  the  Street  Cleaning 
Department '  at  its  various  stations  through  the  day  time,  so  as  to  accumulate  for 
transportation  by  night  only,  might  be  physically  impossible  (certainly  so  with  the 
present  equipment)  and  would  create  conditions  prejudicial  to  health.  At  the  present 
time  about  one-third  of  the  work  is  done  at  night,  and  it  was  testified  that  there  was 
more  complaint  on  the  part  of  the  public  because  of  the  night  work  than  because  of 
the  transportation  by  day. 

From  a  consideration  of  the  testimony  and  the  statements  made  by  Commissioner 
Bensel,  your  Committee  is  of  opinion  that  no  action  should  be  taken  by  the  Commis- 
sion  in   this  matter  and   would   recommend   that   the   order   submitted   herewith   be 

adopted.

The  Secretary  presented  the  following  letter  from  the  Twenty-eighth  Ward  Board 
of  Trade,  which,  on  motion,  duly  seconded,  was  referred  with  all  papers  to  Commis- 
f ioner  McCarroU : 
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Twenty-eighth  Ward  Board  of  Trade, 
Headquarters,  No.  1612  Broadway, 

November  6,  1907. 

To  the  Members  of  the  Public  Service  Commission,  First  District,  New  York  City,. 
N.  Y. : 

Gentlemen — The  undersigned  have  the  honor  to  invite  attention  to  the  following 
facts : 

» 

That  the  law  prohibits  any  corporation  operating  a  street  railroad  within  the  limits 
of  this  city  from  charging  more  than  a  single  fare  of  five  cents  for  a  continuous  ride 
from  any  point  on  the  road  to  any  other  point  on  the  road  or  to  any  point  on  any- 
road, line  or  branch  operated  by  it  or  under  its  control. 

That  Article  III.,  section  45,  paragraph  2,  of  the  act  to  establish  the  Public  Service 
Commission  reads  as  follows : 

"Each  commission  shall  have  the  general  supervision  of  all  common  carriers,  rail- 
roads, street  railroads,  railroad  corporations  and  street  railroad  corporations  within  its 
jurisdiction,  as  hereinbefore  defined,  and  shall  have  power  to  and  shall  examine  the 
same  and  keep  informed  as  to  their  general  condition,  their  capitalization,  their  fran- 
chises and  the  manner  in  which  their  lines,  owned,  leased,  controlled  or  operated,  arc 
managed,  conducted  and  operated,  not  only  with  respect  to  the  adequacy,  security  and 
accommodation  afforded  by  their  service,  but  also  with  respect  to  their  compliance  with 
all  provisions  of  the  law,  orders  of  the  commission  and  charter  requirements." 

That  Article  III,  section  48,  paragraph  I,  reads  as  follows: 

"Each  commission  may,  of  its  own  motion,  investigate  and  make  inquiry  in  a 
manner  to  be  determined  by  it,  as  to  any  act  or  thing  done  or  omitted  to  be  done  by  any- 
common  carrier,  railroad  corporation,  or  street  railroad  corporation,  subject  to  its  super- 
vision, and  the  commission  must  make  such  inquiry  in  regard  to  any  act  or  thing  done 
or  omitted  to  be  done  by  any  such  common  carrier,  railroad  corporation  or  street 
railroad  corporation  in  violation  of  any  provision  of  law  or  in  violation  of  any  order 
of  the  commission." 

That  the  Brooklyn  Rapid  Transit  Company  is  refusing  to  issue  transfers  at  hun- 
dreds of  intersecting  points  throughout  its  system,  under  the  pretence  that  it  is  a 
holding  company  only,  and  that  the  lines  which  compose  the  system  are  operated  by 
seven  distinct  companies. 

That  while  technical  claim  is  made  that  the  Brooklyn  Rapid  Transit  Company  is  a 
holding  company  only,  it  is  in  realty,  by  the  effectiveness  of  its  position  as  a  holding 
company,  the  operating  company,  as  well,  for  since  the  companies  which  make  up  the 
system  have  no  autonomy  which  can  be  exercised  contrary  to  the  will  of  the  holding 
company,  they  are  subsidiary  to  it  and  part  of  it,  and  both  control  and  operation,  there- 
fore, rest  in  fact  with  the  holding  company,  and  it  cannot  justly  claim  the  privileges 
of  ownership  without  accepting  the  obligations  as  well. 
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We  submit  in  respect  to  the  pretense  of  the  Brooklyn  Rapid  Transit  Company  that 
there  is  sufficient  prima  facie  evidence  of  its  illegality  to  necessitate  inquiry  by  the 
Commission,  either  through  the  special  investigation  being  conducted  by  Mr.  Ivins,  or 
independently,  to  determine  the  true  status  of  the  company  or  companies  composing 
the  system,  and  the  legal  obligations  thereof. 

As  forming  part  of  this  prima  facie  evidence,  we  submit  the  following : 

That  on  or  about  March  i,  1907,  there  was  a  ''reorganization"  of  the  Brooklyn 
Rapid  Transit  Company,  as  a  result  of  which  its  several  lines  were  divided  into  seven 
operating,  companies,  and  an  eighth,  which  supplies  cars  and  power:  namely,  the 
Brooklyn  Heights  Railroad  Company,  the  Brooklyn,  Queens  County  and  Suburban 
Railroad  Com.pany,  the  Brooklyn  Union  Elevated  Railroad  Company,  the  Canarsie 
Railroad  Company,  the  Coney  Island  and  Gravesend  Railroad  Company,  the  Nassau 
Electric  Railroad  Company,  the  Sea  Beach  Railroad  Company,  the  South  Brooklyn  Rail- 
road Company,  and  the  Transit  Development  Company. 

That  closely  following  this  "reorganization"  a  new  system  of  transfers  was  put 
into  effect,  the  apparent  object  of  which  was  a  nullification  of  the  plain  provisions  of 
the  law  in  respect  to  transfers.  A  notice  of  this  issued  by  the  "Brooklyn  Rapid  Transit 
System"  is  hereto  attached,  marked  "A." 

That  an  examination  of  the  list  of  officers  of  the  companies  named  shows 
that  the  same  men  control  each,  as  shown  below : 

Brooklyn  Heights  Railroad  Company — President,  E.  W.  Winters;  vice-president, 
T.  S.  Williams;  vice-president,  J.  F.  Calderwood;  vice-president,  H.  C.  Duval;  secre- 
tary and  treasurer,  C.  D.  Meneely. 

Brooklyn  Union  Elevated  Railroad  Company — President,  Henry  Siebert;  vice- 
president,  T.  S.  Williams;  vice-president,  J.  F.  Calderwood;  secretary  and  treasurer, 
C.  D.  Meneely. 

Coney  Island  and  Gravesend  Railroad  Company — President,  H.  C.  Duval;  vice- 
president,  J.  F.  Calderwood;  vice-president,  T.  S.  Williams;  secretary  and  treasurer, 
C  D.  Meneely. 

South  Brooklyn  Railroad  Company — President,  D.  H.  Valentine;  vice-president, 
T.  S.  Williams;  vice-president,  J.  F.  Calderwood;  secretary  and  treasurer,  C.  D. 
Meneely. 

Brooklyn,  Queens  County  and  Suburban — President,  H.  C.  Duval;  vice-president,

Nassau  Electric  Railroad  Company — President,  J.  E.  Borne;  vice-president,  T.  S. 
Williams ;  vice-president,  J.  F.  Calderwood ;  secretary  and  treasurer,  C.  D.  Meneely. 
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Transit  Development  Company — President,  E.  W.  Winters;  vice-president,  T.  S. 
Williams;  vice-president,  J.  F.  Calderwood;  secretary  and  treasurer,  C.  D.  Menecly. 

That  cars  of  the  alleged  separate  companies  run  upon  the  same  tracks  in  many 
parts  of  the  Borough. 

That  cars  of  what  is  claimed  to  be  the  Nassau  Electric  Railroad  Company  operate 
over  the  lines  and  as  cars  of  the  Brooklyn  Heights  Railroad  Company.  That  though 
\hese  cars  bear  upon  their  permanent  structure  the  initials  of  the  Nassau  Electric 
Railroad  Company,  the  signs  they  bear  indicating  their  route  show  them  to  be  used 
for  the  service  of  the  Brooklyn  Heights  Railroad  Company  exclusively.  It  is  to  be 
understood  in  this  connection  that  the  cars  to  which  we  refer,  of  the  so-called  Nassau 
Electric  Railroad  Company,  used  in  the  service  of  the  Brooklyn  Heights  Railroad 
Company,  are  operated  over  routes  not  used  in  common  by  the  two  companies,  but 
over  the  lines  of  the  so-called  Brooklyn  Heights  Railroad  Company. 

That  certain  of  the  barns  in  which  cars  are  stored  are  used  in  common  by  the 
alleged  independent  companies. 

That  the  inspectors,  motormen  and  conductors  exchange  freely  between  the  roads 
and  wear  throughout  the  system  a  uniform  suit,  evidencing  they  are  employees  not 
of  seven  different  lines  but  of  one  single  company,  and  this  the  Brooklyn  Rapid 
Transit  Company. 

That  if  it  is  claimed  those  men  are  in  the  employ  of  the  holding  company,  who 
and  where  arc  the  employees  of  the  several  operating  companies?  If  the  operating 
companies  have  no  employees,  what  is  meant  by  an  operating  company? 

That  in  the  case  of  the  contract  between  the  Bridge  Commissioner,  representing 
The  City  of  New  York,  providing  for  the  operation  of  cars  across  the  Williamsburg 
Bridge,  the  Brooklyn  Heights  Railroad  Company  figures  as  the  party  of  the  second 
part,  and  none  of  the  other  companies  named  in  the  reorganization  above  referred  to 
is  named  in  such  contract,  yet  the  cars  of  the  Brooklyn,  Queens  County  and  Suburban 
Railroad  Company  and  the  Nassau  Electric  Company,  as  well  as  the  cars  of  the 
Brooklyn  Heights  Railroad  Company,  utilize  the  tracks  under  this  contract.  This 
contract  provides  that  the  cars  of  the  party  of  the  second  part,  and  the  cars  of  the 
companies  permitted  by  it  to  operate  under  its  contract,  shall  not  exceed  34  per  cent 
of  the  total  cars  admitted  to  the  bridge  in  any  one  hour.  And  the  question  arises 
whether  fit  any  time  contracts  have  been  entered  into  between  the  Brooklyn  Heights 
Railroad  Company  and  the  other  companies  above  named  whereby  they  are  permitted 
to  use  the  tracks  in  question,  if  tracks  are  being  used  without  provision  for  compen- 
sation and  as  though  the  companies  were  identical  and  not  independent. 

That  tickets  purchased  of  the  "Brooklyn  Union  Elevated  Railroad  Company" 
are  valid  upon  other  lines  alleged  to  be  independent. 

liiat  though,  at  the  pleasure  of  the  company  or  companies,  transfers  are  refused 
at  certain  points  from  lines  of  an  alleged  independent  company  to  the  lines  of  other 
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alleged  independent  companies,  it  is  possible  in  most  <^ses,  by  retransferring,  to  pass 
from  the  original  line  to  the  prohibited  line  by  way  of  a  third  line,  or  to  pass  from 
the  original  line  to  the  second  line  at  some  other  point,  showing  that  the  selection 
of  transfer  points  is  determined  arbitrarily,  and  not  on  account  of  the  alleged  inde- 
pendence of  the  companies. 

There  are  also  lines  admittedly  operated  by  the  same  companies  which  do  not 
exchange  transfers. 

That  the  Crosstown  Hicks  street  line  issues  a  transfer,  which  is  marked  "B.  H. 
R.  R."  yet  it  is  good  on  the  cars  of  the  Nassau  Electric  Railroad  exclusively,  and  in 
the  report  of  the  Railroad  Commissioners  for  1906  the  Hicks  street  road  appears 
recorded  as  part  of  the  system  of  the  Nassau  Electric  Company.  If  these  two  com- 
panies are  separated  why  are  transfers  issued  while  cars  are  running  on  the  roadbed  of 
one  company  which  bear  the  initials  of  the  other? 

That  the  cars  employed  in  the  work  done  under  the  ash  removal  contract  circulate 
freely  on  the  tracks  of  the  several  companies. 

That  electric  power  is  supplied  from  the  same  sources  of  production  to  the  cars 
of  the  alleged  separate  lines,  operating  in  many  cases  on  roads  used  by  said  lines  jointly. 
That  said  power  is  supplied  from  power  plants  bearing  signs  which  read  "Brooklyn 
Rapid  Transit." 

That  the  flat  cars  of  the  South  Brooklyn  Railroad  Company  circulate  over  the 
tracks  of  the  several  companies. 

That  the  transfers  for  the  entire  Brooklyn  Rapid  Transit  system,  though  bearing 
the  initials  of  one  or  other  of  the  seven  alleged  operating  companies  according  to 
the  route  on  which  issued,  are  numbered  serially  from  i  to  73^  corresponding  with 
the  alphabetical  arrangement  of  the  names  of  the  lines  and  not  according  to  their 
grouping  into  the  several  alleged  companies. 

That  if  the  alleged  operating  companies  were  actually  independent,  the  lines 
making  up  each  company  would  naturally  be  grouped,  and  the  numbers  upon  the 
transfers  run  serially  throughout  the  group,  but  this,  as  shown  above  and  by  transfers 
which  we  submit,  is  not  done;  the  serial  numbers  having  no  relation  whatever  to 
the  alleged  separate  companies,  but  running  throughout  the  entire  number  of  routes 
of  all  the  companies,  corresponding  to  the  field  of  operation  of  the  Brooklyn  Rapid 
Transit  Company. 

That  upon  the  elevated  system  trains  are  made  up  indiscriminately  of  cars  of 
the  Brooklyn  Union  Elevated  Railroad  Coinpany,  of  the  Traction  Development  Com- 
pany and  of  the  Kings  County  Ejevated  Railroad  Company. 

That  upon  the  elevated  railroad  all  cars  are  marked  upon  the  sides  "Brooklyn 
Rapid  Transit,"  though  they  bear  the  initials  of  the  various  alleged  operating  com- 
panies upon  the  ends. 

That  the  above  is  true  of  the  trolley  cars. 
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In  evidence  of  the  refusal  of  transfers  throughout  the  system,  we  submit  here- 
with a  complete  set  of  transfers  issued  in  all  parts  of  the  Borough,  showing  upon 
the  seventy  sheets  which  accompany  them  the  lines  to  which  each  line  concerned 
transfers  and  the  lines  to  which  transfers  are  refused,  though  such  lines  intersect. 

In  anticipation  of  the  Commission  determining  that  the  Brooklyn  Rapid  Transit 
Company  is  bound  by  law  to  issue  transfers  wherever  its  lines  intersect,  we  have  added 
10  each  sheet,  under  the  head  of  "Suggestions,"  a  list  of  the  points  at  which  it  is 
believed  the  company  is  required  by  law  to  transfer,  and  where  the  right  is  denied. 

The  information  given  under  the  head  of  ^'Suggestions"  shows  not  only  the  lines 
between  which  we  believe  transfers  should  be  exchanged  where  they  are  not  now  ex- 
changed, but  also  the  points  indicated  by  street  names  where  the  transfers  should  be 
given. 

There  are  also  forty  special  transfer  stations,  of  which  we  have  not  thus  far  ob- 
tained a  complete  collection  of  transfers,  but  this  collection  is  being  made  and  will  be 
forwarded  later,  but  the  transfers  issued  at  these  stations  do  not  modify  in  any  way 
the  situation  at  any  points  of  which  the  facts  are  found  in  the  seventy  sheets  referred  to. 

Accompanying  the  exhibit  of  transfers  is  a  schedule  showing  by  line  above  name 
and  number  the  intersecting  lines  to  which  transfers  are  issued,  and  the  intersecting 
lines  to  which  they  are  refused,  and  being  a  summary  of  all  the  sheets.

impossible  at  present  to  avoid  this  very  evident  payment  in  increase  of  market  rates."

Ordered,  That  a  hearing  be  had  on  the  22d  day  of  November,  1907,  at  2  o'clock 
in  the  afternoon,  or  at  any  time  or  times  to  which  the  same  may  be  adjourned,  at  the 
rooms  of  the  Commission  at  No.  154  Nassau  street,  Borough  of  Manhattan.  City  of 
New  York,  State  of  New  York,  to  inquire  whether  the  regulations,  equipment  and 
appliances  of  the  Staten  Island  Rapid  Transit  Railway  Company  in  respect  to  trans- 
portation of  persons  and  property  in  the  First  District  are  unsafe,  improper  or 
inadequate,  and  whether  changes,  improvements  and  additions  thereto  ought  rea- 
sonably to  be  made  in  the  manner  below  set  forth  in  order  to  promote  the  security 
or  convenience  of  the  public  or  employees,  or  in  order  to  secure  adequate  service 
and  facilities  for  the  transportation  of  passengers  and  property,  and  if  such  be  found 
to  be  the  fact,  then  to  determine  whether  a  change,  addition  and  improvement  of 
regulations,  equipment,  appliances  and  service  of  isaid  company,  as  hereinafter  set 
forth,  is  such  as  would  be  just,  reasonable,  safe,  adequate  and  proper  and  ought 
reasonably  to  be  made  to  promote  the  security  and  convenience  of  the  public  or 
employees,  or  in  order  to  secure  adequate  service  or  facilities  for  the  transportation 
of  passengers  and  property,  that  is  to  say: 

1.  That  additional  precautions  be  taken  at  all  grade  crossings  of  highways  on

2.  That  changes  be  made  in  the  practice  of  switching  cars  and  engines  across 
Bay  street,  Clifton,  at  the  grade  crossing,  and  that  changes,  repairs  and  improvements 
in  tracks,  switches  and  other  property  or  devices,  be  made  at  or  near  that  point,  the 
nature  and  extent' of  the  changes,  improvements  and  repairs  to  be  such  as  the  Com-

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3.  That  the  practice  of  switching  passenger  or  freight  trains  while  in  the  tun- 
nel leading  from  St  George  to  Tompkinsville  be  abandoned,  and  that  the  switches 
lying  in  the  tunnel  be  permanently  removed. 

4.  That  all  trains  in  the  Arlington  or  North  Shore  Divisions  be  run  through  at 
least  to  the  terminus  at  Arlington. 

5.  That  all  trains  on  the  North  Shore  and  South  Shore  Divisions  be  so  run 
as  to  connect  with  the  Municipal  ferryboats  at  St.  George. 

6.  That  the  Staten  Island  Rapid  Transit  Railway  Company  prohibit  and  take 
the  necessary  steps  to  prevent  all  unnecessary  and  unreasonable  noises  and  smoke 
nuisances  from  engines  or  shops  under  its  control  at  Clifton,  St  George,  and  all  other 
points  where  engines  run  or  are  allowed  to  stand. 

7.  That  all  cars,  stations  and  platforms  be  adequately  lighted.. 

8.  That  adequate  train  signs  be  conspicuously  and  continuously  displayed  at  the 
St  George  Terminal,  the  nature  and  location  of  the  signs  to  be  determined  by  the 
Commission. 

9.  That  tickets  f9r  all  steam  passenger  trains  operated  by  it  be  offered  for 
sale  in  a  booth  to  be  placed  on  the  esplanade  immediately  outside  the  ferry  house  at 
St  George,  at  least  for  the  ten  minutes  prior  to  the  departure  of  each  train  advertised 
in  the  official  time  tables  of  the  Staten  Island  Rapid  Transit  Railway  Company. 

And  if  any  such  changes,  improvements  and  additions  be  found  to  be  such  as 
ought  to  be  made  as  aforesaid,  then  to  determine  what  period  would  be  a  reasonable 
time  within  which  the  same  should  be  directed  and  executed.

Dear  Sir — I  duly  received  your  letter  of  September  17  requesting  me  to  give  you 
my  opinion  as  to  whether  the  commencement  of  operation  of  the  Steinway  Tunnel  will 
in  any  way  prejudice  any  rights  that  the  Commission  may  have  in  any  legal  proceed- 
ings undertaken  looking  to  the -prevention  of  operation  and  ownership  of  this  tunnel 
by  the  alleged  company  now  in  charge  of  the  work. 

The  Courts  have  held  that  an  injunction  is  not  necessarily  to  be  granted  in  every 
case,  and  that  acquiescence  or  laches  of  a  complainant  is  to  be  regarded  on  any  appli- 
cation for  such  relief  in  equity;  and  although  this  principle  does  not  apply  in  a  case 
where  a  public  body  is  complainant  with  the  same  force  as  where  a  private  individual 
is,  yet  it  deserves  consideration. 

I  therefore  think  that  the  Commission  should  not  acquiesce  in  any  operation  of 
the  Steinway  Tunnel ;  but  upon  being  placed  in  possession  of  evidence  that  operation  is 
about  to  begin,  the  Commission  should  consider  carefully  whether  an  application  to 
the  Courts  to  enjoin  the  operation  should  not  be  made.

Dear  Sir — After  a  careful  investigation,  it  is  estimated  that  approximately  twenty 
per  cent,  of  the  electric  railways  in  the  United  States  do  an  interstate  business,  and  are, 
therefore,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  *'Act  to  regulate  commerce." 

In  most  cases,  electric  roads  doing  an  interstate  business  are  also  engaged  in  what 
is  commonly  called  street-car  traffic,  and  any  attempt  to  prescribe  a  uniform  system 
of  accounting  for  electric  roads  should  meet  all  reasonable  requirements  of  transporta- 
tion companies  engaged  in  either  urban,  interurban,  or  interstate  electric  traffic,  or  all 
three  classes  of  business. 

To  that  end,  this  office,  with  the  aid  of  the  best  expert  assistance  obtainable,  and 
the  co-operation  of  a  committee  representing  the  American  Street  and  Interurban  Rail- 
way Accountants  Association,  has  prepared  a  tentative  classification  of  operating 
expenses,  and  of  road  and  equipment  expenditures  for  electric  railways,  which  it  is 
hoped  and  believed  will  meet  the  requirements  already  mentioned. 

There  are  sent  for  the  consideration  of  your  Commission,  copies  of  the  proposed 
classifications  for  electric  roads,  and  also  copies  of  the  corresponding  classifications  for 
steam  roads,  which  latter  were  prescribed  by  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  to 
take  eflFect  July  i,  1907.  It  will  be  observed  that  these  classifications  for  the  two  kinds 
of  roads,  steam  and  electric,  are  very  nearly  identical,  as  they  should  be.  It  will  also 
be  observed  that  the  classifications  for  electric  roads  are  readily-  adapted  to  such 
roads  as  do  a  strictly  urban  or  intrastate  business. 

You  are  doubtless  aware  that  many  of  the  State  Railway  Commissions  already  use 
a  form  for  annual  report  for  steam  roads  supplied  by  the  Federal  Commission,  and,  in 
the  interest  of  uniformity,  it  is  hoped  that  the  same  course  may  be  adopted  with 
respect  to  annual  reports  from  electric  roads. 

The  proposed  classifications  for  electric  roads  are  submitted  for  your  suggestion 
and  criticism  before  their  adoption,  and  this  office  will  appreciate  a  full  expression  of 
the  views  of  your  Commission  on  the  subject,  either  individually  or  as  a  Commission. 
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The  Public  Service  Commission  of  the  Second  District  of  New  York  has  signified 
its  approval  of  the  classifications  as  submitted,  and,  if  approved,  by  other  State  Com- 
missions, will  adopt  and  promulgate  the  same  on  January  i,  1908,  together  with  such 
changes  as  may  be  adopted  before  that  date  as  the  result  of  further  conference  and  the 
criticisms  which  may  be  made  available  through  your  co-operation. 

Will  you  not,  therefore,  favor  this  office  with  your  reply  to  this  communication  at 
the  earliest  possible  date,  stating  therein  any  objection  you  may  have  to  the  proposed 
classifications,  and,  also,  such  changes  as  you  think  necessary  to  adapt  them  to  the 
uses  of  your  Commission  in  securing  reports  from  all  classes  of  electric  roads?

The  Secretary  presented  a  communication  from  George  S.  Rice,  Chief  Engineer, 
which,  on  motion,  was  referred  to  Commissioner  Eustis,  and  was  as  follows : 

November  7,  1907. 

Station  Entrances,  Brooklyn  Loop  Lines. 

The  Honorable  William  R.  Willcox,  Chairman,  Public  Service  Commission  for  the 
First  District: 

Dear  Sir — At  a  conference  held  about  the  middle  of  October,  at  which  Com- 
missioners McCarroll  and  Maltbie,  Mr.  Whitman,  Assistant  Counsel,  and  myself 
were  present,  relative  to  the  feasibility  of  placing  certain  station  entrances  on  Centre 
street  within  the  limits  of  the  cross  streets  instead  of  placing  them  on  private  property, 
I  was  requested  to  look  into  the  matter  of  station  entrances. 

I  find  upon  investigation  that  the  two  entrances  at  Leonard  street,  one  at  Franklin 
street  and  the  one  at  the  northwest  corner  of  Howard  and  Centre  streets  can  be 
placed  in  the  streets  without  undue  interference  with  the  traffic  on  the  sidewalk 
and  without  a  contraction  of  the  stairways  as  originally  provided  in  the  entrances  on 
private  property.  This  can  be  done  by  placing  what  we  call  "tandem  stairways" 
next  to  the  building  lines  and  by  placing  the  toilets,  ticket  booths,  etc.,  under  the 
street  surface  between  the  building  lines. 

Preliminary  studies  have  been  made  for  these  street  stations,  and  the  Counsel 
have  informed  me  of  the  probable  cost  if  the  entrances  are  placed  on  private  property, 
and  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  considerable  saving  can  be  made  by  adopting  the  plans 
for  stations  in  the  street. 

As  to  the  remaining  station  entrances,  one  at  the  northeast  corner  of  Hester 
and  Centre  streets  and  two  on  either  side  of  Centre  street,  south  of  Grand  street, 
it  is  necessary  that  these  locations  should  be  adhered  to,  as  to  move  them  in  the 
street  would  place  them  at  practically  the  extreme  ends  of  the  stations,  which  would 
cause  a  verv  undesirable  distribution  of  traffic. 
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In  reference  to  acquiring  the  property  itself,  it  appears  ^o  me  from  information' 
I  have  obtained  from  the  Counsel  as  to  the  cost  of  obtaining  an  easement  that  the 
fee  should  be  taken  of  these  properties.  Of  the  property  on  the  east  side  of  Centre 
street,  south  of  Grand  street,  we  require  practically  the  entire  ground  floor  and 
basement.  In  the  case  directly  opposite  on  the  west  side  of  Centre  street,  the  same 
conditions  exist  for  a  depth  fully  equal  to  one-half  of  the  depth  of  the  lot  and  in- 
cludes nearly  the  entire  building,  the  rear  part  of  the  lot  being  vacant.  On  the  north- 
east corner  of  Hester  and  Centre  streets  we  need  almost  two-thirds  of  the  entire 
basement  area  and  a  portion  of  the  first  floor  for  the  entrance  on  Hester  street. 
In  this  case  I  am  informed  that  the  owner,  Mr.  Knabe,  asks  $50,000  for  this  easement 
and  places  the  value  of  the  entire  property  at  $112,000,

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The  Secretary  presented  a  communication  from  Abel  E.  Blackmar.  Counsel  to 
the  Commission,  which,  on  motion,  was  referred  to  the  Chief  Engineer,  'and  was 
as  follows : 

November  4,  1907. 

Travis  H.  Whitney,  Esq.,  Secretary,  Public  Service  Commission  for  the  First  District: 

Dear  Sir— I  duly  received  your  letter  of  September  23,  transmitting  a  communica- 
tion from  Mr.  Rice,  Chief  Engineer,  dated  September  20,  as  to  underpinning  the  new 
buildings  at  the  northeast  comer  of  Mott  and  Delancey  streets.  This  is  in  the  portion 
of  the  Brooklyn  loop  lines  to  be  built  in  the  Delancey  street  extension,  known  as 
contract  9-0-2,  let  to  the  Bradley  Contracting  Company. 

The  duty  of  the  contractor  to  support  abutting  structures  and  the  obligations 
which  he  has  assumed  to  adjacent  property  owners   have  been   referred  to  in  my 
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opinions  of  October  8  and  October  17,  in  the  matter  of  No.  174  Canal  street. 

The  question  now  arising  is  whether  the  obligations  referred  to  exist  under  the 
contract  as  to  new  structures  in  a  new  street,  i,  e.,  such  as  were  not  there  when  Ihe 
contract  was  let  and  signed.  In  view  of  the  following  provisions  of  the  contract 
I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  contract  must  apply  to  these  new  structures,  and  that 
the  contractor  is  under  obligation  to  support  them  in  pursuance  of  the  contract  obli- 
gations. 

The  obligation  of  the  contractor  is  to  protect  and  support  all  buildings  and  other 
structures,  including  foundations  (page  15),  and  including  underpinning,  wherever 
necessary,  of  all  buildings  affected  or  interfered  with  during  construction  of  the 
railroad  (page  17)  ;  as  to  excavation,  contractor  is  to  take  special  precaution  where 
there  is  additional  pressure  due  to  the  presence  of  buildings  or  other  structures- 
(page  56).    Also  when  passing  specially  heavy  buildings  which,  by  their  construction. 
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or  position,  might  bring  a  great  pressure  upon  the  trenches,  the  right  is  reserved 
by  the  Board  for  the  Engineer  to  direct  that  such  buildings  be  underpinned  (page  57). 
The  contractor  also  covenants  that  his  work,  if  done  without  fault  or  negligence 
on  his  part,  does  not  involve  any  danger  to  foundations,  walls  or  other  parts  of 
adjacent  buildings  or  structures,  and  that  he  will  make  good  any  damages  that  shall 
in  course  of  construction  be  done  to  foundations,  walls  or  other  parts  of  adjacent 
buildings  or  structures  (page  155)  ;  and  the  contractor  also  undertakes  to  obey  any 
order  of  the  Engineer  to  support  or  secure  adjacent  property  or  any  surface  or 
structure  thereon,  but  he  is  not  relieved  of  responsibility  either  by  compliance  with 
an  order  of  the  Chief  Engineer  or  an  omission  of  the  Chief  Engineer  to  give  it  or- 
give  notice  of  danger  (page  157).  Contractor  also  assumes  a  very  extensive  re- 
sponsibility for  all  physical  injuries  to  the  property  of  abutting  owners  occasioned 
by  any  act  or  omission  of  himself  or  of  any  sub-contractor  or  person  employed  on 
the  work.    The  contract  runs  over  a  period  before  completion  of  at  least  twenty  months. 

It  does  not  seem  reasonable  to  assume  that  in  a  contract  to  extend  over  two 
years  in  a  crowded  city  street  that  the  obligations  of  a  contractor  to  abutting  property 
owners  and  to  adjacent  property  and  structures  can  be  limited  to  those  in  position 
at  the  time  the  contract  is  entered  into,  and  that  the  constant  changes  in  condition 
of  property  in  the  ordinary  course  of  business  and  improvement  for  so  long  a 
period  while  the  work  is  in  process  are  to  be  entirely  ignored  and  the  owners' 
rights  completely  passed  over.  I  have  advised  you  that  in  my  opinion  new  water 
pipes  put  in  by  the  City  itself,  after  the  letting  of  a  loop  contract  and  requiring 
to  be  supported  by  the  contractor  as  a  subsurface  structure,  should  be  deemed  to 
be  extra  work,  for  which  an  additional  allowance  may  be  proper,  but  the  City  is  a 
party  to  such  contract  and  must  be  deemed  to  have  expressed  its  intention  as  to  its 
own  rights  and  obligations.  * 

In  this  case,  however,  as  to  abutting  property  owners,  obligations  are  undertaken 
by  the  contractor  for  the  benefit  of  third  parties  as  a  class  who  are  not  parties  to  the 
contract,  and  it  would  seem  to  me  that  the  obligation  which  the  contractor  has  assumed 
must  include  every  person  of  that  claSs,  not  as  of  the  time  the  contract  is  signed,  but 
of  the  time  when  his  rights  and  property  are  touched  in  the  prosecution  of  the  con- 
tract. 

I  think,  therefore,  that  the  obligation  of  the  contractor  is  to  underpin  and  support 
any  structures  which  may  be  found  to  need  such  support,  new  or  old,  at  the  time 
when  such  support  becomes  necessary  by  reason  of  the  prosecution  of  his  work. 

If  I  am  in  error  on  this  point  the  contractor  has  his  remedy  under  the  terms  of 
the  contract.  In  the  new  Fourth  avenue  contracts,  I  have  inserted  a  clause  removing 
this  uncertainty.

Dear  Sir — Herewith  is  a  blue  print  of  the  Interborough  Rapid  Transit  Company's 
plan,  Subway  Division  No.  7645,  showing  the  partition  of  certain  property  at  the  inter- 
section of  Hillside  and  St.  Nicholas  avenues,  Fort  George. 

The  whole  property  is  now  owned  in  fee  by  the  Rapid  Transit  Subway  Construc- 
tion Company.  It  was  purchased  by  them  in  lieu  of  condemnation  proceedings  in  order 
to  expedite  obtaining  control  of  it.  This  was  the  usual  procedure  under  Contract  No. 
I.  Subsequently  such  properties  as  were  necessary  to  the  City  were  so  transferred. 
They  propose  to  dispose  of  the  various  parcels  as  follows : 

Parcel  Xo.  I  to  be  transferred  to  the  Interborough  Rapid  Transit  Company. 

Parcel  Xo.  2  to  be  transferred  to  The  City  of  Xew  York. 

Parcel  Xo.  3  to  be  transferred  to  the  Fort  George  Street  Railway  Company  or  to 
be  held  in  trust  by  the  Interborough  Rapid  Transit  Company  for  use  of  the  Fort 
George  Street  Railway  Company. 

The  disposition  proposed  for  Parcels  Nos.  i  and  2  is  entirely  satisfactory,  but  if 
Parcel  X'o.  3  is  transferred  to  the  Fort  George  Street  Railway  Company,  or  the  In- 
terborough Company,  it  is  more  than  likely  that  it  may  be  used  as  a  storage  yard  lor 
junk,  or  may  have  small  buildings  of  an  objectionable  character  built  upon  it. 

I  think  it  would  be  desirable  that  the  portion  of  Plot  No.  3,  north  of  the  Fort 
George  Street  Railway  Company's  tracks,  be  transferred  to  the  City  to  be  parked  and 
kept  free  from  any  objectionable  encumbrances,  and  thereby  insure  a  proper  environ- 
ment immediately  adjacent  to  the  Dyckman  street  station.  The  partition  of  Plot  No. 
3,  s  )uth  (»f  tile  Fort  George  Street  Railway  Company's  tracks,  can  be  transferred  to  the 
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Interborough  Company  or  Fort  George  Street  Railway  Company  as  suggested  by  Mr. 
Pegram.

Commissioner    Bassett    presented    the    following    report    on    complaints    of    the 
Twenty-eighth   Ward   Board   of  Trade,   Brooklyn,   regarding  the   Brooklyn   Elevated 
Railroad  system: 

This  complaint,  dated  September  13,  1907,  was  made  up  of  about  thirty  different 
items.  Upon  its  receipt  it  was  referred  to  me  for  analysis.  I -reported  that  some  of 
the  items  should  be  held  in  abeyance  and  for  further  investigation;  that  others  should 
be  forwarded  to  Mr.  Ivins,  and  that  the  remainder  should  be  forwarded  as  com- 
plaints to  the  operating  company;  this  was  done  and  the  Brooklyn  Union  Elevated 
Railroad  Company  duly  answered,  forwarding  a  copy  of  its  answer  to  the  complainant. 
The  complainant  replied;  the  answer  and  reply  were  referred  to  me. 
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The  answers  of  the  operating  company  express  compliance  with  six  of  the  items, 
viz.: 

Opening  the  side  doors  at  all  times  on  the  bridge  cars. 

Operation  of  more  cars  on  Broadway  elevated  line. 

More  trains  on  Sundays  and  holidays. 

Extension  of  platforms. 

Operating  Gates  avenue  short  line  cars  to  Manhattan  Junction  on  the  Lexington 
avenue  line. 

Six  car  trains  instead  of  five  car  trains  on  the  Lexington  avenue  line. 

It  seems  desirable  that  a  hearing  should  be  had  on  some  of  the  items  of  com- 
plaint with  which  the  operating  company  does  not  express  compliance;  these  items 
are  the  following: 

That  at  least  150  additional  elevated  station  signs  be  prepared  and  placed  by  said 
company,  properly  distributing  them  among  their  various  elevated,  surface  and  de- 
pressed road  stations. 

To  provide  more  or  wider  stairways  at  the  Gates  -avenue  and  Halsey  street 
stations  of  the  Lexington  avenue  line. 

In  case  there  is  further  work  of  reinforcing  the  elevated  structure  on  Broadway, 
not  to  decrease  the  present  headroom. 

To  remove  the  Tillary  street  station  and  platform. 

To  repair  and  keep  in  first  class  order  the  Lafavette  avenue  station  of  the  Ful- 
ton street  elevated  road,  even  if  the  same  shall  not  be  put  into  present  use. 

To  operate  midnight  trains  on  all  elevated  lines  with  not  over  fifteen  minutes 
headway  at  least  until  i  o'clock  a.  m. 

I  have  asked  the  Counsel  to  prepare  an  order  for  a  hearing  on  the  last  mentioned 
items,  and  submit  the  proposed  order  for  hearing  herewith. 

There  are  various  other  items  with  which  the  operating  company  does  not  ex- 
press compliance,  and  which  are  not  included  in  the  order  for  hearing.  The  rea- 
son for  this  is  that  they  are  the  same  as  or  are  included  in  investigations  and  hear- 
ings now  under  way,  which  have  been  initiated  from  other  sources.

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(i)  The  said  complaint  shall  be  directed  to  the  Public  Service  Commission  for 
the  First  District.  It  shall  state  the  names  of  the  corporations  supplying  firas  or  elec- 
tricity, as  the  case  may  be,  either  within  The  City  of  New  York  or  within  such  sub- 
division thereof,  either  Borough  or  County,  as  the  complainants  may  desire  to  include 
within    the    complaint. 

(2)  It  shall  state  that  each  of  such  companies  is  a  corporation,  if  such  be  the 
fact,  and  that  such  corporations  are  authorized  to  sell,  manufacture  and  supply  Ras  or 
electricity,  as  the  case  may  be,  for  heat,  light  or  power  within  the  said  territory,  and 
that  they  are  actually  engaged  in  manufacturing,  selling  and  supplying  either  gas  or 
electricity  for  the  purposes   aforesaid. 

(3)  If  the  complaint  is  against  gas  companies,  it  shall  state  whether  it  is  directed 
to  the  illuminating  power  or  purity  or  the  pressure  or  the  price  of  gas.  If  against 
electrical  companies,  whether  directed  to  the  initial  efficiency  of  the  electric  incandes- 
cent lamp  supply  or  the  regulation  of  the  voltage  of  the  supply  system  used  for  incan- 
descent lighting  or  the  price,  and  it  shall  specify  the  respects  wherein  the  service  is 
otherwise  inadequate  or  the  methods  unreasonable,  and  if  it  is  claimed  that  the  price 
is  excessive  and  unreasonable,  the  price  actually'  charged  by  such  companies  should* be 
set  forth,  and  the  respects  wherein  or  the  reasons  why  it  is  unreasonable  specified. 

(4)  The  complaint  shall  state  that  each  of  the  complainants  is  a  customer  or 
purchaser  of  either  gas  or  electricity,  as  the  case  may  be,  from  one  or  more  of  the 
said  companies  against  whom  the  complaint  is  made. 

(5)  If  the  complaint  is  that  th^  price  of  either  gas  or  electricity  is  excessive,  it 
should  state  that  the  price  is  excessive,  unfair  and  unreasonable  and  is  disproportion- 
ate to  the  proper  cost  o£  manufacturing  and  delivering  either  gas  or  electricity  in  the 
locality  mentioned. 

(6)  The  complaint  may  also  contain  any  other  specification  of  any  illegal  act 
on  the  part  of  said  companies,  or  any  violation  of  the  charter  or  franchises  of  said 
companies  or  any  of  them,  in  respect  of  the  manufacture,  sale  or  supply  of  gas  or 
electricity,  or  in  its  methods  of  conducting  its  business,  and  should  demand  the  relief 
which  the  complainant  desires. 

(7)  The  complaint  must  be  signed  by  not  less  than  one  hundred  customers  or 
purchasers  of  gas  or  'electricity  in  The  City  of  New  York,  or  in  such  lesser  territory 
as  is  included  in  the  complaint,  and  the  address  of  each  signer  shall  be  stated.

Dear  Sir— On  September  13  I  wrote  to  the  Manhattan  Railway  Company,  stating 
that  the  Engineer  of  the  First  Division  of  the  Public  Service  Commission  had  advised 
the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways  that  column  No.  218  of  the  elevated 
railway  on  the  Bowery  will  stand  some  seven  or  eight  feet  in  the  roadway  of  what 
will  be  the  northwest  corner  of  the  Delancey  street  extension  and  the  Bowery.  I  also 
stated  that  it  "was  not  only  important  but  necessary  that  this  column  should  be  moved 
back  on  the  new  curb  line,  and  that  the  Public  Service  Commission  desires  to  know 
positively  whether  this  column  will  be  moved  or  not  before  making  their  plans  for 
the  underground  structure.  I  therefore  requested  the  company  to  examine  the  matter 
and  inform  mc  as  to  the  advisability  of  moving  the  column. 

I  have  received  a  reply  from  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the'  Interborough  Rapid 
Transit  Company  to  the  effect  that,  according  to  their  measurements,  the  proposed 
change  would  necessitate  the  removal  of  the  column  nine  feet  north,  thus  lengthening 
the  span  over  Delancey  street  by  that  amount,  and  shortening  the  span  to  the  north, 
which  will  require  the  replacement  of  these  two  spans.  The  communication  further 
states  that  of  course  this  change  would  be  of  no  benefit  to  the  elevated  railway — in 
fact,  slightly  the  reverse — but  it  would  seem  a  very  necessary  step  to  remove  this 
obstruction  from  the  new  street.  The  company  was,  therefore,  willing  that  the  City 
should  make  the  change  at  its  own  expense,  under  the  company's  supervision,  and  to 
its  satisfaction. 

I  concur  in  the  view  of  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways,  that  the 
Interborough  Rapid  Transit  Company  should  make  the  change  itself  at  its  own  expense.

New  York,  November  15,  1907. 

Mr.  Travis  H.  Whitney,  Secretary: 

Dear  Sir — Pursuant  to  the  request  of  the  Commission,  dated  October  30,  1907, 
transmitting  a  communication  from  the  Washington  Heights  Taxpayers'  Association, 
dated  October  26,  1907,  relative  to  the  elevators  at  the  One  Hundred  and  Sixty-eighth 
and  One  Hundred  and  Eighty-first  street  stations,  I  desire  to  report  as  follows: 

Contract  No.  i,  under  which  the  One  Hundred  and  Sixty-eighth  and  One  Hun- 
dred and  Eighty-first  street  stations  were  constructed,  provides  that,  if  required  by 
the  Board,  the  contractors  shall  establish  an  approved  plant  of  elevators  not  exceeding 
four  (4)  in  number,  each  elevator  being  of  sufficient  size  to  carry  at  least  twenty- 
five  (25)  persons.  The  total  capacity  required  under  the  contract,  therefore,  is  100 
persons  per  single  trip  of  all  elevators. 

The  interior  floor  space  of  the  One  Hundred  and  Sixty-eighth  and  One  Hundred 
and  Eighty-first  street  elevators  is  about  9  feet  8  inches  by  11  feet  8  inches.  The 
specifications  under  which  they  are  constructed  require  that  they  should  be  able  to 
lift  a  live  load  of  8,000  pounds  at  a  speed  of  250  feet  per  minute.  This  is  equivalent 
to  a  carrying  capacity  of  fiftv-three  persons  averaging  150  pounds  each.  The  capacity 
of  the  two  elevators  at  each  station  is  therefore  in  excess  of  the  maximum  contract 
requirement.        ^ 

The  size  of  the  cars  is  such  that  sometimes  as  many  as  seventy  persons  have 
crowded  into  them,  making  a  live  load  of  approximately  11,000  pounds,  nearly  40 
per  cent,  in  excess  of  the  contract  load.  This  has  resulted  in  stalling  the  elevators. 
To  overcome  the  difficulty,  obstructions  have  been  built  into  the  cars  at  One  Hundred 
and  Sixty-eighth  street  to  reduce  the  capacity  to  within  the  specified  load. 

I  have  had  an  actual  count  made  of  the  passenger  traffic  on  the  elevators  at  both 
of  the  above  stations  during  the  morning  and  evening  rush  hours. 

« 

At  One  Hundred  and  Sixty-eighth  street  the  maximum  load  observed  on  an  ele- 
vator was  thirty-seven  persons,  while  even  with  the  present  restricted  floor  space  the 
capacity  is  fifty  persons.  At  One  Hundred  and  Eighty-first  street  fifty-three  per- 
sons were  loaded  in  one  elevator,  and  on  several  occasions  as  many  as  fifty  persons 
were  observed.  In  one  or  two  instances,  when  a  Kingsbridge  express  immediately 
followed  the  regular  train,  passengers  were  compelled  to  wait  several  minutes  before 
they  could  be  transported  to  the  street. 

From  these  facts,  in  my  opinion,  the  present  elevator  service  at  the  two  stations 
is  reasonably  sufficient  under  normal  traffic  conditions,  and  will  be  so  for  some  time 
to  come.  I  do  not  feel  that  the  abnormal  conditions  due  to  the  baseball  crowds, 
which  only  prevail  during  a  very  small  portion  of  the  year,  is  a  proper  or  fair  basis 
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Upon  which  to  determine  the  adequacy  of  the  elevated  facilities  at  One  Hundred  and 
Sixtj'-eighth  street  station.  This  location  for  the  baseball  field  may  be  abandoned  at 
any  time. 

The  elevators  and  their  landing  at  the  above  stations  have  been  designed  to  per- 
mit passengers  to  unload  from  and  load  into  the  elevators  from  separate  openings. 
In  order  to  do  this,  however,  two  men  must  be  employed  in  each  car.  For  safety,  the 
car  would  only  be  operated  by  one  of  the  men,  th^  gates  being  so  connected  up  with 
safety  devices  that  the  car  cannot  be  started  until  both  gates  are  closed,  and  if  dur- 
ing the  travel  of  the  car  either  gate  is  open,  the  car  will  stop  automatically.  By 
operating  the  elevators  in  this  manner,  a  small  increase  in  service  is  possible. 

It  is  the  present  practice  to  start  the  elevators  on  the  lower  level  at  the  mezza- 
nine platform  only.  At  this  point  passengers  using  the  west  platforms  of  the  station 
are  directly  accommodated  since  they  have  to  ascend  to  the  mezzanine  level  to  cross 
over  the  tracks.  Those  from  the  east  platforms  must  ascend  a  short  flight  of  stairs 
to  the  mezzanine  level  to  reach  the  elevators,  though  it  is  practicable  for  the  elevators 
to  be  loaded  and  unloaded  from  the  platform  level  itself.  It  is  not  desirable,  how- 
ever, to  operate  the  elevators  to  this  lower  level;  by  doing  so  would  simply  require 
additional  time,  which  would  be  consumed  by  the  short  movement  under  slow  head- 
way between  the  mezzanine  and  lower  platform  levels  and  another  stop.      ^ 

To  meet  the  numerous  complaints  which  had  been  made  against  elevator  service, 
particularly  at  the  One  Hundred  and  Sixty-eighth  street  station,  due  to  the  baseball 
traffic,  plans  were  prepared  early  in  the  year  which  indicated  how  an  additional 
pair  of  elevators  might  be  constructed  on  the  west  side  of  the  One  Hundred  and  Sixty- 
cightH  street  station.  A  similar  plan  is  practicable  at  the  One  Hundred  and  Eighty- 
first  street  station.  While  the  plan  has  not  been  worked  out  in  all  structural  details, 
an  approximate  estimate  showed  that  the  work  would  probably  cost  about  $125,000. 

The  Interborough  Company  early  in  June  of  this  year  informed  us  that  they  did 
not  feel  justified  in  spending  this  amount  of  money  for  additional  facilities,  in  view 
of  the  temporary  character  of  the  traffic  occasioned  by  the  location  of  the  baseball 
park.  If  the  Commission  desires  any  such  additional  facilities  provided  the  work 
will  have  to  be  ordered  as  an  extra  under  the  contract,  as  the  contract  requirements 
have  now  been  entirely  fulfilled.  It  is  practicable,  however,  to  request  the  Inter- 
borough Company  to  increase  the  elevator  power  of  the  motors  for  the  elevators, 
thereby  permitting  a  full  load  of  11,000  pounds,  which  will  provide  for  seventy  pas- 
sengers in  a  car  instead  of  fifty,  as  at  present. 

Herewith  is  a  copy  of  report  made  to  Mr.  D.  L.  Turner,  General  Inspector  of 

Stations,  relative  to  the  elevator  traffic  at  the  two  stations,  together  with  blue  prints 

Also  herewith  is  one  print  of  plan  T-328,  showing 

the  two  proposed  elevators  to  be  constructed  on  the  west  side  of  the  One  Hundred 

and  Sixty-eighth  street  station.

In  pursuance  with  the  above,  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment,  on 
January  25,  1907,  appropriated  the  sum  of  $742,500,  which  was  $84,000  less  than  the 
sum  estimated  and  petitioned  for,  this  being  done,  as  the  Auditor  of  the  late  Board 
states,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  City  Comptroller,  who  said  that  the  amount 
so  deducted  would  be  appropriated  at  a  later  date  if  found  to  be  needed. 
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The  Board  of  Rapid  Transit  Railroad  Commissioners  was  abolished  and  went

Whereas,  The  Board  of  Rapid  Transit  Railroad  Commissioners,  by  resolution 
dated  March  18,  1904,  resolved  that  it  was  necessary  and  proper  that  the  City  should 
acquire  the  property  bounded  by  Flatbush,  Atlantic  and  Fourth  avenues  in  the  Borough 
oi  Brooklyn,  County  of  Kings,  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  thereon  a  station  building

I  should  say  that  this  land  is  now  owned  by  the  City,  and  the  building  on  it  has 
been  removed.  It  is  a  proper  place  for  a  supersurface  ticket  office,  which  would  be 
an  island  for  refuge  if  such  a  building  were  not  placed  there.  Four  subway  entrances 
would  need  to  be  at  that  place  if  the  land  had  not  been  condemned,  so  I  am  informed 
by  the  Engineers  of  our  Board.

Resolved,  That,  pursuant  to  Paragraph  49-a  of  the  Railroad  Law,  the  following 
regulations  and  forms  are  hereby  prescribed  by  this  Commission  for  the  inspection 
of  steam  locomotive  boilers  which  are  used  exclusively  within  the  limits  of  this  Dis- 
trict, and  for  making  and  filing  of  reports  thereon : 
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state  op  "kew  york. 

Public  Service  Commission,  First  District. 

Regulations  for  Inspecting,  Testing  and  Washing  Locomotive  Boilers. 

I. 

General  Construction  and  Safe  Working  Pressure. 

The  chief  mechanical  officer  of  each  railroad  company  will  be  held  responsible 
for  the  general  design,  construction  and  inspection  of  the  locomotive  boilers  under 
his  control.  The  safe  working  pressure  for  each  locomotive  boiler  shall  be  fixed  by 
the  chief  mechanical  officer  of  the  company  or  by  a  competent  mechanical  engineer 
under  his  supervision.  The  safe  working  pressure  must  be  determined  in  accordance 
with  calculations  of  the  various  parts  after  full  consideration  has  been  given  to  the 
general  design,  workmanship  and  condition  of  the  boiler. 

II. 
Inspection  of  Interior  of  Boiler. 

(a)  Time  of  Inspection — The  interior  of  every  boiler  shall  be  thoroughly  in- 
spected before  the  boiler  is  put  into  service,  and  also  whenever  a  sufficient  number 
of  flues  are  removed  to  allow  examination.  * 

(b)  Flues  to  be  Removed — All  flues  shall  be  removed  at  least  once  every  three 
years  and  a  thorough  examination  made  of  the  entire  interior  of  the  boiler.  After 
the  flues  are  taken  out,  the  inside  of  the  boiler  must  have  the  scale  removed  and  be 
thoroughly  cleaned. 

(c)  Method  of  Inspection — The  entire  interior  of  the  boiler  must  then  be  ex- 
amined for  cracks,  pitting  and  grooving.  The  edges  of  plates,  all  laps,  seams  and 
points  where  cracks  and  defects  are  likely  to  develop,  or  which  an  exterior  examination 
may  have  indicated,  must  be  given  an  especially  minute  examination.  It  must  be 
seen  that  braces  and  stays  are  taut,  that  pins  are  properly  secured  in  place,  and  that 
each  is  in  condition  to  support  its  proportion  of  the  stress. 

(d)  Repairs — Any  boiler  developing  cracks  in  the  shell  shall  be  taken  out  of 
service  at  once  and  thoroughly  repaired  before  it  is  reported  to  be  in  satisfactory 
condition. 

(e)  Lap  Joint  Seams — Every  boiler  having  lap  joint  longitudinal  seams  without 
reinforcing  plates  shall  be  examined  witii  special  care  to  detect  grooving  or  cracks 
at  the  edges  of  the  seams. 
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III. 

Inspection  of  Exterior  of  Boiler. 

The  jacket  and  lagging  shall  be  removed  at  least  once  every  three  years,  and 
also  whenever  the  Inspector  considers  it  desirable  or  necessary  in  order  to  thoroughly 
inspect  the  boiler. 

IV. 

Testing  Boilers. 

(a)  Time  of  Testing — Every  boiler  before  being  put  into  service,  and  at  least 
once  every  twelve  months  thereafter,  shall  be  subjected  to  hydrostatic  pressure  25 
per  cent,  above  the  working  steam  pressure. 

(b)  Removal  of  Dome  Cap — Preceding  the  hydrostatic  test  the  dome  cap  and 
throttle  pipe  must  be  removed  and  the  interior  surface  and  connections  of  the  boiler 
examined  as  thoroughly  as  the  conditions  permit. 

(c)  Foreman  to  Witness  Tests — When  boilers  are  being  tested  by  hydrostatic 
pressure  the  foreman  of  the  shop  having  under  his  charge  the  repairs  of  boilers, 
or  an  authorized  competent  boilermaker.  shall  personally  attend  and  assist  the  In- 
spector in  his  examination. 

(d)  Repairs  and  Steam  Test—^Nhen  all  necessary  repairs  have  been  completed, 
the  boiler  shall  be  fired  up  and  the  steam  pressure  raised  to  not  less  than  the  allowed 
working  pressure. 

V. 

Stay  Bolt  Testing. 

(a)  Time  of  Testing  Rigid  Bolts — All  stay  bolts  should  be  tested  at  least  once 
every  month,  and  no  boiler  must  be  used  over  three  months  under  any  circumstances 
unless  thorough  stay  bolt  inspection  has  been  made.  Stay  bolts  shall  also  be  tested 
immediately  after  every  hydrostatic  test. 

(b)  Method  of  Testing  Rigid  Bolts — The  Inspector  must  tap  each  bolt  from  the 
fire  box  side  and  judge  from  the  sound  or  the  vibration  of  the  sheet  which  of  them 
are  broken.  If  stay  bolt  tests  are  made  when  the  boiler  is  filled  with  water  there 
must  be  not  less  than  fifty  pounds  pressure  on  the  boiler.  This  will  produce  sufficient 
strain  upon  the  stay  bolts  to  cause  the  separation  of  the  parts  of  the  broken  ones. 
Should  the  boiler  not  be  under  pressure  the  test  may  be  made  after  draining  all  the 
water  from  the  boiler,  in  which  case  the  vibration  of  the  sheet  will  indicate  any 
unsoundness.    The   latter   test   is   preferable. 

(c)  Method  of  Testing  Flexible  Stay  Bolts — All  flexible  stay  bolts  having  caps 
over  the  outer  ends  shall  have  the  caps  removed  at  least  once  every  year,  and  also 
whenever  the  Inspector  considers  the  removal  desirable  in  order  to  thoroughly  in- 
spect the  stay  bolts.  The  fire  box  sheets  should  be  examined  carefully  at  least  once 
a  month  to  detect  any  bulging  or  indications  of  broken  stay  bolts. 
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(d)  Broken  Stay  Bolts — No  boiler  must  be  allowed  to  remain  in  service  when 
there  are  two  adjacent  stay  bolts  broken  in  any  part  of  the  fire  box  or  combustion 
chamber,  nor  when  three  or  more  are  broken  in  a  circle  four  feet  in  diameter. 

(e)  Tell  Tale  Holes — All  stay  bolts  shorter  than  eight  inches  applied  after  Sep- 
tember I,  1907,  except  flexible  bolts,  shall  have  tell  tale  holes  3/16  inch  diameter  by 
1%  inches  or  more  in  the  outer  end.  These  holes  must  be  kept  open  at  all  times, 
and  must  not  in  any  case  be  plugged.  All  stay  bolts  shorter  than  eight  inches,  except 
flexible  bolts,  shall  be  drilled  when  the  locomotive  is  in  the  shop  for  heavy  repairs 
or  at  other  suitable  opportunity,  and  this  work  must  be  completed  prior  to  January 

I,   1909. 

VI. 

Steam  Gauges. 

(a)  Location  of  Gauge — Every  boiler  shall  have  at  least  one  steam  gauge  w^hich 
will  correctly  indicate  the  working  pressure.  Care  must  be  taken  to  locate  the  gauge 
so  that  it  will  be  kept  reasonably  cool,  particularly  in  case  of  gauges  located  on  the 
back   head    of   boilers. 

(b)  Siphon — Every  gauge  shall  have  a  siphon  of  ample  capacity  to  prevent  steam 
entering  the  gauge.  The  pipe  connection  shall  enter  the  boiler  shell  direct,  and  shall 
be  maintained  steam  tight  between  siphon  and  gauge. 

(c)  Time  of  Testing — Steam  gauges  should  be  tested  at  least  once  every  month, 
and  no  boiler  must  be  used  over  three  months  under  any  circumstances  unless  a 
thorough  test  has  been  made  of  the  steam  gauge. 

VII. 

Safety  Valves. 

(a)  Number  and  Capacity — Every  boiler  shall  be  equipped  with  at  least  two 
safety  ^alyes,  the  capacity  of  which  shall  be  sufficient  to  prevent,  under  any  con- 
ditions of  service,  an  accumulation  of  pressure  of  more  than  5  per  cent,  above  the 
allowed  steam  pressure. 

(b)  Setting  of  Valves — Safety  valves  shall  be  set  by  the  gauge  employed  upon 
the  boiler,  to  pop  at  pressures  not  exceeding  five  pounds  above  the  allowed  steam 
pressure,  the  gauge  in  all  cases  to  be  tested  before  the  safety  valves  are  set  or  any 
change  made  in  the  setting.  When  setting  safety  valves  the  water  level  in  the  boiler 
must  not  be  above  the  highest  gauge  cock. 

(c)  Time  of  Testing — Safety  valves  should  be  tested  under  steam  at  least  once 
in  every  month,  and  no  boiler  must  be  used  over  three  months  under  any  circumstances 
unless  the  safety  valves  have  been  thoroughly  tested. 

VIII. 
Water  Glass  and  Gauge  Cocks. 

(a)  Number  and  Location — Every  boiler  shall  be  equipped  with  at  least  one 
water  glass  and  three  gauge  cocks.     The  lowest  gauge  cock  and  the  lowest  reading 
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of  the  water  glass  shall  not  be  less  than  three  inches  above  the  highest  part  of  the 
crown  sheet. 

(b)  Water  Glass  Valves — All  water  glasses  shall  be  supplied  with  two  valves 

or  shut  off  cocks,  one  at  the  upper  and  one  at  the  lower  connection  to  the  boiler,  and 

also  a  drain  cock,  so  constructed  and  located  that  they  can  be  easily  opened  and  closed 

I 

by  hand. 

(c)  Time  of  Cleaning — All  gauge  cocks  and  water  glass  cocks  shall  be  removed 
and  cleaned  of  scale  and  sediment  whenever  the  boiler  is  washed. 

IX. 

Plugs  in  Fire  Tubes. 

(a)  Plugs  Prohibited — No  boiler  shall  remain  in  service  which  has  one  or  more 
fire  tubes  plugged  at  both  ends  of  the  tube  unless  the  plugs  are  securely  tied  together 
by  means  of  a  rod  not  less  than  ^  inch  diameter. 

X. 

Washing  Boilers. 

(a)  Time  of  Washing — All  boilers  shall  be  thoroughly  washed  not  less  frequently 
than  once  in  thirty  days. 

(b)  Plugs  to  be  Removed — When  boilers  are  washed  all  washout,  arch  and  water 
bar  plugs  must  be  removed. 

(c)  Jl^ater  Tubes — Special  attention  must  be  given  the  arch  and  water  bar  tubes 
to  see  that  they  are  free  from  scale  and  sediment. 

.  (d)  Office  Record — An  accurate  record  of  all  locomotive  boiler  washouts  shall 
be  kept  in  the  office  of  the  railroad  company.  The  following  information  must  be  en- 
tered on  the  day  that  the  boiler  is  washed : 

(i)  Number  of  locomotive; 

(2)  Date  of  washout; 

(3)  Statement  that  boiler  was  washed; 

(4)  Signature  of  the  boiler  washer  or  the  boiler  inspector; 

(5)  Statement  that  gauge  cocks  and  water  glass  cocks  were  removed  and  cleaned; 

(6)  Signature  of  the  boiler  inspector  or  the  employee  who  removed  and  cleaned 

the  cocks. 

XL 

Steam  Leaks. 

(a)  Leaks  under  Lagging — If  a  serious  leak  develops  under  the  lagging  an  ex- 
amination must  be  made  and  the  leak  located.  If  the  leak  is  found  to  be  due  to  a  crack 
in  the  shell  or  to  any  other  defect  which  may  reduce  safety,  the  boiler  must  be  taken 
out  of  service  at  once  and  thoroughly  repaired  before  it  is  reported  to  be  in  satisfac- 
torv  condition. 
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(b)  Leaks  in  Front  of  Engineer — All  steam  valves,  cocks  and  joints,  studs, 
bolts  and  seams  shall  be  kept  in  such  repair  that  they  will  not  at  any  time  emit  steam 
in  front  of  the  engineer,  so  as  to  obscure  his  vision. 

XII. 
Filing  of  Reports.  ^ 

(a)  Specification  Card — A  specification  card,  Form  No.  2,  containing  the  results 
of  the  calculations  made  in  determining  the  working  pressure  and  other  necessary  data 
shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Public  Service  Commission,  First  District,  for  each 
locomotive  boiler.  A  copy  shall  also  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  chief  mechanical 
officer  having  charge  of  the  locomotive.  Every  specification  card  shall  be  verified 
by  the  oath  of  the  engineer  making  the  calculations,  and  shall  be  approved  by  the 

.  chief  mechanical  officer.  These  specification  cards  shall  be  filed  as  promptly  as 
thorough  examination  and  accurate  calculation  will  permit.  Where  accurate  drawings 
of  boilers  are  available,  the  data  for  specification  card,  Form  No.  2,  may  be  taken  from 
the  drawings,  and  such  specification  cards  must  be  completed  and  forwarded  prior 
to  March  i,  1908.  Where  accurate  drawings  are  not  available,  the  required  data 
must  be  obtained  at  the  first  opportunity  when  general  repairs  are  made,  or 
when  flues  are  removed.  Specification  cards  must  be  forwarded  within  one  month 
after  examination  has  been  made,  and  all  examinations  must  be  completed  and 
specification  cards  filed  prior  to  January  i,  1909,  flues  being  removed  if  necessary,  to 
enable  the  examination  to  be  made  before  this  date. 

(b)  Certificate  of  Inspection — Not  less  than  once  in  three  months  and  within 
ten  days  after  each  inspection,  a  Certificate  of  Inspection,  Form  No.  i,  shall  be  filed 
with  the  Public  Service  Commission,  First  District,  for  each  locomotive  boiler  used 
by  a  railroad  company,  and  a  copy  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  chief  officer  hav- 
ing charge  of  the  locomotive.  A  copy  shall  also  be  placed  under  glass  in  a  conspicu- 
ous place  in  the  cab  of  the  locomotive  before  the  boiler  inspected  is  put  into  service.

Commissioner  Eustis — "In  the  case  of  the  trial  coming*  on  upon  the  complaint  of 
Grant  Smith  against  the  Interborough  Rapid  Transit  Company,  I  wish  to  read  the  fol- 
lowing decision: 

« 

The  questions  of  fact  and  law  arising  upon  the  complaint  and  answer  herein  hav- 
ing come  on  for  trial  before  me,  I  find  that  the  questions  of  fact  alleged  in  the  com- 
plaint have  been  sustained.  In  fact,  the  defendant's  chief  witness  conceded  that  several 
of  the  employees  worked  the  number  of  hours  specified  in  the  complaint. 

This  complaint  was  made  under  chapter  672  of  the  Laws  of  1907,  which  went  into 
effect  on  the  first  day  of  October,  and  it  seems  to  have  been  passed  for  the  purpose  of 
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protecting  the  public  from  the  danger  that  arises  from  telegraph  and  telephone  opera- 
tors, who  operate  switches,  being  overworked.  The  men  complained  of  by  the  com- 
plainant are  tower  switchmen,  but  the  evidence  shows  that  they  are  not  telegraph  or 
telephone  operators  in  any  sense  in  connection  with  their  regular  work  as  switchmen. 
The  proof  is  not  clear  that  they  all  have  even  telephones  in  their  booths,  but  they 
probably  do,  as  the  general  manager  of  the  road  said  it  was  the  intention  of  the  man- 
agement to  have  telephones  in  all  such  places,  so  that  in  case  of  emergency  the  men 
could  be  reached,  or  the  men  could  reach  other  officers  of  the  road  without  leaving 
their  station. 

The  only  way  that  this  Commission  could  hold  the  defendant  guilty  of  violation  of 
this  law  would  be  to  say  that  the  towerman  employed  by  them  at  the  various  towers, 
designated  in  the  complaint,  are  telegraph  or  telephone  levermen,  and  as  the  evidence 
was  very  clear  that  they  did  not  use  the  telegraph  or  telephone  in  any  manner  in  con- 
nection with  their  work,  it  would  be  a  forced  construction,  and  as  this  is  a  penal 
statute,  it  should  be  construed  literally,  and  I  am  therefore  of  the  opinion  that  the 
complaint  herein  should  be  dismissed."  ,

Brooklyn  City  Railroad  Company  and 
Brooklyn  Heights  Railroad  Company, 

Defendant. 

The  order  of  Mr.  Commissioner  Bassett,  being  Order  No.  120,  for  satisfaction  or 
answer  within  ten  (10)  days,  was  approved,  confirmed,  and  ordered  filed  in  the  office 
of  the  Commission. 


Henry  B.  Seaman  appeared  before  the  Commission  and  recommended  that  the 
clearance  of  the  proposed  subway  be  made  not  less  than  14  feet  6  inches  from  top 
of  rail  to  under  side  of  roof,  instead  of  13  feet  6  inches- as  at  present  designated. 

Mr.  Seaman  stated  that  since  the  City  would  build  the  subway  and  later  would 
seek  a  tenant  to  operate  the  road,  the  subway  should  be  designed  to  be  attractive  to 
as  many  operating  companies  as  possible,  in  order  to  attract  competitors  for  the 
rental.  He  reported  that  the  increase  of  one  foot  in  depth  could  be  made  for  less 
than  5  per  cent,  increase  in  cost,  and  would  undoubtedly  increase  the  probability  of 
advantageous  arrangements  later,  in  a  much  greater  ratio.  He  stated  that  the  Phila- 
delphia subway  had  14  feet  o  inches  clearance ;  the  Boston  subway  had  14  feet  3  inches 
clearance,  and  the  Engineers  said  they  would  increase  this,  if  building  again;  the 
suburban  cars  of  the  New  York  Central  Railroad,  14  feet  4H  inches  clearance.  The 
Brooklyn  Rapid  Transit  Company  desired  15  feet  o  inches,  to  operate  their  elevated  cars 
with  overhead  trolley,  but  could  operate  in  14  feet  6  inches. 
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On  motion,  duly  seconded,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  report  of  Mr.  Seaman  as  to  height  and  clearance  be  approved, 
and  that  his  suggestion  be  adopted.

Bion  J.  Arnold  submitted  a  preliminary  report,  and  after  considerable  discussion, 
it  was  on  motion,  duly  seconded. 

Resolved,  That  the  preliminary  report  of  Bion  J.  Arnold,  regarding  the  equip- 
ment and  operation  of  the  subway  be  transmitted  to  the  Interborough  Railroad  Com- 
pany, with  a  request  that  it  consider  the  same  without  delay  and  report  to  this  Com- 
mission. 

The  report  of  Mr.  Arnold  was  as  follows: 

New  York,  November  26,  1907. 

Public  Service  Commission,  First  District,  State  of  New  York,  Tribune  Building,  New 

York  City: 

Gentlemen — On  October  4  you  requested  me  to  make  a  study  of  the  Subway  in 

this  city,  operated  by  the  Interborough  Rapid  Transit  Company,  with  the  object  of 

making  suggestions  which  would  lead  to  the  improvement  of  the  service,  and  you  also. 
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at  the  same  time,  submitted  to  me  a  list  of  questions  to  which  you  desired  specific 
answers.  I  found  that  to  properly  answer  these  questions  would  require  a  compre- 
hensive study  of  the  general  design  and  operation  of  the  entire  Subway,  and  since  that 
date  I  have  had  a  skilled  force  assisting  me  in  the  work  of  making  an  investigation  of 
the  Subway,  including  stations,  cars,  tracks,  signal  system,  ventilating  system, 
the  terminal  and  shop  facilities,  as  well  as  the  speed  and  method  of  operating  trains. 
In  this  investigation  the  railway  officials  and  engineers,  as  well  as  the  Engineers  of 
your  Commission,  have  cheerfully  furnished  all  information  asked  of  them,  and  have 
co-operated  in  every  practicable  way  to  assist  me. 

I  find  that  it  will  require  some  additional  time  to  complete  my  full  report,  but  I 
have  already  reached  a  number  of  preliminary  conclusions,  which  I  can  give  you  at 
this  time. 

My  main  reason,  however,  for  submitting  this  preliminary  report  is  for  the  pur- 
pose of  suggesting  that  you  take  the  necessary  steps  to  allow  the  Interborough  Company 
to  put  into  operation  certain  methods  which  its  officials,  I  believe,  will  be  willing  to 
adopt,  and  to  also  ask  them  to  operate  to  their  fullest  efficiency  certain  other  methods 
herein  recommended,  for  upon  the  results  of  these  methods  will  depend  my  final  con- 
clusions regarding  certain  other  important  questions,  and  especially  in  reference  to  the 
necessity  of  centre  side  doors  in  the  present  cars.  Furthermore,  as  the  changes  here- 
inafter suggested  are  those  which  relate  to  methods  of  operation  only,  and  involve 
but  small  changes  in  the  signal  equipment  of  the  Subway  they  can  be  put  into  effect  in 
a  short  time  with  little  expense,  and  thus  enable  the  Subway  to  better  meet  the  con- 
stantly growing  traffic.  These  changes,  if  effectively  introduced  and  maintained  should 
be  the  means  of  causing  about  25  per  cent,  more  cars  than  at  present  to  leave  each 
express  station  within  a  given  period  of  time  during  the  rush  hours,  thus  somewhat  in- 
creasing the  capacity  of  the  Subway,  and  at  the  same  time  adding  to  the  comfort  of  the 
passengers  carried  in  these  cars  by  relieving,  in  a  measure,  the  present  crowding. 

Present  Conditions. 

It  is  but  fair  to  say  that,  taking  into  consideration  the  circumstances  under  which 
the  Subway  was  built,  and  is  now  being  operated,  it  is  one  of  the  best  constructed  and 
best  operated  railways  in  existence. 

On  the  other  hand  the  service  demanded  of  it  is  far  in  excess  of  that  of  any  other 
road,  and  as  a  consequence  conditions  are  now  such  that  although  the  time  card  calls 
for  a  time  interval  or  headway  of  two  minutes  between  trains  south  of  Ninety-sixth 
street  during  rush  hours,  in  actual  operation  the  trains  fall  behind  this  schedule  from 
twelve  to  thirty  seconds  under  normal  conditions  during  these  hours.  This  results  in 
only  about  twenty-five  express  trains  per  hour  leaving  Grand  Central  station  instead  of 
thirty  trains  as  called  for  by  the  time  card. 

After  studying  the  causes  of  delay  I  am  convinced  that  several  of  them  can  be 
promptly  removed  and  the  two-minute  headway,  as  given  by  the  time  card,  maintained 
under  normal  conditions  during  rush  hours.    Many  of  these  delays  are  due  entirely  to 
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the  excessive  time  taken  for  loading  and  unloading  trains  at  the  platforms,  and  are 
caused  largely  by  the  policy  in  vogue  at  the  time  I  began  studying  the  situation,  of 
holding  the  trains  at  the  stations  until  all  the  cars  were  jammed  full  of  passengers  in 
an  attempt  to  clear  the  platforms.  This  policy  should  be  changed  to  one  of  starting  the 
trains  within  a  fixed  time  after  they  have  stopped  in  order  that  the  maximum  number 
of  cars  may  be  made  to  pass  through  the  stations  after  allowing  reasonable  time  for 
loading.  This  time  of  loading  and  unloading  the  express  trains  should  be  limited  to 
forty-five  seconds  instead  of  an  average  of  sixty-five  seconds  taken  at  present  at  Grand 
Central  station.  This  can  be  accomplished  provided  the  proper  degree  of  efficiency  is 
maintained  by  the  platform  men  and  train  guards,  by  putting  into  effect  the  following 
methods  of  operation: 

Improvements  Required  to  Secure  Two- Minute  Headway. 

First — In  view  of  the  fact  that  northbound  evening  express  trains  leaving  Grand 
Central  station  carry  approximately  twenty-five  per  cent,  more  passengers  than  are 
brought  into  this  station  from  Fourteenth  street  I  suggest  that  a  system  of  loading  be 
adopted,  which  will  regulate  the  loading  at  Brooklyn  Bridge  and  Fourteenth  street  in 
such  a  way  that  there  will  be  capacity  left  in  the  cars  for  the  increase  of  load  at  Grand 
Central  station,  and  thus  avoid  the  present  excessive  crowding. 

At  the  present  time  the  cars  come  into  Grand  Central  station  fully  loaded,  and  the 
delay  at  the  station  platforms  is  caused  largely  by  the  passengers  getting  off  slowly  from 
crowded  cars  and  the  difficulty  of  loading  so  many  additional  passengers  into  the  cars 
which  are  already  full.  The  delay  caused  by  this  extra  time  consumed  on  account  of 
the  congested  condition  of  the  cars  at  Grand  Central  station  soon  backs  the  trains  up 
in  the  Subway  as  far  as  Fourteenth  street,  and  as  the  trains  are  held  at  Fourteenth 
street,  they  are  naturally  loaded  more  fully,  and  thus  automatically  the  congestion  in- 
creases, which  can  only  be  remedied  by  a  combination  of  systematic  loading  and  prompt 
movement  of  the  trains. 

I 

In  other  words,  ii  part  of  the  passengers  who  are  ready  to  enter  the  trains  at 
Fourteenth  street  are  cut  off  all  trains  can  be  moved  on  time,  and  therefore,  more 
trains  operated  than  at  present.  Thus  additional  speed  and  comfort  can  be  obtained  for 
all  of  the  patrons  of  the  Subway  by  a  small  amount  of  inconvenience  to  a  few  patrons 
who  are  slightly  delayed  in  taking  the  cars  at  Fourteenth  street,  and  on  the  principle 
of  the  greatest  good  to  the  greatest  number,  this  policy  should  be  adopted. 

Second — On  each  express  platform  there  should  be  stationed  a  train  dispatcher  pro- 
vided with  two  stop  watches,  one  for  the  local,  the  other  for  the  express  service,  with 
instructions  to  give  the  signal  for  closing  the  doors  not  later  than  forty  seconds  after 
the  tram  has  come  to  a  stop,  thus  allowing  five  seconds  to  close  the  doors  and  start 
the  train  within  a  forty-five  second  period. 

Subsequently  indicators  visible  to  the  passengers  can  be  installed,  which  will  show 
them  the  time  in  seconds  remaining  before  the  closing  of  the  doors. 

Third — The  guards  upon  the  cars  should  be  instructed  to  open  the  doors  as  soqn 
as  the  train  has  stopped.  There  is  now  at  times  a  noticeable  delay  in  getting  these 
[Form  2034]  [iM(B)] 
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doors  opened.  The  train  guard  should  also  be  instructed  to  listen  attentively  for 
the  closing  signal,  and  at  once  make  every  effort  to  close  the  doors  with  the  assistance 
of  the  platform  attendants,  and  when  the  doors  are  once  closed  they  should  be  kept 
closed,  instead  of  being  opened  occasionally  to  let  off  a  delinquent  passenger. 

Fourth — Train  guards  should  be  instructed  to  keep  themselves  more  alert,  and  to 
promptly  transmit  the  starting  signal  forward.  If  it  is  found  that  the  guards  cannot 
be  trained  to   attend   to   this   matter   of  signaling  promptly   it   may   be   necessary  to 

eventually  require  an  electrical  system  of  signaling  whereby  the  motorman  will  get 
the  signal  on  the  instant  the  last  door  is  closed,  but  I  do  not  think  it  will  be  necessary 

to  insist  upon  this  electric  system  at  the  present  time. 

Fifth — The  station  attendants  should  be  given  positive  instructions  to  act  promptly 
when  the  signal  is  given  for  closing  the  doors.  This  can  be  done  by  positively  regu- 
lating the  stream  of  passengers  entering  the  car  so  that  the  last  passenger  in  will  not 
obstruct  the  closing  of  the  door. 

I  believe  the  railway  company's  officials  will  put  these  suggestions  into  effect, 
provided  the  co-operation  of  your  Commission  and  the  public  can  h6  secured. 

Police  Assistance. 

In  order  to  secure  better  service  for  the  patrons  of  the  Subway  the  railway  com- 
pany's officials  have  pointed  out  the  fact  that  suitable  police  regulation  upon  the  plat- 
forms of  the  stations  should  be  provided  in  order  to  properly  control  such  individuals 
as  may,  through  selfish  motives,  interfere  with  the  prompt  closing  of  the  doors.  I 
understand  that  the  railway  officials  have  already  made  application  to  secure  such 
police  authority  for  the  station  attendants,  and  uniforms  have  been  provided  for 
such  attendants.  These  uniformed  attendants,  zvho  should  Jtave  qualifications  and 
authority  comparable  with  the  regular  New  York  policemen,  should  be  stationed  on 
all  express  station  platforms  to  assist  the  other  platform  meij  and  the  train  guards 
in  putting  into  effect  this  new  policy  of  prompt  train  movement  in  order  that  its  full 
benefits  may  be  realized. 

The  above  suggested  improvements  are  not  intended  to  provide  a  better  service 
than  called  for  by  the  present  time  table,  but  if  carried  out  they  will,  in  my  opinion, 
insure  that  the  time  table  will  be  more  closely  followed  and  more  trains  per  hour  will 
be  operated  through  each  express  station  than  at  present. 

Block  Signaling. 

By  making  other  improvements  I  find  it  will  be  possible  to  reduce  the  headway 
still  further,  and  as  the  present  signal  system  is  arranged  so  that,  by  slightly  changing 
it  at  the  stations,  trains  can  be  easily  operated  on  a  ninety  second  headway  if  such  a 
headway  were  not  prohibited  by  excessive  station  stops.  I  would  suggest  that  the 
railway  officials  be  requested  to  prepare  a  time  table  or  train  schedule  on  the  basis 
of  a  one  hundred  and  five  second  headway  during  rush  hours,  which  is  a  reduction 
from  the  present  schedule  of  fifteen  seconds.     This   saving  of  fifteen  seconds  in  the 
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headway,  as  indicated,  can  be  secured  at  once  by  changing  the  block  signaling  system 
at  the  express  stations,  as  previously  stated.  At  the  present  time  the  station  block 
is  not  cleared  until  the  leaving  train  has  nearly  left  the  platform.  With  an  eight-car 
train  upon  the  express  tracks  it  requires  from  twenty-two  to  twenty-five  seconds  after 
a  train  starts  to  get  the  signal  which  allows  the  following  train  to  proceed.  It  then 
requires  a  certain  length  of  time  for  the  following  train  to  pull  into  the  platform  and 
come  to  a  stop.  For  example,  at  Grand  Central  Station  this  time  amounts  to  fifty 
seconds  for  a  north-bound  train.  If  the  signal  to  the  following  train  could  be  given 
at  or  about  the  time  the  leaving  train  starts,  rather  thah  waiting  until  the  train  has 
•cleared  the  platform,  a  saving  in  headway  could  be  effected  at  express  station  stops 
of  about  fifteen  seconds,  which  will  permit  the  operation  of  a  one  hundred  and  five 
second  headway.  A  number  of  plans  for  accomplishing  this  result  have  been  considered, 
but  pending  the  completion  of  my  full  report,  I  suggest  that  your  Commission  ask  the 
railway  ofl^cials  to  consider  how  this  result  can  be  best  accomplished,  and  submit  to 
you  in  the  near  future  such  plan  or  plans  as  they  may  consider  practicable.  Should 
they,  for  any  reason,  fail  to  submit  some  feasible  plan,  I  am  prepared  to  offer  one  or 
more  plans    which  seem  to  me  to  meet  the  conditions. 

Ninety-sixth  Street. 

From  my  study  of  the  Ninety-sixth  street  situation  it  does  not  yet  seem  to  mc 
necessary  to  make  any  changes  other  than  those  relating  to  the  signal  system  as 
indicated  above,  or  at  any  rate  until  after  the  headway  between  trains  is  made  less 
than  two  minutes.  When  a  headway  of  less  than  two  minutes  on  the  system  south  of 
Ninety-sixth  street  is  established  by  the  adoption  of  the  suggestions  herein  mentioned, 
or  by  other  methods,  the  changes  already  authorized  by  your  Commission,  whereby 
the  present  grade  crossings  at  Ninety-sixth  street  are  to  be  eliminated,  will  make  it 
practicable  to  operate  the  shorter  headway  through  this  station. 

Type  of  Car. 

I  am -carefully  studying  the  necessity  of  changing  the  design  of  the  present  can 
so  as  to  provide  one  or  more  openings  in  the  side  of  the  cars,  but  I  cannot  reach  a 
just  conclusion  on  this  important  subject  until  I  have  had  an  opportunity  of  ol)serving 
the  effect  of  the  improvements  which  have  been  hereinbefore  suggested  or  the  result 
of  such  other  methods  as  the  railway  company  may  see  fit  to  promptly'  adopt  wlicreby 
the  passengers  will  be  carried  with  the^  present  end-door  cars,  and  at  the  same  time 
limit  the  station  stops  to  not  more  than  forty-five  seconds,  which  limit  is  essential  to 
get  the  greatest  practical  capacity  out  of  the  subway. 

There  will  always  be  the  problem  as  to  where  to  draw  the  line  between  seating 
capacity  and  standing  room.  At  the  present  time  during  rush  hours  there  are  prac- 
tically twice  as  many  people  standing  as  there  are  seated.  If  more  seats  were  pro- 
vided in  the  present  cars  one  scat  would  displace  two  standing  passengers,  and  eith'?r 
the  carrying  capacity  of  the  car  would  be  reduced  or  the  standing  passengers  would  be 
more   crowded   than   at  present,   which   seems   practically   impossible.     As   it   is   im- 
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practicable  to  use  wider  cars,  due  to  lack  of  clearance  in  the  present  Subway,  the  only 
method  of  providing  more  seats  is  to  provide  more  cars  of  the  present  type  or  cars  of 
the  same  size  as  the  present  cars,  and  provide  them  with  more  cross  seats,  which  latter 
method  would  tend  to  greatly  increase  the  time  required  for  loading  and  unloading 
them.     As  soon,  however,  as  the  service  of  the  Subway  becomes  improved  either  by 
providing  additional  seating  capacity  or  by  more  rapid  service,  instead  of  this  service 
creating  additional  comforts  to  those  who  are  now  riding,  more  people  will  be  attracted 
by  this  superior  service,  and  the  applicants  for  seats  will  outnumber  the  available  seat^ 
in  practically  the  same  ratio  as  at  present.     It  is,  therefore,  evident  that  a  decision 
must  be  made,  relative  to  the  general  nature  of  the  service  to  be  supplied,  before  the 
proper  type  of  car  can  be  determined.    The  desirability  of  providing  a  certain  number 
of  passengers  with  a  maximum  number  of  seats,  and  thereby  limiting  the  capacity  of 
the  Subway  to  practically  the  number  of  seats  that  can  be  made  to  pass  any  given 
point  within  a  given  time,  must  be  compared  with  the  desirability  of  providing  trans- 
portation to  the  greatest  number  of  passengers  possible,  even  though  a  large  majority 
are  compelled  to  ride  for  a  short  time  without  being  provided  with  seats. 

It  has  been  contended  not  only  by  those  who  have  suggested  certain  methods  for 
improving  the  Subway  service,  but  also  by  the  advocates  of  better  service  in  most  of 
our  large  cities  of  this  country-,  that  each  passenger  should  be  provided  with  a  seat,  or 
at  any  rate^  that  whatever  improvement  is  attempted  should  tend  to  increase  the  seat- 
ing capacity  of  all  cars  operated  over  the  seating  capacity  of  those  now  in  use.  There 
is  no  question  as  to  the  righteousness  of  this  contention,  but  the  futility  of  attempting 
to  furnish  such  service  to  all  patrons  of  the  road  may  be  judged  any  evening  by  the 
most  casual  observation  of  the  crowded  conditions  of  the  present  Subway  cars.  If  the 
policy  is  adopted  of  providing  seats  to  the  majority  of  those  who  ride  during  rusk 
hours  it  will  result  in  a  material  decrease  in  the  total  number  of  passengers  which  it  is 
now  possible  to  transport  in  the  Subway,  and  would,  therefore,  result  in  the  turning 
away  of  many  passengers  who  now  make  use  of  its  service. 

If  the  principle  of  a  slight  reduction  in  the  seating  capacity  of  the  present  cars 
can  be  accepted  as  permissible  and  adopted,  increased  carrying  capacity  can  be  obtained 
by  eliminating  all  or  part  of  the  present  cross  seats.  The  elimination  of  these  cross 
seats  makes  it  practicable  to  introduce  centre  side  doors  into  the  present  cars  should 
this  change  be' found  necessary  later.  In  case  it  is  found  that  the  traffic  cannot  be 
properly  handled  and  the  forty-five  second  limit  for  station  stops  mentioned  maintained 
with  the  present  end-door  cars,  the  use  of  these  centre  doors  in  connection  with  the 
absence  of  the  cross  seats  w^ill  make  it  practicable  to  load  and  unload  so  rapidly  that 
this  limit  can  maintained. 

There  are  good  arguments  to  be  advanced  in  favor  of  both  these  policies.  No  one 
having  the  best  interests  of  the  public  at  heart  will  deny  that  if  it  were  possible  to 
provide  each  passenger  with  a  seat  throughout  his  entire  journey  that  he  should  be 
so  provided,  but  as  it  is  practically  impossible  during  rush  hour  periods  in  most  trans- 
portation systems  now  existing  in  the  principal  cities  of  this  country,  the  question  of 
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just  how  far  this  principle  can  be  departed  from  and  still  serve  the  best  interests  of 
the  public  by  providing  as  many  seats  as  practicable,  and  at  the  same  time  utilizing]: 
the  carfyinur  capacity  of  the  Subway  to  its  greatest  extent  by  giving  to  those  who  are 
willing  to  stand  the  advantages  of  its  transportation  facilities,  is  one  that  requires  most 
careful  consideration. 

The  hardship  imposed  upon  those  who  are  compelled  to  stand  in  the  Subway  cars 
during  the  rush  hour  period  is  not  as  great  as  it  at  first  appears  to  be  for  the  reason 
that  owing  to  the  transfer  system  between  the  express  and  loc^l  service,  so  well  worked 
out  in  this  railway,  few  passengers  are  compelled  to  stand  for  any  great  length  of 
time.  This  is  brought  about  through  the  fact  that  the  personnel  of  each  car  changes 
so  often,  due  to  transferring  at  express  stations,  that  many  of  those  who  stand  at 
first  soon  get  seats,  compelling  the  newcomers  to  stand,  who  for  like  reason  and  in  turn 
soon  find  seats. 

In  further  support  of  the  policy  favoring  increased  standing  room  in  the  cars,  it 
is  but  proper  to  point  out  that  the  reason  for  diminishing  the  number  of  seats  is  for 
the  purpose  of  providing  greater  aisle  space  so  that  a  system  of  circulation  of  pas- 
sengers from  the  entrances  toward  the  exits  of  the  cars  may  be  more  easily  maintained, 
resulting  in  greater  comfort,  not  only  to  those  standing,  but  also  to  thgse  seated^  and  at 
the  same  time  avoiding  the  confliction  of  streams  of  passengers  with  its  resulting  dis- 
comfort now  so  evident  at  the  express  stations  during  the  rush  hours.  As  an  additional 
result  of  maintaining  a  definite  circulation  of  passengers  greater  expedition  will  be 
possible  in  loading  and  unloading,  station  waits  will  be  reduced,  and  the  average  speed 
of  travel  materially  increased  so  that  the  discomfort  of  standing  is  further  lessened  by 
being  shortened. 

The  question,  then,  tersely  stated,  is  as  follows: 

Having  sixty  thousand  people  to  carry  per  hour,  shall  we,  by  following  one  policy, 
provide  seats  for  forty  thousand  people  with  standing  room  for  possibly  ten  thousand 
more,  and  turn  away  ten  thousand  to  other  and  slower  means  of  transportation ;  or  by 
adopting,  at  least  until  future  Subways  d«in  be  built,  the  other  policy  whereby  increased 
standing  capacity  is  obtained,  provide  seats  for  twenty  thousand  and  carry  the  other 
forty  thousand  standing  for  short  intervals  of  time,  and  thus  furnish  transportation  for 
the  entire  sixty  thousand? 

Inasmuch  as  an  answer  to  this  question  involves  a  decision  based  upon  public 
policy  rather  than  upon  engineering  feasibility,  I  feel  that  your  Commission  should  first 
pass  upon  it,  and  instruct  me  accordingly. 

All  other  matters  bearing  upon  the  questions  which  you  have  asked  of  me  and  not 
herein  specifically  mentioned  are  receiving  attention,  and  will  be  considered  at  length 
in  my  full  report,  which  will  be  completed  as  soon  as  practicable.

said  safety  or  convenience  of  the  public  or  employees,  or  in  order  to  secure  adequate 
service  or  facilities  for  the  transportation  of  passengers  or  property,  that  is  to  say : 

Whether  the  local  track  of  the  subway  should  not  be  fully  equipped  with  a  block 
signal  system,  or  some  adequate  safety  device  system  for  the  prevention  of  accidents. 

And  if  such  change,  improvement  and  additions  be  found  to  be  such  as  ought  to 
be  made,  as  aforesaid,  then  to  determine  what  period  would  be  a  reasonable  time 
within  which  the  same  should  be  directed  to  be  executed  and  in  what  manner  the  same 
should  be  specified  to  be  made.     .

The  Secretary  presented  a  communication  from  the  Corporation  Counsel  of  The 
City  of  New  York  transmitting  a  certified  copy  of  the  report  of  Commissioners  of  Ap- 
praisal in  the  matter  of  the  application  of  the  Board  of  Rapid  Transit  Railroad  Com- 
missioners for  the  appointment  of  Commissioners  of  Appraisal  to  acquire  a  tract  of  land 
in  Brooklyn,  between  Flatbush,  Fourth  and  Atlantic  avenues,  for  rapid  transit  pur- 
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poses,  together  with  a  certified  copy  of  an  order  of  the  Supreme  Court  confirming  the- 
said  report,  which  report  stated  that  an  award  of  forty-one  thousand  dollars  ($41,000) 
had  been  made  for  the  above  mentioned  piece  of  land,  to  unknown  owners,  although  it 
appeared  from  the  evidence  that  the  title  of  Marietta  L.  Donohue  to  said  parcel  of  land 
had  been  upheld  by  the  Supreme  Court.  The  Commissioners  gave  as  their  reason  for  the 
award  to  unknown  owners,  that  the  time  for  appellants  to  appeal  to  the  Court  of  Ap- 
peals therefrom  had  not  yet  expired,  and  stated  that  if  that  time  had  expired,  and  no 
appeal  had  been  taken,  they  would  have  made  the  award  to  Marietta  L.  Donohue. 

The  Corporation  Counsel  also  transmitted  a  copy  of  an  affidavit  made  by  William 
H.  Seibert,  sworn  to  November  11,  1907,  as  supplementing  the  proof  before  the  Com- 
missioners of  Appraisal,  in  relation  to  the  expiration  of  the  appellant's  time  to  appeal 
to  the  Court  of  Appeals,  and  that  no  appeal  thereto  was  taken  by  the  appellants,  Mr. 
Seibert  being  the  executor  named  in  the  will  of  George  W.  Donohue,  deceased.  There 
was  also  attached  to  Mr.  Seibert's  affidavit  the  certificate  of  the  County  Clerk,  certi- 
fying that  a  careful  examination  had  been  made  of  the  records  in  his  office  for  any 
notice  of  appeal,  and  that  no  such  notice  of  appeal  could  be  found. 

In  consideration  of  all  these  facts,  the  Corporation  Counsel  considered  the  title  of 
Marietta  L.  Donohue  aforesaid  incontestable,  and  stated  that  he  had  therefore  advised 
the  Comptroller  to  pay  the  said  award  of  $41,000  to  Marie^a  L.  Donohue,  as  the 
person  properly  entitled  thereto.

The  Secretary  presented  the  following  communication  from  the  Counsel  to  the 

Commission,  which,  on  motion,  duly  seconded,  was  referred  to  the  Committee  of  the 

Whole : 

October  31,  1907. 
Public  Service  Commission  for  the  First  District: 

Gentlemen — ^You  have  referred  to  me  the  request  of  the  Subway  Construction 
Company  to  substitute  a  bond  in  the  place  of  $1,000,000  cash  which  was  deposited  by 
the  contractor  under  Contract  No.  2,  for  the  construction  of  the  so-called  Brooklyn- 
Manhattan  subway,  as  security  for  the  construction  agreement,  with  the  request  that  I 
examine  the  same  and  advise  as  to  procedure. 

It  seems  to  me  that  there  was  a  serious  question  as  to  the  legality  of  such  proposed 
action.    I  have  therefore  held  the  matter  under  advisement  until  the  present  time. 

When  Contract  No.  2  was  made,  the  law  required  a  dieposit  of  $1,000,000  in  cash 
or  securities  as  security  for  construction,  but  permitted  the  continuing  security  for 
rentals  to  become  due  and  generally  for  the  performance  of  the  terms  of  the  contract, 
to  be  made  either  in  the  form  of  a  continuing  bond  or  of  a  deposit  of  cash  or  securities. 

A  deposit  of  $1,000,000  in  cash  having  been  made  under  Contract  No.  2,  as  security 
for  construction,  and  also  $1,000,000  more  in  securities  as  a  continuing  security,  the 
contractor  requested  permission  to  file  a  continuing  bond  and  to  have  the  $1,000,000- 
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deposited  as  continuing  security  released  to  him.  A  supplemental  contract  was  there- 
upon made  between  the  Board  and  the  contractor  altering  the  terms  of  the  original 
contract  so  as  to  require  a  continuing  bond  with  sureties  in  the  place  of  the  deposit  of 
securities,  and  said  $i,ooo,coo  in  securities  which  had  been  lodged*  for  a  continuing 
deposit  were  returned  to  the  contractor. 

The  contractor  now  requests  that  the  $1,000,000  lodged  as  security  for  construction, 
be  returned  upon  a  bond  being  given  in  its  place,  and  the  question  is  whether  this  may 
legally  be  done. 

Assuming  that  this  might  legally  be  ctone  as  to  a  continuing  security,  it  does  not 
follow  that  the  same  power  exists  as  to  the  security  given  for  construction.  The  law 
in  existence  at  the  time  the  contract  was  made  required  a  deposit  of  cash  or  securities- 
to  secure  construction^  but  permitted  either  a  deposit  of  cash  or  securities  or  a  bond 
to  be  given  for  the  continuing  security. 

Section  38  of  the  Rapid  Transit  Law  authorized  the  Board  and  the  contractor 
to  agree  to  a  change  in  the  provisions  of  the  contract.  It  might  therefore,  be  held  to 
follow  that  anything  which  could  legally  have  been  inserted*  in  the  original  contract 
could  be  provided  for  in  a  supplemental  one,  and  that  in  this  manner  a  continuing^ 
bond  eould  be  substituted  for  the  cash  deposit  and  the  cash  returned.  As,  however, 
the  law  did  not  authorize  a  bond  to  be  taken  to  secure  construction  in  the  first  instance, 
it  would  seem  to  follow  that  unless  there  has  been  some  change  in  the  law  this  result 
cannot  be  accomplished  by  a  supplemental  contract. 

The  Counsel  for  the  contractor  argue  that  under  the  Elsberg  Bill  of  1906,  the 
Commission  has  the  discretion  to  accept  a  bond  instead  of  a  cash  deposit  as  security  for 
construction,  and  that  therefore,  under  section  38,  it  may  make  a  supplemental  contract 
or  change  in  the  original  contract  substitutmg  a  bond  for  the  cash,  and  providing  for 
the  return  of  the  cash.    If  the  Elsberg  Bill  can  be  held  to  repeal  or  change  the  original 

law  as  applicable  to  contracts  which  had  been  executed  before  the  Elsbe^  law  was 
passed,  this  conclusion  might  possibly  follow,  but  such  is  not  the  case. 

Section  14  of  the  Elsberg  law  is  as  follows : 

"Nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall  repeal,  modify  or  alter  any  provision  of  the 
act  hereby  amended  in  respect  of  any  railway  or  railways  constructed,  constructing  or 
contracted  for  thereundxjr  when  this  act  takey  effect :  but  the  act  hereby  amended  shall 
be  and  continue  in  full  force  and  effect  in  respect  of  such  railway  or  railways  so  con- 
structed, constructing  or  contracted  for,  as  if  this  act  had  not  been  passed." 

This  provision  of  the  Elsberg  law,  which  is  not  printed  in  the  Rapid  Transit  Act, 
seems  to  me  to  be  conclusive  upon  this  subject. 

My  opinion,  therefore,  is  that  no  change  in  the  contract  can  be  made  by  agreement,, 
under  section  38,  which  shall  contain  a  provision  which  could  not  legally  have  been 
inserted  in  the  original  contract  under  the  law  then  in  existence.  As  the  law  required 
that  the  contract  should  provide  for  a  deposit  of  cash  or  securities  to  secure  the  agree- 
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xnent  for  construction,  and  it  did  not  authorize  the  taking  of  a  bond  for  that  purpose, 
it  is  not  in  my  opinion  competent  to  make  a  supplemental  contract  at  this  time  which 
shall  authorize  the  substitution  of  a  bond  for  the  cash  deposit

Commission,  which  was  ordered  filed :

Public  Service  Commission  for  the  First  District: 

Gentlemen— I  have  a  letter  of  Mr.  Norton,  dated  October  16,  1907,  transmitting 
•copy  of  a  letter  from  Messrs.  Jones,  McKinny  &  Steinbrink,  of  October  15,  in  which 
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letter  they,  as  attorneys  for  the  Sterling  Piano  Company,  the  owner  of  No.  518  Fulton 
street,  Brooklyn,  complain  that  the  subway  contractors,  building  the  subway  under 
Fulton  street,  have  refused  to  restore  the  vault  maintained  by  the  Sterling  Piano 
Company  tinder  its  premises,  and  threatening  that  if  such  restoration  is  not  made  to 
its  satisfaction,  it  will  have  the  work  done  and  hold  the  City  responsible  for  the  cost. 

The  matter  of  vaults  under  the  sidewalks  was  before  the  Rapid  Transit  Board  in 
a  number  of  cases.  There  is  a  difference  in  the  legal  situation  between  Manhattan  and 
Brooklyn,  due  to  the  fact  that  in  Manhattan  the  City  owns  the  fee  of  the  streets, 
while  it  does  not  in  Brooklyn. 

In  answer  to  a  number  of  complaints  about  interference  with  vault  rights  along 
Elm  street  in  building  the  present  subway,  the  counsel  to  the  Rapid  Transit  Board 
advised  that  abutting  property  owners  had  merely  revocable  license  to  maintain  these 
vaults,  and  that  all  their  rights  ceased  on  being  notified  by  the  Chief  Engineer  that 
the  space  occupied  by  them  was  necessary  for  rapid  transit  purposes.  In  Brooklyn  it 
was  necessary  to  institute  a  condemnation  proceeding  to  acquire  an  easement  to 
operate  a  rapid  transit  railroad  through  and  under  Fulton  street,  in  which  the  oaths 
of  the  Condemnation  Commissioners  were  filed  on  June  2,  1903,  and  which  proceed- 
ing is  still  pending. 

In  answer  to  several  complaints  made  by  property  owners  on  Fulton  street 
against  interference  with  their  vaults,  the  counsel  to  the  Board  advised  them  of  the 
institution  of  condemnation  proceedings  and  referred  them  to  the  Corporation 
Counsel,  evidently  on  the  theory  that  these  vault  rights  were  covered  by  these 
proceedings  (Minutes,  Rapid  Transit  Board,  Vol.  VI,  pages  3584,  3700). 

In  the  case  of  the  claim  of  the  Sterling  Piano  Company,  I  find,  on  inquiry, 
that  the  only  permit  for  vault  privileges  in  connection  with  this  building  was  one 
issued  to  C;  F.  Bond,  president,  on  May  21,  1901,  and  that  the  subway,  as  originally 
planned,  at  this  point,  would  take  all  of  their  vault  space,  but  on  the  request  of 
the  Sterling  Piano  Company  a  further  study  of  the  plans  was  made,  and  it  was 
found  that  by  altering  the  design  of  the  subway  structure  a  space  could  be  left  over 
the  roof  of  the  depressed  track  of  sufficient  depth  to  permit  them  to  still  maintain 
a  vault.  This  change  was  made  to  accommodate  the  Sterling  Piano  Company,  but 
when  it  came  to  a  question  of  restoring  the  vault  they  were  not  satisfied  with  the 
sub-contractor's  offer  to  restore  it  with  glazed  tiles,  such  as  are  used  in  the 
subway  stations,  but  demanded  that  the  vault  be  restored  with  a  very  expensive 
tile,  such  as  was  used  in  the  vault  prior  to  the  building  of  the  subway. 

In  view  of  these  facts  it  seems  to  me : 

First — That  such  vault  rights  as  these  abutting  property  owners  had  were 
extinguished  by  the  condemnation  proceeding,  and  that  they  were  then  placed  in 
the  same  position  as  property  owners  in  Manhattan  whose  vault  licenses  had  been 
revoked,  and  that  if  entitled  to  any  compensation  their  remedy  is  through  the 
condemnation  proceeding  which  is  still  pending;  and 
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Second — That  under  the  Rapid  Transit  Act,  the  title  to  an  easement  through 
this  vauh  vested  in  the  City  on  the  filing  of  .the  oaths  of  the  Condemnation  Com- 
missioners on  June  2,  1903,  and  that  in  maintaining  such  a  vault  without  a 
further  permit  from  the  City  the  owner  of  the  building  is  maintaining  an  illegal 
and  unauthorized  structure;  and 

Third — ^That  without  reference  to  strict  legal  rights  it  is  most  unjust,  where 
space  for  a  vault  remains,  due  to  a  change  in  the  plans  made  to  accommodate 
the  property  owner,  that  he  should  then  seek  to  impose  such  an  additional  expense 
upon  the  City  to  restore  a  vault  allowed  him  as  a  mere  matter  of  favor. 

I,  therefore,  desire  to  advise  you  that,  in  my  opinion,  the  Sterling  Piano 
Company,  if  it  sees  fit  to  restore  this  vault  in  the  manner  it  proposes,  has  no 
Tight  to  impose  the  expense  of  doing  it  upon  The  City  of   New  York.  ,

Under  the  provisions  of  chapter  429  of  the  Laws  of  1907,  the  late  Board  of  Rapid 
Transit  Railroad  Commissioners  was  abolished  and  went  out  of  office,  and  this  Com- 
mission, appointed  under  the  provisions  of  the  said  act,  has  been  vested  thereby  with 
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all  powers  and  duties  of  the  said  Board  of  Rapid  Transit  Railroad  Commissioners,  and 
as  to  the  territory  defined  in  said  act  and  included  generally  in  the  Counties  of  New 
York,  Kings,  Queens  and  Richmond,  with  the  former  powers  and  duties  of  the  Board 
of  Railroad  Commissioners  of  the  State  of  New  York,  the  Commission  of  Gas  and 
Electricity  of  the  State  of  New  York,  and  the  Inspector  of  Gas  Meters  of  the  State 
of  New  York.  Besides  the  powers  and  duties  of  such  prior  existing  boards,  com- 
missions and  officers,  new  duties  of  a  far-reaching  character  affecting  railroads, 
common  carriers,  gas  and  electric  corporations,  in  respect  of  their  service  as  public 
service  corporations  under  the  law  and  under  their  charters,  and  in  respect  of  their 
capitalization  and  authority  to  exercise  the  franchises  heretofore  conferred  or  here- 
after granted,  have  been  vested  in  the  said  Commission  for  the  First  District,  to  be 
exercised  within  the  territory  aforesaid. 

In  the  exercise  of  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  late  Board  of  Rapid  Transit 
Railroad  Commissioners  of  The  City  of  New  York,  the  Commission  is  now  seeing 
to  the  proper  execution  of  the  contracts  for  the  construction  and  operation  of  a 
subway  railroad  made  with  John  B.  McDonald  for  the  Manhattan-Bronx  subway 
and  its  extensions,  including  the  important  alterations  and  additional  tracks  at 
Ninety-sixth  street,  a  contract  with  the  Rapid  Transit  Subw^ay  Construction  Company 
for  the  Brooklyn- Manhattan  subway,  including  a  tunnel  from  the  Battery  to  Brooklyn, 
the  Brooklyn  loop  contracts  for  a  connection  between  the  bridges  in.  Manhattan, 
intended  to  relieve  the  bridge  congestion,  and  new  contracts  for  the  construc- 
tion of  a  subway  railroad  in  Brooklyn,  from  the '■Manhattan  Bridge,  by  way  of 
Fourth  avenue  to  South  Brooklyn,  have  been  directed  by  you  to  be  made,  and 
are  soon  to  be  advertised  and  let,  subject  to  your  approval,  and  the  construction 
begun.  The  appropriation  required  in  1907  for  the  then  expected  work  by  the 
Board  of  Rapid  Transit  Railroad  Commissioners  was  under  requisition  dated 
December  27,  1906,  the  sum  of  $826,500.  The  Board  of  Estimate  and  Appor- 
tionment deducted  $84,000,  and  under  this  requisition  appropriated  only  the  sum  of 
$742,500.  This  amount  for  the  expenses  of  the  Board  of  Rapid  Transit  Railroad  Com- 
missioners from  January  i  to  July  i,  1907,  and  for  the  expenses  of  the  Public  Service 
Commission  for  the  First  District  from  July  i  to  December  31,  1907,  has  been  found 
to  be  insufficient,  and  a  further  appropriation  to  make  up  the  amount  of  that  deduc- 
tion and  to  cover  further  items,  making  in  all  $121,000  for  the  rest  of  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1907,  was  transmitted  to  you  under  date  of  November  18  last,  making 
a  total  for  1907  of  $863,500. 

In  addition  to  the  powers  and  duties  as  to  uncompleted  work  and  new  work 
under  the  Rapid  Transit  Act,  the  exercise  of  the  new  and  additional  powers 
under  the  Public  Service  Commissions  Law  with  reference  to  railroads,  common 
carriers,  ga«  and  electric  companies,  their  capitalization,  service  and  rates,  and  the 
inspection  of  gas  meters,  have  made  investigations  and  orders  necessary  to  the  proper 
supervisfon  and  control  of  said  corporations,  and  like  investigations  and  orders  will 
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be  requisite  during  the  coming  year,  as  well  as  actions  and  proceedings  in  the 
courts.  These  are  new  and  additional  expenses  not  anticipated  in  the  work  of  the 
late  Board  of  Rapid  Transit  Railroad  Commissioners,  and  for  these  reasons  an 
additional  amount  will  be  required.  The  salaries  of  the  members  of  this  Com- 
mission, their  Counsel  and  their  Secretary  are  paid  by  the  State  of  New  York,  and 
are  not  included  in  this  requisition. 

The  Public  Service  Commission  for  the  First  District,  therefore,  makes  requi- 
sition, in  accordance  with  the  statutes  above  tnentioned  and  under  the  said  reso- 
lution passed,  for  the  sum  of  one  million  and  ninety-five  thousand  dollars  ($1,095,000), 
to  cover  its  necessary  and  requisite  estimated  expenses  for  the  year  ending  December 
31,  1908,  for  the  purposes  specified  as  aforesaid.

Commissioner  Bassett — "I  have  a  Final  Order  that  I  should  like  to  propose.  The 
Coney  Island  and  Brooklyn  Railroad  Company,  operating  between  the  Bridge  and 
Coney  Island,  and  the  lines  on  DeKalb  and  Franklin  avenues,  in  Brooklyn,  occasioned 
great  complaint  last  summer  by  reason  of  their  poor  summer  open  car  equipment.  It 
appeared  that  in  crossing  over  the  bridge,  although  this  road  had  16  per  cent,  of  the 
cars  that  went  over,  about  half  of  the  blown-out  fuseff  and  stoppages  on  that  account 
were  due  to  this  road,  showing  a  very  disproportionate  amount  of  accidents  that  lield 
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up  traffic  on  the  bridge.    The  open  cars  are  now  unused,  and  this  order  was  issued 
in  order  to  compel  this  company  in  the  months  intervening  between  now  and  next- 
summer  to  run  their  entire  open  car  equipment  through  the  shops,  to  put  on  gear 
pans,  to  put  on  new  circuit  breakers,  and  a  number  of  other  items  that  are  specified 
here.

Public  Service  Commission  for  the  First  District: 

Gentlemen — I  am  in  receipt  of  the  copy  of  the  letter  to  the  Commission  dated 
September  6,  signed  by  Frank  Rutherford,  which  raises  the  question  whether  the 
Municipal  Ferry  operated  between  Manhattan  and  Richmond  is  subject  to  the  juris- 
diction of  this  Commission  as  common  carrier. 

I  have  referred  this  matter  to  Mr.  Harkness  with  the  request  that  he  make  a  full 
digest  of  the  provisions  of  the  Act  which  may  have  a  bearing  upon  its  construction 
in  this  respect,  and  also  that  he  examine  and  report  upon  the  authorities  which  are  in 
point.  I  have  received  from  him  an  elaborate  report  upon  the  subject,  which  I  here- 
with transmit  to  the  Commission. 

I  concur  in  the  conclusion  reached  by  Mr.  Harkness,  that  the  definition  of  com- 
mon carriers  contained  in  section  2  of  the  act  is  meant  to  exclude  all  common  carriers 
not  therein  specifically  designated.  The  word  "includes"  might  be  held  to  extend  the 
definition  and  not  limit  it;  but  taking  into  consideration  all  of  the  other  provisions 
of  the  act,  together  with  the  apparent  uselessness  of  this  designation,  unless  it  is 
meant  to  enumerate  the  kinds  of  common  carriers  who  are  subject  to  the  provisions 
of  the  act,  I  have  reached  the  conclusion  that  the  word  "common  carrier"  is  so 
limited. 

In  this  connection,  I  wish  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  pipe-line  com- 
panies were  originally  enumerated  within  the  agencies  included  in  the  term  "common 
carrier,"  but  were  subsequently  stricken  out  before  the  bill  was  enacted  into  law. 
This  is  indicative  of  an  intention  on  the  part  of  the  Legislature  to  exclude  all  agencies 
except  those  therein  enumerated. 

I  also  herewith  transmit  to  you  a  letter  which  I  have  received  from  Mr.  Stevens, 
the  Chairman  of  the  Commission  for  the  Second  District.  He  suggests  that  if  the 
question  of  the  meaning  of  the  word  "common  carriers"  comes  before  your  Commis- 
sion, we  communicate  with  the  Commission  for  the  Second  District  before  reaching  a 
final  decision,  and  I  would  suggest  that  such  a  communication  be  made.

Gentlemen — Among  the  propositions  presented  to  your  Commission  in  a  report 
of  the  Consulting  Engineer  of  this  office  submitted  on  July  29,  1907,  the  matter  of  an 
increase  in  the  height  or  headroom  of  the  Brooklyn  tunnels  is,  I  understand,  now 
being  considered,  and  has  been  referred  to  your  Chief  Engineer  for  a  determination 
in  the  new  forms  of  contracts  to  be  readvertised. 

The  matter  seems  to  me  to  be  of  importance  in  its  bearing  upon  the  electric 
equipment  and  other  features  of  broad  importance  in  the  use  and  operation  of  the 
future  subways,  and  I  would  invite  your  attention  to  that  feature  of  the  proposition 
which  had  to  do  with  the  open  contracts  for  construction  now  under  way  for  the 
Centre  Street  Subway,  where  a  head  room  of  14  feet  from  base  of  rail  is  provided. 

As  this  "Brooklyn  Loop  Line,"  or  Centre  Street  Subway,  and  its  connections  to 
the  bridges  will  necessarily  be  a  part  of  the  operating  line  extending  over  the  bridges 
and  by  Fourth  avenue  to  Fort  Hamilton  and  Coney  Island,  as  well  as  the  Lexington 
avenue  connections  designed,  and  such  river  tunnel  construction  as  may  be  found 
necessary  to  utilize  the  Brooklyn  trackage  provided  to  its  full  limit,  it  would  seem 
that  the  headroom  should  be  the  same  throughout  and  that  you  may  deem  it  advisable 
to  have  steps  taken  to  modify  these  construction  contracts  on  the  "Brooklyn  Loop 
Lines,"  allowing  uniform  overhead  installation  throughout  the  systems  named  and 
any  extensions  therefrom  which  may  follow  in  Manhattan  and  Brooklyn.

Company  of  New  York  City  and  New  York  City  Interborough  Railway  Company, 
bearing  date  May  8,  19065,  it  is  also  provided  that  the  obligation  of  the  Union  Railway 
Company  of  New  York  City  to  give  transfers  shall  be  binding  on  such  other  lines  of 
railroads  above  the  Harlem  River  to  which  the  Union  Railway  transfers  passengers  for 
a  single  fare  of  five  cents  (5^);  that  by  the  terms  of  a  contract  in  writing  be- 
tween the  said  Interborough  Rapid  Transit  Company  and  New  York  City  Interborough 
Railway  Company,  bearing  date  April  29,  1905,  every  passenger  upon  any  line  of  the 
New  York  City  Interborough  Railway  Company  may  buy  for  three  cents  (3^)  in  ad- 
dition to  the  regular  five  cent  (5^)  fare  a  coupon  ticket  entitling  him  to  transfer 
and  to  continue  his  trip  upon  the  line  of  the  Interborough  Rapid  Transit  Company 
(the.  subway)  from  said  One  Hundred  and  Eighty-first  street  station  on  St.  Nicholas 
avenue,  and  conversely  a  passenger  on  the  subway  of  said  Interborough  Rapid  Transit 
Company  may  for  eight  cents  (8^)  buy  from  the  said  Interborough  Rapid  Transit 
Company  a  special  coupon  ticket  under  which  he  is  carried  on  its  line  and  at  said  One 
Hundred  and  Eighty-first  street  station  may  transfer  thence  to  said  New  York  City 
Interborough  Railway  Company  and  be  carried  on  the  latter  line  without  further  fare, 
and  that  it  is  further  provided  by  said  contract  that  the  same  shall  apply  to  all  exten- 
sions of  the  lines  of  either  party  thereto  and  to  all  lines  which  either  party  may  acquire 
as  part  of  its  railway  system ;  that  the  complainant  in  this  case  is  aggrieved  by  the  fact 
that  in  traveling  from  his  home  to  Westchester  by  the  line  of  the  Interborough  Ilapid 
Transit  Company  (the  subway)  from  One  Hundred  and  Tenth  street  to  One  Hundred 
and  Eighty-first  street,  thence  by  the  said  New  York  City  Interborough  Railway  Com- 
pany to  Aqueduct  avenue,  thence  by  said  Union  Railway  Company  of  New  York  City 
to  Westchester,  he  is  carried  by  the  said  defendant  companies  for  the  sum  of  eight 
cents  (8#)  represented  by  the  Interborough  Rapid  Transit  Company's  said  eight- 
cent  (8^)  special  coupon  ticket,  and  a  transfer  slip  from  the  New  York  City  Inter^ 
borough  Railway  Company  to  said  Union  Railway  Company  of  New  York  City;. where- 
as on  the  return  trip  from  Westchester  to  the  same  point  at  One  Hundred  and  Tenth 
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street  and  Broadway,  over  the  same  routes  and  lines  operated  by  said  defendants  ,sub- 
ject  to  the  obligations  aforesaid,  he  is  required  to  pay  ten  cents  (lo^),  namely,  a 
fare  of  five  cents  (5^)  to  the  said  Union  Railway  Company  of  New  York  City  for 
carriage  over  the  Union  Railway,  and  by  transfer  over  the  New  York  City  Inter- 
borough  Railway  Company,  and  a  further  sum  ol  five  cents  (5^)  upon  the  Inter-

for  his  fare; 

And  it  further  appearing  that  under  the  obligations  of  said  New  York  City  Inter- 
borough Railway  Company  and  said  Union  Railway  Company  of  New  York  City,  as 
street  surface  railroads,  and  under  their  said  agreement  and  under  the  terms  of  the 
said  contract  between  said  Interborough  Rapid  Transit  Company  and  New  York  City 
Interborough  Railway  Company,  applicable  to  extensions  and  acquisitions  of  the  latter, 
the  regulations  and  practices  of  the  said  defendants  as  affecting  rates  charged  for 
transportation  of  passengers  as  aforesaid  in  charging  ten  cents  (10^)  from  West- 
chester to  One  Hundred  and  Tenth  street,  Manhattan,  and  eight  cents  (8^)  from 
One  Hundred  and  Tenth  street,  Manhattan,  to  Westchester,  over  the  same  route,  arc 
unjust,  unreasonable,  unjustly  discriminatory  and  unduly  preferential  and  in  violation 
of  law,  and  that  it  will  be  just  and  reasonable  to  determine  that  the  maximum  fare  and 
rate  to  be  observed  and  enforced  as  the  amount  to  be  charged  for  the  service  to  be 
performed  by  said  defendants  for  the  transportation  of  persons  in  the  First  District 
between  said  points  as  aforesaid  shall  be  fixed  as  hereinafter  set  forth; 

Therefore,  On  motion  of  Abel  E.  Blackmar,  Esq.,  Counsel  to  the  Commis-

Ordered,  First — That  the  maximmn  rate  to  be  charged  by  said  Union  Railway 
Company  of  New  York  City,  New  York  City  Interborough  Railway  Company  and  Inter- 
borough Rapid  Transit  Company  for  service  to  be  performed  by  them  in  the  carrying

Commissioner  Bassett  presented  the  following  report  of  the  Committee  on  the 
Brooklvn  Bridge,  which  was  ordered  on  file: 

This  Commission  has  co-operated  with  the  Bridge  Department  in  an  endeavor 
to  bring  about  a  better  movement  of  the  surface  and  ele\'ated  cars  on  the  Brooklyn 
Bridge,  especially  in  the  rush  hours.  A  report  for  the  month  of  November,  1907. 
received  from  Bridge  Commissioner  Stevenson,  attached  hereto,  shows  that  the 
movement  of  the  surface  cars  over  the  Brooklyn  Bridge  in  the  month  of  November 
has  been  better  than  ever  before  in  the  history  of  the  bridge.  During  the  hour 
between  5  and  6  p.  m.  an  average  of  298  cars  proceeded  over  the  bridge  as  against 
264  cars,  average,  one  year  ago  at  the  same  time.  On  some  days  when  conditions 
were  most  favorable  320  cars  crossed  the  bridge  in  this  hour.  Last  year  the  number 
never  reached  300.  A  proportionate  increase  is  shown  for  the  hour  between  6  and 
7  p.  m. 

The  reasons  for  this  increase  of  carrying  ability  are  well  stated  by  Bridge  Com- 
missioner Stevenson  as  follows : 

"First — Prohibiting  overloaded  trucks  from  bridge  during  this  period. 

"Second — More  numerous  arrival  of  cars  to  bridge  during  early  part  of  period, 
due  to  Livingston  street  operation  and  cut  offs  in  connection  therewith. 

"Third — Better  movement  of  cars  into  lower  terminal,  due  to  taking  care  when 
loops  are  vacant  all  the  day  over  from  north  to  south  roadway. 

"Fourth — Intense  interest  of  railroad  company,  from  general  superintendent  to 
inspectors  in  the  field. 

"Fifth — Active  and  intelligent  co-operation  of  police,  from  Captain  to  Patrolmen, 
in  keeping  overloaded  trucks  off  the  bridge,  patrolling  roadways  and  handling  crowds 
in  loops,  especially  the  first  four  loops." 

The  elevated  trains  are  carrying  more  passengers  across  the  bridge  in  the  rush 
hours  than  ever  before  without  increased  discomfort.  Both  the  Bridge  Department 
and  this  Commission  have  brought  about  a  multitude  of  minor  improvements  that 
are  producing  results.  The  congestion,  however,  is  great  both  on  the  trains  and 
surface  cars.  But  it  would  appear  that  the  travel  can  be  taken  care  of  in  a  fairly 
orderly  manner  until  the  Battery  tunnel  shall  begin  operation.

termine whether  additions,  repairs  and  improvements  therein,  as  hereinafter  set 
forth,  are  such  as  would  be  just,  reasonable,  safe,  adequate 'and  proper  and  ought 
loasonably  to  be  made  to  promote  such  security  and  convenience  of  the  public  or 
employees  and  in  crdcr  to  secure  adequate  service  and  facilities  for  the  transportation 
of  passengers  or  property,  that  is  to  say: 

(i)     That  every  car  of  said  Company  or  of  the  said  Joline  and  said  Robinson^ 
the    Receivers  of   said   Company,   receive   a   thorough   inspection  covering  car   body,. 
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motor  and  electric  equipment,  wiring  and  trucks;  that  all  defects  therein  be  care- 
fully noted  and  the  car  sent  through  various  shops  and  there*  overhauled  and  re- 
paired so  as  when  completed  to  be  in  first  class  operating  and  practically  new  con- 
dition.   This  applies  for  illustration,  but  not  for  specification,  to  the  following: 

Inspection — By  a  thorough  inspection  and  general  overhauling  of  the  car  body  and 
its  entire  equipment,  it  is  intended  that  the  car  should  be  brought  to  the  car  house 
and  placed  over  a  pit,  seats  and  trap  doors  removed  and  covers  taken  off  to  facilitate 
close  inspection,  which  is  to  be  made  by  competent  engineers  and  not  by  car  house 
employees. 

Car  Bodies — The  car  body  must  be  completely  repainted.  It  should  be  sent  first 
through  the  carpenter  shop  to  have  all  defects  of  the  woodwork  repaired,  as  well  as 
the  metal  work.    It  should  then  go  to  the  paint  shop  to  be  properly  painted. 

Head  Lights — All  headlights  should  be  overhauled  and  put  in  fit  condition,  with 
new  reflectors  where  necessary,  broken  glasses  replaced  with  semaphore  glass,  and  the 
lamps  removed  when  found  to  be  below  normal  candle  power. 

Pilot  Fenders — All  pilot  fenders'  must  be  gone  over  carefully  and  strengthened 
and  renewed  whenever,  in  the  judgment  of  the  engineers,  it  would  be  berieficial. 

Wiring,  etc. — All  improvements  possible  in  the  method  of  wiring,  hanging  and 
placing  of  equipment  appliances  should  be  made. 

Brasses — All  brasses  throughout  the  car  should  be  renewed.  Armature  shaft,  axle 
shaft,  and  other  bearing  parts  should  be  normal. 

Commutators — Commutators  should  be  turned  and  made  in  first-class  condition, 
and  when  abnormally  worn  must  be  renewed. 

Field  Coils  and  Armature  Windings  should  be  tested  for  insulation  and  if  found 
to  be  below  standard,  must  be  replaced;  otherwise,  they  should  be  well  cleaned  and 
painted. 

Trucks  should  have  all  defective  and  weak  parts  renewed,  not.  repaired,  except  in 
case  of  very  minor  defects 

Brakes  should  be  given  careful  inspection  and  improvements  made  in  the  mechan- 
ism and  form  employed  which  in  the  judgment  of  the  company's  engineers  would  be 
beneficial. 

Controllers  should  have  all  contact  and  other  parts  removed  that  show  any  in- 
dication of  abnormal  wear,  and  connections  tightened  and  blown  out  and  painted. 

Automatic  circuit  breakers  should  be  tested  and  adjusted  for  a  proper  load  cor- 
responding to  the  motor  capacity  of  the  car,  and  a  form  of  box  covering  devised  which 
would  be  free  from  the  defects  that  present  type  of  covering  has  shown. 

Resistances  should  be  cleaned  and  tested,  and  any  section  not  up  to  the  standard 
renewed ;  a  form  of  hanger  used  so  that  the  resistance  will  not  be  bolted  directly  to 
the  bottom  of  the  car,  and  that  there  is  sufficient  space  between  the  resistance  and 
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the  car  floor  to  prevent  danger  to  the  woodwork  of  the  car  from  the  resistance  becom- 
ing abnormally  heated,  and  also  to  increase  insulation. 

Axle  Gear  Wheels,  Armature  Pinions,  and  Car  Wheels  should  in  every  instance 
be  renewed  when  an  indication  is  found  of  abnormal  wear,  and  gear  cases  should  at 
all  times  be  maintained  at  least  half  filled  with  gear  grease,  so  as  to  minimize  the 
noise  as  much  as  possible  resulting  from  the  gears  and  pinions. 

Wiring — All  power  and  lighting  wiring  should  be  gone  over  and  a  careful  study 
made  by  the  Company's  engineers  of  means  to  improve  the  present  methods  of  wiring 
employed. 

Time — The  work  should  be  organized  and  carried  on  in  such  manner  as  to  cover 
at  the  rate  of  ten  (lo)  cars  a  day. 

(2)  When  any  car  has  been  so  overhauled  and  renewed  and  made  ready  for 
service,  notice  thereof  be  sent  to  the  Commission,  and  the  inspection  of  its  then  con- 
dition allowed  by  inspectors  of  the  Commission  before  the  same  is  put  in  service. 

And  if  any  such  improvements,  repairs,  and  additions  be  found  to  be  such  as  ought 
to  be  made,  as  aforesaid,  then  to  determine  what  period  would  be  a  reasonable  time 
within  which  the  same  should  be  directed  to  be  executed,  and  in  what  manner  execu- 
tion of  the  same  should  be  specified  to  be  made.

The  Honorable  Board   of  Estimate   and  Apportionment,    The  Honorable   Board    of 
Public  Service  Commissioners: 

Gentlemen — The  Brooklyn  Subway  Committee  of  One  Hundred  has  carefully 
investigated  what  is  known  as  the  Poulson  Plan  for  relief  from  the  congestion  now 
existing  at  the  New  York  end  of  the  Brooklyn  Bridge,  and  at  its  last  meeting  the 
undersigned  were  appointed  a  Sub-Committee  to  urge  the  adoption  of  said  plan  by 
the  proper  authorities.  The  Committee  of  One  Hundred  has  found  that  there  is 
nothing  new  in  the  plan  proposed;  it  is  an  ordinary,  every-day  railroad  terminal, 
such  as  is  used  everywhere  except  at  the  Brooklyn  Bridge,  and,  there  is  not,  there- 
fore, anything  experimental  about  it;  it  is  made  to  suit  the  requirements  of  the  bridge. 
Furthermore,  the  Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  there  is  absolutely  no  other  way 
to  plan  a  terminal — many  modifications  or  alterations  can  be  made  to  a  plan  like  this, 
but  none  will  be  for  the  better — any  change  whatever  would  be  for  the  worse. 

The  main  trouble  at  the  Bridge  now  is  that  while  it  is  a  terminal  for  passengers, 
the  trains  are  operated  as  a  way  station,  thereby  wasting  an  immense  amount  of 
space  and  time.     No  relief  can  be  had  until  this  is  changed. 

The  Bridge  Department,  which,  for  many  years  has  criticized  the  plan  proposed 
for  relief,  has  now  adopted  that  very  plan  (with  some  few  modifications)  for  per- 
manent relief  and  the  Board  of  Estimate  has  appropriated  some  three  and  one-quarter 
millions  for  its  installation.  The  said  Committee  believes  that  the  Poulson  Plan  can 
be  installed  in  a  few  months  at  an  expenditure  of  say  $3S»ooo.  without  interfering 
with  the  traffic  during  the  time  of  its  installation.     H  so  installed  it  will  increase 
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the  traffic  from  thirty  to  fifty  per  cent.,  it  will  increase  the  platform  space  more  than 
four-fold  and  will  increase  the  time  for  unloading  and  loadinflf  four-fold.  There 
will  not  be  any  scramblinf?  and  fiffhtinf;  on  the  part  of  the  passengers  to  get  into 
a  train  in  about  thirty  seconds  as  there  will  always  be  three  six-car  trains  waiting 
for  them  some  three  minutes,  and,  all  trains  will  be  through  trains,  with  no  trans- 
ferring at  the  Brooklyn  terminal.  The  only  objections  to  this  plan  were  urged  by 
Bridge  Commissioner  Stevenson  and  Nelson  P.  Lewis,  Chief  Ejigineer  of 
the  Board  of  Estimate,  who  claimed  that  under  said  plan  not  as  many  trains 
could  be  handled  in  safety  as  are  now  being  handled.  If  that  were  true,  the  plan 
would  be  useless.  But  a  careful  study  of  the  proposed  plan  will  show  that  such 
claim  is  unfounded.  This  was  shown  by  a  practical  test  held  at  Coney  Island  on 
April  28,  1907 ;  there  it  was  demonstrated  that  with  a  plan  as  proposed,  two  trains 
could  be  run  in  absolute  safety  as  the  incoming  and  outgoing  trains  move  on  separate 
tracks,  whereas  in  the  plan  as  modified,  only  half  the  number  of  trains  could  be  run 
per  hour  and  there  would  always  be  a  danger  of  a  collision  between  the  incoming 
and  the  outgoing  trains.  That  is  best  illustrated  by  the  accompanving  diagram 
showing  the  Bridge  Department's  modifications  of  the  Poulson  plan  and  the  plan 
itself.  If  the  trains  are  run  at  the  rate  of  300  feet  (or  a  train  length)  in  twenty 
seconds,  the  full  capacity  of  the  terminal  would  be  as  follows : 

With  the  Poulson  plan,  if  the  trains  are  run  in  regular  sequence  from  right 
to  left,  for  instance,  as  train  No.  4  goes  in  No.  3  goes  out,  and  if,  as  No.  3  goes 
in  No.  2  goes  out,  etc.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  trains  are  operated  at  the  rate  of 
one  hundred  and  eighty  per  hour, — many  more  than  the  bridge  can  accommodate 
or  than  are  required,  with  no  danger  of  a  collision  between  the  incoming  and  the 
outgoing   trains. 

With  the  Poulson  plan  as  modified  by  the  Bridge  Department,  where  the  trains 
are  not  run  in  regular  sequence  but  where,  as  No.  i  comes  out  and  has  passed  the 
cross-over,  another  train  takes  its  place,  and  so  on,  it  will  be  seen  that  only  sixty 
trains  per  hour  can  be  operated  with  a  constant  danger  of  collision  between  the 
incoming   and   outgoing   trains. 

Now,  if  a  cross-over  were  put  in  as  shown  by  the  dotted  lines  on  the  plan 
as  modified  by  the  Bridge  Department,  it  will  immediately  become  the  Poulson 
plan  and  will  enable  the  terminal  to  be  used  to  its  full  capacity  so  that  three  times 
as  many  trains  can  be  operated  without  danger  of  collision  between  the  incoming 
and  outgoing  trains.  This  merely  goes  to  show  that  any  modifications  of  the  pro- 
posed plan  are  for  the  worse. 

After  the  plan  is  put  in  operation  a  like  plant  can  be  installed  on  the  ground 
floor;  then  that  floor  should  be  used  as  a  terminal  and  the  upper  fioor,  by  installing 
tracks  at  the  Park  Row  end  of  the  Terminal,  can  be  turned  into  a  union  station 
for  the  elevated  services  of  the  two  boroughs,  say  tracks  i  and  3  could  be  assigned  to 
the    Interborough  Co.  and  the  tracks  2  and  4  to  the  B.  R.  T.  Co.  and  the  trains 
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of  both  companies  would  then  meet  at  each  side  of  a  platform  and  through  passen- 
gers would  only  have  to  cross  a  platform  from  one  train  to  another.    But,  if  the 
two  companies  should  at  any  time  come  to  a  traffic  agreement,  there  is  nothing  to 
prevent  through  service.    A  loop  between  the  Williamsburg  and  the  Brookh-n  Bridges 
could  be   installed;   the   Interborough   trains  would  then  come  into  the   terminal  on 
track  I,  cross  the  Bridge  and  proceed  through  the  lower  part  of  Brooklyn,  coming 
back  over  the  Williamsburg  Bridge  to  the  Brooklyn  Bridge,  thus  making  a  circuit 
through  the  lower  part  of  the  two  boroughs,  and,  the  B.  R.  T.  trains  would  reverse 
this   order  by  coming  into   the  terminal  on  track   No.  4  and  proceed  through  the 
Borough  of  Manhattan,  over  the  Williamsburg  Bridge,  through   Brooklyn  and  over 
the    Brooklyn   Bridge.  * 

The  traffic  would  thus  be  evenly  divided  between  the  two  companies,  nnd  if 
there  were  a  delay  on  one  bridge,  the  traffic  could  immediately  be  shunted  over  to 
another   bridge. 

The  difference  between  the  plan  as  proposed  and  the  same  plan  as  moditied  by  the 
Bridge   Department,  is  as  follows: 

In  the  first  case,  i.  e.,  the  Poulson  plan,  the  terminal  can  be  operated  to  its 
full  capacity  with  no  danger  of  a  head-on  collision,  relief  can  be  had  in  a  few  months 
and  be  right  in  line  with  through  service  between  the  two  boroughs  by  installing 
a  like  plan  on  the  ground  floor;  stair-climbing  would  be  ^entirely  eliminated,  the 
crowd  would  be  evenly  divided  (with  the  through  passengers  on  the  upper  floor 
and  the  terminal  passengers  on  the  lower  floor)  and  the  total  expenditure  would 
not  exceed  $250,000. 

In  the  latter  case,  i.  e.,  the  modified  plan  of  the  Bridge  Department,  only  halt 
the  number  of  trains  can  be  operated  with  a  constant  danger  of  collision  between 
the  incoming  and  the  outgoing  trains;  the  alterations  will  take  about  three  years, 
which  means  a  three  years'  continuance  of  the  present  unsatisfactory  conditions, 
through  service  between  the  two  boroughs  would  be  an  impossibility,  stair-climbing 
would  be  increased,  the  crowd  would  not  be  divided  inasmuch  as  the  through  and 
terminal  passengers  would  use  the  same  floor,  thereby  increasing  the  present  con- 
fusion,  and   the   expenditure   would   be   $3,250,000. 

The  alterations  now  in  progress  to  extend  the  present  terminal  into  the  Park 
are  in  the  judgment  of  said  Committee,  a  very  serious  mistake.  More  time  will  be 
wasted  by  backing  trains  across  Park  Row  and  back  again,  thereby  entailing  a  loss 
of  fifteen  seconds  which  must  be  added  to  the  waste  of  nearly  three  minutes  which 
now  takes  place,  all  of  which  is  time  lost  forever.  It  will  mean  that  the  passengers 
will  have  to  fight  and  scramble  that  much  more  to  makei  up  for  the  lost  time  or 
that  about  ten  trains  less  per  hour  will  have  to  be  operated  which  would  still  further 
increase  the  confusion  as  the  passengers  would  have  to  crowd  into  about  50  trains 
per  hour  instead  of  60  trains.  The  Committee  is  informed  that  Mr.  Poulson  v^as 
sent  by  His  Honor,  The   Mayor,  to  see  the  Qiief  Engineer   of  the  Bridge  Depart-

ment,  Mr.  Ingersoll,  about  this,  and  that  Mr.  IngersoU  had  to  admit  that  the  time 
would  be  lost  with  the  result  stated  above,  but  said  that  the  Bridge  Commissioner 
wanted  it  and  that  the  Charter  gives  him  the  right  to  put  it  in.  The  result  of  the 
Mayor's  sending  Mr.  Poulson  to  the  Bridge  Department  was  the  test  held  on  April 
28,  referred  to  above. 

No  relief  from  the  present  intolerable  conditions  can  be  had  until  the  so-called 
"tail-switch"  system  for  the  elevated  and  the  "loop-system"  for  the  trolleys  are 
abolished;  no  matter  how  much  money  is  expended,  how  much  additional  property 
is  acquired,  or  how  much  engineering  ingenuity  is  displayed,  it  will  not  cure  the 
difKculties.  That  is  best  proven  by  the  many  plans  made  w'ithin  the  last  ten  years; 
they  all  came  to  nothing  because  they  were  radically  wrong;  The  whole  problem 
is  a  simple  one  but  it  must  be  gone  at  in  the  right  way,  that  is,  first  to  root  out  the 
present  blunders  and  install  a  correct  system. 

The  plan  proposed  by  Mr.  Poulson  for  bridge  relief  is  the  result  of  his  careful 
study  of  this  problem  and  about  forty  years'  experience  in  designing,  planning  and 
building  railroad  stations;  he  acted  in  a  consulting  capacity  in  planning  the  original 
terminal  for  the  bridge;  when  the  elevated  railroad  was  connected  with  the  Bridge, 
he  was  asked  by  the  Directors  of  the  Road  to  plan  a  terminal  for  a  connection  with 
the  Bridge  which  was  accepted  by  the  Directors  but  rejected  by  the  Chief  Engineer; 
the  directors  then  appointed  another  engineer  to  decide  between  them,  and  he  de- 
cided in  favor  of  Mr.  Poulson  and  the  terminal  was  built  accordingly.  When  the 
present  subway  in  New  York  was  built,  Mr.  Poulson  made  some  suggestions  to  the 
then  Chief  Engineer,  Mr.  William  Barclay  Parsons,  for  an  improvement  in  the 
stations,  which  suggestions  were  accepted  by  Mr.  Parsons  and  handsomely  acknowl- 
edged by  him. 

The  Bridge  Department  at  the  present  time  really  has  no  plan  at  all.  The 
plan  which  was  sent  to  the  Board-  of  Estimate  on  January  2nd,  and  which  was 
adopted  by  the  Board  and  an  appropriation  of  three  and  one-quarter  millions  granted 
for  its  installation,  has  been  abandoned  by  the  Bridge  Department  and  they  now 
have  no   authorized  plan.

tions and  improvement  ought  reasonably  to  be  made  on  or  before  the  respective  dates

Comniisfioner  Bassett  presented  the  following  report  with  regard  to  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Terminals  at  the  Brooklyn  Bridge: 

On  October  25,  1907,  the  Commission  appointed  the  undersigned  to  conduct  a 
hearing  on  the  question  of  the  need  of  a  superintendent  at  the  Brooklyn  Bridge 
terminals  under  No.  48.  After  hearing  the  evidence  given  by  the  inspectors  of  the 
Public  Service  Commission  and  by  the  Brooklyn  Union  Elevated  Railroad  Company, 
I  find  that  the  facts  are  substantially  as  follows: 

That  a  person  performing  the  duties- of  superintendent  is  now  in  charge,  and 
that  there  i^  a  ^stem  of  communication  between  him  and  the  other  employees  at  the 
terminals;  that  a  somewhat  intricate  system  exists  for  communicating  from  one  part 
of  the  station  to  another,  and  that  the  main  need  in  rush  hours  is  that  announce- 
ments from  time  to  time  should  be  made.  The  operating  companj',  pending  the 
course  of  this  hearing,  have  perfected  a  method  of  making  announcements  and  intend 
to  place  one  or  two  more  men  at  the  bridge  terminals  for  the  purpose  of  assisting 
in  the  handling  of  crowds,  especially  in  limes  of  accidents.  I  hesitate  to  advise  an 
order  that  a  specific  man  shall  be  put  on  duty  with  specific  duties  regarding  this 
intricate  situation.  The  purpose  of  the  hearing  was  more  to  investigate  possibilities 
of  improvement,  and  as  the  Company  has  already  made  progress  in  this  direction, 
I  recommend  that  na  final  order  be  made  against  the  operating  company  in  this 
behalf.     As  the  investigation  began  in  our  Commission,  it  is  not  necessary  that  any 

order  of  dismissal  should  be  made.

Chairman  Willcox:  "I  want  to  say  that  I  fully  agree  with  Commissioner  Bas- 
sett in  his  conclusions,  but  there  is  this  to  say,  that  there  have  been  several  instances 
where  complaint  orders  have  been  made,  or  complaints  made,  and  that  the  companies 
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have  at  once-  changed  their  schedule  or  manner  of  operation,  which  is  very  com- 
mendable, but  I  think  we  should  be  careful  in  these  cases  to  see  that  they  keep  up 
to  the  standard;  otherwise,  we  should  see  to  it  that  orders  are  entered.  It  is  very  easy 
to  make  a  temporary  change  and  then  lapse  into  desuetude  again."

Agreement,  made  this  day  of  December,  in  the  year  One  Thousand  Nine 

Hundred  and  Seven,  between  The  City  of  New  York  (hereinafter  called  the  "City'*) 
acting  by  the  Public  Service  Commission  for  the  First  District   (hereinafter  called 

the  "Commission"),  party  of  the  first  part,  and  John  B.  McDonald,  of  The  City  of 
New  York  (hereinafter  called  the  ''Contractor"),  and  Interborough  Rapid  Transit 
Company,  a  corporation  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  New  York  (here- 
inafter called  "Interborough  Company"),  parties  of  the  second  part,  Witnesseth: 
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Whereas,  Heretofore  and  on  or  about  the  21st  day  of  February,  1900,  the  City, 
acting  by  the  Board  of  Rapid  Transit  Railroad  Commissioners  for  The  City  of 
New  York,  entered  into  a  contract  with  the  Contractor  for  the  construction  atid 
operation  of  a  Rapid  Transit  Railroad  in  The  City  of  New  York  and  otherwise,  as 
therein  mentioned,  which  contract  has  since  been  modified  by  certain  agreements 
between  the  parties,  and  which  contract  as  so  modified  is  hereinafter  called  the  "con- 
tract"; and 

Whereas,  The  Contractor  has  deposited  with  the  Comptroller  of  the  City  security 
for  the  performance  of  the  said  contract  for  construction  and  operation  on  his  part, 
and  has  given  certain  bonds  as  further  security  for  such  performance,  and  upon 
such  bonds  there  are  sureties  as  follows:  Rapid  Transit  Subway  Construction  Com- 
pany, United  States  Fidelity  &  Guaranty  Company,  The  Empire  State  Surety  Com- 
pany, American  Surety  Company  of  New  York,  National  Surety  Company,  and 
Fidelity  &  Deposit  Company  of  Maryland ;  and 

Whereas,  By  written  instruments  bearing  date  the  tenth  day  of  July,  1902,  the 
Contractor,  with  the  written  consent  of  the  Board  of  Rapid  Transit  Railroad  Com- 
missioners for  The  City  of  New  York,  concurred  in  by  six  members  thereof,  duly 
assigned  the  right  and  obligation  to  maintain  and  operate  the  said  Rapid  Transit 
Railroad  for  the  term  of  years  specified  in  the  Contract  and  all  rights  included  in 
the  leasing  provisions  of  the  Contract,  together  with  the  obligation  to  provide  equip- 
ment for  the  said  railroad  unto  Interborough  Company,  which  Company  also  guar- 
anteed the  performance  by  the  Contractor  of  the  provisions  of  so  much  of  the  con- 
tract as  was  not  so  assigned  to  it;  and 

Whereas,  The  Commission  has  succeeded  to  all  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  said 
Board  of  Rapid  Transit  Railroad  Commissionei^s  for  The  City  of  New  York ;  and 

Whereas,  The  contract  provides  that  no  change  shall  be  made  therein  except  by 
a  written  instrument  duly  authorized  by  said  Board  of  Rapid  Transit  Railroad  Com- 
missioners for  The  City  of  New  York,  or  its  successors,  and  consented  to  by  the 
Contractor  and  the  sureties  upon  his  said  bonds;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  among  other  things  in  the  contract  provided: 

(Work  Subject  to  Approval  of  Engineer.) 

"The  work  is  to  be  done  and  the  materials  are  to  be  furnished  subject  to 
the  direction  and  approval  of  the  Engineer.  The  Contractor  shall  promptly  obey 
and  follow  every  direction  within  the  general  purview  of  the  work  which  shall 
be  given  by  the  Engineer,  including  any  direction  which  he  shall  give  by  way 
of  withdrawal,  modification  or  reversal  of  any  previous  direction  given  by  him. 
If  any  additional  specification  be  prescribed  or  additional  drawing  be  required 
to  be  followed,  or  additional  detail  required,  or  if  any  question  shall  arise  as  to 
the  quality,  character  or  amount  of  materials  or  work,  or  as  to  the  obligation 
of  the  Contractor  to  do  any  particular  work  or  furnish  any  particular  materials, 
[Form  2062]  [iM(B)] 
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or  as  to  the  value  of  any  additional  work  or  materials  required  by  the  Board  or 
as  to  the  deduction  to  be  made  from  the  contract  price  for  the  construction  by 
reason  of  any  materials  or  woric  directed  by  the  £oard  to  be  .omitted,  er  if  any 
other  dispute,  qne^ion  or  doubt  as  to  what  is  the  obligration  of  the  Contractor 
shall  arise  prior  to  the  time  of  the  complete  construction  and  equipment  of  the 
Railroad  and  the  declaration  thereof  by  the  Board,  the  determtnatian  of  the 
Engineer  shall  be  binding  upon  the  Contractor  and  the  City,  so  far  as  that  the 
Contractor  shall,  as  the  case  may  be,  proceed  or  refrain  from  proceeding,  and 
without  any  delay  obey  the  requirement  of  the  Engineer. 

(Engineer's    Determination,    When   Subject   to   Review.) 

"But  a  determination  of  the  Engineer  shall  not  be  finally  conclusive  upon  either 
the  Contractor  or  the  City  as  to  the  reasonable  value  of  any  work  or  materials 
additionally  required  as  aforesaid  or  omitted  as  aforesaid,  or  as  to  the  ques- 
tion whether  the  Contractor  is  entitled  to  additional  payment  for  anything 
additionally  required  by  the  Engineer,  whether  upon  additional  specifications 
or  drawings,  or  in  the  way  of  additional  details  as  aforesaid,  or  otherwise 
as  herein  provided,  or  as  to  the  question  whether  the  City  is  entitled  to  a 
deduction  from  the  amount  payable  to  the  Contractor  according  to  the  terms  hereof. 

(Mode  of  Review.  Arbitration.) 
In  every  such  case  the  Engineer  shall  make  his  determination  in  writing  and 
in  duplicate,  one  duplicate  to  be  filed  with  the  Board  and  the  other  dupli- 
cate to  be  delivered  to  the  Contractor.  Such  determination  as  to  work  done  or 
materials  supplied  on  or  after  the  first  day  of  the  calendar  month  next  preceding 
the  date  of  making  such  certificate,  shall  if  filed  with  the  Board  within  five  days 
after  its  said  date,  be  binding  and  conclusive  upon  the  City  unless  the  Board 
shall  appeal  within  ten  (lo)  days  after  such  determination  is  filed  with  it,  and 
shall  be  binding  upon  the  Contractor  unless  the  Contractor  shall  appeal  within 
ten  (lo)  days  after  such  delivery  to  him.  The  appeal  shall  be  taken  by  a  written 
notice  addressed,  if  the  Board  be  the  appellant,  to  the  Contractor,  or,  if  the 
Contractor  be  the  appellant,  then  to  the  secretary  of  the  Board.  The  notice  of 
appeal  shall  state  the  determination  appealed  from,  the  grounds  of  appeal,  the 
precise  award  or  redress  desired,  and  shall  include  the  appointment  of  an  arbi- 
trator on  the  part  of  the  appellant,  with  a  written  undertaking  on  the  part  of 
the  arbitrator  to  act.  Within  ten  (lo)  days  after  the  receipt  of  a  notice  of 
appeal  the  party  receiving  the  same  shall  name  an  arbitrator,  and  give  written 
notice  of  such  nomination  to  the  party  appealing,  the  notice  to  be  accompanied 
by  a  written  acceptance  by  the  arbitrator  of  the  appointment.  If  the  party  against 
whom  the  appeal  is  taken  shall  not  so  nominate  an  arbitrator,  who  shall  so 
accept,  then  the  arbitrator  named  by  the  party  appealing  shall  be  the  sole  arbi- 
trator.    Either  party  may,  by  a  general  notice  to  the  other,  appoint  a  standing 
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arbitrator  for  such  party.  In  case  of  such  standing  appointment  such  arbitrator 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  appointed  upon  each  appeal,  without  specification  of  his 
appointment  upon  the  appeal.  Any  vacancy  in  the  office  of  an  arbitrator  shall 
be  filled  by  the  party  which  shall  have  appointed  the  last  incumbent  thereof,  within 
five  (5)  days  after  notice  of  the  vacancy— during  which  five  days  the  running 
of  other  periods  of  time  prescribed  for  or  in  course  of  the  arbitration  shall 
be  suspended.  If  not  so  filled, — or  if  notice  of  the  appointment  be  not  |?iven 
within  such  five  days,  the  remaining  arbitrator  shall  be  the  only  arbitrator. 
Within  five  (5)  days  after  the  appointment  of  its  arbitrator  by  the  party  against 
whom  the  appeal  is  taken,  or,  if  there  be  a  standing  arbitrator  for  such  party, 
then  after  ten  (10)  days,  but  within  fifteen  (15)  days  after  notice  of  the  appeal 
is  given, — ^the  arbitrators,— or  if  the  party  against  whom  the  appeal  is  taken 
shall  be  in  default  in  appointing  an  arbitrator,  then  within  five  (s)  days  after 
such  default  the  arbitrator  named  by  the  party  appealing, — shall  proceed  sum- 
marily, and  upon  two  (2)  days  notice  to  both  parties,  to  hear  such  evidence 
or  statements,  oral  or  written,  as  may  be  produced.  Such  hearing  shall  be  fin- 
ished Avithin  five  (5)  days  after  such  hearing  shall  begin;  and  within  three  (3) 
days  after  finishing  such  hearing,  the  determination  of  such  arbitrators  or  arbitra- 
tor shall  be  made.  But  if  within  such  three  days  the  arbitrators  (in  the  case 
of  two  arbitrators)  shall  fail  to  agree  upon  and  make  an  award,  then  they  shall 
forthwith  so  certify  to  the  Board  and  the  Contractor,  and  the  controversy  shall 
be  determined  by  an  umpire  to  be  nominated  by  the  Executive  Committee  for 
the  time  being  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  the  State  of  New  York,  or  if 
within  three  (3)  days  after  being  notified  by  either  of  the  parties  hereto  of  such 
failure  the  said  Committee  shall  not  make  a  nomination,  then  by  an.  umpire 
to  be  named  by  the  Executive  Committee  for  the  time  being  of  the  Association 
of  the  Bar  of  the  City  of  New  York.  The  umpire  shall  hear  the  parties,  their 
counsel,  the  statements  of  the  arbitrators  and  the  statements  and  evidence 
received  by  them,  or  such  of  them  and  so  much  thereof  as  may  appear  or  be 
submitted  to  the  umpire  upon  two  (2)  days  notice  to  the  parties.  Such  notice 
shall  be  given  within  three  (3)  days  after  the  nomination  of  the  umpire.  The 
hearing  by  the  umpire  shall  be  concluded  within  three  (3)  days.  His  award 
shall  be  made  within  three  (3)  days  after  the  hearing  before  him  is  concluded. 
Every  determination  by  the  umpire,  arbitrator  or  arbitrators,  shall  be  in  writing 
in  duplicate,  one  to  be  delivered  to  the  secretary  of  the  Board  and  the  other  to 
the  Contractor.  The  Executive  Committee  of  the  said  Chamber  of  Commerce 
and  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  said  Association  of  the  Bar  may,  upon 
the  joint  request  of  both  parties,  and  from  time  to  time  nominate  a  standing 
umo  re,  or  a  standing  board  of  three  experts,  to  act  as  such  umpire.  Such 
standing  umpire  or  standing  board  of  experts  shall,  upon  every  arbitration 
where  an  umpire  is  required,  be  such  umpire,  and  a  decision  or  determination 
by   a   majority   of   such  board   of   experts   shall   be   the   decision   of   such   board. 
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The  days  for  notices  and  other  proceeding  shall  be  exclusive  of  Saturdays, 
Sundays  and  holidays.  All  fees  and  expenses  of  arbitrators  and  umpires  shall 
be  borne  and  paid  equally  by  the  City  and  the  Contractor,  by  both  of  whom 
every  such  arbitrator  and  umpire  shall  be  deemed  to  be  employed.  Every  such 
arbitrator  and  umpire  shall,  before  proceeding:  to  hear  the  testimony  or  to 
consider  the  matter,  be  sworn  as  nearly  as  may  be  in  the  same  manner  as  referees 
in   actions   at  law   are  required  to  be  sworn."

Whereas,  The  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Commission  has  pursuant  to  the  contract 
made  his  determination  on  certain  claims  presented,  which  claims  aggregate  a  large 
amount  and  involve  many  difficult  and  perplexing  questions,  and  the  parties  believe 
that  the  provisions  of  the  said  contract  hereinbefore  recited  are  impracticable  as 
applied  to  an  arbitration  to  determine  questions  of  such  scope  and  magnitude,  and 
desire  a  modification  thereof  in  the  form  hereinafter  contained. 

Now,  therefore,  in  consideration  of  the  premises  and  subject  to  the  consents 
hereinafter  provided, 

It  is  agreed  that  the  contract  be  and  the  same  hereby  is  modified  as  follows: 

By  modifying  the  portions  thereof  hereinbefore  quoted  so  that  they  shall  read  as 
follows: 

(Work  Subject  to  Approval  of  Engineer.) 
The  work  is  to  be  done  and  the  materials  are  to  be  furnished  subject  to  the 
direction  and  approval  of  the  Engineer.    The  Contractor  shall  promptly  obey  and 
follow  every  direction  within  the  general  purview  of  the  work  which  shall  be 
given  by  the  Engineer,  including  any  direction  which  he  shall  give  by  way  of 
withdrawal,  modification  or  reversal  of  any  previous  direction  given  by  him.    If 
any  additional  specification  be  prescribed  or  additional  drawing  be  required  to  be 
followed,  or  additional  detail  required,  or  if  any  question  shall  arise  as  to  the 
quality,  character  or  amount  of  materials  or  work,  or  as  to  the  obligation  of  the 
Contractor  to  do  any  particular  work  or  furnish  any  particular  materials,  or  as 
to  the  value  of  any  additional  work  or  materials  required  by  the  Board  or  as  to 
the  deduction  to  be  made  from  the  contract  price  for  the  construction  by  reason 
of  any  materials  or  work  directed  by  the  Board  to  be  omitted,  or  if  any  other 
dispute,  question  or  doubt  as  to  what  is  the  obligation  of  the  Contractor  shall 
arise  prior  to  the  time  of  the  complete  construction  and  equipment  of  the  Rail- 
road and  the  declaration  thereof  by  the  Board,  the  determination  of  the  Engineer 
shall   be  binding   upon  the   Contractor  and   the   City,    so   far  as   that  the   Con- 
tractor shall,  as  the  case  may  be,  proceed  or  refrain  from  proceeding,  and  with- 
out any  delay  obey  the  requirement  of  the  Engineer. 
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(Engineer's  Determination j  When  Subject  to  Review.) 

But  a  determination  of  the  Engineer  shall  not  be  final  or  conclusive  upon 
either  the  Contractor  or  the  City  as  to  the  reasonable  value  of  any  work  or 
materials  additionally  required  as  aforesaid,  or  omitted  as  aforesaid,  or  as  to  the 
question  whether  the  Contractor  is  entitled  to  additional  payment  for  anything 
additionally  required  by  the  Engineer,  whether  upon  additional  specifications  or 
drawings  or  in  the  way  of  additional  details  as  aforesaid,  or  otherwise  as  herein 
provided,  or  as  to  the  question  whether  the  City  is  entitled  to  a  deduction  from 
the  amount  payable  to  the  Contractor  according  to  the  terms  hereof. 

{Mode  of  Review.     Arbitration.) 

In  every  such  case  the  Engineer  shall  make  his  determination  in  writing 
and  in  duplicate,  one  duplicate  to  be  filed  with  the  Board  and  the  other  duplicate 
to  be  delivered  to  the  Contractor.  Such  determination  shall  be  binding  and 
conclusive  upon  the  City,  unless  the  Board  shall  appeal  within  ten  (lo)  days 
after  such  determination  is  filed  with  it,  and  shall  be  binding  upon  the  Con- 
tractor unless  the  Contractor  shall  appeal  within  ten  (lo)  days  after  such  de- 
livery to  him.  The  appeal  shall  be  taken  by  a  written  notice  addressed,  if  the 
Board  be  the  appellant,  to  the  Contractor,  or,  if  the  Contractor  be  the  appellant, 
then  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Board.  The  notice  of  appeal  shall  state  the  deter- 
mination appealed  from,  the  grounds  of  appeal,  the  precise  award  of  redress  de- 
sired, and  shall  include  the  appointment  of  an  arbitrator  on  the  part  of  the  ap- 
pellant, with  a  written  acceptance  by  the  arbitrator  of  the  appointment.  Within 
ten  (lo)  days  after  the  receipt  of  a  notice  of  appeal,  the  party  receiving  the  same 
shall  name  an  arbitrator,  and  give  written  notice  of  such  nomination  to  the  party 
appealing,  the  notice  to  be  accompanied  by  a  written  acceptance  by  the  arbitrator 
of  the  appointment.  If  the  party  against  whom  the  appeal  is  taken  shall  not  so 
nominate  an  arbitrator,  who  shall  so  accept,  then  the  arbitrator  named  by  the 
party  appealing  shall  be  the  sole  arbitrator.  Either  party  may,  by  a  general 
notice  to  the  other,  appoint  a  standing  arbitrator  for  such  party.  In  case  of 
such  standing  appointment  such  arbitrator  shall  be  deemed  to  be  appointed  upon 
each  appeal  without  specification  of  his  appointment  upon  the  appeal.  Any 
vacancy  in  the  office  of  the  two  arbitrators,  hereinbefore  provided  for,  shall  be 
filled  by  the  party  which  shall  have  appointed  the  last  incumbent  of  such  vacant 
position,  within  five  (5)  days  after  notice  of  the  vacancy,  during  which  five  (5) 
days  the  running  of  other  periods  of  lime  prescribed  for,  or  in  course  of,  the  ar- 
bitration shall  be  suspended.  If  not  so  filled,  or  if  notice  of  the  appointment  be 
not  given  within  such  five  days,  the  remaining  arbitrator  shall  be  the  only  ar- 
bitrator. In  case  both  the  Board  and  the  Contractor  shall  appeal  from  any 
such  determination  of  the  Engineer  the  arbitrators  appointed  by  each  in  their 
notice  of  appeal,  as  hereinbefore  provided,  shall  be  deemed  to  be,  with  the  third 
arbitrator  hereinafter  provided   for,  the  arbitrators   for  both  such   appeals  and 
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both  such  appeals  shall  be  heard  together  as  one  arbitration.  If  the  party  against 
whom  an  appeal  has  been  taken  shall  appoint  an  arbitrator,  then  within  ten  (lo) 
days  after  the  appointment  of  such  arbitrator,  or  if  there  be  a  standing  arbitrator 
tor  such  party,  then  within  twenty  (2b)  days  after  the  delivery  of  the  determina- 
tion of  the  Enflfkieer,  the  Board  and  the  Contractor  shall  select  a  disinterested 
person  to  act  as  a  third  arbitrator,  whose  appointment  shall  be  evidenced  by 
such  written  appointment  and  acceptance  thereof  as  is  required  in  the  case  of 
the  other  arbitrators.  Such  third  arbitrator  shall  be  the  Chairman  of  the  Board 
of  Arbitrators,  and  shall  preside  at  all  its  meetings.  In  case  the  Board  and  the 
Contractor  are  unable  within  ten  (lo)  days  to  agree  upon  such  third  arbitrator, 
such  third  arbitrator  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Executive  Committee  for  the 
time  being  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  the  State  of  New  York,  or  if,  within 
ten  (lo)  days  after  being  notified  by  either  the  Board  or  the  Contractor  of  their 
failure  to  agree,  the  said  Committee  shall  not  make  an  appointment,  then  such 
third  arbitrator  shall  be  named  by  the  Executive  Committee  for  the  time  being  of 
the  Association  of  the  Bar  of  The  City  of  New  York.  In  case'  of  any  vacancy 
in  the  position  of  such  third  arbitrator,  his  place  shall  be  filled  in  the  same  man- 
ner as  that  hereinbefore  provided  in  the  case  of  an  original  appointment  of  such 
third  arbitrator.  At  any  time  after  the  appointment  of  such  third  arbitrator  either 
party  may  bring  the  matter  on  for  a  hearing  upon  five  days'  written  notice  to  the 
other  party,  at  which  time  the  Board  of  Arbitration,  constituted  as  aforesaid, 
shall  proceed  to  hear  such  evidence  or  statements,  oral  or  written,  as  may  be 
produced.  Such  hearing  shall  be  finished  within  ninety  (90)  days  after  such 
hearing  shall  begin;  and  within  thirty  (30)  days  after  finishing  such  hearing  the 
determination  of  the  arbitrators  shall  be  made;  provided,  however,  that  a  majority 
of  the  arbitrators  may  extend  both  these  periods  last  above  mentioned  to  such 
further  time  as  may  be  necessary.  The  award  of  the  arbitrators  shall  be  in  writ- 
ing, in  duplicate,  one  to  be  delivered  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  and  the  other 
to  the  Contractor,  and  the  determination  of  any  two  of  the  three  arbitrators  upon 
any  matter  presented  to  them  shall  be  the  determination  of  the  Board  of  Arbitra- 
tors, and  shall  be  binding  and  conclusive  between  the  parties.  The  days  for 
notices  and  other  proceedings  shall  be  exclusive  of  Saturdays,  Sundays  and  holi- 
days. All  fees  and  expenses  of  the  arbitrators  shall  be  borne  and  paid  equally  by 
the  City  and  the  Contractor,  by  both  of  whom  every  such  arbitrator  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  employed.  Every  such  arbitrator  shall,  before  proceeding  to  hear 
the  testimony  or  to  consider  the  matter,  be  sworn,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  in  the 
same  manner  as  referees  in  actions  at  law  are  required  to  be  sworn.  Either 
party  may,  upon  any  such  appeal,  by  a  written  notice  of  appearance,  appoint 
Counsel  to  represent  it  or  him,  and  to  conduct  all  proceedings,  before  such  Board 
of  Arbitration,  and  service  of  any  notice  or  paper  on  such  Counsel  during  the 
progress  of  the  arbitration  shall  be  equivalent  to  service  on  the  party  whom  he 
represents.    In  case  a  vacancy  in  the  Board  of  Arbitrators  shall  occur  after  final 
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submission  and  before  decision,  the  Board  of  Arbitrators  may,  in  its  discretion, 
after  such  vacancy  is  filled,  require  further  argument  of  Counsel  or  introduction 
of  evitknce,  or  both. 

Provided,  however,  That  this  agreement  shall  not  affect  in  any  way  any  pro- 
ceedings heretofore  taken  by  either  the  Commission  or  the  Contractor  under  the 
original  plan  of  arbitration  set  out  in  the  contract,  but  all  proceedings  had  after  the 
execution  and  delivery  of  this  agreement  shall  be  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
hereof. 

Provided  Further,  That  this  agreement  shall  take  eflfect  if  and  when  and  only  when 
the  following  consents  hereto  shall  be  duly  had,  to  wit : 

The  consents  as  subjoined  of  Rapid  Transit  Subway  Construction  Company,  United 
States  Fidelity  &  Guaranty  Company,  The  Empire  State  Surety  Company,  American 
Surety  Company  of  New  York,  National  Surety  Company,  and  Fidelity  &  Deposit  Com- 
pany of  Maryland.  • 

In  witness  whereof,  this  contract  has  been  executed  for  The  City  of  New  York  by 
the  Public  Service  Commission  for  the  First  District,  under  and  by  a  resolution  duly 
adopted  by  the  Commission,  and  the  seal  of  the  Commission  has  been  hereto  affixed, 
and  these  present  signed  by  its  Chairman  and  Secretary,  and  the  said  John  B.  McDon- 
ald has  hereto  set  his  hand  and  seal,  and  the  said  Interborough  Rapid  Transit  Com- 
pany has  caused  its  corporate  seal  to  be  hereto  affixed  and  attested  by  its  Secretary,

1403  surface  cars  available  for  winter  service,  and  in  the  corresponding  month  of 
this  year  there  were  1604  cars,  an  increase  of  201  cars,  100  of  which  we  have  just 
completed  and  put  in  service,  and  the  other  loi  being  large  convertible  cars,  with  an 
increased  capacity  over  the  ordinary  longitudinal  seat  car  of  33  1-3%.  While  there  has 
been  an  increase  of  201  cars,  there  has  been  an  increase  of  33  1-3%  in  the  seating 
capacity  of  loi  of  these  cars,  which  would  make  the  increase  in  cars  14.3%  and  in 
cars  reduced  to  the  seating  capacity  16.8%. 

We  have  available  ior  service  827  elevated  cars.  There  has  been  no  increase  in 
the  number  of  cars,  although  we  are  now  receiving  100  new  cars,  which  we  hope 
will  be  available  for  service  at  the  rate  of  one  per  day  beginning  January  ist  next. 

In  reference  to  the  operation  of  the  above  cars,  based  on  the  month  af  November, 
there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  car  mileage  of  over  8%  ani  a  decrease  in  the  pas- 
sengers carried  of  about  1%. 

The  other  matter  referred  to  at  this  hearing  was  the  question  of  heat  regulations, 
and  this  is  covered  in  the  copy  of  our  orders  handed  to  you  personally  the  other  day.

Brooklyn  Loop  Lines — Change  of  Grade,  Centre  Street  Loop. 

Abel  E.  Blackmar,  Counsel,  and  Henry  B.  Seaman,  Chief  Engineer,  en- 
tered the  meeting  at  this  point,  and  a  general  discussion  took  place  as  to  changes 
in  the  plans  of  the  Brooklyn  Loop  Lines.  Henry  B.  Seaman,  Chief  Engineer, 
made  a  statement  as  to  certain  changes  which  he  considered  should  be  made  in 
the  Centre  Street  Loop,  as  follows : 

That  grade  be  reduced  so  as  not  to  exceed  3%    (present  plans   show  as  high 

as  5-5%). 

That  the  Leonard-Franklin  Street  and  the  Howard-Grand  Street  Stations 
be  merged  into  one  large  station  at  Canal  Street.  The  Canal  Street  Station 
will  then  have  all  four  tracks  on  a  level  whereas  the  abandoned  stations  were 
designed  as  double-deck  stations. 

The  four  tracks  of  the  Centre  Street  Loop  will  be  placed  on  a  level  instead 
of  the  loop  being  double-deck,  the  steep  grades  to  connect  the  upper  and  lower 
track  elevation. 
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A  line  to  be  projected  from  the  Manhattan  Bridge,  through  Canal  Street 
to  Desbrosses  Street  Ferry  at  the  North  River.  This  line  to  be  constructed 
at  such  elevation  as  to  run  beneath  all  north  and  south  bound  lines  whether 
now  constructed  or  proposed  for  the  future,  and  to  have  points  of  transfer  at 
every  intersection  with  these  north  and  south  bound  lines. 

The  connection  -from  the  William sburgh  Bridge  through  Delancey  Street, 
at  present  designed  for  Grand  Street,  to  be  changed  to  Spring  Street,  the  eleva- 
tion of  which  is  sufficiently  high  to  permit  a  large  portion  of  the  construction 
to  be  made  above  water  line,  and  transfer  could  be  made  with  the  present 
subway  station  at  Spring  Street. 

Advantages. 

All  grades  exceeding  3%  being  eliminated,  will  permit  of  more  rapid  and 
safe  operation.  The  traffic  capacity  of  the  loop  will  thereby  be  largely  in- 
creased. It  is  expected  that  a  modification  of  the  depth  of  the  Centre  Street 
line  will  permit  of  its  completion  in  considerably  less  time  than  by  the  present 
plans. 

On  the  Centre  Street  loop  the  four  tracks  of  Canal  Street  station  will  be 
on  a  level  thereby  giving  more  convenient  access  to  the  street  surface. 

The  crosstown  line  through  Canal  Street  to  the  North  River  permitting  of 
transfers  to  all  north  and  southbound  lines,  is  a  general  outline  of  policy  which 
considers  that  the  East  River  Bridges  are  streets  and  should  be  extended  to  the 
North  River.  This  should  permit  transfers  to  all  north  and  south  bound  lines, 
enabling  passengers  from  Brooklyn  to  reach  any  point  in  Manhattan  and  not  be 
confined  to  the  distribution  of  any  particular  loop  line.  It  is  considered  ad- 
visable that  a  general  scheme  of  transportation  should  be  laid  out  with  con- 
sideration for  its  general  usefulness  between  all  points  of  the  city,  rather  than 
favoring  any  particular  locality  or  individual  corporation.  It  might  be  men- 
tioned that  the  Centre  Street  station  of  this  Canal  Street  cross-town  line  would 
connect  with  the  Centre  Street  subway,  the  Lafayette  Street  subway  and  the 
proposed  subway  on  Broadway. 

The  extension  of  the  Manhattan  Bridge  across  Manhattan  would  complete 
a  continuous  street  from  Prospect  Park  to  the  North  River.  ^

Resolved,  That  the  Counsel  and  the  Chief  Engineer  be  authorized  to  take 
up  with  the  contractors  o^  the  Brooklyn  Loop  Lines  the  matter  of  changes  and 
suggestions  by  the  Chief  Engineer,  referred  to  the  Commission.

Mr.  W.  R.  WiLLCOX,  Chairman,  Public  Service  Commission,  154  Nassau  Street,  City: 

Dear  Sir — Schedules  being  prepared  for  the  operation  of  trains  to  Borough  Hall, 
Brooklyn,  have  developed  that  the  most  satisfactory  service  can  be  given  by  the  fol- 
lowing arrangements : 

1st.  Operate  all  of  the  West  Farms  express  trains  through  to  Borough  Hall, 
Brooklyn. 

2nd.  Operate  all  Broadway  express  trains  around  the  South  Ferry  loop  as  at 
present. 

3rd.  After  midnight,  when  express  trains  are  withdrawn,  operate  West  Farms 
local  trains  through  to  Borough  Hall  station,  Brooklyn. 

4th.  After  midnight,  when  express  trains  are  withdrawn,  operate  all  Broadway 
local  trains  around  the  South  Ferry  loop. 

In  order  to  install  this  character  of  service,  it  becomes  necessary  to  close  the 
Citv  Hall  loop  station  for  local  trains  from  about  midnight  until  about  7  A.  M.  A 
careful  count  has  been  made  to  ascertain  the  number  of  people  who  exit  from  the 
City  Hall  station  between  12  o'clock  midnight  and  7  A  M.,  and  we  found  that  there 
were  only  about  17  people  per  hour  leaving  the  trains  at  this  station  during  the  time 
mentioned;  so  it  is  very  evident  that  very  little  inconvenience  will  be  experienced 
on  the  part  of  any  one  by  discontinuing  the  train  service  at  City  Hall  station  during 
the  hours  named,  the  distance  not  being  great  from  that  station  to  the  Brooklyn  Bridge 
station. 

The  character  of  service  here  outlined  will  permit  us  to  operate  trains  so  that  all 
of  them  will  stop  at  the  Bowling  Green  station,  north  and  south  bound,  in  both  di- 
rections. 

The  schedule  for  the  West  Farms  express  trains  during  rush  hours  to  Borough 
Hall,  Brooklyn,  will  be  on  a  three  minute  headway. 

The  schedule  for  the  Broadway  express  trains  during  rush  hours  under  this 
schedule  will  be  on  a  four  and  one-half  minute  headway. 

Proper  notice  will  be  given  you  of  the  date  upon  which  we  will  ask  permission 
to  open  up  that  portion  of  Contract  No.  2  to  Borough  Hall,  Brooklyn,  which  we  trus^^ 
will  be  inside  of  thirty  days. 

In  the  meantime  we  would  like  approval  of  the  plan  here  outlined  for  a  discon- 
tinuance of  local  trains  around  the  City  Hall  loop  between  the  hours  of  midnight  and 
7  A.  M.,  in  order  that  our  schedules  may  be  properly  prepared  and  tried  out  before 

opening.

Commissioner  Eustis  presented  the  following   report  in  regard  to  the  inspection 
work  in  connection  with  subway  construction,  which  was  ordered  filed: 

In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  Hildrcth  &  Company,  of  August  22nd,  to  do 
the  inspection  work  of  this  department  in  connection  with  subway  construction,  and 
which  was  referred  to  me  for  investigation.  I  bog  to  report : 

That,  after  receiving  the  communication  of  Hildreth  &  Company  in  August  last,  I 
had  two  or  three  interviews  with  one  of  their  men,  but  he  was  not  able  to  make  any 
definite  estimate  or  statement  as  to  what  they  would  do,  .so  the  matter  was  deferred 
until  Mr.  Hildreth  himself  returned  to  the  city. 

During  this  time  I  obtained  from  George  S.  Rice,  the  chief  engineer  of  this  Com- 
mission at  that  time,  a  written  report  in  which  he  strongly  recommended  continuing  the 
present  system  of  doing  our  inspection,  and  asserted  that  inspection  could  not  be  done 
by  an  outside  concern  for  any  le«s  cost  to  the  city  than  the  present  method  afforded. 
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Early  in  this  month,  after  an  interview  with  Mr.  Hildreth  personally,  I  received 
a  long  statement  as  to  his  ability  to  make  this  inspection  and  as  to  the  cost,  whidi 
was  based  as  to  iron  inspection  at  fifty  cents  per  ton  for  each  inspection,  and  a  sliding 
scale  for  inspection  of  cement,  varying  according  to  the  quantities  inspected  during  the 
year. 

Your  Committee  had  also  had  a  talk  with  Henry  B.  Seaman,  our  present  chief 
engineer,  and  has  asked  for  his  opinion,  and  the  result  of  such  interview  with  Mr. 
Seaman  and  his  report,  which  in  substance  is  that  he  thinks  we  can  do  our  own  as 
thoroughly  if  not  better  than  an  outsider  and  at  less  cost. 

I  beg,  therefore,  to  report  that,  in  my  opinion,  we  should  continue  the  inspection 
of  the  material  for  a  time  at  least  with  our  own  inspectors  as  heretofore.  I  submit 
herewith  the  various  communications  and  papers  referring  to  this  subject.

The  Board  Of  Rapid  Transit  Railroad  Commissioners  granted  to  said  Company  on 

the  loth  day  of  July,  1902,  the  right  to  construct  tunnels  from  the  centre  of  the  Hudson 

River  to  the  corner  of  Christopher  and  Greenwich  Streets.

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On  the  4th  day  of  October,  1906,  the  Board  of  Rapid  Transit  Railroad  Commis- 
sioners, by  resolution,  extended  to  January  7,  1908,  the  time  within  which  the  said  line 
of  the  New  York  and  Jersey  Railroad  should  be  completed  and  operated.

pany  is,  therefore,  under  obligation  to  operate  said  line  from  the  centre  of  the  Hudson 
River  to  Christopher  and  Greenwich  Streets  on  or  before  the  7th  of  January,  1908. 

The  Board  of  Rapid  Transit  Railroad  Commissioners,  on  the  2nd  of  February, 
1905,  granted  to  the  New  York  and  Jersey  Railroad  Company  the  right  to  extend  this 
line  from  the  intersection  of  Greenwich  and  Christopher  Streets  to  Sixth  Avenue  and 
33rd  Street,  and  from  Sixth  Avenue  and  9th  Street  to  Fourth  Avenue  and 
9th  Street.  The  time  for  the  completion  of  this  line  expires  on  the  15th  of  June, 
1910. 

The  green  lines  on  the  map,  extending  from  Hoboken,  N.  J.,  to  the  centre  of  the 
Hudson  River,  indicate  that  portion  <A  the  tunnel  lines  in  New  Jersey  now  completed. 
The  green  line  on  the  map,  extending  from  Christopher  and  Greenwich  Streets  to 
14th  Street  and  Sixth  Avenue,  indicates  that  portion  of  the  so-called  Sixth  Avenue 
extension  which  is  now  practically  completed. 

We  are  prepared  to  operate,  as  required  by  the  franchise  of  the  New  York  and 
Jersey  Railroad  Company,  on  or  before  the  7th  day  of  January,  1908  that  portion  of 
the  line  extending  from  the  centre  of  the  Hudson  River  to  Christopher  and  Green- 
wich Streets,  but  we  do  not  believe  that  such  operation  would  be  of  advantage  to  the 
public.  If  the  time  for  such  operation  be  extended  to  the  7th  day  of  March,  1908, 
we  shall  be  prepared  to  operate  a  through  line  from  Hoboken  to  14th  Street  and 
Sixth  Avenue.  We  believe  that  the  interests  of  the  public  will  be  better  conserved  by 
an  extension  of  the  time  for  sixty  days,  enabling  us  to  begin  operation  between 
Hoboken  and  14th  Street,  rather  than  to  begin  to  operate  from  the  centre  of  the 
River  to  Greenwich  and  Christopher  Streets  on  or  before  the  7th  of  January,  1908.

Brooklyn  Bridge— Elevated  Trains,  Operation  in  Rush  Hours. 

The  Secretary  presented  the  following  report  of  Commissioner  Bassett  with  re- 
gard to  the  operation  of  elevated  trains  across  the  Brooklyn  Bridge  during  rush 
hours: 
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The  undersigned  has  held  a  number  of  hearings  in  accordance  with  Order  No.  80 
made  upon  the  complaint  of  Robert  E.  Anthony  against  the  Brooklyn  Heights  Rail- 
foad  Company  touching  the  operation  of  elevated  trains  across  the  Brooklyn  Bridge 
in  rush  hours.  The  evidence  shows  that  the  system  of  changing  from  through  trains 
to  bridge  trains  and  back  again  is  very  nearly  perfect,  and  that  when  it  operates  with- 
out accidents  the  public  are  carried  about  as  rapidly  and  conveniently  as  the  circum- 
stances of  an  over-crowded  structure  will  permit.  Break-downs  have  been  too  fre- 
quent due  to  poor  equipment  on  the  bridge  cars.  These  cars  are  owned  by  the  city 
and  operated  by  the  Brooklyn  Union  Elevated  Railroad  Company.  As  their  use  is 
soon  to  be  discontinued  they  have  not  been  kent  in  perfect  condition  with  the  result 
that  draw-bars  pull  out  and  other  accidents  frequently  happen.  This  Commission 
has  issued  orders  in  these  respects  which  have  been  complied  with.  On  the  recom- 
mendation of  our  experts  minor  changes  have  been  made  during  the  rush  hours  that 
have  resulted  in  an  improvement.  These  have  to  do  with  the  prompt  starting  of 
trains,  better  policing,  more  intelligent  management  of  the  crowds  and  the  lessening 
of  intervals  between  trains  while  changing  from  the  bridge  local  cars  to  the  through 
service.  On  the  whole  the  investigation  based  upon  this  order  has  been  beneficial, 
but  it  is  impossible  or  unjust  to  direct  the  specific  fulfillment  of  any  of  the  items  of 
the  complainant's  complaint.  On  this  account  I  recommend  that  the  complaint  be 
dismissed. 

Final  Order   (No.   168). 

Thereupon,  on  motion  made  and  duly  seconded,  a  Final  Order  (No.  168)  was 
adopted,  dismissing  complaint  of  Robert  E.  Anthony  against  the  Brooklyn  Union 
Elevated  Railroad  Company,  in  the  matter  of  service  on  Brooklyn  Bridge.

On  motion  by  Commissioner  Eustis,  duly  seconded,  a  Hearing  Order  (No.  170) 
was  adopted,  directing  a  hearing  on  January  7tli,  1908,  at  3:00  o'clock  p.  m.,  in  the 
matter  of  complaint  of  George  A.  Dcnholm  and  George  W.  M.  Clark,  service  on 
Jerome  Avenue  beyond  Woodlawn. 

The  Chairman  designated  Commissioner  Eustis  to  conduct  the  hearing. 
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New  York  City  Railway  Co.—Service  on  Eighth  Avenue  Line. 

The  Secretary  presented  the  following  report  and  order  of  Commissioner  Maltbie, 
relative  to  the  improvement  of  service  on  the  "Eighth  Avenue  Line": 

Upon  November  27th  the  Commission  adopted  an  order  directing  that  an  inquiry 
be  held  upon  December  nth,  to  determine  the  adequacy  of  the  service  and  equipment 
of  the  New  York  City  Railway  Company  upon  the  line  currently  called  the  "Eighth 
Avenue  Line."  The  Company  being  in  the  hands  of  a  receiver,  a  notice  of  the  hearing 
was  served  upon  Mr.  Adrian  H.  Joline  and  Mr.  Douglas  Robinson,  receivers  for  the 
Company,  appointed  by  Judge  Lacombe  of  the  United  States  Circuit  Court,  as  wdl 
as  upon  the  Secretary  of  the  New  York  City  Railway  Company.  The  receipt  of  this 
notice  was  duly  acknowledged  by  the  receivers  and  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Company. 

Upon  December  nth  the  hearing  was  held  and  evidence  taken,  but  no  one  repre- 
senting the  Company,  or  the  receivers,  appeared  or  offered  to  present  any  evidence 
to  show  that  it  would  not  "be  just,  reasonable,  proper  and  adequate  to  direct  that  the 
service  of  said  New  York  City  Railway  Company,  and  the  receivers  of  said  Company 
aforesaid,  be  increased  and  supplemented  at  the  points  and  times  and  in  the  particu- 
lars prescribed  in  the  order  for  the  hearing." 

The  "Eighth  Avenue  Line"  has  two  northern  terminals — one  at  Eighth  Avenue 
and  iSQth  Street,  the  other  at  McComb's  Lane  and  154th   Street.     From  these  two 
terminals   the  line   runs   south   along   McComb's   Lane,   Eighth  Avenue  and   Central 
Park  West  to  about  12th  Street;  thence  down  Hudson  Street  to  Canal  Street;  through 
Canal  Street  to,  West  Broadway:  down  W^est  Broadway,  Greenwich,  Fulton,  Church, 
Trinity  Place,  Battery  Place  and  State  Street  to  South  F'erry.     The  cars  going  north 
run  through  Whitehall  Street  and  Battery  Place  to  Greenwich  Street,  and  from  thence 
follow  the  route  just  given,  except  that  they  go  through  Barclay  Street  from  West 
Broadway  to  Church  Street,  instead  of  through  Fulton  Street.    There  is  also  a  short 
branch  of  line  extending  from  Greenwich   Street,  through  Dey  Street,  Washington 
Street  and  Cortlandt  Street  to  the  Cortlandt  Street  Ferry,  returning  through  Cortlandt 
Street  to  Greenwich  Street.    Ordinarily,  all  of  the  cars  used  upon  this  line  pass  over 
the  section  between  T3th  and  149th  Streets,  but  occasionally  a  few  are  switched  back 
at  117th  Street  and  50th  Street. 

No  cars  from  other  lines  run  over  the  tracks  used  by  the  Eighth  Avenue  can 
north  of  Canal  Street.  The  section  on  Canal  Street  is  used  by  certain  crosstown  cars. 
The  portion  between  Canal  Street  and  Battery  Place  is  used  by  the  Sixth  and  Am- 
sterdam Avenue  cars,  and  a  short  section  at  the  Battery  is  used  as  well  by  certain 
cars  going  down  Broadway. 

The  only  section  of  this  line  which  is  congested  by  vehicular  and  street  car 
traffic  is  that  on  West  Broadway,  between  Canal  Street  and  Cortlandt  Street;  but 
as  the  present  service  is  adequate  upon  this  section  of  the  route,  and  as  it  is  not  pro- 
pG.-cd  to  recommend  that  more  cars  be  run  below  13th  Street,  the  fact  of  congestion 
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upon  West  Broadway  does  not  interfere  with  the  proposed  increase  of  service  above 
13th  Street.  In  other  words,  there  is  no  congestion  of  traffic  upon  any  portion  of 
the  line  which  will  interfere  with  the  execution  of  the  order  recommended  in  this 
report  (See  pages  15-17  of  Evidence). 

The  evidence  taken  at  the  hearing  was  given  by  Mr.  M.  H.  Ryan  of  the  Engineer- 
ing staff  of  the  Commission,  who  had  made  a  careful  and  thorough  investigation  of 
the  service  and  equipment  of  the  line.  The  observations  taken  covered  ten  days  in 
November  and  December,  and  were  made  by  Mr.  Ryan  and  seventeen  assistants,  all 
employees  of  the  Commission.  The  Counsel  also  presented  as  a  part  of  the  evidence 
certain  information  prepared  by  Mr.  Oren  Root,  General  Manager  under  the  re- 
ceivers, at  my  request. 

Summarizing  the  evidence  presented,  the  following  facts  clearly  appear  (See 
especially  Exhibits  2-5)  : 

(i)  The  service  upon  the  portion  of  the  line  south  of  13th  Street  is  adequate. 

(2)  During  the  hours  between  midnight  and  six  in  the  morning,  the  operating 
schedule  of  the  Company  calls  for  a  20-minute  headway  most  of  the  time.  Although 
this  schedule  has  been  sufficient  to  give  every  passenger  a  seat,  in  my  opinion  such  a 
ser\'ice  is  not  adequate  for  the  district  above  13th  Street.  Persons  ought  not  to  be 
required  to  wait  20  minutes  upon  a  street  corner,  especially  during  the  winter,  for  a 
car  to  take  them  home.  If  there  were  stations  or  some  sort  of  structures  to  protect 
persons  from  the  inclemency  of  the  weather,  it  might  be  inadvisable  to  require  more 
cars  to  be  run,  but  in  view  of  the  present  circumstances,  I  have  recommended  that  at 
least  six  cars  an  hour  be  nm,  reducing  the  headway  from  20  to  10  minutes,  above  13th 
Street.  Below  13th  Street  the  district  is  almost  wholly  a  business  district  and  the 
traffic  is  so  very  light  during  the  night  that  it  does  not  seem  reasonable  to  require  an 
increased  service  even  though  the  present  schedule  calls  for  a  20-minute  headway. 

(3)  Upon  Sundays  the  service  north  of  13th  Street  is  more  or  less  inadequate 
from  10  A.  M.  to  11  P.  M.,  and  there  seems  to  be  no  reason,  except  in  occasional  in- 
stances which  cannot  be  foreseen,  why  a  sufficient  number  of  cars  should  not  be  run 
to  provide  seats  for  all  passengers. 

(4)  The  south-bound  service  upon  week  days  is  inadequate  during  the  morning 
rush  hours  and  in  the  early  part  of  the  evening,  when  persons  are  going  to  the  theatres 
or  making  social  calls.  The  order  recommended  for  adoption  calls  for  certain  reason- 
able increases  in  the  number  of  cars  run  between  7  and  10  A.  M.  and  between  6:30 
and  8:30  P.  M. 

(5)  The  north-bound  service  is  inadequate  between  4:30  and  6:30  P.  M. — ^the 
evening  rush  hours — and  between  10:00  and  11:30  P.  M.,  when  persons  are  returning 
from  the  theatres.  The  increased  service  required  in  the  order  is  not  large  in  either 
of  these  cases,  but  will  be  sufficient  to  reduce  the  number  of  passengers  standing  to 
an  inconsiderable  amount. 
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The  order  submitted  herewith  for  adoption  differs  somewhat  from  the  order  upon 
which  the  hearing  was  held,  but  in  each  case  the  increases  in  service  called  for  in  the 
order  submitted  herewith,  are  less  than  those  in  the  order  for  the  hearing.  It  would 
be  unwise  to  require  unnecessary  increases  in  the  service  and  in  my  opinion  the  in- 
creases now  recommended  will  be  sufficient,  provided  the  Company  carefully  distrib- 
utes the  additional  number  of  cars  required  so  as  to  provide  the  additional  facilities  at 
the:  times  when  most  needed.  However,  if  the  increases  recommended  shall  prove  not 
to  be  sufficient,  another  order  may  be  issued  at  any  time. 

Final  Order   (No.  171). 

On  motion  made  and  duly  seconded,  a  Final  Order  (No.  171)  was  adopted,  di- 
recting that  the  service  of  the  New  York  City  Railway  Company  and  of  Douglas 
Robinson  and  of  Adrian  H.  Joline,  Receivers  of  the  New  York  City  Railway  Com- 
pany, on  its  Eighth  Avenue  line,  be  supplemented  and  changed  as  follows: 

(i):     By  running  south  from  149th  Street  daily  except  Sundays  cars  as  follows: 

Between  7  A.  M.  and  10  A.  M.  not  less  than  one  hundred  and  ten  (no)  cars  to 
run  at  least  as  far  south  as  13th  Street. 

Between  6:30  P.  M.  and  8:30  P.  M.  not  less  than  seventy  (70)  cars,  to  run  at 
least  as  far  south  as  13th  Street. 

(2)  By  running  north  from  13th  Street,  daily  except  on  Sunday,  cars  as  follows: 

Between  4:30  P.  M.  and  6:30  P.  M.  not  less  than  one  hundred  and  thirty  (130) 
cars,  to  run  at  least  as  far  north  as  149th  Street. 

Between  10  P.  M.  and  11:30  P.  M.  not  less  than  fifty  (50)  cars,  to  run  at  least 
as  far  north  as  149th  Street. 

(3)  By  running  on  Sundays,  south  from  149th  Street,  cars  as  follows: 

Between  10  A.  M.  and  11:30  P.  M.  not  less  than  six  hundred  (600)  cars  to  run  at 
least  as  far  south  as  13th  Street. 

(.4)  By  running  not  less  than  six  (6)  cars  in  each  hour  of  the  night  and  morning, 
daily  and  Sundays,  from  13th  Street  north  to  149th  Street,  and  from  149th  Street 
south  at  least  to  13th  Street,  the  cars  to  be  as  evenly  distributed  as  possible,  in  each 
hour.

On  motion  made  and  duly  seconded,  a  Final  Order  (No.  174)  was  adopted,  or- 
dering and  directing  the  Staten  Island  Railway  Company  to  make  changes  in  its 
service  and  equipment,  as  follows: 

I.  That  the  Staten  Island  Railway  Company  adopt  the  following  precautions 
and  install,  at  or  near  grade  crossings  and  maintain  the  following  appliances  for  the 
better  protection  of  its  employees  and  the  public. 

(A.)  Bells  and  Signals — At  all  double  track  crossings  not  provided  with  gates, 
the  Company  shall  provide  and  maintain  two  automatic,  electrically  operated  warning 
bells,  one  on  each  side  of  the  track  and  diagonally  opposite  to  each  other,  so  that  both 
bells,  at  any  given  crossing,  shall  be  rung  by  every  train  passing  that  crossing,  and 
one  bell  at  all  single  track  crossings,  the  Company  to  maintain  all  bells  and  signals 
in  good  working  order  and  test  same  at  each  crossing  at  least  once  daily,  in  the  morn- 
ing, reports  of  such  tests  to  be  regularly  made  and  promptly  filed  at  the  principal 
operating  office  of  the  Company. 

The  provisions  of  this  subdivision  to  be  completed  not  later  than  March  15,  1908. 

(B)  IVarning  Signs — At  every  grade  crossing  where  double  tracks  occur,  warn- 
ing signs  shall  be  properly  located  and  maintained,  one  on  either  side  of  the  track 
and  diagonally  opposite  each  other,  and  where  one  track  only  occurs,  one  such  sign 
shall  be  properly  located  and  maintained.

"Resolved,  That  the  Counsel  be  requested  to  prepare  an  opinion  on  the  method 
or  methods  whereby  a  contract  for  the  construction  and  operation  of  an  extension  of 
the  Fulton  St.,  Brooklyn,  Subway,  from  Atlantic  Avenue  station  to  WilUnk  Entrance, 
Prospect  Park,  can  be  made,  and  whether  it  can  be  built  as  an  extension  of  Contracts 
Nos.  I  and  2,  and  operated  for  35  years." 

On  examining  this  matter  I  find  that  this  route  extending  from  Atlantic  avenue  to 
Parkside  avenue  was  considered  by  the  Rapid  Transit  Board  as  an  extension  of  Con- 
tract No.  2,  being  the  contract  for  the  construction  of  the  Brooklyn-iManhattan  route, 
and  was,  at  the  time  of  its  adoption,  greatly  desired  by  the  Interborough  Rapid  Tran- 
sit Com]. any  as  a  complement  to  the  subway  already  under  construction  by  it.  The 
route  was  adopted  by  the  Rapid  Transit  Board  on  March  24,  1904  (Rapid  Transit 
Minutes,  Vol.  5,  p.  2598,  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  which  then  had  jurisdiction  to 
pass  on  franchises,  on  August  4th,  1904,  and  by  the  Mayor  on  August  22nd,  1904. 
The  consents  of  the  abutting  property  owners  were  obtained,  as  certified  to  the  Board 
by  its  Counsel  on  December  29,  1904,  (Rapid  Transit  Minutes,  Vol.  5,  page  3061), 
and  have  been  recorded  and  are  now  in  the  safe  in  the  Secretary's  office. 

The  only  remaining  consent  necessary  was  that  of  the  Park  Commissioner,  which 
was  refused  because  of  the  injury  that  would  be  caused  by  the  subway  construction, 
to  the  trees  alongside  the  park  on  Ocean  avenue.  After  some  discussion  he  agreed 
to  give  his  consent  if  the  subway  at  that  point  was  moved  about  12  feet,  encroaching 
upon  private  property  on  the  other  side  of  the  street,  which  was  to  be  acquired  by  the 
city  at  ?.n  estimated  expense  of  about  $300,000.  No  steps  have  been  undertaken  in 
that  direction  and  the  estimated  cost  would  probably  be  greater  to-day.  As  showing 
the  route  as  laid  out,  I  transmit  herewith  blue-prints  of  the  two  draw^ings  adopted 
with  the  route  and  general  plan  by  the  Rapid  Transit  Board. 

I  understand  that  the  Commission  at  present  only  contemplates  the  construction 
of  this  route  as  far  as  the  Willink  Entrance  to  Prospect  Park,  but  the  consent  of  the 
Park  Commissioner  is  still  necessary,  for,  in  my  opinion,  this  route  must  be  treated 
as  a  whole  so  far  as  consents  are  concerned,  and  the  consents  must  all  approve  it 
as  laid  out  and  not  a  mere  portion  of  it.  In  any  event,  the  consent  of  the  Park  Com- 
missioner is  necessary  for  the  part  of  the  route  from  the  Plaza  to  the  Willink  En- 
trance. 
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The  question  whether  this  route  could  be  built  as  an  extension  of  Contract  Num- 
ber 2  is  dependent  upon  a  construction  to  be  given  Section  38  of  the  Rapid  Transit 
Act.    This  section  in  full  is  as  follows: 

The  Board  of  Rapid  Transit  Railroad  Commissioners  for  and  on  behalf  of  the 
said  city  in  which  such  road  or  roads  may  be  constructed,  may,  from  time  to  time, 
with  the  concurrence  of  six  members  of  said  Board  and  the  consent  in  writing  of  the 
bondsmen  or  sureties  of  the  person,  firm  or  corporation  which  has  contracted  to  con- 
struct, equip,  maintain  or  operate  said,  road  or  roads,  or  any  of  them,  agree  with  the 
said  contracting  person,  firm,  or  corporation  upon  the  changes  in  and  modifications 
of  said  contract,  or  of  the  plans  and  specifications  upon  which  the  said  road  or  roads 
is  or  are  to  be  constructed,  but  no  change  or  modifications  in  the  plans  and  specifi- 
cations consented  to  and  authorized  pursuant  to  Section  5  of  this  Act  shall  be  made 
without  the  further  consent  and  authorization  provided  for  in  said  section;  but  in  no 
event  shall  the  annual  rental  to  be  paid  to  said  City  for  the  use  of  said  road,  be  re- 
duced below  the  minimum  rate  hereinbefore  provided. 

I  desire  to  draw  especial  attention  to  the  fact  that  this  section  applies  to  "changes 
in  and  modifications  of  said  contract  or  of  the  plans  and  specifications  upon  which 
said  road  or  roads  is  or  are  to  be  constructed,"  and  that  nowhere  is  the  express  per- 
mission given  for  the  construction  of  extensions  as  such  under  a  modifying  con- 
tract. The  construction  of  this  section  in  regard  to  extensions  has  twice  engaged 
the  attention  of  the  Counsel  to  the  former  Rapid  Transit  Board;  once  in  the  case  of 
the  Fort  Lee  extension,  and  again  in  the  case  of  the  Van  Cortlandt  Park  extension. 

In  the  letter  of  Counsel  of  i6th  July,  1903,  printed  at  page  2219,  Vol.  IV  of  the 
Rapid  Transit  Minutes,  it  is  said: 

'Tn  drafting  the  papers  for  the  proposed  spur  to  Fort  Lee  Ferry  on  130th  Street 
and  the  proposed  connection  with  the  Manhattan  Elevated  Railroad  at  3rd  and  West- 
chester Avenue,  we  have  had  to  consider  whether  these  spurs  are  to  be  deemed  to 
be  technically  complete  new  routes  within  the  meaning  of  the  provisions  of  Sections 
34  and  36  of  the  Rapid  Transit  Act  prescribing  the  form  of  contracts  and  the  pro- 
cedure in  letting  them,  or  whether  on  the  other  hand,  these  spurs  were  to  be  treated 
merely  as  incidents  of  the  main  line  of  the  Rapid  Transit  Railroad  now  under  con- 
struction. We  are  satisfied  that  the  latter  is  the  case.  Each  of  these  spurs  is  very 
short,  costing  a  relatively  small  sum  of  money,  perhaps  $100,000  or  $150,000,  and  of 
no  value  whatever  except  as  an  incident  to  the  Manhattan-Bronx  Rapid  Transit  Rail- 
road. It  would  seem  to  be  quite  absurd  that,  for  the  construction  of  these  spurs,  the 
Board  should  go  through  the  illusory  form  of  competition  involving  delay  and  large 
expense  and  should  require  in  each  case  a  cash  deposit  of  $1,000,000  and  a  bond.  The 
competition  would  be  shcerly  illusory,  for  the  only  value  of  the  spurs  is  in  making 
the  Manhattan- Bronx  Railroad  more  useful  to  the  traveling  public." 

In  concluding  this  opinion,  however,  the  Counsel  thought  it  well  to  qualify  it  by 
adding  to  it  as  the  last  paragraph  the  following  statement: 
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"It  is  proper  for  us  to  add  that  this,  in  our  opinion,  would  not  apply  to  any  addi- 
tion or  extension  as  long  or  important  enough  to  be  treated  as  a  route  in  itself  or  as 
something  more  than  a  relatively  unimportant  incident  to  the  main  line  of  railroad 
already  contracted  -for." 

It  is  to  be  noted  that  one  of  the  reasons  which  doubtless  had  considerable  effect 
in  the  decision  of  this  matter,  namely,  the  requirement  of  a  cash  deposit  of  a  million 
dollars  and  a  bond  on  all  contracts,  is  no  longer  present,  the  Rapid  Transit  Act  having 
been  amended  in  that  regard. 

In  the  second  opinion,  that  in  relation  to  the  Van  Cortlandt  Park  extension,  of 
6th  August,  1906,  printed  at  page  4293,  Vol.  VII  of  the  Minutes,  the  scope  of  Section 
j8  is  somewhat  extended,  but  the  general  reasoning  of  the  Fort  Lee  Ferr>'  opinion  is 
reaffirmed.    In  this  opinion  the  Counsel  said: 

"The  Van  Cortlandt  Park  extension  is  an  elevated  line  of  about  5,300  feet,  or 
almost  exactly  one  mile  in  length.  If  constructed,  it  is  intended  to  omit  the  part  of 
the  original  line  extending  from  Broadway  to  Bailey  avenue,  about  600  feet  long.  The 
net  addition  to  the  original  line  will  therefore  be  about  4,700  -feet,  less  than  nine-tenths 
of  a  mile  of  elevated  railroad.  It  is  proposed  by  the  Chief  Engineer  to  construct  three 
stations  on  the  new  extension,  namely,  at  231st  Street,  238th  Street  and  242nd  Street, 
the  latter  being  located  near  the  entrance  to  Van  Cortlandt  Park.  The  actual  cost  of 
this  extension  is  estimated  by  the  Chief  Engineer  at  $735,000.00,  while  the  estimated  cost 
of  the  part  to  be  omitted  from  Broadway  to  Bailey  avenue  is  $60,000,  not  including  the 
cost  of  the  terminal  station  which  is  replaced  by  that  at  Van  Cortlandt  Park  entrance. 

"It  will  thus  be  seen  that  the  proposed  line  constitutes  a  net  addition  to  the  original 
route  of  about  4%  in  length  and  less  than  2%  in  cost.  It  was  so  designed 
as  to  be  attached  to  and  used  with  the  original  road.  It  obviously  would  be  of  no 
value  as  an  independent  line,  for,  as  laid  out  by  your  Board  and  approved  by  the  other 
constituted  authorities,  it  could  command  no  traffic  if  separated  from  the  main  stem." 

Applying  this  reasoning  to  the  proposed  Prospect  Park  extension,  we  find  that  the 
original  contract  price  for  Contract  Number  2,  extending  from  Park  Row,  in  Man- 
hattan, to  Flatbush  Avenue,  in  Brooklyn,  was  $2,000,000  for  construction,  and  an  allow- 
ance of  $1,000,000  for  the  purchase  of  terminals,  which  will  be  somewhat  increased  by 
the  four  tracking  of  Fulton  Street,  the  cost  of  which  is  to  be  borne  equally  by  the  City 
and  the  Contractor.  Instead  of  an  unimportant  and  relatively  inexpensive  addition,  as 
in  the  case  of  the  Fort  Lee  Ferry  and  Van  Cortlandt  Park  Extensions,  we  have  here  a 
road,  considering  it  on  the  basis  of  its  extension,  merely  to  the  Willink  Entrance  to 
the  Park,  about  a  mile  and  three-quarters  in  length,  containing  four  tracks  from  Atlan- 
tic Avenue  to  the  Plaza,  a  large  loop  in  the  Plaza  and  two  tracks  from  the  Plaza  to 
the  Willink  Entrance,  all  of  which,  I  am  informed  by  Mr.  Rice,  will  cost  between  three 
and  one-half  and  four  millions  of  dollars.  I  also  wish  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Com- 
mission to  the  difficulty,  of  which  I  am  informed  by  Mr.  Rice,  in  the  matter  of  grades 
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on  this  road,  if  it  terminates  at  the  Willink  Entrance.  There  is  quite  a  hill  beginning 
at  the  Willink  Entrance  to  the  Park  and  rising  to  the  Plaza,  and  the  stopping  of  this 
road  at  the  Willink  Entrance  would,  therefore,  present  the  problem  of  stopping  and 
starting  at  the  -foot  of  a  hill.  On  the  basis  of  the  route,  as  laid  out,  extending  down  to 
Parkside  Avenue,  the  length  will  be  increased  to  about  two  and  one-half  miles,  and 
the  cost,  due  to  the  large  eight  track  terminal  yard  on  Ocean  Avenue,  increased  to 
between  seven  and  eight  millions  of  dollars. 

In  addition  to  the  length  and  cost,  it  seems  to  me  that  it  would  be  possible  that 
even  if  this  road  could  not  be  operated  by  itself,  it  could  be  operated  in  conjunction 
with  the  Fourth  Avenue  route  in  Brooklyn  by  means  of  a  short  connection  at  Flatbush 
Avenue  and  Fourth  Avenue,  and  might  possibly  be  operated  by  the  Brooklyn  Rapid 
Transit  System  by  connection  with  its  open  cut  road  at  Malbone  Street  and  its  elevated 
road  at  Atlantic  Avenue. 

In  my  opinion,  Section  38  was  never  intended  to  permit  such  an  important  exten- 
sion to  be  built  under  the  guise  of  a  modification  of  the  contract,  and  it  seems  to  me  to 
have  more  in  view  a  modification,  such  as  that  involving  the  construction  of  additional 
tracks  at  96th  Street  in  the  present  Subway.  There  is  an  additional  reason  for  this 
conclusion  in  the  further  consideration  that  since  the  execution  of  Contract  No.  2 
containing  a  leasing  provision  for  thirty-five  years,  the  Legislature  has  amended  the 
Rapid  Transit  Act  in  this  regard  by  prohibiting  leases  "for  longer  than  twenty  years. 
We  must  accept  this  until  changed  as  the  policy  of  the  State,  and  for  that  reason  it 
would  be  proper,  by  treating  this  important  section  as  an  extension,  to  place  it  under 
the  thirty-five  year  leasing  provision  of  Contract  Number  2,  whereas  by  a  new  contract 
made  in  accordance  with  the  law  as  it  now  stands  it  would  be  impossible  to  make  a 
lease  for  more  than  twenty  years,  effecting  a  practical  evasion  of  the  provisions 
inserted  in  the  Rapid  Transit  Act  by  the  Elsbcrg  Bill  of  1906. 

There  are  two  methods  under  which  this  section  can  be  built.  It  can  be  built  (i) 
under  Section  32a  of  the  Act  at  the  expense  of  the  company,  or  (2)  under  the  system 
of  municipal  construction. 

Section  32a  permits  the  building  of  extensions  of  existing  roads  wholly  at  the  expense 
of  the  railroad  company  at  a  rental  to  be  fixed  by  the  Commission  to  be  operated  by  the 
company  for  a  period  not  longer  than  twenty-five  years  and  for  renewals  not  exceeding 
twenty  years  in  the  aggregate,  and  it  is  further  provided  that 

"upon  such  termination  of  such  franchise,  right  or  authority,  the  plant  and  structures, 
together  with  the  appurtenances  thereto  of  the  grantee  constructed  pursuant  to  such 
certificate  except  rolling  stock  and  other  movable  equipment,  shall  become  the  prop- 
erty of  the  City  without  further  or  other  compensation  to  the  grantee." 

It  is  doubtful  whether  the  Rapid  Transit  Subway  Construction  Company,  as  the 
contractor  under  Contract  Number  2,  would  care  to  avail  itself  of  the  provisions  of 
this  section,  but  such  a  method  is  at  the  disposal  of  the  Commission. 
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There  remains  the  final  method  of  construction  at  municipal  expense  under  which 
the  Commission  can,  subject  to  the  consent  of  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportion- 
ment, make  a  contract  for  construction,  -for  construction  and  equipment,  or  for  construc- 
tion, equipment  and  operation,  but  under  the  present  provisions  of  the  Act  the  term  of 
such  operation  cannot  be  longer  than  twenty  years.  If  the  money  for  construction  were 
available,  it  might  be  that  the  Commission  could  construct  the  Subway  at  the  same  time 
it  is  constructing  the  Fourth  Avenue  Route,  and  when  completed  it  could  be  used  either 
in  connection  with  Contract  Number  2  or  with  the  Fourth  Avenue  Route,  thus 
securing  a  measure  of  competition  under  which  to  negotiate  with  the  Rapid  Transit 
Subway  Construction  Company,  or  it  may  be  that  the  Rajpid  Transit  Subway  Con- 
struction Company  would  be  willing  to  take  this  under  a  contract  for  construction, 
equipment  and  operation  for  a  twenty  year  term,  trusting  to  secure  a  further  extension 
on  the  expiration  of  such  term. 

It  seems  to  me  that  the  Commission  might  well  consider  carefully  the  advisability 
of  recommending  an  amendment  of  the  law  to  permit  under  proper  safeguards  the 
extension  of  an  existing  route  under  the  terms  of  the  existing  contract. 

I  am  also  in  receipt  of  Commissioner  Bassett*s  letter  of  the  I2th  inst.,  advising 

me  that  the  Commission  wished  this  department  to  proceed  with  the  completion  of  the 

consents    for   this   extension.    As  I  have  shown   above,   the  only  remaining  consent 

necessary  is  that  of  the  Park  Commissioner,  and  I  would  be  glad  if  the  Commission 

would  advise  me  whether  it  wishes  me  to  take  the  matter  up  with  him.

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The  Secretary  presented  a  communication  from  Charles  A.  Shaw,  Commissioner 
of  the  Board  of  Water  Supply,  asking  information  from  this  Commission  concerning 
the  routes  of  levels  where  parallel  to  those  of  the  Board  of  Water  Supply  in  order 
that  the  values  adopted  for  the  bench  marks  may  be  the  best  obtainable.  The  matter 
was  referred  to  the  Chief  Engineer  for  reply. 
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The  Secretary  stated  that  a  lease  had  been  signed  by  the  officers  of  the  Commis* 
sion  with  Emma  Fitch,  for  rooms  at  2628-2630  Broadway,  at  $83.33  per  month,  for 
six  months,  in  accordance  with  the  directions  of  the  Commission.

'J'he  Secretary  presented  the  following  report  and  orders  of  Commissioner  Eustis 
for  adoption  by  the  Commission : 

In  Re  Johx  Davis,  Complainant,  Against  Interborough  Rapid  Transit  Cokpany 
(for  Additional  Service  Between  the  Borough  of  The  Bronx  and  South 
Ferry,  on  Second  Avenue,)   Defendant. 
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Order  (No.  i6o). 

In  Re  Otto  Graesser,  Complainant,  Against  Interborough  Rapid  Transit  Com- 
pany (Complaint  for  Additional  Through  Trains  from  The  Bronx  to 
Manhattan  on  Second  Avenue  During  the  Middle  of  the  Day,)  Defen- 
tant. 

Order  (No.  157). 

These  cases  were  heard  together,  as  they  involved  the  same  principles  and  subject 
matter. 

The  complainant  in  the  first  case  is  a  resident  of  the  Bronx,  and  resides  near 
143rd  Street,  so  that  in  going  to  business  he  takes  the  elevated  at  143rd  Street  station. 
His  office  is  located  near  Hanover  Square,  so  that  in  order  to  arrive  at  the  nearest 
place  to  his  office  he  alights  at  Hanover  Square  station  of  the  elevated  road,  and  is  so 
situated  that  if  he  takes  a  Third  Avenue  *'L"  in  the  Bronx  he  would  be  carried  to  the 
City  Hall,  unless  he  changed  cars  at  Chatham  Square,  which  would  require  walking 
over  the  bridge.  If  he  goes  down  Second  Avenue  and  takes  a  Second  Avenue  car 
in  the  Bronx,  which  runs  for  a  short  time  in  the  morning  and  evening,  as  far  as 
Canal  Street,  when  he  would  then  have  to  change  cars  either  at  129th  Street  or  (3anal 
Street,  he  feels  that  for  his  convenience,  and  that  of  many  others  situated  as  he  is, 
the  Second  Avenue  cars  should  be  run  from  some  section  of  the  Bronx  to  South 
Ferry,  especially  during  the  rush  hours  morning  and  night  when  business  people  are 
going  to  their  business  or  returning  to  their  homes. 

The  complainant  in  the  second  case  is  a  minister  who  has  a  church  in  the 
neighborhood  of  Second  Avenue  and  Ninth  Street,  and  it  appears  that  a  great  many 
of  his  parishoners  have  moved  to  the  Bronx,  and  that  he  is  called  there  frequently 
during  the  middle  of  the  day,  making  calls,  attending  to  various  church  duties,  such  as 
funerals,  weddings,  etc.,  and  finds  that  the  Second  Avenue  line  is  the  one  most  con- 
venient, l)ut  in  order  to  get  to  the  Bronx  he  is  compelled  to  make  a  transfer  of  trains 
at  129th  Street  from  the  Second  Avenue  to  Third  Avenue,  as  both  of  those  roads 
converge  at  the  Harlem  River  and  use  the  same  trackage  northerly  therefrom.  His 
contention  is  that  a  certain  number  of  trains  of  the  Second  Avenue  line  should  be 
continued  into  the  Bronx  during  the  day  so  that  people  living  along  the  line  of  Second 
Avenue  could  go  to  the  Bronx  by  continuous  passage  without  change  of  cars. 

The  railroad  company  claims,  on  the  other  hand,  that  the  operation  of  those  two 
lines  is  a  matter  that  requires  a  great  deal  of  care  and  arrangement,  that  it  would  be 
exceedingly  dangerous  to  alternate  into  the  Bronx  during  the  day  time  one  train  from 
the  Third  Avenue  and  another  from  the  Second  Avenue,  and  that  they  are  able  to 
give  better  service  to  a  larger  number  of  people  by  running  a  certain  line  continuously 
between  definite  terminations,  and  therefore  they  have  arranged  a  Third  Avenue  line 
from  the  City  Hall  to  the  Bronx  continuously,  and  also  a  line  from  South  Ferry  to 
129th  Street  via  Second  Avenue;  and  they  also  testified  that  from  their  data  to  make 
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a  change  as  required  by  these  complainants  would  inconvenience  three  times  as  many 
people  as  it  would  accommodate,  as  the  people  using  the  Third  Avenue  Hne  are  so 
much  more  numerous,  and  if  those  trains  that  are  now  running  to  the  Bronx  were 
discontinued  in  order  to  allow  some  of  the  Second  Avenue  trains  to  take  their  place 
it  would  be  a  very  great  hardship  as  well  as  adding  to  the  confusion  and  trouble 
in  getting  their  trains  through  on  time,  especially  during  the  rush  hours  when  the 
headway  is  very  short. 

After  giving  the  matter  considerable  attention,  hearing  the  evidence  and  personally 
investigating  the  action  of  the  trains  in  these  congested  sections,  I  am  of  the  opinion 
that  more  people  will  be  accommodated  by  the  present  arrangement  and  less  danger 
incurred  than  it  would  be  to  make  the  change,  and  I  therefore  recommend  an  order 
that  the  complaints  in  both  of  these  matters  be  dismissed. 

Final  Order  (No.  177). 

Thereupon,  on  motion  made  and  duly  seconded,  a  Final  Order  (No.  177)  was 
adopted,  dismissing  the  complaint  of  John  Davis  against  the  Interborough  Rapid 
Transit  Company,  in  the  matter  of  additional  service  on  the  Second  and  Third  Avenue 
Elevated  Roads,  south  of  Chatham  Square. 

Dismissal  Order  (No.  178). 

On  motion  made  and  duly  seconded,  a  Dismissal  Order  (No.  178)  was  also 
adopted,  dismissing  the  complaint  of  Otto  Graesser  against  the  Interborough  Rapid 
Transit  Company  in  the  matter  of  through  trains  to  the  Bronx  on  the  Second  Avenue 
Line.

The  Secretary  presented  the  following  Report  and  Order  of  Commissioner  Maltbie 
for  adoption  by  the  Commission : 

As  the  Commissioner  designated  to  hear  the  evidence  and  to  present  a  report  as 
to  whether  an  order  should  be  adopted  by  the  Commission  dircting  that  certain 
improvements,  repairs  and  additions  should  be  made  to  the  cars  and  car  equipment  of 
the  New  York  City  Railway  Company,  I  submit  the  following : 

Notice  of  the  hearing  was  duly  served  not  only  upon  the  Secretary  of  the  New 
York  City  Railway  Company  but  also  upon  Mr.  Adrian  H.  Joline  and  Mr.  Douglas 
Robinson,  receivers,  appointed  by  Judge  Lacombe  of  the  United  States  Circuit  Court 
Upon  December  21st  the  hearing  was  held  and  evidence  taken,  but  no  one  representing 
the  Company  or  the  receivers  appeared  or  offered  to  present  any  evidence  to  show  that 
it  wx>uld  not  **be  just,  reasonable,  safe,  adequate  and  proper**  to  issue  the  order  pro- 
posed. However,  a  communication  was  received  from  the  receivers  and  was  offered 
in  evidence  by  the  Counsel  to  the  Commission  which  stated : 

"It  is  of  course  most  desirable  that  every  car  should  receive  a  thorough  inspection 
followed  by  such  repairing  as  will  put  it  in  first  class  operating  condition.  The  condi- 
tion of  the  rolling  stock  when  we  took  possession  was  deplorable.    The  main  cause  of 
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this  was  apparently  the  neglect  of  the  Company  in  prior  years  to  keep  it  at  all  times  in 
first  class  condition." 

The  evidence  presented  at  the  hearing  was  given  by  Mr.  A.  W.  McLimont,  the 
Electrical  Engineer  of  the  Commission,  who  had  been  directed  by  the  Commission  to 
make  a  thorough  examination  of  the  equipment  of  the  Company  and  to  report  the  exact 
facts.  In  this  work,  which  covered  the  greater  portion  of  October  and  November,  Mr. 
McLimont  was  assisted  by  four  electrical  engineers,  one  mechanical  engineer  and  a 
number  of  transit  inspectors,  all  employees  of  the  Commission.  They  personally 
inspected  some  1600  cars  out  of  a  total  of  about  2000  cars  now  being  operated  by  the 
Company,  and  452  cars  were  examined  in  detail  in  the  car  houses  while  standing  over 
'"pits."  by  the  engineers  of  the  Commission.  They  also  carefully  examined  the  power- 
houses, sub-stations,  car-houses  and  shops.  The  facts  found  by  Mr.  McLimont  and  his 
assistants*  were  presented  in  a  report  which  was  sworn  to  and  offered  in  evidence,  a 
copy  being  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Company  or  the  receivers.  This  report  is  very 
comprehensive  and  complete,  giving  in  detail  the  exact  condition  of  every  car  and 
structure  examined. 

The  condition  of  the  1600  cars  at  the  time  of  the  observation  is  reported  by  Mr. 

McLimont  to  be  as  follows :

Combining  certain  of  the  items  in  the  above  table,  it  is  found  that  one-quarter  of 
the  cars  had  flat  wheels;  that  one-half  of  them  needed  painting  in  part  or  in  whole; 
that  one-half  rattled;  that  two-thirds  had  gear  noises;  that  i  out  of  every  6  was 
■operated  without  headlights  and  that  over  100  cars  were  "filthy."  Upon  an  average 
there  were  nearly  5  defects  to  every  2  cars.  This  does  not  mean  that  every  car  needed 
repairs  of  some  sort  or  other,  but  upon  an  average  there  were  between  two  and  three 
defects  for  each  car,  for  many  of  the  cars  were  defective  in  several  regards. 

The  condition  of  the  452  cars  examined  more  in  detail  while  standing  over  the 

'"pits"  in  the  car-houses  is  reported  to  have  been  as  follows :

Summarizing  the  results  of  this  examination,  which  covered  a  considerable  number 
of  matters  not  possible  to  be  covered  in  the  other  1,200  cars,  it  is  found  that  upon  an 
r.verage  there  were  4  defects  to  each  car. 

The  effect  of  these  conditions  upon  the  carrying  capacity  of  the  system  is  re- 
flected by  the  reports  of  the  repair  shops.  At  one  barn  where  the  cars  seemed  to  be 
in  worse  condition  than  at  any  other,  the  average  daily  number  of  instances  where 
cars  were  "run  in"  for  repairs  during  the  month  of  November  was  nearly  40%  of 
the  number  of  cars  housed  there,  and  upon  one  day  the  number  of  "run-ins''  was  over 
70%  of  the  number  of  cars.  Upon  the  whole  system  during  the  month  of  October 
there  were  between  12,000  and  13,000  hours  that  cars  were  *Vun-in"  for  emergency 
defects,  which  is  equivalent  to  30  cars  taken  off  the  road  entirely  for  15  hours  during 
every  day  of  the  month.  The  interference  with  the  operation  of  the  system,  due  to 
the  bad  condition  of  the  equipment  is  not  confined  to  the  loss  of  time  cars  are  stand- 
ing in  the  barns  waiting  for  or  undergoing  repairs,  for  when  a  car  breaks  down  on  the 
line  it  is  out  of  commission  from  that  moment  as  well  as  during  the  time  it  is  in  the 
shop.  It  must  also  be  shoved  back  to  the  barn  and  this  procedure  still  further  inter- 
feres with  the  schedule,  is  often  the  cause  of  much  delay  and  overcrowding  in  other 
cars,  and  congests  vehicular  traffic  as  well. 

In  their  letter  to  the  Commission  the  receivers  state: 

■ 

"The  most  frequent  causes  of  breakdown  are  those  peculiarly  incider.t  to  the 
operation  of  cars  by  the  conduit  electric  system,  and  differ  from  the  troubles  incident 
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to  the  operation  of  surface  cars  by  the  overhead  trolley  system.  A  very  large  percent- 
age of  breakdowns  on  the  road  is  due  to  failure  of  the  contact  plow." 

This  is  undoubtedly  true,  but  the  defects  reported  by  Mr.  McLimont  have  no  con- 
nection whatever  with  the  conduit  system  and  ought  to  be  remedied  regardless  of  what 
changes  or  improvements  are  adopted  in  the  conduits  and  the  method  of  transmitting 
current  from  the  conductors  to  the  motors. 

The  failure  of  the  Company  to  provide  adequate  protection  to  the  power  cables 
under  the  platforms  and  floors  of  the  cars  and  the  defective  condition  of  the  auto- 
matic circuit  breakers  have  increased  the  possibility  of  the  car  catching  fire.  The 
evidence  does  not  show  that  the  frequent  disastrous  fires  in  the  car-houses  of  the 
Company  have  been  due  to  the  defective  wiring  of  the  circuit  breakers  and  appliances, 
but  when 'the  evidence  clearly  shows,  as  it  does,  that  there  is  a  lack  of  proper  insula- 
tion and  that  there  are  defective  circuit  breakers  on  many  cars,  one  is  led  to  consider 
whether  the  great  loss  of  equipment  and  of  car-houses  might  not  have  been  due  to 
these  defects. 

Frequent  complaints  have  been  made  to  the  Commission  of  the  noise  caused  by 
street  cars.  The  evidence  shows  that  a  very  large  proportion  of  the  cars  are  noisy,  and 
that  if  they  were  properly  repaired,  wearing  parts  promptly  renewed  and  tlie  running 
gear  kept  well  lubricated,  the  noise  would  be  very  greatly  reduced.  In  my  opinion, 
the  public  should  be  protected  against  unnecessary  noise,  and  that,  even  if  the  detective 
condition  of  the  cars  did  not  interfere  with  the  carrying  capacity  of  the  system,  the 
Commission  would  be  justified  in  requiring  the  Company  so  to  maintain  its  equip- 
ment as  to  reduce  car  noises  to  a  minimum. 

For  similar  reasons,  I  have  concluded  that  the  Company  should  be  required  to  put 
its  cars  in  a  clean  and  neat  condition.  Dirty  and  filthj'  cars  are  not  only  offensive,  but 
are  dangerous  to  the  health  of  the  Cit\\ 

In  the  order  recommended  for  adoption,  the  date  fixed  when  the  company  shall 
begin  to  turn  out  ten  cars  per  day  from  the  repair  shops  is  February  15.  Xo  repre- 
sentative of  the  Company  or  of  the  receivers  appeared  at  the  hearing,  so  that  it  was 
impossible  to  obtain  from  them  an  opinion  as  to  when  the  order  should  be  made  opera- 
tive. However,  Mr.  McLimont  definitely  testified  that  knowing  as  he  did  the  exact 
facilities  which  would  be  needed  by  the  Company  to  comply  with  the  order  and  the 
facilities  which  they  now  have,  it  would  be  possible  for  the  Company  to  begin  and 
continue  turning  out  ten  cars  a  day  \ipon  and  after  February  15th. 

In  order  to  turn  out  ten  cars  a  day,  it  will  not  be  necessary  to  reduce  materially 
the  number  of  cars  now  being  operated  upon  the  lines  of  the  Company.  Mr.  McLimont 
testified  that  not  more  than  40  cars  would  need  to  be  kept  out  of  service  at  anv  one 
time.     Indeed,  the  number  of  cars  which  the  Company  has  ordered  and  oi  whicli  de 
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livery  has  been  promised  before  February  isth,  is  several  times  the  number  of  cars 
which  upon  any  one  day  will  need  to  be  taken  from  the  service  for  repairs  so  as  to 
comply  with  the  proposed  order. 

The  order  is  made  applicable  to  the  entire  rolling  stock  of  the  Company,  includ- 
ing the  summer  as  well  as  the  winter  cars.  Of  course,  the  cars  now  in  use  arc  the 
cars  that  should  be  repaired  immediatelyi  but  the  order  has  been  made  applicable  to 
the  summer  cars  in  order  that  by  the  time  these  cars  are  needed,  they  will  have  been 
repaired  and  put  in  good  condition. 

Final  Order    (No.  179). 

Thereupon,  on  motion  made  and  duly  seconded,  a  Final  Order  (No.  179)  was 
adopted,  directing  the  New  York  City  Railway  Company  to  thoroughly  overhaul  and 
repair  all  its  rolling  stock,  turning  out  not  fewer  than  ten  cars  daily  after  February 
15th,  1908.

Your  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  question  of  Uniform  Statistics  and 
Accounts  for  the  companies  under  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Commission,  begs  to  submit 
the  following  report  of  progress: 

The  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  has  prescribed  certain  accounting  forms 
and  methods  for  steam  railroads  doing  an  interstate  business  and  has  under  con- 
sideration forms  for  express  and  sleeping-car  companies,  but  no  progress  has  been 
made  with  the  accounts  for  electric  roads  or  street  railways  that  run  from  one  state 
to  another,  a  small  portion,  20%,  of  the  entire  electric  mileage  of  the  country.  Our 
predecessors,  the  Railroad  Commissioners,  had  not  attempted  to  prescribe  a  uniform 
system,  but  the  Commission  of  Gas  and  Electricity  had  considered  the  matter  and  had 
drafted  a  tentative  system  for  discussion,  which  was  published  in  the  report  of  the 
Commission  for  the  six  months  ending  June  30,  1907. 

From  the  very  beginning  this  Commission  has  realized  the  importance  and  neces- 
sity of  a  uniform  system  of  accounts  for  all  corporations  of  the  same  kind,  not  merely 
because  of  the  value  of  uniform  statistics  to  this  Commission  in  arriving  at  wise  de- 
cisions, but  also  because  of  their  value  to  the  companies  themselves,  to  the  holders 
of  their  securities,  to  investors  and  to  those  who  use  the  service — the  public.  Pre- 
liminary to  the  preparation  of  such  a  uniform  system  of  records,  your  Committee  and 
Mr.  Weber,  our  chief  statistician,  have  had  conferences  with  the  Interstate  Com- 
merce Commission,  the  Public  Service  Commission  for  the  Second  District,  similar 
commissions  in  other  states  and  the  associations  representing  the  various  classes  of' 
corporations.  It  has  been  found  impossible,  owing  to  the  large  number  of  persons 
and  officials  interested,  to  prepare  a  satisfactory  system  of  accounts  for  use  by  the 
street  railway  companies  during  the  year  ending  June  30,  1908,  and  for  adoption  in 
the  annual  reports  to  the  Commission  covering  this  period;  but  it  will  be  ready  early 
in  1908  probably.  It  can  then  be  put  in  force  upon  July  ist,  1908,  for  all  the  companies 
in  this  district  and  be  made  the  basis  of  the  financial  portion  of  the  annual  reports 
for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1909. 

The  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  has  recently  approved,  as  stated  above,  a 
revised  scheme  of  accounts  for  all  steam  railroads  doing  an  interstate  business.  This 
scheme  has  been  adopted  by  the  Public  Service  Commission  for  the  Second  District, 
and  by  the  railroad  commissioners  of  other  states,  and  I  recommend  that  it  be  adopted 
by  this  Commission. 

As  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  has  not  yet  framed  a  system  of  accounts 
for  sleeping-car  and  express  companies,  and  as  the  law  requires  our  forms  to  agree 
as  nearly  as  may  be  with  such  forms  when  adopted,  I  recommend  that  no  system  be 
adopted  for  the  present. 
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In  order  that  both  Public  Service  Commissions  may  have  the  same  sj-stem  of  ac- 
counts for  gas  and  electric  companies,  this  subject  was  early  discussed  with  the  Com- 
mission of  the  Second  District.  Several  conferences  have  also  been  held  with  the 
associations  representing  the  companies.  If  the  companies  tlffoogbopt  tile  Slate  were 
more  imiform  as  to  the  nature  and  scope  of  their  operations,  the  problem  would  have 
been  more  simple;  but  with  a  few  corporations  whose  financial  operations  amount  to 
several  millions  of  dollars  upon  the  one  hand  and  upon  the  other  a  considerable  number 
of  small  companies  whose  annual  incomes  do  not  exceed  a  few  thousands,  it  is  difficult 
to  frame  a  single  system  of  accounts  which  will  go  sufficiently  into  the  details  of  the 
large  companies  and  yet  be  suited  to  the  limited  operations  of  the  small  companies. 
It  now  seems  probable  that  a  satisfactory  solution  will  be  found  and  one  which 
will  be  satisfactory  to  practically  all  of  the  companies.  In  this  work  the  officials  of 
the  companies  have  generously  assisted  the  Committee.  A  scheme  will  be  adopted  at 
an  early  date  probably. 

Order  (No.  i8o). 

Thereupon  the  following  Order  was  adopted  by  the  Commission: 

The  Public  Service  Commission  for  the  First  District,  being  authorized  by  Sec- 
tion 52  of  the  Public  Service  Commissions  law  to  establish,  whenever  it  deems  ad- 
visable, a  uniform  system  of  accounts  to  be  used  by  railroad  corporations  subject  to 
its  jurisdiction,  and  it  appearing  advisable  to  establish  at  this  time  a  uniform  system 
of  accounts  for  expenditures  for  road  and  equipment,  operating  revenues,  operating 
expenses,  locomotive  miles,  car  miles  and  train  miles, 

Ordered: 

I.  That  the  system  of  accounts  shown  by  Schedule  A,  hereto  annexed,  be  and 
the  same  hereby  is  established  as  the  system  of  accounts  for  said  matters,  to  be  kept 
and  maintained  by  all  railroad  corporations  under  the  supervision  of  this  Commis- 
sion, as  that  term  is  defined  in  Section  2  of  the  Public  Service  Commissions  Law, 
owning,  controlling  or  operating  any  railroad  on  which  steam  is  used  as  the  motive 
power. 

II.  That  said  system  of  accounts  shall  be  put  in  use  by  all  such  railroad  corpK)ra- 
tions  on  the  ist  day  of  January,  1908,  and  be  thereafter  kept  and  used  by  them. 

III.  That  all  such  railroad  corporations  shall,  in  the  annual  reports  to  be  sever- 
ally made  by  them  concerning  their  respective  affairs  and  Oiperations,  during  the 
fiscal  year  July  ist,  1907,  to  June  30th,  1908,  inclusive,  classify  and  report  their  ex- 
penditures for  road  and  equipment,  their  operating  revenues,  their  operating  ex- 
penses and  their  locomotive  miles,  car  miles  and  train  miles,  in  accordance  with  the 
classifications  of  expenditures  for  road  and  equipment,  of  operating  revenues,  of 
operating  expenses  and  of  locomotive  miles,  car  miles  and  train  miles,  set  forth  in 
said  Schedule  A. 
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IV.  That  the  form  of  the  annual  report  to  be  made  by  the  said  railroad  cor- 
porations, showing  their  respective  affairs  and  operations  during  the  said  year,  shall 
call  for  the  total  amounts  charged  or  credited  to  each  of  the  several  accounts  pro- 
vided  for  in   the  said  several  classifications. 

V.  That  the  Secretary  of  this  Commission  serve  upon  each  of  the  said  corpor- 
ations, persons  and  associations,  on  December  31st,  1907,  in  the  manner  prescribed 
by  law,  a  copy  of  this  order.

Final  Order  (No.  181). 

On  motion  of  Commissioner  McCarroll,  duly  seconded,  a  I'inal  Order  (Mo.  i»i; 
was  adopted,  ordering  that  the  service  of  the  Long  Island  Railroad  Company,  on  its 
line  between  Long  Island  City  and  Eaat  New  York,  be  supplemented  and  changed 
as  follows:

operation,  daily  except  Sundays,  until  the  19th  of  June,  1908,  or  until  such  other  date 
as  said  company  puts  its  summer  schedule  for  the  season  of  1908  into  operation  on 
said  Manhattan  Beach  Division;  such  order  to  take  effect  immediately  and  to  con- 
tinue in  force  until  date  of  the  establishment  of  the  summer  schedule  for  1908.

Final  Order   (No.   183). 

On  motion  of  Commissioner  Eustis,  duly  seconded,  an  order  (No.  183)  was 
adopted,  directing  that  the  New  York  City  Interborough  Railway  Company  either  con- 
struct a  substantial  shelter  for  passengers  transferring  from  the  Subway  to  its  lines 
at  i8ist  Street  and  St.  Nicholas  Avenue  on  a  level  with  such  street  railway  tracks, 
or  at  all  times  during  the  day  and  night  hold  at  that  point  a  car  for  the  use  of  waiting 
passengers,  until  the  arrival  of  the  next  car. 
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The  Committee  of  the  Whole  presented  to  the  Commission  the  following  report 
of  its  sub-committee,  consisting  of  Commissioners  Maltbic  and  Eustis,  upon  the  matter 
of  additional  subways  for  Manhattan  and  The  Bronx : 

December   30,    1907. 
To  the  Public  Service  Commission  for  the  First  District: 

Sirs — Your  Committee  appointed  to  report  upon  additional  subways  for  Manhat- 
tan and  The  Bronx,  beg  to  submit  the  following  report: 

The  urgent  need  for  the  immediate  construction  of  another  rapid  transit  subway 
in  Manhattan  and  The  Bronx  needs  no  proof.  Every  person  who  uses  the  present 
lines  knows  that  they  are  congested,  that  the  conditions  of  overcrowding  are  indecent 
and  that  every  improvement  that  can  be  made  will  hardly  be  sufficient  to  keep  pace 
with  the  growth  of  traffic  prior  to  the  time  when  a  new  subway  may  be  opened,  to  say 
nothing  of  relieving  the  congestion  which  now  exists.  The  question  is  not  whether 
a  new  subway  is  needed,  therefore,  but  where  a  new  line  may  be  located  most  ad- 
vantageously and  which  of  the  several  routes  that  are  needed  should  be  constructed 
first. 

In  the  opinion  of  your  Committee,  the  subway  which  should  be  started  first  is  the 
Broadway- Lexington  avenue  line,  running  from  the  Battery  up  Broadway  or  Green- 
wich and  Vesey  streets  to  the  Post  Office,  thence  up  Broadway  to  Tenth  street  or 
thereabouts,  thence  under  private  property  and  public  streets  to  Irving  place,  thence 
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up  Irving  place  and  Lexington  avenue  to  the  Harlem  River,  thence  under  the  Harlem 
River  to  One  Hundred  and  Thirty-eighth  street  or  thereabouts.  Dividing  here  into 
two  branches,  one  line  would  go  up  Mott  avenue  to  East  One  Hundred  and  Fifty-first 
street,  through  One  Hundred  and  Fifty-first  street  and  Gerard  avenue  to  Jerome 
avenue  and  thence  up  Jerome  avenue  to  Woodlawn  Cemetery;  the  other  line  would 
pass  east  through  One  Hundred  and  Thirty-eighth  street  to  the  Southern  boulevard, 
and  up  the  Southern  boulevard  and  Westchester  avenue  to  Eastern  boulevard. 

From  the  Post  Office,  and  possibly  from  the  Battery,  the  subway  would  contain 
four  tracks  until  it  reached  One  Hundred  and  Thirty-eighth  street.  The  easterly  fork 
would  contain  at  least  three  tracks  and  likewise  the  westerly  fork  as  far  as  Jerome 
avenue  where  there  would  be  four  tracks  again.  This  is  considered  wise  because  at 
some  future  time  a  subway  will  probably  be  built  in  Eighth  avenue  to  connect  with 
the  line  up  Jerome  avenue,  and  then  four  tracks  will  be  needed  to  afford  facilities  to 
both  lines.  The  whole  line  would  be  underground,  except  possibly  the  Southern  boule- 
vard and  Westchester  avenue  section.  Some  money  would  be  saved  by  building  an  ele- 
vated road  on  Jerome  avenue,  instead  of  a  subway,  but  in  view  of  the  many  obvious 
objections  to  an  blevated  road,  in  view  of  the  important 'character  of  this  thorough- 
fare, and  in  view  of  the  small  saving  in  cost  when  the  expense  of  constructing  the 
whole  line  is  considered,  your  Committee  recommend  that  a  subway  be  planned  through- 
out Jerome  avenue. 

The  line  thus  planned  could  be  connected  with  the  New  York  Central  Railroad  at 
the  Mott  Haven  station,  at  One  Hundred  and  Thirty-eighth  street  and  at  Forty-second 
street,  and  suburban  trains  could  be  run  through  to  the  Battery  via  Broadway — a  more 
direct  route  to  downtown  Manhattan  than  by  the  present  subway.  At  this  very  moment, 
before  the  Grand  Central  station  has  been  reconstructed  and  while  the  traffic  is  being  so 
seriously  interfered  with  by  this  reconstruction  that  the  number  of  persons  using  the 
Grand  Central  station  is  very  much  less  than  it  will  be  when  the  station  has  been  rebuilt 
and  the  trains  are  again  running  upon  schedule  time,  the  present  subway  is  con- 
gested by  New  York  Central  traffic.  The  proposed  line  would  relieve  this  congestion 
and  help  handle  the  additional  traffic  that  will  come  when  the  New  York  Central  has 
completed  its  work  of  reconstruction  and  its  lines  have  been  electrified. 

The  proposed  line  will  also  run  close  to  the  Steinway  tunnel  at  Forty-second  street 
and  the  BlackwelFs  Island  Bridge  at  Fifty-ninth  street,  so  that  a  connection  may  be 
made  with  the  crosstown  subway  under  Fifty-ninth  street,  planned  by  the  Rapid  Transit 
Commission.  By  either  route  the  residents  of  Queens  will  be  able  to  reach  the  lower 
portion  of  Manhattan  much  more  expeditiously  than  at  present. 

The  Broadway-Lexington  avenue  line,  as  proposed,  is  not  a  part  of  the  "Tri- 
Borough  route"  as  originally  planned,  but  by  means  of  the  connection  through  Canal 
street,  discussed  later  in  this  report,  it  has  every  advantage  which  the  Manhattan  por- 
tion of  the   "Tri-Borough   route''  possesses  and  certain  other  advantages  which  the 
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latter  does  not  have,  inasmuch  as  the  Manhattan  portion  of  the  "Tri-Borough  route'* 
would  not  tap  the  Broadway  section,  between  the  Post  Office  and  Tenth  street.  It  is 
also  possible  to  make  a  similar  connection  with  the  Williamsburg  Bridge,  and  any 
subway  extended  by  this  route  into  Long  Island.  At  the  Battery  it  could  likewise 
be  connected  with  the  present  tunnel  to  Brooklyn  or  any  future' subway  built  east  or 
west  of  Broadway. 

Thus,  while  the  proposed  line  is  to  be  constructed  in  Manhattan  and  The  Bronx, 
it  will  afford  great  relief  to  Brooklyn  and  Queens. 

The  value  of  the  Broadway- Lexington  avenue  route  both  from  the  transit  arid 
from  the  financial  standpoint  is  apparent.  Below  Fourteenth  street,  it  would  run 
through  the  very  heart  of  the  commercial  and  office  centres  of  the  City.  It  would 
also  tap  the  populous  district  between  Forty-second  street  and  the  Harlem  River, 
the  residents  of  which  at  present  can  reach  the  lower  Broadway  district  only  by  a 
circuitous  route.  The  two  branches  in  The  Bronx  would  tap  the  sections  which  are 
most  in  need  of  transit  facilities.  The  Jerome  nvenue  line  has  been  urged  for  years. 
The  Southern  boulevard  section  would  run  through  a  district  already  well  populated 
and  the  Westchester  avenue  section  would  open  up  an  area  which  has  not  developed 
owing  to  the  lack  of  transit  facilities.  Further,  the  present  subway- carries  the  Bronx- 
ites  by  a  very  devious  course  from  their  homes  to  their  offices.  The  Broadway-Lex- 
ington avenue  route  would  shorten  the  trip  very  materially.  Further,  the  directness 
of  the  line  and  the  few  curves  (Lexington  avenue  is  almost  upon  an  exact  line  with 
Broadway)  would  safely  allow  cars  to  be  run  at  high  speed  and  would  lower  oper- 
ating costs. 

Inasmuch  as  more  of  The  Bronx  lies  east  than  west  of  a  line  continued  in  a 
straight  line  upon  the  axis  of  Lexington  avenue,  the  most  natural  connection  of 
Jerome  avenue  would  be  with  a  future  line  down  Eighth  avenue,  or  a  line  between 
Eighth  avenue  and  Lexington  avenue,  for  it  is  probable  that  every  subway  built  upon 
Lexington  avenue  or  east  of  Lexington  avenue  will  be  needed  for  the  portion  of  The 
Bronx  east  of  Jerome  avenue.  But  if  the  Commission  w^ere  to  build  the  Jerome  ave- 
nue line  and  to  lease  it  to  the  company  operating  the  Broadway-Lexington  avenue 
line  under  such  conditions  that  it  might  allow  a  separate  company  operating  the 
Eighth  avenue  to  have  running  powers  over  the  Jerome  avenue  section,  the  present 
connection  of  this  section  with  Lexington  avenue  would  not  interfere  with  the  ulti- 
mate normal  development. 

Attention  should  be  called  to  the  fact  that  the  Broadway- Lexington  line  as  above 
outlined,  is  not  precisely  the  same  as  the  Lexington  avenue  route  proposed  by  the 
Rapid  Transit  Commission.  The  Lexington  route,  as  originally  planned,  was  not 
sufficiently  direct  and  contained  so  many  curves  that  the  speed  of  th«  trains  would  be 
interfered  with.  It  was  also  planned  to  connect  the  Lexington  avenue  line  with  the 
present  subway  at  Forty-second  street.     This  is  considered  objectionable  for  two  rea- 
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sons;  tht  present  subway  has  all  the  traffic  it  can  possibly  handle  with  decency,  and 
perhaps  more.  To  add  to  its  burdens  by  feeding  another  line  into  it  would  be  ex- 
ceedingly unwise.  Further,  if  such  a  connection  were  made,  any  competitor  of  the 
Interborough  Company  would  be  at  a  decided  disadvantage  when  bidding  for  the 
operating  lease.  Upon  the  other  hand,  the  subway  as  now  proposed  will  not  inter- 
fere with  any  longitudinal  routes  which  may  be  built  later.  For  example,  a  line  con- 
necting with  the  present  subway  at  Forty-second  street  and  Broadway  could  be  brought 
downtown  via  Broadway  to  Union  square,  thence  down  University  place,  Woostcr 
street  and  Church  street  to  the  Battery. 

The  estimated  cost  of  the  Broadway-Lexington  line,  including  the  two  branches 
in  The  Bronx,  would  be  about  $60,000,000,  and  with  the  present  traffic  conditions  in 
mind,  work  ought  to  be  begun  immediately  upon  every  section.  However,  if  for 
financial  or  other  reasons  it  should  be  found  desirable  to  delay  the  awarding  of  the 
contracts  on  construction  of  certain  portions  of  the  route  until  another  year,  it  would 
be  possible  at  once  to  begin  on  the  section  from  the  Battery  to  the  Grand  Central 
Station.  Within  another  year  the  contracts  for  the  section  from  Forty-second  street 
to  One  Hundred  and  Thirty-eighth  street  could  be  let,  to  be  followed  with  the  Gerard 
and  Jerome  avenue  section.  By  the  time  the  portion  from  the  Battery  to  Forty- 
second  street  would  be  ready  for  lease  to  an  operating  company  the  other  sections  of 
the  route  would  be  under  contract,  so  that  even  though  they  were  not  completed  the 
bidders  for  a  franchise  to  operate  would  know  w-hen  they  were  to  be  finished,  and  a 
lease  could  be  made  for  the  unfinished  as  well  as  the  finished  portions  of  the  line. 
Further,  if  the  construction  of  the  entire  line  were  approved  by  this  Commission  and 
by  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment,  it  would  be  possible  to  advertise  a 
lease  of  this  route  at  the  same  time  the  lease  for  the  Fourth  avenue  subway  is  adver- 
tised. Thus  any  prospective  bidder  could  obtain  not  only  a  lease  of  the  Fourth  avenue 
subway  in  Brooklyn,  but  also  of  the  very  remunerative  line  up  Broadway  and  Lex- 
ington avenue.  Owing  to  the  possibility  of  a  physical  connection  through  Canal 
street  these  two  lines  could  be  run  as  one  system,  making  the  proposition,  from  a 
financial  point  of  view,  very  attractive  and  remunerative. 

Your  committee  also  recommend  that  plans  be  prepared  at  once  for  a  two-tra.ck 
subway  from  the  Manhattan  Bridge  through  Canal  street  to  West  street.  According 
to  the  present  plans  for  the  Centre  street  loop  no  means  have  been  provided  for 
connecting  any  of  the  bridges  with  the  present  subway,  the  elevated  roads,  the  new 
subway  up  Broadway  or  any  future  subways  west  of  Broadway.  Even  the  Fourth 
avenue  subway  from  Brooklyn  has  been  planned  to  run  down  Centre  street  without 
any  connection  with  any  subway  or  elevated  road  in  Manhattan.  Such  a  condition  is 
mc>st  inconvenient  and  inadvisable,  particularly  in  view  of  Ihe  fact  that  by  building 
a  line  across  town  under  Canal  street  any  person  coming  to  Manhattan  via  the 
Manhattan  Bridge  could  change  to  the  present  subway,  the  proposed  Broadway-Lex- 
ington avenue  subway  and  each  of  the  four  subways  to  be  built  west  of  Broadway 
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without  climbing  to  the  street,  and  also  to  the  elevated  roads  whose  stations  are 
immediately  above.  It  is  also  possible  to  make  a  physical  connection  with  the  pro- 
posed Broadway-Lexington  avenue  route  and  other  subways,  so  that  cars  could  be  run 
through  from  The  Bronx  to  Fort  Hamilton  or  Coney  Island  via  Manhattan  Bridge 
and  the  Fourth  avenue  subway.  This  plan  dees  not  interfere  with  a  connection  with 
the  Centre  street  loop,  but  merely  provides  for  the  running  of  certain  trains  from 
Brooklyn  through  to  the  North  River  and  certain  others  down  Centre  street  to  City 
Hall.       . 

The  estimated  cost  of  this  C»inal  street  line  is  $7,000,000,  but  if  it  is  not  con- 
sidered possible  for  financial  reasons  to  construct  the  whole  of  it  at  once,  it  could 
end  for  the  present  just  west  of  Broadway.  But  it  should  be  constructed  at  least  to 
this  point  at  an  early  date,  to  provide  for  a  connection  with  the  present  subway  and 
the  Broadway  line. 

A  map  submitted  herewith  shows  the  two  routes  recommended  for  your  approval 
and  indicates  the  relations  these  will  bear  to  the  present  facilities  for  rapid  transit  in 
Manhattan  and  The  Bronx,  as  well  as  certain  of  the  connections  which  might  be 
made  with  future  lines. 

If  the  two  subway  lines  above  proposed  meet  with  your  approval  your  committee 
recommend  that  application  be  made  at  once  to  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportion- 
ment for  their  approval  and  for  permission  to  contract  for  the  construction  of  these 
two  routes  as  soon  as  the  plans  can  be  prepared. 

In  connection  therewith,  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  recommended  the  adoption 
of  the  following  resolution : 

Whereas,  In  the  opinion  of  the  Commission  a  rapid  transit  system  in  the  Bor- 
oughs of  Manhattan  and  The  Bronx  should  be  laid  out  and  offered  for  bids;  and 

Whereas,  The  rapid  transit  system  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Commission,  seems 
best  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  people  of  The  City  of  New  York  is  one  de- 
scribed as  beginning  at  a  point  under  Battery  Park,  running  thence  northerly  through 
and  under  Greenwich  street,  Trinity  place  and  Church  street  to  Vesey  street;  thence 
easterly  through  Vesey  street  to  Broadway;  thence  northerly  along  and  under  Broad- 
way to  Canal  street,  where  connection  will  be  made  with  a  crosstown  line  herein- 
after described;  thence  northerly  to  a  point  near  East  Tenth  street,  where  the  line 
curves  generally  in  a  northeasterly  direction  and  under  private  property  and  across 
East  Eleventh  street  to  Fourth  avenue,  East  Twelfth  street.  East  Thirteenth  street 
and  East  Fourteenth  street  to  Irving  place;  thence  northerly  along  and  under  Irving 
place  to  Gramercy  Park;  thence  northerly  under  Gramercy  Park  to  Lexington  ave- 
nue; thence  northerly  under  Lexington  avenue  to  the  Harlem  River  and  under  the 
Harlem  River  to  a  point  near  the  intersection  of  Park  avenue  and  East  One  Hundred 
and  Thirty-eighth  street,  where  the  lines  will  diverge,  the  easterly  line  continuing 
east  along  East  One  Hundred  and  Thirty-eighth  street  to  Southern  boulevard;  thence 
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in  a  generally  northerly  direction  along  Southern  boulevard  to  Westchester  avenue; 
thence  in  a  generally  northeasterly  direction  along  Westchester  avenue  to  Eastern 
boulevard  or  Pelham  Bay  Park;  the  westerly  line  to  begin  at  ^  point  near  the  inter- 
section of  Park  avenue  and  East  One  Hundred  and  Thirty-eighth  street  and  running 
northerly  along  Mott  avenue  to  One  Hundred  and  Fifty-first  street;  thence  north- 
westerly along  One  Hundred  and  Fifty-first  street  to  Gerard  avenue;  thence  northerly 
along  Gerard  avenue  to  the  intersection  of  Gerard  avenue  and  Jerome  avenue  near 
Clarlc  place,  from  which  the  line  to  extend  northerly  along  and  under  Jerome  avenue 
to  Woodlawn  Cemetery.  Also  a  crosstown  line  on  Canal  street,  connecting  at  Broad- 
way with  the  other  parts  of  this  system,  and  beginning  at  the  intersection  of  Canal 
street  and  West  street,  and  thence  running  easterly  under  Canal  street  and,  with 
proper  connections  at  Broadway,  to  the  Manhattan  Bridge  approach,  where  connec- 
tion can  be  made  with  the  Fourth  avenue  route  in  Brooklyn  already  authorized;  and 

Whereas,  Portions  of  this  system  have  been  laid  out  as  separate  routes  by  the 
former  Board  of  Rapid  Transit  Railroad  Commissioners  and  approved  by  the  Board 
of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  and  the  Mayor,  and  consented  to  by  a  majority  in 
value  of  the  owners  of  abutting  property,  or  by  the  Appellate  Division  of  the  Supreme 
Court  in  lieu  thereof;  and 

Whereas,  The  construction  of  such  a  system  will  require  the  modification  of  cer- 
tain of  the  said  routes ;  now  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  question  of  the  legality  and  feasibility  of  such  a  system  be 
referred  to  the  Counsel  and  Chief  Engineer  to  the  Commission  for  a  report  and  to 
prepare  the  necessary  plans  and  papers  for  submission  to  the  Commission.
